Wednesday,  May  16,  1888.      / 

Pursuant  to  the  Canons  adopted  at  the  Primary  Council,  a 
number  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  assembled  this 
day  at  9  a.  m.  in  the  Cathedral  for  divine  service;  morning 
prayer  being  said  by  the  Rev.  D.  C.  Pattee  and  the  Rev,  S. 
M.  Holden. 

At  10.45  a.  m.  Rev.  C.  H.  Marshall  preached  the  sermon 
from  the  Acts  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  VIII.  verses  30-31,  "And 
Philip  ran  thither  to  him  and  heard  him  read  the  prophet 
Esaias,  and  said,  Understandest  thou  what  thou  readest? 

And  he  said.  How  can  I,  except  some  man  should  guide 
me?" 

The  Rev.  A,  G.  Singsen,  being  presented  by  Rev.  C.  H. 
Marshall,  was  ordained  Priest,  and  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Williams, 
presented  by  Rev.  D.  D.  Wallace^  was  ordained  Deacon  by 
the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

After  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  the  clergy  and 
lay  delegates  assembled  in  the  crypt  of  the  Cathedral.

REPORT  OF  THE  CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER 

The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  of  St  John  the  Evangelist, 
Denver,  Colorado,  beg  leave  to  present  to  the  Council  the  following  report 
of  their  proceedings  for  the  year  ending  May  1,  1888: 

The  Rev.  Seaver  M.  Holden  was  appointed  a  Canon  of  the  Cathedral  by 
the  Bishop  and  was  received  into  the  Chapter. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  Mr.  Jos.  A.  Thatcher  was  appointed  Treas- 
urer of  the  Chapter,  and  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter  was  elected  Clerk.  In 
December  Mr.  Hunter  resigned  this  position,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Holden 
was  elected  his  successor. 

(:HAl*TEli  AS  BOARD  OF   MISSIONS. 

The  Chapter  met  as  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  on  January  .SOth 
last,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Cathedral. 

Action  was  taken  looking  towards  the  placing  upon  the  Diocese  the 
resp(msibility  of  the  support  of  our  missionaries. 

Tlie  results  of  that  meeting  were  embodied  in  a  circulai*  and  transmitted 
to  the  clergy,  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese. 

RKAL  ESTATE. 

On  February  6,  1888,  lots  2^34,  inclusive,  in  block  250,  Clement's 
addition  to  the  city  of  Denver,  belonging  to  the  Jar  vis  Hall  Endowment 
Fund  for  Theological  Education,  and  valued  at  Si  1,000,  were  transferred 
to  St.  Luke's  Hospital  for  hospital  purposes. 

On  the  same  date,  lots  23-44,  Inclusive,  in  block  155,  South  Division  of 
Capitol  Hill,  were  purchased  of  St  Luke's  Hospital  for  the  Jarvis  Hall 
Endowment  Fund  for  Theological  Education. 

Lots  1-4,  inclusive,  block  129,  East  Division,  city  of  Denver,  belonging  to 
Wolfe  Hall,  were  sold  for  the  sum  of  8120,000,  S20,000  of  this  sum  being 
paid  on  the  delivery  of  the  deed,  the  remainder  to  be  paid  or  secured  on 
June  12th,  when  possession  is  given  the  purchaser. 

Ten  lots  on  Olive  street,  between  Clarkson  and  Venice,  were  transferred 
by  Jarvis  Hall  and  set  apart  to  the  use  of  Wolfe  Hall,  and  the  appraised 
value  thereof,  312,000,  was  paid  by  Wolfe  Hall. 

A  tract  of  about  34  acres  in  the  division  now  known  as  * 'College  Hill," 
was  purchased  for  a  new  site  for  Jarvis  Hall  at  a  price  of  S10,000. 

Lots  1-8,  inclusive,  block  68,  Henry  C.  Brown's  addition  to  the  city  of 
Denver,  was  sold  by  the  Jarvis  Hall  Endowment  Fund  for  $32,500, 830,000 
of  this  sum  being  then  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  the  present  Jarvis 
Hall  site,  which  was  credited  to  the  above  Endowment  Fund. 
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A  trust  deed  was  executed  by  the  Bishop  and  Chancellor  on  lots  2d-26, 
inclusive,  block  68,  In  the  city  of  Durango,  to  secure  a  note  of  81,000. 

The  sum  of  8700  has  been  appropriated  to  candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
and  charged  to  Uie  Jarvis  Hall  Endowment  Fund  for  Theological  Education. 

JARVIS  HALL. 

The  Rev.  Seaver  M.  Holden,  M.  A.,  of  Connecticut,  was  elected  Prin- 
cipal of  Jarvis  Hall  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Brown. 

The  income  of  the  school  has  paid  expenses  and  maintained  the  Principal 
during  the  current  year.

The  Eclectic 
Club  is  deserving  of  great  credit  in  the  literary  and  financial  management 
of  this  school  monthly.  The  receipts  from  its  advertisements  and  subscrip- 
tions are  over  9600.  After  paying  printers'  bills  the  amount  in  the  treasury 
will  be  nearly  $300;  the  students  w^ill  appropriate  this  to  furnishing  the 
Eclectic  Club  room  in  the  new  Hall. 

S.  Agnes  Guild  has  secured  through  various  agencies  of  work,  nearly 
$450  which  will  be  devoted  to  furnishing  the  chancel  of  the  Cha]>el  In  the 
new  building. 

These  amounts  an»  independent  of  the  fiscal  report  of  Wolfe  Hall,  giving 
a  total  of  over  $1,000  raised  by  loyal  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  school 
on  the  part  of  the  students.

The  Hospital  is  supported  by  the  income  received  from  such  patients  as 
are  able  to  pay,  by  the  annual  membership  fees  of  S5  each,  and  by  dona- 
tions of  money,  provisions  and  useful  articles  which  have  been  received 
from  individuals,  societies  and  missionary*  boxes.  The  offertories  whicli 
have  been  received  from  the  churches  in  this  diocese  have  been  applied  to 
the  Bishop  Randall  free  bed  fund,  which  is  annual,  extending  from  Christ- 
mas to  Christmas. 

A  fund  has  been  started  to  endow  a  child's  free  cot,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  be  completed  by  the  time  the  new  hospital  is  furnished. 

More  applications  for  admittance  to  the  hospital  have  been  ret^eived  than 
could  be  accepted,  and  a  new  building  with  more  room  and  more  conven- 
iences is  a  positive  necessity. 

As  the  present  location  is  considered  too  far  from  the  centn*  of  the  city 
and  inaccessible  on  account  of  tlie  many  railroad  crossings,  land  has  been 
purchased  on  Pearl  street,  between  19th  and  20th  avenues,  for  the  location 
of  a  new  hospital  and  a  payment  of  33,000  made  on  the  same,  leaving  a 
balance  of  85,800  still  due.  Plans  have  been  secured  and  some  money 
raised  and  it  is  the  hope  of  the  s<x;iety  to  have  at  least  part  of  the  building 
ready  for  use  during  the  coming  year. 

More  patients  have  been  treated  and  more  charity  work  done  than  during 
any  previous  year,  and  the  opportunity  is  now  offered  to  build  up  a  most 
useful  and  prosperous  church  institution  which  must  appeal  to  all  who 
are  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Church.

REPORT  OF  CANON  MISSIONER. 

Las  Animas,  Colo.,  May  14,  18S8. 

My  Dear  Bishop :  Since  the  last  Council  I  have  been  serving  the  Mis- 
sions at  Las  Animas  and  La  Junta,  regularly,  as  will  appear  in  the  reports 
from  those  places.  I  served  Trinidad  until  the  end  of  the  last  Ecclesiastical 
year,  giving  it  two  Sundays  a  month  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  same. 
I  then  gave  it  up  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hartley,  whose  Report  will  include  the 
statistics  of  the  whole  year. 

What  may  perhaps  be  termed  my  proper  work  as  Canon  Missioner  has 
consisted  in  four  visits  to  Lamar,  two  to  Nepesta,  one  to  Rocky  Ford,  and 
two  to  Silver  Cliff.  In  these  visits  I  have  held  fourteen  services,  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion  six  times,  delivered  fourteen  sermons  and 
lectures,  and  celebrated  one  marriage.  Besides  this  I  have  delivered 
seven  sermons  and  lectures  in  parishes,  on  missionary  and  other'  subjects. 
I  have  to  report  eight  communicants  at  Lamar  and  three  at  Nepesta.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTLA.N  EDUCATION. 

Annual  Council^  Diocese  of  Coix>bado,  [ 

Denver,  May  17,  1888.         \ 

RL  Rev.  Faiher: 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  it  has  duly  and  carefully  con- 
sidered the  important  subject  submitted  by  the  Council  of  1887  to  its  exam- 
ination. Your  Committee,  in  the  first  place,  would  impress  upon  the 
members  of  this  Council  the  importance  of  the  question  of  Diocesan 
schools.  The  importance  of  the  combination  of  religious  with  secular 
education  is  largely  ignored  by  religious  teachers  and  Christian  parents  of 
our  day.  While  science  is  discovering,  enterprises  of  great  magnitude  are 
originated,  mechanical  inventions  multiplying,  continents  are  l)eing  opened 
up,  and  sources  of  wealth  innumerable  and  immense  minister  to  the  neces- 
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sltles  and  luxuries  of  man,  the  Christian  worid  is  unfortunately  blind  to  the 
fact  that  without  the  most  active  and  powerful  effort  along  every  line  in  the 
direction  of  Christian  education,  material  prosperity  and  intellectual 
education  will  but  foster  a  gigantic  species  of  secularism  alike  dangerous, 
ultimately,  to  the  material,  as  well  as  the  spiritual  interests  of  humanity. 
The  attention  of  those  who  call  themselves  Christians  \s  directed  solely  to 
the  Church  as  the  means  of  Christian  education.  The  powerful  auxiliary 
which  the  Church  possesses  in  her  Diocesan  schools  is  too  largely  overiooked. 
Their  secular  work  is  recognized,  but  their  influence  a.s  a  great  machinery 
of  usefulness,  instilling  accurate  Churchmanship,  profound  spiritual  and 
religious  conviction,  and  practical  ethics,  is  rarely  considered.  Outside  of 
their  limits  the  great  universities,  paeudn  non-sectarian  institutes  and 
public  schools  are  becoming  annually  more  and  more  secularized.  The 
young  too  frequently  sit  at  the  feet  of  Agnosticism  and  Atheism  in  these 
abodes  of  learning.  Impressions  made  at  the  educational  age  are  rarely 
ever  wholly  eradicated.  Ethical  and  religious  education,  not  secular  educa- 
tion, are  potential  in  forming  character.  Intelligence  and  culture  alone 
can  never  con teract  the  influence  of  that  terrible  trinity  of  evil,  *'the  world, 
the  flesh  and  the  devil."  Such  an  education  turns  out  human  character 
of  the  ^^consistency  of  unleavened  dough,  wholly  unable  to  rise  to  any 
height  of  real  life,  and  offering  itself  to  be  moulded  into  any  shape  that  may 
suit  the  hand  that  touches  it"  The  supreme  sanction  and  origination  of 
all  law  and  science  and  order  by  an  infinite  and  perfect  creator,  Is  lost 
sight  of.  It  originates  that  **pessimisin  which,"  as  Bartol  says,  '"when  the 
Atheistic  understanding  rules  out  the  proof  of  conscience  and  heart,  and 
installs  selfishness  in  place  of  living  sacrifice,  usurps  the  throne  of  the 
mind  and  makes  the  play  not  worth  the  candle  of  life."  The  human  brain 
and  its  material  conceptions  terminate,  with  it,  the  ascending  scale  of 
our  orderly  life.  Institutions,  confessedly  and  strongly  churchly  and  relig- 
ious in  connection  with  the  Church,  will  alone  correct  existing  disorders 
and  mould  the  character  of  our  day.  Notwithstanding  the  supreme 
importance  of  Uiese  facts,  Church  people  all  over  our  land,  seduced  by 
pride  and  prestige,  and  the  natural  inclinations  of  their  children,  patron- 
ize secular  rather  than  Churchly  institutions  of  learning.  They  are 
apparently  content^  for  the  sake  of  a  name,  to  throw  away  the  spiritual  and 
eternal  education  of  those  dear  to  them.  So  far  as  their  sons  and  daugh- 
ters are  concerned,  the  practical  acquiesce  in  an  education  which  cultivates 
the  mind,  to  the  exclusion  of  a  system  which  builds  faith  in  that  worid  of 
spiritual  realities  which  the  prophecy  of  the  soul  and  the  world  of  psychical 
revelation  uncovers.  The  life  of  the  Churcli  thus  bids  fair  to  be  stripped 
of  a  Divine  glory,  a  reckless  worldliness  will  supplant  spiritual  zeal  and 
earnestness,  and  as  a  resultant  effect,  social  as  well  as  Churchly  degener- 
acy will  ensue. 

Your  Committee  again  directs  attention  to  the  important  fact  tliat  the 
effect  of  religious  teaching  combined  with  scientific  education  in  youth 
is  rarely  lost    It  is  deeply  grafted  in  hnman  consciousness.   It  is  therefore 
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of  incalculable  Importance  that  the  Faculties  of  oar  institutions  of  learning 
should  be  composed  of  persons  capable  of  guiding  youth  spiritually  as  well 
as  intellectually — ecclesiastically  as  well  as  religiously.  It  is  your  Com- 
mittee's experience  that  the  youthful  mind  looks  up  to  an  able  instructor 
with  wide^yed  wonder,  as  a  person  of  almost  superhuman  intelligence  and 
knowledf^e.  How  supremely  important,  therefore,  that  such  intelligence 
should  be  zealously  arrayed  on  the  side  of  Christ  It  is  your  Committee's 
opinion  that  the  Churchiy  and  religious  features  should  be  strongly 
emphasized  and  taught  in  Diocesan  institutions.  A  zealous  instructor  can 
weave  the  two  branches  of  instruction  together  most  perfectly  and  beauti- 
fully. And  as  soon  as  the  people  become  thoroughly  awakened  to  the 
great  work  which  is  attempted,  our  well  appointed  institutions  of  learning 
all  over  the  land  will  not  languish  for  that  support  which  the  Church, 
powerful  in  social  influence  as  well  as  pecuniary  resources,  can  so  easily 
afford. 

During  the  session  of  the  winter  Just  past,  yoiv  committee  has  had  the 
two  institutions,  Wolfe  Hall  and  Jarvis  Hall,  under  special  considera- 
tion. It  was  its  privilege  to  visit  the  former  and  minutely  examine  the 
details  of  its  curriculum.  It  is  pleased  to  report  its  great  gratification  at 
ascertaining  that  the  unusual  exterior  prosperity  is  founded  upon  a  basis 
of  most  substantial  merit.  The  chairman  of  your  committee  having  had 
an  educational  experience  of  years  in  various  institutions  and  colleges  on 
the  Atlantic  seaboard,  and,  ergo,  being  perfectly  familiar  with  such  work, 
is  of  the  opinion  that  no  institution  of  a  similar  character  of  his  experience, 
surpasses  Wolfe  Hall  in  correct  method  and  practical  educational  efficiency. 
Your  Committee  must  congratulate  the  management  upon,  first,  the  selec- 
tion of  an  excellent  Faculty;  second,  the  system  of  the  daily  routine; 
third,  the  rare  tact  displayed  in  enlisting  affection  while  commandhig 
respect,  and  in  instituting  a  method  of  order  and  discipline,  working  with 
little  apparent  friction  and  supported  by  penalties  of  a  mild  description, 
appealing  largely  to  conscience  and  personal  self  respect  Your  Commit- 
tee found  that  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  under  the  wise  guidance  of  its  able 
Diocesan,  to  whom  this  Diocese  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  which  it  will 
realize  more  and  more  fully  as  the  years  roll  on,  had  instituted  plans  for 
the  future  in  connection  with  its  work  which  left  little  to  be  suggested  by 
your  Committee.  These  plans  can  be  ascertained  by  reference  to  the 
Bishop's  address.  Your  Committee  would,  however,  add  the  following  sug- 
gestions : 

First.  That  on  opening  the  new  building  for  educational  purposes,  the 
time  of  recitations  be  increased  if  possible,  even  at  the  expense  of  a  slight 
enlargement  of  the  Faculty. 

Second.  That  each  department  be  properly  furnished  with  a  full 
compliment  of  illustrative  apparatus,  especially  in  the  departments  of 
chemistry,  physics  and  astronomy,  for  the  following  reasons: 

(a)  Apparatus  of  this  nature  makes  study  a  pleasure  instead  of  a 
drudgery. 


t 
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(b)  U  ineiilcatei  a  knowledge  of  the  i^iDdples  taught  wbtcli  to  ibMoagh 
and  piBoUcai. 

(e)  Tbe  time  can  tbas  be  doubly  utUIzed,  as  tbe  gnpblc  illDstntlon 
enehaliu  tbe  Intarast  and  enaUes  tbe  instructor  to  quickly  teacb  the  priii' 
elple  and  tact  desired. 

(d)  The  Ingenalty  of  the  Hmes  has  lovented  a  syvtem  of  Hpparstas 
nondertullr  perfect  In  erery  detail. 

Jarvis  Hall,  vlBlted  by  your  Committee  at  the  same  time,  was  not  so 
favorably  sltoated.  Under  tbe  manageniBnt  of  ao  able  and  experienced 
educator  it  was  yet  laboring  under  dlfflcultleB  which  Uie  reammeadatlons 
hereafter  specified  were  Intended  to  remove;  BecommendaUons  were  as 
followa: 

First.  That  (be  funds  of  the  Chapter  be  used  in  securing  a  suburtao 
Bite  for  this  Important  InsUtutlon. 

Second.  That  the  day  system  be  largely  abandoned  and  the  school  be 
organised  as  a  boarding  military  Institute  for  boys. 

TMrd.  That  a  soro  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  tbe  Principal  which 
will  enable  him  to  canvass  the  Dloceee  la  tbe  hiterests  of  his  school. 

Fburlh.  That  these  recommendatlDnB  be  cairied  out  without  unneces- 
sary delay. 

Tbeae  suggeetlons  were  then  submitted  to  tbe  Bishop  and  Chapter  and 
promptly  accepted  by  them.  Your  Committee  were  also  InstmmentaJ  tn 
storting  a  negoUaUon  which,  under  tbe  management  of  the  Bishop,  ultl- 
mated  la  theglft  of  a  bandsume  subsidy  more  than  covering  thecost  of  site. 

This  site  is  composed  of  30  scree  4K  miles  from  tbe  city.  Tbe  ptopoeed 
building  will  aocommodale  60  students,  and  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  a 
ooDslderable  number  of  appltcattons  for  entrance  are  already  received. 
Oroond  waa  broken  April  Sd,  and  the  oonwr  stone  will  be  laid  on  Friday, 
IStb  Inst  Cost  940,000.  Tonr  Committee  would  repeat  tbe  recommen- 
dations made  In  ctmnecHon  with  Wolfe  Hall,  and  further  recommend  that 
a  complete  military  system  be  the  basis  of  its  disclpihie.  We  are  pleased 
tobear  that  an  able  graduate  of  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy  has  been  engaged 
for  tbe  coming  Beesion. 

In  omcluslon,  your  Committee  mpectfully  recommend  that  a  Standing 
£il[icHtional  Committee  of  Ave  clergy  and  five  laymen  be  annually  elected 
by  imch  CooncU.  to  report  at  the  next  Council.  Tliat  on  this  committee 
ull  parts  of  the  Dlooese  be  represented,  for  tbe  following  reasons: 

FlrtL  Tbe  general  interest  of  the  Diocese  as  a  whole  will  be  thus 
!tii  Ululated. 

Seamd.    Its  confidence  at  large  will  t>e  thus  secured. 

Thtrd.  As  these  are  Diocesan  InatltntloDS  the  representatives  of  the 
t'litirp  Diocese  should  constitute  its  board  of  vlsliors,  etc. 
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Fcfwrih.  The  work  of  an  educational  committee  appointed  by  each 
Council  to  report  immediately,  is  a  mere  form  and  is  in  no  sense  helpful  to 
the  Council  or  Diocese.

The  hour  of  10  o'clock  having  arrived,  the  Council  went 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  having  under  consideration  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Bishop  called  Mr.  J.  B.  Ross  to  the  chair. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole,  having  risen,  reported  to  the 
Council,  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  as 
reported  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  with 
amendments  as  follows: 

Art.  lY.  Sec.  1,  on  Hosier  Monday j  was  substituted  for 
''June  1st." 

Art.  XIV.  Sec.  ^,  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  read  as 

follows : 

Sec.  2.  Tlie  election  shall  be  made  in  tiie  following  manner:  Hie 
order  of  Clergy  shall  nominate  by  ballot,  by  a  minority  of  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  cast,  some  fit  and  qnaltlled  Cleigyman  for  that  office;  and  if  this 
appointment  be  approved  by  a  like  majority  of  the  Lay  order  voting 
thereon,  by  ballot,  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

Which  was  amended  so  as  to  read  as  will  be  seen  in  the 
Constitution  as  published  in  the  appendix. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  Bannister  the  Uonatitution  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  was  adopted. 

On  motion  the  Council  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
having  under  oonsideration  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Conetitution  and  Canons,  with  Judge  Rosa  aa  chairmsD. 

The  Committee  of  tho  Whole  having  risen  reported  progress. 

On  motion  the  Council  took  a  recess  till  2  o'clock  p.  m.

On  motion  of  Judge  Stone  the  Council  went  into  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  having  under  consideration  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  with  Judge  Ross  as 
chairman. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  having  arisen,  reported  to  the 
Council,  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  Canons  as  reported 
by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  with  amend- 
ments as  follows  : 

Canon  V.  Sec.  2,  Clerk  was  substituted  for  "Secretary,"  and 
Any  two  of  these  offices  was  substituted  for  ''The  offices  of 
Secretary  and  Treasurer." 

Canon  VI.  Sec.  5,  for  *'The  Wardens  and  Vestrymen"  was 
substituted  The  Wardens  and  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen, 

Canon  IX.  Sections  1  and  2  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  are  hereby  made 
a  Board  of  Nomination  for  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorate  of  any  Parish,  this 
Board  shall  nominate  to  the  Wardens  a  Priest  to  All  the  vacancy. 
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The   Council   substituted   the   sections   as   printed  in  the 
Canons  in  the  Appendix. 

Canon  XV.  Sec.  4,  as  reported  by  the  Committee,  read  as 

follows : 

If  any  congregation  fail  to  pay  the  assessmente  and  make  the  offerings 
required  by  this  Canon,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
Council.  In  case,  however,  the  Board  of  Equalization  shall  see  good  cause 
for  non-payment,  and  shall  so  decide,  this  penalty  shall  not  be  enforced. 

The  Council  amended  this  to  read  as  is  printed  in  the  Canon 
in  the  Appendix. 

Canon  XIX.  Sections  2  and  8,  in  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee, read  as  follows : 

Sec.  2.  The  congregation  of  the  Cathedral  may  have  parochial  organi- 
zation, with  aU  its  rights  and  privileges ;  provided,  that  the  Bishop  shall 
have  the  nomination  of  the  Rector  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  agreed 
on  with  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  8.  St  John's  Church,  Denver,  is  hereby  adopted  as  the  Catliedral 
church  of  the  Diocese.  Any  other  church  may  be  chosen  as  the  Cathedral 
whenever  the  Bishop  and  the  Chapter  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  make  a 
change. 

These  sections  were  not  adopted. 

With  regard  to  Canons  XX.  and  XXL  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved^  That  the  Bishop  appoint  a  committee,  of  whom  the  Chancellor 

shall  be  one,  consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  with  the 

Bishop  as  (-hairman,  to  report  on  Canons  XX  and  XXI  as  contained  in 

the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  reading  as 

follows: 

CANON  XX. 

Of  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

Section  1.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  established 
under  the  name  and  title  of  **The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado.*' 

Sec.  2.  The  Chapter  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop;  a  Dean  appointed  by 
the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  and  Rector  of  tlie 
congregation  connected  with  the  Cathedral ;  one  or  more  Canons,  nomi- 
nated by  the  Bishop  and  approved  by  the  Chapter,  who  shall  also  be  Pres- 
byters of  the  Diocese,  residing  in  the  Cathedral  city,  and  assisting  in  the 
work  and  services  of  the  Cathedral,  or  of  the  Diocesan  schools,  and  who 
may  be  Rectors  of  said  schools  or  of  parishes  in  the  See  city  and  vicinity; 
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one  or  more  Honorary  Canons  and  one  Canon  Missioner,  who  shall  be 
Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  elected  by  the  Council  on  nomination  by  the 
Bishop;  one  Chancellor,  who  shall  be  a  layman,  learned  in  the  law,  and 
the  legal  adviser  of  the  Bishop,  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  and  of  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  term  of  oflQoe 
shall  be  four  years;  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee:  the  Treas- 
urers of  the  Chapter,  the  Episcopate  Fund,  the  Council,  and  of  Diocesan 
Missions;  the  Registrar;  two  laymen,  who  shall  be  annually  elected  in  the 
month  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  by  the  Vestry  of  the  Cathe- 
dral from  the  communicants  of  the  Cathedral  congregation,  one  of  wliom 
shall  retire  annually;  and  one  lay  male  communicant  from  each  Rural 
Deanery,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Convocations  of  the  respective  Deaneries. 

Sec.  S.  The  Chapter  shall  be  incorporated,  and  its  present  statutes  shall 
remain  in  force  until  altered  or  amended  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Src.  4.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Chapter  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  every  month,  and  the  Chapter  shall  also  hold  regular  quar- 
terly meeting  for  Diocesan  business,  or  as  the  Board  of  Missions,  to  wit: 
on  the  festivals  of  St.  Luke,  St.  Paul,  St  Mark  and  St.  James.  But  if 
the  head  of  the  Chapter  shall  believe  that  attendance  at  a  quarterly  meet- 
ing on  the  day  of  any  of  said  festivals  will  be  inconveninnt  for  any  reason, 
he  may  direct  that  it  be  held  on  some  other  day  as  nei^  thereto  as  possible. 
Notice  of  such  change  shall  be  given  in  the  summons  to  the  Chapter. 

Special  meetings  may  be  summoned  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his 
disability  to  act  or  his  absence  from  the  Diocese,  by  the  Dean  or  acting 
Dean,  upon  a  written  request  of  three  other  members.  Each  member 
shall  be  summoned  to  every  meeting,  whether  quarterly,  monthly,  or 
special,  by  a  written  or  printed  notice,  addressed  to  him  by  the  Clerk, 
stating  distinctly  the  time  and  place  of  the  meetlnir,  and  in  case  of  a  special 
meeting,  the  business  to  be  done  thereat  Such  notice  shall  be  served 
upon  each  member  personally,  or  mailed  to  him  at  least  five  days  before 
tlie  meeting;  provided  that  two  days  notice  shall  be  sufficient  for  business 
pertaining  to  the  See  city. 

The  expenses  of  all  members,  who  are  not  resident  in  the  See  city,  while 
coming  to  and  going  from  attendance  on  the  meetings,  may  be  defrayed 
from  the  funds  of  the  Chapter. 

Five  members,  of  whom  the  Bishop  shall  be  one,  or  five  members  who 
shall  include  the  Dean  and  a  Canon,  or  any  seven  members,  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Sec.  5.  The  Clerk,  under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  the  Chapter,  shall 
prepare  a  full  report  of  all  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Chapter,  to  bi^  pre- 
sented to  a  regular  or  special  meeting  to  be  held  shortly  before  the  meeting 
of  the  annual  Council,  which,  after  being  adopted  by  the  Chapter,  shall  he 
laid  before  the  Council. 
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CANON  XXL 

0/  Cathedral  and  Chapter  OfflcUUa, 

Section  1.  This  Council,  recognizing  the  Episcopate  as  the  primary 
authority  in  the  Church,  hereby  declares  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is 
the  head'  of  the  Cathedral  and  of  the  Chapter.  As  such  he  shall  have  his 
chair  within  the  Chancel  rail,  on  the  right  of  the  altar,  and  when  present 
shall  have  charge  of  and  direct  all  the  services  of  divine  worship,  taking 
such  part  thereof  as  he  may  desire,  and  naming  the  Clergy  by  whom 
respectively  the  several  parts  shall  be  taken ;  and  he  may  by  general  direc- 
tion, order  the  ritual  of  the  Cathedrai.  He  shall  preach  at  least  four  times 
annually  in  the  Cathedral,  the  times  to  be  chosen  by  himself.  When 
present  he  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Chapter,  and  his  assent  shall 
be  necessary  to  the  final  validity  of  all  its  acts.  If  present  at  the  passage 
of  an  act,  he  shall,  at  the  time,  express  his  assent  or  dissent,  or  a  desire 
for  time  to  consider  the  same,  aud  such  declaration  shall  be  immediately 
entered  on  the  journal.  Should  he  not,  at  the  meeting  at  which  an  act  is 
passed,  express  his  assent  or  dissent,  or  desire  time  to  consider,  a  minute 
of  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  his  assent  shall  be  presumed. 
If  be  desire  time  to  consider,  be  shall,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  com- 
municate in  writing  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  Dean  and  Clerk,  and  the 
same  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal.  If  he  do  not  so  communicate  with 
aaid  officers,  a  minute  of  the  fact  shall  be  entered  in  the  journal  and  his 
assent  shall  be  presumed.  Until  his  assent  or  dissent  be  given,  as  afore- 
said, or  until  the  expiration  of  said  thirty  days,  tlie  act  shall  be  suspended. 

When  the  Bishop  is  not  present  at  the  passage  of  an  act,  if  it  in  no  wise 
afifect  the  Episcopal  prerogative,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chapter  it  is  a 
matter  of  urgency,  it  shall  be  so  declared  on  the  journal,  and  the  same  may 
go  into  effect  until  the  action  of  the  Bishop  can  be  had.  It  shall  be 
immediately  communicated  to  him  and  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of 
receiving  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings  in  belialf  of  the 
Chapter,  he  shall  notify  the  Dean  and  Clerk,  in  writing,  that  he  assents  or 
dissents  from  the  act,  or  suspends  its  operation,  and  such  notice  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal.  If  he  fail  to  give  such  notice,  the  fact  shall  be 
noted  on  the  journal  and  his  assent  shall  be  presumed.  If  he  suspend  the 
operation  of  the  act  he  shall  state  in  the  notice  thereof  the  period  of  such 
suspension,  and  before  its  expiration  shall  assent  to  or  dissent  from  it,  as 
in  other  cases,  or  his  assent  shall  be  presumed,  due  entry  of  the  facts  being 
made  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  2.  The  Dean, — In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the 
permanent  disability  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  shall  be  the  head  of  the 
Chapter,  and  in  either  case,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean,  if  pres- 
ent, shall  preside  at  all  its  meetings.  His  stall  shall  be  witliin  the  chancel 
rail,  on  the  left  of  tlie  altar,  and  he  shall  take  rank  next  after  the  Bishop. 
When  acting  as  the  head  or  presiding  oi!icer  of  the  Chapter  he  shall,  sub- 
ject to  the  general  direction  of  the  Bishop,  have  charge  of  all  the  services 
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of  the  Cathedral,  and  name  the  Clergy  by  whom,  respectively,  the  severml 
parts  thereof  shall  be  taken. 

Sec.  8.  The  Canons,— The  duties  of  all  the  Canons,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  not  directly  connected  with  the  parish  of  the  Cathedral,  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  Bishop.  The  duties  of  the  Canons,  serying  the  parish 
as  such,  are  left  to  the  Bishop  and  Dean.  In  case  of  vacancies  in  both  the 
Episcopate  and  Deanship,  the  senior  Canon  shall  serve  as  acting  Dean, 
and  stiall  preside  at  all  meetings  when  neither  the  Bishop  nor  Dean  is 
present  The  Canons  shall  all  have  stalls  in  the  Chancel  and  shall  take 
rank  after  the  Dean,  according  to  seniority  of  appointment  Each  resi- 
dent Canon  skall  preach  twice  annually  in  the  Cathedral,  at  such  times  as 
shall  be  appointed  by  tlie  Bishop  and  Dean.  The  Honorary  Canons  shall 
preach  at  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Chapter. 

Skc.  4.  The  TYvosurer.— Payments  shall  be  made  only  upon  general  or 
special  appropriations.  They  shall  be  made  upon  the  written  order  of  the 
Clerk,  countersigned  by  the  Bishop,  which  order  shall  be  the  Treasurer's 
voucher.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds,  with  sureties,  faithfully  to 
account  for  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands,  and  in  such  penal  sum  as 
the  Chapter  may,  from  time  to  time,  require.  He  shall,  at  the  meeting 
next  before  the  Annual  Council,  present  a  report  of  all  the  business  of  his 
oflQce.  He  shall  keep  seperate  and  exact  account  of  every  fund  which  is 
set  apart  for  a  particular  purpose,  and  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the 
Chapter,  he  shall,  if  required,  present  all  his  accounts  with  the  vouchers, 
which  accounts  shall  be  read  by  him  and  be  subject  to  examination  by  the 
Chapter.  They  shall  then  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  and  at 
the  first  succeeding  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter  thereafter,  the  said 
committee  shall  report  in  writing,  in  respect  thereto,  which  report  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  Journal.  He  shall  have  the  custody  and  care  of  all  securi- 
ties, funds,  and  money  of  the  Chapter  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and 
shall  keep  the  same  in  a  bank  to  be  designated  by  the  Chapter,  and  his 
account  with  the  bank  of  the  Chapter  shall  at  ali  times  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  members  of  the  Chapter. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  and  Diocesan  Missions 
-shall  give  bonds  and  make  reports  to  the  Chapter  according  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  preceding  section,  in  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  to  the 
respective  funds.  All  investments  of  funds  in  theh:  hands  shall  be  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
Episcopate  Fund  shall  pay  the  Bishop's  salary  monthly. 

Sec.  6.  Ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Chapter  next  before  the 
sitting  of  the  Annual  Council,  the  Treasurers  shall  produce  to  the  Finance 
Committee  all  the  securities  in  their  hands,  which  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Committee  to  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Chapter,  the  condition  of  each  of 
such  securities,  the  nature,  amount,  date,  and  maturity  thereof,  what  has 
been  collected  thereon  during  the  past  year,  and  how  the  sums  so  collected 
have  been  applied;   which  report  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal.     An 
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absdnct  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Treasuries  shall  be  included  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Chapter  to  the  Council. 

Sbc.  7.  The  ChanoeUor.— The  Chancellor,  as  the  general  adylser  of  the 
Chapter,  shall,  when  requested,  give  to  the  Chapter  his  opinion  upon  all 
questions  of  Canon  and  Civil  Law,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Such  request 
shall  be  communicated  to  him  in  writing  by  the  head  of  the  Chapter  or  by 
its  presiding  officer,  setting  forth  the  circumstances  of  the  matter  in  respect 
of  which  the  opinion  is  desired,  and  the  question  to  be  answered,  in  precise 
tenns.  The  opinion  shall  be  given  in  writing,  and  shall  be  read  by  the 
Chapter  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  receipt  thereof.  The  Chancellor  shall 
provide  a  book  to  be  called  '"The  Chancellor's  Opinions,'*  in  which  shall 
record  all  requests  for  his  opinions  and  his  answers  thereto. 

Ssc.  8.  Chapter  Clerk.— The  office  of  Chapter  Clerk  is  hereby  estab- 
tablished.  He  shall  be  elected  by  the  Chapter  annually  at  the  first  meeting 
after  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Chapter.  He 
shall  discharge  such  duties  as  by  this  Canon  or  by  the  Chapter,  may  be, 
from  time  to  time,  imposed  on  him. 

Sec.  9.  Standing  CommUteet, — The  standing  Committees  of  the  Chap- 
tor  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Missions:  Composed  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  of  the  Cathedral,  the 
Canons,  and  four  lay  members  of  the  Chapter,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop. 

2.  Finance:  Composed  of  the  Bishop,  the  Chancellor,  and  the  several 
Treasurers,  together  with  the  Chapter  Clerk. 

8.  Diocesan  Schools:  Composed  of  the  Bishop  and  three  clerical  and 
three  lay  members  of  the  Chapter,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

4.  Charitable  Institutions  and  Work:  Composed  of  the  Bishop  and 
three  clerical  and  three  lay  members  of  the  Chapter,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop. 

The  Bishop  shall  be  the  chahman  of  each  committee,  and  also  appoint  a 
Secretary,  who  shall  take  full  minutes  of  all  its  meetings,  doings,  and 
transactions,  and  report  the  same  in  writing  to  the  Chapter  at  each  regular 
meeting.  A  minority  of  the  members  of  each  committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  the  Secretary  shall  summon 
all  the  members  thereof  to  every  meeting.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
committee  to  carefully  prepare  for  the  consideration  of  the  Chapter,  at 
each  meeting  thereof,  all  business  which  is  within  its  Jurisdiction.  And  at 
each  meeting  the  presiding  officer  shall  call  upon  the  Secretaries  for  their 
reports  in  the  order  in  which  the  committees  are  named  above. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  committee  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Marshall,  Antrim  and  Forrester,  and  Chancellor  Stone,  Judge 
Becker  and  Mr.  Hunter. 
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The  Committee  of  the  Whole  also  recommended  the  follow- 
ing resolution  rfhich  was  itdopted: 

Resolved,  That  uiiUi  further  legislation  by  the  Council  relaUng  to  the 
subject,  the  statutes  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  as  lieretoFore  made  and 
printed  In  the  book  of  "Canons  of  the  Church  In  Colorado,"  fn  1888,  be 
adopted  as  the  statutes  and  rules  goveming  the  Chapter  as  provided 
therein.     (See  Appendix  to  the  Canons.) 

Od  mntioD  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bannister  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  was  received  and  the  Canons  as  reported 
were  adopted. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  blanks  in  Ciinon  XXVIl. 
be  filled  with  the  words  llth.  May,  and  e^fu. 

On  motion,  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  H.  ForroBter,  and  the 
Cbancellor  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  certify  to  the 
accuracy  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  when  being  printed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Walton  moved  to  appoint  a  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  ten  on  Education,  which  motion  wiis  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Legislation. 

The  Rules  of  Order  were  then  adopted.  [See  Appendix  to 
the  Canons.] 

Elections  being  in  order,  on  nomination  of  the  Bishop  the 
following  Honorary  Canons  were  elected : 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  H,  Forrester  (Canon  Missioner),  0.  E. 
Ostenson,  A.  R.  Kieffer,  and  J.  A.  Antrim,  the  ballot  being 
dispensed  with  by  general  consent.

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M  Sisgop  s  Innueir  ^ddress. 


My  Dear  Brethren: 

For  the  second  time  we  meet  as  a  Diocesan  Council. 
Our  business  will  be  chiefly  to  perfect  our  Diocesan  organiza- 
tion by  the  adoption  of  a  Constitution  and  code  of  Canons  for 
our  government.  In  all  our  deliberations  and  actions  may  we 
be  under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  who  presided  in  the 
Councils  of  the  blessed  Apostles.  So  shall  we  be  only  solici- 
tous for  the  things  that  make  for  peace,  unity,  and  efficiency  in 
the  great  work  in  which  we  are  all  engaged,  of  building  up 
and  extending  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ. 

Since  we  last  met,  one  of  our  clergy  has  been  called  to  rest 
from  his  labors.  The  Rev.  David  D.  Van  Antwerp,  D.  D., 
died  of  pneumonia  at  the  rectory  of  Calvary  Church,  Idaho 
Springs,  December  20,  1887.  He  had  just  completed  the 
first  draft  of  the  report  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  thus 
greatly  simplifying  and  facilitating  the  work  of  the  Committee. 
His  accurate  knowledge  of  the  history  and  legislation  of  the 
American  Church  admirably  fitted  him  for  this  labor  of  love. 
Dr.  Van  Antwerp  was  one  of  the  most  zealous  and  self-denying 
missionaries  we  have  had  among  us,  and  his  work  was  highly 
appreciated.  To  the  people  of  the  missions  which  he  served 
so  faithfully  for  about  two  years,  ^*he  being  dead,  yet  speak- 
eth.'*  [t  was  my  mournful  privilege  to  officiate  at  his  burial 
from  Calvary  church  in  the  Idaho  cemetery,  and  to  witness 
the  many  loving  tokens  of  profound  respect  and  sorrow  of  his 
bereavQd  flocks  of  Idaho,  Georgetown,  and  Silver  Plume. 

We  are  called  upon  to  chronicle  the  departure  from  this  life 
of  four  of  our  Bishops.  Bishop  Stevens  of  Pennsylvannia  was 
for  some  time  my  diocesan.  No  one  who  knew  him  could  fail 
to  appreciate  his  rare  qualities  of  character.  For  more  than 
twenty-five  years  a  Bishop,  he  built  well  on  foundations  laid, 
and  added  to  and  strengthened  them.  He  wisely  carried  out 
the  policy  of  his  great  predecessor  in  developing  the  work  of 
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the  laity  and  extending  the  usefulness  of  noble  institutions  of 
education  and  of  charity.  A  man  of  wide  learning,  an 
eloquent  speaker,' a  brilliant  preacher,  a  graceful  writer,  an 
author  of  repute,  a  worker  of  remarkable  energy,  considering 
the  infirm  health  from  which  he  always  suffered,  he  was  a 
worthy  successor  of  the  great  prelates  of  this  old  and  impor- 
tant Diocese.  Rare  wisdom  was  shown  by  the  Convention  that 
chose  to  succeed  him,  an  experienced,  well-tried  and  proved 
pioneer  Missionary  Bishop. 

'  Bishop  Elliott  had  been  for  some  time  in  failing  health. 
He  was  worn  out  before  his  time,  and  while  in  the  midst  of 
uncompleted  plans  for  the  development  of  the  educational  and 
other  work  of  his  large  and  important  jurisdiction.  His 
geniality  of  manner,  his  fine  social  qualities  and  manly 
address,  everywhere  commended  him,  won  the  hearts  of  his 
people,  and  made  him  a  general  favorite  wherever  he  went  to 
plead  the  cause  of  his  Mission.  His  place  was  promptly  and 
worthily  filled,  though  his  bereaved  jurisdiction  will  not  soon 
forget  his  self-denying  and  devoted  labors. 

The  death  of  Bishop  Dunlop  comes  home  to  us  with  peculiar 
impressiveness.  He  was  my  successor  in  a  part  of  my  original 
jurisdiction,  and  I  am  now  called  upon  provisionally  to  give 
such  care  as  I  may  be  able  to  his  great  field.  The  loss  to  the 
Church  is  incalculable.  He  was  peculiarly  fitted  for  this 
arduous  work.  He  was  a  good  business  man,  judicious  in 
management,  genial  in  intercourse,  wise  in  dealing  with  men, 
a  fluent  and  able  preacher,  a  brave  and  patient  worker.  He 
succeeded  in  laying  what  will  prove  to  be  solid  foundations  of 
Church  work  in  his  difficult  field.  It  is  to  be  hoped  the 
House  of  Bishops  will  meet  next  October  to  nominate  a  worthy 
successor  of  this  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  sad  news  has  just  reached  us  of  the  sudden  death  from 

Eneumonia  of  Bishop  Brown  of  Fond  du  Lac.  Like  Bishop 
>unlop,  he  was  a  comparatively  young  Bishop  and  leaves  his 
work  incomplete.  His  Episcopate  will  be  memorable  from 
his  wise  dealings  with  the  Belgian  Old  Catholics  and  with 
Lutherans  in  his  Diocese,  and  his  guiding  them  into  the 
Church's  Communion.  Of  versatile  talents,  a  well  informed 
theologian,  a  ready  speaker,  indefatigable  and  self  denying  in 
labors,  he,  too,  was  striving  with  good  success  to  lay  founda- 
tions and  to  teach  his  people  self-helpfulness  in  his  new 
Diocese.  It  will  be  difficult  to  fill  the  places  of  these  men  of 
God. 
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Our  progress  the  past  year  has  been  e&couraging.  The 
number  confirmed  has  been  much  larger  than  in  any  previous 
year.  The  number  of  missionaries  at  work  has  been  greater. 
New  points  have  been  occupied,  and  the  area  of  Ghurcn  work 
considerably  extended.  We  are,  at  least,  making  a  good 
beginning  of  work  in  this  vast  Diocese. 

I  have  confirmed  on  fifty-four  different  occasions  325 
persons,  as  follows:  In  St.  raul's  church.

Collins,  8;  St.  John's,  Ouray,  15;  St.  Michael's  Mission, 
Telluride,  3;  Montrose,  2;  St.  George's,  Leadville,  25;  The 
Messiah,  Las  Animas,  12;  Fort  Lyon,  2;  La  Junta,  4; 
Trinity,  Trinidad,  10;  St.  Peter's,  Pueblo,  16;  Holy  Trinity, 
Pueblo,  10;  Christ  Church,  Canon  City,  4;  St.  Thomas', 
Alamosa,  8;  St.  John's  Cathedral,  Denver,  60;  Trinity 
Memurial,  Denver,  18;  Emmanuel,  Denver,  22;  St.  Mark's, 
Denver,  10;  Calvary,  Golden,  8;  St.  Mark's,  Durango,  19; 
Sterling,  1 ;  St.  John's,  Boulder,  14.  Total,  825.  Besides 
the  above  I  confirmed  one  in  Erie  in  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg. 

I  have  baptized  outside  of  parishes  keeping  registers: 
Infants,  14;  adults,  2;  total  16.  Administered  Holy  Com- 
munion 67  times.  '  Officiated  at  three  burials  and  delivered 
243  sermons  and  addresses. 

One  church,  St.  Luke's  at  Fort  Collins,  was  consecrated  on 
St.  Luke's  day.  The  foundations  of  two  new  churches  have 
been  laid.  One  of  these.  Trinity  at  Trinidad,  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  other,  St.  Stephen's  at  Monte  Vista,  is  to  be 
finished,  except  the  furnishing,  the  present  month. 

The  only  ordinations  were  those  of  this  morning,  the  Rev. 
Antoine  G.  Singsen,  priest,  and  Arthur  L.  Williams,  deacon. 
Our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  Charles  A.  Kienzle,  M. 
A.,  William  Marvin  Spalding,  B.  A.,  Walter  Charles  Arundel, 
B.  A.,  Harold  Digby  Johnston,  and  Amos  Watkins. 

Our  postulants  are  Fred  F.  Kramer,  Frank  S.  Spalding,  B. 
A.,  Charles  Lewis  Slattery,  and  George  Keys.

I  have  given  my  consent  to  the  transfer  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
William  F.  Adams,  D.  D.,  resigned  Missionary  Bishop  of 
New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  to  the  Diocese  of  Easton,  and  to 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  James  S.  Johnston  as  Bishop  of 
Western  Texas,  and  the  Rev.  Abiel  Leonard  as  Bishop  of 
Utah  and  Nevada. 

About  one-fourth  of  our  clergy  have  changed  their  places 
during  the  year.  Though  the  changes  were  not  without  good 
reason,  it  is  very  sad  for  the  clergy  and  most  unfortunate  for 
the  missions  and  parishes  that  there  should  be  such  instability 
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in  the  relations  of  ministers  and  people.  Ministers  who  are 
often  moving,  are  apt  to  acquire  the  habit  of  chronic  discon- 
tent. They  can  not  make  a  permanent  impression  for  good. 
They  generally  fail  to  make  their  mark,  and  to  reach  the 
positions  of  usefulness  for  which  they  may  be  fitted  by  their 
ability  and  attainments.  It  is  better  on  all  hands  to  put  up 
with  disagreeable  things,  to  be  reconciled  to  imperfect  condi- 
tions, to  take  time  to  bring  about  such  results  as  are  desired. 
The  proverb  that  ''all  things  come  to  him  who  knows  how  to 
wait"  is  suggestive. 

The  parishes  of  Denver,  Golden,  Boulder,  Fort  Collins, 
Greeley,  Littleton,  Colorado  Springs,  Pueblo,  Ouray,  Aspen, 
Alamosa  and  Las  Animas  have  suifered  from  no  changes  of 
clergy.     In  all  the  other  cures  there  have  been  changes. 

Soon  after  the  last  Council  the  Rev.  George  W.  Hinkle 
resigned  Salida  and  Buena  Vista  and  removed  to  Cascade, ' 
where  he  has  been  holding  such  services  as  were  practicable, 
having  in  view  the  establishing  of  a  Mission.  He  has  secured 
lots  for  a  church  and  hopes  to  build  this  season.  He  held 
services  for  some  time  at  Colorado  City  in  connection  with  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Hartley  and  Kieffer.  The  first  of  October  the 
Rev.  A.  Prentiss  removed  from  Leadville,  his  resignation  of 
the  parish  having  been  accepted.  The  Rev.  J.  A.  Antrim 
was  promptly  called  and  entered  upon  his  work  in  November. 
The  mission  of  St.  John  Baptist  at  Breckenridge  has  had 
only  such  few  services  as  could  be  given  from  Lead vi lie. 
Park  county  has  been  without  clerical  services.  The  first  of 
December  the  Rev.  B.  Hartley  was  transferred  to  Trinidad, 
the  Rev.  H.  Forrester  retiring  from  that  portion  of  his  field 
in  order  that  it  might  have  more  services  and  pastoral  care 
than  he  was  able  to  give.  Mr.  Hartley  has  succeeded  in 
building  a  neat  and  substantial  church.  The  Rev  J.  C.  S. 
Weills  was  at  once  assigned  to  the  missions  of  Manitou  and 
Colorado  City,  where  he  has  been  laboring  with  good  success. 
The  first  of  December  also,  the  Rev.  S.  M.  Wren  resigned 
Durango  and  without  delay  the  Rev.  James  Foster  was 
appointed  to  the  rectorship.  Most  eligible  lots  have  been 
secured  by  St.  Mark's,  Durango,  for  a  new  church,  which, 
with  a  rectory,  ought  to  be  built  at  no  distant  day.  The  rector 
of  Durango  holds  services,  when  able,  at  Silvertoii,  and  is  to. 
look  after  Fort  Lewis  and  other  points  in  the  vicinity.  The 
Rev.  Henry  Dunlop  was  sent  to  Telluride  as  missionary  on  the 
fifteenth  of  June.     He  labored  successfully  here  and  in  the 
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neighboring  mining  camps  until  Christmas,  when  he  was 
assigned  to  Salida,  Villa  Grove,  Saguache,  Bonanza,  etc. 
His  work  is  so  extensive  and  important  that  it  is  thought  his 
field  should  be  divided  by  securing  another  clergyman  for 
Salida,  with  Gunnison,  Poncha,  and  Buena  Vista.  Montrose 
and  Grand  Junction  have  not  been  supplied  except  by  the 
Bishop.  At  Gunnison  the  ground  adjoining  the  church  and 
rectory  has  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  ^20,  so  that  we  now 
have  five  full  lots  or  a  parcel  of  land  1 25  feet  square.  The 
few  Church  people  remaining  there  are  desirous  of  having  the 
services  of  a  clergyman  one  Sunday  each,  month,  which  must, 
if  possible,  be  given  them. 

Canon  City  remained  vacant  until  November  when  the  Rev. 
Stephen  W.  Garrett  was  called.  He  is  finding  a  good  field  for 
mission  work  at  Coal  Creek  and  at  Florence,  as  well  as  in  his 
parish.  Silver  Cliff,  with  Westcliffe,  Rosita,  Ilsey,  and  Ula, 
were  faithfully  served  by  the  Rev.  William  Jones  until  Novem- 
ber, when  he  was  compelled  to  seek  a  milder  climate  in  South- 
em  California.  Idaho  Springs,  Georgetown,  and  Silver  Plume 
— the  latter  was  organized  as  St.  Clement*s  mission  by  Dr.  Van 
Antwerp — have  been  vacant  since  the  death  of  their  lamented 
pastor.  Arrangements  are  making  to  supply  these  places  in 
June.  The  Rev.  J.  M.  C.  Fulton  has  been  called  to  the 
rectorship  of  St.  Paul's  parish.  Central  City,  where  the  mem- 
bers of  the  vestry  have,  with  rare  devotion,  kept  up  lay 
services  every  Sunday  morning.  The  Sunday  school  has  also 
been  continued  with  good  attendance.  Christ  church,  Nevada- 
ville,  has  been  vacant  since  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Honeyman,  in  November.  He  had  held  occasional  services  at 
Russell.  It  is  hoped  that  the  rector  of  Central  may  be  able 
to  extend  his  care  to  those  places. 

The  stations  to  be  immediately  supplied  are  Telluride. 
Meeker,  Georgetown,  Idaho  Springs,  and  Silver  Plume. 
Glenwood  Springs  does  not  yet  sufficiently  respond  to  efforts 
to  establish  a  mission.  It  is  hoped  that  Silver  Cliff  and  the 
places  in  its  neighborhood  may,  for  the  summer  at  least,  be 
looked  after  by  the  Canon  Missioner. 

Interesting  and  encouraging  services  have  been  held  at 
Sterling  and  Fort  Morgan  by  the  Bishop  and  Rev.  J.  T. 
Protheroe  of  Greeley,  Efforts  are  making  by  the  rector  of 
Greeley  to  establish  permanent  Missions  at  these  places. 
There  is  a  call  for  occasional  services  at  Hugo,  The  Canon 
Missioner  has  been  doing  all  that  could  be  done  at  Lamar, 
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Nepesta,  and  Rocky  Ford,  as  well  as  at  the  Missions  of  Las 
Animas,  Fort  Lyon,  and  La  Junta.  He  will  visit  Arlington 
Springs,  Chivington,  and  other  like  points  as  he  may  be  able. 
He  is  now  preparing  to  build  a  church  at  Las  Animas.  On 
May  1,  the  Rev.  M.  F,  Sorenson  resigned  All  Saints',  North 
Denver,  and  the  Rev.  A.  G.  Singsen  was  appointed  to  that 
charge.  It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  part  with  the  services 
of  Canon  Sorenson,  the  oldest  by  service,  with  one  exception, 
of  all  our  clergy. 

For  the  supply  of  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  to  the 
people  who  are  scattered  abroad  in  the  waste  places,  upon 
ranches,  in  small  villages  and  hamlets,  as  well  as  in  some  of 
the  larger  towns,  there  seems  to  be  no  other  resource  at  present 
than  for  the  rectors  and  missionaries  to  leave  their  stations 
occasionally  for  purely  missionary  service.  Every  minister  is 
Qiged  to  secure  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  the  Church . 
people  in  the  district  about  him,  to  open  and  keep  up  some 
correspondence  with  them,  to  send  them  Church  papers, 
papers  and  catechisms  for  their  children,  and  to  visit  them 
from  time  to  time  for  services.  The  good  that  may  thus  be 
done  is  incalculable.  And  you  will  thus  strengthen  the  work 
in  your  own  local  centres  and  greatly  promote  the  extension  of 
the  Church. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  reports  of  St.  Luke*s  Hospital 
and  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter.  The  time  has  come  when  the 
Hospital  should  be  rebuilt.  The  Board  has  purchased  an 
eligible  location  in  the  city,  and  if  there  shall  be  found  to  be 
such  a  degree  of  liberality  ns  is  to  be  expected  of  the  charit- 
able and  public-spirited  people  of  Denver,  and  as  is  usually 
found  in  other  places  of  like  rank  and  pretensions,  the  Hospital 
will  doubtless  soon  be  erected.  Plans  have  been  secured  and 
the  Committee  is  ready  to  receive  subscriptions.  The  old 
Hospital  on  the  Boulevard  ought  to  be  retained  and  ultimately 
rebuilt  for  convalescents  from  the  Hospital  in  the  city.  This, 
however,  can  be  done  only  on  the  condition  that  the  Boulevard^ 
property  can  be  purchased  for  this  purpose,  as  its  money 
value  will  be  required  for  the  new  building.  With  all  the 
wealth  there  is  in  the  hands  of  Churchmen  in  Denver,  I  can 
not  but  think  that  some  one  person  might  be  found  who  would 
be  glad  to  give  the  twelve  or  fifteen  thousand  dollars  necessary 
to  make  such  purchase.  The  time  will  surely  come  when 
Churchmen  of  wealth  will  delight  to  find  themselves  able  and 
willing  to  make  individual  gifts  of  $10,000,  $25,000,  $50,000

J100,000,  and  more,  for  great  Church  objects  of  charity  and 
education.     May  God  hasten  the  time  ! 

The  Cathedral  Chapter,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Diocesan  Schools,  has,  as  you  know,  sold  four  of  the  Wolfe 
Hall  lots  and  purchased  thirty  lots  on  Clarkson  Street,  as  a 
new  College  site,  and  has  made  contracts  for  a  new  school 
building,  of  which  the  corner  stone  was  laid  with  suitable 
ceremonies  yesterday.  When  completed  it  will  cost,  including 
the  Chapel,  Jl 50,000,  and  will  be  by  far  the  finest  school 
building  in  the  West.  The  design  is  to  make  this  school  fully 
equal  in  its  academic  and  art  departments  to  such  schools 
at  St.  Agnes*,  Albany,  and  Ogontz,  Philadelphia,  ar\d  in  its 
collegiate  department,  to  Vassar  and  Wellesley.  You  are  all 
urged  to  aid  it  by  your  sympathy  and  active  co-operation  in 
your  several  spheres  of  influence. 

The  Chapter  has  also  sold  the  present  site  and  buildings  of 
Jarvis  Hall  to  the  Theological  Education  trust,  and  purchased 
an  ample  site  of  over  thirty  acres  on  College  Hill,  near  Mont- 
clair,  and  determined  upon  the  erection  of  a  College  and 
School  building,  of  which  the  present  cost  will  be  about 
950,000.  It  is  proposed  to  make  this  school  a  thorough 
Military  Institute,  with  the  drill  and  discipline,  intellectual 
and  physical,  of  the  best  schools  for  boys  and  young  men  in 
this  country.  We  are  much  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  C.  Fulton  for 
securing  for  us  the  site  at  the  low  price  of  Jl  0,000,  and  a 
subsidy  from  the  owners  of  property  in  the  vicinity,  of  more 
than  the  value  of  the  site,  for  the  benefit  of  the  School.  We 
hope  to  be  ready  to  open  Jarvis  Hall  as  a  Military  School  the 
coming  autumn,  and  that  through  the  earnest  efforts  in  its 
behalf  of  all  of  you,  Clergy  and  Laity,  it  may  be  full  from  its 
first  opening,  and  its  patronage  may  amply  sustain  it. 

Wolfe  Hall  will  be  opened  in  the  Brinker  Institute  build- 
ings on  the  first  Wednesday  in  September.  The  new  Wolfe 
Hall  is  to  be  completed  the  first  of  January,  when  the  School 
'will  enter  the  new  building. 

The  Colorado  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliarv  has  been 
doing  work  the  past  year  for  which  I  am  profoundly  thankful. 
The  missionary  boxes  and  the  money  contributions  for  some 
of  the  Missionaries  have  been  a  most  substantial  and  much 
needed  help.  I  trust  they  will  go  on  perfecting  their  organ- 
ization and  their  work  until  every  parish  shall  be  affiliated 
with  it,  and  the  benefit  of  their  charitable  labors  shall  be 
extended  even  beyond  our  own  Diocese.     With  a  most  praise- 
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worthy  courage  they  have  pledged  to  me  $500  for  the  support 
of  missionary  work  the  coming  year. 

The  Committee  on  the  increase  of  the  Episcopate  Fund 
have  done  what  they  were  instructed  to  do  by  the  last  Council. 
They  have  appealed  to  all  the  congregations  for  one  dollar  per 
communicant,  as  is  required  by  one  of  our  present  Canons, 
and  they  have  also  had  printed  the  forms  of  bonds  with 
coupons,payable  semi-annually  for  seven  years, without  interest. 
It  is  for  you  to  determine  what  to  do  with  them,  how  to  get 
subscribers  to  take  them,  whether  to  apportion  the  amount  to 
be  raised  equitably  among  the  parishes,  or  to  trust  to  each 
parish  doing  its  part  without  any  apportionment.  The  whole 
subject  should  bo  carefully  considered  and  acted  upon  during 
the  present  session. 

The  twenty  lots  belonging  to  the  Episcopate  Fund  were 
estimated  last  year  at  $20,000.  They  are  now  worth  at  least 
$25,000,  and  we  have  in  money  loaned  and  bearing  interest 
$6,080.  Put  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  among  the  par- 
ishes at  $15,000  and  you  will  probably  secure  more  than  if  you 
make  the  sum  to  be  raised  $25,000  as  last  year.  What  we 
must  endeavor  by  all  means  to  do  is  to  secure  a  fund  of  at 
least  $50,000.  Less  than  this  will  be  inadequate  or  will 
involve  large  annual  assessments.  I  am  confident  that  if  the 
Clergy  will  take  up  this  matter  in  good  earnest  and  solicit  and 
secure  the  co-operation  of  their  people  in  carrying  out  such 
well  considered  plan  as  this  Council  may  devise,  there  will  be 
no  great  difficulty  in  securing  the  full  amount  required. 

I  must  call  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  one  or  two 
matters  that  concern  their  loyalty  to  the  Church  and  the 
Prayer  Book,  and  their  success  in  their  ministrations.  First, 
you  are  desired  to  remember  that  there  is  no  authority  for 
mutilating  any  service  of  the  Church,  beyond  such  abridge- 
ments as  have  been  made  legal.  While  the  Litany,  the  Ante- 
Communion,  or  even  the  Morning  Prayer  may,  under  certain 
circumstances,  be  omitted,  for  they  are  separable  and  may 
be  said  at  different  hours — no  one  of  these  services  may  be 
habitually  disused.  This  law  must  not  be  set  at  naught,  or 
violated.  In  purely  Missionary  work  I  desire  that  the  Clergy 
should  consult  with  me  in  regard  to  the  services  to  be  used, 
and  always  act  under  the  authority  of  the  Ordinary. 

I  am  afraid  that  in  some  of  our  Churches  the  Prayer  for 
Congress  is  seldom  or  never  said.     My  counsel  is,  that  it  be

used  at  least  once  on  every  Lord's  Daj  when  Congress  is  in 
session. 

May  I  ask  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  to  be  more  careful 
and  reverent  in  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Sacraments, 
especially  of  Baptism.  I  have  heard,  and  even  personally 
known,  of  baptisms  in  other  Communions  than  ours  in  which 
there  was  reason  for  real  doubt  whether  the  element  of  water 
was  applied  at  all  to  the  recipient.  If  there  be  undue  haste, 
if  precautions  be  not  taken,  if  the  Rubric  be  not  observed  to 
the  very  letter,  there  is  great  danger  of  failure  actually  to 
baptize,  while  going  through  the  form  of  administering  the 
sacrament.  The  mode  of  '^sprinkling"  is  not  sanctioned  in 
this  Church.  The  forms  allowed  are  immersion — not  submer- 
sion— and  pouring.  If  the  minister  cannot  take  up  sufficient 
water  in  his  hand,  to  literally  pour  it  upon  the  head  three 
several  times  in  the  name  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  he  ought  to 
obtain  a  shell,  or  an  appropriate  vessel,  from  which  the  pour- 
ing of  the  consecrated  water  can  be  made.  The  matter  is 
one  of  very  great  importance,  as  a  perfunctory  or  careless  way 
of  administering  the  sacrament  may  invalidate  it.  There 
should  never  be  possible  the  doubt  whether  any  of  the  Church's 
children  have  been  baptized  or  not. 

The  manner  of  making  the  sign  of  the  cross  should  be 
exactly  that  prescribed  by  the  Rubric.  The  cross  is  to  be 
made  on  the  forehead  of  the  person  baptized,  while  the  signit- 
icant  words  are  said  that  explain  its  meaning. 

I  trust  there  are  none  of  the  Clergy  who  fail  to  carry  out 
the  specific  directions  of  the  Church  in  regard  to  the  reverent 
consumption  of  the  consecrated  elements,  if  any  remain,  of  the 
Lord*s  Supper.  Of  course  none  of  you  can  be  guilty  of  the 
reservation  of  the  cup,  to  be  poured  back  into  the  flagon  and 
re-consecrated.  Every  priest  in  this  Diocese  is  expected  to  do 
precisely  what  the  Church  requires,  not  erring  by  excess  or 
defect; 

I  sometimes  notice  variations  from  the  words  prescribed  in 
announcing  the  Lessons  and  the  Epistles  and  their  ending, 
and  in  announcing  the  Holy  Gospel,  which  must  grate  harshly 
upon  the  ears  of  Church  people.  It  is  not,  of  course,  from  a 
desire  to  correct  the  Church  or  to  improve  upon  her  phrase- 
ology. It  indicates  no  such  presumption.  It  is  from  pure 
carelessness,  resulting  in  an  evil  and  offensive  habit.  The 
offense  is  sure  to  be  noticed  by  intelligent  and  reverent 
Churchmen,  whose  tastes  are  usually  refined.     I  have  known 
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of  very  able  Clergymen  losing  chances  of  preferment  by  such 
thoughtless  violations  of  Rubrical  directions,  leading  some  to 
impute  to  them  ignorance,  lack  of  Church  training,  and  even 
vulgarity.  Both  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Readers  should  study 
minutely  the  Rubrics,  and  conform  to  them  with  precision  and 
accuracy. 

There  is  not  time  to  consider  on  the  present  occasion  the 
ffreat  questions  that  confront  the  American  Church  to-day. 
The  views  to  be  held,  as  it  seems  to  me,  on  the  great  subject 
of  Christian  unity  have  been  set  forth  in  a  small  book 
published  last  year  by  the  Young  Churchman  Company, 
Milwaukee,  on  *'The  Church  and  its  Apostolic  Ministry.**  I 
refer  you  to  that  work  for  what  I  consider  the  reasonable  and 
proper  view  of  the  position  of  the  Church  in  relation  to  the 
various  Christian  bodies  that  are  unfortunately  severed  from 
her  Communion.  It  is  the  time  now,  I  am  quite  sure,  to 
'inquire  for  the  old  paths  and  to  walk  therein.*'  Thus  shall 
we  best  hasten  the  ultimate  and  true  unity  and  fellowship  of 
Christ's  people,  and  realize  the  fulfillment  of  His  great  high- 
priestly  prayer,  that  *'they  all  may  be  one." 

Lately  I  have  dedicated  to  you,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the 
Diocese,  another  little  work  which  I  desire  you  to  accept  as  in 
effect  a  Charge  from  your  Diocesan.  A  copy  has  been  sent 
to  each  one  of  the  Clergy.  It  is  on  "The  Best  Mode  of 
Working  a  Parish."  The  main  principles  have  been  tested 
in  practice  and  are  of  general  application,  while  the  particular 
details  of  the  agencies  to  be  employed  must  be  varied  in  adap- 
tation to  different  fields  of  work.  I  trust  the  Clergy  will 
carefully  read  the  Book  and  induce  their  intelligent  people  to 
read  it,  and  that  its  principles  may  be  earnestly  adopted  and 
carried  out  in  vour  work.  I  am  sure  the  result  will  be  a 
great  improvement  in  practical  efficiency  of  effort  in  all  our 
parishes  and  missions.  The  work  may  be  had  of  the  pub- 
lishers above  named.  Every  minister  is  requested  to  secure  a 
few  copies  and  keep  them  in  constant  circulation  and  use, 
endeavoring  through  such  agencies  as  they  may  form  to  sell 
as  many  of  this  and  the  other  work  as  possible. 

It  is  my  purpose,  God  willing,  to  attend  the  third  Lambeth 
Conference  of  Bishops  in  London  the  coming  summer.  The 
constant  work  and  the  cares  and  anxieties  inseparable  from  it, 
from  which  no  respite  is  possible  here,  seem  to  make  it 
necessary  to  take  a  little  rest  and  refreshment  abroad.  I  am 
sure  you  will  all  endeavor  to  maintain  your  posts  and  to  do 
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yonr  dntiee  faithfull;  while  I  may  be  abroad.  I  hope  to 
return  by  September  1,  and  I  ask  your  prayers  for  preserva- 
tion and  a  aafe  retnm. 

My  words  in  conclusion,  shall  be  those  of  the  great  Apostle : 
"Only  let  your  conversation  be  as  it  becometh  the  Gospel  of 
Christ;  that  whether  I  come  and  see  you  or  else  be  a)>sent,  I 
may  hear  of  yoar  affairs,  that  yon  stand  fast  in  one  spirit, 
with  one  mind  striving  together  for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel, 
and  in  nothing  terrified  by  yoar  adversaries,  which  is  to  tliem 
an  evident  token  of  perdition,  but  to  you  of  salvation  and  that 
of  God.  For  onto  yon  it  is  given  in  the  behalf  of  Christ,  not 
only  to  believe  in  Him,  but  eubo  to  snff'er  for  Hie  sake."

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Title  and  Bounds  of  the  Dioeese, 

This  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  as  the 
Diocese  of  Colorado,  and  its  bounds  shall  be  those  of  the  State 
of  Colorado. 

ARTICLE  11. 

Acceding  to  ttie  ConstitiUion  of  the  Churchy  etc. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  accedes  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  recognizes  the  authority  of  the  General 
Convention  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Ecclesiastical  Avthority, 

Section  1.  In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  the  Church, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  recognized  as  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Should  there  be  an  Assistant  Bishop,  he  shall,  in 
case  of  the  disability  of  the  Bishop,  assume  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  Should  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  none  able  to  act, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
and  shall  have  power  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  same, 
under  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  not  other- 
wise provided  for. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Anniuil  Council. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  to  be  holden  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  preceding  Council,  or,  in  default  of 
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action  by  such  Council,  by  the  Bishop.     The  Gonciliar  year 
shall  end  on  Easter  Monday. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  change  such  appoint- 
ment of  the  Council,  either  as  to  time  or  place,  or  as  to  both, 
giving  thirty  days*  notice  thereof. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Special  Council. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special 
Council  when  he  shall  judge  it  conducive  to  the  good  of  the 
Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  two-thirds  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Clergyman  entitled  to  a  seat,  and  every 
congregation  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Council,  shall 
be  notified  by  a  circular  letter,  at  least  four  weeks  previous 
to  the  time  appointed.  This  letter  shall  specify  the  purpose 
for  which  the  Council  is  called,  and  at  its  meeting  no  business 
shall  be  transacted  other  than  is  stated  in  the  notice. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Members  of  the  Council. 

The  Council  shall  be  composed  of: 

First.  The  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  if  there  be 
one. 

Second.  All  Clergymen  who  shall  have  been  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  for  six  months  previous  to  the  meeting 
of  the  Council,  engaged  in  work  approved  by  the  Bishop,  or 
shown  to  be,  by  reason  of  age  or  disease,  incapacitated  for 
clerical  work,  and  not  under  discipline. 

Third.  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  from  each 
Parish  in  the  Diocese,  which  shall  not  have  forfeited  its  right 
to  representation.  They  shall  be  chosen  by  the  vestry  or 
congregation,  shall  be  communicants  and  stated  worshippers 
in  the  rarish  they  represent,  and  entitled  to  vote  for  wardens 
and  vestrymen  of  the  same. 

Fourth.  The  Warden  of  each  Organized  Mission,  and  one 
Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  its  communicants  from  their  own 
number. 
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Fifth,  The  Registrar,  the  Chancellor,  the  Treasurer  of 
Diocesan  Missions,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Prendent  of  the  Council. 

The  Bishop  is  ex-officio  President  of  the  Council,  and  shall 
have  every  right  of  membership  in  the  same.  Should  there 
be  an  Assistant  Bishop,  he  shall  have  every  right  of  member- 
ship in  the  Council,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  or  his 
inability  to  act,  shall  be  the  president.  If  there  be  no  Bishop, 
pr  none  able  to  act,  the  Council  shall  be  called  to  order  by 
the  Senior  Presbyter  present,  who  shall  preside  until  the 
Council  is  organized  and  ready  for  business,  when  a  President 
shall  be  elected  from  among  the  Presbyters  of  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

Secretary  of  the  OounciL 

Section  1.  At  each  annual  Council  a  Secretary  shall  be 
chosen  from  among  the  members  thereof.  His  duty  shall  be 
to  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  and,  when  approved,  to 
enter  them  in  a  proper  book ;  to  preserve  the  journals  and 
records;  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body;  and  faithfully 
deliver  to  his  successor  all  the  books  and  papers  relating  to  the 
concerns  of  the  Council,  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  He 
shall  also  give  due  notice  to  each  Minister  and  congregation 
of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  succeed- 
ing Council. 

Sec.  2.  An  Assistant  Secretary  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Secretary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council.  Whenever 
there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  the  duties 
thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be 
one;  if  not,  then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Tj-easurer  of  the  Council  and  Diocese. 

Section  1.  At  each  annual  Council  a  Treasurer  shall  be 
elected.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  all  moneys  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  disburse  them  under 
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its  direction,  except  in  such  cases  as  may  be  otherwise  specially 
provided  for.  He  shall  render  his  account  annually  to  the 
Council,  of  all  moneys  and  other  property  entrusted  to  his 
care,  which  account  shall  be  duly  audited. 

Sec,  2.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  Treasurer,  or  of  his 
inability  to  act,  the  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  appoint  a 
Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Business  of  the  Council, 

Section  1.  Every  Council  shall  be  opened  with  the  cele- 
bration of  Divine  Service,  including  the  Holy  Communion. 
The  Preacher  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Author- 
ity, unless  the  Bishop  or  the  Assistant  Bishop  shall  give  a 
charge. 

Sec.  2.  One-third  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  Lay 
Delegates  from  one-flfth  of  the  congregations  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation in  the  Council,  at  any  time  duly  assembled,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business :  provided, 
that  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the 
Council,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body 
and  shall  vote  by  individuals ;  but  a  vote  by  orders  shall  be 
had  on  the  call  of  any  five  members,  in  which  case  the  two 
orders  shall  vote  separately,  the  delegates  from  each  congre- 
gation being  entitled  to  one  vote  and  no  more ;  provided,  that 
in  this  case  Missions  shall  have  no  vote,  but  only  Parishes, 
and  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  decision. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Standing  Committee. 

Section  1 .  The  Council,  by  a  concurrent  vote  by  orders, 
shall  annually  elect  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three 
Presbyters  and  three  Laymen. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Presbyters  must  be  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Council  of  the  Diocese;  and  the  Lay  members  of  the 
Committee  must  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Committee,  at  its  first  meeting,  shall  choose 
a  President  from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secre- 
tary, either  Clerical  or  Lay.  The  Secretary  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Committee  in  a  book  provided  for  the 
purpose,  which  book  and  all  papers  in  his  hands  relative  to 
the  Charch  shall  be.subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop 
and  of  the  Council;  and  a  full  report  of  the  acts  of  the 
Committee  shall  be  made  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Council.  Any  four  of  the  members,  all  having  been  duly 
summoned,  shall  be  a  quorum,  except  for  such  purposes 
as  by  the  rules  of  the  Committee  or  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention  may  require  a  larger  number.  The  Committee 
may  make  rules  of  meeting  and  business  and  alter  and  amend 
them  from  time  to  time  in  its  discretion. 


ARTICLE  XIL 

The  Cathedral  Chapter. 

The  corporation  known  as  ''The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  Johnr  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado," 
heretofore  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Colorado, 
is  hereby  recognized  as  under  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  Diocesan  Council ;  provided,  that  no  alteration  shall  be 
made  in  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  same  unless 
authorized  by  a  two  thirds  concurrent  vote  of  both  orders  of 
the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

Registrar, 

There  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council,  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Bishop,  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  who 
shall  also  be  historiographer  thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
take  the  custody  of  all  journals,  pamphlets,  reports,  and 
other  papers  and  documents  belonging  to  the  Diocese;  to  put 
the  same  in  order;  to  complete  them  when  defective;  to  pro- 
vide for  their  safe  keeping  and  facility  of  reference;  and  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  from  time  to  time 
prescribed  by  the  Council. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Chancellor. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Chancellor  elected  by  the 
Council,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  four  years.  He  shall  be  a  Lay  communicant  of  the 
Diocese,  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  the  Council,  and  the  Cathedral 
Chapter.  He  shall  have  a  seat  and  every  right  of  member- 
ship in  the  Council,  except  in  case  of  a  vote  by  orders. 

Sec.  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Chancellor 
between  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Council  it  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Bishop. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Treasurers    of   the   Episcopate  Fund    and   the    Board    of 

missions. 

Section  1.  At  each  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  elected 
a  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  and  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  who  shall  be  Lay  communicants  of  the 
Diocese.  They  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Council,  but 
shall  not  have  a  vote. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  Treasurers  to  receive 
all  moneys  contributed  to  their  respective  funds;  to  invest  and 
manage  their  funds  under  the  direction  of  the  Cathedral 
Chapter;  and  to  disburse  from  them  as  may  be  provided  by 
Canon. 

Sec.  3.  Should  either  of  these  offices  become  vacant  between 
annual  sessions  of  the  Council  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Cathe- 
dral Chapter. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 
Depviies  to  the  General  Convention, 

m 

Section  1.  At  every  annual  Council  four  Clerical  and 
four  Lay  Deputies  shall  be  elected  to  represent  this  Diocese 
in  the  General  Convention.  The  Clerical  Deputies  shall  be 
Presbyters  canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese,  and  the 
Laymen  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  the  same. 
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Sec.  2.  There  shall  also  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner 
and  with  the  same  qualifications  as  these  Deputies  four 
Clergymen  and  four  Laymen  as  Provisional  Deputies,  who, 
when  their  services  are  required,  shall  be  called  upon  to  serve 
according  to  the  order  of  their  election,  or,  in  lack  of  such 
order,  according  to  the  number  of  votes  received.  The  person 
or  persons  so  designated,  and  furnished  with  a  certificate 
thereof  by  the  Bishop,  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority 
of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XVIL 

Election  of  a  Bishop, 

Section  1.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  or  of  an  Assistant 
Bishop  for  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  only  in  an  annual 
Council  or  in  a  special  Council  called  for  the  purpose  at  least 
sixty  days  before  the  time  appointed;  the  object  being  stated 
by  notice  in  writing  and  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing 
Committee  to  every  Clergyman  entitled  to  a  seat,  and  to 
every  congregation  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  shall  be  made  in  the  following 
manner:  The  order  of  Clergy  shall  nominate  by  ballot  some 
fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  office,  and  if  this  nomi- 
nation be  approved  by  the  Lay  order  voting  thereon  by  ballot, 
he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  • 

Sec.  3.  If  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote  be 
present,  and  two-thirds  of  all  the  congregations  entitled  to  vote 
be  represented,  then  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  determine 
a  choice.  Should  there  not  be  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy  and 
congregations  present,  then  two-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each 
order  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Manner  of  Electing, 

The  manner  of  electing  all  officers  and  delegates  provided 
for  by  this  Constitution  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  the  same  be 
unanimously  dispensed  with  by  the  body  electing;  and  in  the 
event  of  a  failure  or  neglect  to  elect  by  such  body,  the  person 
or  persons  already  in  office  shall  hold  over  until  successors 
are  regularly  appointed. 
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ARTICLE  XIX. 

Assessments, 

The  Council  shall  have  power  to  raise  money  by  tax  or 
assessment  on  the  Parishes  and  Organized  Missions  of  the 
Diocese,  by  Canon  or  by  special  vote,  for  the  necessary  and 
proper  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  such  as:  the  incidental 
expenses  of  the  Council ;  the  charges  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion ;  the  support  of  the  Episcopate ;  the  expenses  of  Ecclesi- 
astical trials  and  discipline;  or  any  other  objects  which  from 
time  to  time  the  Council  may  approve  and  direct.  The 
Council  shall  also  have  power  to  impose  such  penalty  as  it  may 
see  fit,  within  its  lawful  authority,  for  neglect  to  pay  such 
assessments  when  imposed. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

AUerattans  of  thu  Constitution, 

*  The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows : 
A  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  introduced,  in  writing, 
and  considered  in  the  Council,  and  if  approved  of  shall  lie 
over  to  the  next  Council ;  when  if  again  approved  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  two  orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take 
place,  and  the  Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and 
obligatory. 
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CANON  I. 

Of  Olergymen  Entitled  to  Seats  in  the  Oouncil. 

Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  eyery  Council  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare  a  list  of  all  the  Clergymen 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  as  provided  by  Article  Vl.  of 
the  Constitution;  annexing  the  names  of  their  respectiye 
Parishes,  Missions,  OfSces,  and  residences,  and  the  dates  of 
their  becoming  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese.  This  list 
shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of  the  right  of  those 
whose  names  shall  appear  thereon,  to  a  seat.  This  list  may 
at  any  time  be  revised  and  corrected  by  the  Council. 

CANON  II. 

Of  Members  of  the  Council 

Section  1.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the 
Council  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  determined  according  to 
Article  VI.  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Lay  Delegate  to  a  seat  in  the 
Council  shall  be  determined  by  the  certificate  of  the  Minister 
of  the  congregation  he  represents,  or,  in  case  there  be  no 
Minister,  the  certificate  of  a  Warden  or  Clerk  of  the  congre- 
gation, and  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI.  of  the 
Constitution. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council,  to  have  the  journal  of  the 
proceedings  printed. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  send  (I)  to  every  Clergyman  resident 
in  the  Diocese  at  least  two  copies  of  the  Journal,  as  soon  as 
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printed,  and  the  same  number  to  every  Clergyman  who  shall 
come  to  reside  in  the  Diocese  at  any  time  during  the  following 
conciliar  year;  (2)  one  to  each  Lay  member  of  the  Council; 
(3)  five  to  each  Vestry,  and  two  to  the  Warden  of  each  Organ- 
ized Mission  in  the  Diocese ;  (4)  one  each  to  all  the  Bishops, 
Diocesan  Secretaries,  Registrars,  and  Librarians  of  Church 
Seminaries  and  Colleges  in  the  American  Church. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  certifi- 
cates of  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  annual  Council,  furnish  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  a 
certified  statement  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  perform  any  other  duties  pertaining  to  his 
office,  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  may  direct. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Biunness  of  the  Council. 

Section  1.  At  the  opening  of  the  Council,  should  the 
Bishop  be  absent,  the  Council  shall  be  organized  as  provided 
by  Article  VII.  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  roll  of  Clergy 
and  the  names  of  Laymen  entitled  to  seats,  as  evidenced  by 
proper  certificates.  A  constitutional  quorum  being  present, 
the  President  shall  declare  the  Council  open  and  ready  for 
business,  when  a  Secretary  shall  be  elected,  and,  in  case  of 
need,  a  President.  The  business  shall  then  proceed  according 
to  the  Order  in  force  in  the  preceding  Council,  until  changed 
or  amended. 

CANON  V. 

Of  Organized  Missions. 

Section  1.  Missions  may  be  organized  and  dissolved  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  an  Organized  Mission  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop.  They  shall  be  a  Warden,  a  Clerk, 
a  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  Bishop  may  deem 
proper.  Any  two  of  these  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same 
person. 
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Sec.  3.  On  the  oranization  of  a  Mission  and  the  notifica- 
tion thereof  by  the  Bishop  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council, 
such  Mission  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Council, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI.  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  The  title  to  real  estate  or  other  property  acquired 
by  the  Mission,  for  Church  purposes,  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Cathedral  Chapter^  to  be  held  in  trust  for  uses  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  5.  Every  Organized  Mission  shall  report  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  at  the  time  of  the  annual  Council, 
through  the  Warden  or  Clerk. 

Sec  6.  The  Missionary  in  charge  of  a  Mission  shall  be 
considered  as  the  representative  of  the  Bishop,  to  whose  instruc- 
tions he  shall  conform  and  to  whom  he  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  Parishes. 

Section  1.  No  Parish  shall  be  organized  except  from  an 
Organized  Mission. 

Sec  2.  An  Organized  Mission  may  be  erected  into  a 
Parish  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese,  and  under  such  conditions  as  it  may  prescribe ;  pro- 
vided, that  no  such  Mission  shall  become  a  Parish  until  it  is 
able  to  wholly  support  a  Rector. 

Sec  3.  Every  Parish  organized  as  above  shall  present  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council  a  certificate  of  organization, 
signed  by  the  Bishop  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, together  with  a  resolution,  adopted  by  the  said  Parish, 
acceding  to  the  Constitution,  and  promising  obedience  to  the 
Canons,  and  conformity  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship 
of  the  Church ;  and  shall  then  be  entitled  to  representation  in 
the  Council,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI.  of  the 
Constitution. 

Sec  4.  Every  Parish  shall  be  governed  by  a  Rector,  two 
Wardens,  and  not  fewer  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  Ves- 
trymen ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorate,  the  Bishop 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  rights  of  Rector. 

Sec  5.  The  Wardens  and  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen 
shall  be  regular  communicants  of  the  Parish,  and  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Parish  from 
their  own  number. 
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Sec.  6.  Qualified  voters  shall  be:  (1)  all  communicants 
on  the  records  of  the  Parish ;  (2)  all  baptized  persons  who  are 
18  years  of  age,  and  who  have  been  contributors  to  the  funds 
of  the  Parish  for  six  months  before  the  election,  in  some  way 
recognized  by  the  Rector  and  the  Vestry. 

Sbc.  7.  The  Rector  shall  be  the  head  of  the  Parish ;  shall 
have  control  of  all  the  spiritualities,  including  the  appointment 
and  direction  of  services,  the  use  of  the  church  building  or 
buildings,  and  the  management  of  the  Sunday  school;  and 
shall  preside  at  all  Parish  and  Vestry  meetings,  in  which  he 
shall  have  all  the  rights  of  membership:  provided,  however, 
that  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector  a  Warden  shall  preside  at 
such  meetings. 

Sbc.  8.  The  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  have  charge  of 
the  temporalities,  and  shall  attend  to  all  the  business  matters 
of  the  Parish,  including  the  providing  and  keeping  in  good 
order  of  a  house  of  worship  and  all  the  necessary  furniture  and 
appointments  of  the  same,  the  furnishing  of  all  things  requisite 
to  the  proper  carrying  on  of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  its 
district,  and  the  payment  of  all  Parish  obligations  and  dues. 

Sbc.  9.  Every  Parish  shall  have  control  of  its  own  local 
affairs;  provided,  that  nothing  shall  be  done  which  conflicts 
with  the  law  of  the  Church,  either  general  or  diocesan. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  Parish  Districts. 

Every  Parish  shall  be  the  center  of  a  District  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall 
be  held  responsible  for  the  spiritual  care  of  such  District;  the 
Rector  giving  not  fewer  than  four  Sundays  in  each  year  to 
ministrations  in  the  same,  outside  of  the  Parish  proper;  the 
expense  of  such  ministrations  to  be  borne  by  the  Parish  in  so 
far  as  it  may  not  be  provided  for  by  the  people  ministered  to. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  Dissolution  of  Pastoral  Connection. 

Section  1.  When  either  a  Parish  or  its  Rector  desires  to 
sever  their  connection,  such  desire  shall  be  expressed  in 
writing  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  with 
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sueh  full  statement  of  the  reasons  for  such  desire  as  may 
enable  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  judge  of  the  expediency 
of  the  severance ;  and  such  connection  shall  not  be  severed 
without  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  2.  The  connection  between  a  Mission  and  its  Minister 
may  be  severed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  Filling  a   Vacant  Rectorate. 

Section  1.  When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorate  of 
any  Parish,  the  Warden  and  the  Vestrymen,  in  meeting,  shall 
elect  a  priest  in  good  standing  in  the  Church,  and  present  his 
name  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  for 
approval. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  Vestry  have  not  within  three  months  filled 
the  vacancy,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  nominate  to  the 
Wardens  a  priest  to  fill  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  On  receiving  the  nomination,  the  Wardens  shall 
call  a  meeting  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Parish  to  act  upon 
the  same;  such  meeting  not  to  be  held  sooner  than  two  weeks 
from  the  time  the  call  is  issued,  and  the  Wardens  shall  take 
care  to  give  the  notice  all  possible  publicity. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  meeting,  the  presiding  Warden  shall  sub- 
mit the  nomination  to  the  people,  and  a  ballot  shall  be  taken, 
unless  dispensed  with  by  a  three-fourths  vote,  and  the  count 
having  been  made  by  tellers  appointed  by  the  Presiding 
Warden,  the  result  shall  be  declared  by  him.  If  a  majority  of 
the  votes  shall  be  cast  for  the  nominee,  he  shall  be  declared 
the  Rector  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  the  nomination  should  be  rejected,  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  make  a  second,^  which  shall  be 
acted  on  in  the  same  manner ;  and  in  case  this  too  should  be 
rejected,  a  third  nomination  shall  be  made.  Should  this  also 
be  rejected,  then  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  minister,  not 
being  one  of  the  rejected  nominees,  as  locum  tenens  under  his 
own  direction  until  the  next  annual  Council,  when,  no  satis- 
factory settlement  having  been  reached  in  the  meantime,  the 
matter  shall  come  before  it  for  its  action. 

Sec.  6.  When  a  locum  tenens  is  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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Parish  to  provide  for  his  comfortable  support  and  to  accord  to 
him  all  the  rights  and  powers  of  a  Rector. 

CANON  X. 

Of  Dissolution  of  Parishes. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  may,  when  a  Parish  has  ceased  for 
one  year  to  wholly  support  its  Rector,  dissolve  the  parochial 
organization  and  either  substitute  for  it  that  of  a  Mission  or 
leave  it  unorganized. 

Sec.  2.  The  property  of  such  defunct  organization  shall 
vest  in  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  in  trust,  to  be  held  and  con- 
veyed subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Council. 

CANON  XL 

Of  Use  of  Church  Buildings, 

Church  buildings,  or  Houses  of  Worship,  belonging  to  any 
Parish  or  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  may  be  opened  for  all 
services,  rites,  ceremonies,  or  other  purposes  authorized  or 
approved  of  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  or  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  for  none 
other  purposes,  at  such  time  as  the  Minister,  or,  in  case  there 
be  no  Minister,  the  Wardens  may  deem  proper. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  Default  of  Representation. 

If  a  congregation  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Council 
shall  fail  to  appoint  delegates,  or  if  those  appointed  shall  fail 
to  attend  the  Council,  or  if  a  congregation  shall  incur  any 
suspension  or  forfeiture  of  privileges,  owing  to  the  neglect  of 
the  Canonical  assessments  or  otherwise,  it  shall  nevertheless 
be  bound  by  all  the  acts  of  the  Council  the  same  as  if  fully 
represented. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  Parish  Register  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Section  1.  Hayes's  Parish  Register  is  adopted  as  the 
standard  for  this  Diocese,  and  every  Minister  in  charge  of  a 
congregation,  or  the  Warden  of  the  same  when  there  is  no 
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Minister,  shall  make  the  proper  entries  in  the  Register  of  the 
Parish  or  Mission,  as  required  by  Canon  12,  Title  I.  of  the 
General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Minister  of  the  Diocese  in  charge  of  a 
congregation,  er,  if  there  be  no  Minister,  the  Warden,  shall 
present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  none,  to  the 
President  of  the  Council,  within  a  week  before  Easter  Monday, 
being  the  end  of  the  Conciliar  year,  a  full  report  of  the  work 
of  the  congregation  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  present 
condition  of  the  congregation,  according  to  the  form  furnished 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Council. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  the  Board  of  JSqtialization. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Equalization,  con- 
sisting of  five  members,  of  which  the  Chancellor  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  shall  be  two,  and  the  remaining  three  shall  be 
annually  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  The  duty  of  this  Board  shall  be  to  attend  to  all 
business  pertaining  to  the  taxes  and  assessments  directed  by 
Canon  or  by  special  order  of  the  Council,  for  the  Diocesan 
Fund  or  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  may  make  Rules  and  By-Laws  for  the 
administration  of  its  trust,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authoritv. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Assessments  and  Offerings. 

Section  1.  Each  congregation  may  be  assessed  for  the 
objects  stated  in  Article  XlX.  of  the  Constitution,  and  such 
other  purposes  as  the  Council  may  deem  wise.  The  amount 
due  from  each  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  four  offerings  annually  from  each 
congregation,  on  some  Sunday  in  February,  May,  August,  and 
November, /or  Diocesan  Missions;  provided,  that  the  offierings 
at  the  Bishop*s  official  visitation  shall  be  counted  as  one  of 
these  quarterly  offerings. 
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Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  an  annual  offering  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Episcopate  on  some  Sunday  in  March,  one  for 
aged  and  infirm  clergymen  on  Christmas-Day,  and  one  for  the 
Diocesan  Hospital  on  some  Sunday  in  October  or  on  Thanks- 
giving-Day. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  congregation  fail  to  pay  the  assessments 
and  make  the  offerings  required  by  this  Canon,  it  may  be 
refused  representation  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  shall  furnish  to  the 
Secretary,  one  week  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  annual  Council,  a  list  of  all  congregations  which  have 
&iled  to  make  the  offerings  required  by  this  Canon,  and  to  pay 
in  full  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council,  under  Article 
XIX.  of  the  Constitution,  with  the  amount  of  their  respective 
arrearages. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Section  1.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  be  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  2.  All  Missionaries  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority. 

Sec  3.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  shall  make  payments 
from  the  Mission  Fund  on  the  order  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  Deaneries. 

Section  1.  This  Diocese  is  hereby  divided  into  four 
Deaneries,  to  be  known  as  the  Denver,  the  Pueblo,  the  Lead- 
ville,  and  the  Gunnison  Deaneries.  The  territorial  limits  of 
these  Deaneries  shall  be  defined  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  such  changes  as  he  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sec  2.  The  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  shall  be  ex-officio  Dean 
of  the  Denver  Deanery.  The  Deans  of  the  other  Deaneries 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  from  among  the  Presbyters 
of  the  same,  and  their  terra  of  office  shall  be  three  years. 

Sec  3.  There  shall  be  three  Convocations  of  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  of  each  Deanery  annually,  one  of  which  may  be  at 
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the  time  and  place  of  the  annual  Council.  The  Deans  shall 
appoint  the  times  and  places  of  these  Convocations  for  their 
respective  Deaneries.  All  clergy  canonically  resident  in  the 
Deanery  shall  be  entitled  to  seats,  and  the  laity  may  be  repre- 
sented by  three  lay  delegates  from  each  congregation  in  the 
Deanery. 

Sec.  4.  The  Clergy  shall  make  full  and  prompt  report  to 
the  Dean  of  all  mission  work  done  outside  of  their  respective 
cures,  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  each  Convocation. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deans  to  report  to  the 
Bishop  at  such  times  as  he  may  require,  and  to  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Council  of  the  state  of  the  Church  and 
the  work  done  since  their  last  report  in  their  respective 
jurisdictions. 

Sec.  6.  Each  Convocation  shall  establish  By-Laws  for  its 
management,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Registrar. 

Section  1.  All  documents  in  the  custody  of  the  Registrar 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop,  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  Council,  and  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  at  all 
times. 

Sec.  2.  He  may  issue  a  certificate  of  any  fact  of  record  in 
his  hands,  and  under  order  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
shall  issue  such  certificate. 

Sec.  8.  As  historiographer  of  the  Diocese,  he  shall,  under 
the  Bishop's  direction,  collect  all  obtainable  information  per- 
taining to  the  history  of  the  Diocese  and  its  Parishes  and 
Missions,  and  put  the  same  in  proper  form  for  preservation. 

CANON  XIX. 

Of  the  Cathedral. 

This  Council  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  Cathedral  church 
of  the  Diocese  should  be  the  centre  of  Church  life,  work,  and 
zeal  in  the  Diocese.  It  looks  to  the  Cathedral  as  a  pattern 
for  all  other  churches,  in  missionary  enterprise,  in  works  of 
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charity,  in  Christian  education,  in  frequency  of  services  and 
in  the  illustration  of  the  principles  upon  which  they  should  be 
rendered,  and  in  keeping  an  open  church  free  to  all  worship- 
pers. 

CANON  XX. 

0}  Vested  Property, 

Section  1.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  is  hereby  constituted 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  property  and  funds  of  the  Diocese 
and  the  Parishes  thereof,  and  of  the  Chapter  schools  and 
Chapter  institutions,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  moneys  and 
property  collected,  bestowed,  devised,  or  provided  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  other  work  of  the  Church. 
The  title  to  all  property  in  the  Diocese,  including  that^of 
Parishes,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Chapter. 

Sec.  2.  Every  conveyance  of  land  to  the  Chapter,  whether 
in  fee  or  by  way  of  mortgage,  made  for  a  particular  purpose, 
shall  be  therein  expressed  to  be  in  trust  for  such  purpose ;  and 
the  proceeds  thereof  shall  not  be  diverted  therefrom,  either 
permanently  or  temporarily,  until  the  said  purpose  has  been 
altogether  accomplished;  which  fact  shall  be  ascertained  and 
declared  by  the  Chapter  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Journal. 

Conveyance  of  land  by  the  Chapter  shall  be  by  deed,  sealed 
with  its  corporate  seal,  and  signed  with  its  name  by  the  Bishop 
and  the  Chancellor,  and  attested  by  the  Chapter  Clerk.  No 
deed  shall  be  made  until  authorized  by  the  vote  of  the  Chapter, 
and  the  (act  of  the  making  thereof  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Chapter  by  the  heiid  thereof,  at  the  first  meeting  thereafter, 
and  a  minute  of  the  fact  be  entered  on  the  Journal.  The 
Chapter  shall  not  mortgage  any  real  property  held  in  trust 
for  any  specified  purpose;  provided,  that  this  shall  not  pro- 
hibit the  effecting  of  a  loan  from  a  Church  Building  Society 
for  the  completion  of  a  Church  or  Ret*tory. 

Skc.  3.  No  debt  oxof^Mhn^]^  f>no  hundred  dollars  shall  be 
contracted,  nor  any  ol>lijjnti«ui  for  the  payment  of  a  8U19 
exceeding  that  amount  nssumod,  unless  the  means  for  the 
prompt  and  full  disohiugo  thoroof  iit  maturity  shall  be  first 
provide*!. 
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CANON  XXI. 

Of  the  Hcclenaatteal  Court, 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  for  this  Diocese  a 
Court  to  be  known  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Court,  to  consist  of 
six  judges;  three  of  whom  shall  be  Presbyters  canonically 
resident,  and  the  other  three  shall  be  lay  communicants  of  the 
Diocese.  They  shall  elect  a  President  and  a  Secretary  from 
their  own  number,  and  shall  decide  whether  any  trial  before 
them  shall  be  public  or  private.  ^ 

Sec.  2.  The  Council  which  may  adopt  this  Canon  shall 
elect  the  judges,  and  their  terms  of  office  shall  be  as  follows : 
one  of  each  order  for  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively. 
Vacancies  occurring  at  each  annual  Council  shall  be  filled  by 
the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Vacancies  occurring  in  this  Court  when  the  Council 
is  not  sitting  shall  be  filled  by  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

CANON  XXII. 

Of  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  for  this  Diocese  a 
Court  of  Appeals,  to  consist  of  three  Presbyters  canonically 
resident  and  three  lay  communicants  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  This  Court  shall  be  elected  and  constituted  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Court,  and  shall  have  the 
same  organization  and  privileges;  and  vacancies  occurring  in 
it  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  way. 

CANON  XXIII. 

Of  the  PreserUation  and  Trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  a  Bishop. 

Section  1.  An  accusation  may  be  made  against  a  Clergy- 
man for  violation  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  the  Diocese,  or  for  any  offence  specified  in  such  Canon,  by 
any  three  communicants  of  this  Church,  in  writing,  over  their 
respective  signatures.  If  the  Bishop  shall  think  the  charge 
demands  investigation,  he  shall  appoint  two  Presbyters,  not 
members  of  either  of  said  Courts,  to  investigate  said  accusation 
and  report  to  him,  in  writing,  the  results,  in  detail,  of  such 
investigation. 
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Should  this  report  be  such  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop 
to  render  a  trial  advisable,  he  shall  place  before  the  Standing 
Committee  a  certified  copy  thereof.  The  Standing  Committee 
shall  thereupon  carefully  examine  said  report  and,  if  satisfied 
of  the  desirability  of  a  trial,  shall  present  the  accused  to  the 
Bishop  for  trial,  stating  distinctly  in  the  presentment  the 
charges  and  specifications  with  which  he  is  thus  presented, 
with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances; 
which  presentment  must  be  signed  by  not  less  than  two-thirds 
of  the  Committee* 

The  Bishop  shall  thereupon  order  the  Ecclesiastical  Court 
to  convene  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified,  for  the  trial  of 
the  accused;  to  whom  written  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
not  less  than  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed,  which 
notice  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  pre- 
sentment and  with  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution,  so  far  as  then  known. 

Sbc.  2.  At  the  time  of  issuing  the  above  order,  and  as  a 
part  thereof,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  some  learned  and 
judicious  Presbyter  Church  Advocate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  conduct  the  trial  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese;  and  the  accused 
Clergyman  may  also  employ  as  counsel  any  communicant  of 
the  Church. 

Sec.  3.  At  any  time  before  the  day  so  named  for  trial 
the  accused  may  peremptorily  challenge  all  the  lay,  and,  for 
cause,  any  of  the  clerical  judges,  giving  notice  thereof  to  the 
Bishop,  and,  in  the  latter  case,  stating  his  reasons  in  full.  A 
challenge  for  cause  shall  be  decided  by  the  Court  itself. 
Should  the  Court  be  left  without  a  sufficient  number  of  Judges, 
the  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  appoint  others  to  assist  in  the 
trial,  and  these  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions  applying 
to  the  members  of  the  Court.  No  Judge  shall  take  part  in 
the  trial  of  any  person  to  whom  he  is  of  kin,  and  every  Judge, 
before  proceeding  to  trial,  shall  state  explicitly  that  he  is  not 
incapacitated  by  any  cause  known  to  himself  for  a  just  and 
fair  consideration  of  the  case.  Any  three  of  the  Judges  shall 
be  sufficient  for  the  trial,  provided,  that  if  no  more  take  part  in 
the  trial  a  unanimous  decision  shall  be  necessary.  When 
more  than  three  Judges  try  a  case  a  majority  shall  be  com- 
petent to  render  judgment  and  award  penalty. 

Sec.  4.  The  Court,  after  it  is  recognized,  upon  its  motion 
may,  and  upon  the  application  of  the  accused  or  of  the  Church 
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Advocate  Bhall  appoint,  from  the  profession  of  the  law,  an  As- 
sessor, who  may  be  present  at  all  the  sessions  and  deliberations 
of  the  Court.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  the  Court  an  opinion 
upon  any  legal  question  that  may  arise  in  the  course  of  the 
trial,  upon  which  the  Court  or  any  member  thereof,  or  the 
accused,  or  the  Church  Advocate  may  request  it;  but  he  shall 
have  no  vote  in  the  decision  of  any  question. 

8ec.  5.  The  law  of  evidence  in  the  state  of  Colorado  at 
the  time  of  such  trial  shall  be  the  law  of  evidence  of  this 
Diocese  and  of  its  Courts. 

Seg.  6.  If  within  ten  days  before  the  time  appointed  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Court  the  accused  shall  make  to  the  Bishop, 
in  writing,  over  his  own  signature,  a  confession  of  the  crime  or 
offence  with  which  he  is  charged,  the  Bishop  shall  recall  the 
order  for  the  meeting  of  the  Court  and — with  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee— shall  proceed  to  impose  such  punishment  as  he  shall 
deem  just  and  proper. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  the  accused  shall  fail  to  appear  before  the 
Court  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  give  no  reason  for 
the  same  satisfactory  to  the  Court,  it  may  proceed  at  once  to 
the  trial,  or  at  its  discretion  adjourn  to  a  day  certain  for  such 
proceeding. 

Sec.  8.  The  trial  of  any  case  before  said  Court  having 
been  concluded  the  Court  shall  proceed  to  pass  upon  the  guilt 
or  innocence  of  the  accused,  and,  if  he  be  found  guilty,  award 
the  punishment  to  be  imposed. 

A  true  copy  of  the  record  of  proceedings  and  findings  of 
said  Court,  embodying  a  statement  of  the  evidence  submitted 
in  the  case,  shall  be  promptly  forwarded  to  the  Bishop  by  the 
Court,  and  he  shall  give  the  accused  due  notice  thereof.  In 
case  no  appeal  be  taken,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  Bishop 
shall  proceed  to  carry  the  sentence  into  execution. 

Sec.  9.  The  accused,  within  sixty  days  after  notice  to  him 
of  the  decision  of  the  Court,  may,  by  giving  notice  in  writing 
to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Church  Advocate  of  his  election  so 
to  do,  appeal  the  case  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Upon  receiving  such  notice  the  Bishop  shall  file  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  a  copy  of  the  record  of 
proceedings  aforesaid,  so  certified  to  him,  and  shall  issue  his 


order  convening  said  Court  of  Appeals  at  a  time  and  place  hy 
him  named  therefor,  and  give  the  accused  and  the  Cbarcb  Ad- 
vocate notice  thereof  not  less  than  thirty  days  before  the  day 
thua  named. 

Sec.  1 0.  The  defendant  may  peremptorily  challenge  all  the 
lay  Judges,  and  in  tliat  event  the  clerical  Judges  shall  consti- 
tute the  Court  for  hearing  of  the  appeal;  provided,  that  the 
conditions  required,  in  Sec.  8  of  this  Canon,  of  Judges  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  be  of  force  in  the  Court  of  Appeals. 
The  some  rule  as  to  supplying  a  deficiency  in  the  number  of 
Judges  and  as  to  the  number  of  Judges  concurring  in  a  decis- 
ion shall  also  apply  in  this  Court. 

Sec.  11.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  the  Court  of 
Appeals  shall  assemble  and  proceed  to  an  examination  and  re- 
view of  the  case  thus  presented.  The  Court  shall  have  power 
to  afiirm  the  proceedings  and  award  of  the  Court  below;  to  set 
aside  or  modify  the  pruceedlnea  and  award  in  whole  or  in 
part;  if  in  part,  to  determine  the  punishment  to  be  inflicted; 
and  if  set  aside  and  reversed  in  its  entirety,  then  to  dismiss 
the  whole  proceedings  and  discbarge  the  accused,  or  remand 
the  case  to  the  Court  below  for  a  new  trial. 

Sec.  12.  When  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  remand  a  case 
to  the  Court  below  for  a  new  trial  this  Court  will  resume 
jurisdiction  of  the  case,  and  proceed  to  a  re-trial  thereof  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  named  therefor  by  the  Bishop;  not  less 
than  thirty  days'  notice  thereof  to  he  given  to  the  accused 
and  the  Church  Advocate. 

Sec.  13.  The  expenses  accruing  in  the  trial  of  a  Clergy- 
man, except  bis  own  when  convicted,  shall  he  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  upon  the  order  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  XXIV. 

0/  thf  Amenilim-rU  and  Enactment  of  Canont. 

Additions  to  the  Canons  or  alterations  of  them  may  he 
made  at  any  annual  Council,  by  a  majority  of  both  orders 
voting  separately ;  provided,  that  the  same  have  been  proposed 
one  day  previous  to  aotiim  and  reported  on  by  the  Committee 
on  Legislation  or  by  a  i^pecial  Committee.  But  in  any  case 
the  Council  may  make  such  changes  and  additions  without 
one  day's  notice  or  the  report  of  a  Committee,  provided,  that  a 
majority  of  two-thirds  of  each  order  fiivor  the  same. 
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CANON  XXV. 

Of  the  Time  these  Canons  take  EffecL 

These  Canons  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  their  passage 
on  this  17th  day  of  May^  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight.

This  Canon,  adopted  at  the  Primary  Council,  is  in  force  until  superseded 
by  the  adoption  of  a  new  Canon  or  Canons  on  the  Cathedral ;  except  in  so 
far  as  modified  by  the  Canons  as  already  adopted. 

The  Cathedral 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  Diocese,  recognizing  prim- 
itive usage,  and  believing  the  Cathedral  to  be  an  essential 
organ  of  the  Bishop,  for  the  reality  of  his  office  and  the  dis- 
charge of  its  duties,  hereby  establishes  '^The  Cathedral  Chap- 
ter,*' under  the  name  and  title  of  ^'The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of 
the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chapter  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  a  Dean,  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  a  pres- 
byter of  the  Diocese  and  Rector  of  the  congregation  connected 
with  the  Cathedral;  one  or  more  Canons,  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  one  of  whom  may  be  Canon  Missioner  to  do  missionary 
work  ander  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  also  be 
presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  residing  in  the  Cathedral  city,  and 
assisting  in  the  work  and  services  of  the  Cathedral;  three  or 
more  Honorary  Canons  who  shall  also  be  presbyters  of  the 


Diocese,  elected  by  the  CouDcil,  on  nomination  of  the  Bishop, 
one  of  whom  shall  retire  annually,  the  order  of  retirement  of 
those  first  chosen  shall  be  determined  by  lot;  one  Chancellor, 
who  shall  be  a  layman,  learned  in  the  law,  and  the  legal  advi- 
sor of  the  Bishop,  and  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  and  of  the 
Diocese,  and  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  four  years ;  one  Treasurer  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years,  who  may  or  may  not 
be  chosen  from  among  the  members  of  the  Chapter;  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese;  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  and  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund;  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese;  and  two  laymen,  com- 
municants, who  shall  be  annually  elected  in  the  month  preced- 
ing the  Council,  by  the  vestry  of  the  Cathedral  from  the  Cathe- 
dral congregation,  one  of  whom  shall  retire  annually,  and  one 
Lay  male  communicant  from  each  Rural  Deanery,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Council  on  the  nomination  of  the  respective 
Deaneries,  one  of  whom  shall  retire  annually:  the  order  of 
retirement  of  those  first  chosen  shall  be  determined  by  lot. 

Sec.  3,  The  Chapter  shall  be  incorporated,  and  the  Bishop 
shall  have  power,  provisionally,  to  make  its  statutes,  until 
after  a  Diocese  is  organized,  when  the  Cathedral  atatutcs  shall 
be  made  and  enacted  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

The  Chapter  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  and  property 
collected,  bestowed,  devised  or  procured  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  the  other  work  of  the  Church  committed  to  it, 
and  shall  report  annually  all  transactions  relating  thereto,  to 
the  Council, 

Sec.  4.  The  congregiition  of  the  Cathedral  shall  be  a  par- 
ish, with  all  the  usual  parochial  organizations,  rights  and  priv- 
ileges, provided  that  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  nomination  to 
the  vestry  of  the  Rector  on  such  terms  as  the  Bishop  and  the 
vestry  may  agree  upoo. 

Sec.  5.  St.  John's  Church,  Denver,  is  hereby  adopted  and 
constituted  the  Cathedral  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado, 
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The  Bishop.      ' 

Recogniziifg  the  Episcopate  as  the  primary  authority  in  the 
Church,  we  hereby  declare  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is 
the  head  of  the  Cathedral  and  of  the  Chapter.  As  such  he 
shall  have  his  chair  within  the  rails  of  the  chancel^  on  the 
right  of  the  altar,  and  when  present,  shall  have  charge  of,  and 
direct  all  the  services  of  Divine  worship,  and  name  the  clergy 
by  whom  respectively  the  several  parts  thereof  shall  be  per- 
formed, and  he  may,  by  general  directions,  order  the  ritual  of 
the  Cathedral.  He  shall,  when  present,  preside  at  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Chapter,  and  his  assent  shall  be  necessary  to 
the  final  validity  of  all  its  acts. 

If  present  at  the  passage  of  an  act,  he  shall  at  the  time 
express  his  assent  or  dissent,  or  a  desire  for  time  to  consider 
the  same,  and  such  his  declaration  shall  be  immediately  entered 
on  the  Journal.  Should  he  not,  at  the  meeting  at  which  an 
act  is  passed,  express  his  assent  or  dissent,  or  desire  for  time 
to  consider,  a  minute  of  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  Jour- 
nal, and  his  assent  shall  be  presumed.  If  he  desire  time  to 
consider,  he  shall,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  communicate 
in  writing  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  Dean  and  Clerk,  and 
the  same  shall  be  entered  at  length  on  the  Journal.  If  he  do 
not  so  communicate  with  said  officers,  a  minute  of  the  fact 
shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal,  and  his  assent  shall  be  pre- 
sumed. Until  his  assent  be  given  as  aforesaid,  or  until  the 
expiration  of  said  thirty  days,  the  act  shall  be  suspended. 

When  the  Bishop  is  not  present  at  the  passage  of  an  act,  if 
it  in  no  wise  effect  the  Episcopal  preogative,  and  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Chapter,  it  be  matter  of  urgency  to  be  declared 
on  the  Journal,  the  same  may  so  into  effect  until  the  action  of 
the  Bishop  can  be  had.  It  shall  be  immediately  communi- 
cated to  him,  and  within  thirty  days  from  receiving  a  certified 
copy  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings  in  that  behalf  of  the 
Chapter,  he  shall  notify  the  Dean  and  Clerk  in  writing  that 
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he  assents  or  diseents  from,  or  suspendB  the  operation  of  the 
act,  and  such  his  notice  shall,  immediately  on  its  receipt,  be 
entered  on  the  Journal.  If  he  do  not  so  commnnicate  his  will 
in  respect  of  the  act  within  eaid  time,  the  fact  shall  be  noted 
on  the  Journal  and  his  assent  shall  be  presumed.  If  he  sus- 
pend the  operation  of  the  act,  he  shall  state  in  the  notice 
thereof  the  period  of  such  suspension,  and  before  the  expira- 
tion thereof  shall  assent  or  dissent  therefrom  as  in  other  cases, 
or  bis  assent  shall  be  presumed,  due  entry  of  the  facts  being 
made  on  the  Journal. 

The  Dean. 

lu  case  of  the  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate  or  permanent  disa- 
bility of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  shall  be  the  head  of  the  Chap- 
ter, and  in  either  of  the  cases  above  mentioned,  or  of  absenra 
of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean,  if  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings. His  stall  shall  be  within  the  rails  of  the  chancel,  on  the 
left  of  the  altar ;  he  shall  take  rank  next  afier  the  Bishop,  and 
bear  the  title  of  the  Very  Reverend  the  Dean  of  the  Cathedral 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado.  When  acting 
as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Chapter,  he  shall,  subject  to  the 
general  directions  of  the  Bishop  in  that  behalf,  have  charge  of 
all  the  services  of  the  Cathedral,  and  name  the  clergy  by 
whom,  respectively,  the  several  parts  thereof  shall  be  per- 
formed. 

The  CanotiB. 

The  duties  of  the  Canons,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  directly 
connected  with  the  Parish  of  the  Cathedral,  and  of  the  Hon- 
orary Canons,  shall  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Chapter.  The  duties  of  Canons,  serviug  the  Parish  as  such, 
are  left  to  the  Bishop,  Dean  and  Vestry,  In  case  of  the 
vacancies  of  both  the  Episcopate  and  the  Deanship,  or  the  per- 
manent disability  of  the  Bishop  and  Dean,  the  Senior  Canon 
shall  serve  as  acting  Dean,  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
when  neither  the  Dean  nor  the  Bishop  is  present.  The  Canons 
shall  have  their  stalls  in  the  chancel,  and  take  rank  after  the 
Dean,  according  to  the  seniority  of  service  in  the  Cathedral. 
Each  Honorary  Canon  shall  have  his  stall  in  the  chancel  of 
the  Cathedral,  And  they  shall  t-iVe  rank  according  to  seniority 
of  appointment. 
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The  Tre€t9urer. 

Payments  from  the  Treasarj  shall  be  made  only  upon  gen- 
eral or  special  appropriations,  for  the  object  to  which  they 
shall  be  applied.  They  shall  be  made  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  Clerk  upon  the  Treasurer,  and  such  order  shall  be  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Bishop  and  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  voucher 
therefor. 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  faithfully  to  account  for  all 
moneys  coming  to  his  hands,  with  sureties,  and  in  such  penal 
sum  as  the  Chapter  may  from  time  to  time  require.  He  shall, 
at  the  meetiug  next  before  the  Annual  Council,  present  a  full 
report  of  all  transactions  of  the  Treasury. 

The  Treasurer  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Chapter 
Clerk,  keep  exact  and  separate  accounts  of  every  fund  which 
18  set  apart  for  a  particular  purpose,  and  at  stated  meetings  of 
the  Chapter  he  shall  present  all  of  his  accounts  with  the  orders 
for  payments,  which  accounts  shall  be  read  at  length  and  be 
subject  to  examination  and  discussion  by  the  Chapter.  They 
shall  then  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  together 
with  the  orders  and  vouchers,  and  at  the  first  succeeding 
regular  meeting  the  said  committee  shall  report  in  writing,  in 
respect  thereto,  which  report  shall  be  recorded  at  length  in  the 
Journal.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  and  care  of 
all  securities,  funds  and  money  of  the  Chapter,  and  shall  keep 
the  same  in  the  bank  to  be  designated  by  the  Chapter,  and 
the  account  of  the  Treasurer  with  the  bank  of  the  Chapter 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  members 
of  the  said  committee.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund 
shall  pay  the  Bishop*s  salary  monthly,  his  cheque  to  the 
Bishop  being  his  voucher  for  the  same.  # 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chapter  next  before  the  sitting  of  the 
Annual  Council,  the  Treasurer  shall  produce  to  the  said 
Finance  Committee  all  the  securities  of  the  Chapter,  which 
shall  be  carefully  examined  by  the  members  thereof;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  report  in  writing  to  the 
Chapter  the  condition  of  each  of  the  securities,  the  nature, 
amount,  date  and  maturity  thereof,  what  has  during  the  pre- 
vious year  been  collected  thereon,  and  how  the  sums  so  col- 
lected have  been  applied ;  which  report  shall  be  recorded  at 
length  in  the  Journal.  An  abstract  of  all  the  transactions  of 
the  Treasury  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Chapter  to  the  Council. 
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ChaneelloT. 

The  Chancellor,  as  the  gener&l  adviser  of  the  Chapter,  shall, 
whenever  requeeteil  aa  hereinafter  provided,  give  to  the  Chapter 
his  opinion  upon  all  questions  of  Canon  and  civil  law.  Such 
request  shall  be  communicated  to  him  in  writing  over  the 
hand  of  the  head  of  the  Chapter  at  the  time,  or  of  its  pre- 
siding officer,  setting  forth  the  circumstances  of  the  matter  in 
respect  of  which  the  opinion  is  desired,  and  the  precise  question 
to  be  answered ;  and  the  opinion  shall  be  given  in  writing,  and 
on  its  receipt  be  read  at  length  to  the  Chapter  after  its  first 
meeting  afler  its  receipt.  The  Chancellor  shall  provide  a  book 
to  be  called  "The  Chancellors  Opinions,"  in  which  he  shall 
record  at  length  all  requests  for  his  opinions  and  his  answers 
thereto. 

Chapter  Clerk. 

The  office  of  Chapter  Clerk  is  hereby  established.  He  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Chapter  annually  at  the  fimt  meeting  after 
the  Diocesan  Council,  and  may  be  a  member  of  the  Chapter. 
He  shall  be  the  recording  officer  of  the  Chapter,  and  shall  dis- 
charge such  duties  as,  by  the  statutes  or  by  the  Chapter,  may 
be  from  time  to  time  imposed  upon  him.  He  shall,  under 
the  directions  of  the  head  or  presiding  officer  of  the  Chapter, 
make  the  drafts  of  all  requests  for  the  Chancellor's  opinions. 

Meeting». 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Chapter  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  evcfy  month,  and  the  Chapter  shall  also 
hold  quarterly  meetings  for  diocesan  business,  or  as  the  Board 

of  Missions,  Co-wit :  on  the  FcstivtiU  of  St.  Luke,  St.  Paul, 
St.  Mark,  and  St.  James.  But  if  the  heu'l  of  the  Chapter 
shall  believe  attendance  at  a  quarterly  meeting  on  the  day  of 
any  of  said  Festivals  shall  bo  inconvenient  by  reason  of  it 
being  on  or  near  Sunday,  he  may  direct  that  it  be  held  on 
some  other  day  as  near  thereto  as  possible.  Notice  of  such 
change  shall  be  given  in  the  summons  to  the  Chapter. 

Special  meetings  may  be  summoned  by  the  Bishop,  or,  in 
case  of  his  disability  to  act  or  absence  from  the  Diocese,  by  the 
Dean  or  Acting  Dean,  upon  a  written  request  of  three  other 
members. 
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Each  member  shall  be  summoned  to  each  meeting,  as  well 
quarterly  or  monthly  as  special,  by  a  written  or  printed  notice, 
addressed  to  him  by  the  Clerk,  stating  distinctly  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting,  and  in  case  of  special  meeting,  the  busi- 
ness to  be  done  thereat.  Such  notice  shall  be  served  upon 
each  member  personally,  or  mailed  to  him  with  postage  pre- 
paid, at  least  five  days  before  the  meeting;  provided,  that  two 
days*  notice  shall  be  suflScient  for  meetings  for  business  per- 
taining to  the  See  city. 

The  Honorary  Canons  shall  preach  at  the  quarterly  meet- 
ings, in  the  order  of  their  seniority,  as  fixed  by  the  Council. 

The  expenses  of  all  members  who  are  not  resident  in  the 
Cathedral  city,  while  coming  up  to,  and  going  from,  the  attend- 
ance upon  the  meetings,  may  be  defrayed  from  the  funds  of 
the  Chapter.  Five  members,  of  whom  the  Bishop  shall  be 
one,  or  five  members,  who  shall  include  the  Dean  and  a  Canon, 
or  any  seven  members,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

IteporU. 

The  head  ot  the  Chapter  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  full 
report  of  all  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Chapter,  to  be  pre- 
sented to  a  regular  or  special  meeting,  to  be  held  shortly 
before  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Council ;  which,  after  being 
adopted  by  the  Chapter,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council. 

Standing  Committees, 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Chapter  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Missions: — Composed  of  the  Bishop,  Dean  of  the  Cathe- 
dral, and  Canons,  and  four  lay  members  of  the  Chapter,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

2.  Finance: — Composed  of  the  Bishop,  Chancellor,  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese,  Treasurer  of  the  Chapter  and  one  clerical 
member  of  the  Chapter,  to  bo  appointed  by  the  3ishop. 

3.  Diocesan  Schools: — Composed  of  the  Bishop  and  three 
clerical  and  three  lay  members  of  the  Chapter,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop.     These  may  be  divided  into  two  committees. 

4.  Charitable  Institutions  and  Work: — Composed  of  the 
Bishop  and  three  clerical  and  three  lay  members  of  the 
Chapter,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 


92         STATUTES   AND   RULES   GOVERNING  THE   CHAPTER. 

The  Bishop  shall  be  the  chairman  of  each  committee,  which 
shall  also  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  keep  full  minutes  of 
all  its  meetings,  doings  and  transactions,  and  report  the  same 
in  writing  to  the  Chapter  at  each  regular  meeting.  A  majority 
of  the  members  of  each  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  the  Secretary  shall  sum- 
mon all  the  members  thereof  to  a  meeting.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  committee  to  carefully  prepare  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Chapter,  at  each  meeting  thereof,  all  business  which 
is  within  its  jurisdiction.  And  at  each  meeting  the  presiding 
officer  shall  call  upon  the  Secretaries  for  their  reports  in  the 
order  in  which  the  committees  are  mentioned  above. 
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ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 


I.  The  Council  having  been  opened  and  organized  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  Articles  VII.  and  X.  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canon  IV.  of  the  Diocese,  the  order  of  business  shall 
be  as  follows: 

1.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees : 

(A.)  A  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  which 
shall  be  referred  the  parochial  reports,  the  subject  of  missions, 
and  the  other  work  of  the  Church. 

(B.)  A  committee  on  legislation,  to  which  shall  be  referred 
all  proposed  alterations  and  amendments  of  the  Constitution 
and  Canons — at  least  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

(C.)  A  committee  on  privilege,  to  which  shall  be  referred 
the  clerical  or  lay  claims  for  a  seat  in  the  Council — two  cler- 
gymen and  two  laymen. 

(D.)  A  committee  on  finance,  to  which  shall  be  referred 
the  accounts  of  the  treasurers  and  different  funds — one  clergy- 
man and  two  laymen. 

(E.)  A  committee  on  unfinished  business — one  clergyman 
and  one  layman. 

2.  The  appointment  of  inspectors  of  election—one  clergy- 
man and  one  layman  for  the  clerical  votes,  and  one  clergyman 
and  one  layman  for  the  lay  votes — for  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, and  for  the  deputies  and  provisional  deputies  to  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  and  other  officers. 

3.  The  receiving  and  referring,  when  necessary,  of  reports 
other  than  those  of  special  committees,  handed  in  to  the 
Secretary. 

4.  The  receiving  and  referring  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese. 

5.  The  receiving  and  referring  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 
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7.  Annual  addreaa  of  the  Bishop,  nnlesa  he  should  prefer 
some  other  time  for  ite  delivery ;  if  bo,  it  shall  be  in  order  at 
any  time. 

II.  On  the  second  day  the  Council  shall  meet  for  busi- 
ness at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  when  the  folloving  order  shall  be 
observed : 

1.  Calling  the  roll  of  the  clerical  and  lay  members  of  the 
Council. 

2.  Reading  and  approving  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
day. 

3.  Receiving  and  referring  certificates  of  lay  delegates  not 
before  present. 

4.  Report  of  the  committee  on  privilege. 

5.  Receiving  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

6.  Receiving  report  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

7.  Receiving  reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the 
Council. 

8.  Receiving  reports  of  special  committees. 

9.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  depaties 
and  provisional  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  other 
elective  officers. 

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  On  the  third  day,  the  Council  shall  meet  for  busi- 
ness at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  unless  the  Council  shall  otherwise 
direct.     The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Calling  of  the  roll  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates. 

2.  Reading  and  approval  of  the  Journal. 

3.  Receiving  and  referring  certificates  of  lay  delegates  not 
present  before. 

4.  Receiving  reports  not  presented  the  day  before. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

TV.  If  the  prescribed  order  of  business  on  any  day  should 
not  have  been  gone  through  with,  the  first  business  on  the 
succeeding  day  shall  be  the  matters  which  had  not  been 
reached  on  the  preceding  day,  and  in  the  order  for  that  day 
prescribed.  This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  miscellaneous  busi- 
ness. 

V.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  minutes  of  the 
last  day's  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved.

The  above  financial  report  refers  exclusively  to  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September,  1888. 

Although  the  school  was  in  crowded  uncomfortable  quarters  from 
September,  1888,  to  February,  1889,  it  has  been  abundantly  blessed  and 
prospered.  Every  available  space  tn  the  building  was  occupied.  Appli- 
cations for  admission  after  the  first  of  September  were  refused.  The 
health  of  the  students  under  all  these  trying  circumstances  has  been 
exceptionally  good,  and  no  serious  case  of  illness  has  occurred  during  the 
entire  year. 

Our  removal  to  the  new  building,  although  it  occurred  near  the  end  of 
the  school  year,  has  proved  in  every  way  satisfactory.  The  outlook  for  the 
opening  of  the  scholastic  year  in  September  is  very  flattering,  and  a  new 
era  of  usefulness  and  extended  influence  with  our  ample  accommodations 
and  facilities,  is  inevitable. 

The  Wolfe  HaU  Banner  has  completed  its  sixth  year  as  a  monthly. 
After  paying  its  expenses  for  printing  it  has  purchased  a  Chickering  piano 
for  the  Eclectic  Club  parlor. 

S.  Agnes*  Guild  has  been  very  successful  in  its  work.  Besides  furnishing 
the  immediate  needs  for  the  Oratory,  it  has  a  balance  of  8300  lu  the  bank. 
It  has  aided  the  missions  at  EastonviUe,  Colorado,  and  Camas,  Idaho. 

ST.  JOHN'S  COLLEOR  IN  .TABVI8  HALL. 

On  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  S.  M.  Holden,  in  February  last,  the 
Chapter  promptly  filled  the  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
Brads  haw  as  Principal,  who  entered  on  his  duties  February  the  12th. 

The  number  of  pupils  then  enrolled  was  34.  There  are  now  45  in 
attendance,  44  of  whom  are  boarders;  the  staff  of  teachers  being  four. 

The  school  building,  completed  and  occupied  tn  December  last,  is 
admirably  adapted  for  its  purpose.  This  is  a  handsome  and  imposing 
structure,  commanding  a  fine  healthy  position  upon  a  campus  over  thirty 
acres  in  extent  The  College  is  four  stories  high,  the  extreme  lengUi 
being  about  150  feet  and  breadth  50  feet.  It  is  fitted  up  with  all  the  mod- 
em conveniences,  heated  by  steam,  lighted  by  electricity,  and  having  hot 
and  cold  water  on  every  floor.  The  rooms  are  large  and  airy,  and  the 
dining  halj,  library,  recitation  and  class  rooms,  are  cheery  and  comfortable. 
No  piins  and  no  cost  have  been  spared  to  equip  the  College  for  its  work. 
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It  is  conducted  on  military  principles ;  the  discipline  \s  finn  but  kind, 
and  there  is  absolute  freedom,  owing  to  the  location  of  the  building,  from 
all  the  temptations  and  dangers  of  city  life.  There  is  a  large  brick 
gymnasium  fitted  with  all  modem  apparatus  for  physical  exercises,  and  this 
serves  as  a  Drill  Hall  in  stormy  weather. 

With  these  advantages,  under  the  guidance  of  skilful  educators,  the 
College  presents  peculiar  facilities  for  the  moral  and  intellectual  training 
and  for  the  physical  development  of  young  men  and  boys. 

No  pains  are  spared  to  perfect  the  pupils  in  their  studies  and  to  give 
them  a  thorough  education,  while  it  is  the  constant  aim  of  the  Principal 
and  his  assistants  lx>th  in  instruction  and  in  daily  intercourse  with  the 
Cadets,  to  help  them  in  laying  the  foundation  of  an  upright,  manly  and 
religious  character. 

Services  are  held  twice  each  Lord's  Day  in  the  temporary  chapel,  all  the 
Cadets  being  required  to  attend.  They  have  contributed  nearly  330 
since  February  through  the  offertory  for  the  purchase  of  a  communion 
service.  Seven  students  received  Confirmation  on  the  Centennial  of 
Washington's  Inauguration. 

Mr.  D.  Rubidge  has  generously  donated  $100  for  a  new  Altar,  and  Mr. 
T.  T.  Frith  has  given  $85  for  a  reading  desk.  Mrs.  Spalding  has  promised 
a  lectum,  and  other  contributions  have  been  offered  for  the  purpose  of 
fitting  up  the  Sanctuary.  It  is  very  pleasant  to  chronicle  these  gifts  which 
will,  we  trust,  be  followed  by  others. 

The  students  require  books  for  the  Library,  and  to  effect  this,  the  Prin- 
cipal has  issued  a  circular  soliciting  donations  from  all  friends  and 
supporters  of  Jarvis  Hall  which  we  hope  will  meet  with  a  ready  response. 

There  has  been  established  a  monthly  magazine.  The  Cadet,  conducted 
by  the  masters  and  pupils,  which  bids  fair  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
students  in  composition,  and  will  no  doubt  help  to  make  the  College  better 
known.    So  far  the  magazine  has  l)een  self-supporting.

Report  of  the  Standing  CommUiee  of  the  Dlooese  of  Colorado  to  the 
Anntuil  Council^  1889. 

The  Secretary  of  tha  Standing  Committee  respectfully  reports  that 
meetings  of  the  Committee  were  held  July  9th,  October  18th,  December 
31st  1888,  and  February  6th  and  June  5th,  1889. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  (Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Leighton  Coleman, 
S.  T.  D.,  as  Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  the  Rev.  Cyrus  F. 
Knight  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  as  Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee  and  the 
Rev.  C.  C.  Grafton  as  Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Fond  Du  Lac. 

Harold  Digby  .Johnston  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  made  a 
Deacon. 

Rev.  Arthur  Ij.  Williams  and  Rev.  Harold  Digby  Johnston,  Deacons, 
were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

Frederick  F.  Kramer,  Franklin  Spencer  Spalding,  C.  W.  Tyler,  Sidney 
Fuller  Smith,  Henry  J.  Hersey,  Alexander  E.  Duncan,  Wm.  G.  Cnote,  were 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 
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The  Committee  also  consented  to  the  dissolution  of  the  Pastoral  relation 
between  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Antrim  and  St  George's  Parish,  Leadville.

The  Secretary  then  read  the  following  report  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  which  was  received: 

REPORT  OF  ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL. 

The  following  report  covers  the  year  ending  October  1st,  1888. 

The  Ladies'  Hospital  Aid  Society  was  organized  in  1881,  for  the  purpose 
of  assisting  in  raising  funds  for  the  building,  furnishing  and  maintaining 
St  Luke's  Hospital,  and  to  give  its  aid  in  the  management  thereof.  Since 
then  they  have,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  assumed  the 
entire  charge,  depending  upon  them  for  advice  and  endorsement  of  their 
management 

The  work  of  the  Society  has  increased  from  year  to  year,  until  now  at 
the  close  of  the  seventh  year,  in  addition  to  the  labor  and  responsibility  of 
providing  for  a  i^eater  number  of  patients,  they  are  called  upon  to  raise 
the  money  for  a  new  building. 

The  need  of  a  roomy,  well  managed  hospital  in  Denver  was  never  so 
fully  realized  as  during  the  past  season.    The  hospitals  have  been  crowded 
and  overtaxed,  and  many  who  applied  for  admission  have  been  turned 
away  and  obliged  to  accept  such  shelter  as  could  be  obtfuned  elsewhere, ' 
often  insufficient,  and  necessarily  more  expensive. 

Typhoid  fever  has  prevailed  this  summer  in  an  alarming  degree  among 
young  men  and  women,  who  being  away  from  friends  were  obliged  to  find 
homes  in  boarding  places  and  hotels.  A  severe  illness  under  such  circum- 
stances involved  great  expense  and  is  a  heavy  tax  upon  them.  The 
Increasing  population  of  the  city  brings  with  it  more  accidents,  more 
sudden  attacks  of  illness  on  the  streets  or  in  public  places,  and  a  place 
where  such  cases  can  be  received  with  a  suitable  ambulance  for  removal  is 
a  positive  necessity.  Many  of  the  serious  accident  cases  in  mines  through 
out  the  State  are  brought  to  Denver  for  treatment,  where  they  can  have 
the  care  of  experienced  physicians  and  surgeons.  All  of  these  cases  call 
for  hospital  care,  and  St  Luke's  Hospital  should  be  prepared  to  care  for 
them.  This  can  properly  be  done  only  by  providing  a  new  building  with 
the  oonvenieoces  and  appliances  of  a  first-class  modem  hospital.  The 
efforts  of  the  members  of  the  Society  the  past  year  have  been  towards 
accomplishing  that  object  The  lots  which  have  been  purchased  for  the 
n3w  hospital  on  Pearl  street,  between  19th  and  20th  avenues,  are  centrally 
and  favorably  located,  and  have  the  hearty  approval  of  the  physicians  who 
objected  to  the  present  location  as  being  too  far  from  the  center  of  the  city 
and  difficult  of  access  in  cases  requiring  daily  attention. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Society  held  in  June,  a  i*esolution  was  passed,  requir- 
ing each  member  to  pledge  herself  to  try  to  raise  31,000  to  be  used  for  that 
purpose.  Some  have  raised  the  whole  amount,  others  less,  so  that  now 
about  $8,500  have  been  raised,  one-fifth  the  required  amount    But  the 
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crying  need  of  such  an  institution  which  will  have  to  be  furnished  in 
some  way,  and  the  well  known  readiness  of  the  generous  people  of  Denver 
to  resiioud  to  the  calls  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering,  encourages  them  to 
hope  for  the  necessary  amount  so  that  work  can  soon  be  commenced  upon 
the  new  building.  The  ladies  of  the  Society  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  thankhig  most  sincerely  all  who  have  assisted  in  the  work  this  year, 
either  by  gifts  of  money,  provisions,  supplies,  services,  or  words  of 
encouragement  They  fully  realize  that  they  have  failed  to  accomplish  all 
for  which  tbey  have  worked  and  prayed,  but  the  best  has  been  done  which 
is  possible  in  the  old  building. 

There  were  809  prescriptions  filled  last  year;  two  endowed  free  beds,  and 
two  memorial  rooms;  29  annual  members;  $98.50  have  been  donated 
during  the  year  towards  establishing  a  child's  free  cot  in  the  new  building; 
which  makes  in  all,  $138.75.  $1,218.90  have  been  received  from  Sunday 
Schools,  Women's  Auxiliary  Societies,  and  individuals  in  the  East  and  in 
Colorado. 

The  following  Missionaiy  Boxes  have  been  received,  the  contents  of 
which  have  furnished  the  hospital  with  linen  and  bedding.  They  also 
contained  articles  of  fancy  work,  which  have  been  sold  and  the  money 
added  to  the  Hospital  income:  Women's  Auxiliary,  Riverton.  N.  J.:  Christ 
Church  Guild,  Albion  N.  Y. ;  St  Stephen's.  Longmont,  Colo. ;  Church  of 
the  Reformation,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. :  Five-cent  Missionary  Society,  Trinity 
Church,  Columbus,  O. ;  Women's  Auxiliary,  Rockford,  111. ;  St  Clement's, 
Philadelphia;  Church  of  the  Atonement,  New  York. 

Dr.  H.  H.  Bucknum  is  still  in  charge  of  the  Hospital  as  Resident 
Physician,  and  has  rendered  roost  efficient  service.  He  has  been  ably 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Anna  Williams,  Matron.  Notwithstanding  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  Hospital  during  the  summer,  making  it  a  most  trying  one 
for  both  officers  and  patients,  the  number  of  patients  treated  successfully 
has  been  as  large  if  not  larger  than  in  most  hospitals  with  more  mom  and 
more  conveniences  than  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  in  the  old  building. 

The  medical  staff  is  comiK>sed  of  the  following  eminent  physicians  and 
surgeons,  and  Insures  to  the  patients  calling  upon  them,  the  best  medical 
and  surgical  aid  the  city  affords:  Drs.  F.  J.  Bancroft  A.  M.  Bucknuui,  J. 
C.  Davis,  J.  T.  Edson.  R.  H.  Worthington.  S.  F.  Fiske,  J.  E.  Lemen,  C. 
M.  Parker,  Clayton  Parkhill,  E.  J.  A.  Rogers,  £.  J.  Roth  well,  Edmund  C. 
Rivers,  oculist.  In  addition  there  is  a  large  staff  of  consulting  physicians 
and  surgeons  ready  to  respond  to  any  calls  made  upon  them  for  advice. 

The  Young  Ladies*  Auxiliary  Society  is  working  to  raise  enough  money 
to  endow  a  free  room.  In  May  they  reported  they  had  raised  towards  this 
object  $3,840,  and  hoped  soon  to  have  the  required  amount  $5,000. 

During  the  year,  378  patients  have  been  treated,  of  which  44  were  free 
cases.  There  were  38  deaths,  resulting  from  the  following  causes: 
Consumption,  14;  Typhoid  fever,  13;  Gastritis,  2;  Dropsy,  2;  Spinal  Min- 
ingitis,  1;  Brights  Disease,  3;  Injury  of  head,  1;  Cirrhosis,  of  liver,  1; 
Caries  of  l>one  1.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   BISHOP'S   ADDRESS. 

Tour  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Diocesan  Council  to  take  cogni- 
zance of  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  relating  to  the  due  administration 
of  the  Sacraments,  and  the  proper  observance  of  the  Rubrics  Id  the  per- 
formance of    Holy  Worship,   liegs  leave  to  report  that   as  far  as  its 
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observation  has  extended  over  the  Diocese,  the  serviced  are  now  conducted 
and  the  sacraments  administered  witii  reverential  solemnity,  and  with 
loyal  devotion  to  the  law  and  order  of  the  Chnrch.  The  Committee, 
however,  deplores  the  minor  Irrefcularities  which  -have  crept  into  the 
services,  particularly  the  service  of  Evening  Prayer,  since  the  last  General 
Convention,  owing  to  the  transitory  state  of  the  Prayer  Book  revision, 
which  has  resulted  in  the  bewildering  chaos  of  legal  and  illegal  services 
bound  together  within  the  same  covers.  The  Committee  therefore  recom- 
mends that  this  Council  instruct  its  deputies  to  the  coming  Centennial 
Convention,  to  labor  for  bringing  the  work  of  Prayer  Book  revision  to  a 
close,  that  the  end  of  the  Church's  one  hundredth  Conciliar  year  may 
see  the  issue  of  a  standard  Prayer  Book  under  the  guidance  of  which  our 
clergy  and  laity  may  worship  without  any  uncertainty  as  to  what  consti- 
tutes the  decent  order  of  the  Church  so  essential  to  true  devotion  in  her 
services,  and  so  powerful  an  agency  in  her  missionary  work.

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  C.  S.  Weills  the  Council  took  a  recess 
till  7:30  p.  m. 

Wednesday,  7:30  p.  m. 

After  a  short  service  the  Council  resumed  its  business. 

The  Bishop  read  that  portion  of  his  address  referring  to 
Missions,  which  a  large  number  of  church  people  had  assem- 
bled to  hear. 

The  Bishop  gave  notice  that  he  would  propose  to  the  Coun- 
cil a  plan  of  incorporation  that  should  be  effected  to  secure  a 
legacy  made  by  the  late  Miss  Sarah  Burr,  of  New  York.

And  that  the  trustees  of  this  Corporation  be  at  all  times  the  persons 
who,  for  the  tbne  being  and  from  time  to  time  in  perpetuity  compose  the 
members  of  **Thc  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  of  St  John  the 
Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado,"  and  a  special  object  and  purpose  of  this 
incorporation  of  '*The  Diocese  of  Colorado"  is  declared  to  be,  to  receive, 
bold  and  administer,  that  certain  gift  or  bequest  made  by  the  late  Sarah 
Burr,  of  New  Torlc,  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  certain  provision  of  the  last 
will  and  testament  and  codicil  thereof  of  her,  the  said  Sarah  Burr, 
deceased,  of  **the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  income  thereof  to  be 
applied  to  the  aid  and  support  of  Missionaries  or  a  Missionary  to  labor  in 
said  State  in  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  under  the  direction  and  con- 
trol of  the  Bishop  and  Episcopal  Convention  of  that  State  from  time  to 
time,"  and  that  the  proper  certificate  be  hereby  authorized  to  be  made  by  the 
President  of  this  Council,  or  Convention  meeting,  and  filed  for  the  purpoee 
herein  expressed  [See  Appendix  D  for  Certificate  of  incorporation].

The  Rev.  J.  C.  S.  Weills  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Education,  which  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Canon  adopted  at  the  last  annual  Council  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  Educational  Committee  makes  it  the  duty  of  that  Committee 
to  **Con8ider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  subject  of  Christian  Edueation 
In  the  Diocese  and  make  a  report  thereon  to  the  annual  Council.'' 

The  removal  from  the  Diocese  of  several  members  of  the  Committee 
appointed  for  the  year  past,  and  other  causes,  have  prevented  that  careful 
consideration  contemplated  by  the  Canon. 

The  year  Just  closed  will  ever  be  memorable  in  our  Diocesan  educational 
work.  The  erecting  of  Wolfe  and  Jarvis  Halls,  marks  a  great  advance  In 
the  facilities  for  Imparting  knowledge. 

The  former  Is  the  most  substantial,  costly  and  well-arranged  building 
devoted  to  the  education  of  women,  west  of  the  Mississippi,  and  with  one 
or  two  exceptions  Is  unequaled  in  the  older  and  wealthier  sections  of  our 
country.  The  comer  stone  was  Ifdd  on  the  ISih  of  May,  1888,  and  It 
was  ready  for  occupation  on  the  11th  of  February.  1889.  The  service  of 
Benediction  took  place  on  the  asth  of  that  month,  and  on  that  occasion  the 
building  was  thrown  open  for  public  Inspection.  Hundreds  of  the  friends 
of  the  school  wended  their  way  through  its  corridors  and  Its  elegantly 
furnished  apartments.  It  affords  every  facility  for  successful  Instruction, 
and  provides  all  the  comforts  and  refinements  of  a  cultured  home  for  Its 
teachers  and  pupils. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  In  praise  of  the  work  that  Is  now  being  dene 
within  that  building.  Fine  and  complete  as  are  the  accessories  for  Impart- 
ing knowledge  and  forming  character  they  are  utili7.ed  so  thoroughly  and 
so  well  that  Its  work  rounds  out  to  the  fulness  of  Its  opportunity. 

In  Its  every  department  may  be  seen  the  results  of  careful  training  and 
wise  administration.  Its  Principal  is  exceptionally  qualified  to  administer 
Its  afflars,  and  her  corps  of  teachers  and  assistants  are  full  of  love  for 
their  work.  The  atmosphere  of  this  school  calls  forth  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils  a  very  marked  enthusiasm.  The  love  of  learning  is  felt  as  well 
as  seen.    A  zealous  spirit  and  a  refining  Influence  everywhere  prevails. 
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Jarvis  Hall  is  very  largely  the  counterpart  of  Wolfe  Hall.  It  also 
daring  the  past  year  entered  into  new  and  more  suitable  quarters.  The 
corner  stone  of  this  college  building  was  laid  with  appropriate  services,  on 
the  I8th  day  of  May,  1888,  and  was  occupied  on  the  following  December. 
It  is  located  in  one  of  Denver's  most  popular  suburbs,  Montclair,  and  is 
easy  of  access.  It  commands  a  grand  view  of  the  mountains  on  the  west 
and  of  the  plains  on  the  east  The  building  is  heated  by  steam  and 
lighted  with  electricity.    It  also  is  provided  with  all  modem  improvements. 

With  the  new  building  came  increased  favor  with  the  public.  Under 
the  discreet,  careful  and  energetic  management  of  its  Warden  it  is  rapidly 
growing  into  popularity. 

The  most  marlced  feature  of  this  instiution  and  one  that  distinguishes  it 
from  many  others  of  a  somewhat  similar  nature  Is  its  happy  combination 
of  the  military  system  of  drill  and  discipline  with  a  well  arranged  and 
definite  course  of  scientific  and  literary  study.  Along  with  all  these,  just 
prominence  is  given  to  the  culture  of  heart  and  soul. 

The  theory  tliat  limits  education  to  scholarship  is  not  recognized.  The 
contest  that  is  being  waged  between  those  who  favor  a  purely  secular  and 
those  who  favor  a  Christian  education  need  not  be  here  considered.  Of 
secular  education  there  is  no  lack,  nor  need  we  feel  that  there  is  an  over 
abundance.  We  may  not  foiget  however  tiiat  it  is  purely  secular  and 
malces  no  claim  of  being  anything  more. 

In  these,  our  Diocesan  Schools,  provision  is  made  for  a  more  varied  —  a 
more  rounded  culture.  Every  element  that  tends  to  develop  the  mental, 
the  physical  or  the  spiritual,  is  utilized.  To  emphasize  the  mental  element 
at  the  cost  of  tlie  spiritual  is  to  produce  a  culture  that  is  abnormal,  frag- 
nentary,  and  in  the  end  oftentimes  injurious.  We  may  not  overlook  the 
fact  that  the  boy  who  is  taught  to  rival  well  the  copper-plate  with  the  pen 
if  unequipped  by  a  moral  culture  that  duly  teaches  the  wrong  of  forgery,  is 
well  prepared  to  successfully  lead  a  life  of  crime.  The  girl  who  can  read 
Frencli  fluently  has  thereby  opened  to  her  the  way  for  an  acquaintance 
with  the  most  impure  literature  of  this  or  any  former  age. 

The  debilitated  condition  of  the  popular  conscience  in  regard  to  purity, 
fair-dealing,  parental  authority  and  the  obligatory  nature  of  mairiage 
vows,  is  easily  traced  to  imperfect  and  lax  teaching  of  the  first  principles 
of  morality,  not  to  speak  of  Christianity.  Christian  people  ought  to  bear 
witness  against  the  divorcement  of  religion  and  learning.  They  can  do 
^is  In  no  way  with  greater  emphasis  than  by  refusing  to  send  their  chil- 
dren to  schools  that  are  lacking  in  true  Christian  tone  and  culture. 

The  chapel  and  the  gymnasium  should  stand  along  side  of  the  school 
room,  or  if  not  along  side  them,  within  them.  Each  ai-e  essential  if  our 
children  are  to  become,  in  body  soul  and  spirit,  temples  for  the  Indwelling 
of  the  Holy  Spirit    They  are  thus  combined  in  Wolfe  and  Jarvis  Halls. 

Tour  Committee  congratulates  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  and  in  the 
great  West  in  having  two  sucli  institutions  so  admirably  equipped  and  so 
rapidly  forcing  their  way  into  the  front  rank  of  educational  institutions. 
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To  them  our  children  go  and  we  can  safely  feel  that  their  training  will  he 
thoroughly  good  and  thoroughly  Christian. 

Our  Bishop,  those  in  charge,  and  all  who  have  had  a  part  in  bringing 
these  schools  to  their  present  status,  have  done  the  work  that  must  and  will 
make  them  prosperous,  viz. :  they  have  brought  them  to  such  a  degree  of 
merit  that  our  church  loving  people  cannot  afford  to  pass  them  by.  Self- 
interest  guides  their  children  to  their  portals.  In  this  they  have  been 
wise-hearted  as  well  as  wise-minded.  J.  C.  S.  Weili.8,

2.  That  an  earnest  effort  should  be  made  to  secure  the  attendance  of  at 
least  one  lay  delegate  from  each  parish  and  mission;  that  only  such  dele- 
gates should  be  appointed  as  will  engage  if  possible  to  attend;  that  in  the 
event  of  inability  to  secure  the  attendance  of  one  lay  delegate  a  parish  or 
mission  should  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  a  member  of  another  parish 
or  mission  in  the  same  locality  and  within  the  same  Deanery. 

3.  That  a  sum  equal  to  five  cents  per  mile  one  way  should  be  allowed 
out  of  the  Council  expenses  to  one  lay  delegate  from  each  parish  or  mission 
situate  more  than  20  miles  from  Denver  that  may  wish  to  avail  itself  of 
this  assistance. 

The  Committee  do  not  regard  it  within  the  limit  of  their  duty  to  extend 
this  recommendation  to  the  expenses  of  the  Clergy  coming  from  the  same 
distance  but  venture  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  this  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Council. 

We  further  recommend  that  a  Committee  chosen  by  the  Bishop  should  be 
appointed  to  take  charg<^  of  the  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  Council 
meetings,  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  attendance  at  the  Council 
and  to  negotiate  with  the  railroad  companies  for  a  reduction  of  fares  and 
also  as  far  as  possible  to  provide  for  the  accommodation  of  delegates 
during  the  session  of  the  Council. 

On  raotion  so  much  of  this  report  as  implies  alterations  of 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  was  referred  to  the  special  Com- 
mittee on  that  subject. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  pledges  for  Diocesan  Missions  be  redeemed  quarterly 
and  that  the  Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions  notify  persons,  parishes  and 
missions,  which  have  made  pledges,  two  weeks  before  the  time  that 
payments  are  due. 

On  motion,  the  request  of  the  Rev.  T.  V.  Wilson  to  be 
excused  from  further  attendance  upon  this  Council  was  granted. 

The  order  of  raising  money  for  the  Episcopate  Fund  was 
taken  up.

It  is  recommended  by 
the  Council  that  wherever  practicable,  five  years'  term  be  substituted  for 
ten,  and  that  the  respective  vestries  guarantee  in  their  corporate  character 
the  amounts  subscribed  in  their  several  parishes.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH, 

Tour  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  to  report  that  they  have 
examined  and  tabulated  the  Parochial  Reports  of  the  several  parishes  and 
Missions  of  the  Diocese.  The  reports  this  year  are  more  complete  than 
they  have  l)een  heretofore,  showing  that  the  Church  is  alive  throughout 
the  Diocese.  Many  churches  have  been  erected,  and  the  increase  of  the 
number  of  services  and  communicants  show  that  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
the  Diocese  is  as  much  a  matter  for  congratulation  as  the  material  progress. 

Tour  Committee  take  pleasuie  in  recording  the  great  progress  made  by 
the  Diocesan  schools.  The  reports  of  Wolfe  Hall  and  St.  John*s  College 
speak  for  themselves,  showing  that  admirable  work  has  been  done  in  behalf 
of  education  in  the  Diocese.  We  have  only  to  mention  further  that  nearly 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($^500,009)  have  been  expended  on  school 
buildings  during  the  past  year.  It  is  to  be  nothed  that  although  the 
changes  of  the  clergy  from  their  Parishes  during  the  year  is  smaller  as 
compared  with  last  year,  yet  there  is  much  room  for  improvement  We 
recommend  that  the  portion  of  the  Bishop's  charge  of  last  year  relating  to 
this  matter  and  which  may  he  found  on  page  45  of  the  Journal  of  1888 
be  read  by  the  clerg>'.

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The  Bishop's  Annual  Address. 


Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

It  is  wisely  ordered  that  before  beginning  our  deliberations 
as  a  Diocesan  Council,  we  should  assemble  for  Divine  Service 
and  the  Holy  Communion.  If  we  have  done  this  with  due  prep- 
aration, and  in  unison  of  hearts  have  together  pleaded  Christ's 
merits  and  joined  our  payers  to  His  great  intercession  on  behalf 
of  ourselves,  our  several  fields  of  labor,  our  Diocese,  its  annual 
Synod  in  which  we  are  met,  its  endeavors  to  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  in  our  midst,  surely  our  hearts  and  minds  must  be 
deeply  enlisted,  our  love  for  Christ  and  His  Church  must  be 
intensified,  all  selfish  personal  aims  must  be  subordinated  and 
put  aside.  We  must  be  ready  to  give  ourselves  earnestly  and 
with  real  devotion  to  the  Conciliar  work  now  before  us,  and 
we  may  rightly  expect  God's  blessing  upon  our  labors.  May 
the  Holy  Spirit  guide  us  into  all  truth  of  speech  and  action. 

We  thank  God  that  our  Clerical  ranks  have  only  been  broken 
by  removals  to  other  Dioceses.  There  have  been  the  usual 
Clerical  changes,  but  the  accessions  have  equalled  the  losses  we 
have  sustained,  and  we  have  been  enabled  to  maintain  the  services 
of  the  Church  at  a  greater   number  of  places  than  heretofore. 

In  our  Episcopate  the  Church  has  been  called  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  two  Bishops,  both  pre-eminent  in  the  qualities  of  charac- 
ter that  fitted  them  for  their  high  office.  Both  were  in  attend- 
ance at  the  Lambeth  Conference.  The  Bishop  of  Michigan 
died  in  London  shortly  after  the  Conference  had  adjourned; 
the  Bishop  of  Milwaukee,  on  his  return  journey  in  western  New 
York,  before  he  had  reached  his  Diocese,  The  former  seemed 
ihe  very  picture  of  health  and  vigor  when  we  last  saw  him;  the 
latter  had  been  long  suffering  from  an  illness  which  it  was  hoped 
his  journey  and  comparative  rest  abroad  might  alleviate.  These 
Hishops  were  both  remarkable  men  though  wholly  unlike  in 
haracter.      Bishop    Harris   may  best  be   characterized  as  an 
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Ecclesiastical  statesman.  He  was  administering  his  Diocese 
with  rare  skill  and  ability,  and  was  rapidly  becoming  a  leader 
in  the  General  Councils  of  the  Church.  The  providence  is 
indeed  inscrutable  by  which  one  in  the  prime  of  vigorous  man- 
hood, and  so  splendidly  endowed  for  highest  usefulness  in  the 
Church,  should  be  taken  away  from  the  midst  of  his  fruitful 
labors. 

Bishop  Welles  was  pre-eminently  saintly  in  life  and  character. 
By  practical  wisdom,  by  meekness  and  gentleness,  by  long 
suffering  patience,  he  was  winning  the  hearts  of  all  men  and 
accomplishing  the  noble  work  to  which  he  was  called. 

God  help  us  in  our  sphere  to  walk  in  their  steps  as  they 
followed  Christ,  and  so  to  win  their  crown. 

I  was  absent  from  the  Diocese  about  three  months,  from  the 
middle  of  June  to  the  middle  of  September.  Through 
July  I  was  employed  in  the  business  of  the  Conference  of 
Anglican  Bishops  at  Lambeth  Palace.  Through  August  we 
were  traveling  on  the  Continent.  On  my  return,  I  at  once  took 
up  the  work  and  was  rejoiced  to  find  that  through  your  faithful- 
ness, the  Diocese  in  all  its  parts  had  suffered  no  abatement  of 
prosperity.  I  have  done  about  the  customary  amount  of  travel- 
ing, visiting  nearly  all  the  points  where  services  are  held  and 
several  new  places  where  our  labors  are  required.  Never 
has  the  outlook  for  the  Church  seemed  so  bright  as  at  present. 
If  we  could  secure  now  all  the  Clergy  we  could  usefully  employ 
as  Missionaries  in  important  centers  as  yet  unoccupied,  and  this  is 
largely  a  question  of  adequate  means  to  supplement  the  support 
that  would  come  from  the  people  to  be  served — we  might  soon 
double  our  effective  Missionary  force  and  tht  areas  of  our  Mis- 
sionary operations. 

On  45  occasions  I  have  confirmed,  up  to  date,  269  persons  as 
follows:  In  St.  Philip's,  West  Plum,  2;  St.  James*,  Villa  Grove.

Andrew's  La  Junta,  i;  the  Messiah,  Las  Animas,  3;  Ft.  Collins, 
14;  Calvary,  Golden,  i;  St.  Stephen's,  Longmont,  4;  Trinity, 
Greeley,  4;  St.  Clement's,  Silver  Plume,  4;  St.  Paul's,  Central 
City,  6;  Christ  Church,  Aspen;  5;  St.  Barnabas'  Glen  wood 
Springs,  3;  St.  Thomas',  Alamosa,  5;  St.  Stephen's,  Monte  Vista,

I  have  made  107  addresses  and  preached  122  times,  and 
attended  Chapter,  Vestry,  Guild  and  Committee  meetings  on 
some  fifty  occasions,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  68 
times.  Outside  of  Parishes  and  Missions  with  registers  I  have 
baptized  16  children  and  attended  two  funerals.  On  May  20, 
1888,  I  organized  St.  Philip's  Mission,  West  Plum,  September 
25,  St.  Barnabas'  Mission,  Glenwood,  on  October  4,  St.  James' 
Mission,  Meeker,  November  28,  St.  Andrews'  Mission,  La 
Junta,  December  30,  St.  Timothy's  Mission,  Eastonville,  April 
I,  St.  Paul's  Mission,  Highlands,  and  on  April  6,  All  Saints' 
Mission,  La  Jara. 

On  January  25  in  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati,  I  preached  and 
presided  at  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Boyd  Vincent,  my 
friend  from  his  childhood,  my  Sunday  School  pupil,  Parishioner, 
Lay-helper,  and  Assistant  as  Deacon  and  Priest,  to  be  Bishop  of 
southern  Ohio. 

On  February  28  I  officiated  in  the  service  of  Benediction  of 
Wolfe  Hall,  and  on  March  i  of  Jarvis  Hall,  on  January  i  in 
the  Cathedral,  I  ordained  Mr.  H.  Digby  Johnston,  Deacon,  on 
January  27  Rev.  William  Jones  was  ordained  Priest  at  San 
Antonio,  on  March  i,  in  the  Cathedral  I-  ordained  the 
Rev.  George  Edward  Edgar,  Priest,  and  this  morning  the  Rev. 
Arthur  L.  Williams  and  the  Rev.  H.  Digby  Johnston,  Priests.

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I  proceed  to  record  the  Clerical  changes  and  the  most 
important  material  advances.  For  the  history  of  our  Mission- 
ary work  for  the  past  fifteen  years  must  be  looked  for  mainly  in 
the  Bishop's  Annual  Addresses. 

The  Rev.  A.  G.  Singsen  who  had  been  encouraged  by  excel- 
lent results  in  his  Ministry  in  All  Saints',  North  Denver,  resigned 
in  October.  Mr.  H.  Digby  Johnston  was  at  once  appointed  to 
this  charge.  Ordained  the  first  of  January  he  continued  to 
minister  faithfully  and  acceptably  until  April,  when,  having 
developed  a  promising  work  in  Highlands,  he  resigned  All 
Saints'  in  order  to  devote  himself  more  fully  to  the  Highlands 
Mission.  (St.  Paul's,  on  the  Boulevard.)  Here  a  church  is  about 
to  be  erected.  All  Saints'  is  supplied  by  a  good  Lay  Reader. 
The  Rev.  T.  V.  Wilson  resigned  St.  John's,  Boulder,  in  Septem- 
ber, on  account  of  his  health. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Hinkle  succeeded  last  summer  and  autumn 
in  building  a  church  in  his  Mission  at  Cascade.  This  place  being 
as  yet  but  a  summer  resort  and  affording  little  work  in  winter, 
Mr.  Hinkle,  at  my  request,  undertook  the  charge  of  Boulder, 
the  first  of  December,  since  which  time  he  hac  been  doing 
effective  service  in  gathering  in  and  uniting  the  people,  giving 
at  the  same  time  occasional  services  to  Cascade  and  Florissant. 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  Walton  resigned  St.  Peter's,  Pueblo,  early  in 
Lent  (March).  The  Rev.  J.  W.  Burrows  supplied  the  Parish 
until  Easter.  In  Easter  week  Mr.  Burrows  took  temporary 
duty  as  Chaplain  of  Wolfe  Hall,  the  Rev.  P.  Duryea  having 
been  compelled  by  ill  health  to  resign.  The  Rev.  J.  Wallace 
Ohl  resigned  Aspen  and  was  sent  to  Salida  in  June.  Here  he 
he  has  built  a  neat  brick  Rectory  of  six  rooms.  Gunnison  has 
been  served  by  him  in  occasional  visits,  and  Buena  Vista  has 
lately  been  added  to  his  charge.  At  this  place  the  Rev.  J.  A. 
Antrim,  who  was  last  year  appomted  Rural  Dean,  has  built  a 
neat  and  substantial  frame  Church.  The  Rev.  H.  Duniop, 
Missionary  at  Villa  Grove,  Bonanza,  Cotton  Creek  and 
Saguache,  was  absent  from  the  first  of  December  till  April, 
soliciting  funds  for  his  work  at  the  East.  He  is  now  back  again 
in  the  midst  of  his  labors  at  these  places.  At  Lead vi lie,  for 
reasons  making  it  necessary,  the  pastoral  relation  was  dissolved 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  take  effect  the  first  day  of 
April.     Since  then  the  parish  has  been  vacant,  though  the  ser- 
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vices  have  been  regularly  supplied  by  a  lay  reader.  Under  the 
late  Rectorship,  a  house  adjoining  the  church  was  purchased 
for  a  Rectory. 

The  Rev.  B.  F.  Matrau  of  Saginaw,  Michigan,  did  good  service 
for  us  again  during  July,  August,  and  part  of  September,  his 
summer  vacation,  at  Idaho  Springs,  Georgetown,  etc.  As  usual 
during  such  visits  he  wrought  for  the  Church  with  his  wonted 
zeal  and  success,  leaving  most  substantial  fruits  of  his  labors, 
rallying  the  people  to  attendance  and  church  support,  securing 
the  proper  furniture  and  ornaments  for  chancel  and  altar  of  the 
two  churches  at  considerable  cost,  and  effectively  preparing  the 
way  for  a  missionary.  The  first  of  December  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Hood  was,  at  his  suggestion,  appointed  to  this  field.  Mr.  Hood 
soon  began  to  hold  services  at  Central  City  and  Nevadaville,  the 
Rev.  Charles  A.  Kienzle  having  resigned  these  places  to  take 
work  in  California.  On  the  first  of  March  he  secured  as  his  as- 
sistant for  Georgetown,  Silver  Plume  and  Lawson,  the  Rev. 
George  E.  Edgar.  Lately  he  has  resigned  the  three  last  named 
places  and  confines  his  labors  to  Idaho  Springs,  Central  City 
and  Nevadaville  ;  and  Mr.  Edgar  is  called  to  the  sole  charge  of 
the  places  where  he  had  before  been  ministering  subordinately. 

In  May,  last  year,  a  petition  was  sent  to  me  from  the  citizens  of 
Meeker,  irrespective  of  denominations,  that  I  would  send  to 
them  "a  Minister  of  the  Gospel."  I  sent  to  them  in  response 
immediately  after  the  last  Council,  the  Rev.  Arthur  L.  Williams. 
He  found  but  one  Churchman  in  the  place  on  his  arrival.  St. 
James*  Mission,  organized  by  him,  has  now  twenty-three  com- 
municants. A  chapel  has  been  fitted  up  and  a  church  bell  pur- 
chased, at  a  cost  of  over  three  hundred  dollars,  and  prepara- 
tions are  making  for  building  a  church. 

The  Rev.  H.  Forrester,  Canon  Missioner,  gave  two  months  or 
more  last  summer  to  Silver  Cliff,  Rosita,  and  Ula  in  Wet  Moun- 
tain Valley,  where,  on  account  of  removal  of  most  of  the  Church 
people,  it  is  impossible  for  the  present  to  maintain  a  resident 
missionary.  In  addition  to  his  work  at  Las  Animas,  Fort  Lyon 
and  La  Junta,  he  has  visited  from  time  to  time  Lamar,  Nepesta, 
etc.  At  Las  Animas  he  has  built  a  church  ;  at  La  Junta  he  has 
another  church  nearly  completed.  It  is  with  unfeigned  regret, 
that  I  have  to  inform  the  Council  that  Canon  Forrester  is  about 
to  resign  his  work  among  us  and  go  back  to  his  old  field  in 
New  Mexico.     We  may  rejoice,  however,  that  he  is  still  to  be 
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near  us,  giving  his  effective  labors  to  a  former  part  of  this  Juris- 
diction. 

In  Easter  week  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Hartley  resigned  Trinity 
Mission,  Trinidad,  where  during  the  past  year  he  has  built  a 
church  and  a  rectory  on  the  most  eligible  lots  which  I  secured 
in  1876.  His  departure  is  much  to  be  regretted.  The  Rev. 
Amos  Bannister  built  last  summer,  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Monte 
Vista,  of  stone,  and  is  now  rebuilding  All  Saints'  Church,  La  Jara, 
in  the  village,  at  the  railway  station.  Under  the  Rev.  Francis 
Byrne,  St.  Philip's  Church,  West  Plum  Creek,  was  rebuilt  last 
summer.  This  is  a  very  encouraging  part  of  the  large  field  of  our 
aged  and  zealous  missionary. 

I  organized  St.  Timothy's  Mission,  Eastonville,  December  30. 
Here  a  church  is  now  nearly  completed.  This  mission  is  served 
by  the  Rev.  A.  J.  M.  Hudson.  The  debt  on  St.  Andrew's  Rec- 
tory, Manitou,  has  been  wholly  paid,  and  the  Rector  is  preparing 
to  build  a  church  at  Colorado  City.  Half  a  block  (24  lots)  has 
been  secured,  mostly  by  gift,  for  a  church  at  Barr  City,  on  the 
B.  &  M.  R.  R.,  near  Denver,  where  it  is  expected  a  church  will  be 
erected  the  coming  season. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Allen  was  secured  for  the  Rectorship  of 
Aspen  the  first  of  December,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fulton  having  re- 
signed in  November.  Mr.  Allen  gives  two  Sunday  evenings  a 
month  to  Glen  wood  Springs,  where  he  meets  with  much  encour- 
agement. It  is  expected  that  steps  will  soon  be  taken  to  build 
a  church  at  this  place.  The  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Aspen, 
purchased  a  dwelling  house  for  a  Rectory  during  Dr.  Fulton's 
ministry. 

Thus  it  will  appear,  that  in  no  one  year  has  so  great  progress 
been  made  in  building.  Leaving  out  Trinity,  Trinidad,  which 
was  completed  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  the  churches  erected 
within  the  year  were  St.  Philip's,  West  Plum,  St.  Stephen's, 
Monte  Vista,  the  Messiah,  Las  Animas,  St.  Michael's,  Cascade, 
Grace,  Buena  Vista,  St.  Timothy's,  Eastonville,  and  St.  Andrew's, 
La  Junta.  The  Rectories  built  and  purchased  were  Trinity, 
Trinidad,  Ascension,  Salida,  Christ  Church,  Aspen,  and  St. 
George's,  Leadville.  Shall  we  go  on  at  this  rate  of  progress  ? 
we  might  easily  do  so,  if  our  people  who  have  means  were  to 
put  into  my  hands  from  ^100  .to  $500  to  aid  in  the  erection  of 
each  new'church  or  parsonage.  Heretofore  I  have  looked  for 
such  aid  to  friends  at   the   East.       This  source  of  supplies  is 
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becoming  precarious.  Henceforth,  I  must  look  more  and  more 
to  friends  here  at  home  for  the  means  for  church  building  and 
church  extension. 

So  much  for  progress  in  Parishes  and  Missions.  Our  greatest 
triumphs  in  building  have  been  in  connection  with  our 
Diocesan  Schools.  The  corner  stones  of  the  two  new  school 
buildings  were  laid  during  Council  week  last  year.  Both  schools 
were  so  far  completed  that  the  new  Jarvis  Hall  was  occupied 
the  week  before  Christmas  and  the  new  Wolfe  Hall  the  middle 
of  February.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  Report  is  referred  to 
for  the  cost  of  these  magnificent  church  buildings,  and  the 
excellent  work  the  schools  are  accomplishing. 

St.  John's  College  in  the  new  Jarvis  Hall  has  already  become 
so  popular  as  a  military  school,  and  its  patronage  is  so  largely 
increased  since  February,  when  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw  was 
appointed  Principal  in  place  of  the  Rev.  S.  M.  Holden,  resigned, 
that  the  necessity  of  enlargement  or  the  erection  of  another 
building  is  apparent  if  we  would  accommodate  all  the  appli- 
cants for  admission  that  are  coming  to  us. 

The  new  Wolfe  Hall  is  by  far  the  finest  and  most  costly  school 
building  for  the  education  of  girls  to  be  found  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic  States.  The  school  itself,  under  its  able  management, 
seems  worthy  of  the  building.  It  is  intended  to  make  it,  by 
enlarging  and  developing  its  courses  of  study  according  to  the 
demands  of  its  patronage,  the  great  school  of  the  New  West 
for  the  higher  collegiate  education  of  women. 

Our  several  schools  are  under  one  corporate  management, 
the  Cathedral  Chapter ;  and  form  together  the  College  of  St. 
John  the  Evangelist,  in  three  main  departments,  the  College  for 
girls,  the  College  for  boys  and  the  School  for  the  education  of 
young  men  for  the  Sacred  Ministry.  A  Hall  is  appropriated  for 
each  of  these  departments.  It  is  hoped  that  other  Halls,  that 
may  rival  these  named  from  our  Benefactors,  Mr.  Wolfe,  Mr. 
Jarvis  and  Mr.  Matthews,  may  yet  be  erected  by  the  liberality  of 
men  and  women  among  us,  who  would  perpetuate  their  names 
in  connection  with  this  great  effort  for  Christian  Education  in 
the  Church. 

Chapels  should  be  built  for  both  Wolfe  and  Jarvis  Halls  the 
present  year.  As  our  funds  are  exhausted,  are  there  not  indi- 
viduals who  would  build  these  as  memorials?  They  are  an 
absolute  necessity  to  the  work  of  the  schools.     I  know  of  no 
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object  of  greater  and  more  far-reaching  beneficence  for  large 
gifts  from  the  faithful. 

The  Report  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  will  show  the  present 
condition  of  that  noble  Institution  and  the  progress  made  in 
raising  funds  for  the  new  building  so  greatly  needed.  The 
delay  in  beginning  to  build  is  only  on  the  wise  principle  of 
making  haste  slowly,  and  that  the  desired  result  may  be  the 
more  surely  and  satisfactorily  accomplished. 

Something  has  been  done  in  Denver  towards  breaking  what, 
for  two  or  three  years,  has  appeared  to  be  a  "dead  lock"  in 
Missionary  progress.  About  one- half  of  the  amount  of  the 
Cathedral  debt  has  been  raised,  and  there  is  believed  to  be  good 
prospect  of  the  liquidation  of  the  entire  debt  upon  the  Cathe- 
dral Parish,  by  the  end  of  the  coming  year.  When  this  is  done, 
much  more  can  be  undertaken  in  Church  extension,  though  we 
all  admit  that  it  is  the  worst  policy  imaginable,  to  allow  one 
pressing  and  immediate  duty  to  wait  for  the  doing  of  another, 
which  is  less  urgent.  The  "Convenient  Season,''  is  never 
embraced  by  those  whose  habit  of  life  is  postponement.  "Now 
is  the  accepted  time,"  applies  with  peculiar  force  to  Church 
work  in  Denver,  and  throughout  the  Diocese. 

A  movement  has  been  begun  in  connection  with  the  Cathed- 
ral, which  promises  good  results  for  young  men  of  the  city,  in 
the  organization  of  a  Young  Men's  club  or  Guild  House.  The 
old  Jarvis  Hall  buildings  vacated  by  the  removal  of  the  School 
to  its  new  quarters,  have  been  rented  to  this  Club  for  its  various 
purposes.  The  Dean  has  had  them  fitted  up  and  furnished  at 
great  expense,  so  that  they  are  admirably  adapted  to  their 
uses.  A  reading  room  is  established,  apparatus  for  health- 
ful recreation,  has  been  provided.  Evening  classes  and  lectures 
will  be  organized.  There  are  sleeping  apartments  for  thirty, 
and  a  refectory  for  day  boarders,  at  the  lowest  possible  cost. 
With  home-like  and  healthful  influences  pervading  the  place 
and  with  every  facility  for  self-improvement,  it  is  expected  that 
there  shall  be  fostered  the  desire  for  Christian  work  and  a  spirit 
of  emulation  in  doing  good.  I  shall  hope  to  draw  from  these 
young  men  a  corps  of  lay  readers  for  missiion  work  in  Denver 
and  its  vicinity. 

The  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  resigned  last  February  m  order  to 
accept  a  call  to  the  Cathedral,  St.  Louis.  But  the  unanimity  and 
heartiness  with  which  his  people  rallied  around  him,  manifesting 
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their  attachment,  and  their  readiness  to  co6perate  in  the  efforts 
for  the  building  up  of  the  Parish,  rightly  determined  him  to 
change  his  purpose  and  to  remain.  The  old  site  of  St.  Mark's, 
which  had  a  few  years  ago  cost  the  Bishop  Si  f 500,  has  been  sold 
for  $40,000.  Another  location  has  been  purchased.  Some 
Sio,ooo  for  a  new  church  has  been  subscribed,  and  no  doubt  is 
entertained  that  at  least  $20,000  can  be  raised  in  Denver.  So 
that  a  new  church  of  ample  seating  capacity  and  also  a  rectory, 
are  to  be  built  at  once.  All  this  means,  of  course,  another 
strong  Parish  in  Denver.  Trinity  Memorial  is  contemplating  a 
similar  movement,  which  would  add  greatly  to  its  strength  and 
importance.  All  Saint's  and  Emmanuel  as  they  become  sur> 
rounded  by  business  houses,  will  sooner  or  later  move  to  new 
locations  to  be  secured  in  the  residence  parts,  and  funds  for 
building  will  in  part  be  realized  by  the  sale  of  their  present  sites, 
if  undue  impatience  shall  not  lead  to  selling  prematurely.  St. 
Paul's  on  the  Boulevard,  In  Highlands,  will  soon,  it  is  hoped,  be 
an  accomplished  fact.  The  new  Churches  for  which  many  are 
waiting  in  hope,  in  Schinner's  Addition  (St.  Stephen's),  in 
Wyman's  Addition,  in  South  Denver  and  in  Montclair,  for  all 
of  which,  valuable  lots  are  secured,  which  should  be  considered 
as  ''half  the  battle,"  should  all  speedily  follow  as  the  realization 
of  the  needs  of  the  people  of  their  neighborhoods,  shall  call 
forth  liberal  givers  and  earnest  workers.  So  it  is  hoped  we  shall 
begin  at  length  to  fulfil  our  responsibilities  for  Church  work  and 
Church  extension  in  this,  our  Cathedral  center  and  base  of 
Missionary  operations. 

No  earnest  and  intelligent  Churchman,  on  a  survey  of  this 
central  part  of  our  field,  will  fail  to  perceive  that  all  this  is  but 
the  minimum  of  what  is  imperatively  demanded.  So  much  as 
this,  resolutely  undertaken  in  this  center  of  Church  life,  would 
give  a  mighty  impulse  to  progress  and  growth  throughout  the 
Diocese.  Such  centers  as  Pueblo,  Colorado  Springs  and  Lead- 
ville,  would  feel  the  impetus  and  inspiration.  The  remotest 
mission  would  be  energized  by  the  pulsations  of  life  from  the 
living,  beating  heart  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  Cathedral  City. 

What  is  wanted  to  do  this  ?  Consecration  of  heart  and  soul 
to  Christ  and  the  Church.  This  first,  and  then  at  the  same  time 
the  consecration  of  means  to  Christ's  work.  Our  ministry  must 
be  so  fulfilled,  as  that  some  individuals  whom  God  has  blessed 
shall  manifest  the  fruits  of  such  consecration.    These  should 
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be  seen  of  the  rich  and  poor  in  constantly  increasing  numbers. 
Something  like  it  is  already  found  in  Bodies  of  Christians 
around  us.  Shall  it  be  said,  and  shall  it  be  true^  that  the  Christ- 
ian teaching  and  life  of  systems  we  deem  imperfect  as  com- 
pared with  our  own,  shall  inspire  men  and  women  to  give  their 
thousands  for  the  extension  of  Christianity  as  they  have  received 
it,  and  that  the  teaching  we  give  by  precept  and  example,  and 
the  sources  of  inspiration  and  life  of  our  Apostolic  and  Catholic 
Communion,  as  we  are  proud  to  esteem  it,  are  still  so  ineffective 
that  our  people  can  remain  dead,  selfish  and  unproductive  ? 
God  forbid  such  a  result !  Let  us  rather  hope  that  the  life  in 
our  people  is  inwardly  stirring,  and  the  time  of  fruitfulness  in 
giving  as  the  Lord  hath  prospered  them  is  secretly  preparing ; 
and  that  in  God's  good  time  we  shall  witness  such  manifesta- 
tions of  zeal,  devotedness  and  liberality,  as  shall  more  than  re- 
trieve our  apparent  losses,  and  herald  the  grand  achievements 
for  which  we  are  taught  to  pray. 

It  is  not  to  be  believed  that  the  members  of  our  Communion 
are  at  heart,  less  generous  minded  and  liberally  disposed  than  oth- 
ers. And  yet  we  must  recognize  facts  that  are  patent  before  our 
eyes.  Some  of  the  other  bodies  of  Christians  are  to  a  most  praise- 
worthy degree  self-propagating,  and  are  constantly  extending 
themselves  by  colonizations.  They  secure  without  difficulty 
from  their  people  in  this  center  of  wealth,  the  necessary  funds 
to  purchase  expensive  sites,  and  to  build  large  and  elegant 
churches  wherever  they  find  them  needed.  .By  generous  outlays 
of  private  means  they  are  laying  solid  foundations  for  missions 
and  self-supporting  congregations.  It  is  becoming  common  for 
individuals  of  wealth  to  give  according  to  their  ability.  Their 
example  influences  others.  The  offerings  of  the  many  supple- 
ment the  princely  gifts  of  the  few.  In  sad  contrast  to  this,  our 
people  seem  thus  far  content  to  do  no  more  than  meet  liberally 
the  current  expenses  of  their  Parishes.  Appeals  for  church 
building  and  for  missionary  purposes  in  the  city  and  throughout 
the  Diocese,  to  say  nothing  of  domestic  and  foreign  fields,  meet 
with  but  a  scanty  response.  Too  often,  giving  is  perfunctory 
and  without  heart.  Men  of  unquestionable  loyalty  to  the 
Church  give  as  readily  and  as  largely  to  Christian  objects  out- 
side their  own  Communion  as  within  it,  in  answer  to  appeals 
constantly  made.  There  ought  to  be  deep  heart  searching  and 
deliberate  inquiry,  why  these  things  are  so. 
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Doubtless  among  the  reasons  we  shall  find  these  :  First,  we 
who  are  leaders  are  not  fully  alive  with  missionary  spirit. 
We  too  readily  subordinate  Christ's  work  to  our  own.  Zeal  for 
God's  House  and  its  upbuilding,  does  not  consume  us.  We 
are — God  forgive  us — too  indifferent  whether  the  Church  grows 
or  not  outside  our  individual  spheres  of  labor.  Hence,  in  the 
second  place  we  do  not  set  an  example  of  real  interest  in 
Missions  and  Church  extension,  so  that  our  people  may  see  it 
and  be  influenced  by  it.  Lacking  the  profound  conviction  of 
the  paramount  importance  of  the  Missionary  idea,  and  the  all- 
controlling  motives  to  Missionary  effort,  what  we  say  in  com- 
mendation of  aggressiveness  and  self-sacrifice  therein  is  ineffect- 
ive. Consequently,  in  the  third  place,  we  do  not  teach  as  we 
ought,  this  main  part  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Our  Gospel  is  of  the  intellect  and  of  the  sentiments.  It  is  not  the 
Gospel  of  the  Kingdom,  the  living  power  of  Christianity,  Corpor- 
ate in  the  Church,  in  membership  of  which  Christ  lives  in  us  and 
actuates  us.  It  means  no  sacrifice.  1^he  works  are  too  little 
apparent  without  which  faith  is  dead.  We  know  that  there  is 
much  real  piety,  true  loyalty  and  devotion  to  Christ  among  our 
people.  Can  we  not  more  lovingly  and  effectually  appeal  to  it, 
imform  it,  deepen  it,  and  bring  it  out  and  lead  it  on  to  practice? 
Can  we  not  help  it  to  an  outward  expression  in  giving  and  in 
work.    There  are  peculiar  incentives  at  this  time. 

We  have  organized  ourselves  into  a  Diocese.  This  will  give 
us  new  privileges  and  impose  upon  us  new  obligations.  If 
admitted,  as  we  doubtless  shall  be,  into  union  with  the  General 
Convention,  we  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  representation  in 
the  House  of  Deputies  that  is  accorded  to  the  oldest  and 
strongest  Dioceses.  The  honor  will  be  conferred  on  those 
chosen  to  represent  us  in  the  great  Council  of  the  Church  and 
through  them  upon  our  Diocese  which  may  well  stimulate  the 
highest  ambition  to  the  worthy  fulfilling  of  our  vocation.  With 
Diocesan  autonomy  and  privileges,  shall  we  not  endeavor  to 
realize  Diocesan  strength  and  efficiency?  Surely  not  to  us 
should  be  the  shame  of  failing  in  the  work  the  Church  at  large 
expects  of  us.  We  cannot  be  willing  to  go  on  still  as  if  we 
were  a  dependent  Mission.  We  cannot  rest  in  inactivity  and 
rely  upon  outside  help  to  initiate  and  to  carry  on  our  own  work. 
We  must  do  for  ourselves  all  that  our  new  position  and  respon- 
sibilities involve. 
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First,  we  must  raise  the  Endowment  Fund  for  the  Episcopate. 
Of  course  we  might  depend  upon  assessments.  If  this  should 
be  necessary  in  the  last  resort,  I  should  have  no  fear  but  that 
it  would  be  done.  But  you  can  easily  see  what  it  would 
involve.  It  would  practically  mean  that  every  Parish  and 
Mission  should  pay  about  two  dollars  per  year  for  every  Com- 
municant. This  would  be  possible,  though  difficult,  and  would 
hinder  other  work. 

But  such«  assessments  must  not  be  contemplated.  By  doing 
our  duty  now  the  necessity  for  assessments  may  be  almost  if  not 
altogether  avoided.  The  Harold  Brown  Trust  will  give  us 
Sio,ooo  on  condition  of  our  raising  an  equal  amount.  To  make 
the  motive  on  our  part  practically  irresistible,  the  Board  of 
Managers  have  resolved,  subject  to  the  General  Board,  to  add 
$9,000  more  from  such  trust  funds  as  ore  applicable  in  their 
discretion,  which  with  $1,000  given  by  the  late  Dr.  Saul,  makes 
Si 0,000,  on  the  same  condition.  Thus  by  raising  a  minimum 
sum  of  $10,000,  we  secure  in  cash  $20,000.  To  fail  of  the  condi- 
tion, is  to  lose  $19,000.  It  is  too  large  a  sum,  it  is  too 
important  for  us,  to  forfeit  by  neglect.  But  to  gain  it  means 
much  earnest  work.  We  resolved  last  year  to  raise  $15,000  in 
money  and  notes.  Resolutions  of  themselves  accomplish  noth- 
ing. It  was  also  resolved  that  each  congregation  should  raise 
for  the  fund,  one  dollar  per  Communicant.  Probably  not  a 
single  Parish  that  so  voted  has  fulfilled  the  obligation  assumed. 
It  is  high  time  to  begin  the  work  in  earnest,  and  it  must  be 
prompt  and  general,  or  we  must  incur  the  humiliation  of  failure. 
I  trust  the  humiliation  will  not  be  ours  of  having  our  deputies 
repulsed  when  they  go  up  to  claim  admission  to  the  General 
Triennial  Council  of  the  Church.  Such,  in  all  probability, 
would  be  the  result  of  our  inability  to  claim  the  large  endow- 
ment conditionally  offered.  If  we  secure  it,  we  shall  have,  with 
what  is  already  in  hand,  good  prospects  of  an  ample  provision 
for  the  Bishop's  support  for  all  time  to  come.  All  Parishes 
will  be  exempted  from  assessments  in  proportion  to  the  value 
ot  what  they  give.  In  a  few  years,  the  lots  which  I  secured  in 
an  early  day  for  about  $2,500,  and  which  are  now  vested  in  the 
Cathedral  Chapter  for  this  purpose,  will  be  of  considerable 
marketable  value.  We  can  look  forward  confidently  to  the  time 
when  from  the  appreciation  of  these  lots,  we  can  offer  $20,000  tow- 
ards the  endowing  of  a  new  Diocese  in  Colorado  on  a  like  condi- 
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tion  to  that  made  to  us  now.  If  we  meet  the  present  emergency, 
the  future  will  be  exceedingly  bright  and  encouraging.  Second: 
We  must  be  prepared  to  assess  upon  our  Congregations,  in 
connection  with  what  will  be  required  for  the  Council  expenses, 
whatever  sum  may  be  our  proportional  part  towards  the  expenses 
of  the  General  Convention.  Third:  But  the  most  important 
subject  for  our  consideration  now,  after  that  of  the  Endowment 
of  the  Episcopate,  is  the  support  of  our  Diocesan  Missions. 
We  are  raising  about  Si,ooo  a  year,  and  more  than  three-fourths 
of  this  is  collected  at  my  visitations.  This  might  be  and  ought  to 
be  increased  to  $3,000.  Surely  this  is  little  enough  for  us  to  do, 
when  we  consider  the  vast  area  of  our  fields  for  Missions  and 
the  splendid  opportunities,  year  by  year  increasing,  for  the 
extension  of  the  Church.  It  would  be  a  poor  Diocese  indeed 
that  had  not  the  courage  to  make  a  real  effort  to  raise  at  least 
$3,000  for  its  own  Missionary  work.  Shall  we  not  resolve  to  do 
this  and  then  proceed  at  once  to  devise  means  for  the  carrying 
out  of  our  resolution?  To  do  three-fold  more  than  we  have 
been  doing,  will  evidently  require  careful  planning  and  organ- 
ization. 

One  plan  would  be  to  apportion  or  assess  the  amount  to  be 
raised  to  the  several  congregations,  according  to  their  numeri- 
cal strength  and  financial  ability  as  shown  by  current  expenses 
and  salaries.  This  is  done  successfully  in  some  Dioceses. 
Another  and  probably  a  better  plan  would  be  to  ask  the  Clergy 
and  delegates  representing  the  Congregations,  to  make  voluntary 
pledges  and  assess  themselves  generously,  having  in  view  their 
due  proportion  respectively,  of  what  is  required.  This  plan  is 
followed  in  many  Dioceses.  This  matter  should  be  taken  up 
with  great  earnestness  by  the  present  Council. 

To  prompt  you  to  this  I  need  not  refer  to  the  new  towns  of 
great  promise  which  are  springing  into  vigorous  life,  and  are 
calling  for  our  clergy  and  services,  where  as  yet,  we  have  been 
able  to  do  little  or  nothing.  The  example  of  Meeker,  where 
the  citizens  with  one  voice,  called  upon  us  for  "A  Minister  of 
the  Gospel,"  might  be  many  times  repeated  with  like  results. 
We  need  many  more  earnest  and  able  Missionaries.  We  must 
have  the  means  in  hand,  in  order  to  secure  them.  They  must 
be  esteemed  "worthy  of  their  hire."  A  good  support  will  secure 
able  men,  and  successful  service.  It  is  true  that  the  appeal  to 
self-sacrifice  is  infinitely  stronger  with  true  ministers  of  Jesus

Christ  than  the  appeal  to  cupidity.    But  "the  laborer  is  worthy 
of  his  hire." 

Following  the  example  of  other  Bishops  and  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  Cleigy  and  Congregations  as  to  the  objects  for  which 
offerings  are  required,  I  have  printed  a  card  of  ofiEerings,  to  be 
posted  in  Vestry  rooms,  Rector's  Study  and  Treasurer's  office. 
It  will  be  seen  that  a  minimum  of  ofiEerings  is  given.  Objects 
like  that  for  the  Conversion  of  the  Jews,  on  Good  Friday;  for 
the  Prayer  Book  Society  on  Whitsun  Day;  for  the  Colored 
people  of  the  South,  for  the  Indians  and  for  theological 
education  are  omitted.  Those  given  are  not  of  doubtful  obliga- 
tion. None  of  them  is  discretionary.  Each  is  made  obligatory 
by  Canon  Law  or  by  the  Call  and  Custom  of  the  whole 
American  Church.  The  list  may  seem  formidable.  But  it  is 
much  shorter  than  that  which  is  made  the  rule  of  Parishes  in 
the  older  Dioceses.  Its  requirements  are  far  less  than  in  some 
of  the  Denominations  about  us,  in  which  their  schedule  of 
collections  is  followed  loyally  and  with  unfailing  regularity,  in 
the  largest  Congregations  and  in  the  feeblest  Missions,  and 
success  follows  in  means  for  their  local  work  at  which  we  are 
amazed.  I  could  give  examples  that  might  well  excite  in  you  a 
spirit  of  emulation. 

It  ought  however  to  be  sufficient  to  make  plain  the  law.  I 
have  named  only  the  objects,  with  the  dates  for  the  offerings,  to 
the  giving  for  which,  as  I  understand  it,  all  loyal  Churchmen 
are  bound  in  Conscience.  It  is  the  plain  duty  of  the  clergy  to 
give  their  people  the  opportunities  for  contributing  for  these 
several  objects  which  it  is  their  right  to  claim.  As  in  any  ques- 
tion of  duty,  so  in  this,  it  is  improper  and  beside  the  point  to 
consider  whether  other  things  interfere.  It  is  the  part  of  loyalty 
to  take  the  responsibility  and  humbly  and  quietly  obey,  answer- 
ing objections  by  referring  to  the  law  which  determines  the 
obligation.  Having  made  on  the  Sunday  morning  before,  a  clear 
statement  and  appeal,  see  that  the  offertory  plates  are  passed, 
and  none  of  the  people  are  defrauded  of  their  right  and  priv- 
ilege of  giving.  I  have  known  some  free  churches,  in  which 
there  were  two  offertories  at  the  Sunday  services,  one  for 
current  expenses  and  one  for  outside  Missionary  objects.  This 
would  not  be  necessary  with  us  as  the  Church  support  generally 
comes  from  subscriptions,  or  as  in  three  or  four  of  our  churches, 
from  the  rental  of  seats. 
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I  am  simply  setting  forth  the  ordinary  standard  of  duty  in 
respect  to  offerings  in  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  a  Diocese. 
No  Christian  man,  Clergyman  or  Layman,  can  in  his  conscience 
resist  the  claims  of  Christian  obligation.  The  Minister  in 
charge  of  a  Congregation  has  a  double  motive.  He  must  be 
solicitous,  not  only  to  do  his  own  duty  and  thus  enforce  the 
teaching  he  gives,  but  also  that  he  be  not  through  his  neglect 
the  cause  of  failure  in  his  people  to  do  what  the  Church 
requires  of  them. 

In  regard  to  most  of  these  offerings,  it  will  be  sufficient  simply 
to  cause  them  to  be  made,  the  list  of  customary  offerings  having 
been  published  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  special  notice 
having  been  given  the  previous  Sunday.  But  in  respect  to  the 
offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions,  there  should  be  some  special 
effort  in  each  parish  to  make  the  amount  to  be  secured  equal  to 
the  need  and  the  pledges  previously  given.  It  ought  indeed  to 
be  the  same  in  respect  to  annual  offerings  for  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missions.  Solicitations  of  the  individual  members  of 
the  Parishes  are  called  for  and  expected  by  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. But  upon  this  I  am  not  insisting  at  the  present  time. 
But  for  Diocesan  Missions  at  least,  there  should  certainly  be  a 
plan  of  supplementing  the  quarterly  offerings,  by  which  every 
individual  in  every  Parochial  or  Mission  Cure  may  be  reached. 
All  should  be  given  the  opportunity  and  be  asked  to  make 
quarterly  pledges  and  to  redeem  them  in  envelopes  when  the 
offerings  are  made  or  in  default  of  this  to  pay  them  to  appointed 
collectors.  All  this  as  a  matter  of  course  involves  work.  But 
our  people  are  enlisted  into  the  Church  for  the  purpose  of  being 
workers.  In  all  Congregations  there  are  those  who  would  be 
willing  and  glad  to  do  such  work,  if  their  interest  were  aroused 
by  personal  intercourse  and  instruction,  and  they  were  shown 
plainly  how  it  is  to  be  done. 

It  is  obvious  that  it  will  not  do  to  trust  solely  to  the  quarterly 
offertories.  Those  who  would  be  expected  to  give  largely  may 
be  absent  from  the  Church,  or  if  present,  unprepared.  In  mak- 
ing a  pledge  they  would  be  likely  to  give  more  than  at  a  Church 
Collection.  They  would  give  more  thoughtfully,  more  conscien- 
ciously,  and  more  in  proportion  to  their  means,  which  is  the 
divine  rule  and  law. 

By  systematic  planning  and  organization  of  this  most  import, 
ant  part  of  gospel  duty  and  privilege,  there  will  be  begun  an 
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educational  process,  too  long  neglected.  From  the  lack  of 
education  In  giving  comes  most  of  our  practical  deficiencies. 
With  education  in  giving,  with  the  consequent  raising  of  the 
standard  of  duty  in  respect  to  giving,  we  should  doubtless  by 
God's  blessing,  soon  take  the  position  to  which  we  are  called  as 
the  foremost  ameng  those  who  are  laying  foundations  for  Christ, 
in  Schools,  in  Hospital  work,  in  Missions  and  in  Christian 
Civilization,  in  this  great  Commonwealth  in  which  our  lot  is 
cast. 

The  motives  of  duty  to  the  Christian  in  the  Church,  ought  to 
be  at  least  as  strong  as  could  be  in  any  case,  the  motives  to 
Patriotism  to  thecitizen  in  the  State.  The  appeal  to  the  Princi- 
ple of  Chrislian  Obligation,  ought  to  be  more  powerful  than 
that  of  civil  duties.  Our  Diocese  ought  to  claim  our  Christian 
Allegiance  in  no  less  a  degree  than  our  State  and  Country  our 
Civil  Allegiance. 

1  have  taken  so  much  time  in  urging  devotion  to  Diocesan 
work  in  view  of  the  position  as  a  Diocese  we  are  now  taking,  as 
one  of  the  Sisterhood  of  Dioceses,  that  there  is  scarcely  any 
opportunity  to  bring  before  you  the  general  subjects  in  which  it 
is  my  duty  to  set  forth  principles  which  might  be  helpful  in 
guiding  your  opinions  and  action.  Two  or  three  of  these 
subjects  may  however  be  briefly  alluded  to. 

In  Prayer  Book  revision  I  am  of  opinion  that  some  further 
improvements  may  be  attainable;  but  in  some  things  I  appre- 
hend we  have  gone  too  far  and  might  well  retrace  our  steps. 
Uniformity  in  Ritual  has  been  sacrificed  to  an  extent  that 
was  not  demanded  nor  desirable.  In  Sunday  Services  1  would 
keep  to  the  old  land-marks,  rejoicing  however  in  the  restoration 
of  the  Evangelical  Hymns.  The  utmost  liberty  that  should  be 
allowed  in  regular  congregations  is,  as  it  seems  to  me,  the 
permission  to  divide  the  three  services  of  Sunday  morning  or 
to  omit  one  of  them,  so  that  neither  be  habitually  disused,  and 
for  Sunday  evenings,  the  use  of  the  alternative  form  of  the 
General  Exhortation  and  the  allowance  of  an  anthem  or  hymn 
after  the  third  Collect,  to  be  always  followed  by  all  the  remain- 
ing prayers.  For  week-day  services  it  would  be  better  to  adhere 
to  the  form  of  Sentences,  Confession  and  Absolution,  the  two 
lessons  in  the  interest  of  Bible  instruction,  and  to  show  that  in 
(he  Church'sestimation,  the  old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the 
New,  but  that  the  New  supplements  the  Old  and  explains  it  as 
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'  being  an  essential  part  of  Revelation — ending  with '  the '  thiird 

'  Collect,  with  a  litany  hymn  or*  penitential* Psalm  for  .Lent^ror 

suitable  Collects   from  the '  Prayer  Book.     While  .in  strictly 

Missionary  work  I  would  allow  to  loyal  clergymen  all  veasonable 

^  latitude  in  using  or'  dispensing  with  the-  use  of  the  services 

•  appointed  for  regular  and  established  congregations,  recom- 
mending however  that  the '  Prayer  Book  Services  be  usfed  so  far 

;  as   practicable,  as    helpful v  and    necessary <  slids  (in  Christian 

teachings. 
The  examination  I  have'  been  able  to  give  »tothe  proposed 

new  Hymnal  reportied  by  the  Committee,  impresses  me  with 
'  their  conscientious  labors.    They  have  at  least  given  us  i most  of 

the  materials  from  which  to  make  a  selection.  •  Something  over 

four  hundred  of  their,  hymns  ought  doubtless  to  be  retained. 
.  A  dozen  or  perhaps  a  score  of  those  itheyi  have  rejected  ought 

to  be  restored.    A  collection  of  less  than  five  huhdrbd  hymns 

<  ought  to  contain  all  of  ithe  bestantthe  language,  ahd  'to  suffice  us 
(  for  another  quarter  of  a  century. 

There  will  be  plenty  'of  opportunities  for  tthe'  discussion  of 
the  Change  of '  Name  'of;  the  American '  Church,  and  'of  what>  is 

<  called  proportionate  representation  of  Dioceses  in  the  General 

*  Convention,  before  (there  can  be  any  final  legislation  upon  these 
subjects,    h  only  desire  here  to  reco(rd  my  opposition  to  any 

'  change*  of)  name,  in  .the*  present  states  of  public  opinion,  ahd 
before  the  Church  shall  have  proved  by  her  faith  and  works  Jier 
Apostolic  and  Catholic  character.  When  that  time  comes,  if  a 
name,  such  as  that  .of  "The  American  Church,"  now  popularly 

.  assumed,  shall  be  generally  felt  to  be  better  adaptbd  to  express 
her  recpgnized  character,  .the  change  will  be  imade  with  the 
general  acquiescence  atid  approval.    .Meantime  it  ^eems  more 

^  fitting  to  bend  our  endeavors  to  the  inculcation*  of  true  princi- 
ples of  Churchmanship,  ahd  >tO' bringing  the  Church,  through 
the  intelligent  loyalty  ahd'  devotion  of>  hen  members,  to  the  full 

;  practical  realization  of    her  mission  as  the  Body  of   Christ 
chargedwith  the  doing  of  His  own  work  in  this  wofld. 
As  to  a  change  in  representation,  which  woiild  make  the 

I  Dioceses  unequal,  and  centralize  power  in  the  territorially  smkll 
but  financially  strong' Dioceses,  such  change  would,  in  my  opin- 
ion, be  in  many  ways  disastrous.  There  is  something  more 
important  to  be  represented  than  mere  numbers  or  pecuniary 
ability,  v ; Great  areas. of  Country  with  manifold. and  all  important

interests,  with  the  potentialities  of  future  development,  these 
require  recognition  and  representation*  The  vast  Missionary 
Dioceses  have  too  little  influence  in  our  Church  legislation. 
History  ought  not  to  teach  in  vain  the  lesson,  that  worldly 
principles  may  invade  the  Church,  that  plutocracy  in 
government  is  as  possible  in  the  Church  as  in  the  State,  that 
moneyed  representation  or  representation  according  to  wealth 
means  the  subordination  and  loss  of  the  Missionary  idea  and 
of  Missionary  power.  What  is  above  all  things  to  be  avoided 
in  ecclesiastical  representation  is  a  conflict  of  interests,  the 
setting  of  section  against  section,  the  arraying  of  the  strong 
against  the  weak,  the  ignoring  of  the  principle  that  in  the  King- 
dom of  Christ  the  weak  things  of  the  world  have  the  potency 
to  confound  the  mighty.  The  western  Dioceses  are  and  must 
long  be  Missionary  ground.  In  these  vast  Missionary  regions 
are  being  planted  the  seeds  of  marvelous  growth.  The  interests 
of  the  Church  in  these  now  remote  and  secondary  Dioceses  will 
have  no  unimportant  bearing  on  the  future  weal  of  the  Ameri- 
can Church.  There  needs  to  be  such  equal  representation  as 
shall  protect  these  interests.  The  highest  good  of  the  whole 
American  Church  seems  to  me  imperatively  to  demand  that 
there  shall  be  no  essential  departure  from  the  fundamental 
principle  of  our  organic  law,  as  framed  with  rare  foresight  by 
our  fathers. 

That  the  number  of  representatives  from  each  Diocese  may 
require  to  be  diminished,  that  some  modification  may  be 
involved  in  the  development  of  a  provincial  system  may  be 
probable.  That  some  form  of  division  into  provinces  is  inevitar 
ble,  cannot  well  be  denied.  The  several  Jurisdictions  that  were 
for  a  long  time  the  .«ole  Jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  Colorado, 
ought  now  to  be  in  some  sense,  one  Province,  caring  alike  for 
interests  common  to  all,  and  especially  the  Schools,  Collegiate 
Education  and  the  preparation  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry. 
But  whatever  the  development  of  provinces  in  the  Church,  the 
primitive  ideas  of  the  equality  of  Bishops  and  Dioceses  should 
not  be  displaced  by  those  under  which  Rome  acquired  first  her 
primacy  and  then  her  supremacy. 

I  desired  to  say  something  of  my  visit  abroad.  A  few  words 
concerning  the  Lambeth  Conference,  to  attend  which  was  the 
reason  for  my  going,  will  suffice.  This  great  gathering  of 
Bishops  is  perhaps  chiefly  important  as  bringing  out  the  realiza- 
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tion  of  the  vastness  of  extent,  the  enormous  powers  for  good, 
and  the  essential  unity  of  the  Anglican  Communion.  A  Coun- 
cil of  145  out  of  more  than  200  Bishops,  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  representing  the  great  historic  Church  of  English  speech, 
on  which  the  future  of  Chnstianity  and  of  Christian  Civilization 
as  I  believe,  mainly  depends,  is  indeed  no  ordinary  spectacle. 
To  be  a  member  of  such  a  Council  is  no  ordinary  privilege. 
Every  Diocese  of  the  Church  ought  to  take  from  it  new  encour- 
agement, a  new  consciousness  of  strength,  and  a  new  standard 
of  life  and  work.  The  results  of  its  deliberations  ought  to  be 
helpful  to  us  here  in  Colorado.  I  trust  the  Clergy  have  all 
preserved  at  least  the  Encyclical  letter  put  forth  by  the  Confer- 
ence  and  the  resolutions  that  were  adopted.  The  encyclical 
was  read  in  most  of  the  Parish  Churches  of  our  Communion 
throughout  the  world.  I  wish  it  might  be  read  if  it  has  not  been 
already  in  all  the  Churches  of  the  Diocese.  The  important 
teaching  of  so  authoritative  a  body  ought  to  be  known  of  all 
our  people. 

There  are  three  or  four  of  the  practical  subjects  acted  on  by 
the  Conference  that  deeply  concern  us  and  that  might  well  be 
discussed  in  the  light  of  the  conclusions  reached  by  the 
Bishops,  in  our  Semi-Annual  Convocations.  Those  I  refer  to 
especially  are,  the  Christian  view  of  Temperance,  the  vital 
importance  and  the  best  means  for  the  promotion  of  purity  in 
men,  and  in  our  youth  of  both  sexes,  the  indissolubility  of  the 
Marriage  bond  except  for  the  one  cause  of  fornication  and  the 
bar  to  the  remarriage  of  either  but  the  innocent  party,  after 
Divorce,  and  the  proper  view  and  right  observance  of  the  Lord's 
Day.  The  principles  laid  down  in  the  report  on  Socialism  and 
the  relations  of  Capital  and  Labor,  would  also  aid  us  in  dealing 
with  this  great  and  engrossing  question,  as  also  the  very  judicious 
remarks  in  the  encyclical  as  to  the  wise  and  helpful  way  of 
dealing  with  the  speculative  and  practical  infidelity  that  is 
about  us  in  this  as  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  The  careful 
consideration  of  the  other'  reports  and  conclusions  might  be 
equally  advantageous.  I  speak  only  of  these,  because  of  their 
being  questions  of  the  day  on  which  all  must  have  an  opinion 
and  on  which  it  deeply  concerns  us  to  be  right. 

There  were  three  services  of  a  public  character  and  one  of 
the  Bishops  only,  which  brought  out  with  peculiar  impressive- 
ness  the  world-wide  importance  and  Catholicity  of  our  Com- 
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-  munion,  and  expressed  the  grandeur  of  this  great  assembling. 
'  First  came  that  at  Canterbury  Cathedral,  the  cradle  of  Anglo- 
r  Saxon  Christiaaity,  when  the  Archbishop  gave  the  assembled 
Bishops  from  abroad,  sitting    in   the  venerable  chair  of    St. 
-V  Augustine,  his  noble  Allocution  and  welcome,  followed  by  the 
'Choial    Even  Song.     The  next  was  in  Westminster  Abbey, 
'  where  the- Bishops,  each  accompanied  by  his  Chaplain,  entering 
'  in  due  order,  fillbd  the  spacious  choir,  atid  the  Archbishop,  after 
'  the  splebdid   rettdeiing  of  the  evening  service>  preached  his 
most  statesman-like  discourse.    The  next  was  for  the  Bishops 
:  alone,  on  the  day  of  the  opening  of  the  proceedings,  in  Lam- 
I  i  beth  Chapel,  so  dear  to  us  as  the  place  of  the  Consecration  of  our 
Bishops    White,    Provost    and    Madison,     where    our    Bishop 
Whipple  preached  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  occasion,  and  we 
-'  received  together  the   Body  and 'Blood   of  Christ;  and  finally 
and  grandest  of  all,  the  closing  service  at  St.  Paul's,  arranged 
.  and  carried  out  with  that  dignified  simplicity  which  gives  the 
greatest  impressiveness,  led  by  the  .most  perfect  rendering  of 
our  service  attainable  in  the  Christian  world,  with  the  bold  and 
'Striking  seimon   of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  with  many  hun- 
;  dreds    of   Communicants,  representatives   of    every  Iclass  of 
England's  Church  abd  of  the  Colonial  and  affiliated  Churches 
I  and  ending  with  the  greatest '  of  all   Hymns  of  praise,  the  Te 
Deum,  uniting  and  uplifting  of  all  hearts,  and  giving  truest  fore- 
taste possible  on  earth  of  the  Heavenly  worship  before  God's 
Throne,  as  St.  John  describes  it.    This.was  the  occasion  of  a  life 
I  time,  and  the  remembrance  is  a  benediction  forever. 

God  grant  us  all  so  to  live  and  work  for  Christ  and  His 
Church,  that  we  may  be  found  worthy  at  the  last  of  joining  with 
all  thf  lompany  of  the  faithful  in  that  eternal  song  of  the 
.  RedeeiiR-d.

I  do  solemnly  swear  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Annual 
Council  or  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
the  State  of  Colorado,  held  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Cathedral  of  St  John  the 
Evangelist,  in  the  city  of  Denver,  in  the  County  of  Arapahoe  and  State  of 
Colorado,  on  the  sixth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1889,  for  that  purpose,  to  wit,  the 
forming  and  effecting  the  incorporation  of  said  Diocese  in  accordance  with 
Sections  89  to  45,  inclusive  of  Chapter  XIX.  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  State 
of  ColcHrado  and  the  Amendments  made  thereto  by  the  Legislature  of  said 
State,  the  following  persons  namely:  The  Right  Rev.  John  F.  St)alding, 
D.  D.,  The  Very  Rev.  Henry  Mart}!!  Hart  D.  D.,  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Chas. 
H.  Marshall,  D.  D.  Wallace,  A.  W.  Arundel,  Henry  Forrester,  A.  R. 
Kieffer,  O.  E.  Ostenson,  and  Messrs.  Edmund  J.  A.  Rogers,  M.  D..  F.  A. 
Keener,  Wilbur  F.  Stone,  S.  C.  Hinsdale,  David  Rubidge,  H.  A.  Mclntyre, 
C.  D.  Cobb,  S.  D.  Hunter,  B.  F.  Hottell,  Theodore  A.  Sloane,  Theodore 
(i.  Lyster  and  J.  S.  Lawrence,  were  elected  or  appointed  trustees,  and 
adopted  as  its  corporate  name  and  title,  *'Thb  Diocese  of  Colorado/ 
and  resolved  that  the  persons  who  for  the  time  being  and  from  time  to 
time  constitute  the  Cathedral  Chapter  to  wit:  ''The  Bishop  and  Chapter 
of  the  Cathedral  of  8t  John  the  Evangelist''  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  (of  which  Chapter  the  persons  above 
named  are  the  present  oMcers  and  members,  and  no  others,  shall  be  and 
constitute  the  trustees  of  the  said  intended  incorporation,  and  also  that 
the  niles  and  regulations  governing  said  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  in  all 
respects  govern  this  Corporation  and  that  this  Corporation  shall  have  all 
the  powers  possessed  by  other  like  corporations  of  the  State  of  Colorado, 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  also  to  receive,  hold 
and  administer  gifts  or  bequests,  and  to  acquire,  sell  and  convey,  and 
manage  and  administer  trusts  of  money  or  of  property,  real  and  personal 
for  Diocesan  Missions  and  for  such  other  Diocesan  purposes  as  are 
referred  to  and  mentioned  in  the  Charter  or  articles  contained  in  the  certi- 
ficate of  incorporation  of  naid  Cathedral  Chapter  adopted  April  21,  A.  D. 
1880,  and  especially  to  receive,  administer,  manage  and  apply  that  certain 
gift  liequest  or  legacy  of  ten  thousand  dollars  made  and  bequeathed  by 
Sarah  Burr,  deceased,  late  of  New  York,  by  a  Codicil  to  her  last  will  and 
testament  signed,  published,  and  declared  the  80tli  day  of  June,  A.  D. 
1869,  for  the  aid  and  support  of  Missionaries  or  a  Missionary  to  labor  in 
the  State  of  Colorado  in  the  preaching  of  tlie  Gospel  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  Bishop  and  Episcopal  Convention  of  that  State  from 
time  to  time ;  said  Corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession.  And  it  is 
further  certified  that  these  proceedings  were  had  in  accordance  with  a 
resolution  adopted   by  the  CVmncil  or  Convention  of    said    Diocese  of 
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Colorado  at  said  meeting,  and  expressing  the  object  and  purpose  of  said 
Corporation  to  be  as  herein  above  recited. 
And  at  the  said  meeting  this  affiant  acted  as  chairman.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  COLORADO. 
Adopted  Jitne  S,  1889. 


First.  The  Bishop  of  Colorado,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  the  Chair- 
man of  this  corporation,  with  the  same  powers  and  rights  as  in  the  Cathe- 
dral Chapter. 

Second,  The  Cleric  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  be  the  Secretary,  and 
shall  have  and  keep  suitable  books  of  minutes  in  which  he  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  corporation. 

Third,  The  Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of 
tlie  corporation. 

Fourth.  All  funds  held  in  trust  shall  be  invested  imder  the  direction  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  that  is  to  say:  the 
Bishop,  the  Chancellor,  the  Treasurers  of  the  Chapter,  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund,  of  tlie  Diocese,  and  of  the  Diocesan  Missions,  and  one  Canon  of  the 
Diocese ;  any  three  of  whom,  including  the  Bishop,  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Fifth,  All  contracts,  deeds  and  conveyances,  shall  be  made  upon 
authorization  by  resolution  of  the  corporation  and  signed  by  the  Bishop 
and  the  Chancellor,  with  the  attestation  of  the  Secretary. 

Sixth,  The  rules  and  regulations  of  this  corporation  in  regard  to  con- 
veyances of  land  and  contracts,  when  not  herein  expressed,  shall  be  those 
of  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

Seventh.  A  quorum  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  same  as  of  the 
Cathedral  Chapter;  that  is  to  say,  any  five  membei's,  of  whom  the  Bishop  shall 
be  one,  or  any  seven  members  without  the  Bishop,  shall  constitute  said 
quorum,  for  the  iransaction  of  business. 

Eighth,  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  on  a  date  concurrent  with 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  to  wit :  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Chapter  after  the  annual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Chairman 
may  call  meetings  when  he  shall  deem  the  same  to  be  necessary,  and  such 
meetings  may  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  the  meetings  of  the 
Cathedral  Chapter. 

^int^.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  each  year  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  concurrently  with  the  Chapter, 
and  preceding  the  annual  Council. 
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Tenth,  Tbe  Treatmrer'B  report  shall  Include  all  receipts  from  invest- 
ments, and  of  funds  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and  all  payments  tor  miesionary 
purposes,  with  a  list  of  delinquent  parishes ;  and  said  report,  or  so  much 
of  the  same  as  shall  be  deemed  proper,  having  been  duly  approved,  shall 
be  embodied  in  the  Keport  of  the  Chapter  to  the  Comicil. 

Eleventh,  The  Secretary's  report  shall  include  all  transactions  respect- 
ing real  estate  and  ail  investments. 

TweHfth,  These  by-laws,  and  those  hereafter  adopted,  may  be  amended 
at  any  meeting,  notice  of  proposed  amendments  having  been  prepared  in 
writing  and  submitted  at  a  preceeding  meeting,  to  be  acted  upon  at  a  meet- 
ing at  which  due  notice  shall  have  been  given  of  such  proposed  action.

Denver,  Colo.,  Wednesday,  June  4th,  1890. 

Pursuant  to  appointment  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Colorado,  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Council,  a  number  of 
the  clergy  and  laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service  at  10:30 
o'clock  a.  m.  in  St.  John's  Cathedral.  The  order  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Holy  Communion  was  said,  the  Rev.  Amos 
Bannister  preaching  the  sermon  from  St.  Luke  xxii.  27,  "1  am 
among  you  as  He  that  serveth."  The  Bishop  being  the  Cele- 
•  brant  assisted  by  the  Rev.  George  VV.  Hinkle. 

After  which  tlie  Bishop,  clergy  and  laity,  assembled  in  the 
Crypt  of  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Bishop  took  the  Chair  as 
President  and  called  the  Council  to  order. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  Assistant  Secretary,  Mr. 
C.  W.  Boynton,  called  the  roll  of  the  Clerpy,  when  twenty-four 
answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats  as  members  of  the 
Council. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  then  called  the  names  of  the  Lay 
Delegates  entitled  to  seats  as  set  forth  in  the  certificates  pre- 
sented, when  delegates  from  fifteen  Parishes  and  organized 
Missions  answered  and  took  their  seats*.  There  were  present 
also  the  Chancellor  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Chair  declared 
the  Council  organized  for  business. 

The  election  of  Secretary  being  in  order  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
Marshall  nominated  the  Rev.  John  C.  S.  Weills,  which  was 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  J.  Wallis  Ohl.  There  being  no  other 
nomination  the  ballot  was  unanimously  dispensed  with  and  he 
was  elected  by  acclamation.

The  Rev.  H.  Digby  Johnston,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Privilege,  reported  the  list  of  Lay  Delegates  as  prefixed  to  the 
Journal,  entitled  to  seats.     Report  approved. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Wallace,  Clergymen  of  other 
dioceses,  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  Candidates  fdr  Holy 
Orders  present,  were  invited  to  seats  in  this  Council. 

The  Rev.  F.  F.  Davis,  of  Rupert's  Land,  officiating  at  Boul- 
der, the  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Rafter,  of  Wyoming,  Messrs.  F.  S.  Spald- 
ing and  F.  F.  Kramer,  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  took  seats 
under  this  order. 
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Mr.  A.  A.  Bowhay  then  read  the  report  of  the  Cathedral 
Chapter,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER. 

To  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado: — 

The  Chapter  desires  to  submit  the  following  statement  of  accounts  of 
the  different  funds  under  the  management  of  this  corporation,  and  presents 
herewith  a  summary,  by  which  a  more  accurate  understanding  to  the  final 
totals  can  be  arrived  at. 

The  fiist  and  most  important  fund  is  known  as  the  Jabvis  Hall 
Endowment  Fund  for  Theological  Educational  Purposes. 

This  fund  has  received  principal  amounting  to  $6,531.10,  and  int(*rest 
and  rents  amounting  to  $1,545.99.  It  has  paid  out  as  nrinclpal,  including 
taxes  and  improvements  to  the  lands  belonging  to  it,  and  as  stipends  for 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  the  sum  of  $4,686.38.  The  only  sale  of  lands 
belonging  to  this  fund  was  four  lots,  numbered  18,  19,  20  and  21,  in 
Block  250,  Clement's  Addition,  for  the  sum  of  $7,500.00,  to  St  Luke's 
Hospital.  The  Chapter  purchased  on  account  of  this  fund,  lots  4  and  5,  in 
Block  7,  Highland  Park,  for  $6,000. 

WOLFE  HALL  FUND. 

We  have  received  the  sum  of  $8,599.85,  of  which  amount  $5,000.00  was 
borrowed  from  the  Diocese  of  Colorado,  and  $1,460.35  being  the  balance 
left  on  hand  when  Mr.  J.  A.  Thatcher  as  treasurer  of  the  building  accounts 
of  Wolfe  Hall  and  Jarvis  Hall  closed  their  accounts.  On  the  furnishing 
account  of  Wolfe  Hall,  after  the  accounts  were  closed,  we  paid  the  sum  of 
$2,724.87,  out  of  the  Chapter  funds.  The  balance  paid  out  on  Wolfe  Hall 
account  amounts  to  $4,000.00  for  interest  on  their  loans,  and  $693.53  taxes. 
Wolfe  liall  returned  to  the  Chapter  $1,881.00  paid  for  sewer  connection. 

There  was  no  sale  of  property  made  for  this  fund. 

EPISCOPATE   FUND. 

The  salary  of  the  Bishop  having  ceased  when  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  paid  over  to  this  corporati<m  $20,000.00  towards  the 
endowment  of  the  Episcopate  of  this  Diocese,  the  Chapter  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  making  suitable  provision  for  the  Bishop,  and  provided 
for  his  salary  up  to  date  of  this  convention  at  the  rate  of  $6,000.00  per 
annum,  and  allowed  the  usual  traveling  expenses  of  $800.00  per  annum; 
and  desires  to  add  a  recommendation  that  the  salary  of  our  Bishop  be  not 
less  than  the  amount  provided  by  the  Chapter  up  to  this  date.  The  amount ' 
received  on  account  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  was  $20,000.00  received  from 
the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  which  was  at  once  paid  over 
to  Mr.  David  Rubidge,  treasurer  of  the  fund,  and  invested  under  direction 
of  the  Finance?  Committee  in  approved  int^^rest  bearing  securities. 
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JARVI8  HALL  SCHOOL. 

I  We  have  received  86,628.26,  of  which  $625.00  was  given  as  a  subsidy  as 
subscribed  previous  to  the  erectiop  of  the  school  at  Montclair;  and  $4,500 
was  the  cash  paid  on  the  sale  of  lots  15-20.  in  Bloclc  93,  Capitol  Hill 
Subdivision  Second  Filing.  We  have  paid  interest  and  taxes  amount- 
ing to  $1,872.06  and  $3,750.00  for  the  fractional  lots  6-15  in  Bloclc  09 
Capitol  Hill  Subdivision  Second  Filing,  which  it  was  very  desirable  we 
should  have  in  order  to  malce  full  depth  lots.  Out  of  the  funds  of  Jarvis 
Hall  School  the  Chapter  was  repaid  to  tbe  amount  of  $1,262.66,  being  six 
months'  interest  on  their  h)an  of  $20,000.00,  and  taxes  for  1889. 

DIOCESAN  LIRBARY  FUND. 

$100.00  was  paid  for  boolcs  for  Jarvis  Hall  School,  and  $12.00  for 
insurance  on  Diocesan  Library. 

CniTBCH  PROPERTY. 

At  the  urgent  request  of  the  Rector  and  Yestry  of  All  Saints'  Church, 
North  Denver,  the  Chapter  sold  and  deeded  lots  17,  18  and  19,  Block  IC,  in 
Kasserman's  Addition  for  $20,000.00;  $7,000.00  being  received  in  cash,  the 
balance  lieing  in  two  notes  of  $6,500.00  each,  bearing  interest  at  8  per  cent 
per  annum;  all  of  which  has  been  paid  over  to  the  Rev.  A.  G.  Singsen,  as 
chairman  of  the  Building  Committee. 

At  the  request  of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St  Peter's,  Pueblo,  the 
Chapter  executed  a  trust  deed  on  the  south  48  feet  of  lots  9,  10  and  11, 
in  Block  3,  in  the  County  Addition  to  tbe  City  of  Pueblo. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Mutual  Benefit  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany to  increase  the  loan  on  Jarvis  Hall  to  $35,000.00,  being  $15,000.00 
aildltional  loan,  which  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  toward  the  building  fund 
of  the  new  addition  to  Jarvis  Hall,  which  will  cast  about  $30,000.00.  The 
School  being  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  it  was  deemed  for  the  best 
int**rc8ts  of  Jarvis  Hall  to  build  a  wing  or  addition  to  the  building,  which, 
when  completed,  will  nearly  double  its  accommodations.  The  contracts 
have  been  let  for  thH  work,  amounting  to  over  $25,000.00,  the  foundations 
being  now  completed.

KEMAKK8. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  students  has  been  very  great,  and  the 
prospects  for  another  year  are  excellent  No  serious  case  of  illness  has 
occurred  since  school  oj)ened  in  September. 
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The  iiistitutiou  is  thoroughly  equipped  for  scholastic  purposes  and  offers 
exceptional  facilities  to  parents  who  an;  desirous  of  giving  their  sons  thor- 
ough mental  and  physical  training  and  a  sound  religious  education. 

The  enlargement  of  the  building,  now  under  way,  will  enable  the  school 
to  accommodate  over  one  hundred  students.  Provision  has  been  made  to 
enlarge  the  present  study-hall  and  dining  room;  to  provide  an  auditorium 
for  lectures,  etc.,  accommodating  three  hundred  persons,  giving  also  eix 
additional  recitation  rooms,  a  laboratory,  servant's  rooms,  bathrooms,  and 
separate  sleeping  apartments  for  over  fifty  students. 

The  erection  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  the  comer  stone  of  which  will  be  laid 
on  the  11th  of  June,  on  grounds  near  the  College  Campus,  will  serve  the 
purpose  of  a  Chapel  for  the  students,  and  services  will  be  held  regularly 
there  twice  every  Sunday.  This  is  an  enterprise  which  well  deserves  the 
encouragement  and  support  of  all  interested  iu  the  Mission  Work  of  the 
Church.  We  confidently  appeal  for  subscriptions  from  the  Church  people 
of  Denver  and  elsewhere  towards  such  a  worthy  object. 

The  students  of  Jarvis  Hall  have  published  a  monthly  magazine,  ^^The 
Cadet,^  during  the  school  year,  which,  owing  to  their  strenuous  exertions, 
has  been  a  financial,  and  we  think  also,  a  literary  success.  Their  debating 
society,  tennis  club,  base  bail  and  foot  ball  associations  are  all  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition.  Six  gold  medals  and  a  silver  cup  are  offered  as  prizes  on 
Field  Day  for  superior  excellence  in  athletic  sports.  A  large  number  of 
valuable  books  and  two  gold  medals  have  been  donated  for  proficiency  in 
various  studies.  Tliese  have  been  secured  by  Mr.  Bradshaw  from  friends 
of  the  school. 

By  means  of  collections  and  donations  the  students  purchased  during  the 
year  a  very  handsome  solid  silver  Communion  Service  from  Geissler  of 
New  York  at  a  cost  ef  $116.00.  (They  have  also  in  liands  for  Diocesan 
purposes  the  sum  of  $1.5.00.) 

The  school  library  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  nearly  $200.00 
worth  of  books,  all  of  which  have  been  judiciously  selected. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  John  Nowland,  of  Leadville,  who  generously 
presented  Jarvis  Hall  with  a  very  handsome  silk  flag  in  January  last. 

In  order  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  Jarvis  Hall  it  is  essential  that  a 
numl)er  of  scholarships  be  provided  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  young 
men  in  procuring  a  good  education.  Applications  are  frequently  made  to 
the  Warden  for  reduced  rates,  and  in  all  cases  these  deserving  applications 
have  to  lx$  turned  away,  there  l>eing  no  endowment  of  any  kind  for  this 
purpose.  It  is  obvious  to  any  thoughtful  ixsrson  that  no  better  means  of 
doing  good  can  be  imagined  than  the  providing  a  scholarship  of  this  kind, 
and  it  Is  hoped  that  ere  long  Jarvis  Hall  may  l)e  fully  equipped  in  this 
direction  als(». 

This  report  will  be  incomplete  if  we  omit  mention  of  the  fact  that  the 
unprecedented  prosperity  of  the  present  school  year  is  largely  due  to  the 
energ}'  and  ability  of  the  present  Warden,  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw. 

A  building,  which,  when  completed,  was  believed  equal  to  our  needs  for 
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many  yean  to  njme.  Is  already  too  Hinall,  and  ne  expect  UiM,  under  Uie 
aoie  dlractloB  or  Mr.  Bradsliaw,  the  enlarged  accommodations  will  furnish 
little  more  than  the  needed  provision  tor  the  coming  year.

REMARKS. 

The  above  receipts  include  only  board  and  tuition.  Nothing  else  is 
charged  in  the  Wolfe  Hall  bills.  This  manner  of  transacting  business  is 
more  satisfactory  to  the  patrons  of  the  school.  Students  furnish  their  own 
books  and  school  appliances. 

The  school  during  the  present  scholastic  year  has  been  in  every  way 
satisfactor>'.  The  boarding  department  has  been  taxed  to  its  full  capacity. 
The  health  of  the  students  has  been  exceptionally  good.  The  usual  harm- 
ony and  loyalty  have  prevailed  in  the  household. 

The  St.  Agnes  Guild  has  done  an  earnest  faithful  work  for  the  Missions 
in  the  Dfocese,  giving  for  that  purpose  S55.00,  and  added  to  Its  fund  for 
furnishing  the  proposed  chapel  tne  sum  of  $452.00. 

The  **  Wolff e  Hall  Banner,^^  under  the  auspices  of  the  Eclectic  Club,  has 
completed  its  seventh  year,  paying  all  expenses  for  printing,  and  after 
presenting  a  gift  to  the  Hall  has  a  balance  in  its  treasury. 

For  the  best  interests  of  the  school  it  is  expedient  that  the  Laboratories 
should  be  completed  in  their  furnishings,  and  that  the  Library  should  be 
supplemented  with  additional  reference  books  and  works  of  the  standard 
authors.  These  ought  to  come  as  individual  gifts  from  friends  of  the 
school. 

The  pressing  need  of  the  School  to  enable  it  to  do  more  successful  work 
in  Christian  education  is  a  Chapel  as  a  place  of  worship.  Without  a 
Chapel  the  opportunity  to  minister  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  tlie  day  pupils 
is  Insufficient.  Why  should  not  some  wealthy  person  or  persons  in  Denver 
supply  this  great  need?  A  gift  of  $:35,000.00  for  a  Chapel  would  be  of 
inestimable  value  to  tl)e  school. 

In  submitting  this  report,  we  congratulate  the  Diocese  that  this  import- 
ant school  is  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  Ptincipal  so  faithful,  and 
so  fully  equipped  with  that  rare  preparation  which  carries  schools  of  this 
class  to  success.  It  is  doubtful  If  the  Churchmen  of  Colorado  fully 
appreciate  the  extent  of  their  obligation  to  Miss  Buchan.

As  can  be  seen  the  total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  different 
departments  amounts  to  814.  Of  these.  42  died,  a  death  rate  of  one  to 
seven  and  one-half.  This  is  a  high  rate  of  mortality',  but  can  be  accounted 
for  by  the  class  of  patients  sent  us,  many  of  vthom  were  in  the  last  stages 
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of  consumption;  and  those  with  acute  troubles  postponing  their  removal 
until  they  are  dangerously  sick.  During  the  year  we  had  42  cases  of  pul- 
monary consumption,  of  whom  13  died,  18  were  relieved,  5  unchanged  when 
dismissed,  2  were  pronounced  cured  and  the  remainder  are  still  at  the  Hos- 
pital. Of  typhoid  fever  we  had  106  cases  during  the  year  and  only  9  died. 
The  sutigical  operations  of  the  year  have  been  numerous  and  varied  and 
very  successful.  The  prescription  department  has  filled  during  the  year 
4,294  prescriptions,  besides  Issuing  all  such  articles  as  cotton,  lint,  band- 
ages and  plasters.

CANON  V. 
Of  Organized  Missions. 

Section  1.  Missions  may  be  organized  or  dissolved  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  aathority. 

Sec.  2.  Op  the  organization  of  a  Mission  and  tlie  notification  thereof 
by  the  Bishop  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  such  Mission  shall  be  entitled 
to  representation  in  the  Council  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI. 
of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  a.  The  government  of  an  Organized  Mission  is  in  the  Bishop,  who 
may  appoint,  as  his  representative,  a  Missionary  in  charge,  wiio  shall  con- 
fonn  to  the  Bishop's  instructions  and  be  responsible  to  him. 

Sec.  4.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Mission  Committee,  to  consist  of  a 
Warden,  a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer,  and  may  add  Committee-men,  not  to 
exceed  three,  in  his  discretion.  The  offices  of  Warden  and  Treasurer,  or 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  may  be  held  by  the  same  person.  The  Bishop  or  the 
Missionary  in  charge  shall  be  Presiiient  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  duty  of  a  Mission  Committee  shall  be  to  attend,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop  or  Missionary  in  charge,  to  the  ordinary  business 
affairs  of  the  Mission,  and  also  to  such  special  matters  as  may  be  com- 
mitted to  it ;  but  in  no  case  shall  it  undertake  anything  beyond  the  ordinary 
business  matters  without  special  instructions. 

Sec.  6.  Every  Organized  Mission  shall  report  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Council,  through  the  Warden  and 
Clerk,  should  there  be  no  Missionary  in  charge. 

Sec.  7.    The  title  to  real  estate  or  other  property  acxiuired  by  the 

Mission,  for  Church  purposes,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  to 

be  held  in  trust  for  the  uses  of  the  Church.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF 

THE  CHURCH. 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  to  report  that  they  have 
examined  the  Parochial  Reports  of  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions  of 
the  Diocese.  The  reports  this  year  are  more  complete  than  they  have  been 
heretofore,  showing  that  the  Church  is  alive  througliout  the  Diocese. 

A  number  of  churches  have  been  erected  or  are  in  process  of  erection ; 
debts  on  church  property  have  been  reduced  or  paid;  and  the  increase 
of  the  number  of  communicants  and  services  show  that  the  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  the  Diocese  is. as  much  a  matter  for  congratulation  as  the  mater- 
ial progress. 

The  prosperous  condition  of  tlie  Schools  of  the  Diocese,  Wolfe  Hall  and 
Jarvis  Hall,  is  a  ground  for  much  rejoicing  and  thankfulness.  The  former 
has  had  an  average  attendance  of  75  hoarders  and  82  day  pupils  during  the 
year,  and  the  latter  an  average  of  59  boarders.  The  financial  report  of 
each  Institution  shows  a  large  balance  in  the  treasury,  after  paying  current 
expenses.  Tlie  management  of  these  schools  is  evidently  most  excellent, 
and  to  this  fact  is  largely  due  their  great  success.  While  felicitating  our- 
selves however,  on  the  excellence  of  thes«)  institutions,  their  fine  buildings, 
their  wide  Infiuence  for  good,  we  ought  not  to  forget  that  It  is  the  good 
Providence  of  God,  and  not  the  efforts  or  gifts  of  the  Diocese  in  general, 
that  has  made  them  what  they  are.      The  rise  in  real  estate,  the  gifts  of 
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people  beyond  the  llmitB  of  the  Diocese,  the  wise  foresight  of  the  Bishop, 
the  wisdom  of  those  who  occupy  the  positions  of  responsibility  in  these 
schools,  have  carried  thein  to  the  proud  position  which  they  now  hold. 
We  may  well  rejoice  in  their  possession.  But  the  duty  of  the  Diocese  is 
not  to  boast  of  their  worth,  and  permit  Its  interest  to  exhaust  itself  in 
empty  admiration;  but  remembering  how  little  it  has  already  actually  done 
for  them,  It  should  now  bend  itself  in  some  active  effort  to  give  these  insti- 
tutions a  wider  hifluence,  and  Increase  their  efHclency.  Their  possession 
is  a  great  privilege  but  it  involves  also  a  like  great  responsibility.  And  it 
is  a  pleasura  to  note  as  a  good  sign  of  the  healthy  stale  of  the  Church  that 
a  committee  has  already  been  appointed  by  this  Council  to  consider  the 
matter  of  securing  endowed  scholarships  for  them.  Let  us  see  to  it  that 
this  movement  does  not  end  in  the  appointment  of  the  committee  and  the 
passible  passage  of  a  resolution. 

From  the  reports  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee  It  would  seem 
that  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  had  been  vigorously  prosecuted, 
and  with  very  appreciable  results.  The  Missionaries  a8  a  nile  have  done 
hard  and  successful  work.  Evidences  of  growth  are  numerous.  There  is 
much  to  encourage,  and  the  causes  for  thaukfuluess  are  many.  At  the 
same  time  the  Jurisdiction  is  vast,  and  a  mighty  tide  of  population  Is 
svieeping  this  way,  the  spiritual  demands  of  which  no  ordinary  means  can 
meet  The  Church  has  not,  and  no  Christian  body  has  yet  been  able  to 
keep  abreast  of  this  vast  stream  of  life  which  is  pouring  in  upon  us. 
Ordinary  methods  of  church  work  are  evidently  inadequate.  In  such  an 
emergency  your  committee  would  suggest  whether,  instead  of  leaving  to 
the  Bishop  alone  to  devise  ways  and  means,  this  Council  might  not 
with  propriety  take  under  devout  and  earnest  consideration  this  awful 
problem.  Nothing  of  course  can  or  should  be  done  without  the  Bishop. 
But  the  Council  Is  the  Bishop,  Elders  and  brethren.  It  is  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Church  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  Church  is  here  to  seek  and 
save  the  lost  and  to  minister  to  and  feed  the  flock  of  Christ.  Now  the 
question  before  us  all  is,  how  can  this  be  done  most  effectively.  God 
sometimes  lets  unsanctitied  common  sense  guide  his  people,  as  notably  in 
the  case  of  Jetbro,  who,  while  not  even  an  Israelite,  gave  advice  to  Moses 
which  changed  the  government  of  the  chosen  people.  And  it  may  be  that 
a  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  great  work  before  us  might  accomplish 
some  great  good.  For  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  matter  before  the 
Council  In  some  definite  form,  not,  however,  with  the  idea  that  the  ques- 
tion can  be  settled  at  one  session,  the  Committee  would  respectfully  sub- 
mlt  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  ResolvedU  That  it  is  exi^dient  that  the  number  of  Deacons  be 
increased. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  Inquire  Into 
the  best  methods  of  carrying  on  effective  Christian  work  and  to  report  to 
the  next  Annual  Council. 
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3.  Reaoloed,  That  AsHOciate  Missions  should  be  established  as  fast  as 
practicable. 

4.  Resolved,  That  Itinerant  Missionaries  should  lie  employed  In  dis- 
tricts where  the  population  is  widely  scattered. 

The  report  of  St  Lulce^s  Hospital  in  the  city  of  Denver  shows  that  that 
institution  has  done  a  highly  satisfactory  work  during  the  year.  And  it  is 
especially  gratifying  to  learn  that  over  $40,000  has  been  secured  for  a  new 
baildlng,  to  be  erected  during  the  present  year.  This  will  enlarge  the 
capacity  of  the  Hospital  and  extend  its  usefulness,  but  will  also  at  the  same 
time  increase  proportionately  its  expenses.  To  aid  in  meeting  these 
expenses  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  Diocese  into  a  closer 
sympathy  with  the  institution,  your  Committee  would  recommend  chat  in 
addition  to  the  regular  ofiFering  In  the  autumn  for  the  current  expenses, 
each  Congregation  be  requested  on  some  day  in  Lent,  to  make  an  offering 
for  the  endowment  of  a  bed  in  the  H<ispital.  Or  if  .this  course  be  thought 
UDadvisable,  your  Committee  would  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take  into  considera- 
tion the  most  feasible  plan  for  the  endowment  of  one  or  more  beds  in  St. 
Luke^s  Hospital,  and  to  report  tf>  the  next  Annual  Council.

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REPORT 

Of  Special  Com5iittee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
Relating  to  Sunday  and  Diocesan  Schools. 

The  special  couimittee  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  Sunday 
School  worlc  and  the  establishment  of  Sciiolarships  in  the  Diocesan  Scliools, 
beg:  to  report  as  follows  : 

They  would  reiterate  the  statement  made  by  the  Bisliop  in  his  annual 
charge  to  this  Council  as  Ui  the  deep  importance  and  value  of  Sunday 
Schools.  Upon  their  efficiency  and  prosperity  depends,  largely  the  future 
well-being  of  the  Church  of  God.  No  parish  can  be  considered  prosperous 
or  alive  to  its  own  interests  where  the  Sunday  School  does  not  receive  the 
closest  attention  and  the  l>est  energies  of  its  members.  Rightly  directed 
effort  in  the^e  nurseries  of  the  Church  must  cause  growth  and  advance- 
ment in  holy  things,  intelligence  in  Church  meml>ership,  and  progress  in 
Church  doctrine  and  Bible  truth;  while  neglect  and  apathy  will  produce 
incalculable  loss  to  the  individuals  themselves  and  to  the  whole  Church. 
To  make  Sunday  Schools  really  efficient  it  is  essential  that  only  good 
teachers  be  employed,  and  here  at  once  is  a  crucial  difficulty.  To  secure 
men  and  women  titted  to  instruct  children  in  things  pertaining  to  the 
Kingdom  of  (lod  has  been  found  to  be  no  light  task  even  in  the  largest 
parishes ;  and  m  country  districts  it  is  almost  impossible.  The  ideal  Sun- 
day School  teacher  should  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  able  to  give 
an  answer  Lo  every  man  that  asketh  liim  a  reasim  of  the  hope  that  is  in  him, 
apt  to  teach,  patient,  (lod  fearing  and  pious,  devoted  to  the  cause  of  God, 
and  dcMirous  to  feed  the  lambs  of  His  fold.  Where  shall  such  be  found  ? 
Let  the  clergy  preach  regularly  on  the  subject  of  Simday  Schools,  and 
draft  from  the  most  pious  and  godly  members  of  their  confirmation  classes 
those  who  aiv  willing  t<»  luidertake  this  blessed  duty  and  privilege.  Fur- 
nish ttiem  with  material  in  the  shape  of  l)ooks,  leaflets,  illustrated  papers, 
etc. ;  Imt,  above  all.  see  that  the  teachere  themselves  are  also  taught.  Let 
there  Iw  a  Bible  class  or  an  evening  service  on  the  week  day,  when  definite 
instruction  can  lie  given  upon  the  Sunday  School  lesson,  and  facts,  illus- 
trations and  nrguments  piiMluced  to  aid  the  teachers  in  making  it  clear  and 
explicit  to  their  pupils.  Have  regular  children's  services  and  public  catecliis- 
ing  of  the  various  classes  and  see  that  they  are  thoroughly  instructed  in  the 
Prayer  Book  and  Catechism. 

The  subject  of  Sunday  Schools  is  so  extensive,  and  their  importance  sc» 
far-i-eaching,  that  your  cx»mmittee  can  only  deal  at  present  in  general  and 
somewhat  vague  suggestions,  l)ut  would  conlially  reconnnend  the  follow- 
ing to  the  consideration  of  this  body,  viz.: 

Rc»>lved,  that  a  committee  im  the  work  of  the  Church  he  appointed 
to  inquire  also  into  the  present  methods  of  Sunday  School  work  in  this 
Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  improvements  as  they  may  deem  advisable  at 
the  next  meeting  of  this  Council. 
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With  regard  to  Scholarships  in  the  Diocesan  schools,  they  are  of  the 
opinion  that  an  effort  should  l)e  made  in  this  direction  without  delay.  Such 
provision  would  extend  greatly  the  benefits  of  our  great  educational  insti- 
tutions, and  would  do  more  for  their  advancement  eventually  than  other 
plans  that  might  be  devised.  Tour  committee  hesitate  to  recommend  the 
establishment  of  a  special  collection  for  this  purpose,  but  would  suggest 
the  advisability,  as  a  commencement,  of  taking  steps  to  found  Scholarships 
in  Jarvis  Hall  and  Wolfe  Hall,  in  memory  of  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, the  saintly  Randal!. 

To  this  end  they  recommend  that  a  special  committee  Im)  appointed  to 
consider  the  best, plan  of  securing  funds  for  the  Bishop  Randall  Scholar- 
ships, said  committee  to  have  full  power  to  net  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  and  report  progress  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Council.

REPORT 

Of  Sl>ECiAL  Committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
Relating  to  Lack  of  Spirituality  and  Preparation  of 
OF  Candidates  for  Confirmation. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  those  sectUms  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  which  relate,  first,  the  need  of  greater  Spirituality  and  vital  god- 
liness among  our  people  and  in  the  Church  at  large,  and  second,  tlie 
preparation  of  candidates  for  Confinntion,  can  scarcely  do  more  that  com- 
mend those  weighty  utterances  to  the  earnest  and  prayerful  consideration 
of  the  Clei^'  and  delegates  present,  and  through  them  to  the  whole  body 
of  our  people.  We  feel  that  this  revival  of  spiritual  power  must  Ixigin  with 
the  Clergy,  and  must  not  cease  until  it  has  reached  and  vitalized  our  peo- 
ple and  every  department  of  our  Church's  work.  We  see  how  the  constant 
and  increasing  demands  of  the  mere  temporalities  of  the  Church  and  its 
innumerable  financial  and  business  concerns  are  calculated  to  secularize 
the  minds  of  the  Clergy,  withdraw  them  from  the  spiritual  and  produce 
"another  worldlineas"  scarcely  less  destructive  to  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
Clergy  than  Is  the  spirit  of  the  world  itself  to  that  of  the  laity.  To  coun- 
teract that  tendency  of  our  necessary  duties  we  can  only  urge  that  in 
addition  to  increased  pnvate  communion  with  God,  and  increased  daily 
preparation  for  the  work  of  winning  souls  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  there 
should  be  more  frequent  assembling  of  ourselves  together  in  Clerical 
retreats  or  meetings  for  prayer  and  praise,  and  mutual  exhortation  and 
helpfulness  In  our  nunivSterial  work.      And  that  care  should  be  taken  to 
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render  such  meetings,  or  some  of  them  more  especially,  if  not  exclusively 
devotional  and  spiritual.  We  are  impressed  also  with  the  necessity  for  an 
increased  spirit  of  Christian  aggressiveness  and  for  the  adoption  of  ail 
such  methods  as  may  best  enable  us  to  fulfil  the  great  mission  of  the 
Church,  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  every  creature,  to  those  who 
will  not  oume,  to  our  churches,  and  who  cannot  be  it^ached  by  our  ordinary 
methods,  to  miners  in  their  camps,  to  colliers  in  their  pits,  to  persons  living 
in  remote  and  sparsely  populated  districts,  to  the  masses  in  the  lower  parts 
of  our  cities  and  towns;  and  we  were  about  to  make  some  practical  sugges- 
tion with  that  view,  but  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  a  committee  has 
already  been  appointed  by  this  Council  to  consider  how  best  to  promote  the 
efficiency  of  the  Church's  work,  we  feel  that  we  may  properly  leave  such 
questions  for  their  consideration  and  help  them  as  far  as  possible  with 
our  sngg&<itlons. 

On  Uie  second  question  referred  to  us,  our  view  is  that  tiie  whole  of  our 
Sunday's  instruction  should  be  a  preparation  for  confirmation.  We  may 
leam  much  on  this  question  from  the  example  of  the  Roman  Catholics. 
Their  children  are  from  their  earliest  years  so  instructed  in  the  elements 
Hnd  doctrines  of  religion  as  taught  by  their  church  as  to  have  led  one  of 
their  great  dignitaries  to  say,  '4et  us  have  the  first  seven  years  of  a  child's 
life  and  we  may  trust  them  anywhere  afterwards."  We  believe  that  the 
Catechism  in  one  form  or  other,  should  be  taught  in  every  class,  from  that  of 
the  infants  to  that  of  the  Rector,  and  that  from  the  infant  class  to  the  Con- 
fiimation  class  should  be  a  graduated  preparation  for  Confirmation.  We 
think  further  that  no  one  should  be  presented  for  Confirmation  until  the 
Rector  has  by  personal  and  individual  conversation  with  the  candidate,  sat- 
isfied himself  not  only  of  the  sufficiency  of  his  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of 
the  Ciuirch  as  taught  by  the  Catechism  but  also  of  his  moral  fitness  for 
membership  with  the  Church,  that  no  Confirmation  may  be  regretted  as  a 
public  avowal  of  faith  in  Christ  and  the  profession  of  His  religion.  Then 
after  Confirmation  the  candidates  should  still  be  regarded  as  the  wanis  of 
the  Church  and  drafted  into  useful  association  with  the  Church's  work  as 
members  of  Brotherhoods  or  Guilds,  members  of  our  service  classes,  or 
teachers  in  our  schools  and  never  again  be  lost  sight  of  but  regarded  all 
through  life  as  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Church.

Rev.  H.  Digby  Johnston  then  offered  the  following,  which 
was  seconded  and  adopted : 

Resfdved^  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  it  is  most  desirable  that  the 
present  site  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  should  not  be  sold  but  should  l)e 
retained  for  the  purpose  of  a  convalescent  home,  without  which  the  new 
Hospital  would  very  Inadequately  meet  the  necessities  of  the  sick  who  are 
continually  arriving  here  from  Eastern  states,  and  who  are  often  wholly 
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without  the  means  of  niaintaining  themselves  aud  are  of  necessity  turned 
oat  of  the  Hospital  before  they  are  fit  for  ordinary  labor; 

Reaolvedy  that  this  recommendation  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  that  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  adopt 
such  means  as  he  may  deem  best  calculated  tr>  secure  such  effort  of  the 
Itenevolent  in  distant  and  especially  the  Eastern  states,  as  may  admit  of 
the  accomplishment  of  this  object 

Mr.  Geo.  J.  Boal  presented  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lution, which  was  on  motion  adopted  : 

Whkbeas,  By  the  will  of  Sakah  Birr,  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
there  was  left  to  the  Executors,  In  trust  f<»r  a  Missionary  Fund  to  he 
established  hi  Colorado,  the  sum  of  $10,000.00.  to  tie  paid  over  to  the 
American  Church  Missionar>'  S<x»iety,  in  trust,  the  income  t^»  be  by  that 
Siiclet^'  applied  to  the  aid  and  support  of  Missionaries  In  Colorado,  under 
the  direction  and  control  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Colorado,  from  time  to  time;  but  said  Fund  to  be  paid  over  by  said  Mis- 
sionar)*  Society  to  said  Di<icese  for  control  and  mana^iuent  whenever  the 
said  Diocese  should  become  incorporated,  and  the  Bishop  approve  of  such 
payment;  and  the  Convention  hiving  meorporati^.i.  and  the  Bishop  hivin;? 
appnnwt  The  American  Church  Mis<«ionary  Society  piid  over  the  princi- 
pal of  said  Fund,  $10,000.00.  but  withholds  a  larice  part  of  the  income 
accruing  from  said  Fund  inider  a  claim  that  the  incomes  from  the  principal 
of  said  be<iuest  do  not  pass  to  the  conwrate  Diocese  but  remain  for 
expenditure  with  said  Missionar>'  Society:  it  Is 

Re»i^V€d,  As  the  judinnent  of  this  Convention:  that  the  incomes  accrued 
in  the  hands  of  the  Executors,  and  |)aid  over  to  The  Church  Missionary 
Society,  and  sul>seciuently  arising  from  said  $10,000.00.  while  in  the 
custmiy  of  said  MissiiMiary  Society,  are  parts  of  said  **Fund.''  and.  so  far 
as  unexpendwl,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diooese  of  Colo- 
rada  sliould  have  l>e»»n  |»Jiid  over  and  transferret!  with  said  principal  sum 
to  the  corpt^rate  DiiH»ese  of  C<»lonido:  and  the  Bishop  of  Colorado  is  hert^by 
authorized  to  take  such  steps  as  in  his  judi^nient  and  that  of  his  le^al 
advisers,  nny  be  necvs-^irv  to  scvnire  the  p:%yment  tif  such  unexpended 
inctmie. 

Rev.  C  F.  Mallory  presented  the  following  resolution: 
RcftitlrrtU  that  the  Secn*tar>-  Ih»  in>tructe<l  to  print  annually,  as  an  appen- 
dix to  the  Journal,  all  amendments  to  th*»  Con>titut ion  and  t'anons.  until 
a  new  e^iition  of  the  Coii»»titutit>n  ami  Canons  lie  puhii>hetl. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Marshall  moved  the  followinsi  address  which 
was  adopted  by  a  rising  vole  unaninuiisly. 

Rcai^Irtxh  that  the  menil>ers  of  the  Counoii  de>ire  to  expfv>s  to  inir  Rev. 
FatluM"  in  <i*Ml.  their  sens*»  of  intiehtedness  ft>r  the  spiritual  oi»un<(-l  and 
practio;il  advice  (>i»ntaineil  in  the  Annual  Address,  TVt>ienizln{^  the  fact 
that  it  has  sjiven  a  treutl  to  tlie  di'^'U*«sion*»  and  acts  of  this  i^unirii.  x^hich 
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has  been  marked  by  an  increased  Missionary  interest,  and  a  deep  concern 
for  tlie  spiritual  needs  of  the  young  and  old  of  our  Hocks. 

The  Rev.  Francis  Byrne  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the  Coun- 
cil be  extended  to  the  ladies  of  the  several  parishes  of  Denver, 
for  the  lunches  which  have  been  served  in  the  Cathedral,  and 
for  private  hospitalities.      Carried. 

Rev.  Amos  Watkins  moved  the  following: 

That  the  Sexton  of  the  Cathedral  be  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
extra  labors  in  connection  with  the  meetings  of  the  Council. 

That  there  be  purchased  one  hundred  copies  of  the  Denver  News^  con- 
taining the  Bishop^s  Address. 

That  six  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Council  be  printed 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretaries. 

That  the  Council  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  Missionary 
labors  of  the  Woman^s  Auxiliary,  and  to  wish  the  ladies  God  speed  for 
the  coming  year.  It  desires  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Meeting, 
with  the  report  ttieu  made,  be  printed  with  the  Journal  as  a  supplement; 
and  further  recommends  that  the  Clergy  make  an  effort  to  attend  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman *s  Auxiliary. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Protheroe  it  was 

Resolved^  that  the  thanks  of  the  Council  be  given  to  the  Secretar>'  and 
Assistant  Secretary,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  paid  the  sum  of  thirty  dol- 
lars for  his  ser\'ice8. 

Rev.  E.  P.  Newton  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolvedj  that  the  thanks  of  the  Council  be  extended  to  the  Organist 

and  Choir  of  the  Cathedral  for  the  musical  service  which  was  rendered  at 

the  Missionary  Meeting. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  correspond  with 
Parishes  not  having  made  pledges  and  ask  that  they  name  the 
amount  that  they  will  give  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  enter  the 
amounts  with  those  already  made,  in  the  Journal. 

The  Bishop  here  announcing  that  he  had  just  received  a  tele- 
gram giving  notice  of  the  death  of  the  wife  of  the  former 
Secretary,  the  Rev,  O.  E.  Ostenson,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  convey  to  the  afflicted  brother  the  deep  felt  sympathy  of  the 
members  of  the  Council. 

The  minutes  of  the  afternoon  session  having  been  read  and 
approved,  the  Bishop  pronounced  the  benediction,  whereupon 
the  Council  adjourned  sine  die.

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The  Bishop's  Annaal  Address. 


My  Dear  Brethren  : 

We  meet  to-day  as  a  Diocesan  Council  for  the  first  time  since 
our  admission  into  union  with  the  General  Convention.  We  had 
no  difficulty  last  October  in  securing  from  the  Convention  our 
due  recognition  as  a  Diocese.  Having  fulfilled  all  the  condi- 
tions we  were  promptly  admitted  and  seats  were  assigned  and  a 
voice  accorded  to  our  representatives  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
of  Deputies.  The  work  of  Diocesan  organization,  begun  three 
years  ago,  is  now  fully  accomplished.  We  are  equally  with  all 
our  sister  Dioceses  members  and  constituent  parts  of  our 
national  Church.  We  may  well  feel  a  pride  in  being  admitted 
to  share  in  the  work  and  legislation  of  our  national  Council. 
May  we  ever  prove  ourselves  worthy  of  our  high  privileges  and 
equal  to  our  great  responsibilities  and  duties.  If  we  are  true  to 
ourselves  it  will  not  be  long  that  we  shall  be  numbered  among 
the  smaller  Dioceses.  Territorially  we  are  almost  the  largest. 
Let  us  aim  to  be  first  in  missionary  zeal,  earnestness  and 
efficiency.  Our  great  opportunities  fairly  improved  must  lead 
us  on  to  great  success.  In  no  part  of  the  field  are  the  prospects 
brighter  to-day  than  in  Colorado. 

Thank  God  we  have  no  deaths  to  report  among  our  clergy. 
In  usual  good  health  we  have  been  privileged  to  labor  uninter- 
ruptedly. But  one  of  our  neighboring  Bishops  has  been  called 
from  his  labors  here  to  the  rest  and  joy  of  Paradise.  Bishop  Vail 
of  Kansas  was  elected  as  a  Diocesan  Bishop,  though  his  field  was 
then  wholly  and  has  ever  since  been  largely  Missionary.  His 
work  has  been  that  of  an  apostle,  a  pioneer  chief  missionary. 
He  had  been  principally  engaged  in  laying  foundations.  His 
great  school  for  girls  and  his  hospital  for  the  sick  will  ever  be  his 
monuments.  It  is  only  his  due  meed  of  praise  to  say  that  he 
was  a  true  master  builder,  and  builded  wisely  and  for  perpetuity. 
I  miss  his  stimulating  example  and  helpful  counsels. 

I  ought  to  refer  here  to  the  sad  bereavement  the  whole  Church 
has  sustained  in  the  death  of  the  great  Bishop  of  Durham,  Dr. 
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Liightfoot.  As  a  scholar,  as  a  critic,  as  an  interpreter  of  the 
Holy  Scripture,  as  a  vindicator  of  divine  revelation  against  its 
assailants,  he  was  among  the  very  first  in  this  age.  Such  men  as 
Lightfoot  and  Westcott,  his  successor.  Bishop  Stubbs  and  others 
of  the  Anglican  communion,  revive  the  days  when,  through 
Brian  Walton,  Bishop  Andrews  and  others,  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land led  the  scholarship  of  the  world. 

It  was  my  great  pleasure  to  have  formed  the  acquaintance  of 
Dr.  Lightfoot  when  Canon  of  St.  Paul's  in  1878,  and  to  have 
renewed  that  acquaintance  at  the  Lambeth  Conference  of  1888, 
at  Durham,  and  Aukland  castle,  his  hospitable  home.  His 
genuine  modesty  and  humility  were  as  conspicuous  as  his  vast 
learning,  the  extent  and  accuracy  of  his  scholarship,  and  his 
almost  infallible  soundness  of  judgment.  His  example  should 
be  a  stimulous  even  to  us.  We  may  not  be  great  scholars, 
exegetes,  critics,  authors.  But  it  is  the  duty  of  the  clergy  to  be 
studious  and  accurate  in  scholarship  so  far  as  they  have  attained, 
and  ambitious  to  make  solid  attainments  in  good  learning, 
especially  in  the  branches  which  are  needful  as  helping  them  in 
their  profession. 

I  have  traveled  quite  extensively  as  usual  throughout  the 
Diocese,  visiting  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions,  many  of  them 
more  than  once,  as  Glenwood,  Aspen,  Ouray,  Montrose,  Grand 
Junction,  Villa  Grove,  Trinidad,  Las  Animas,  La  Junta,  Pueblo, 
Manitou,  Boulder,  Golden,  Idaho,  Georgetown,  Central  City  and 
Nevadaville.  In  so  large  a  field  all  parts  cannot  be  expected  to 
be  equally  prosperous.  In  some  there  is  much  business  depres- 
sion. The  re-action  from  seeming  but  unreal  prosperity  in  some 
sections  brings  embarrassment  to  the  work.  But  in  most  of  the 
places  where  the  church  has  been  planted  there  is  a  high  degree 
of  prosperity  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  encouraging. 

For  a  few  years,  possibly,  one  Diocese  may  suffice  for  the  vast 
area  of  104,000  square  miles.  But  I  look  forward  to  the  day, 
not  far  distant,  when  there  shall  be  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  or 
Diocese  west  of  the  continental  divide,  comprising  about 
one-third  of  the  state,  and  east  of  the  range  there  shall  be  a 
Diocese  of  Pueblo  as  well  as  a  Diocese  of  Denver;  and  these  will 
all  be  large  Dioceses. 

The  number  confirmed  since  the  last  Council  is  unusually 
large,  in  only  one  year  (1888)  was  it  greater.  On  forty-eight 
occasions  I  have  confirmed  as  follows:      In  St.  Philips*,  West 
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Plum  Creek,  5;  St.  Paul's,  Littleton,  9;  St.  Andrew's,  La  Junta, 
7;  St.  James',  Villa  Grove,  2;  St.  Peter's,  Cotton  Creek,  9;  St. 
Barnabas',  Glenwood  Springs,  i;  Christ  Church,  Aspen,  7;  St. 
James',  Meeker,  3;  St.  George's,  Lead vi He,  8;  Trinity,  Trinidad, 
11;  St.  John's,  Ouray,  3;  St.  Matthew's,  Grand  Junction,  6;  St. 
Timothy's,  Eastonville,  4;  St.  John's  Boulder,  7;  Ascension, 
Salida,  13;  St.  Luke's,  Fort  Collins,  7;  Christ  Church,  Nevada- 
ville,  2;  St.  Thomas',  Alamosa,  3;  Holy  Trinity,  Pueblo,  26; 
additional  at  Undercliffe,  3;  St  Peter's,  Pueblo,  16;  St.  Steph- 
en's, Longmont,  3;  Trinity,  Greeley  4;  Grace,  Colorado  Springs, 
18;  St.  Andrew's,  Manitou,  11.  In  Denver:  St.  Mark's,  6; 
Emmanuel,  10;  All  Saints',  9;  St.  Paul's,  Highlands,  4;  Wolfe 
Hall,  6;  Jarvis  Hall  9;  Cathedral,  44;  Trinity  Memorial,  26. 
Total  302. 

I  have  preached  139  times,  made  no  addresses,  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  68  times,  baptized  3  adults  and  11  infants, 
and  officiated  at  two  marriages.  I  have  attended  various  meet- 
ings of  the  Chapter,  hospital  board.  Guild  and  Vestry  meetings, 
etc.,  on  about  40  occasions. 

On  June  30th,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Pueblo,  I  ordained  Mr. 
Amos  Watkins,  Deacon;  on  September  18,  Holy  Trinity,  Pueblo, 
Rev.  John  Wallis  Ohl,  Priest,  and  on  December  27th,  in  the 
Cathedral,  Mr.  William  George  Coote,  Deacon.  Our  candidates 
for  Holy  Orders,  Charles  W.  Tyler,  having  been  transferred  to 
the  Bishop  of  Indiana,  and  Henry  J.  Hersey  having  been  at  his 
own  request  honorably  dismissed,  are  the  following:  William 
M.  Spalding,  B.  A.,  Walter  Charles  Arundel,  B.  A.,  Franklin  S. 
Spalding,  B.  A.,  Fred  F.  Kramer,  B.  A.,  Sidney  F.  Smith,  Charles 
Y.  Grimes  and  James  Sheerin — 7. 

The  corner  stones  of  dve  churches  have  been  laid:  St.  Paul's, 
Highlands,  Denver,  June  19;  the  Good  Shepherd,  Colorado 
City,  July  21;  St.  James',  Meeker,  December  7;  St.  Mark's,  Den- 
ver, December  13;  and  All  Saints',  Denver,  June  13,  1890.  Two 
churches,  St.  Stephen's,  Monte  Vista,  March  9,  and  St.  Steph- 
en's, Longmont,  May  22,  have  been  consecrated. 

I  have  licensed  twelve  communicants  as  Lay  Readers  until 
advent.  All  Saints'  Mission,  Denver,  was  on  Tuesday  evening, 
December  3,  organized  as  a  Parish — the  Bishop  being  present 
and  consenting — by  adopting  the  prescribed  constitution.  The 
following  Missions  have  been  organized:  St.  Paul's,  Montrose, 
on  St.  Matthias'  day;  St.  Luke's,  Montclair,  March  28;  St.  James' 
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Bessemer,  March  31.     St.  Peter's,  Cotton  Creek,  and  St.  Peter's, 
Wyman's  Addition,  Denver,  have  been  recognized  as  Missions. 

The  following  Clergy  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese: 
The  Rev.  Searle  M.  Wren  from  the  Diocese  of  Albany;  Rev. 
Antoine  George  Singsen  from  the  Diocese  of  Ohio;  Rev. 
Edward  James  Harper  from  the  Diocese  of  Toronto;  Rev. 
James  C.  C.  Kemm  from  the  Diocese  of  Litchfield;  Rev.  Charles 
L.  Mallory  from  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee;  Rev.  William 
Charles  Bradshaw  from  the  Diocese  of  Toronto;  Rev.  Horatio 
Gates  from  the  Diocese  of  Albany.  The  Rev.  Amos  Watkins 
and  the  Rev.  Wm.  G.  Coote  have  been  added  by  ordination.  I 
have  transferred  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Hartley  to  Kansas,  Rev. 
Henry  Forrester  to  New  Mexico,  Rev.  David  C.  Pattee  to 
Wyoming  and  Idaho,  Rev.  H.  L.  Cawthorne  and  the  Rev.  J.  A. 
Antrim  to  Minnesota.  (Mr.  Antrim  was  so  transferred  to  Min- 
nesota that  his  acceptance,  May  14th,  1890,  was  "Conditionally 
upon  no  charges  antedating  this  be  presented  against  him  in  the 
future."  Should  such  charges  be  brought,  the  transfer  and 
acceptance  would  be  void.)  Rev.  James  Foster  to  Iowa,  Rev.  S. 
M.  Wren  to  Central  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Rev.  Alexander  Allen 
to  Newark.  Rev.  Thomas  Hood  has  in  writing  abandoned  the 
ministry  and  been  deposed  in  accordance  with  Title  II.  Canon  5, 
of  the  Digest. 

I  have  received  Canonical  notice  of  the  deposition  of  the 
following  Clergy:  J.  H.  Chandler,  by  the  Bishop  of  Minnesota; 
Benjamin  T.  Noakes,  D.  D.,  by  Bishop  Coleman  lor  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio;  Richard  Louis  Knox,  Priest,  by  the  Bishop  of 
Nebraska;  David  P.  Chockley,  Deacon,  by  the  Bishop  of  Vir- 
ginia; J.  W.  Lee,  Presbyter,  by  the  Bishop  of  Florida;  John  Howe 
Jenkins,  Priest,  by  the  Bishop  of  Milwaukee;  John  M.  Leavitt,  D. 
D.,  Presbyter,  by  the  Bishop  of  New  York;  Myron  S.  Robinson, 
Deacon,  by  the  Bishop  of  South  Dakota;  Daniel  D.  Hefter, 
Priest,  by  the  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania.  I  have  given 
my  Canonical  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  William 
F.  Nichols,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  California. 

The  progress  of  the  Church  in  Denver  has  been  very  gratify- 
ing. St.  Paul's,  Highlands,  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of 
56,000.  The  lots  have  still  to  be  paid  for,  and  the  Bishop  must 
undertake  this  responsibility.  The  Rev.  H.  Digby  Johnston  has 
been  successful,  both  in  raising  the  monies  for  building  and  also 
in  gathering  in  a  congregation  from  this  new  suburb  of  Denver. 
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He  is  also  Chaplain  to  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  which  is  in  his 
neighborhood.  All  Saints'  was  fortunate  in  inducing  the  Rev. 
A.  G.  Singsen  to  return  last  June.  On  the  organization  of  the 
Mission  into  a  Parish,  he  was  elected  Rector.  The  old  All 
Saints'  property  was  sold  in  March  for  $20,000.  Lots  for  a  new 
church  were  purchased  on  the  corner  of  Fairview  Avenue  and 
Gray  street.  A  new  rectory  has  been  already  built  for  $2,700, 
and  the  new  All  Saints'  church  is  contracted  for,  the  cornerstone 
having  been  laid  yesterday.  This  church  is  to  seat  400  and 
will  cost  some  $16,900.  Very  eligible  lots  have  been  purchased 
for  Emmanuel  and  Trinity  Memorial  churches  against  the  time 
when  it  will  be  expedient  to  rebuild. 

St.  Mark's  Parish  sold  its  old  site  for  $40,000,  purchased  a  new 
site,  corner  of  Lincoln  and  Twelfth  avenues,  and  is  building  a 
church,  parish  house  and  rectory,  all  costing  about  $60,000. 
There  will  be  a  debt  some  $10,000  larger  than  expected  and  con- 
sented to,  but  not  greater  than  can  be  easily  carried  by  the 
congregation.  The  contemplated  St.  Peter's  church,  Wyman's 
Addition  to  Denver,  for  which  the  lots  were  given  over  two  years 
ago  by  Mr.  Charles  A.  Raymond  of  the  Cathedral  and  Mr. 
John  H.  Wyman  of  New  York,  will  probably  be  built  this  sum- 
mer. The  nave  with  tower  is  first  to  be  erected,  of  which  the 
cost  will  be  about  $12,000.  St.  Luke's  church,  Montclair,  is 
already  contracted  for.  It  is  to  be  located  on  the  lots  secured 
and  given  by  the  Bishop,  in  the  highest  point  in  the  village,  and 
the  cost  will  be  nearly  $10,000.  For  each  of  these  churches 
about  $5,000  have  been  already  subscribed.  The  Rev.  Charles 
L.  Mallory,  Chaplain  of  Wolfe  Hall,  will  have  charge  of  the 
former  and  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw  of  the  latter,  which  will 
serve  both  for  the  people  of  the  vicinity  and  for  Jarvis  Hall. 

The  plans  have  been  adopted  for  the  new  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 
The  administration  building  and  a  parilion  with  corridor  con- 
necting, affording  accommodation  for  sixty  or  seventy  patients, 
will  be  first  erected.  For  this  the  money  has  been  subscribed. 
It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  old  hospital  block  may  be  all 
retained  for  a  convalescents'  and  children's  hospital,  which  will 
be  required  when  the  hospital  proper  is  built  in  the  heart  of  the 
great  city  where  the  hospital  has  to  be,  to  fulfil  its  beneficent 
purposes.  This  can  easily  be  done  by  the  making  of  contribu- 
tions for  the  new  building,  that  shall  be  equal  in  value  to  the 
old  site.     This  is  believed  to  be  about  $20,000.      Surelv   that 
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much  would  be  readily  given  by  persons  friendly  to  the  cause  of 
suffering  humanity,  for  the  purpose  of  making  this  institution 
complete. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Cathedral  Chapter  Reports  that  both  of 
our  schools,  Wolfe  Hall,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  F.  M.  Buchan, 
and  Jarvis  Hall,  under  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw,  are  in  a  very 
prosperous  condition.     It  has  been  determined  to  enlarge  the 
latter  to  twice  its  original  capacity.      The  cost  will  be  nearly 
$30,000.     It  will  accommodate  over  loo  cadets.    Wolfe  Hall  has 
a  much  larger  capacity.    Tljie  special  need  of  this  school  now,  is 
a  Chapel.    This  will  be  built  as  soon  as  the  remaining  three  lots 
on  Champa  street  are  sold,  or  the  money  is  in  some  other  way 
secured.     There  ought  to  be  in  Denver  some  friend  of  this  great 
school  for  girls,  of  which  all  are  so  justly  proud,  who  would,  if 
aware  of  the  necessity,  give  the  $25,000  needed  for  a  suitable 
chapel,  so  indispensable  to  the  highest  efficiency  of  the  school. 
It  is  found  that  many  parents  who  desire  to  secure  for  their 
children   the  inestimable  advantages  of  these  schools  are  not 
able  to  do  so  although  the  terms  are  very  low  considering  the 
advantages  offered.     It  is  very  necessary  that  full  or  even  partial 
scholarships  be  established  for  the  benefit  of  deserving  pupils, 
whom  it  is  very  desirable  to  have  and  to  retain  in  these  schools. 
Thus  we  should  meet  the  wishes  of  the  founders  and  benefac- 
tors  of  the    schools  and   extend   more   widely   their  benefits. 
Persons  interested  in  either  Jarvis  Hall  or  Wolfe  Hall  can  pro- 
vide scholarships  annually   or   in    perpetuity;    three    hundred 
dollars  a  year  would  be  considered  a  full   scholarship  ;   three 
thousand  dollars  as  an  endowment  of  a  scholarship,  the  annual 
income  of  which  would   nearly   pay  the  actual  cost  of  board, 
tuition,  etc.     This  subject  is  commended  to  the  Council  in  the 
hope  that  some  plan  may  be  devised  for  securing  such  scholar- 
ships.    Books  for  the  library  and  means  for  the  purchase  of 
apparatus  are  also  great  desiderata. 

It  is  understood  that  the  debt  on  the  Cathedral  will  be  paid 
on  the  notes  becoming  due  in  July  next.  Order  will  then  be 
taken  for  the  consecration.  The  Cathedral  Congregation,  with 
its  Sunday  School, Bible  classes.  Parochial  and  Missionary  Socie- 
ties, etc.,  is  coming  up  nobly  to  the  work  which  its  position 
and  relations  devolve  upon  it  in  the  city  and  Diocese.  The  Rev. 
James  C.  C.  Kemm  was  secured  as  minor  canon  last  October. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  organizing  new  parishes  and  building 
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new  churches  in  Denver,  care  has  been  taken  by  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  in  selecting  their  locations,  that  no  church  shall  be 
less  than  one-half  or  three-fourths  of  a  mile  distant  from  any 
other.  The  disastrous  effects  of  crowding  churches  together  in 
favorable  neighborhoods  in  the  city  is  to  be  avoided.  The 
Bishop  holds  {>ossible  sites  for  future  churches  in  McCullough's 
Addition,  in  Broadway  Terrace,  Knox  &  Currier's  and  Fleming's 
Sub-divisions,  Rosedale,  Highland  Park  and  Boulevard  High- 
lands, some  of  which  will  doubtless  be  needed.  They  will  be 
more  than  three-fourths  of  a  mile  apart  and  from  existing 
churches.  There  are  other  suburbs  of  Denver  as  there  are 
suburbs  of  Colorado  Springs  and  Pueblo,  and  perhaps  other 
towns  in  which  lots  should  be  secured  by  donation  or  subscip- 
tion  before  they  shall  have  reached  too  high  a  value.  Money 
given  for  such  purpose  would  be  well  bestowed. 

The  property  of  the  Church  in  Denver  and  throughout  the 
Diocese  is  mostly  vested  in  the  Cathedral  Chapter.  It  might  be 
supposed,  therefore,  that  this  was  a  very  rich  institution.  But 
with  the  exception  of  i6o  acres  of  non-irrigated  land  down  the 
Platte,  twenty-five  miles  below  Greeley,  ttie  Chapter  has  not  a 
dollar's  worth  of  land  that  is  not  a  trust  for  some  specific  object. 
It  is  not  possible  for  the  Chapter  to  make  donations  or  sub- 
scriptions for  church  building,  support  of  Missionaries,  charit- 
able institutions,  or  any  object  whatsoever,  unless  the 
money  is  specially  given  for  such  object.  The  Chap- 
ter might  accept  money  or  property  for  any  purpose  within  the 
scope  of  its  charter  and  administer  the  trusts  thus  created,  but 
cannot  give  or  divert  any  property  from  one  trust  to  another 
without  equivalent  value.  Thus  the  Chapter  holds  trusts 
for  the  two  schools,  for  a  hospital  free  bed,  for  the  Diocesan 
library,  for  various  Missions  and  Parishes,  and  has  its  Chapter 
Treasurer.  In  another  relation,  the  Chapter  is  the  Board  of 
Missions  for  the  Diocese  and  has  its  Treasurer  of  Diocesan 
Mission  funds.  In  another  relation,  it  is  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  and  has  its  treasurer  for  the  funds  of 
this  trust.  Should  the  Diocesan  Council  receive  an  endowment 
it  would  be  vested  in  the  Chapter,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Council  would  administer  the  income  of  such  endowment 
for  the  Chapter.  It  will  thus  be  seen  under  what  absurd  mis- 
conceptions those  thoughtless  persons  labor  who  say  or  think 
that  as  a  good  deal  of  valuable  property,  as  that  of  the  schools 
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or  Episcopate  fund,  is  vested  in  the  Chapter,  therefore  as  a 
matter  of  course  all  the  Missionaries  might  be  amply  supported, 
and  every  church  needed  anywhere  might  be  built  without  diffi- 
culty. Those  things  only  can  be  done  by  the  Chapter  for  which 
benevolent  people  will  give  the  means.  The  Chapter  will 
simply  carry  out  the  wishes  of  people  contributing  money  or 
property  for  church  purposes  in  the  Diocese.  This  explanation 
seemed  to  be  needed  at  this  time  when  the  Diocese  has  just  been 
formed  and  its  need  of  means  for  all  sorts  of  purposes — mis- 
sionary, educational,  charitable — are  so  manifest  and  so  impera- 
tive. ♦ 

Outside  of  Denver,  in  the  Northern  Deanery,  there  have  been 
some  changes  and  some  improvements.  The  Rev.  T.  Hood 
practically  gave  up  his  work  at  Idaho  Springs,  Central,  and 
Nevadaville  last  October,  after  serving  a  year.  In  March,  Idaho 
Springs  was  given  into  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Edgar,  to  be 
worked  in  connection  with  Georgetown,  Silver  Plume  to  have 
less  frequent  services  and  visits.  Lay  services  together  with  the 
Sunday  school,has  been  kept  up  by  the  vestrymen  at  Central  CitJ^, 
and  during  Lent  and  subsequently  at  Nevadaville.  The  Rev. 
E.  J.  Harper,  secured  for  Golden  last  November,  is  stirring  up 
new  interest  in  church  work  in  that  old  town,  where  it  was  so 
much  needed.  The  Rev.  Searle  M.  Wren  returned  to  us  in  July 
to  become  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Boulder,  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Hinkle 
having  become,  July  ist,  the  Missionary  of  Trinidad.  Under 
Mr.  Wren  the  front  wall  of  the  church  was  rebuilt  with  a  neat 
brick  vestibule  added,  and  also  a  vestry  room  in  the  rear,  and 
new  chancel  furniture  was  purchased.  The  cost  of  all  these 
improvements  was  about  1^900.  Mr.  Wren  was  compelled,  on 
account  of  his  wife's  health,  to  resign  in  February.  Lay  read- 
ing was  subsequently  maintained  until  on  May  i,  the  Rev.  F.  F. 
Davis  of  the  Diocese  of  Rupert's  Land,  being  here  for  his  health, 
took  temporary  charge  of  the  Parish. 

The  Rev.  William  Worthington  of  Longmont  took  a  six 
weeks'  vacation  after  Christmas.  While  away  at  the  East  he 
succeeded  in  raising  the  $600  necessary  to  pay  off  the  remaining 
indebtedness  of  the  Mission.  He  had  already  secured  means 
to  strengthen  the  west  wall  and  rebuild  the  vestibule  in  front 
and  greatly  improve  the  interior  of  the  church.  The  cost  of 
these  improvements  was  some  $600.  '  The  church  was  conse- 
crated on  Thursday,  May  2 2d.    The  Rev.  D.  C.  Pattee  resigned 
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Fort  Collins  and  removed  to  Boise,  Idaho,  in  June,  and  in  July 
the  Rev.  J.  T.  Protheroe  of  Greeley,  became  Rector.  Greeley, 
thus  left  vacant,  was  supplied  by  the  Rev.  William  G.  Coote  the 
last  of  December.  Mr.  Coote  had  been  the  Lay  reader  at  St. 
George's,  Leadville,  doing  pastoral  work  as  such  since  the  disso- 
lution of  the  pastoral  relations  in  April,  1889. 

In  the  Pueblo  Deanery  the  changes  have  been  as  follows:  The 
Rev.  H.  Forrester  having  returned  to  New  Mexico  soon  after 
the  last  Council,  Mr.  Wat  kins,  the  Lay  Reader  at  St.  Peter's, 
PuebIo,"ordained  June  30,  was  in  July  given  the  charge  of  Las 
Animas  'and  La  Junta.  St.  Andrew's  church,  La  Junta,  has 
been  completed  and  furnished  and  the  debt  is  but  $400.  The 
debt  on  the  Messiah,  Las  Animas,  is  $650.  There  is  much 
depression  here.  Fort  Lyon  has  been  abandoned.  This  coun- 
ty is  in  a  transition  state  between  cattle  raising  and  farming. 
Improvement  will  be  slow.  There  will  be  difficulty  in  keeping 
up  the  services  and  paying  interest,  etc.  But  patience  and  per- 
severence  here  as  elsewhere,  will  bring  success  at  the  last.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  H inkle  has  been  in  charge  of  Trinidad  since  July  i. 
He  has  suceeded  in  paying  off  some  S600  of  floating  debt,  leaving 
only  the  mortgage  debt  to  the  A.  C.  B.  F.  C.  to  be  provided  for. 
The  Parish  at  Canon  City  is  building  a  brick  rectory  on  the  lot 
adjoining  the  church  recently  purchased.  The  lot  cost  Slcxxs, 
the  rectory  will  cost  $3,000,  $1,500  was  borrowed  of  the  A.  C.  B. 
F.  C.  The  Rector  looks  after  the  church  people  in  the  coal  rain- 
ing camps  in  his  neighborhood  and  also  those  of  Silver  Cliff  and 
Wet  Mountain  Valley  in  the  summer  as  he  is  able. 

The  Rev.  B.  F.  Matrau  came  to  St.  Peter's,  Pueblo,  in  October. 
It  was  expected  that  he  would  accept  the  rectorship  and  apply 
his  well  known  and  oft  proved  energy  and  efficiency  to  the 
building  of  a  church  such  as  the  parish  now  requires.  But  since 
Easter  he  has  been  quite  unwell,  and  is  now  informed  by  his 
physicians  that  he  cannot  live  in  this  altitude.  It  is  a  great  dis- 
appointment to  himself,  the  parish  and  the  Diocese.  His 
successor  has  been  called,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  take  up  the 
work  auspicii>usly  begun  and  carry  it  on  to  completion.  Holy 
Tnnity  parish,  after  building  its  (»uild  house,  has  started  a 
mission  at  Bessemer.  The  Rector  hopes  to  build  for  it  a  Chapel 
and  also  to  enlarj^e  the  {)arish  church.  The  mission  carried  on 
for  some  time  at  Walscnbiirg  by  the  Rector,  hiis  been  for  the 
present  discontinued.

The  effort,  begun  nearly  a  year  ago  by  the  rector  of  Manitou, 
who  is  in  charge  of  Colorado  City,  to  build  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd  for  the  mission,  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of 
the  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Colorado  Springs,  and  his  people, 
has  been  successful.  The  cost  of  the  church  and  its  furniture 
was  about  $2,200  and  it  is  wholly  paid  for,  the  money  having 
been  raised  mostly  in  the  place  and  at  Colorado  Springs  and 
Manitou.  The  lots  it  stands  on  were  bargained  for  at  $1,200,  to 
be  paid  in  three  years  without  interest.  The  lots  given  by  Mr. 
O.  Metcalf  to  the  mission  are  worth  from  $2,000  to  $3,000.  Mr. 
Wei  lis  hopes,  with  like  cooperation  and  help,  to  build  a  church 
at  Green  Mountain  Falls  this  summer.  The  vestry  of  Grace 
Church  have  determined  to  enlarge  their  present  church  build- 
ing to  nearly  double  its  present  capactity.  They  are  also 
hoping  to  purchase  a  new  site  for  future  use  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  town.  At  St.  Andrew's,  Manitou,  a  subscription  towards 
the  future  permanent  parish  church  has  been  opened. 

The  Rev.  Amos  Bannister  has  enlarged  his  church  at  Alamosa 
to  double  its  former  size.  He  has  rebuilt  All  Saints*,  La  Jara, 
at  the  village.  He  has  presented  St.  Stephen's,  Monte  Vista,  for 
consecration.  The  cost  of  church  building  in  his  field  this  year 
must  have  been  over  $1,500. 

Passing  to  the  Deanery  of  Leadville,  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Salida,  has  paid  off  over  $300  of  the  rectory  debt, 
leaving  about  $500  to  be  provided  for.  Grace  Church,  Buena 
Vista,  has  been  completed,  except  the  seating  and  furnishing; 
Si,ooo  had  to  be  borrowed  of  the  A.  C.  B.  F.  C.  Mr.  Kramer, 
candidate  for  orders,  is  to  be  in  charge,  under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ohl, 
as  Lay  Reader  during  the  summer.  The  rectorship  of  Leadville 
has  been  all  the  year  vacant.  Mr.  Coote,  as  Lay  Reader,  was  able 
to  keep  the  congregation  well  together  and  to  do  real  pastoral 
work.  The  services  and  Sunday  school  have  been  kept  up  con- 
tinuously since  Mr.  Coote  left,  after  Christmas,  by  members  of 
the  vestry.  The  Rev.  Hobart  B.  Whitney  has  been  supplying  the 
church  for  a  few  Sundays.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Allen  resigned  Aspen 
and  Glenwood  Springs  shortly  before  Easter.  The  Rev.  F.  S. 
De  Mattos  was  promptly  called  to  Aspen  and  at  Easter  entered 
upon  his  duties.  Glenwood  Springs  remains  vacant  though  a 
Missionary  is  soon  expected. 

At  my  visitation  in  August  the  mission  at  Meeker  determined 
to  build  a  stone  church,  to  cost  about  $5,000.      Good  progress

has  been  made  in  this  undertaking.  It  is  expected  that  the 
church  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  September  ist.  In  so 
remote  a  place,  with  no  railway  as  yet  within  less  than  forty 
miles,  it  will  be  doing  remarkably  well  to  complete  such  a 
church  within  a  year,  and  with  only  $1,500  of  debt  due  the  A. 
C  B.  r.  C 

We  made  an  interesting  journey  by  buckboard  to  Steamboat 
Springs,  Hay  den,  Yam  pa,  etc.,  holding  services  and  ministering 
to  our  scattered  Church  people.  The  time  will  come  when 
these  places  must  be  more  fully  occupied  by  the  Church. 

In  the  Gunnison  Deanery  we  have  at  no  time  had  more  than 
three  Clergy.  Gunnison  has  only  had  services  by  the  Bishop 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ohl  of  Salida.  Mr.  Ohl  is  to  give  the  mission 
one  Sunday  a  month  during  the  summer.  I'he  Rev.  Mr.  Osten- 
son  resigned  Ouray  the  first  of  January  to  take  charge  of  the 
missions  to  be  built  up  at  Montrose  and  Grand  Junction.  At 
both  these  places  we  ought  to  build;  at  the  latter  immediately. 
The  Rev.  J.  A.  Matthews  of  Missouri,  has  been  supplying  Ouray 
since  Easter.  The  vestry  have  called  him  and  earnestly  desire 
him  to  remain.     His  acceptance  is  as  yet  uncertain. 

On  the  I  St  of  July  a  terrible  conflagration  swept  away  St. 
Mark's  church  and  rectory,  Durango,  with  a  large  part  of  this 
flourishing  town.  We  have  received  something  over  $1,500 
towards  rebuilding.  Besides  this,  the  people  of  the  place  have 
subscribed  very  liberally.  The  old  lots,  more  eligible  lots  hav- 
ing been  already  purchased  and  paid  for,  will  be  sold.  The  new 
Rector,  Rev.  Horatio  Gates,  who  entered  upon  his  work  the  first 
of  March,  sees  in  prospect  about  $5,000.  Fully  twice  this 
amount  is  required.  Mr.  Gates  has  gone  East,  hoping  to  raise 
the  balance  needed.  We  wish  him  great  success  in  this  difficult 
and  thankless  labor.  From  Durango,  Fort  Lewis,  Pagosa 
Springs,  Silverton,  Rico,  the  Montezuma  valley  are  accessible, 
Telluride,  Ames,  Ophir,  the  Trout  Lakes  and  Rico  are  expected 
to  have  railroad  communication  in  the  near  future.  Untold 
mineral  wealth  awaits  development  in  this  part  of  the  State. 
Rico  is  even  now  coming  into  prominence  again  as  a  mining 
camp.     At  some  of  these  places  churches  will  soon  be  needed. 

Whence  are  to  come  the  means  wherewith  to  build  the 
churches  that  are  now  required?  The  Bishop  has  had  to  be  in 
himself  a  church-building  society.  No  church  has  yet  been 
built  that  he  has  not  aided.    The  funds  of  such  society  must  be 
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often  replenished.  We  have  no  mode  of  reckoning  by  which 
$100  can  do  the  work  of  $500.  They  who  are  willing  to  aid 
in  this  great  and  necessary  object  shoyld  put  the  money  into 
our  hands. 

Such  is  the  present  condition  of  the  field.  There  are  points 
not  mentioned  where  the  work^s  in  abeyance.  There  are  prom- 
ising points  that  must  wait  till  we  have  men  and  means  to 
develop  them.  The  work  now  in  hand  must  be  prosecuted  with 
all  possible  vigor. 

Now  that  such  provision  has  been  made  that  there  will  be 
no  difficulty  in  the  support  of  the  Episcopate — and  we 
owe  great  thanks  to  Mr.  Harold  Rrown  and  the  Board  of 
Missions  for  all  they  have  done  in  this  behalf — the  next  thing  is 
to  make  like  ample  provision  for  the  support  of  our  Mission- 
aries. As  our  missionary  work  is  of  chief  importance,  so  the 
making  of  our  Diocesan  Mission  treasury  adequate  to  its  needs 
should  be  our  great  and  all  absorbing  purpose.  Last  year  we 
made  a  new  departure  by  soliciting  and  receiving  pledges  from 
Parishes  and  from  individuals.  The  treasurer's  report  will  show 
to  what  extent  the  pledges  have  been  redeemed.  Whether  fully 
or  not,  the  amounts  contributed  have  been  considerably  larger 
than  ever  before.  The  plan  of  taking  pledges  has  been  justified. 
I  trust  it  will  be  carried  out  again  by  the  Council  when  the  sub- 
ject of  Diocesan  Missions  comes  under  consideration,  as  it  must, 
being  by  far  the  most  important  subject  that  can  come  before 
us. 

In  Dioceses  where  this  plan  is  adopted  many  individuals  make 
pledges  outside  of  Parishes.  Then  the  Rectors  or  lay  delegates 
pledge  for  their  parishes  and  missions.  It  is  easy  to  do  this. 
But  the  next  important  thing  is  to  set  in  operation  the  agencies 
by  which  to  raise  the  money  in  quarterly  sums  to  be  sent  to  the 
treasurer  in  time  to  make  the  quarterly  payments  to  the  Mission- 
aries. Canon  XV,  Section  2,  requires  the  quarterly  offerings  for 
Diocesan  Missions  on  a  Sunday  in  February,  May,  August  and 
November.  These  offerings  may  be  raised  by  other  means  than 
the  offertory.  Subscriptions  may  be  made  by  the  individual 
members  of  the  parish.  Envelopes  may  be  distributed  in  which 
subscriptions  may  be  returned  through  the  quarterly  offertory 
or  the  amounts  pledged  may  be  gathered  in  by  collectors. 
Societies  may  work  and  make  money  for  the  object  in  ways  of 
their  own.    The  essential  thing  is  that  the  money  be  in  the  treas- 
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ury  to  be  drawn  for  the  Missionaries  on  the  first  day  of  June, 
September,  December  and  March  of  each  year. 

Diocesan  Missions  does  not  mean  church  building  funds,  nor 
funds  for  church  furnishings,  vestments,  communion  services  or 
other  necessary  things.  Missionaries  need  all  these  and  should 
receive  them  as  gifts.  Parishes  or  persons  giving  them  should 
have  all  due  credit.  But  such  funds  are  not  for  Diocesan  mis- 
sions. They  do  not  pay  the  missionaries'  stipends.  They  do 
not  keep  the  men  in  the  field  without  whom  the  other  things, 
the  accessories  of  worship,  would  not  be  wanted.  No  one  will 
care  under  what  headings  offerings  are  credited,  nor  through 
what  recognized  channels  they  reach  their  end.  Offerings  ought 
to  be  made  to  supply  all  needs  of  whatever  sort,  but  the 
Diocesan  Mission  funds  are  solely  for  missionary  stipends  or 
salaries.  Should  the  Diocesan  treasurer  receive  funds  for  other 
purposes,  as  might  be  the  case,  he  would  report  them  at  once  to 
the  Bishop  or  to  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  that  order  might  be 
taken  for  their  application  as  designated.  There  has  been  some 
confusion  on  the  matter,  hence  the  need  of  these  definitions. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  Clergy  to  preach  upon  the  subject  of 
missions,  at  least  four  times  in  the  year.  To  interest  people  in 
missionary  work  we  must  supply  them  with  Missionary  informa- 
tion. Show  them  in  detail  what  the  Missionaries  are  doing. 
Take  St.  James*  mission  at  Meeker  as  an  example.  What  is  the 
Church  doing  there?  What  is  the  history  of  this  effort?  What 
are  the  foundations  we  are  laying?  What  are  to  be  the  results? 
What  should  be  the  future  of  the  Church  in  consequence  in  the 
northwestern  counties  of  the  State?  What  will  be  the  gain  to 
morality,  to  true  education,  to  civilization,  from  impressing  the 
stamp  and  mold  of  the  Church  upon  this  young  community 
and  the  communities  we  are  reaching?  Take  up  other  missions 
as  Durango,  Trinidad,  Grand  Junction,  Glenwood  Springs. 
Give  to  each  the  like  treatment.  Go  back  by  way  of  illustra- 
tion to  the  early  history  of  the  Church  in  like  districts  in  New- 
England,  in  the  Eastern  Middle  States.  Show  the  importance 
of  early  foundations  and  how  we  may  make  the  Church  strong 
throughout  all  our  borders  by  planting  Missions,  securing  prop- 
erty, building  firmly,  gaining  influence  and  maintaining  it. 
Show  how  because  of  the  early  pioneer  labors  here,  of  Father 
Keeler  and  others,  the  church  can  never  be  weak  in  Denver  but 
through  our  recreancy  and  the  failures  of  its  representatives  and 
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people.  Show  the  methods  of  apostolic  missions,  of  planting  cen- 
ters, of  going  forth  aggressively  from  strategic  points.  Tell  in  one 
or  more  lectures  how  England  was  converted,  give  the  history 
of  St.  Augustine's  mission,  and  of  the  more  successful  labors  of 
the  missionaries  from  the  North  who  derived  their  Christianity 
from  the  early  British  Church.  Archbishop  Theodore's  Episco- 
pate would  be  a  splendid  subject  as  showing  the  power  of 
organization  in  perpetuating  the  work.  Show  Christianity  in 
action,  aggressive;  putting  forth  its  powers  for  conquest.  Show 
the  success  to-day  and  always  of  the  apostolic  missionary  policy. 
I  am  sure  there  would  be  new  interest  and  new  life  given  to 
preaching  upon  missions  by  such  missionary  discourses.  Our 
people  desire  to  know  all  about  the  objects  for  which  they  are 
asked  to  give.  It  is  allowable  for  a  congregation  to  take  up 
some  particular  missionary,  to  raise  and  pay  through  the 
Diocesan  treasury  part  or  all  of  his  stipend,  and  to  care  for  and 
support  him  in  all  his  work.  In  such  case  the  rector  will  find 
it  as  easy  as  it  is  profitable  to  keep  his  people  informed  con- 
cerning its  beginnings,  its  progress,  its  difficulties,  its  reverses, 
its  success. 

The  Clergy  should  so  instruct  their  people,  that  at  length 
they  will  learn  to  support  the  work  of  their  own  church  upon  the 
same  principal  as  they  support  their  own  families  and  households. 
The  claims  of  our  household  of  faith  are  not  weaker  than  other 
household  claims.  When  asked  to  give  for  the  support  of 
Missionaries,  for  church  building,  for  the  needs  of  worship,  for 
our  schools,  our  hospital,  or  other  agencies  of  our  work,  they 
should  consider  that  they  are  only  given  the  opportunity  herein 
to  do  their  own  personal  duty  towards  their  own  Christian  house- 
hold, for  which  they  are  in  due  measure  responsible.  Such 
expenses  are  matters  of  course,  like  civil  taxes,  only  they  are  to 
be  borne  willingly.  Considerations  of  economy  only  come  in 
when  the  objects  soliciting  are  outside  and  beyond  our  own 
care  and  responsibility. 

The  Sunday  schools  ought  to  be  made  schools  for  the  training 
of  Missionary  givers  and  workers.  I  have  urged  all  our  Sunday 
schools  to  give  their  Lenten  offerings  to  general  Missions, 
domestic  and  foreign,  according  to  the  plan  set  forth  from  year 
to  year  by  the  General  Secretary.  I  would  have  you  all  cooperate 
in  this  plan  that  there  be  no  exception  among  us  to  the  uniform 
order  prevailing  throughout  the  Church.     At  other  times  during 
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the  year,  say  the  Advent  and  the  Epiphany  season,  or  in  Easter- 
tide, Diocesan  Missions  should  receive  the  support  of  faithful 
children.  The  Sunday  school  as  a  whole  or  its  separate  classes, 
may  make  pledges  to  be  redeemed  at  Easter  or  at  Christmas. 
Thus,  the  past  year,  the  Cathedral  Sunday  school  gave  me  tioo 
for  my  work.  The  men's  Bible  class  gave  a  Communion  service 
to  one  church,  and  sums  of  $50  and  {75  towards  building 
churches,  and  other  special  offerings,  aggregating  two  or  three 
hundred  dollars. 

In  speaking  of  Sunday  schools  I  trust  I  may  again  with- 
out presumption  commend  to  the  Clergy,  superintendents 
and  teachers,  the  study  of  the  lecture  upon  Sunday  schools  in 
the  volume  on  "The  Best  Mode  of  Working  a  Parish."  The 
views  therein  expressed  were  the  result  of  much  thought 'and 
long  and  varied  experience.  I  am  sure  our  Sunday  schools 
would  be  much  more  effective  and  more  adequately  fulfil  their 
legitimate  purposes  if  the  views  therein  expressed  were  carried 
out  so  far  as  permitted  by  our  circumstances.  We  ought,  1 
believe,  to  make  much  more  than  we  do  of  our  Sunday  schools. 
We  must  thoroughly  believe  in  them,  not  as  an  end  but  as  a 
means.  They  are  popular.  They  must  go  on  as  a  matter  of 
course.  We  must  have  them  or  others  than  ourselves  will 
educate  our  children  for  us  in  other  modes  and  on  other  princi- 
ples than  ours.  They  give  us  a  grand  opportunity.  Let  us 
make  them  in  all  respects  what  they  ought  to  be.  Every 
Clergyman  should  rejoice  to  have  the  children  and  young  peo- 
ple of  his  cure  ready  to  his  hand  to  be  trained  by  him  and  his 
helpers  in  the  Church's  ways  and  principles.  On  the  right 
training  of  our  children  in  the  way  of  the  Lord  depends  the 
Church's  future. 

And  here  a  word  should  be  said  upon  the  necessity  of 
increased  care  in  the  preparation  of  young  people  for  confirma- 
tion. So  far  as  practicable  they  should  be  gathered  into  classes, 
a  confirmation  class  being  always  in  training  or  in  prospect. 
The  instruction  should  embrace  all  that  is  in,  or  involved  in, 
the  Catechism.  This  means  much  more  than  we  are  apt  to 
think.  It  means  some  instruction  and  discipline  in  the  devotional 
life.  It  means  the  imparting  of  some  knowledge  of  "all  the 
doctrines  of  the  Christian  faith."  It  means  the  sum  and  sub- 
stance of  Christian  ethics,  or  the  things  we  are  to  do  to  our 
soul's  health.     It  means  the  teaching  and  practices  pertaining  to 
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the  Holy  Sacraments.  It  means  that  preparation  that  shall 
enable  catechumens  to  give  an  answer  to  them  that  ask  of  the 
faith  and  hope  that  are  in  them,  and  to  tell  in  a  summary  way 
why  they  are  Christians  and  why  they  are  Churchmen.  If  the 
young  who  are  confirmed  were  well  grounded,  as  they  ought  to 
be,  in  the  practice  as  well  as  the  principles  of  the  Christian  life, 
we  should  soon  see  a  more  healthful  condition  of  spiritual  life 
in  our  congregations. 

We  hear  the  lament  everywhere,  of  a  great  lack  of  spirituality, 
of  vital  Godliness  in  our  members,  in  Christian  people  about  us 
and  in  the  Church  at  large.  We  all  feel,  I  trust,  to  some  extent 
our  own  great  deficiencies.  We  are  very  far  from  what  we  ought 
to  be  in  devotedness,  zeal,  earnestness,  single-mindedness,  God- 
liness of  character.  Our  preaching  may  lack  directness  and 
fervor ;  but  poor  and  unevangelical  preaching  cannot  account 
for  the  indifference  to  the  things  of  God  that  is  so  common 
among  us.  For  our  Prayer  Book  ever  preaches  to  us  sound 
doctrine  and  the  ways  and  means  of  holiness  of  life,  would  we 
but  learn  and  follow  them.  Surely  we  do  not  lack  for  the  means 
of  knowledge  and  of  grace.  It  is  the  spirit  of  the  world  invad- 
ing the  Church.  It  is  the  all-pervading  worldly  influences  that 
are  in  the  environment,  and  fill  the  air  around  us.  We  must  be 
conscious  of  it.  At  times  we  must  see  and  deeply  lament  it.  We 
must  rise  up  against  it.  We  must  resist  it  and  overcome  it,  as 
we  value  our  eternal  salvation. 

What  is  specially  needed  is  to  bring  Christian  people  to  act 
out  the  Christianity  they  have;  to  really  do  as  they  profess  to 
believe;  to  carry  out  their  avowed  principles;  to  manifest  the 
Christian  life  openly,  outwardly,  by  working,  giving,  self-denial, 
consecration,  whole-souled  devotedness  to  Christ  and  for  His 
cause.  A  Christianity  that  is  inward  only,  that  is  of  the  senti- 
ments and  of  opinion  merely,  is  worthless.  "By  their  fruits  ye 
shall  know  them."  We  want  reality  in  the  Christian  profession. 
We  want  the  actual  outward  life  that  shall  be  the  proof  of  the 
Christ  formed  within  us.  When  we  have  this  no  part  of  our 
work,  missionary,  charitable,  educational,  will  languish  for  want 
of  the  labor  or  the  money  necessary  for  its  furtherance  and 
success. 

Among  the  many  objects  for  which  all  our  congregations 
should  give,  as  laid  down  upon  a  card  that  has  been  distributed 
and  as  published  on  the  last  page  of  the  cover  of  the  Conven- 
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tion  Journals,  is  that  of  the  American  Church  Building  Fund 
Commission,  already  referred  to  as  the  benefactor  of  several  of 
our  missions.  But  for  the  loans  made  by  this  society  some  of 
our  churches  and  rectories  could  not  have  been  built.  It  is  in- 
deed a  great  boon  to  have  such  a  society  willing  to  loan  money 
at  low  interest  to  any,  even  the  feeblest  mission  to  enable  it  to 
secure  a  place  of  worship  or  a  home  for  the  Clergyman.  I  fear 
we  have  not  done  enough  for  this  society  to  show  our  interest 
and  appreciation.  I  hope  we  may  this  year  secure  a  collection, 
however  small,  from  every  Congregation.  One  of  our  four 
offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions  coming  in  November,  the  time 
fixed  upon  by  our  Bishops,  I  have  suggested  that  the  offer- 
ings for  this  purpose  be  made  on  the  third  Sunday  in  September, 
when  there  is  no  object  to  interfere. 

There  are,  or  must  be  presumed  to  be,  devout  people  in  all 
our  Congregations  who  would  gladly  give  their  mites  for  every 
object  for  which  the  Church  asks  their  alms  and  devotions. 
Let  the  Clergy  do  what  simple  duty  requires — ^give  them  the 
opportunity.  Some  moral  courage  is  necessary  for  this  when 
there  is  objection  or  opposition.  But  it  is  only  the  stamina 
required  in  an  office  bearer.  The  Clergy  are  leaders.  Let  them 
not  by  any  weakness  forfeit  their  leadership.  When  they  do  this 
their  usefulness  may  be  lost.  They  must  assert,  however  hum- 
ble, their  divine  office.  They  must,  without  fear  or  favor,  call 
their  people  to  learn  and  to  practice  all  duty  enjoined  in  the 
Crospel  of  Christ,  of  which  the  giving  freely,  as  God  hath  pros- 
pered them,  for  His  cause,  is  a  very  essential  part. 

As  we  have  only  just  been  admitted  as  a  Diocese  it  seemed 
best  to  bring  before  you  topics  of  Diocesan  interests  mainly. 
How  are  we  to  succeed  in  building  up  the  Diocese?  How  are 
we  to  make  it  worthy  of  its  place  and  privileges?  Such  themes 
will  chiefly  occupy,  your  time  and  thought.  One  thing,  however, 
I  must  suggest  as  pertaining  to  our  work  in  our  wider  relations 
to  the  General  Convention  and  the  Church  at  large. 

You  are  aware  that  prayer  book  revision  is  now  at  its  end  for 
the  present  generation.  It  is  on  all  hands  agreed  that  no  new 
matter  shall  be  introduced  in  the  next  Convention.  We  shall 
simply  act  upon  the  pending  amendments  that  have  been  sent 
down  to  the  Dioces«s  and  either  approve  or  reject  them  and 
then  there  will  be  issued  the  new  standard  edition  of  the 
Prayer  Book,  to  remain  unchanged  for  many  years  to  come,  and 
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to  be  conformed  to  in  worship  with  all  loyalty  and  devotion 
throughout  the  American  Church. 

I  lay  before  you,  through  the  Secretary,  these  proposed  amend- 
ments. I  would  suggest  that  they  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee to  report  next  year,  so  that  when  the  time  for  action 
upon  them  shall  come,  we,  thiough  our  deputies,  may  be  pre- 
pared to  act  intelligently. 

Of  course,  every  Clergyman  will  now  feel  it  to  be  his  duty  to 
abstain  from  any  liturgical  usage  that  he  may  have  liked  and 
wished  to  see  authorized,  but  which  has  been  proposed  in,  and 
rejected  by  the  General  Convention.  The  laws  of  the  Church, 
not  the  opinion  of  the  individual,  must  govern.  Thus  our 
congregations  are  protected  from  individual  eccentricities.  It 
is  unlawful  now  for  minister  and  people  to  repeat  together  the 
first  four  petitions  of  the  Litany  or  the  General  Thanksgiving;  to 
use  a  "thanks"  after  the  Gospel,  to  change  any  words  in  the  Te 
Deum,  to  omit  to  say  the  Nicene  creed  on  the  great  festivals 
prescribed,  to  shorten  the  services  on  Sunday  or  week  days 
otherwise  than  is  now  by  rubric  permitted,  except  in  purely  mis- 
sion services  where  the  law  does  not  apply.  In  the  revision 
thus  far  we  have,  I  believe,  much  to  be  thankful  for.  Probably 
the  improvements  will  have  justified  the  labors,  by  which  they 
have  been  secured. 

Let  us  make  the  most  of  our  precious  treasures  of  doctrine 
and  ritual  and  church  system.  Let  us  carry  out  in  practice  what 
in  theory  we  hold.  Let  us  bring  our  lives,  by  God's  help,  into 
accordance  with  our  teaching.  Through  the  faithfulness  of  all 
of  us,  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  our  clearly  revealed  vocation  and 
ministry,  may  the  word  of  God  have  free  course  and  grow 
mightily  and  prevail.

Canon  V  of  "Organized  Missions,''  as  follows: 

CANON  V. 

OF   ORGANIZED  MISSIONS. 

Section  1.  Missions  may  be  organized  or  dissolved  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority. 

Sec.  2.  On  the  organization  of  a  Mission  and  the  notification  thereof 
by  the  Bishop  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  sncli  Mission  shall  be 
entitled  to  representation  in  Council  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article 
VI  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  The  government  of  an  Organized  Mission  is  in  the  Bishop,  who 
may  appoint  as  his  representative,  a  Missionary  in  charge,  who  shall  con- 
form to  the  Bishop's  instructions  and  be  responsible  to  him. 

Sec.  4.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Mission  Committee,  to  consist  of  a 
Warden,  a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer,  and  may  add  Committee-men,  not  to 
exceed  three,  in  his  discretion.  The  offices  of  Warden  and  Treasurer,  or 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  may  be  held  by  the  same  person.  Tlie  Bishop  or  the 
Missionary  in  charge  shall  be  President  of  the  Commiltee.  . 

Sec.  5.  The  duty  of  a  Mission  Committee  shall  l)e  to  attend,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop  or  Missionary  in  charge,  to  the  ordinary  business 
affairs  of  the  Mission,  and  also  to  such  special  matters  as  may  be  com- 
mitted to  Mt;  but  in  no  case  shall  it  undertake  anything  lieyoiid  the  ordinary 
business  matters  without  special  instructions. 

Sec.  6.  Every  Organized  Mission  shall  report  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Council,  thnmgh  the  Warden  and 
Clerk,  should  there  be  no  Missionary  In  charge. 

Sec.  7.  The  title  to  real  estate  or  other  property  acquired  by  the  Mis- 
sion, for  Church  punx)ses,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  to  be 
held  in  trust  for  the  uses  of  the  Church.

The  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  met  pursu- 
ant to  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop,  in  St.  John's  Cathedral, 
m  the  city  of  Denver,  on  Wednesday,  the  3d  day  of  June,  1891. 

At  10:30  a.  m.  the  office  for  the  making  and  ordering  of  Dea- 
a'^ns  was  said,  the  Right  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Spruvtfield,  preaching  the  sermon,  the  Rev.  Pelham  Williams, 
D.  D.,  intoning  the  Litany. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Marshall  presented  Frederick  F.  Kramer, 
William  S.  Bishop  and  William  Oswold  Cone  ;  the  Rev.  J.  C.  S. 
Weills  presented  Franklin  Spencer  Spalding  and  John  Harring- 
ton ,  and  the  Rev.  A.  Bannister  presented  Hiram  Bullis,  and 
ihcv  were  dulv  ordained  to  the  Deaconate  by  the  Right  Rev. 
John  F.  Spalding,  D.  O,,  m  the  following  order :  Franklin  S. 
Spalding,  Frederick  F.  Kramer,  John  Harrington,  Hiram  Bullis, 
William  S.  Bishop,  and  William  O.  Cone. 

The  Gospel  was  read  by  Franklin  S.  Spalding. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  who  was 
assisted  in  the  administration  by  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop 
of  Spnngtiehi,  the  Rev.  Francis  Byrne,  and  the  Rev.  A.  J.  M. 
Hudson, 

At  the  close  of  the  service  the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates. asscnibU'd  m  the  crypt  of  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Bishop 
liH^k  the  chair  and  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  as  prepared  by 
the  Bishop,  and  the  names  of  Laymen  entitled  to  seats  as  evi- 
deiu  ed  bv  proper  cerliticaies.  Twenty-nine  of  the  Clergy  an- 
sNNeveil  xo  their  names,  and  delegates  from  sixteen  parishes  and 
nu^^^on^  appeared  and  took  their  seats.*

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  President  declared 
the  convention  organized  for  business. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  first  in  order,  on  motion  of 
the  Rev.  G.  W.  Hinkle,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  A.  Bannister,  the 
ballot  was  unanimously  dispensed  with  and  the  Rev.  John  C.  S. 
Wei  Us  was  elected  by  acclamation. 

The  Secretary  nominated  as  his  assistant  Otis  S.  Johnson,  and 
he  was  unanimously  elected. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  the  Rev.  Francis  Byrne, 
was  seconded  and  unanimously  adopted  :

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The  report  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  was  read  and  accepted,  and 
referred  to  the  Secretary  for  condensation,  which  was  done  as 
follows : 

ST.    I,UKE»S   HOSPITAL  REPORT. 

The  meetings  of  the  Ladies'  Uospital  Aid  Society  have  t>eeD  held  regular 
every  month  and  have  been  well  attended.  More  than  orrtlnar>'  interest 
has  t)een  ninnifested  as  each  month  has  brought  nearer  the  completion  of 
the  new  hospital  buil<nng.  Careful  attention  has  l)een  given  to  managing 
the  affairs  of  the  hospital,  to  providing  wholesome  food  and  necessary 
supplies,  and  to  buying  them  in  a  prudent  and  economical  manner,  to 
making  necessary  repairs,  and  adding  to  the  resources  of  Uie  hospital. 
Weekly  visits  have  been  made  to  the  hospital  by  ladies  appolnt«ft  eaoJi 
month  for  that  purpose,  whose  duty  it  has  been  to  carefully  ins|)ect  every 
part  of  the  building  and  report  tlie  results  of  these  visits  at  the  next 
regular  meeting,  and  each  report  has  expressed  surprise  that  so  much 
satisfactory  work  has  been  accomplished  under  sucli  unfavorable  conditions, 
and  with  so  many  inconveniences. 

The  house  physician  points  with  pride  to  the  remarkable  success  or  the 
treatment  of  the  patients,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  him  that 
with  HO  many  difficulties  to  encounter,  success  has  been  so  marked. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Bishop  Spalding,  the  managers  were  enabled 
to  buy  four  lots  adjoining  tlie  property  on  Pearl  stieet,  so  that  they  now 
own  the  entire  half  block  on  which  the  hospital  is  t)eing  built,  and  by  the 
efforts  of  one  member  of  the  Hospital  Board,  Judge  Hallett,  $45,000  have 
been  raised  for  ttie  new  building,  he  genenmsly  being  one  of  the  largest 
contributors.  Surely  some  good  spirit  must  have  spoken  to  him  and 
prompted  this  noble  action,  for  he  came  to  the  rescue  when  the  outlook 
was  most  discouraging,  and  it  seemed  as  if  every  resource  had  faiknl. 
Words  cannot  express  the  gratitude  felt  to  him,  and  lo  all  who  gave  so 
lil>eraily  to  the  building  fund,  l)y  every  person  intei'ested  in  Uiis  charitable 
work  as  well  as  in  the  prosperity  of  Denver,  for  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  wlien 
finished,  will  be  an  institution  to  which  they  can  point  with  pride,  a  testi- 
mony to  the  benevolence  of  her  public  spirited  citizens. 

The  future  of  the  hospital  Is  most  hopeful ;  much  ha5  been  accomplished, 
H  splendid  beginning  has  been  made,  but  inuoh  remains  to  Ix*  done.  The 
new  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  within  a  short  time,  and  Che  work 
of  furnishing  will  be  undertaken  by  The  Ladies'  Aid  Society.  Many  of  Uie 
rooms  will  he  furnished  by  individuals  here  and  in  the  east,  who  have  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  do  so  in  memory  of  some  dear  friend,  and  surely  no 
memorial  can  be  more  fitting  to  those  released  from  pain  and  suffering, 
than  to  provide  comforts  and  relief  for  other  suffering,  perhaps  homeless 
ones,  who  need  hospital  care. 

The  demands  for  the  coming  year  are  many.  The  call  for  courage,  per- 
severence   and  self-sacritice  is  urgent,  but  the  new  hospital,  suitably  fur- 
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uished  with  the  modern  appliances  for  relief,  nice  comfortable  rooms,  and 
school  for  the  trained  nurses,  the  realization  of  the  hopes  and  prayers  of 
years,  will  be  the  reward.

Rev.  C.  H.  Mallory,  Chairman  of  the  special  Committee 
appointed  at  the  last  annual  Council  to  inquire  into  the  best 
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methods  of  carrying  on  effective  Christian  work  in  thinly 
settled  districts,  as  to  the  value  of  Associate  Missions  and  Itiner- 
ant Missionaries,  made  the  following  report : 

REPORT 

Of  the  Committee  on  Methods  of  Chbistiah  Work,  Associate 
Missions  Aiyn  Itinbkant  Missionaries. 

The  Coinmitee  appointed  at  the  last  Council  to  Inquire  into  the  best 
methods  of  carrying  on  e£Fective  Christian  work  In  thinly  settled  districts, 
beg  leave  to  present  ihe  following  report : 

Besides  verbal  inquiries,  letters  have  been  sent  to  Bishops  pn^lding 
over  Jurisdictions  resembling  in  many  respects  that  of  Colorado,  asking 
them  to  give  the  results  of  their  experience  In  the  matter  in  question. 

The  Bishop  of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico  replies:  **It  is  a  problem  that  1 
have  been  studying  out  here  for  two  years  wltliout  any  remarkable  success. 
It  is  difflcult  to  itinerate,  owing  to  the  distances,  and  expense  of  travel. 
Wo  are  trying  the  Associate  Mission.  It  is  expensive  and  owing  to  the 
rivalry  between  towns  and  the  selfishness  of  church  people,  it  is  not  pop- 
ular. I  have  nothing  to  offer  but  the  old  fashioned  plan  of  getting  good 
men,  and  procuring  for  them  a  good  support,  and  getting  as  much  work 
out  of  them  as  possible. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  the  Platte,  thus  states  his 
method  of  carrying  on  the  scattered  work  :  *'Most  of  our  towns  are  on 
railroads.  Rev.  Mr.  Bates  aloqg  the  Elkhom  Valley  R.  R.  in  the  north 
of  the  State,  has  charge  of  eighteen  (18)  stations.  Some  of  these  are  the 
men'st  hamlets  where  no  other  service  is  held.  Two  have  church  build- 
Inf^  He  gives  two  Sundays  a  month  to  the  most  important  places,  and 
his  other  Sundays  to  those  two  next  in  importance.  All  the  other  places  are 
visilod  once  a  month,  except  two,  which  are  visited  once  a  quarter.  Most 
of  the  placets  are  visited  only  on  week  day  evenings.  He  calls  on  all  the 
Church  )K>opIeeach  visits  and  twice  a  year  I  am  with  him  and  call  on  every 
family  Inten^sted  In  the  Church  in  the  smaller  places.  In  these  places  vis- 
Iteti  onci*  a  month  on  a  week  day  we  do  not  expect  the  Church  to  grow 
much,  but  we  keep  alive  what  Church  life  there  is  until  they  all  move 
away,  or  move  In  to  form  a  nucleus  for  Church  work.  The  first  thing  to 
organl/.i'  is  a  Ladies*  (iulld.  That  raises  som«*tirmg  for  the  Missionary, 
and  ix)ssibly  something  ntore  for  a  Church  lot  As  the  people  move  away 
from  one  place  It  Is  abandone<l  and  work  opened  in  some  new  place. 

''In  one  place,  a  ranching  community,  4U  miles  from  the  R.  R.  he  started 
work  with  no  Clum^h  (HH)ple  within  40  miles,  and  no  Christian  service  of 
any  Ivhid  within  40  miles.  He  visits  tiiere  on  a  week  day  once  a  month, 
and  calls  on  the  faniuM*s  and  ranchmen  for  15  miles  around.  He  has 
hapti/AHi  17  and  thnv  have  been  confirmed.  We  have  boilt  a  sod  Church 
tluMv  which  ct^t  ?100  bt'siiit»s  the  work  given  U\  the  people.  1  give  the 
aUne  as  a  s;uni»lo  of  our  work.'* 
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The  Bishop  of  Montana  writes:  '^Associate  Missions  will  not  do  here. 
Places  are  too  far  apart  and  traveling  expenses  are  too  large.  The  only 
way  I  know  is  to  place  as  many  stations  as  possible  under  one  man.  Then 
as  they  work  up  put  on  another  man,  and  so  on  everywhera  If  1  could 
have  the  means,  I  would  also  use  another  Instrumentality,  viz. :  Employ  a 
General  MUtsionary  or  Archdeacon,  who  should  supplement  the  Bishop^s 
work  and  be  under  his  direction.  He  should  be  ready  to  go  anywhere,  to 
new  places,  old  places  or  weak  places.  He  should  stay  as  long  as  neces- 
sary. He  should  hold  services  and  look  after  finances.  He  should  do 
whatever  the  Bishop  set  him  to  do." 

The  Bishop  of  West  Mission  says :  '*I  think  a  given  sura,  say  $1500.00, 
will  produce  better  results  for  the  whole  Diocese,  if  paid  to  one  Itinerant, 
zealous,  active,  a  good  preacher,  than  If  used  In  any  other  way. 

'*He  will  find  out  the  scattered  ones,  establish  the  Church  at  new  points, 
keep  it  alive  In  weak  ones  and  help  the  Clergy  sometimes  by  conducting  a 
Mission.'' 

Bishop  Atwlll  has  also  treated  this  whole  subject  In  his  last  address  to 
the  Council  of  his  Diocese  In  the  following  lucid  and  forcible  manner : 

The  aggressive  work  of  the  Church  seems  to  demand  more  than  can  be 
accomplished  by  the  Bishop,  the  parochial  clergy,  missionaries,  and  lay 
readers.  So  much  of  the  Bishop's  time  Is  necessarily  occupied  In  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  diocese,  and  the  discharge  of  duties 
peculiar  to  his  office,  that  he  can  not  visit  new  places  and  weak  posts  so 
often  as  to  promote  In  them  the  l)est  growth  of  the  Church.  Parochial 
clergy  have  duties  to  their  own  cures  ;  missionaries  can  not  attend  well  to 
more  than  three  or  four  congregations  ;  and  lay  readers  can  do  the  work  of 
the  clergy  only  In  part  What  can  best  supply  the  missing  factor  in  Dioc- 
esan life?  There  are  three  possible  additions  to  the  re^^ular  force  of 
work<»r8. 

The  first  Is  known  as  an  associate  mission,  which.  In  Its  simplest  form, 
is  the  establishment  of  two  or  three  clergy  at  a  central  point,  from  whence 
they  go  out  to  found  and  build  up  the  Church  in  a  certain  region  committed 
to  their  charga  In  favor  of  this.  It  may  lie  urged  that  three  clergy  can 
live  more  economically  together  than  in  separate  towns.  2.  They  will 
encourage' one  another,  and  each  will  be  stronger  for  work  than  if  isolated 
in  a  small  hamlet  3.  Younger  clergy  so  associated,  with  an  experienced 
man  at  the  head  of  the  establishment,  may  receive  much  valuable  training 
and  guidance. 

The  second  possible  addition  to  the  working  force  is  the  convocatlonal 
missionary,  one  for  each  convocation,  taking  charge  under  the  Bishop  of  all 
work  not  supplied  by  the  clergy.  In  favor  of  this  plan  it  may  be  said  that 
the  Bisliop  is  thereby  supplied  with  two  or  three  clergy  without  cures, 
whom  he  may  send  wherever  he  notes  the  necessity  for  special  effort-,  and 
who  will  discover  and  report  to  him  favorable  openings  for  the  extension 
of  the  Church. 

The  third  resource  Is  the  appointment  of  a  Bishop's  missionary  or  arch- 
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deacon  for  the  whole  Diocesie,  receiving  salary  from  the  missionary  funds, 
and  an  official  of  the  Bishop's  church  nominated  or  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
and  woricing  under  his  direction. 

Twenty-six  of  the  Dioceses  have  such  a  general  officer.  Nineteen  cal  I 
him  General  Missionary,  two  call  him  Evangelist,  and  Ave  call  him  Arch- 
deacon. The  committee  reporting  to  the  last  convention  of  New  Hamp- 
shire say:  **As  to  the  value  of  the  work  of  an  archdeacon  in  American 
Dioceses,  your  committee  find  that  as  to  the  work  oi  the  Dean  or  General 
Missionary,  where  it  has  been  faithfully  and  etirnestly  done,  the  work  has 
been  of  ureat  value. 

Bishop  Potter  says:  '^he  office  of  archdeacon  is  of  great  and  increasing 
help,  and  of  demonstrated  valne  admitted  by  all." 

Your  committee  have  learned  also  that  itinerant  Missionaries  have  lieen 
euiployed  with  very  flattering  results  in  the  rural  distiicts  of  Canada. 

From  the  information  gathered  by  your  Committee  fnmi  all  sources,  it 
wouhi  appear  that  Itinerant  or  General  Missionaries  are  thought  to  he  the 
most  t'tTective  means  of  ministering  to  thinly  settled  districts. 

In  order  that  this  important  question  may  be  brought  liefore  tlie  Council 
for  \ts  more  deliberate  consideration,  your  committee  would  present  the 
following  resolution : 

RaiolveA,  That  this  Council  consider  the  expediency  of  providing  for  a 
(veneral  Missionarj'  or  Archdeacon  to  be  appointed  by  and  to  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  Bishop  in  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  Church  in 
the  hamlets,  new  towns  and  rural  parts  of  the  Diocese.

On  motion  of  Hon.  Geo.  J.  Boal,  the  report  was  received  and 
placed  on  file  for  future  consideration. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  certificates  signed  by  the  Bishop 
^jranting  permission  to  St.  Paul's  organized  Mission,  Denver,  and 
Ascension,  Organized  Mission,  Salida,  to  be  organized  as'^Par- 
ishes.  and  also  properly  certified  Resolutions  adopted  by 
said  I'arishes  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  Sec.  3  of 
Canon  VI,  and  said  Parishes  were  declared  entitled  to  represen- 
tation in  the  Council  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI 
of  the  Constitution. 

The  special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  Council 
to  consider  the  best  plan  for  securing  funds  for  the  Bishop  Ran- 
dell  Scholarships  in  Jarvis  Hall  and  Wolfe  Hall,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report  : 
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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON    RANDALL  SCHOLAR- 
SHIPS. 


The  coromtttee  appointed  at  the  last  Council  to  consider  the  best  plan  of 
securing  funds  for  establishing  the  Bishop  Randall  Scholarships  in  the 
Church  S(*>hoo]8,  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

Owing  to  the  recent  stringency  In  money  matters  which  affected  almost 
every  enterprise,  it  was  considered  inadvisable  to  proceed  with  a  canvass 
during  the  winter  months.  It  was  felt  that  to  liegin  woric  even  for  such  an 
excellent  object  during  a  time  of  financial  diiHculty  would  be  injurious  to 
the  object  had  in  view. 

Tet  tlie  necessity  for  doing  something  ere  long  seems  imperative,  and  the 
rails  made  upon  the  Principals  of  the  Schools  to  assist  in  deserving  cases 
should  he  listened  to,  and  a  beginning  made,  if  possible,  without  delay. 

Having  regard  to  this  fact^  your  committee  think  that  the  best  and  most 
feasalile  plan  to  secure  funds  to  form  the  nucleus  of  scholarships  would  lie 
to  see  parties  placing  new  additions  on  the  real  estate  marlcet  and  others 
interested  in  land  speculation,  so  as  to  secure  lots  which  would  in  many 
cases  be  readily  donated,  and  to  hold  these  in  trust  for  the  proposed 
Scholarships.  They  lielieve  a  beginning  might  be  made  in  this  direction 
at  once,  nor  would  they  confine  sucli  suliscriptions  to  properties  In  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  Denver.  There  are  several  prosperous  and  rising  towns 
in  which  (Churchmen  are  more  or  less  interested,  where  lots  might  t)e 
obtained  for  such  a  good  cause,  and  a  considerable  sum  eventually  secured 
by  their  sale. 

Moreover,  subscriptions  in  cash  should  be  obtained  whenever  possible. 
There  must  be  in  this  city  and  through  the  state  as  well  as  in  the  East,  many 
friends  of  the  first  Ulshop  of  Colorado,  who  would  gladly  give  of  their 
abundance  some  little  help  towards  such  a  lasting  memorial. 

In  order  to  have  the  subject  thorouglily  ventilated  at  this  Comicil  as  one 
worthy  of  the  closest  attention  of  its  members,  your  committee  would 
recommend : 

L  That  the  Principals  of  the  Scliools  be  requested  to  bring  this  question 
before  old  graduates,  present  students  and  parentji,  with  the  view  of  secur- 
ing funds  towards  the  Bishop  Randall  Scholarships. 

IL  That  steps  be  taken  to  hold  a  meeting  on  Friday  of  next  week  to 
make  the  project  known,  and  that  the  meeting  be  held  at  Mrs.  F.  J.  Ban- 
croft's, and  that  our  leading  citizens  Ue  Invited  to  attend. 

III.  That  information  on  the  subject  of  these  Scholarships  be  published 
in  the  leading  Church  papers,  and  donations  solicited  therefor. 

IV.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  undertake  to  canvass  in  Denver 
and  such  other  places  as  In  their  judgment  may  seem  advisable  with  the 
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view  of  securing  offerings  in  money  or  real  estate  for  the  Bishop  Randall 

Scholarships. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Hon.  Wilbur  F.  Stone  presented  the  Report  of  the  Cathedral 
Chapter  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER. 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Anniuil  Council  of  the  ProtestaTU  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado^  in  Council  assembled  : 

The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  of  St  John  the  Evangelist, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  the  several  and  various  Institutions,  Funds  and 
Trusts,  conducted  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Chapter,  are  in  a 
satisfactory  condttion,  considering  the  financial  stringency  of  the  past 
six  months,  compared  with  former  years,  as  shown  by  the  special  reports 
of  the  officers  of  these  several  Institutions  and  Trusts  to  the  Chapter,  and 
which  specific  reports  are  embodied  and  submitted  herewith. 

A  summary  of  the  financial  status  of  the  Jarvis  Hal)  Theological 
Endowment  Fund,  and  the  Wolfe  Hall  Fund  are  set  forth  as  follows,  fmm 
data  furnished  by  Mr.  Bowhay,  the  Chapter  Clerk: 

First: 

JARVIS    HALL    ENDOWMENT     FUND    FOR    THEOLOGICAL     EDUCATIONAL 

PURPOSES. 

This  fund  has  received  in  principal,  interest  and  rents,  the  following 
sums  since  the  year  commencing  June  1,  1890,  ending  May  31,  1891 : 

The  sum  of  85,000.00  was  paid  in  by  Mrs.  A.  L.  Tabor  on  account  of 
principal,  which  was  immediately  loaned  to  Jarvis  Hall  at  the  rate  of  eight 
percent,  per  annum.  Also  on  account  of  principal  the  sum  of  ^,404. 16 
being  the  amount  of  ca.sh  received,  on  sale  of  lots  numbered  four  and  five, 
block  seven,  Highland  Park,  for  the  sum  of  ^8,000.00,  less  the  regular 
commission  paid  to  the  agents  selling  the  same,  the  balance  being  secured 
by  trust  deed  on  the  property  at  eight  per  cent,  per  annum. 

There  has  been  received  from  interest  on  trust  deed  notes,  the  sum  of 
SI, 089. 43,  from  rent  of  old  Jarvis  Hall  to  St.  John's  Church,  the  sum  of 
SOOO.OO,  being  rent  from  February,  1890,  to  September,  1890,  at  $75.00  per 
numth.

Have  received  on  this  account  the  sum  of  $3,140.35,  of  which  $65.35 
were  rents,  $75.00  being  received  for  privilege  of  connecting  witli  Wolfe 
Hall  private  sewer,  and  $3,000.00  out  of  funds  of  the  school  toward  paying 
the  Interest  on  their  loans.  We  have  paid  out  the  sum  of  $4,827.37,  of 
which  $1,000.00  was  for  intt^rest  on  loans  and  $827.37  for  taxes  on  the 
Champa  street  lots.

Outside  of  this  building  account  there  has  been  received  from  Jarvis  Hall

taxes  oil  Jarvis  Hall  properties. 

The  Chapter  have  executed  a  mortgage  for  $85,000  on  Jarvis  Hall,  paying 
off  the  old  one  of  $.30,000.00.  Also  one  of  §9,000.00  to  the  North-western 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co.  for  the  use  of  All  Saints'  Parish,  Denver. 

A  mortgage  of  $1,000.00  was  executed  on  St.  Luke's  Church,  Montclair, 
it  t>eing  necessary  in  order  to  complete  the  Church. 

EPISCOPATE    rrND. 

From  the  report  of  Mr.  David  Rubidge,  the  very  efllcient  Treasurer  of 
the  Episcopate  Fund,  which  is  herewith  submitted,  it  appejirs  that  the 
assets  in  cash  on  hand  June  2d,  1890,  that  collected  from  notes  in  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  and  that  derived  from  rents  and  from  subscriptions, etc., 
amount  in  total  receipts  up  to  May  21st,  1801,  to  $18,850.43.  Total  dis- 
bursements for  the   same  time  $18,448.18.      Bills  receivable  consisting 
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chiefly    of   coupon    interest    notes   outstanding,    due    and   unmatured, 
$24,550.00. 

The  real  estate  belonging  to  this  fund  consists  of  seven  lots  in  the  city 
of  Denver,  no  estimated  value  of  which  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer, since  it  is  not  yet  deemed  expedient  to  attempt  to  render  this  realty 
available  in  cash.

The  amount  outstanding  on  bills  due  Wolfe  Hall  for  the  current  year  up 
to  May  28th,  1891,  is  reported  by  the  Principal  to  be  84,810  00,  but  it  is 
thought  that  uiost  of  this  will  be  collected  by  the  9th  of  June.        * 

The  health  of  the  boarding  department  has  been  uniformly  good, 
only  one  case  of  fever  throughout  the  year,  more  marked  from  the  fact 
that  much  sickness  has  been  reported  among  members  of  the  day  school. 

The  Eclectic  Club  as  usual  has  done  good  literary  work,  independent  of 
the  Hchool  routine,  published  and  sustained  the  Wolfe  Hall  Banner,  and 
has  purchased  the  past  month  a  number  ef  IxMiks  for  the  library.  While 
it  is  an  independent  organization,  its  purpose  is  to  servo  and  promote  liter- 
ary* work  among  the  students. 

St'  Agnes'  Guild  has  had  for  its  working  purpose  the  funilshing  of  a 
rcx>m  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital.  It  has  raised  for  tliat  object  8226.95.  The 
uiemliers  of  the  Guild  will  make  the  purchases  and  they  will  be  stored  at 
Uie  Hall  until  the  Hospital  is  opened. 

The  religious  life  among  the  students  has  been  especially  commendatory 
during  thlH  scholastic  year.    Saventeen  have  been  confirmed  (a  larger  num- 
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ber  than  any  previous  year,)  and  six  baptisms.  Tlie  Sunday  school 
instructed  in  a  systematic  course  of  teaching,  and  Bible  instruction  on  one 
week  day  evening. 

The  Chapter  indulges  in  the  well  founded  confidence  that  Wolfe  Hall, 
which  has  always  held  so  high  a  place  in  the  Church  and  State  of  Colo- 
rado, will,  under  Uie  increased  advantages  afforded  by  the  change  in 
business  management  adopted  by  the  Chapter,  receive  a  fresh  impetus, 
and,  under  the  new  auspices  of  the  changes  made,  attain  a  standard  of 
excellence  and  popular  favor  which  will  make  it  the  Wellesley  of  the  West. 

JABVI8  HALL. 

Since  the  last  report  made  in  June,  1890,  Jarvis  HaH  has  been  greatly 
increased  in  size,  at  a  cost  including  furnishings,  of  over  935,000. 

By  means  of  this  large  and  handsome  addition,  the  capacity  of  the 
building  has  been  doubled  and  the  facilities  for  teaching  have  been  much 
improved. 

The  school  is  Just  now  closing  a  most  successful  year,  perhaps  the  t>est 
in  its  entire  history.  Since  September,  1890,  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
pupils  have  beeh  registered,  and  the  average  attendance  has  been  nearly 
three  tiraen  what  it  was  two  years  ago. 

The  graduating  class  numl)erB  seven,  to  whom  diplomas  will  be  awarded 
on  tt)^  11th  of  June. 

Besides  the  erection  of  a  costly  wing  at  Jarvis  Hall,  equal  in  size  to  the 
original  structure,  there  was  built  last  fall  a  very  handsome  stone  church 
— St  Luke*s,  Montclair — at  a  cost  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  This  was 
opened  as  a  College  Chapel  on  St.  Luke's  Day,  the  18th  of  October,  1890. 
and  the  students  have  attended  Divine  Service  therein  regularly  every  Sun- 
day. That  its  influence  upon  those  who  join  in  its  services  will  be  far- 
reaching  and  beneficial,  goes  without  saying.  About  one  half  the  cost  of  this 
Church  was  secured  by  subscriptions,  leaving  an  indebtedness  of  $4,600, 
towards  which  the  authorities  would  be  most  grateful  for  donations. 

We  ai-e  indebted  to  J.  D.  Kilpatrick,  Esq.,  of  Beatrice,  Nebraska,  for 
his  generous  gift  of  a  handsome  brass  Altar  Cross,  and  should  be  very 
thanklul  fbr  similar  gifts  from  friends  of  the  school,  to  make  the  Sanctnary 
complete  and  * 'glorious."    • 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  Jarvis  Hall  during  the  year.  A 
higher  educational  tone  has  been  given  to  the  school,  more  experienced  and 
better  qualified  teachers  have  been  secured,  the  courses  of  study  have  tieen 
enlarged  and  6>'stematized,  and  a  higher  standard  than  fonnerlj  Is 
required  for  graduation.  Our  diplomas  are  now  accepted  in  lieu  of  exami- 
nation at  the  University  of  Virginia,  at  Williams  College,  Massachusetts, 
and  Trinity  College,  Hartford. 

The  laboratory  has  been  fitted  up  with  suitable  apparatus  for  teaching 
Physics  and  Chemistry,  and  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  were  recently 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  new  rifles  and  accoutrements,  and  in  improve- 
ments in  the  Drill  Hall. 
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By  means  of  the  small  fee  of  ^.00  per  student  charged  at  entranoe  for 
the  privileges  of  the  Library,  we  have  been  enabled  to  add  about  two 
hundred  and  sixty  volumes  to  our  list  of  books. 

The  Cadet  has  now  entered  on  its  third  year  with  an  increased  sul>8crip- 
tion  list  and  a  larger  advertising  patronage.  Its  literary  and  financial 
management  speaks  well  for  those  who  have  it  in  charge. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  school  are  satisfactory  and  the 
health  of  the  students  excellent 

There  has  been  thorough  unanimity  among  the  teachers,  a  decided 
advance  in  methods,  both  of  instruction  and  discipline,  and  an  earnest  effort 
luarie  to  improve  the  standing  of  the  school  morally,  physically  and  intel- 
Iwtnally. 

To  these  efforts  we  are  glad  to  say  the  people  have  responded.  We 
have  received  a  very  fair  support,  and  are  growing  stronger  and  stronger 
in  public  favor.  !Nor  need  we  wonder  at  this,  for  our  Institution,  with  its 
excellent  location  and  equipments,  offers  to  Colorado  and  the  West,  advan- 
tages in  the  way  of  securing  good  religious  training  and  a  sound,  practical 
education,  such  as  are  not  excelled  in  any  Academy  in  the  land.

At  7:30  A.  M.  There  was  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, the  Rev.  Pelham  Williams,  D.  D.,  being  celebrant. 

At  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev. 
Pelham  Williams,  D.  D.,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Canon  Lewis,  after 
which  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  and  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  not  answering  to  their  names  on 
the  first  day  of  the  session  were  called  and  those  present  noted. 

The  minutes  of  Wednesday,  June  3rd,  for  morning,  afternoon 
and  evening  sessions  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Amos  Bannister,  Chairman  of  special  committee 
appointed  to  consider  the  proposed  increase  of  the  number  of 
Deacons,  made  a  report,  which  was  referred  back  to  the  Com- 
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mittee  for  further  enlargement,  with  instructions  to  report  this 
afternoon. 

The  Rev.  E.  P.  Newton  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Diocesan  Commissioners  of  the  A.  C.  B.  F.  C,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  approved. 

Denvkr,  Colorado,  June  Ist,  1891. 

The  Dloces$an  Commissioners  of  the  American  Churcii  Building  Fund 
Commission  desire  to  submit  to  the  Annual  Council,  and  to  the  Clergy  and 
haity  of  the  Diocese,  facts  touching  the  work  of  the  Commission,  and  to 
urge  increased  attention  and  interest  on  the  part  of  congregations  and 
individuals  to  the  annnai  offering  for  the  Fund. 

The  Commission  is  the  accredited  Loan  Association  of  the  Church. 

In  tlie  ten  years  of  its  life  its  funds  have  reached  $200,000.00,  and  it  is 
purposKd  to  Increase  this  sum  to  $1,000,000.00. 

Then'  is  hardly  conceivable  an  institution  more  necessary  in  a  new  and 
rapidly  growing  country  to  aid  in  missionary  work,  and  an  end  for  alms 
which  will  be  of  mure  enduring  beneficence,  as  the  money  loaned  when  it 
has  served  its  first  object,  being  paid,  is  loaned  again  and  continues  its 
helpful  work  s(»  long  as  time  shall  last  and  need  for  it  arise. 

In  Colorado,  loans  have  been  granted  to  the  amount  of  $11,650.00, 
and  by  this  means  most  needed  churches  have  been  built,  such  as  Saint 
James',  Meeker ;  or  parishes  have  been  saved  from  shipwreck  in  times  of 
depression,  as  in  the  case  of  Holy  Trinity,  Pueblo.  Of  these  loans  about 
$4,000.00  have  been  repaid,  while  parishes  still  use  the  balance  at  6  per 
cent,  interest,  which  In  Colorado  is  most  moderate  rate  for  money. 

The  offerings  of  the  Diocese  during  the  ten  years  have  been  $213.67  or 
an  average  of  ^1.87  per  year. 

During  the  earlier  j'ears,  of  course,  nothing  was  given,  but  Colorado  has 
now  become  a  Diocese;  and,  while  the  home  field  Is  vast,  and  the  needs  of 
Diocesan  Missions  should  be  the  first  concern  of  every  Churchman  in  the 
state,  still  the  Building  Commission  is  an  institution  which  fosters  Dioce- 
san missions  in  a  most  practical  way,  and  every  dollar  given  to  it  will  have 
a  continued  power  in  upbuilding  the  Church  here  and  elsewhere.  The 
Church  in  Colorado  has  many  sons  of  !arge  means,  to  whom  the  divine 
charge,  is  *'glve  plenteously**.  Why  should  we  not  emulate  the  example 
of  rich  aud  generous  Laymen  of  other  dioceses? 

Under  action  of  February  17th,  1887,  it  was  **Resolved,  that  every  dona- 
tion of  $5,000.00  or  more  be  preserved  as  a  separate  fund  by  the  name  of 
the  donor,  or  as  a  memorial,  or  otherwise,  as  designated  by  him ;  aud  that 
such  donor  be  permitted  to  direct  the  disposition  of  the  income  of  such 
fund,  geographically  or  otherwise,  within  the  scope  of  powers  of  this 
Commission. 

Are  tiiere  not  Laymen  in  Colorado,  who  will  make  such  gifts? 

But  that  for  which  we  especially  ask  on  behalf  of  the  Commission  Is  the 
Annual  Oppkring  from  every  congregation  and  mission  of  the  Diocese. 
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There  is  a  day  set  for  the  offering  by  action  of  the  Ck)uncil.  How  is  it 
that  any  priest  or  congn^egatlon  will  venture  to  iicnore  the  requirements  of 
such  authority  ? 

[f  the  call  were  heeded  in  every  parish  in  the  Diocese  the  offering  next

Tour  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address 
relating  to  the  Dkicesan  schools  wootii  respectfully  report: 

1.  In  order  to  remove  any  misapprehension  or  misunderstanding  of  the 
recent  action  of  the  Chapter  relating  to  the  change  in  the  management  of 
the  flcliools,  we  recommend  that  a  circular  setting  forth  the  facts  be  Issued 
by  the  Chapter  at  once,  and  sent  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  throughout  the 
state,  ami  to  such  other  persons  as  it  may  be  deemed  desirable. 

2.  That  we  consider  the  action  of  the  Chapter  in  combining  the  finan- 
cial management  of  the  two  schools  under  one  financial  head,  disconnected 
from  the  educational  departments,  a  measure  which  must  commend  itself 
to  every  business  man,  securing  as  it  will,  the  best  financial  ability  where 
that  is  needed,  and  leaving  the  educational  heads  of  the  two  schools  free  to 
devote  their  entire  attention  to  tlie  important  interests  of  their  departments. 

S.  Tour  Committee  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  expressed  pur- 
pose of  the  Chapter  to  maintain  for  the  schools  the  highest  standard  of 
educational  excellence  and  religious  training  in  the  faith  as  held  by  the 
Church,  and  any  raport  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Chapter  to  secularize 
the  schools,  is  entirt^ly  ern>neou8  and  unworthy  of  a  moments  considera- 
tion.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  Finance  Committee  have  examined  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Council  and  find  the  same  correct.  We  regret  to  find  a  balance  due 
the  Tieasurer,  and  to  notice  from  his  report  that  the  assessments  upon 
parishes  did  not  come  in  as  early  as  it  was  necessary  bills  should  be  paid, 
and  therefoi-e  the  Treasurer  was  forced  to  draw  upon  his  private  purse.

Rev.  Amos  Bannister  presented  and  read  the  enlarged  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  proposed  increase  of  the  number  of 
restricted  Deacons  as  follows  : 

Tbe  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Diocesan  Council  to  enquire  of  the 
Bishops  of  the  American  Church  In  regard  to  the  working  of  Deacons, 
begs  leave  to  report  that  the  enquiries  have  been  made  to  a  laxge  extent 
and  from  the  facts  stated  in  the  replies  received,  and  from  their  general  j 

tenor,  find  it  not  possible  to  encourage  a  general  increase  in  the  number  of 
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restricted  Deacons.     Some  of  the  principal  reasons  may  be  stated  as 
follows  : 

1.  The  Bishops  who  have  had  experienoe  with  restricted  Deacons,  And 
that  as  a  rule  they  come  to  desire  the  priesthood,  which  they  endeavor  to 
attain  by  dispensations  from  the  standard  and  canonical  educational 
requirements;  that  disappointment  has  caused  a  very  large  proportion  of 
their  numbers  either  to  discontinue  work,  or  to  abandon  their  ministry,  or 
to  become  subject  to  deposition.  Where  the  priesthood  has  been  attained 
in  this  way,  it  has  brought  with  it  usually  educational  loss.  For  these 
rensons,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Newark,  refuses  to 
recommend  to  the  Bishop  any  candidates  for  the  restricted  Diaconate. 
And  most  of  the  Bishops  heard  from,  look  upon  it  with  equal  disfavor,  as 
unpractical  and  a  failure.  Even  one  Bishop,  who  alone  mentions  two 
very  praiseworthy  instances,  expresses  himself  as  very  doubtful  of  the 
value  of  restricted  Deacons  generally.  The  preponderance  of  Episcopal 
opinion  regards  the  making  of  restricted  Deacons  as  the  spoiling  of  good 
Laymen  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  opening  of  an  uncanonicai  back  door 
into  the  priesthood  on  the  other. 

Tour  committee  liuwever  realizes,  as  some  few  of  the  Bishops  heard 
from  think,  that  good,  earnest,  reliable.  Godly  men  In  a  permanent  Diacon- 
ate, might  effect  grand  work  in  the  Church,  and  would  advise  the  encour- 
agement of  such  to  accept  the  sacred  order  of  Deacon,  upon  fulfilling  the 
regular  and  canonical  educational  requirements. 

The  committee,  after  full  consideration,  have  no  resolution  to  offer

P.  Newton  as  Examining 
Chaplains  for  Southern  Colorado. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  E.  J.  Harper,  Honorary  Canon 
of  the  Cathedral,  and  Rural  Dean  of  the  Deanery  of  Leadville.

The  Rev.  A.  L.  Williams  presented  and  read  the  following 
report : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF 

THE  CHUKCH. 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  Parochial  reports  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the 
Diocese.  On  the  whole,  they  are  lietter  and  more  complete  than  in  any 
previous  year,  but  tliere  is  yet  far  too.  much  laxity  on  the  part  of  some 
Rectors  in  uialcinK  out  their  reports,  especially  in  the  financial  part,  which 
ought  to  be  a  copy  of  the  Parish  Treasurer's  Easter  Monday  annual  bal- 
ance sheet.  If  they  would  take  the  time  and  pains  to  read  the  require- 
ments of  the  Report,  there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  making  a  suitable 
one  to  this  Council,  which  should  be  handed  in  to  the  Secretary'  weeks 
before  the  Councii  meets.  We  must  emphasize  tlie  necessity  of  making 
the  two  columns  of  receipts  and  disbursements  balance,  as  without  that  it 
is  impossible  for  us  to  more  than  guess  at  the  sums  they  represent 

We  wish  a^kin  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  the  fact  that  the 
Canon  of  this  Diocese  calls  for  Paro(*liiaI  Reports  from  Easter  Monday  to 
Easter  Monday,  and  not  up  to  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  as  has  been 
done  in  some  instances. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  seven  parishes  and  missions  liave  failed  to  send 
in  any  reports,  there  is  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  Communi- 
cants, Baptisms,  and  especially  Confirmations,  which  show  a  considerable 
increase  over  those  of  any  previous  year. 

We  point  with  pride  to  the  admission  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Highlands, 
and  the  Church  of  tlie  Ascension,  Salida,  into  union  with  this  Councii  as 
Parishes,  and  upon  the  Consecration  of  the  Church  of  the  former;  and 
upon  the  greatest  increase  to  the  Missionao'  force  of  the  Diocese  in  its 
history,  by  the  ordination  of  six  young  men  to  the  Diaoonate. 

The  condition  and  necessities  of  the  scattered  Church  people  in  the  dif- 
ferent liamlets  and  valleys  of  the  Diocese  have  bet^n  amply  considered  by 
a  special  Committee  l)efore  this  Council,  but  we  desire  to  call  their  atten- 
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tiou  to  the  grand  poosibilitfes  and  practicabilities  for  Chuix^  work  in  the 
suburbs  of  Denver;  such  as  can  be  found  in  Berkeley,  Flemuiing's  Grove, 
Swansea,  (where  the  Church  owns  six  lots,)  Petersburg  and  Argo;  the 
greatest  obstacle  in  the  way  of  pi-ogress  in  missionary  work,  the  expense 
of  travel,  not  existing  in  this  case.  We  need  not  emphasize  a  fact 
acknowledged  by  all,  that  the  Church  must  be  developed  and  strengthened 
by  every  iu«iaus  in  our  power,  in  such  great  centers  as  Denver,  Pueblo  and 
Colorado  Springs,  as  the  work  is  more  etfectualiy  accomplished,  and  when 
once  established  will  be  th'e  foundation  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  to 
the  iiioi-e  remote  and  thinly  settled  portions  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee's  work  has  been  greatly  lessened  through  the  kindness  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  he  having  tabulated  most  of  the  Reports 
before  ilie  meeting  of  the  Council. 

We  congratulate  the  Dlucese.  and  especially  the  Bishop  to  whom,  under 
God,  we  owe  the  most,  upon  the  increased  prosperity  over  former  years  in 
the  various  spiritual,  educational,  charitable  and  material  departments  of 
Church  work,  notwithstanding  the  financial  stringency  under  which  the 
state  has  been  laboring  during  the  past  year.  Let  us,  both  Clergy  and 
Laity,  return  to  our  homes  with  renewed  courage  inspired  by  our  increas- 
ing progress  from  year  to  year,  to  accomplish  more  in  the  year  to  come 
than  in  any  former  year,  for  Christ  and  His  Church.

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On  motion  of  the  Chancellor,  the  thanks  of  the  Council  were 
unanimously  voted  to  the  ladies  of  the  various  Parishes  of  the 
city  for  the  generous  entertainment  of  the  Council  in  furnishing 
lunches  and  serving  the  same,  to  the  great  pleasure  and  social 
success  of  the  Council. 

The  minutes  having  been  read  and  approved,  the  Bishop  made 
some  closing  remarks,  and  after  the  customary  prayers,  the 
Benediction  was  given  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Council  adjourn- 
ed sine  die,

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The  Bishop's  Annual  Address. 


My  Dear  Brethren  : 

Again  we  come  together  in  Annual  Council  to  renew  our 
intercourse  and  fellowship  one  with  another,  to  join  together  in 
worship,  to  take  account  of  what  has  been  accomplished,  and  to 
make  plans  and  devise  ways  and  means  for  future  operations. 
May  the  Holy  Spirit  be  with  us,  and  guide  us  in  our  consulta- 
tions. 

I  begin  this  address  as  usual,  by  referring  to  some  who  have 
been  taken  from  our  midst  since  we  last  met.  The  Rev.  Fred. 
F.  Davis,  who  was  present  at  our  last  Council  in  very  feeble 
health,  and  who  was  the  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Boulder  up  to  the 
middle  of  December,  at  that  time  left  for  his  home  in  London, 
Canada,  where  very  soon  after  he  departed  this  life.  He  was  a 
young  man  of  lovely  personal  character.  His  brief  ministry  at 
Boulder  was  very  fruitful.  He  seemed  to  be  speaking  to  his 
people  from  the  world  beyond..  Long  will  his  earnest  teachings 
be  remembered  for  good. 

Two  of  our  Bishops  have  been  taken  from  us.  Bishop  Beck- 
with  of  Georgia,  was  a  great  preacher,  and  a  most  fearless  cham- 
pion of  what  he  believed  as  the  truth.  In  the  House  of  Bishops 
in  1889,  he  was  especially  active  and  alive  to  what  he  deemed  to 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Church.  Not  from  old  age  did 
he  die,  but  from  the  cares  and  anxieties  and  constant  work  of 
his  most  laborious  Episcopate.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Bishop 
Paddock  of  Massachussetts,  so  lately  called  hence  to  the  rest 
that  follows  faithful  labors  in  the  Church.  He  was  a  most  con- 
scientious«  painstaking  and  hardworking  Bishop,  of  broad  sym- 
pathies, tolerent,  but  ever  ready  to  contend  earnestly  for  the 
faith  and  order  of  the  Church.  The  Church  has  grown  and 
prospered  greatly  during  the  period  of  his  Episcopate. 

With  the  exception  of  two  brief  visits  east,  one  in  October  to 
attend  the  Missionary  Council  and  Meeting  of  the  House  of 
Bishops  in  Pittsburg,  and   another  early   in  February  to  New 
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York,  to  attend  another  meeting  of  the  Bishops,  1  have  been 
constantly  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese.  I  have  visited 
every  place,  except  two  or  three  where  our  services  have  ever 
been  established,  and  some  new  fields,  as  the  Mancos  and  Monte- 
zuma valleys. 

While  it  is  enough  to  expect  a  visitation  of  the  Bishop  once 
in  the  year,  I  have  been  able  to  do  much  more  than  this  for 
many  places,  being  governed  herein  by  the  apparent  need. 
Fewer  visits  are  made  for  Confirmation  than  for  other  purposes; 
to  heal  difficulties,  to  overcome  obstacles,  to  arrange  for  services, 
to  secure  Church  support,  to  try  to  excite  interest  and  enthusiasm 
for  the  work.  Such  visits  are  necessary,  especially  for  the  keep- 
ing of  small  and  weak  Parishes  and  Missions  alive  and  supplied 
with  services.  Christian  men  who  know  the  importance  of  con- 
tinuity and  perseverence  in  order  to  succeed  in  any  business  or 
profession,  as  often  as  a  Rector  resigns,  begin  immediately  to 
say:  "let  us  close  the  church,  let  us  have  a  rest."  If  these  views 
are  heeded,  the  congregation  and  Sunday  School  are  scattered, 
the  agencies  of  work  cease  their  o{>erations,  the  people  fall  into 
the  fatal  habit  of  neglect  of  church  attendance  and  the  Holy  Sac- 
raments, if  they  do  not  become  absorbed  into  other  christian 
organizations.  To  begin  anew  in  such  a  place  is  often  much 
harder  than  if  nothing  had  been  done.  The  Canons  of  this 
Diocese  give  the  Bishop  the  power  to  say  "No,  you  can  not  close 
the  church."  The  Bishop  himself  must  exercise  the  rectorial 
powers,  personally  or  by  a  substitute.  In  two  of  such  cases  the 
past  year,  I  have  sent  clergymen  as  stated  supply,  with  excellent 
results.  The  people  have  rallied  to  their  support,  and  the  work 
has  gone  on  uninteruptedly  and  with  success.  In  one  or  two 
other  cases,  I  have  hesitated,  partly  from  not  being  quite  sure  that 
I  had  the  right  man  to  send,  and  partly  from  doubt  as  to  the 
results.  I  am  well  aware  that  you  must  expect  me  to  carry  out 
and  execute  the  canons  you  have  made,  and  with  your  co-opera- 
tion, I  must  endeavor  henceforth  more  faithfully  to  act  upon  the 
law,  in  providing  for  the  supply  of  vacancies.  I  wish  the  persons 
who  act  chronically  as  obstructives,  would  consider  the  terrible 
responsibility  they  take.  Without  a  thought  of  the  wrong  they 
do,  they  are  depriving  of  the  Gospel  of  life,  many  who  want  and 
have  a  right  to  their  Church  privileges.  They  are  taking  the 
Bread  of  God  out  of  the  children's  mouths.  They  are  fighting 
against  (lod.     They  are  resisting,  trying  to  frustrate  the  work  of 
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Christ.      They  are  sinning  grievously  against  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Their  presumption  and  their  sin  are  equal. 

The  number  confirmed  has  been  considerably  larger  than  in 
any  past  year.  There  have  been  fifty-nine  occasions  of  Confirma- 
tion, and  the  number  was  344,  as  follows  :  in  Denver,  Cathedral, 
51  ;  Trinity  Memorial,  20  :  St.  Mark's,  24  ;  Emmanuel  16 ;  All 
Saints',  2;  St.  Paul's,  Highlands,  4;  St.  Luke's,  Montclair,  (Jarvis 
Hall)  4;  Wolfe  Hall,  18;  (Total  in  Denver  139.)

1  have  preached  133  times  and  made  addresses  125  times,  have 
baptized  26  infants  and  5  adults,  outside  of  Parishes,  have  offic- 
iated at  eleven  marriages  and  at  two  burials,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  68  times.  The  Corner  Stone  of  All  Saints' 
Church  at  Denver  was  laid  on  June  3,  and  of  St.  Luke's,  Mont- 
clair on  June  nth,  and  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  on  Thursday, 
Sept.  25.  St.  Paul's  Church,  Highlands,  Denver,  was  consecrat- 
ed on  Trinity  Sunday,  May  24. 

I  have  given  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  At  well  to  be  Bishop  of  West  Missouri,  and  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Jackson,  to  be  Assistant  Bishop  of  Alabama. 

Sixteen  Communicants  have  been  licensed  as  lay  readers,  to 
serve  until  St.  Andrew's  Day.  Two  Parishes  have  been  organiz- 
ed, St.  Paul's,  Highlands,  and  the  Ascension,  Salida,  and  are  in 
Union  with  the  Diocesan  Council. 

On  Friday  Sept.  19th,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Pueblo,  I 
advanced  the  Rev.  Amos  Watkins  to  the  Priesthood,  and  on 
Wednesday,  June  3d,  made  Deacons,  Frank  S.  Spalding,  Freder- 
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ick  F.    Kramer,   Hiram    Bullis,  John    Harrington,  William  S. 
Bishop  and  William  O.  Cone. 

The  meetings  of  various  bodies  attended,  Vestries,  Chapters, 
Guilds,  etc.,  number  more  than  fifty.

I  proceed  now  to  review  the  work  of  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  will  show  the  progress 
of  the  Schools.  Wolfe  Hall  was  nearly  full  the  first  term,  but 
an  unfortunate  impression  that  no  more  pupils  could  be  taken, 
kept  away  some  who  might  have  been  received;  otherwise  it 
would  doubtless  have  been  entirely  full  during  the  whole  year. 
Jarvis  Hall  was  enlarged  last  summer,  to  double  its  former  capac- 
ity, at  a  cost  of  $35,000.  Six  Jarvis  Hall  lots  near  Wolfe  Hall 
were  sold  for  $15,000,  and  the  debt  upon  the  school  was  in- 
creased by  $20,000,  so  that  it  is  now  $40,000.  The  School  has 
lots  worth  considerably  more  than  this,  which  will  some  day  be 
saleable. 

The  Wolfe  Hall  debt  has  been  increased  since  we  left  the  old 
building  on  Champa  street,  beyond  what  it  ought  to  have  been, 
by  $12,162.18.  This  sum  is  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  rent 
.for  the  Brinker  Institute,  $2,100;  insurance,  $2,000;  taxes, 
$1,562.18.  and  interest,  $9,500 — $15,162.18,  less  $3,000  paid  by 
the  school.  The  school  should  have  paid  all  the  above  out  of 
its  earnings,  as  there  was  no  other  resource.  The  above  $3,000 
is  all  that  it  has  paid  to  the  Chapter  during  the  past  eight  years, 
except  the  cost  of  the  sewer  connection  year  before  last,  and 
of  some  repairs  and  other  improvements.  Thus  we  have  run 
behind  over  $4,000  annually.  At  this  rate  it  would  require  no 
prophet  to  foretell  how  soon  we  should  be  sold  out,  and  lose 
our  beautiful  school  altogether. 
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The  Chapter  early  this  year  resolved  to  put  into  effect  a  plan 
often  talked  of  and  long  believed  to  be  necessary,  a  plan  such 
as  is  universally  in  use  in  schools  and  colleges  that  have  become 
larger  than  mere  family  institutions,  of  putting  the  business  of 
the  two  schools,  comprising  the  College  of  St,  John  the  Evan- 
gelist, under  a  business  man,  to  whom  we  give  the  title  of  War- 
den. There  can  be  little  doubt  that  at  least  twenty-five  per 
cent,  can  be  saved  on  purchases  made  in  a  business  way,  that  is 
at  wholesale  rates  and  not  at  retail  in  small  quantities,  as  here- 
tofore. As  the  gross  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  two 
schools  already  aggregate  $70,000  a  year,  every  business  man  can 
see  how  necessary  it  is,  in  order  to  save  Wolfe  Hall,  to  put 
the  new  plan  into  immediate  execution.  But  the  Principal  was 
unwilling  to  try  the  plan,  involving,  as  it  did,  her  giving  up  the 
control  of  the  finances  (the  collecting,  the  paying  of  bills,  the 
book-keeping,  etc.).  Hence  her  resignation,  which  was  for  no 
other  reason  than  her  antagonism  to  the  plan  of  separating 
finance  from  education  that  had  been  adopted  by  the  Chapter. 

There  is  no  desire  of  making  money  out  of  the  Institution 
except  for  its  own  purposes  and  needs.  Every  dollar  earned 
must  necessarily  go  to  meet  expenses,  to  pay  for  free  or  partially 
free  pupils  and  to  improve  the  standard  of  education.  Every 
possible  effort  will  be  made  to  elevate  the  moral  and  religious 
tone  and  to  better  the  government  and  discipline.  The  change 
will  enable  us  to  make  a  great  advance  in  all  respects,  so  that 
the  educational  advantages  offered  shall  be  very  much  greater 
than  they  have  been  in  the  past.  Steadily  from  the  beginning 
the  school  has  been  gaining  ground.  It  was  a  prosperous  insti- 
tution over  twenty  years  ago,  under  its  great  founder.  Bishop 
Randall.  From  1876  to  1881  it  was  very  flourishing,  under 
Mrs.  Anna  Palmer  as  Principal,  with  its  forty  to  fifty  boarding 
and  fifty  to  sixty  day  pupils  in  some  of  these  years,  and  when  its 
net  earnings  of  about  $3,000  a  year  enabled  us  to  make  enlarge- 
ments costing  over  $20,000.  Since  1883  *^  ^^s  grown  with  the 
growth  of  the  city,  but  there  is  still  room  and  need  for  further 
advance. 

We  have  secured  a  lady  Principal  of  very  superior  qualifica- 
tions, such  as  are  demanded  by  the  growth  of  Denver  and  the 
State,  and  the  states  about  us.  Miss  Lydia  Mitchell  Dame,  who 
has  been  chosen,  is  a  native  of  Massachusetts,  and  a  graduate  of 
Boston  University,  class  of  1880,  and  also  a  post  graduate,  with 
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the  degree  of  A.  M.,  given  on  examination.  She  has  been  sev- 
era!  years  practically  the  Principal  of  Mrs.  Somers*  School  for 
young  ladies  in  Washington,  D.  C,  the  best  school  in  that  city, 
and  one  which  has  a  national  reputation,  and  has,  since  her 
graduation,  given  all  her  time  to  school  work,  except  that  spent 
in  foreign  travel.  She  has  had  a  remarkable  record  as  a  teacher 
and  administrator.  She  is  recommended  by  Mrs.  Somers  and 
other  distinguished  educators,  by  her  Rector  Dr.  Harding,  by 
her  Bishop,  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  and  by  the  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  Miss  Dame  is  a 
communicant  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  Washington,  and  is  a 
devout  church  woman. 

It  is  proposed  to  bring  all  the  departments,  some  of  which 
have  been  defective,  up  to  the  very  highest  degree  of  excellence 
and  effectiveness. 

Appropriate  action  was  taken  by  the  Chapter  in  view  of  the 
past  services  of  the  retiring  principal,  for  whom  there  was  enter- 
tained the  best  wishes  for  her  future  prosperity,  health  and  hap- 
piness. After  her  resignation  had  been  accepted  and  upon  her 
offer  to  do  all  in  her  power  to  promote  the  prosperity  and 
increase  of  the  school,  agreeably  to  her  expressed  wish  it  was 
resolved  to  retain  her  name  in  this  year's  catalogue  as  Honorary 
Principal.     Most  of  the  old  teachers  remain  with  us. 

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw,  having  shown  special  fitness  for 
such  duties  in  connection  with  Jarvis  Hall,  has  been  elected 
Warden  of  St.  John's  College,  or  of  the  two  schools.  He  will 
have  charge,  under  the  Chapter,  of  the  business  management  of 
both.  He  will  be  pastor  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Montclair,  and 
will,  under  the  appointment  and  direction  of  the  Bishop,  per- 
form such  religious  duties  as  the  schools  may  require.  But  the 
schools  themselves  will  go  on  as  heretofore  ;  Jarvis  Hall  under 
the  educational  management  of  the  Head  Master,  and  Wolfe 
Hall  under  that  of  the  lady  Principal,  who  will  have  respect- 
ively sole  charge  of  the  education  and  the  home-life  of  the 
schools.  The  head  master  of  Jarvis  Hall  is  Mr.  Amos  Cogswell 
Lyford,  A.  M.,  Dartmouth,  who  had  long  experience  at  Cheshire 
Episcopal  Academy,  Connecticut,  and  has  proved  his  ability 
with  us  the  past  year. 

We  ask  your  confidence  and  your  patronage. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital 
is  of  great  interest.    The  new  Hospital  on  Pearl  street,  rapidly 
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approaching  completion,  will  have  cost  some  $30,000,  more  than 
was  expected.  Something  over  $45,000  has  been  raised  in  cash 
subscriptions.  The  hospital  will  be  admirably  adapted  to  its 
purposes  and  an  institution  of  which  we  may  all  feel  proud.  To 
one  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  Managers  we  are  indebted 
for  obtaining  the  subscriptions  and  for  carrying  forward  the 
work  pending  the  making  of  a  loan.  A  word  of  credit  is  here 
due  to  Mr.  H.  C.  Brown,  for  a  quit  claim  deed  to  the  whole  half 
block,  which  is  the  hospital  site,  in  some  small  fractions  of  which 
he  had  claimed  interest  under  the  old  Boyd  Survey,  thus 
removing  a  cloud  from  our  title.  The  Ladies*  Auxiliary  to  the 
Board  are  ever  the  efficient  managers,  and  deserve  the  confi- 
dence and  help  of  the  Diocese.  The  ladies  have  raised  some 
$4,500  in  sums  of  $100.00  and  of  $35.00  for  furnishing  rooms 
and  beds.     Further  aid  for  furnishing  will  be  very  acceptable. 

In  Denver  some  good  progress  has  been  made.  The  old  All 
Saints'  Church  and  lots  were  sold  and  a  new  All  Saints'  Church 
built  in  a  better  location,  corner  of  Gray  street  and  Fairview 
avenue.  We  held  the  first  service  in  the  new  church  September 
14th,  being  the  15th  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Soon  after,  Mr. 
Singsen,  broken  down  by  the  responsibilities  of  the  debts  he 
had  incurred,  resigned.  Since  then  we  have  had  lay  reading, 
with  a  Clergyman  only  occasionally.  The  congregations  and  the 
interest  generally  have  considerably  declined.  The  cost  was 
much  greater  than  consent  had  been  given  for,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  debt  can  be  provided  for.  $9,000  had  to  be  borrowed 
at  6}4  per  cent.,  for  five  years.  Outside  of  this,  there  is  a  floating 
debt.  St.  Paul's,  Highlands,  was  vacant  for  some  time,  the  Rev. 
H.  Digby  Johnson  having  resigned  in  July.  The  services  were 
kept  up  by  lay  reading.  The  Rev.  A.  L.  Williams,  having  been 
appointed  to  the  vacancy,  took  charge  on  the  third  Sunday  in 
Advent.  He  has  paid  off  the  floating  debt,  organized  the 
Mission  into  a  Parish,  and  presented  the  church  for  Consecration. 
With  this  Church  and  Parish  must  ever  be  associated  the  name 
of  its  founder.  Rev.  H.  Digby  Johnston.  The  Bishop  gave  the 
ground  and  $1,500  toward  the  building  fund. 

The  new  St.  Mark's  Church  was  opened  for  services  the  7th  of 
December,  being  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent.  Great  success 
has  attended  the  labors  of  the  Rector,  supported  as  he  has  been 
by  a  loyal  and  faithful  people.  The  pews  are  nearly  all  rented, 
and  the  Church  is  filled  on  Sundays.     Though  there  is  a  large 
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debt,  it  can  be  carried  until  paid,  for  nothing  is  impossible  to  a 
congregation  so  united  and  strong  in  faith  and  good  works. 

Emmanuel  has  not  been  able  to  sell,  and  consequently  could 
not  yet  rebuild.  It  is  a  very  necessary  thing,  if  the  Mission  is  to 
be  effectually  maintained,  because  of  the  removal  of  the  Church 
people  far  South  from  the  present  Church.  Trinity  Memorial  was 
also  expecting  to  rebuild  in  a  more  eligible  situation.  Lots  on 
the  corner  of  Ogden  and  24th  streets  were  secured  with  this  in 
view,  and  a  payment  made.  But  the  first  payment  has  not  been 
refunded,  and  default  has  been  made  on  a  subsequent  payment 
and  on  the  taxes,  and  there  are  yet  two  further  payments  to  be 
made.  No  one  individual  can  carry  all  the  responsibilities 
herein. 

On  June  nth  (Wednesday)  the  corner  stone  of  St.  Luke's, 
Montclair,  was  laid  with  the  usual  appropriate  ceremonies. 
This  beautiful  Church  was  so  far  completed  that  the  first  service 
could  be  held  therein  on  St.  Luke's  Day.  The  cost  was 
about  Si 0,000,  and  the  mortgage  debt  is  $4,000.  Besides 
serving  as  the  School  Chapel  on  Sundays,  a  good  congregation 
is  being  gathered,  and  much  interest  is  manifested  by  the  people 
of  the  neighborhood  and  the  country  about.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  a  good  Parish  can  be  built  up  from  this  centre. 

The  Chaplain  of  Wolfe  Hall  opened  a  Sunday  School  in  a 
rented  store  a  little  beyond  Wyman's  Addition  last  Autumn. 
At  the  very  first  the  attendance  of  children  and  adults  was  so 
large  as  to  fill  the  place.  A  sufficient  number  of  persons  offered 
their  services  as  teachers.  I  had  personally  organized  the  Ladies' 
Guild  on  Friday  June  20th,  they  being  eager  for  work  in  view  of 
building  a  church.  Plans  for  the  church  were  obtained,  and 
some  $6,000  were  subscribed.  A  beginning  would  have  been 
made  in  December  but  for  the  stringency  in  monetary  affairs. 
There  were  found  to  be  fifty  or  more  famflies  of  our  people,  or 
who  would  join  us,  presenting  unusually  strong  encouragements. 
But  the  Chaplain  having  determined  to  leave  the  city,closed  the 
Mission  some  three  weeks  since.  The  rent  was  paid  to  June 
ist.  It  is  the  intention  to  re-open  it  immediately.  The  church 
building  will  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  the  new  man,  Mr. 
Bishop,  who  had  already  been  engaged,  shall  have  gotten  the 
work  well  in  hand.  Thus,  God  helping  us,  we  will  build  up  an 
important  Parish. 
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South  Denver  is  the  next  if  not  the  most  important  field  as 
yet  unoccupied.  It  is  said  that  a  liberal  Churchman  will  soon 
build  at  his  own  cost,  a  Church,  Rectory  and  Parish  House,  all 
costing  some  $50,000,  for  one  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  not 
now  in  Denver,  on  the  corner  of  South  Fifteenth  Street  and 
Second  avenue.  This  location  is  19  blocks  from  the  new  site  for 
Emmanuel,  corner  of  12th  Avenue  and  South  Tenth  street,  and 
it  is  12  blocks  from  St.  Mark's.  Another  location  almost  as 
good,  is  on  the  corner  of  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia  streets,  some 
15  blocks  further  South  and  East.  Any  one  who  would  build 
and  occupy  here,  might  build  also  and  work  a  Mission  in  Flem- 
ing's addition,  on  the  north-east  comer  of  Block  3.  If  these 
two  were  not  enough,  he  might  build  again  on  the  south-east 
corner  of  Block  one  in  Rosedale,  on  Broadway.  These  several 
locations  are  in  our  possession  and  ready  for  such  use.  It  is 
surely  high  time  that  all  this  ground  were  occupied,  as  well  as 
Berkley,  Provident  Park  and  Swansea,  in  the  opposite  direction. 
Oh  !  that  our  laymen  would  come  up  to  some  appreciation  of 
what  they  could  do  for  Christ  and  the  Church,  by  wise  expedi- 
ture  in  Church  Building  under  the  Bishop's  direction  !  How 
much  good  they  might  do.  How  they  might  win  for  themselves 
a  name  that  would  be  worth  infinitely  more  than  could  come 
from  any  earthly  dignities  !  Shall  we  not  soon  learn  the  responsi- 
bilities of  wealth,  and  the  necessity  of  making  the  best  use  of  it, 
not  for  ourselves  only,  but  for  God's  glory  and  the  Church's 
advancement,  through  our  great  Schools  and  our  charitable  and 
Missionary  operations  ? 

The  Cathedral  is  doing  its  strong  and  great  work  in  the  centre. 
It  is  coming  up  more  and  more  to  the  responsibilities  of  its 
place  and  relations.  Its  people  need  to  be  taught  more  and 
more  the  duty  and  privilege  of  helping  others,  with  whom  is  as 
yet  the  day  of  small  things.  To  the  members  of  the  Cathedral 
congregation,  we  must  look  to  help  on  our  Schools,  Hospital 
and  Missions,  with  earnest  work  and  generous  benefactions. 
The  Dean  is  abroad  on  a  long  and  well  earned  vacation  and  rest. 

Outside  of  Denver,  there  have  been  many  changes.  Littleton 
is  almost  a  suburb  of  Denver.  The  Rev.  F.  Byrne,  resigned  this 
part  of  his  field  at  Easter,  and  moved  to  Denver,  to  help  as  he 
might  be  able,  in  the  Cathedral,  and  in  the  churches  of  the 
vicinity.  He  continues  to  be  Missionary  of  West  Plum  Creek, 
Castle  Rock  and  Sedalia.     Lay  services  have  been  held  with 
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good  congregations  at  Littleton.     A  clergyman,  Rev.  John  Har- 
rington, is  to  be  put  in  charge  next  Sunday. 

Golden  was  served  by  the  Rev.  E.  J.  Harper  until  the  first  of 
August,  when  he  was  asked  to  go  to  Leadville.  The  Rev.  A.  VV. 
Higby  took  his  place  until  October  ist,  and  then  assumed  charge 
of  Christ  Church,  Bald  Mountain,  and  St.  Paul's,  Central 
City,  the  former  of  which  had  been  served  for  several  months  by 
James  Sheerin,  candidate  and  lay  reader.  The  Rev.  VVm.  G. 
Coote  was  working  at  (Jreeley  until  in  the  autumn  he  took  sick 
of  typhoid  fever.  In  November,  he  was  brought  to  St,  Luke's 
Hospital,  where  he  remained  until  able  to  take  up  work  in 
Calvary  Church.  Golden,  on  March  ist,  when  the  Rev.  Frank  VV. 
Henry  was  appointed  to  the  charge  of  Greeley. 

The  Rev.  F.  F.  Davis  worked  on  at  Boulder,  until  the  third 
week  in  Advent.  Since  his  departure  and  death,  the  Parish  has 
been  vacant,  except  as  it  could  be  served  by  lay  reading  (in 
Lent),  and  occasionally  by  the  Bishop  and  by  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Worthington.  This  most  excellent  Presbyter  having  paid  off 
the  debt  on  St.  Stephen's,  Longmont,  and  had  it  consecrated, 
and  having  placed  in  my  hands  $510.00  raised  by  him  for  a 
Rectory,  resigned,  against  the  unanimous  wish  of  his  Bishop  and 
people,  and  has  gone  East  to  visit  his  parents,  and  then  to  seek 
another  Parish.  It  is  to  be  hoped  he  may  return  to  Colorado 
after  a  much  needed  rest.  The  Rev.  Fred  Kramer  goes  to 
Boulder  at  once. 

Ft.  Collins  became  vacant  the  last  week  in  July,  by  the  resig- 
nation and  departure  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Protheroe  to  Ouray.  Rev. 
Thomas  Bakes  was  appointed  in  his  place  the  first  of  September, 
and  is  having  excellent  success.  The  work  in  Clear  Creek  Coun- 
ty, at  Idaho  Springs  and  Georgetown,  was  taken  up  the  first  of 
September  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Rice,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Edgar  having 
two  months  before  resigned,  and  lay  services  having  been  held 
at  Idaho  during  the  summer.  Mr.  Rice  resigned  and  went  East 
in  February,  and  .soon  after  abandoned  the  Ministry,  having 
ceased  to  believe  some  of  the  doctrines  of  Christianity  as  held 
in  the  Catholic  Church  of  Christ.  Recently  all  efforts  failing  to 
bring  him  to  study  the  other  side  and  inform  himself  as  to  what 
is  Catholic  doctrine,  for  of  this  he  was  ignorant,  he  was  deposed 
from  the  Ministry,  leaving  behind  him,  it  is  to  be  feared,  some 
•.  seeds  of  error  he  has  planted  among  us  to  ripen  into  fruits  of  evil. 
There  is  much  lax  belief,  or  unbelief  coming  into  the  Church  at

the  present  time.  May  the  Spirit  of  Christ  guide  us  into,  and 
keep  US  firm  in,  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  raise  up  true  and 
bold  defenders  of  the  Faith. 

In  the  Pueblo  Deanery,  the  work  has  gone  on  uninteruptedly 
at  Colorado  Springs,  Manitou,  Colorado  City  by  lay  reading, 
under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weills,  at  Canon  City,  Alamosa,  Trinidad, 
South  Pueblo,  Las  Animas  and  La  Junta.  The  two  latter  places 
have  now  become  vacant,  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Watkins, 
having  been  called  to  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Peter's  Parish, 
Pueblo.  A  Chapel  has  been  built  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Newton  at 
Bessemer,  where  a  lay  reader  has  been  assisting  him.  This 
Chapel  is  very  ingeniously  constructed.  It  has  three  divisions, 
all  separable  by  sliding  doors.  One  is  the  Sanctuary  and  Choir, 
next  the  Audience  room,  then  the  reading  room,  and  behind  this 
there  is  a  kitchen  and  a  sleeping  room,  with  a  lean-to  roof  back 
of  the  main  building.  The  cost  was  about  $2,500  on  which  there 
remain  debts  of  some  S800.  A  Deacon,  Rev.  Wm.  O.  Cone,  is  to 
assist  here  from  next  Sunday.  Mr.  Hinkle  has  paid  off  more 
than  one-half  of  the  debt  on  Trinidad  Church  and  Rectory, 
reducing  it  to  less  than  $1,000.  In  St.  Peter's,  Pueblo,  there  has 
been  serious  trouble,  resulting  in  a  large  secession  from  the 
Parish,  and  the  establishing  of  a  new  Mission,  the  Mission  of 
the  Ascension,  with  the  late  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  in  charge.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  what  is  in  itself  a  great  evil  and  much  to  be 
deplored,  may  be  over-ruled  and  made  to  work  for  good. 

In  the  Leadville  Deanery  no  change  of  Clergy  has  occured  in 
the  upper  San  Luis  Valley,  Sedalia  and  Aspen.  At  Buena  Vista, 
a  candidate  for  Holy  orders  officiated  as  lay  reader  for  the  three 
summer  months,  doing  most  effective  service.  It  is  a  great  pity 
there  is  not  the  courage  and  the  ability  to  keep  up  services  by  a 
resident  Clergyman  or  by  uniting  this  with  some  other  places,  as 
Breckenridge  and  the  South  Park.  At  Breckenridge,  since 
visits  by  myself  and  one  of  my  Clergy  last  summer,  there  has 
been  continuous  lay  reading.  It  is  planned  now  to  complete 
the  building  that  stands  on  the  Chiirch  lots,  that  it  may  serve  as 
a  Guild  Hall,  and  place  for  Sunday  School  or  lay  service.  The 
Rector  of  Leadville  visits  here  occasionally.  The  Chaplain  of 
Wolfe  Hall  officiated  at  my  request,  at  Leadville,  for  the  month 
following  the  last  Council,  preparing  the  way  for  the  Rev.Mr.  Har- 
per, who  has  succeeded  apparently,  in  harmonizing  all  the  various* 
elements.      At  Piaster,  an  excellent  Vestry  was  elected,  and  the 
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work  goes  on  prosperously,  choir  troubles  being  the  only  troub- 
les there  are  to  be  encountered.  These  are  now  in  the  way  of 
being  happily  surmounted. 

The  Rector  of  Aspen  has  built  St.  John's  Chapel,  East  Aspen, 
a  movement  favored  and  promoted  by  his  predecessors.  It 
cost  $1,200.  The  congregations  at  the  one  Sunday  service 
completely  fill  the  Church.  The  Sunday  School  numbers  150. 
This  is  an  example  that  might  well  be  followed  with  like  success 
in  nearly  all  of  our  larger  towns.  We  all  ought  to  be  more  wide 
awake  to  the  importance  of  improving  the  opportunities  of 
Church  extension  in  our  neighborhoods.  At  Glenwood  Springs 
few  services  have  been  held  besides  those  of  the  Bishop  on  two 
or  three  different  visits.  The  business  stagnation  and  lack  of 
money  seem  to  make  a  forward  movement  impossible  here  for 
the  present. 

The  beautiful  stone  Church  at  Meeker  has  been  completed. 
It  was  opened  by  the  Bishop  and  Missionary  for  services  on 
Oct.  1 2th,  being  the  19th  Sunday  after  Trinity.  A  grand  work 
has  been  done  for  the  Church  at  Meeker,  the  good  effects  of 
which  have  extended  far  and  wide,  in  Rio  Blanco  and  Routt 
Counties.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Williams  was  compelled  on  account  of 
the  state  of  his  wife's  health  to  resign  the  Mission  in  the  second 
week  in  Advent.  The  Rev.  Maurice  Britton  of  Canada  was  in 
charge  during  part  of  February,  March  and  part  of  April,  but 
being  an  invalid  and  not  acclimated,  could  accomplish  very  little. 
I  have  appointed  one  of  the  seven  men  from  the  General  Semin- 
ary, Mr.  Rich,  to  this  charge,  who  expects  to  enter  upon  his 
duties  about  the  third  Sunday  in  June.  He  is  the  son  of  one  of 
my  class-mates  in  the  Seminary  1854-7.  How  rapidly  time 
passes,  and  how  in  our  sons,  we  renew  our  youth  !  I  trust  we 
may  soon  be  able  to  take  up  work  on  the  Bear  and  Yampa  rivers. 

Coming  now  to  the  Gunnison  Deanery,  at  Gunnison  there  is 
as  yet  no  recovery  from  the  long  depression.  The  Bishop  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Ohl  have  each  visited  and  held  services.  A  bequest  of 
$1,000  for  the  Good  Samaritan  Church  here,  was  made  by  a  lady 
in  Providence,  R.  I.,  who  had  in  her  life  time  given  a  small 
memorial  window.  It  was  paid  over  to  our  Warden,  Mr.  J.  S. 
Lawrence,  who  used  $205  of  it  to  pay  a  debt  on  the  Church  lots, 
putting  the  balance  at  interest,  to  accumulate'  till  tht|  revival  of 
prosperity  shall  make  it  desirable  to  finish  the  interior  of  the 
Church  and  seat  and  furnish  it. 
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At  Pitkin  I  found  a  few  Comnunicants,  and  had  excellent 
bongregations  at  my  one  visit.  There  is  a  decided  revival  at 
Lake  City.  After  many  years,  as  the  result  of  several  visits  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Ohl,  one  by  the  Rev.  H.  Dun  lop  and  two  by  the 
Bishop,  St.  James'  Mission  has  been  reorganized.  The  Woman's 
Guild  is  in  active  operation,  and  I  have  arranged  that  Mr. 
Grimes,  one  of  our  candidates,  shall  officiate  there  as  lay  reader 
during  his  summer  vacation. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ostenson  has  been  working  diligently  at  Grand 
Junction  and  Montrose  At  the  former,  the  plans  for  building  a 
church  are  taking  shape,  and  will,  it  is  expected,  soon  be  con- 
summated. Rev.  Mr.  Protheroe  assumed  charge  of  Ouray  in 
July,  and  has  been  working  faithfully  and  successfully.  He  has 
held  services  at  the  new  town  of  Ridgeway,  and  is  to  visit 
Ironton  and  Red  Mountain  as  he  may  be  able. 

Crossing  the  Mountains  to  Silverton,  I  held  service  there  in 
August,  finding  a  few  communicants,  and  as  usual  in  such  places^ 
baptizing  some  children.  The  Church  fund  at  Silverton  raised 
several  years  ago  by  Mrs.  Swete,  Mrs.  Dr.  Robert  Brown  and 
others,  is  still  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Robin,  who  pays  twelve 
per  cent,  for  it.  By  his  report  of  October  last,  it  amounts  to 
$644.24  and  interest  since  November.  The  Trustees  of  the  fund, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Crooke  and  Mr.  Theodore  Swartz  have  moved  away, 
the  former  to  Ouray  and  the  latter  to  Denver.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  the  fund  should  be  turned  over  to  the  Cathedral 
Chapter,  the  Incorporated  Board  of  Trusts  for  the  Diocese  and 
its  Parishes  and  Missions.  Doubtless  all  who  had  any  hand 
in  raising  the  money  will  sign  a  petition  tu  that  end,  as  those 
most  concerned  in  it  propose  to  do. 

From  Rockwood  I  went  again  to  Rico,  where  I  spei|t  a  Sunday. 
Some  12  persons  received  the  Holy  Communion.  Eight  child- 
ren were  baptised.  The  leading  Christian  workers  ^i  the  place 
are  nearly  all  members  of  our  Church.  It  is  a  great  pity  we 
have  not  the  means  to  keep  a  Clergyman  here.  The  impression 
made  by  our  services  in  1879-80  was  lasting  though  most  of  the 
people  then  residents,  have  moved  away.  The  railroad  will 
soon  bring  the  place  into  close  connection  with  the  outside 
world,  helping  It  as  a  mining,  but  possibly  injuring  it  as  a 
residence  town. 

At  Durango  I  spent  two  successive  Sundays.  Here  we  have 
been   particularly  unfortunate.    The   Rev.   Mr.  Gates  seemed 
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when  I  was  there  in  August,  to  bid  fair  to  be  successful  in  build- 
ing a  Rectory,  and  then  a  Church.  He  was  apparently  doing 
well,  and  giving  good  satisfaction.  He  was  under  a  pledge  to 
me  to  remain  and  complete  his  undertaking.  But  a  little  later 
he  found  his  health  declining,  and  suddenly  resigned  and  left. 
The  result  was  paralysis  of  all  effort.  Later  the  Vestry  decided 
to  have  no  Rector  but  an  unmarried  man,  and  before  calling 
any  one,  to  build  the  Church,  for  which  some  funds  sent  in  from 
various  sources  after  the  fire,  the  Insurance  money,  and  subscrip- 
tions in  the  place,  all  aggregating  about  $4,000,  were  in  hand  or 
in  prospect.  But  the  Church  is  not  yet  built.  Building 
Churches  and  paying  Church  debts  are  not  common  without  a 
Rector  in  charge  to  lead  and  urge  on  the  work.  I  send  Mr. 
Bullis,  one  of  the  seven  from  the  Seminary  to  take  charge  next 
Sunday.  Already  there  is  a  feeling  of  hopefulness.  Everybody 
is  now  encouraged  to  believe  that  something  will  at  length  be 
done. 

From  Durango  we  visited  and  held  services  at  Mancos«  in  the 
Mancos,  and  at  Cortez,  in  the  great  Montezuma  Valley,  and  saw 
various  remains  and  ruins  of  the  prehistoric  race  that  must  have 
made  all  this  region  of  country  populous.  There  is  here  a  very 
interesting  field  for  Missionary  work  in  the  future. 

As  I  go  about  through  the  whole  Diocese,  observing  carefully 
the  work  of  Clergy  and  Laity,  I  can  see  its  defects,  and  I  am 
prompted  to  make  a  very  few  suggestions  which  I  am  sure  will 
be  kindly  taken.  If  heeded  they  will  be  profitable.  First  there 
is  need  of  more  earnestness,  thoroughness  and  system  in  work. 
How  many  of  the  Clergy  pray  specifically  and  regularly  for  each 
of  the  members  of  their  flocks,  the  good  and  the  bad,  the  loyal 
and  the  disloyal,  the  obedient  and  the  wayward?  Earnest  prayer 
for  them  would  bring  blessings,  and  would  determine  pastoral 
conduct  in  dealing  with  these  different  classes  in  our  Congrega- 
tions. It  would  lead  to  a  higher  sense  of  responsibility  for  the 
souls  over  whom  we  are  placed  as  overseers.  It  would  conduce  to 
longer  pastorates,  the  one  thing  needed  for  any  great  success. 
We  cannot  but  see  the  immense  influence  a  Clergyman  gains  in 
a  place  from  long  residence.  There  are  among  us  conspicuous 
examples  which  I  need  not  name.  Every  Rector  has  his  diffi- 
culties and  troubles.  At  times  he  is  tempted  to  seek  other  fields. 
Resisting  this  restless,  impatient  feeling,  it  generally,  after  a  little 
time,  passes  away.     Harder  work  produces  the  usual  content-

ment.  The  Clergy  who  are  frequently  on  the  move,  seldom  im- 
prove their  circumstances  by  moving.  Better  hold  on  in  "the 
low  place'*  amidst  all  discouragements,  and  make  your  mark 
there.  Then  there  can  be  no  doubt  about  your  future.  It  will 
be  said  to  you  in  God's  time,  "go  up  higher." 

It  is  to  be  feared  that  the  old  regularity,  system  and  purpose 
in  pastoral  visiting  have  largely  ceased,  involving  great  loss  of 
efficiency  and  success  in  our  work.  Mere  social  visits  are  of 
little  value  except  as  showing  an  interest  in,  and  becoming 
acquainted  with,  the  people.  Pastorial  visiting  should  be  with  an 
object  It  should  be  studied  and  prepared  for  and  done  with 
much  thought  and  prayer.  Love  of  the  people,  sympathy  with 
the  people,  deep  interest  in  the  people,  are  indispensible  to  suc- 
cess in  dealing  with  the  people  and  presenting  Christianity  to 
them  for  the  direction  of  their  lives.  You  get  the  co-operation 
of  earnest  laymen  who  have  come  to  have  confidence  in  you  and 
love  you.  They  will  do  anything  in  their  power  that  you  ask  of 
them,  you  going  before  them  and  leading  them  on  in  the  work. 

I  notice  some  serious  defects  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  They 
are  what  we  make  them,  good,  bad  or  indifferent.  The  Rector 
must  be  the  real  head,  must  determine  the  instruction,  must 
teach  the  teachers,  must  stamp  his  impress,  must  make  the 
school  what  it  ought  to  be.  Ordinarily  there  is  not  enthusiasm 
enough,  not  interest  enough.  A  "dead  and  alive"  sort  of  Sunday 
School  or  Congregation  is  of  little  value.  Animation  is  necessary. 
Life  begets  life.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  with  many  Clergy, 
the  knowledge  how  to  make  use  of  the  great  festivals  of  the 
Church  in  promoting  lively  interest,  and  imparting  and  impress- 
ing Catholic  Truth.  I  have  observed  that  very  few  make  much 
of  Easter  with  the  children.  When  it  is  past,  they  scarcely  re- 
member it.  It  has  no  part  in  their  lives.  I  know  from  my  own 
experience  and  that  of  others,  that  it  can  be  made  with  the  people 
of  all  ages  and  classes,  like  Christmas,  a  vital  realty.  We  need 
all  the  helps  possible  in  Christian  training  and  education.  The 
Christian  year  and  its  great  festivals  are  among  the  most  inval- 
uable. They  must  not  be  secularized.  The  interest  they  must 
be  made  to  have,  must  be  for  what  they  are. 

I  feel  more  and  more  the  necessity  for  the  more  efficient 
carrying  on  of  our  work,  of  some  division  of  this  vast  Diocese. 
We  all  take  it  for  granted  as  certain,  that  there  is  to  be  in  the 
not  distant  future,  a  Diocese  of  Denver  and  a  Diocese  of  Pueblo, 
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the  "Divide"  separating  them  and  the  great  Range  bounding 
them  on  the  West.  But  we  seem  to  be  not  yet  quite 
ready  for  that  great  step  in  advance.  Before  that  division  is 
made,  I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  portion  of  the 
Diocese  West  of  the  Great  Continental  Divide,  should  be  set  off 
as  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  and  that  this  should  be  done  by 
action  of  the  next  General  Convention.  It  is  in  many  respects 
the  best  part  of  Colorado.  It  has  the  most  varied  resources  and 
interests.  Its  mines  of  gold,  silver,  lead,  iron  and  coal,  are  of 
the  richest  and  most  extensive  and  abundant,  not  to  speak  of 
its  petroleum  and  its  granite,  marble  and  stone,  of  all  qualities 
and  varities.  Its  ranges  for  grazing  are  unequalled  in  the  State. 
Its  well  watered  valleys  are  most  extensive  and  adapted  to 
almost  all  kinds  of  production,  including  fruit  raising,  such  as 
characterizes  the  Salt  Lake  Valley.  It  would  be  a  very  large 
jurisdiction.  It  would  be  sure  to  become  in  a  very  short  time, 
as  soon  as  it  has  six  self-supporting  Parishes  and  as  many  Clergy 
permanently  settled,  which  should  be  in  less  than  six  years,  an 
independent  and  largely  self  supporting  Diocese.  I  have  the 
means,  within  the  part  to  be  set  off,  in  real  estate,  now  free  of 
all  debt  or  incumbrance,  to  be  made  over  bv  deed  to  the  new 
Jurisdiction,  when  formed,  sufficient  in  value  to  fulfill  all  con- 
ditions that  can  reasonably  be  made,  for  an  ample  endowment 
of  the  Episcopate. 

What  I  would  propose,  should  the  plan  meet  your  approval,  is 
this :  Appoint  now  a  committee  to  collect  all  the  facts  and 
figures  bearing  on  the  case,  and  to  formulate  a  plan  to  be  present- 
ed to  the  next  General  Convention  for  action  thereon.  The 
local  civil  authorities  in  every  county,  and  Boards  of  Trade 
in  towns,  will  be  glad  to  furnish  the  Committee  with  accurate 
official  statements  concerning  the  population  and  the  various 
resources,  their  extent  and  value,  and  *in  every  possible  way  to 
give  hearty  co-operation.  We  may  thus  be  prepared  to  adopt 
our  plan  of  0]>erations,  and  draw  up  suitable  petitions  properly 
supported  by  facts  and  arguments  for  presentation  to  the  two 
Houses  of  the  General  Convention. 

It  is  easy  to  say  by  way  of  objection,  that  the  Church  is  oppos- 
ed to  the  setting  off  of  Missionary  Jurisdictions  from  Dioceses. 
So  it  has  been  thought.  But  it  is  the  unexpected  that  often  hap- 
pens. We  can  make  up  a  case  four  fold  stronger  than  was  made 
for  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Platte,  and  we  can  carry  the  measure 
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if  we  have  a  good  delegation  in  the  Convention  to  make  it 
understood  in  the  Committees  of  the  two  Houses,  and  on  the 
floor  of  the  Hoilse  of  Deputies.    At  any  rate,  let  us  try  it. 

It  will  be  impossible  for  me  unaided  to  carry  on  this  work 
much  longer,  as  it  ought  to  be  done.  This  is  the  i8th  year  of 
my  Episcopate.  The  labors  of  the  Diocesan  here  must  in  some 
way  be  lightened.  There  is  enough  work  for*  a  Bishop  in  Arap- 
ahoe county  alone,  where  are  the  Schools,  the  Hospital, 
Cathedral,  Parishes  and  Missions,  to  be  aided  and  encouraged. 
The  best  form  of  relief  for  the  present  seems  to  be  the  division 
now  suggested. 

I  shall  not  attempt  at  this  time  to  discuss  any  of  the  extra 
Diocesan  and  general  topics  that  invite  attention  and  on  which 
some  counsels  might  be  timely.  There  are  "burning  questions" 
abroad.  God  grant  to  us  a  right  judgment  in  all  things,  and 
deliver  the  Church  from  the  perils  of  unbelief  and  defective 
belief,  especially  from  all  science  falsely  so  called,  all  liberal- 
ism which  leads  to  anarchy  first,  and  then  slavery,  all  Gnostic 
forms  of  so-called  higher  or  advanced  thought,  all  theories  that 
could  weaken  our  belief  in  the  real  Incarnation  and  real  bodily 
resurrection  of  the  Son  of  God,  all  giving  up  of  anything  that 
rightly  belongs  to  the  Catholic  verities  and  the  essential 
deposit  in  the  Church  of  God  of  the  essentials  of  the  Faith  of 
Christ. 

After  i8  centuries  of  Christian  History,  it  cannot  be  a  matter 
of  uncertainty,  what  Christianity  is  as  a  system  of  belief.  All 
really  fundamental  points  have  been  long  since  decided.  The 
great  Creeds  have  in  the  Church  a  universal  consensus  of  inter- 
pretation. 1  can  understand  any  one's  refusing  to  accept  opinion 
for  dogma.  I  can  see  how  one  should  decline  to  extend  the 
limits  of  what  is  of  faith  so  as  to  take  in  matters  of  human 
theory  and  speculation.  *  But  I  can  not  understand  how  any 
professed  and  appointed  teacher  of  Christianity  should  allow 
himself  for  a  moment  to  question  whether  the  eternal  Son  of 
God  did  take  our  flesh  and  assume  our  entire  human  nature, 
body,  soul  and  spirit,  and  in  that  whole  nature  die  for  our  sins 
and  rise  again  for  our  justification.  I  cannot  see  how  it  is  any 
more  legitimate  now  than  it  was  in  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
centuries  among  the  Gnostic  sects,  to  so  spiritualize  Christianity 
as  to  evaporate  it  into  nothing  real  or  worth  acceptance.  The 
Gnostics  theorized  about  matter  and  body  and  found  it  nought

and  the  source  of  all  evil,  and  to  be  trampled  on  and  despised. 
Like  the  Gnostics  of  to-day,  or  so-called  Christian  Scientists, 
they  said  the  body  was  no  part  of  the  man.  The  great  aspiration 
of  the  soul  was,  they  thought,  to  be  delivered  from  the  clogs  and 
tramels  of  body.  The  right  thing  was,  they  said,  to  show  con- 
tempt for  it;  and  at  first  they  did  this  by  extreme  asceticism,  and 
then  finally  by  the  equally  effective  method,  in  their  view,  of  self- 
indulgence  and  wholesale  license.  Let  us  not  permit  ourselves 
to  be  carried  away  by  any  blast  of  vain  doctrine.  Let  us  be 
steadfast,  anchored  as  we  are,  and  settled,  in  the  Faith.  Remem- 
ber the  test  of  the  truth  in  Christianity.  Keep  to  it  steadfastly. 
It  will  hold  you  to  the  truth.  It  will  define  and  separate  and 
cast  out  all  error.  *'He  that  confesseth  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come 
in  the  flesh  is  of  God,  and  he  that  confesseth  not  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh,  is  not  of  God."  This  surely  is  not 
open  to  doubt  and  disputation,  that  the  incarnation  involves,  to 
all  in  Christ  Jesus,  complete  salvation  ;  and  this  means  no  less 
than  the  redemption,  the  sanctification,  the  resurrection  and 
immortality  of  the  essential  man,  that  is  the  fiesh  or  nature 
assumed  by  Christ  of  the  essential  man,  in  all  the  constituents 
of  his  complex  being. 

It  is  poor  business  for  any  one  nowadays  to  be  trying  to  im- 
prove Christianity  by  new  interpretations  or  modifications,  to  be 
so  transforming  it  as  to  make  it  in  any  respect  a  different  system. 
What  we  trow  may  not  be  the  truth.  The  truth  stands  without 
us,  but  we  cannot  stand  without  the  truth.  The  great  body  of 
Christian  doctrine  as  summed  up  in  the  Creeds  of  the  undisput- 
ed General  Councils,  will  ever  remain  the  same,  however  some 
men  may  explain  and  so  deny  its  meaning.  It  is  that  we  accept  in 
our  Baptism.  It  is  all  the  articles  of  the  Christian  Faith.  It  is 
that,  Christ's  Ambassadors  are  ordained  to  preach.  To  proclaim 
any  other  Gospel  than  that  of  Christ,  is  to  incur  anathama.  If 
the  Rock  of  our  Salvation  does  not  support  us  we  sink  in  the 
mire  and  are  lost.

Canon  V  of  'On^anlzed  Missions,**  as  follows : 

CANON    V. 

OP  OBGANIZKD  MISSIONS. 

Section  1.  Missions  may  be  organized  or  dissolved  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Eoelesiastical  authority. 

Se&  a.  On  the  organization  of  a  Mission  and  the  notification  thereof 
by  the  Bishop  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conncil,  such  MSsslon  shall  be 
entitled  to  representation  In  Cooncil  according  to  the  provlsioiis  of  Article 
VI  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  8.  The  government  of  an  Organized  Mission  is  in  the  Bishop,  who 
may  appoint  as  his  representative  a  Missionary  in  charge,  who  shall  con- 
form to  the  Bishop*s  Instructions  and  be  responsible  to  him. 

Sec.  4.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Mission  Committee,  to  consist  of  a 
Warden,  a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer,  and  may  add  Committee-men,  not  to 
exce«*d  three,  in  his  discretion.  The  offices  of  Warden  and  Treasurer,  or 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  may  be  held  by  the  same  pef^^>n.  The  Bishop  or  the 
Missionary  in  charge  shall  be  President  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  duty  of  a  Mis^^^ion  Committee  shall  be  to  attend,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop  or  Missionary*  In  char^,  to  the  ordinary  business 
affairs  of  the  Mission,  and  also  to  such  special  matters  as  may  becom- 
mitttHl  to  it ;  but  in  no  case  shall  it  undertake  an\thing  Ijeyond  the  ordinary 
business  matters  without  special  instmciii>ns. 

8ec.  6.  Every  Orvraniztni  Minion  shall  report  to  the  Sedesiaslical 
autlK>nty  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  C<^uncil,  through  the  Warden  and 
Clerk,  should  there  t>e  no  Mii^^^ionary  in  charge- 
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Sec.  7.  The  title  to  real  estate  or  other  property  acquired  by  the  Mifl- 
sion,  for  Chiuch  purposes,  shall  be  vested  In  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  to  be 
held  in  trust  for  the  uses  of  the  Church. 


IN  1890  AND  1891. 

The  fifth  section  of  Article  VI  of  the  ConstUutUm  was  chan/ced  to  read 
as  follows : 

Fifth,  The  Registrar,  the  Chancellor,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council, 
the  Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund. 

Sec.  1,  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution,  was  changed  to  read  as  follows : 
Section  1.  At  each  annual  Council  a  Treasurer  shall  be  elected.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the 
Council,  and  disburse  them  under  its  direction,  except  in  such  cases  as  may 
be  otherwise  specially  provided  for.  He  shall  render  his  accounts  annually 
to  the  Council,  of  all  moneys  and  other  pr(»perty  entrusted  to  his  care, 
which  account  shall  be  duly  audited.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of 
the  Council,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 


IN  1891. 


Sec  2  of  Canon  XIII  was  changed  to  read  as  fbllows : 
Every  minister  of  the  Diocese  in  charge  of  a  congregation,  or,  if  there 
be  no  minister,  the  Warden,  shall  presenter  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  none,  to  the  President  of  the  Council,  within  a  week  after  Easter  Mon- 
day, being  the  end  of  the  conciliar  year,  a  full  report  of  the  work  of  the 
congregation  during  the  past  year,  and  ot  the  present  condition  of  the 
congregation,  according  to  the  form  furnished  by  tlie  Secretary  of  the 
Council.

Annual  Meeting  of  Woman's  Anxiliary. 


The  Eighth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Colorado  Branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  was  held  in  the  Cathedral  Tuesday,  June  2d. 

There  was  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  at  eleven 
o'clock.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  Geo.  F. 
Seymour,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Springfield,  from  the  text,  "Salute 
Rufus  chosen  in  the  Lord,  and  his  mother  and  mine."  Rom. 
XVI.  13.  The  offertory  amounted  to  $23.08.  At  the  close  of  the 
service  lunch  was  served  in  the  crypt  of  the  Cathedral  by 
the  ladies  of  St.  Mark's,  St.  Paul's  and  All  Saints'  Churches  of 
Denver.  After  lunch  all  assembled  in  the  Chapel  to  hear  the 
annual  reports  and  addresses  by  Miss  Emery,  the  General  Sec> 
retary,  and  from  the  visiting  Clergy.

The  roll  call  was  answered  by  delegates 
from  fourteen  Parishes.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  and 
reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  read,  after  which 
all  listened  with  deep  attention  to  a  most  interesting  and  inspir- 
ing address  from  Miss  Emery,  in  which  she  told  of  woman's 
work  in  foreign  lands,  and  also  among  the  Indians  and  Colored 
people  of  our  own  land.  She  was  followed  by  addresses  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Ostenson,  Grand  Junction;  Rev.  Mr.  Hinkle, Trinidad; 
Rev.  Mr.  Newton,  Pueblo ;  Rev.  Mr.  Harper,  Leadville ;  Rev.

JOURNAL. 


Denver,  Colo.,  Wednesday,  June  i,  1892. 

The  Sixth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  met 
pursuant  to  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop,  in  St.  John's  Cathe- 
dral, in  the  city  of  Denver,  on  Wednesday,  the  ist  day  of  June, 
1802. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Dan  Lewis  at  9  o'clock. 

At  10:30  a.  m.,  the  office  for  the  ordering  of  Priests  was  said. 
The  Right  Rev.  J.  Mills  Kendrick,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  New  Mexico 
and  Arizona,  preaching  the  sermon,  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Hinkle  read- 
ing the  Litany. 

The  Very  Rev.  H.  Martyn  Hart  S.  T.  D.,  presented  Franklin  S. 
Spalding  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  and  he  was  ordained 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  J.  F.  Spalding,  S.  T.  D. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop.  The 
Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  the 
Rev.  Francis  Byrne,  the  Rev.  A.  J.  M.  Hudson  and  the  Rev. 
Thompson  L.  Smith,  assisted  in  the  distribution.  The  Rev. 
Thomas  Bakes  read  the  Epistle  and  the  Rev.  Franklin  S.  Spal- 
ding the  Gospel. 

At  the  close  of  the  service  the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates, assembled  in  the  Crypt  of  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Bishop 
took  the  chair  and  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  as  prepared  by  the 
Bishop,  and  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  entitled  to  scats  as 
evidenced  by  proper  certificates.  Thirty-one  of  the  Clergy 
answered  to  their  names,  and  delegates  from  ten  congregations 
were  present  and  took  their  seats.* 

The  Chancellor,  the  Registrar,  the  Treasurer  of  Diosesan  Mis- 
sions, the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the

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Episcopate  Fund,  members  ex  officio  of  the  Council,  were  in 
attendance. 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  President  declar- 
ed the  convention  organized  for  business. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  first  in  order,  on  motion  of 
the  Rev.  G.  W.  Hinkle,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  E.  P.  Newton,  the 
ballot  was  unanimously  dispensed  with  and  the  Rev.  John  C.  S. 
Weills  was  elected  by  acclamation. 

The  Secretary  nominated  as  his  assistant  Chas.  W.  Boynton 
and  the  nomination  was  approved  by  the  Council. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Wallace, 
was  seconded  and  unanimously  adopted: 

Reidved^  That  the  Right  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona, 
J.  Mills  Kendrick,  D.  D.,  be  invited  to  take  hi8  seat  in  the  Council  at  the 
right  hand  of  the  pi'esidiug  Bishop,  and  that  all  visiting  Clergy  and  Candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders  be  invited  to  take  seats  in  the  Coancil.

During  the  recess  many  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  visited 
St.  Luke's  Hospital,  and  all  expressed  great  satisfaction  with  its 
careful  management  and  prosperous  condition.

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MEDICAL   REPORT. 


I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  Sept  30, 1891:

As  can  be  seen  above  nearly  350  patients  have  been  treated  during  the 
year,  with  only  thirty-six  deaths.  Of  these  thirty-six  consumption  leads 
the  list  with  eleven;  typhoid,  10;  apoplexy  of  brain,  1;  oftteo-sarcoma,  1: 
fractured  skull,  1 ;  septicfemia,  I ;  emphysema,  2;  delerium  tremens,  1 ; 
spinal  myelitis,  1;  hydatid  cyst  of  liver,  1;  cerebral  meningitis,  1;  gastro- 
enteritis, 1;  amyloid  liver,  1;  Bright*s  disease,  1;  t>i>o-pneumonia,  1; 
pneumonia,  1. 

Since  January-  1,  1891,  there  have  been  but  sixteen  deaths,  many  of  these 
being  consumptives  in  the  last  stages  of  the  disease.  The  decrease  in  the 
numtwr  of  patients  under  last  year  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  very  small 
uuml)er  of  typhoid  fever  patients  this  year  as  compared  witli  those  of  last. 
Since  January',  1891,  we  have  treated  but  fifteen  cases  of  this  disease  as 
against  seventy-five  for  the  same  time  last  year.  During  the  past  three 
months  we  have  treated  but  ten  cases,  with  but  one  death,  and  this  patient 
was  in  a  manner  dead  when  he  came  in.  For  the  mouth  of  October,  1890, 
there  were  fifty-three  cases  of  typhoid  entered  on  our  boolcs. 

The  amount  of  charity  worlc  done  during  the  year  has  l>een  exceedingly 
large,  128  cases  having  been  treated  in  the  hospital  besides  a  large  nnraber 
of  worthy  cases  outside  that  I  have  attended.  I  cannot  praise  too  highly 
the  generosity  of  the  lady  managers  for  thus  relieving  the  condition  of  so 
many  sufferers,  and  for  the  willingness  with  which  these  poor  people  of 
every  gradation  of  rank  and  of  every  nationality  without  respect  to  creed 
or  color  have  been  admitted  and  cared  for  with  your  approval.  The  num- 
bev  of  surgical  operations  during  the  year  has  been  many,  and  ail  have 
been  attended  with  the  happiest  results. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  visiting  physicians  and  surgeons,  one 
and  ail,  for  the  promptness  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances  to  re- 
spond to  when  called. 

To  the  undertakers,  Walley  &  Rollins,  are  due  many  thanks  for  the  bur- 
ial of  charity  patients  who  have  died  during  the  year. 
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Our  thanks  are  due  the  girls  of  the  Flower  Mission  for  weekly  contribu- 
tions of  fruit  and  flowers.  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  them 
and  also  to  the  little  girls  of  the  Baptist  Mission  for  like  favors. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  deepest  sorrow  that  I  refer  to  the  death  of  my  friend 
and  the  former  resident  physician.  Dr.  Carl  T.  Meine.  After  a  three 
months'  illness  he  died  on  April  18.  With  him  passed  away  one  of  the 
brightest  and  most  promising  of  Denver's  young  physicians.  His  valuable 
services  here  were  Just  beginning  to  bear  fruit  when  death  claimed  him. 

I  cannot  close  without  expressini;  my  appreciation  for  the  oo-operation 
of  the  nurses,  the  ambulance  man  and  the  matron,  Mrs.  Williams,  and  in 
the  efficiency  of  their  services  during  my  stay  here. 

With  our  removal  to  larger  and  more  commodious  quarters  in  the  new 
building,  a  wider  field  of  usefulness  will  be  opened  to  us. 

St  Luke's  Hospital  has  done  noble  work  during  the  past  year,  and  now 
that  she  stands  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  era  let  the  blessings  that  have 
been  dispensed  In  the  past  be  continued  in  the  futureiand  may  she  continue 
to  minister  to  the  wants  of  the  needy  and  distressed  and  be  blessed  ex- 
ceedingly.

SUPPLEMENTARY   REPORT.— St.  LUKE'S   HOSPITAL. 


Since  entering  ttie  New  Hospital  October  20th,  1891,  we  have  received 
240  patients,  of  which  42  were  treated  free  of  any  charge  and  20  othei-s' 
were  received  at  half  rates.  We  have  never  had  less  than  G  free  patients 
in  the  Hospital  at  any  one  time,  and  have  had  as  many  as  19  in  one  month; 
at  present  there  are  9.  These  fi*ee  patients  have  come  to  us  from  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  State  and  fniiii  other  cities  of  the  Union.

On  May  1st,  there  were  out-standing  bills  of  about  32,200  and  due  the 
Hospital  about  $1,900  including  balance  in  Bank,  showing  that  we  have 
run  behind  about  $.300.  I  would  point  out  in  tliis  connection  that  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  month  of  September  and  the  first  pait  of  October,  the 
income  of  the  old  Hospital  was  small  as  only  those  cases  which  would  be 
of  short  duration  could  be  received  on  account  of  the  uncertainty  of  the 
date  of  removal  to  the  new  building  and  consequently  we  had  to  meet  a 
larger  number  of  back  bills  and  pay  salaries  with  little  revenue  during  the 
beginning  of  our  stay  in  the  new  Hospital. 
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The  reports  of  Charity  work  done,  shows  the  aigent  necessity  of  gener- 
ous help  from  ever}'  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese.  Our  church 
Hospital  ought  to  be  a  ffreat  factor  in  the  humane  and  Christian  wortc  of 
the  City  and  Diocese.  I  would  uige  that  in  every  Parish  and  Mission,  an 
effort  be  made  to  get  life  and  annual  members,  the  former  costing  S50  and 
the  latter  S5,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Rector  or  Minister 
in  charge,  to  look  after  this  most  important  branch  of  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  Colorada  Daily  service  is  held  in  the  Chapel  and  the  lloly  Com- 
munion celebrated  each  Sunday  and  evening  service.  I  have  baptised  four 
children,  officiated  at  one  wedding  and  four  funerals.  The  work  of  the 
Ladies*  Aid  Society  has  resulted  in  the  purchase  of  a  handsome  ambulance, 
and  the  top  story  of  the  Administration  Building  has  been  furnished 
through  their  efforts.  This  speaks  for  itself  as  to  the  work  of  this  organiza- 
tion for  one  Diocesan  Hospital.

The  secretary  presented  and  read  certificates  signed  by  the 
Bishop  granting  permission  to  St.  Peter's  Mission,  located  at  the 
corner  of  1 5th  street  and  2d  avenue,  and  of  Christ  Church  Mis- 
sion, comer  of  13th  avenue  and  Vine  street,  Denver,  and  of 
St.  John  Baptist  Mission,  Breckenridge,  to  be  organized  into 
Parishes.  He  presented  and  read,  also,  properly  certified  reso- 
lutions adopted  by  said  organized  missions  assenting  to  the  re- 
quirements of  Section  3  of  Canon  VL,  of  the  Canons  of  the 
Diocese,  and  said  organized  Missions  were  declared  duly  erected 
into  Parishes,  and  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Council. 

Their  certificates  of  lay  delegates  were  presented  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Privilege. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  address. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  VVatkins,  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  ad- 
ress  referring  to  schools  and  education  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee  to  report  thereon. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  .\.  Wat  kins,  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Bakes  and  Dr.  P.  D.  Rothwell. 

The  Ver\'  Rev.  H.  Martvn  Hart,  S.  T.  D.,  moved  that  that 
part  of  the  Bishop's  address  relating  to  Prayer  Book  Revision 
be  referred  to  a  s[>ecial  committee  for  consideration. 
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Motion  carried,  and  the  Chair  appointed  as  such  committee 
the  Rev.  H.  Martyn  Hart,  S.  T.  D.,  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Kieffer,  the 
Rev.  S.  W.  Garrett  and  Messrs.  W.  L.  Beardsley  and  Walter 
Richardson. 

Moved  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw,  that  the  special  com- 
mittee already  appointed  to  consider  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  to  schools  and  education  be  instructed  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  the  corporate  relations  of  the  adjoining 
jurisdictions  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  Wyoming  and  Idaho, 
with  the  schools  of  this  Diocese. 

Adopted. 

The  Rev,  G.  W.  H inkle  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Re80lvedy  That  all  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  relating  to  the  di- 
vision of  the  Diocese,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  formation  of  a 
new  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  and  that  the  same  be  printed  as  a  tract  to  be 
sent  to  every  deputy  to  the  General  Convention,  in  order  that  intellif^ent 
action  may  be  had  on  our  request  for  division  of  the  Diocese. 

Adopted  and  so  referred. 

Moved  by  the  Rev.  E.  P.  Newton,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  W. 
C.  Bradshaw,  that  the  Committee  on  Legislation  be  instructed 
to  report  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  so  as  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  appointment  of  a  Treasurer  for  the  Fund  for 
aged  and  infirm  Clergy.    Adopted. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Privilege  was  presented,  giv- 
ing a  list  of  lay  delegates  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council.  The 
list  is  prefixed  to  these  Council  proceedings,  and  follows  immed- 
iately the  list  of  the  Clergy.

During  the  school  year  the  Warden  administered  Holy  Communion  on 
sixteen  occasions,  baptised  8  persons  and  prepared  for  Confirmation  four 
candidates  who  were  admitted  to  that  Apostolic  Rite  on  the  llth  of  April 
in  St  John's  Cathedral.  He  also  delivered  lectures  on  Liturgies  and 
Christian  Evidences  once  each  week,  since  the  first  of  October,  1891. 

The  Eclectic  Club,  which  consists  of  members  of  the  upper  classes, 
has  held  fortnightly  meetings  throughout  the  year.  The  author  studied 
was  Thackeray,  and  readings  from  his  works  and  original  studies  of  the 
characters  and  plots  have  constituted  the  work.  The  members  of  the  club 
publish  a  monthly  paper  called  the  Banner,  which  is  the  organ  of  the 
school,  and  who^e  columns  are  open  to  all  pupils. 

A  sketching  class  for  Art  Students,  the  Philharmonic  for  the  Music 
Students  and  the  Sub-Freshman  Club,  organized  this  year  in  the  interests 
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of  the  girls  who  are  preparing  for  college,  are  the  other  Clubs  of  the  School. 
Besides  these  the  school  has  for  many  years  carried  on  work  of  a  charitable 
nature,  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Agnes'  Guild.  Every  year  a  Sale  or 
Bazaar  is  held  for  some  definite  purpose.  This  year  the  proceeds,  amount- 
ing to  SlOO,  are  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  some  fitting  memorial  of 
Miss  Mary  T.  Burt,  who  was  for  many  years  one  of  Wolfe  HalPs  most 
loyal  and  devoted  workers. 

The  work  in  the  music  and  art  departments  during  the  year,  has  been 
particularly  well  done,  showing  decided  improvement.  The  judges  ap- 
pointed to  make  the  reward  of  the  Friedman  Medal,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
F.  U.  Collins,  C.  M.  Carter  and  S.  Richards,  speak  appreciatively  of  the 
Studio  and  its  work. 

They  write  as  follows  : 

''The  impression  received  from  viewing  the  display  as  a  whole  Is  that  tlie 
students  have  been  earnestly  and  sincerely  at  work,  and  that  the  teaching 
has  been  wholesome.  Knowing  how  often  time  is  wasted  and  energy  mis- 
directed in  the  supposed  study  of  art,  this  evidence  of  well  directed  effort 
was  most  pleasing.  No  evidence  of  individuality  Is  seen  except  the  teach- 
ers'. These  beglnnera  had  quite  enough  to  do,  looking  after  the  appear- 
ance of  form  alone.  But  one  thing  at  a  time.  The  drawing  of  a  plaster 
mask,  signed  A.  C.  F.  deserves  first  place,  and  a  drawing  of  a  cast  of  afoot 
second.  This  drawing  Is  also  signed  A.  C.  F.  As  complete  sets  of  draw- 
ings those  signed  F.  U.  F.  and  G.  D.,  should  L)e  mentioned  honorably.  A 
Bit  of  Still  Life,  by  E.  V.  B.,  is  the  best  thing  of  its  kind.  In  future 
awards  we  would  recommend  that  the  medal  be  given  to  the  best  series  of 
drawings,  rather  than  the  best  pieces  of  work.''

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  during  the  entire  school  year  has  been 
eighty-eight,  the  average  attendance  being  about  65.  The  health  of  the 
students  has  been  uniformly  good;  only  one  case  of  serious  illness  occur- 
red among  the  pupils  during  the  year. 

Four  young  men  will  graduate  on  the  9th  of  June. 

The  religious  element  in  tbe  school  has  received  particular  attention 
during  the  year.  Except  when  the  weather  was  veo'  inclement,  tbe 
Warden  has  held  two  services  every  Sunday  in  St  Luke's  Church.  Tbe 
Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  twice  each  month,  the  list  of 
communicants  is  now  30.  There  have  been  four  baptisms,  and  eleven 
cadets  were  confirmed  in  April.  The  Masters  give  religious  instnictions 
systematically  each  Lord's  day. 

The  Eulexian  Society  still  pursues  its  good  work,  and  the  older  Cadets 
contribute  regularly  to  the  Academy  Magazine — The  Cadet—which  has 
now  entered  upon  it^  fourth  year.

The  report  of  a  special  committee  to  audit  the  books  of  the 
Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw,  Warden  of  St.  John's  College,  was  read  by 
the  Secretary,  and  was  as  follows: 

Denver,  Colo.,  June  1,  1892. 

The  RL  Rev.  J.  F,  SpaUling,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Colorado: 

Your  special  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  books  of  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
Bradsliaw,  Warden  of  St  John's  College,  have  performed  that  duty  and 
find  bis  accounts  correct  The  action  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  in  reliev- 
ing the  Principal  of  Wolfe  Hall  of  the  management  of  tlie  finances  of  that 
institution,  and  placing  a  practical,  experienced  man  in  charge  of  the  busi- 
ness department  of  both  Schools,  has  been  fully  justified.    In  spite  of  the 
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financial  depression  of  tiie  jNist  year,  wliich  has  had  a  serious  effect  on  the 
attendance  of  both  schools,  we  are  enabled  by  strict  economy  to  pay  all 
bills  incurred,  and  leave  a  surplus  in  the  bank,  and  all  tliis  has  been  done 
in  the  case  of  Wolfe  Hall  on  $10,716.88  In  Income  less  tlian  under  the  for- 
mer administration.  The  average  number  of  boarders  at  Wolfe  Hall  is 
about  one-half  what  it  was  last  jear,  and  this  accounts  for  the  decrease  in 
the  revenue  of  the  school.  Last  year  the  sum  of  $9,808.24  was  paid  in  sal- 
aries to  teachers.  This  year  $7,858.75  was  paid  to  the  same  numl)er  of 
teachers,  including  $1,250. 00  salary  to  the  Warden,  which  was  not  included 
in  the  expenses  of  last  year.  A  saving  has  l>een  made  in  this  department 
alone  of  $1,044.49,  and  efficiency  greatly  increased  in  Art,  Music,  Modem 
Languages  and  English  Literature.  Wages  to  servants  have  been  increas- 
ed about  $800,  but  the  service  Is  vastly  improved.  The  amount  paid  out 
fur  repairs,  permanent  Iniproveuients,  etc..  Is  al)out  $800  more  than  last 
year,  nnd  represents  practically  sums  expended  for  the  same  purposes. 
The  Chapter  has  received  from  the  school  for  interest,  insurance,  etc, 
about  the  same  amount  as  last  year.  But  the  greatest  saving  has  been 
made  in  the  matter  of  household  expenses,  water,  fuel,  light,  etc.  During 
Uie  former  administration  $14,576.47  was  paid  out  for  above  objects.  This 
year  only  $6,881.58  was  expended.  Adding  88X  P^r  cent  to  those  figures, 
wlilch  is  a  fair  estimate  of  what  the  cost  of  the  boarding  department  would 
have  been,  had  the  same  number  of  boarders  attended  this  year,  we  have 
?8,508,65,  and  an  actual  savins:  of  $6,067.82. 

We  believe  that  the  Chapter  acted  wisely  in  separating  finance  from 
education  in  our  Diocesan  Soliools.

Some  additional  pledges  for  Diocesan  Missions  were  made, 
which  are  found  in  the  list  of  yesterday's  pledges. 

The  committee  on  Privilege  made  a  supplementary  report 
recommending  the  admission  of  J.  S.  Halsey  as  delegate  from 
Grace,  Buena  Vista,  and  Messrs.  B.  F.  Freeman  and  W.  T.  Kirk- 
patrick,  as  delegates  from  St.  Mark's,  Durango. 
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The  committee  on  Legislation  reported  in  writing  the  follow- 
ing amendment  to  the  constitution: 

Resolved,  That  in  Article  XV,  Section  1,  after  the  wordB  "and  a  Treasr 
tirer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,''  shall  be  inserted  the  words  ''and  a  Treas- 
urer of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund.^* 

The  said  proposed  amendment  was  considered  by  the  Council, 
approved,  and  referred  to  the  next  Council  for  final  action. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Finance  was  then  read  by  the 
Rev.  E.  P.  Newton,  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  BISHOP 

RANDALL  SCHOLARSHIP. 


Tour  committee  regret  that  tliey  can  report  no  progress  in  the  work  of 
securing  funds  to  endow  scholarships  in  the  Diocesan  Schools  in  memory 
of  the  first  Bishop  of  Colorado. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  interest  the  Church  people  of  Denver  in  the 
project  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Council  last  year.  A 
meeting  was  held  at  the  residence  of  Dr.  Bancroft  and  addresses  were 
made  by  Bishop  Spalding,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pelham  Williams,  Judge  Stone 
and  others,  but  no  practical  result  seems  to  have  been  accomplished  there- 
by. A  member  of  this  Committee  also  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  of  the  Cathedral  last  fall  upon  the  subject,  and  a  sub-committee 
was  appointed  to  look  into  it,  but  there  the  matter  ended.  The  principals 
of  the  schools  do  not  seem  to  have  acted  upon  the  suggestion  to  bring  the 
question  before  past  and  present  students,  and  your  committee  have  thought 
it  unwise  to  undertake  a  canvass  for  funds,  in  view  of  the  general  apathy. 

Perhaps  owing  to  the  financial  stringency  which  exists,  and  the  prevail 
ing  discouragements,  it  may  be  the  wiser  course  to  postpone  further  at- 
tempts in  this  direction  until  the  advent  of  better  times,  or  a  more  judicious 
course  of  action,  which  may  commend  itself  to  this  assembly,  shall  hare 
been  agreed  upon.  Respectfully  submitted.

The  Rev.  George  C.  Lay  of  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord,  N.  H.,  spent 
two  weeks  in  Telluride,  in  August  last,  held  frequent  services,  celebratfKl 
the  Holy  Communion  twice,  preached  twice  and   baptized  three  children. 

In  June  last  the  Bishop  sent  Mr.  C.  T.  Grimes,  a  student  In  the  Western 
Theological  Seminary,  to  Lake  City;  he  remained  there  three  months, 
during  which  time,  under  his  wise  and  careful  management  of  affairs,  the 
Interest  In  the  Church  was  Increased,  the  congregations  became  largely 
augmented  by  those  of  other  religious  Ixxlies  and  the  Sunday  school  t)ecame 
a  power  among  the  little  ones.  All  are  very  anxious  for  him  to  return 
during  his  summer  vacation  and  there  Is  certainly  very  good  reason  for  us 
to  say  that  he  can  accomplish  a  great  deal  more  this  year  if  he  does  return. 

The  Canon  Missioner  has  found  many  obstacles  in  the  way  of  making 
visitations  since  October.  Several  appointments  had  to  be  cancelled 
because  of  storms  in  the  mountains,  and  others  by  reason  of  those  most 
interested  having  gone  out  of  camp  for  the  winter.  The  work  in  Lake 
City,  however,  is  not  lagging.  Mrs.  Greenfield,  one  of  the  most  ardent 
and  devoted  of  Churchwomen  has  been  keeping  up  the  interest  in  the 
Sunday  School  during  the  winter  months.  At  Pitkin  Mrs.  Williams  has 
been  instructing  the  Church's  children  in  the  Catecliism,  deeming  this  wiser 
than  organizing  a  school  at  present  We  have  great  hopes  for  the  Church 
at  these  two  points,  but  of  course  much  will  depend  upon  the  activity  in 
the  developement  of  mines  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  An  occasional 
service,  however,  we  find  to  be  Just  what  is  needed,  and  until  the  time 
comes,  when  we  can  better  provide  for  the  people,  they  and  we  must  be 
satisfied.  It  is  my  purpose  very  soon  after  June  1st  to  make  a  tour  of 
the  San  Luis  Valley,  the  Gunnison  country,  and  Rico,  Telluride  and  the 
Mancos  Valley,  unless  the  Council  shall  devise  some  better  plan  by  which 
we  can  set  apart  a  man  whose  sole  work  this  shall  be.

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The  Rev.  Father  Byrue  presented  through  the  secretary  a  re- 
port of  his  work,  showing  that  he  had  officiated  in  twenty-three 
Parishes  and  Missions  during  the  year.  The  number  of  services 
held  in  churches  was  268,  in  Wolfe  Hall  48,  at  the  Poor  Farms 
10.  That  he  had  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  35  times, 
baptisms  4,  marriages  2,  burials  6,  visits  to  the  sick,  etc.,  240. 
That  he  had  travelled  2,240  miles  in  the  performance  of  these 
duties,  and  that  during  said  time  he  had  received  $551.25,  and 
the  rental  of  his  house  $250,  which  rental  was  paid  by  St.  John's 
Cathedral. 

Rev.  Dr.  Pelham  Williams,  D.  D.  reported  as  follows:

Rt.  Kev.  and  Dear  Sir  : — Allow  me  to  report  that  during  the  past 
twelve  mouths,  I  have  taken  duty  at  the  Cathedral  in  Denver,  from  May 
to  November  A.  D.  1891,  and  since  served  at  St.  John's,  Lexington,  Ken- 
tucky, for  six  months,  or  until  May,  A.  D.,  1892. 

I  have  promised  to  take  charge  of  a  Mission  Church  in  St.  John's,  N.  B., 
for  the  coming  months  of  June,  July  and  August 

I  am  very  faithfully  yours,

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  of  the  Diocese 
was  then  read  and  was  as  follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  collect  the  facts  and  figures  relating  to  the 
setting  apart  of  that  portion  of  the  state  lying  west  of  the  continental 
divide  as  a  separate  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  report  the  following:  The 
area  is  covered  by  Archuleta,  Delta,  Dolores.  Eagle,  Garfield,  Grand,  Gun- 
nison, Hinsdale,  LaPlata,  Mesa,  Montezuma,  Montrose,  Ouray,  Pitkin, 
Rio  Blanco,  Routt,  San  Juan,  San  Miguel  and  Summit  counties,  leaving 
thirty-six  counties  in  the  old  Diocese.  This  division  is  made  upon  a  plan 
which  will  ultimately  divide  the  state  into  three  Dioceses,  namely,  the 
Diocese  of  Denver,  the  Diocese  of  Pueblo,  and  the  Diocese  of  Westeni 
Colorado.  The  Western  Diocese  will  contain  nineteen  counties,  or  38,000 
square  miles,  and  each  of  the  other  eighteen  counties,  33,000  square 
miles.  The  division  is  also  in  accordance  with  the  topography  of  the  state 
and  the  natural  facilities  for  communication  and  commerce. 

As  it  is  proposed  at  present  only  to  set  off  Western  Colorado  as  a  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction,  it  is  necessary  to  show  that  the  entire  Eastern  slope,  on 
account  of  its  area,  population,  and  resources,  is  itself  entitled  to  and 
demands  the  entire  supervision  of  one  Bishop,  and  that  the  Westeiii  slope, 
on  account  of  its  wonderful  growth,  of  which  the  Church  should  take  ad- 
vantage, requires  the  labors  of  another. 
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The  Dioceses  of  Califomia,  Kansas,  Minnesota  and  Ore^n,  alone  of  all 
those  in  the  United  States,  exceed  the  area  of  the  Eastern  slope,  which  is 
66,000  square  miles.  Accordins^  to  the  census  of  1890,  this  section  liad  a 
population  of  352,000,  which  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent, 
annually,  making  at  present,  over  444,000.  This  population  Is  greater 
than  that  of  any  one  of  the  Dioceses  of  Delaware,  Easton,  Rhode  Island, 
New  Hampshire  or  Vermont.  The  Eastern  slope  has  32  clergymen  in 
active  service,  20  parishes,  23  organized  and  34  unorganized  missions. 
With  Denver,  Pueblo,  Leadviile,  and  the  three  cities  at  Pike's  Peak,  the 
permanent  pri)sperity  and  growth  of  the  Eiistern  slope  is  assured. 

The  territory  of  the  proposed  Missionary  Jurisrilction  on  the  Western 
slope  had,  according  to  the  census  of  1890,  a  population  of  nearly  60,000, 
and  has  at  present,  if  12  per  cent,  annual  increase  Is  allowed,  76,000.  It 
has  3  parishes.  8  organized  and  IS  unorganized  missions,  450  communicants 
increasing  at  the  rate  of  18  per  cent  annually.  6  clergymen  in  active  service, 
9  churches,  and  2  rectories.  The  value  of  church  property  is  931,000,  and 
in  addition  there  is  property  which  the  Bishop  holds  in  trust  and  profjoses 
to  deed  to  the  new  Jurisdiction  for  its  endowment,  and  which  is  worth,  at 
least,  as  much  more. 

The  prosperity  and  growth  of  Western  Colorado,  which  has  been  so 
phenomenal  in  the  past,  will  continue  beyond  any  reasonable  doubt.  In 
1875  the  proposed  new  Jurisdiction  was  a  terra  incognita,  the  home  of  the 
wild  beasts  and  the  hunting  ground  of  the  savage.  The  Bishop  of  Color- 
ado, who  was  at  that  time  Bishop  of  Wyoming  and  New  Mexico  as  well, 
was  practically  without  work  in  Western  Colorado.  There  was  absolutely 
nothing  for  him  to  do.  Since  Wyoming  and  New  Mexico  have  been  sep- 
arated from  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  Colorado,  there  has  been 
added  to  his  labor.  Western  Colorailo,  which  excee<is  the  care  of  the  re- 
linquished territory,  while  the  Eastern  part  of  the  state  has  greatly  increased 
his  work  by  its  enormous  growth  and  constant  demands. 

Prior  to  1880  not  a  mile  of  railroad  had  been  built  on  the  West^irn  slope 
of  Colorado.  In  1891  there  were  992  miles  of  railway  assessed  for  taxes. 
To-day  there  are  1100  miles  running  in  every  direction.  Two  lines  form 
separate  connections  for  trans-conthiental  traffic,  both  passenger  and  freight. 
In  Western  Colorado  in  1890  there  were  205  school  districts.  This  was  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  13  per  cent,  at  which  rate  the  present 
number  would  approximate  262.  In  1890  there  were  186  district  school 
houses,  and  at  an  annual  increase  of  18  per  cent,  as  shown  by  the  previous 
year's  figures,  there  would  be  at  present  259. 

In  1890  the  value  of  the  district  school  houses,  according  to  the  official 
report  in  the  State  Superintendent's  oflQa^  was  3387,159,  and  at  a  rate 
of  17  per  cent  increase,  as  shown  fmm  statistics,  the  present  valuation 
would  be  over  half  a  million  dollars.  The  school  population  of  1890  was 
10,500,  an  increase  of  11*^  per  cent  over  the  prtx^eding  year.  At  this  rate 
the  present  school  population — between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one— 
would  be  over  14,000.     What  has  made  this  great  transformation  in 
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Western  Colorado  in  the  past  decade?  It  is  her  natural  resources,  and 
tliey  will  insure  her  future  prosperity.  In  the  introduction  to  the  printed 
proceedings  of  the  meeting  of  the  Western  Colorado  Commercial  Congress  at 
Aspen,  the  Secretary  says:  "It  has  been  truly  said  that  within  this  terri- 
tory' more  natural  resources  exist  than  in  any  similar  extent  of  country 
known." 

The  silver  and  gold  of  Western  CaI«rado  were  the  first  attraction,  but 
the  development  of  a  vast  variety  of  other  resources  soon  followed.  The 
production  of  silver  in  the  world  last  year  was  estimated  at  139,000,000 
ounces,  of  which  the  United  States  produced  about  58,000,000.  Of  this 
amount  Colorado  yielded  23,102,855  ounces  ;  the  Eastern  slope  8,596,526  ; 
the  Western  slope  14,595,829,  or  ou&-fourth  of  the  entire  production  of  the 
United  States.  Aspen,  situated  on  the  Western  slope,  produced  last  year 
8,474,301  ounces,  or  more  silver  than  any  other  city  in  the  United  States. 
The  mineral  region  of  the  Western  slope  extends  nearly  the  length  of  the 
state  from  North  to  South. 

The  great  anthracite  coal  mines  of  Colorado  are  on  the  Western  slope, 
and  also  fields  of  bitumhious  coal,  the  extent  and  future  value  of  which 
will  exceed  tliose  of  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  combined.  Of  the  coal  lands 
of  Western  Colorado,  there  were  41,580  acres  upon  which  taxes  were  paid 
in  1891 .  These  figures  do  not  include  unpatented  and  unclaimed  coal  lands. 
Garfield  County  produced  last  year  277,114  tons  of  coal,  and  49,518  tons  of 
coke.  In  1891  there  were  476,036  acres  of  agricultural  and  fniit  lands  in 
Western  Colorado,  taxed  at  a  value  of  92,865,516.  and  this  area  is  constantly 
being  enlarged,a8  settlers  come  in  and  obtain  title  from  the  government 
In  the  whole  slate  there  were  4,853,496  acres  valued  in  1891  at  928,733,- 
547.62.  It  is  said  that  the  agricultural  products  of  the  state  exceed  in 
value  that  of  the  precious  metals.  There  were  shipped  from  Mesa  County 
last  year  465,539  pounds  of  fruit,  namely,  apples,  peaches,  pears,  plums, 
apricots,  etc.,  and  yet  many  of  the  orchards  have  not  begun  to  be&T,  and 
many  of  the  farmers  have  not  begun  to  plant. 

Exclusive  of  laterals  there  were  in  1890, 11,052  miles  of  irrigating  ditches 
in  the  state,  the  cost  of  which  the  state  engineer  estimates  at  from  12  to  15 
million  dollars.  While  in  the  whole  state  there  are  4,080,000  acres  under 
ditch,  on  the  Western  slojie  there  are  492.000  aci*es  covered  by  2,767  miles 
of  ditches. 

The  assestied  valuation  of  capital  employed  in  manufactures  in  the  state 
is  81,314,844,  on  tlie  Western  slope  it  is  $241,070. 

In  the  state  last  year  there  were  assessed  734,427  head  of  cattle;  483,885 
on  the  Eastern  slope,  and  250,542  on  the  Western  slope.  The  total  assessed 
valuation  of  the  state  in  1891  was  $231,405,296.04,  of  which  the  Eanteni 
slope  valuation  was  $203,8.35,276.04  and  the  Western,  $27,570,020.00. 

The  beds  of  marble,  granitt*,  building  stone  and  fire  clay,  the  fields  of 
coal,  and  in>n  ore,  and  the  lime  ledges  are  so  extensive  and  as  yet  so  un- 
developed, that  they  baflSe  all  elfoiis  at  computation. 

Gunnison  County  is  an  instance  of  the  immense  natural  resources  of 
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Western  Colorado,  it  has  a  larger  area  than  that  of  the  states  of  Dele- 
ware  and  Khode  Island  combined.  Messrs.  Hugh  Kennedy  and  Charles 
L.  Taylor  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  In  making  a  report  of  the  White  Pine  Iron 
Ore  say:  *  There  are  seven  claims,  covering  an  area  of  from  05  to  70  acres. 
We  examined  only  one  of  the  two  or  three  veins  reported  there,  "The  Iron 
King."  A  95  foot  tunnel  had  been  driven.  The  vein  is  70  feet  thick.  The 
outcrop  was  followed  for  over  half  cnil^  and  there  is  apparently  no  question 
as  to  the  vastness  of  the  deposit  The  Iron  King  presents  such  a  large 
body  of  ore  that  for  all  practical  purposes  further  investigation  as  to  quan* 
tity  was  unnecessary."  After  reporting  on  different  kinds  of  coal,  fire 
days,  limestone,  etc.,  they  thus  sum  up  their  report;  **In  a  general  way 
the  grouping  together  within  such  narrow  limits  of  iron,  manganese,  coal, 
limestone,  and  fireclay  properties  is  remarkable  to  say  the  least.  It  is  the 
most  unique  collection  of  all  the  essential  requisites  for  an  iron  and  steel 
concern  that  we  know  of  within  the  same  radius  in  the  United  States. 
Gunnison  County  is  no  doubt  a  land  of  great  pos.HlbllUie8,  and  if  tite  prop- 
erties which  Mr.  T^ewis  controls,  were  within  the  same  radius  of  Pittsburgh, 
or  Chicago  as  they  are  of  Gunnison,  it  would  be  difficult  tn  estimate  tlieir 
value." 

Mr.  Chas.  A.  Ashbumer,  late  State  Geologist  of  Pennsylvania,  and  mining 
engineer,  practically  agrees  with  the  foregoing  statement  when  he  says 
that  **the  iron  ores  of  White  Pine  are  first-class  in  every  respect  and  com- 
pare very  favorably,  and  even  exceed  In  quality,  that  of  the  Bessemer  ore 
from  the  Lake  Superior  region  where  the  richest  commercial  ores  in  the 
United  States  are  now  mined."  The  Lewis  Anthracite  coal  bed  from  5  to 
5K  feet  thick  is  comparable  with  a  good  grade  of  Pennsylvania  Anthracite." 

The  Cebolla  Iron  Mountains  are  two  hills  of  manganese  and  Iron  800  and 
1000  feet  high.  Their  bases  cover  over  800  acres.  These  mountains  are 
solid  ore  from  base  to  apex.  A  comparison  with  the  celebrated  Cornwall 
ore  banks  Id  Pennsylvania  will  show  their  immense  extent  and  value. 
The  Cornwall  ore  banks  comprise  three  hills  of  100,  200  and  400  feet  high, 
covering  an  area  of  105  acres,  averaging  about  50  per  cent,  metallic  iron, 
with  a  valuation  at  present  placed  at  $30,000,000.  The  area  at  Cebolla  is 
nearly  ton  times  as  gi-eat,  and  the  ore  averages  55  per  cent  Iron.  President 
Chauvenet  of  the  State  School  of  Mines  says:  '^Gunnison  seems  to  be  favored 
far  beyond  the  majority  of  furnace  sites  in  the  United  States.  The 
writer  having  had  some  acquaintance  from  examination  of  the  existing 
conditions  at  many  poinU  in  Pennsylvania,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Missouri, 
and  Colorado,  Is  enabled  to  speak  witli  some  confidence  in  a  comparison  of 
relative  advantages."  He  speaks  of  the  White  Pine  iron  ore  property  as 
being  of  extraordinary  magnitude  and  almost  indefinite  possibilities.  **The 
outcrop,"  he  says,  'Ms  enormous,  high  in  grade,  and  extends  at  intervals 
for  a  mile." 

The  State  Capitol  Building  Committee,  with  the  Governor  at  its  head, 
searched  throughout  the  state  for  granite,  and  found  the  required  quantity 
and  quality  in  Gunnison  County,  and  it  is  this  granite  which  is  being  used 
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in  the  coiiAtroction  of  the  CapitoL  In  speaking  of  marble  in  Gunnison 
County,  Professor  Lakes  of  the  State  School  of  Mines  says:  ''By  far  the 
finest,  largest,  and  most  varied  deposits  of  marble  in  the  state  are  found  in 
Gunnison  County  at  the  head  of  Yule  Creek.'*  Describing  one  of  these 
marble  beds  he  writes:  "At  the  base  of  a  great  cliff  we  find  75  or  100  feet 
of  exquisite  serpentine  of  a  bright  grass  green,  veined  with  white  or  deli- 
cate roseate  or  flesh  colored  veins.  Scaling  the  ledge  we  find  450  feet  of 
variegated  marble.  This  marble  is  of  an  immense  variety  of  shades  and 
patterns,  a  soft  blue  gray  dove  color,  delicate  chocolate  with  veins  of  white 
being  the  prevailing  tints.  Again  it  is  mottled  or  curiously  patterned  like 
trees  and  foliage,  while  shades  change  into  endless  gradations  of  exquisite 
beauty.  One  layer,  said  to  be  25  feet  thick,  is  of  a  blue-black  color."  He 
then  describes  a  massive  ledge  ot  pure  white  statuary  marble  250  feet  thick, 
said  by  experts  and  mining  men  of  Carrara,  Italy,  to  be  the  very  finest 
white  statuary  marble  yet  discovered  in  the  world. 

While  In  1880  there  were  only  two  or  three  banks  on  the  Western  slope, 
to-day  there  are  30,  with  a  bank  capital  of  $1,563,923.00  and  since  1880 
there  has  been  no  bank  failure.  Mr.  C.  E.  McConneil,  Cashier  of  the 
bank  of  Montrose,  in  answering  the  question  which  is  often  asked  by  peo- 
ple of  the  East,  namely,  on  what  character  of  securities  money  is  loaned 
in  this  country,  and  if  it  is  possible  to  loan  money  with  any  degree  of 
security,  makes  the  ful lowing  statement,  by  pointing  out  the  numerous  in- 
dustries carried  on  Id  Western  Colorado:  ''Thousands  of  men  are  employed 
in  mining  coal  which  is  shipped  as  far  Easl  as  the  Missouri  River,  and 
as  far  West  as  the  Pacific  Ocean,  tliousands  In  gold  and  silver  mining, 
thousands  in  agriculture  and  fruit  culture.  Thousands  of  dollars  are  em- 
ployed in  smelting  the  precious  metals,  thousands  in  the  cattle  business, 
thousands  in  the  mercantile  business."  The  booms  in  the  mining  towns  of 
Western  Colorado  have  never  compared  in  magnitude  with  those  of  the 
Eastern  slope,  and  in  consequence  by  their  fall,  have  never  affected  Its 
general  advancement  and  increasing  prosperity. 

In  gathering  these  statistics  a  gradual  increase  has  l>een  ol>served  from 
year  to  year,  with  perhaps  the  exception  of  one  year's  mineral  output. 
The  statistics  are  taken  from  the  most  reliable  sources  which  could  be 
reached  ;  they  are  conservative,  and  in  many  cases,  as  for  example  those 
taken  from  the  assessment  rolls,  are  far  below  the  actual  figures. 

In  this  report  many  valuable  items  of  interest  have  only  been  touched 
upon;  among  which  are  included  tlie  fruit  lands  in  Montrose,  Delta,  and 
Mesa  counties,  which  are  the  Liest  In  Colorado,  and  compare  favorably 
with  those  in  the  great  Salt  Lake  Valley,  Utah,  and  the  favored  sections  of 
Califomin,  while  no  mention  has  been  made  of  the  vast  grazing  lands  over 
which  a  quarter  of  a  million  cattle  range. 

With  figures  as  given  and  attention  to  the  steady  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  physical,  financial,  and  municipal  elements  which  enter  in,  the 
conclusion  is  drawn,  that  apace  with  the  state  the  Church  should  grow. 

Tour  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  consent  of  the  Bishop 
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and  CoancU  of  this  Diocese  now  assembled,  be  given  to  the  ceding  of  the 
territory  of  the  aforesaid  counties  to  the  General  Convention,  and  that  so 
much  of  tlie  foregoing  report  as  relates  to  the  statistics  and  resources  in  con- 
nection with  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  has  already  been  ordered 
printed  for  the  purpose,  be  embraced  in  a  memorial  to  the  next  General 
Convention,  praying  for  the  setting  apart  of  the  said  territory  of  the  Diocese 
of  Colorado  as  a  Missionary  Juri8dictio|i.

The  committee  held  meetings  for  business  on  Aubt.  17th,  Dec. '14th, 
March  3d  and  May  28,  1892. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  L.  Nicholson, 
D.  D..  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  and  testimonials  were  also 
signed,  consenting  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Cleland  Kin  loch  NeJson, 
D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  translation  of  the  Rt  Rev.  Ethelbert  Talbot 
from  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Wyoming  and  Idaho  to  the  Diocese  of 
Georgia. 

The  committee  consented  to  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  for  the 
Diocese  of  Springfield,  on  account  of  extent  of  territory. 

The  proper  testimonials  were  signed,  recommending  for  ordination  Ut 
the  Priesthood,  Fred  F.  Kramer,  William  S.  Bishop,  Jno.  C.  Stephenson, 
Hiram  Bullis,  William  O.  Cone,  Jno.  Harrington  and  Franklin  Spencer 
Spalding. 

Testimonials  were  signed,  recommending  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination 
to  the  Diaconate,  Herl)ert  MorLson  Clarke.  James  W.  John.son  was  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop,  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.

The  order  of  the  day  having  arrived  the  election  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  was  first  in  order. 

By  a  concurrent  vote  by  orders,  the  council  elected  as  presby- 
ters. The  Rev.  H.  Martyn  Hart.  S.  T.  D.,  The  Rev.  A.  R.  Kieffer, 
the  Rev.  C.  H.  Marshall  ;  and  as  laymen,  Hon.  Geo.  J.  Boal, 
Hon.  W.  F.  Stone,  Mr.  A.  A.  Bowhay. 
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The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Kieffer,  the  Rev.  John 
C.  S.  Weil  Is  and  the  Rev.  E.  P.  Newton  as  Examining  Chap- 
lains for  Southern  Colorado,  and  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw,  the 
Rev.  C.  H.  Marshall  and  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Wallace,  Examining 
Chaplains  for  Northern  Colorado. 

Nominations  by  the  Deaneries  of  their  respective  representa- 
tives on  the  Cathedral  Chapter  were  then  made.  For  the 
Denver  Deanery,  Mr.  S.  D.  Hunter;  for  the  Pueblo  Deanery,  Mr. 
Theodore  A.  Sloane  ;  for  the  Western  Slope  Deanery,  Mr.  J.  S. 
Lawrence,  and  they  were  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  A.  A.  Bowhay,  the  ballot  was  unani- 
mously  dispensed  with,  and  the  Secretary  directed  to  cast  the 
vote  of  the  Council  for  the  Rev.  George  W.  Hinkle,  the  Rev.  A. 
R.  Kieffer  and  Mr.  C.  W.  Boynton  as  Members  of  the  Board  of 
Equalization,  for  Mr.  C.  D.  Cobb  as  Treasurer  of  the  Council, 
for  Mr.  David  Rubidge  as  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  and 
for  Mr.  H.  J.  Adams  as  Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Secretary  so  cast  the  vote  of  the  Council,  and  the  Chair 
declared  each  of  said  persons  duly  elected  to  the  several 
offices  as  named. 

R.  Heber  Smith  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Be  it  Resolved,  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado 
in  Council  assembled,  tiiat  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  the  present 
Diocese  should  be  divided,  and  that  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  should  be 
formed  and  erected  within  the  limits  of  the  present  Diocese,  said  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction  to  embrace  tlie  followini;  counties  in  the  State  of  Colorado, 
to-wit:  Archuleta,  Delta,  Dolores,  Eagle,  Grand,  Garlield,  Gunnison,  Hins- 
dale, LaPlata,  Mesa,  Montezuma,  Montrose,  Pitkin,  Ouray,  Routt,  Rio 
Blanco,  San  Juan,  San  Maguil  and  Summit     And  be  it  further 

Beaolved,  that  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  this  Diocese  is 
hereby  given  to  the  division  of  this  Diocese,  by  excluding  therefrom  the 
following  counties  to-wit:  Archuleta,  Delta,  Dolores,  Eagle,  Grand,  Gar- 
field, Gunnison,  Hinsdale,  La  Plata,  Mesa,  Montezuma,  Montrose,  Pitkin, 
Ouray,  Routt,  Rio  Blanco,  San  Juan,  San  Miguel  and  Summit,  and  all 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Diocese  over  said  above  mentioned  counties,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  resolution,  is  and  shall  be  ceded 
and  relinquished  to  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church,  for  action 
thereon. 

The  same  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Legislation,  which 
reported  thereon  as  follows  : 
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The  ooinmlttee  on  legislation  respectfully  recommend  that  the  foregoinfc 
reaolutlons  offered  by  R.  Heber  Smith,  and  referred  to  this  committee,  ask- 
ing and  providing  for  a  dlTision  of  this  Diocese  on  the  lines  proposed  be 
adopted  by  this  Council,  and  that  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  be  formally 
given,  as  required  by  Canon,  and  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair  to  prepare  a  memorial  to  the  General  Convention,  asking  for  such 

division.

(Council  adjourned  to  2  o'clock  p.  m.

Council  called  to  order,  the  Bishop  in  the  Chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  inspectors  of  election  made  their  report  of  the  votes  for 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  which  showed  that  42 
voles  had  been  cast,  of  which  the  Rev.  O.  E.  Ostenson  received 
40  voles,  the  Rev.  J.  C.  S.  Weills  received  36  votes,  the  Rev.  G. 
W.  1 1  inkle  32  votes,  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Kieffer  29  votes,  as  clerical 
deputies,  and  Hon.  VV.  F.  Stone  received  42  votes,  Mr.  A.  Du 
P.  Parker,  37  votes,  Hon.  Geo.  J.  Boal  35  votes,  Mr.  C.  D.  Cobb 
and  Mr.  A.  A.  Howhay  each  20  votes  as  lay  deputies. 

The  Chair  declared  that  Rev.  Messrs.  Ostenson,  Weills, 
Hinkle  and  Keiffer.  and  Messrs.  Stone,  Parker  and  Boal  were 
elected. 

There  being  a  failure  to  elect  the  fourth  lay  deputy,  a  second 
ballot  was  taken,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of  Mr.  A.  A. 
Bowhay. 

.•V  ballot  was  then  taken  for  supplementary  deputies  to  the 
General  Convention,  and  the  inspectors  retired  to  canvass  the 
votes.

The  Finance  Committee  presented  a  supplementary  report, 
approving  of  the  bill  presented  by  Rev.  Canon  Lewis  for  money 
expended  for  printing  circulars  for  Diocesan  Council,  amount- 
ing to  $7.90.    The  same  was  ordered  paid. 

On  motion  of  A.  A.  Bowhay,  the  ballot  was  unanimously  dis- 
pensed with,  and  the  Secretary  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the 
Council  for  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Radcliffe  and  John  A.  Gates,  as 
members  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
The  vote  was  so  cast,  and  the  Chair  declared  them  duly  elected. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  unanimously  dispensed  with  and 
the  Secretary  directed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Council  for  the 
Rev.  E.  P.  Newton  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Denison  as  members  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  for  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  for  the 
Rev.  F.  F.  Kramer  for  the  unexpired  term  of  one  year,  made 
vacant  by  the  removal  from  the  Diocese,  of  Rev.  A.  W.  Arundel. 

The  Secretary  so  cast  the  vote  and  the  Chair  declared  them 
elected  accordingly. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  unanimously  dispensed  with,  and 
the  Secretary  directed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Council  for  the 
following  persons  as  members  of  the  Diocesan  Committee  on 
Education,  to-wit:  The  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw,  Chairman,  the 
Very  Rev.  H.  Martyn  Hart,  S.  T.  D.,  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding, 
the  Rev.  Amos  Watkins,  the  Rev.  Cyrus  T.  Brady,  and  Messrs. 
E.  J.  Rogers,  M.  D.,  I.  J.  Woodworth,  R.  Heber  Smith,  S.  C. 
Hinsdale,  and  Nelson  Millet.  The  vote  was  so  cast  and  the 
Chair  declared  them  elected. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  consist- 
ing of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  S.  Weills,  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Marshall,  the 
Very  Rev.  Dean  Hart,  and  Messrs.  W.  F.  Stone,  Clayton  F. 
Becker  and  S.  D.  Hunter,  was  on  motion  continued  for  one 
year. 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  Rev.  John  C.  S.  Weills  as  Registrar 
of  the  Diocese,  and  the  nomination  was  confirmed  by  the 
Council. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Francis  Byrne  to  be  a  resident 
Canon  of  the  Cathedral. 
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The  Bishop  nominated  the  Rev.  John  C.  S.  Weills,  the  Rev. 
A.  R.  Kieffer  and  the  Rev.  O.  E.  Ostenson  as  honorary  Canons, 
and  the  Rev.  J.  Wallis  Ohl  as  Canon  Missioner,  and  said  nomi- 
nations were  approved  by  the  Council. 

The  inspectors  of  election  made  their  report  of  the  votes  cast 
for  supplementary  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  which 
showed  that  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  were  28,  of  which  the 
Rev.  C.  H.  Marshall  received  28  votes,  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw 
26  votes,  the  Rev.  J.  Wallis  Ohl  25  votes,  and  the  Rev.  Amos 
Bannister  20  votes,  as  clerical  deputies,  and  Mr.  W.  L.  Beards- 
ley  received  28  votes,  Mr.  J.  H.  Humphrey  27  votes,  Mr.  E.  L. 
Kellcy  27  votes,  and  Mr.  C.  D.  Cobb  27  votes  as  lay  deputies. 

The  Chair  declared  them  duly  elected. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw,  chairman  of  the  Diocesan  Committee 
on  Education  read  the  following  report. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITFEE  ON   DIOCESAN   EDUCATION. 


Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Notwithstanding  the  financial  deprension  under  which  the  state  has  lalK>r- 
cd  durini;  the  past  year,  the  Diocesan  Schools  have  maintained  a  fair  degree 
of  efficiency,  and  in  some  respects  there  have  been  marked  improvements. 
In  Wolfe  Hall  particular  attention  has  lieen  paid  to  tlie  Departments  of 
Art,  Modern  Languages,  English  Literatnre  and  Latin.  Tour  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  past  year  has  demonstrated  the  usefulness  of 
the  military  system  in  Jarvis  Hail. 

In  common  with  those  interested  in  Christian  education  we  must  gnsatly 
deplore  the  loss  of  Miss  M.  T.  Burt,  who  has  been  a  faitliful  and  devoted 
teacher  at  Wolfe  Hall  for  eight  years,  and  we  also  lament  the  sudden  and 
untimely  death  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Lyford,  late  Head  Master  of  Jarvis  Hall. 
Mr.  Lyford  had  but  entered  upon  a  career  for  which  his  genial  disposition 
and  sterling  qualities  of  mind  and  iieart  admirably  fitted  him,  and  uodoubt 
if  his  life  had  been  spared,  he  would  have  attained  marked  success  in  his 
clioflen  professiou.  But  it  is  of  the  future  of  the  schools  rather  than  tlie 
past  your  committee  wish  to  speak. 

On  die  death  of  Mr.  Lyford,  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  with  commendable 
promptitude,  elected  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding,  A.  B.,  to  the  position  of 
Principal  of  Jarvis  Hall,  with  the  charge  of  St  Luke's  chureh,  Montclair. 
They  have  also  appointed  Miss  Anna  L.  Wolcott,  Principal  of  Wolfe  Hall. 
These  are  both  very  good  appointments.  Mr.  Spalding  is  an  excellent 
scholaj',  a  successful  clergyman,  a  well  known  athlete  of  genial  mauneis 
and  liberal  spirit,  whose  i)opularity  with  Imys  and  young  men  must  pro- 
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mote  the  advaHcemeiit  of  Jarvis  Hall  in  all  departmenta  of  its  work.  Those 
who  know  Miss  Wolcott  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  her  fitness  for  her 
chosen  sphere  of  doty.  She  is  a  lady  of  fine  presence,  excellent  tact,  and 
commanding  personality  and  we  confidently  expect  that  under  her  skilful 
guidance  Wolfe  Hall  will  keep  in  the  forefront  of  our  educational  institu- 
tions. 

Your  committee  tielievetbat  while  some  may  be  loyal  enough  to  patronize 
these  schools  because  they  are  church  schools,  the  majority  patronize  them 
because  they  are  good  schools,  and  the  patronage  will  always  be  in  pro- 
portion as  their  reputation  compares  favorably  with  that  of  the  very  best 
institutions  in  the  laud. 

If  there  are  new  ideas  and  methods  of  etiucation  which  are  really  im- 
provements on  old  ideas  and  methods,  Jarvis  Hall  and  Wolfe  Hail  want 
them.  No  one  who  has  observed  the  drift  of  educational  matters  during 
the  last  few  years,  but  has  seen  that  new  and  radically  different  concep- 
tions of  what  constitutes  a  really  well  educated  man  or  woman,  have  come 
to  the  front  and  won  the  day.  It  is  no  longer  enough  to  be  taught  how  to 
think  in  the  abstract,  one  must  be  able  to  do  the  concrete.  It  Is  not  enough 
for  a  man  to  be  able  to  admire  a  building  for  example  after  it  is  completed, 
lie  must  know  how  it  was  made.  Girls  are  not  educated  who  can  tell  a 
servant  what  to  do.  They  must  be  able  to  show  them  how  to  do  it  The 
central  principle  of  modern  education  is  that  the  mind  must  be  educated 
through  the  senses,  making  the  concrete  precede  the  abstract  The  practi- 
cal character  of  the  age  has  no  patience  with  dreamers.  It  believes  all 
umst  be  workers. 

With  this  feeling  abroad  it  Is  not  surprising  tliat  the  education  of  the 
senses  is  much  Insisted  upon.  This  is  evidently  the  chief  reason  for  the 
wide-Hpread  interest  taken  in  Kindergartens.  The  children  must  be  taught 
to  see  correctly,  and  to  handle  intelligently.  But  clearly  the  education  In 
the  practical  use  of  tlie  eye  and  the  hand,  must  not  stop  at  the  Kindergarten. 
How  can  l)oys  and  girls  be  taught  those  general  principles  which  underlie 
the  arts  and  sciences?  This  is  the  question  on  which  modern  educators 
have  pondered,  and  it  has  been  solved  by  the  manual  training  school. 
Here  tmys  are  taught  of  working  woikI  and  iron,  of  mechanical  drawing, 
and  the  principles  of  building,  and  girls  are  instructed  in  sewing,  In  market- 
ing and  cooking,  and  in  the  care  of  the  sick.  School  education  is  In  fact 
made  useful  as  well  as  ornamental,  and  manual  training  and  intellectual 
development  go  on  together. 

There  is  now  in  the  United  States  no  city  of  any  impoitance  in  which 
there  is  not  one  or  more  schools  of  manual  training.  True  educators  have 
seen  in  them  the  solution  of  the  question :  How  can  we  educate  our  children 
to  be  really  useful  memtiers  of  the  society  of  the  twentieth  century?  It  is 
not  intended  of  course  to  teach  trades.  Opponents  of  the  system  have 
argued  that  manual  training  means  teaching  the  elements  of  an  industrial 
calling  at  the  expense  of  some  existing  subject  of  education.  Nothing 
could  be  farther  from  the  truth— their  true  motive  being  to  teach  the  prin- 
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ciples  which  underlie  all  trades.  They  are  not  Intended  to  instruct  child- 
ren in  that  which  is  of  service  only  to  menials,  but  to  teach  them  what 
their  hands  and  eyes  were  made  for. 

Your  Committee  thinic  it  is  time  that  departments  of  manual  instruction 
should  be  added  to  our  Diocesan  Schools.  If  these  institutions  are  to  stand 
in  the  front  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  such  departments  must  be  added 
ere  long,  and  we  believe  the  sooner  the  better.  The  expense  of  such  new 
departments  would  not  be  great,  though  even  if  it  were,  these  considera- 
tions should  not  be  serious  draw-backs,  and  we  wish  to  urge  their  establish- 
ment as  strongly  as  possible  in  the  best  interests  of  Wolfe  Hall  and  Jarvis 
Hall. 

As  a  step  in  this  direction  your  Commtttee  are  pleased  to  know  that  in 
future,  drawing  and  gymnastics  will  be  required  of  each  pupil  attending 
our  Diocesan  Schools.

The  Rev.  Amos  Watkins,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee 
appointed  to  consider  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  relating 
to  Schools  and  Education,  reported  as  follows: 

REPORT   OF  COMMITTEE   ON  THAT   PORTION   OP  THE 

BISHOP'S  ADDRESS   RELATING  TO 

SCHOOLS,    Etc. 


To  the  Clerical  mid  Lay  Delegates  of  Protestant  EpUcapal  Church  of  the 
Diocese  of  Colorado,  in  Council  assembled: 

Tour  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  ad- 
dress relating  to  tlie  educational  institutions  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
cannot  but  congratulate  yon  upon  the  good  health  during  the  past  year  of 
the  students  of  Wolfe  Hall  and  Jarvis  Hall,  and  upon  the  excellent  sanitary 
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condition  Of  the  buildings.  They  feel  tliat  the  management  of  the  schools 
have  done  all  that  could  have  been  done  to  make  the  schools  unexception- 
ally  desirable  from  the  health  point  of  view.  Tour  committee  sus^gest  this 
as  one  of  the  merits  which  the  delegates  to  this  Council  in  their  several 
neigliborhoods  may  urge  in  enforcing  the  claims  of  the  schools. 

Your  committee  are  glad  that  both  in  Jarvis  Hall  and  in  Wolfe  Hall,  the 
home  element,  which  has  always  been  carefully  cultivated,  will  continue 
to  receive  the  attention  which  it  deserves.  In  schools  of  this  class,  that 
element  is  well  known  to  be  of  the  highest  importance.  The  strengthening 
of  this  element  along  with  the  maintaining  of  a  high  grade  of  scholarship, 
will,  your  committee  are  sure,  do  a  great  deal  in  the  development  of  that 
esprUdecorps  which  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  newly-elected  principals  to 
promote.  Tour  committee  confidently  expect  that  the  newly-elected 
principal  of  Jarvis  Hall  will  be  signally  successful  in  the  developing  among 
the  cadets  of  the  academy  that  feeling  of  pride  in  their  school  to  which 
they  t>elong,  which  for  want  of  an  English  word  is  called  esprU  de  carps. 
The  diploma  of  Jarvis  Hall  is  already  accepted  at  Williams  College  and  at 
Trinity  College,  Haitford,  University  of  Virginia  and  Daitmouth  College, 
in  lieu  of  an  entrance  examination.  The  useful,  practical  staudard  of 
scholarship  thereby  indicated,  will,  your  committee  have  no  doubt  at  all, 
be  maintained  and  safely  raised.  In  addition,  your  committee  feel  justified 
in  believing  that  the  sympathy  of  the  future  principal  of  Jarvis  Hall  with 
the  cadets  in  their  studies,  their  athletic  sports,  and  in  the  home  life  of  the 
school,  his  eneno'  and  his  devotion  to  their  highest  Interests  will  call  forth 
in  the  boys  and  young  men  under  his  charge,  a  fondness  for  the  school  and 
a  pride  in  its  success,  which  will  be  the  surest  indications  of  its  future 
prosperity.  But  in  order  that  the  schools  may  be  thus  successful,  one 
other  thing  is  absolutely  necessary.  When  the  right  principals  are  at  the 
head  of  the  institutions,  they  must  be  helped  to  bring  about  the  excellent 
results  of  which  they  are  capable.  In  those  cities  of  this  country  where 
the  public  schools  are  doing  the  best  work,  it  will  always  be  found  that  the 
Superintendents  have  been  long  in  charge,  and  have  been  supported  by  all 
interested  in  the  success  of  the  schools.  Tour  committee  urge  that  the 
same  rule  holds  in  respect  to  our  Church  schools.  Let  all  who  wish  to 
make  our  educational  institutions  a  success  push  their  claims.  Let  them 
do  their  utmost  to  have  the  schools  full  of  scholars  from  all  parts  of  the 
state.  Qood  principals  will  then  be  encouraged.  Success  will  be  assured. 
The  esprU  de  corps  will  increase  and  strengthen. 

Tour  committee  were  instructed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Blshop*s 
address  which  treated  of  the  relation  to  the  educational  institutions  of  this 
Diocese,  of  those  Missionary  Jurisdictions  which  from  time  to  time  have 
been  set  off  from  the  original  jurisdiction  of  Colorado,  Wyoming,  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona.  In  reference  to  this  question,  your  committee  ask 
why  should  not  these  jurisdictions  be  Invited  to  consider  themselves  as 
concerned  in  the  maintenance  and  prosperity  of  those  schools.  In  whose 
foundation  their  needs  were  certainly  had  In  view?    The  foresight  and  de- 
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The  year  has  shuwn  most  plainly,  the  wisdom  of  separating  the  Hnancial 
and  educational  Interests  of  the  two  schools.  The  i-eport  of  the  Warden 
so  far  AS  this  is  concenied,  renders  further  comment  unnecessary. 

Another  reason  for  congratulation,  is  the  new  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  so 
well  built,  furnished  and  equipped,  by  which  tlie  Diocese  shall  be  enabled 
to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  Church. 

Your  committee  suggest  that  the  appointment  of  a  general  Missionary, 
would  be  in  their  opinion,  a  measure  of  great  good.  There  are  many 
places  whei'e  support  of  a  resident  clergyman  is  absolutely  out  of  tlie  ques- 
tion; there  are  otliers,  where  Church  life  has  become  very  weak,  and  yet, 
where  there  are  some  loyal  CImrchmen,  would  always  appreciate  occasion- 
al servic4».  It  seems  impossible  for  Rectors  of  Parishes  or  Missionaries,  in 
chaiige  of  Missions,  which  need  {heir  whole  time  and  care,  to  devote  any 
really  useful  labor,  to  these  places.  Also,  the  reiwrtof  the  Canon  Mission- 
er  of  the  Southern  Deanery,  seems  to  show  that  the  traveling  expenses'of 
a  general  Missionary,  would  not  come  as  an  expense  on  the  Diocese. 

We  congratulate  the  Diocese,  and  particularly  the  Bishop,  to  whose  de- 
voiion  and  untiring  zeal  we  owe  so  much  upon  the  continued  increase  in 
prosperity  over  fonner  years  in  the  various  aspects  of  our  church  work, 
spiritual,  educational,  charitable,  and  material.  May  we,  Clergy  and 
l^ity,  go  on,  upheld,  encouraged,  sti'engthened,  by  the  immortality  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,  and  resolved,  everyone,  to  do  what  can  be  done,  by  ear- 
nest effort,  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  on  earth,  and  to  do  more  next  year  than 
%ver  before.  Respectfully  submitted,

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  T.  Brady,  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
unanimously  given  to  Mr.  H.  A.  Mc  In  tyre,  the  retiring  Treasurer 
of  Diocesan  Missions,  for  his  most  faithful  services  during  the 
years  that  he  has  held  the  office. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  also  tendered  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev,  E.  P.  Newton,  it  was  determined  that 
after  the  reading  of  the  minutes  and  their  adoption,  the  Council 
adjourn  sine  die. 

The  minutes  having  been  read,  the  Bishop  said  kind  and* 
encouraging  words  to  the  members,  and  closed  the  meeting  of 
the  Council  with  suitable  prayers  and  the  Benediction.

T\^e  Bislpop's  Annual  Address. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

The  present  Council  completes  the  second  Triennial  period 
since  we  became  a  Diocese,  and  the  first  since  we  were  admitted 
into  union  with  the  General  Convention.  It  is  an  important 
Council,  especially  in  view  of  the  approaching  Triennial  Conven- 
tion, to  which  we  must  elect  deputies,  and  from  which  we  hope 
for  action  affecting  ourselves  and  promotive  of  the  growth  of 
the  Church  in  our  State.  May  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  guide  us 
in  all  that  shall  be  said  and  done. 

The  past  year  has  been  fairly  prosperous,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
details  of  work  and  progress  to  be  presented. 

Last  August  one  of  our  oldest  and  much  esteemed  of  the 
Clergy,  the  Rev.  John  T.  Protheroe,  died  suddenly  in  Denver, 
the  effect  of  a  disease  from  which  he  had  long  been  a  terrible 
sufferer,  and  of  which  few,  even  of  his  most  intimate  friends 
were  aware.  I  had  known  him  for  twenty-five  years,  having 
been  one  of  his  examiners  for  Priest's  orders  in  the  Diocese  of 
Pittsburgh.  He  came  from  that  Diocese  to  Colorado  in  i88o,and 
labored  successively  at  Nevadaville,  Durango,  Greeley,  Fort  Col- 
lins and  Ouray,  making  each  of  these  points  a  centre  for  faithful 
missionary  work  in  neighboring  towns.  Always  shy  and  retiring 
he  was  yet  earnest  in  spirit,  and  to  the  extent  of  his  physical 
ability,  energetic  and  efficient  in  his  work.  His  long  and  varied 
experience  made  him  a  most  valuable  missionary.  As  a  preacher 
he  was  very  able.  Few  were  as  well  versed  in  sermon  literature, 
or  gave  so  much  time  and  thought  in  preparation  for  his  duties 
as  a  preacher  of  the  Gospel.  He  was  in  most  ways  a  man  who 
was  worth  far  more  than  he  was  ordinarily  taken  for.  He 
always  maintained  a  high  character  among  his  brethren  of  the 
Ministry,  and  we  all  feel  keenly  our  loss  in  his  removal  from  our 
midst. 

Since  the  last  Council  we  have  lost  four  of  our  Bishops,  and 
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four  have  been  consecrated.  How  rapidly  they  pass  from  their 
labors  here  to  the  rest  that  remaineth  !  Only  twenty-five  of  the 
seventy-five  are  now  older  than  myself  in  the  order  of  Consecra- 
tion. Bishop  Knight  of  Milwaukee,  during  his  Episcopate  of 
two  years  had  greatly  endeared  himself  to  his  Clergy  and  people. 
He  was  a  man  of  clear  head  and  sound  judgment,  of  ample 
learning,  of  true  Missionary  zeal,  warm  hearted  and  zealous. 
Well  equipped,  he  was  but  just  beginning  a  career  of  great  prom- 
ise of  usefulness,  and  he  was  not,  for  God  took  him.  fiishop 
Boone  was  the  son  of  the  first  Bishop  of  Shanghai.  Born  and 
partly  reared  in  China,  working  there  for  years  as  a  Missionary, 
and  proving  his  earnestness  and  ability,  it  was  natural  that  he 
should  be  called  to  the  higher  office.  Not  only  did  he  acquit 
himself  faithfully  in  his  work  and  administration,  there  was  some- 
thing heroic  in  his  life  to  the  end.  In  the  midst  of  the  most  try- 
ing scenes  the  Mission  had  known,  he  was  to  the  last  a  true  Soldier 
of  Christ,  defending  the  Church's  property  against  heathen 
fanaticism  that  was  marshalling  all  the  forces  of  evil  against 
Christianity.  The  Mission  should  be  greatly  strengthened  by 
the  manner  of  his  life  and  of  his  death.  Bishop  Galleher  of 
Louisiana  was  a  practical  and  wise  worker,  a  strong  preacher, 
one  of  the  best  read  and  most  thoughtful  of  our  prelates,  and 
particularly  well  versed  in  the  philosophy  and  the  social  ques- 
tions of  the  day.  The  last  very  able  and  instructive  Pastoral 
letter  of  the  House  of  Bishops  was  very  largely  his  work. 
Bishop  Bedell  was  one  of  my  consecrators — only  one  more 
remains.  He  had  been  a  great  Pastor  in  New  York,  as  was  his 
honored  father  before  him  in  Philadelphia.  In  the  larger 
Pastorate  he  bore  himself  well,  until  his  physical  infirmities  com- 
pelled his  resignation.  He  was  a  wonderfully  sweet  and  persua- 
sive preacher,  his  voice  and  manner  being  almost  perfect.  He 
was  a  saintly  man,  of  transparent  simplicity  of  character,  of 
evangelical  fervor  of  spirit.  He  was  much  loved  and  trusted  by 
his  friends  and  by  all  whose  privilege  it  was  to  have  his  acquain- 
tance. 

I  have  not  been  outside  of  my  Diocese  during  the  year,  and 
have  been  without  any  interruption,  engaged  in  its  work.  All 
the  Missions  and  Parishes  have  been  visited,  many  of  them 
more  than  once.  I  have  confirmed  on  forty-nine  occasions,  three 
hundred  and  nine  persons  in  the  Churches.  At  Idaho  Springs 
3,  Georgetown  2,  Breckenridge  8,  Golden  9,  Lake  City  3,  Fort 
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Collins  8,  Glenwood  Springs  4,  Leadville  q,  Las  Animas  2,  Trini- 
dad 13,  La  Junta  i,  Pueblo,  St.  Peter's  6,  Holy  Trinity  20,  Ascen- 
sion 18,  in  Pueblo  44.  Denver,  the  Cathedral,  of  which  four 
were  from  Wolfe  Hall,  45,  Trinity  Memorial  21,  St.  Mark's  26, 
Emmanuel  11,  All  Saints'  17,  Christ  9,  St.  Paul's,  Highlands,  12, 
Montclair  and  Jarvis  Hall  14,  in  Denver  155;  Colorado  Springs 
13,  Colorado  City  3,  Manitou  6,  Greeley  12,  Canon  City  2,  Villa 
(Jrove  2,  Buena  Vista  i.  Grand  Junction  3,  Monte  Vista  2. 

1  have  baptized  outside  of  established  Congregations  1 1  infants 
and  2  adults,  solemnized  two  marriages  and  attended  three 
funerals.  Four  corner  stones  have  been  laid,  and  four  churches 
built:  Christ  Church  and  St.  Peter's,  Denver;  St.  Mark's,  Duran 
go  and  St.  Matthew's,  Grand  Junction.  Christ  Church  Septem- 
ber 7th,  and  St.  Peter's  April  12th,  and  St.  John  Baptist,  Brecken- 
ridge,  March  13,  have  been  organized  into  Parishes. 

1  have  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Hiram  BuUis  and 
the  Rev.  Wm.  O.  Cone  in  Christ  Church,  Canon  City,  Wednes- 
day, December  15th,  and  in  St.  John's  Cathedral,  Friday,  Decem- 
ber 17,  the  Revs.  John  C.  Stephenson,  William  S.  Bishop  and 
the  Rev.  Frederic  F.  Kramer.  Also  at  this  morning's  service, 
the  Rev.  Franklin  S.  Spalding. 

1  have  given  Canonical  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  David  Sessums,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  Rev. 
Dr.  Phillips  Brooks  as  Bishop  of  Massachusetts,  Rev.  Dr.  Isaac 
L.  Nicholson  as  Bishop  of  Milwaukee,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  C.  K. 
Nelson  as  Bishop  of  Georgia. 

I  have  given  annual  licenses  to  twenty- five  lay  readers,  which 
expire  by  limitation  on  St.  Andrew's  Day.  I  have  preached  129 
times,  and  made  addresses  131  times,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  71  times.  And  as  many  as  fifty  times  I  have  attend- 
ed Chapter  and  Vestry  meetings  and  Guilds.

There  is  n^ed  of  an  amendment  to  the  Canons,  authorizing  a 
Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergy. 
One  of  the  present  Treasurers  might  be  authorized  for  this,  say 
the  Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions.  But  the  Fund  must  be 
kept  separate  and  reported  separately.  Such  funds  as  have 
come  in  for  this  object  were  sent  to  me  and  are  reported  as  fol- 
lows :

The  Cathedral  Vestry  pays  Father  Byrne's  rent  which  is  $240 
per  annum. 

The  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  Walter  C.  Arundel,  B.A., 
admitted  September  7,  1887 ;  Sidney  F.  Smith,  admitted 
March  28,  1888,  and  James  William  Johnson,  B.  A.,  admitted 
August  17.  1891.  These  three  persue  their  studies  in  Denver  in 
connection  with  Matthews  Hall.  Charles  Y.  Grimes,  admitted 
March  28, 1890,  and  Vincent  Owen  Penley,  admitted  June  i,  1891, 
both  students  in  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  and  Herbert 
M.  Clark,  Ph.  D.,  admitted  July  8, 1889  ;  in  the  General  Theolog- 
ical Seminary.  There  are  three  postulants  soon  to  become  can- 
didates. 

Let  us  proceed  now  to  a  brief  review  of  the  work. 

The  Chapter  and  Hospital  reports  contain  nearly  all  that 
needs  to  be  said  upon  the  Schools  and  the  Hospital. 

The  illness,  far  more  serious  than  was  apprehended,  of  the 
late  Principal  of  Jarvis  Hall,  and  his  sudden  death  of  pneumonia 
on  Tuesday,  May  3d,  was  very  disastrous  to  the  discipline  of  the 
school.  While  we  cannot  say  enough  of  the  ability  of  the  late 
Mr.  Lyford,  and  of  the  heroic  endurance  with  which  he  stood  in 
his  place,  and  did  his  work  under  his  great  physical  weakness 
and  infirmities,  yet  we  could  not  but  lament  the  inevitable  con- 
sequences. We  trust  our  patrons  will  appreciate  the  difficulties 
under  which  we  have  labored,  and  will  aid  us  henceforth  in 
making  our  schools  all  that  they  ought  to  be.  Under  the  new 
Principal  there  will  be  maintained  a  high  grade  of  study,  and  at 
the  same  time  more  effort  will  be  made  to  cultivate  among  the 
cadets  an  esprit  de  corps,  and  an  enthusiastic  love  of  the  school 
and  its  methods.  No  pleasures  or  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  a  Christian  home  are  to  be  lacking. 

Wolfe  Hall  is  believed  to  have  done  better  work  than  in  any 
previous  year.  The  readings  in  standard  authors.  Sir  Walter 
Scott,  Shakespeare,  etc.,  were  much  to  be  commended.  The  Art 
department  has  been   greatly   improved,  in  fact  almost  newly 
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created.  Many  improvements  in  the  Course  of  Study  are  con- 
templated. Miss  VVolcott,  the  recently  elected  Principal,  will 
come  with  practical  experience  and  a  spirit  of  consecration  to 
the  great  work  which  the  school  represents,  the  promotion  of 
high  education  and  the  cultivation  of  a  high  type  of  refined, 
womanly  Christian  character.  Miss  Dame  has  done  excellent 
service;  all  that  has  been  said  of  her  educational  attainments 
and  power  as  a  teacher  was  more  than  true.  We  deeply  regret 
not  to  be  able  to  retain  her  in  the  departments  for  which  she  is 
so  eminently  qualified. 

While  the  schools  have  been  remarkably  healthy  and  in  them- 
selves free  from  all  contagious  diseases,  we  are  called  to  lament 
not  only  the  death  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Lyford,  but  also  of  Miss  Burt,  a 
teacher  who  served  us  longer  than  any  other,  and  whose  service 
was  most  valuable.  Her  illness,  which  proved  so  unexpectedly 
fatal,  was  contracted  mysteriously  while  visiting  friends  in  the 
city.  May  these  sad  bereavements  be  sanctified  to  the  good  of 
teachers,  pupils  and  friends. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Wolfe  Hall  was  thoroughly  inspect- 
ed last  winter,  under  the  direction  of  the  health  department  of 
the  city,  and  all  defects,  real  or  apparent,  were  supplied,  at  no 
little  expense.  The  most  competent  authorities,  physicians  and 
others,  have  pronounced  Wolfe  Hall  in  its  present  condition,  as 
perfect  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view  as  any  large  building  in  the 
city,  and  as  any  building  of  the  like  character  can  possibly  be 
made.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Jarvis  Hall,  the  interior  ar- 
rangements and  outward  surroundings  of  which  are  believed  to 
be  nearly  perfect  for  health  and  comfort. 

The  Chapter  report  is  referred  to  for  financial  statements. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  is  an  institution  of  which,  as  of  our  Schools, 
we  may  well  be  proud.  The  new  buildings  were  opened  with  a 
Benediction  Service  on  St.  Luke's  Day.  The  patronage  has  been 
all  that  could  be  expected.  The  Chapel  and  regular  services  by 
the  Chaplain  are  proving  to  be  a  great  comfort  and  blessing. 
Already  we  have  had  to  finish  the  upper  story  of  the  Administra- 
tion Building  for  the  accommodation  of  nurses,  and  those  under 
training  to  be  nurses. 

It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital,  as 
of  the  Schools,  should  be  felt  and  appreciated  throughout  the 
Diocese.  Will  not  the  members  of  the  Council,  Clergy  and 
Laity,  do  all  that   is  in   their   power  to  make  known  in  their 
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neighborhoods,  the  facts  concerning  the  existence  and  excellence 
of  these  Diocesan  institutions,  so  that  the  superior  advantages 
they  offer,  may  be  availed  of  to  the  widest  possible  extent? 
Their  merits  need  but  to  be  made  known,  to  bring  them  abund- 
ant patronage. 

In  Denver,  the  Church  has  been  making  satisfactory  progress 
in  Parochial  and  Mission  work.  The  debts  upon  some  of  the 
Churches  have  been  considerably  reduced,  so  as  to  be  much  less 
of  an  embarrassment.  So  especially  of  All  Saints*  and  St.  Mark's. 
The  Mission  of  Christ  Church,  which  had  been  carried  on  for 
some  time  only  as  a  Sunday  School,  finding  it  impracticable  to 
build  in  these  times,  even  a  portion  of  the  permanent  Church 
that  was  contemplated,  proceeded  to  erect  a  small  Chapel,  cost- 
ing but  f  2,000.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  on  June  13th,  and  the 
opening  service  was  held  by  the  Bishop  Sept.  6th.  The  Parish 
was  organized  as  self-supporting,  under  the  presidency  of  the 
Bishop  on  Monday  evening,  Sept.  7th.  The  first  Rector,  the 
Rev.  W.  S.  Bishop  was  appointed  to  the  charge  of  St.  Barnabas* 
Mission,  Glen  wood  Springs,  in  January.  In  February  the  Rev. 
Amos  Bannister  was  called  to  the  Rectorship.  This  Parish  bids 
fair  to  become  large  and  strong  in  the  future. 

It  was  said  in  my  address  of  last  year,  (page  66  of  the  Journal) 
that  a  "liberal  Churchman**  is  expected  soon  to  "build  at  his  own 
cost,  a  Church,  Rectory  and  Parish  House,  for  one  of  the  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese,  not  now  in  Denver,  on  the  corner  of  South  Fif- 
teenth street  and  Second  avenue.**  The  Clergyman  referred  to 
came  to  Denver  the  first  of  November,  and  took  charge  of  Em- 
manuel Mission,  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Wallace  having  resigned  to  be- 
come Chaplain  and  Superintendent  of  St.  Luke*s  Hospital.  His 
idea  was  that  he  would  be  able  to  perfect  the  good  work  of 
many  years  in  that  populous  district.  Under  the  repeated  as- 
surance that  his  friend  would  build  the  new  Church  in  the  South 
part  of  Denver,  he  was  permitted  to  begin  the  working  up  of  a 
Mission  in  connection  with  his  work  at  Emmanuel.  Plans 
of  a  Chapel  (St.  Peter*s)  were  then  drawn  with  his  approval,  and 
from  time  to  time  by  him  submitted  for  approval  to  his  friend. 
His  friend's  approval  of  such  plan  was  certified  by  him.  The 
Bishop  was,  in  fact  tor  many  weeks,  corresponding  through  him 
with  the  said  unknown  friend.  Said  friend  was  said  by  him  to 
be  expected,  and  to  be  willing,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  building 
the  new  Chapel  and  Guild  Room,  and  also  to  build  the  new 
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Church,  and  to  endow  the  Parish,  the  coming  summer.  It 
would  be  necessary  to  borrow  temporarily,  enough  money  to 
build  said  Chapel,  to-wit :  $3,000  of  the  A.  C.  B.  F.  C,  at  6  per 
cent.,  and  on  a  second  mortgage  $1,400  more  at  8  per  cent.,  all 
this  to  be  refunded  and  paid  by  said  friend,  and  mortgages  re- 
leased when  the  main  Memorial  Church  should  be  erected.  So 
the  Chapel  was  built  and  paid  for,  and  unfortunately,  a  floating 
debt  was  incurred  against  the  Parish  of  St.  Peter's  to  the  amount 
of  some  $800. 

This  Missionary  had  agreed  to  take  charge  of  Emmanuel  at 
his  own  risk  in  regard  to  support,  provided  he  could  have  the 
same  stipend  as  heretofore  given,  $16.66  a  month,  with  the  offer- 
ings. It  was  increased  for  him  to  $25,  and  continued  to  Febru- 
ary ist,  one  month  after  Emmanuel  had  been  abandoned  by  him, 
and  the  offerings  were  improved.  The  Mission  of  St.  Peter's 
was  opened  by  the  Bishop  on  January  24th,  with  high  promise. 
The  offerings  were  large.  More  families  and  persons  than  was 
expected  were  ready  to  connect  themselves  with  it.  Tuesday 
evening  in  Holy  week,  April  12,  the  Bishop  organized  the  Parish, 
it  being  understood  that  it  was  self-supporting,  and  an  excellent 
Vestry  was  elected.  The  new  Vestry,  three  of  whom  had  been  the 
Church  Committee,  felt  warranted  in  continuing  the  salary  at 
$100  a  month.  On  the  9th  of  May,  the  Rector  resigned  the 
Parish,  and  abandoned  in  writing  the  Ministry  of  the  Church. 
The  Bishop  and  the  Vestry,  in  the  belief  of  the  truthfulness  and 
the  good  faith  of  the  Clergyman,  on  behalf,  as  was  avowed  by 
him,  of  his  unknown  friend,  are  expecting  that  friend  in  his  own 
way  and  time  to  avow  himself  openly  or  otherwise,  and  carry  out 
the  agreement  made  for  him,  and  with  his  asserted  knowledge 
and  consent.  Otherwise,  the  case  is  peculiar  and  unprecedented. 
It  is  a  most  natural  thing,  that  a  liberal  churchman,  who  by 
God's  providence  had  gotten  wealth,  should  do  such  an  act  of 
beneficence.  Meantime,  the  Parish  will  call  a  new  Rector  and 
assume  and  meet  all  real  obligations  upon  it,  and  go  on,  by 
God's  blessing,  doing  its  greatly  needed  work. 

Emmanuel  Mission,  now  in  a  more  depressed  condition 
than  it  has  been  for  many  years,  was  in  February  placed  under 
the  care  of  the  Rev.  Thompson  L.  Smith,  who  had  been  for 
some  time  resident  without  pastoral  charge  in  Denver.  It  is 
slowly  recovering  lost  ground.  Tuesday  afternoon  of  April  19th 
ground  was  broken  for  the  new  Church  upon  lots  i  to  4  Block 
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19,  Hunt's  Addition,  which  the  Vestry  had  purchased  or  author- 
ized to  be  purchased  through  the  Bishop,  nearly  three  years  ago. 
It  is  expected  to  pay  for  the  new  lots  by  exchange  of  the  old 
site,  the  difference  in  value  forming  the  building  fund,  so  that 
there  shall  be  no  debt,  after  all  obtainable  subscriptions  are  col- 
lected, on  the  new  lots  and  building.  There  is  no  more  popul- 
ous district,  and  none  more  in  need  of  a  Mission  in  the  city. 

Trinity  Memorial  has  not  yet  been  able  to  begin  its  new 
Church  on  the  corner  24th  Avenue  and  Ogden,  and  St.  Stephen's 
Mission,  which  is  offered  lots  gratuitously  in  McCulloch's  addi- 
tion, seems  be  in  abeyance,  while  our  own  Church  people  are 
said  to  be  attending  by  scores  the  services  of  other  Christian 
bodies  that  are  near  them. 

A  serious  question  arises  in  regard  to  Church  extension  in 
Denver,  as  also  in  Colorado  Springs  and  Pueblo.  Is  it  the  only 
way  to  start  a  Mission,  10  borrow  the  money  on  the  lots  for  the 
building  fund?  Or  will  not  the  people  to  be  benefited  organize 
and  solicit  funds  of  liberal  Churchmen  in  the  city,  and  the  citi- 
zens of  the  neighborhood  of  the  needed  Church?  Reports  come 
to  me  of  what  might  have  been  done,  of  large  subscriptions  offer- 
ed and  not  accepted.  Alas,  they  were  never  offered.  If  people 
desirous  of  establishing  a  new  Church  and  Mission  district  would 
confer  with  me,  and  say  what  they  will  give  and  do  for  such 
Church,  they  will  be  sure  of  finding  ready  sympathy  and  coop- 
eration. 

We  have  lots  for  a  Church  in  Swansea,  (lots  ii  to  16,  Block  28) 
that  should  be  built  upon  in  the  near  future,  besides  others  in 
other  districts.  It  is  believed  that  lots  would  be  given  in  Villa 
Park,  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Paper  Mill  and  Cotton 
Factory,  if  applied  for  with  the  serious  intention  of  building  upon 
them.  Ail  the  other  work  in  Denver  has  been  steadily  progress- 
ing. 

St.  PauTs,  Littleton,  has  been  in  charge  of  a  Deacon.  He  had 
come  to  us  from  another  denomination.  Failing  to  pass  his  ex- 
amination for  Priest's  Orders,  and  unable  or  unwilling  to  leave 
the  place  and  to  accept  such  appointment  as  the  Bishop  could 
give  him,  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service  there,  he 
has  abandoned  the  Ministry  and  the  Communion  of  the  Church, 
and  is  organizing  or  permitting  his  friends  to  organize  for  him, 
an  outside  schismatical  and  sectarian  body. 

St.  Philip's,  West  Plum  Creek,  has  had  no  regular  services 
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since  the  lay  reader,  Mr,  Penley,  left  for  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary  last  January.  It  is  hoped  that  Father  Byrne  will  be 
able  to  visit  this  Mission,  Sedalia,  Castle  Rock,  etc.,  occasionally 
during  the  Summer,  and  that  a  Clergyman  can  be  found  in  need 
of  the  invigorating  climate  and  country  life,  who  will  come  and 
occupy  the  Glebe  House  and  cultivate  the  Glebe  of  about  loo 
acres  adjoining  the  Church.  The  Church  people  are  mostly 
English,  and  there  must  be  many  an  English  Clergyman  who 
would  gladly  embrace  this  opportunity. 

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Coote  remained  at  Golden  until  April  ist, 
when  he  transferred  his  residence  to  Central  City,  where  he  had 
been  occasionally  officiating.  He  takes  Sunday  evening  services 
at  Bald  Mountain  (Christ  Church),  which  are  well  attended. 
He  thinks  of  returning  soon  to' England.  Golden  is  vacant,  but 
two  of  the  Vestry  keep  up  the  Sunday  School  and  the  services. 
St.  John's,  Boulder,  was  well  supplied  a  year  ago  by  the  Rev. 
Frederick  Kramer.  The  debt  on  the  Rectory  lot,  of  $850,  has 
been  paid,  and  arrangements  are  making  to  build  a  Rectory. 
St.  Stephen's,  Longmont,  secured  the  services  on  September  ist 
of  the  Rev.  John  Evans,  who  though  an  invalid,  has  done  excel- 
lent work.  He  hopes  to  remain  at  least  for  one  year.  In  St. 
Luke's,  Fort  Collins,  there  has  been  no  change,  nor  in  Trinity, 
Greeley,  until  just  after  Easter,  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Henry  having  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  Ouray,  entered  upon  the  work  of  his  new  field. 
The  Rev.  John  C.  Stephenson  has  done  something  during  the 
past  year  to  revive  the  interest  of  the  people  at  Georgetown 
and  Idaho  Springs.  If  there  could  be  some  degree  of  per- 
manency of  the  Pastoral  charge,  these  Missions  would  yet  again 
become  strong,  by  God's  blessing. 

We  ought  to  be  doing  something  in  Middle  Park  and  in  North 
Park.  The  time  will  come  when  railroads,  penetrating  these 
Parks  and  Valleys,  good  sized  towns  will  spring  up,  requiring 
our  attention  and  care.  Missionary  journeys  of  the  Clergy  now, 
might  prepare  the  way  and  help  to  lay  foundations.  West  of 
North  and  Middle  Park,  in  Egeria  Park  and  the  whole  Bear 
River  country  to  Utah,  we  are  doing  nothing. 

Passing  now  to  the  Southern,  or  Pueblo  Deanery,  Grace 
Church,  Colorado  Springs,  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
transepts,  so  that  it  will  now  seat  some  five  hundred  people. 
The  debt  incurred  is  to  be  lamented,  but  it  doubtless  can  be 
rapidly  paid.     The  new  pipe  organ  is  a  most  servicable  adjunct. 
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and  is  fully  paid  for.  The  hoped  for  Mission  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  College  is  not  yet  undertaken. 

The  Mission  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Colorado  City,  has  built 
a  handsome  Rectory,  at  a  cost  of  over  $2,000.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
McDonald  secured  in  June,  left  in  November,  and  the  Church 
has  ever  since  been  vacant,  only  occasional  services  having  been 
given  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weills,  of  Manitou.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Rich 
may  be  transferred  to  this  Mission  from  Meeker,  where  he  has 
served  well  during  the  past  year.  The  usual  prosperity  has  at- 
tended the  work  at  Manitou.  There  has  been  but  little  work 
possible  at  Cascade,  Green  Mountain  Falls  and  Florissant. 
Cripple  Creek  is  not  far  remote.  If  a  Clergyman  cannot  be 
placed  there,  some  prospecting  at  least  can  be  done  for  the 
Church  from  Manitou  and  Colorado  City. 

At  Pueblo,  St.  Peter's  and  Holy  Trinity  have  held  their  own, 
while  the  Ascension  has  been  to  all  appearances  prosperous. 
The  committee  of  the  Ascension,  bargained  for  the  purchase  of 
the  lot  and  building  where  they  worship,  doubtless  a  measure  of 
wise  forethought.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Cone  was  unable  to  secure  a 
support  in  Bessemer  even  with  Overton,  the  new  oil  town  which 
is  building  six  or  seven  miles  north  of  Pueblo,  while  the  steel 
works  and  other  industrial  works  were  in  a  state  of  suspense. 
They  are  again  in  operation  now,  and  the  times  are  brightening  up 
and  there  is  at  times  some  money  in  circulation.  Bessemer  and 
Overton  will  make  a  grand  Mission  for  another  Mr.  Cone,  if  we 
can  secure  him.  The  Rev.  Wm.  O.  Cone  was  in  April  called  to 
Alamosa,  which  was  made  vacant  by  the  removal  of  its  Rector 
of  more  than  six  years,  to  Denver. 

La  Junta  has  been  vacant  the  whole  year.  Of  late  there  is 
some  revival  of  interest.  The  place  is  prosperous.  Some 
$35,000  is  said  to  be  paid  out  monthly  by  the  A.  T.  and  S.  F.  R. 
R.  Company.  Much  building  is  going  on.  The  whole  country 
about  is  improving.  The  Mission  ought  not  to  remain  vacant. 
One  half  at  least  of  its  support,  however,  must  come  from  its 
own  people.  Las  Animas  is  more  depressed,  but  the  Church 
people  are  earnest.  With  occasional  services  given  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Watkins,  of  Pueblo,  there  has  been  rather  an  increase  of 
interest.  One  note  and  something  more  has  been  paid  on  the 
Church  debt.  The  outlook  is  becoming  more  encouraging. 
There  ought  to  be  a  Missionary  laboring  all  the  time  at  these 
places  and   Rocky    Ford,  where   we  have  some  good  people. 
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Even  now  if  the  right  man  could  be  sent,  he  would,  I  believe, 
with  a  little  help  from  the  Board,  be  well  supported. 

The  work  goes  on  splendidly  at  Trinidad.  Another  install- 
ment of  debt  has  been  paid,  reducing  it  to  about  S6oo.  The  stone 
coping  and  posts  and  iron  fence  around  the  Church  and  Rectory 
lots  are  a  substantial  and  fine  improvement.  Christ  Church 
Cafion  City,  and  the  Ascension,  Salida,  are  gradually  reducing 
their  Rectory  debts.  The  Rector  of  Salida  has  sustained  a  ter- 
rible bereavement,  the  greatest,  perhaps,  that  is  possible  to  be 
borne.  May  the  God  of  all  consolation  bless  him,  and  help  him 
to  bear  it  with  resignation,  and  santify  it  to  his  spiritual  growth. 
He  has  not  only  as  Canon  Missioner,  looked  after  Grace  Mission 
Buena  Vista,  where  too  something  has  been  done  in  raising 
money  to  pay  off  floating  debt  and  interest,  but  has  served  at 
Gunnison,  Pitkin,  Crested  Butte,  Lake  City,  and  other  points, 
with  great  fidelity  and  good  success.  His  report  as  Canon 
Missioner  is  herewith  submitted.  Leadville  has  recently  lost  its 
Rector  of  nearly  two  years  past,  the  Rev.  E.  J.  Harper,  who  has 
gone  to  England.  He  is  to  be  succeeded  the  first  Sunday  after 
Trinity,  by  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Keech,  of  Pittsburgh.  The  Rev.  H. 
Dunlop  has  resigned  his  work  in  the  Upper  San  Luis  Valley,  at 
Villa  Grove,  Cotton  Creek,  Bonanza  etc.  For  the  present  the 
new  Rector  of  Alamosa  will  attend  to  La  Jara,  Monte  Vista,  Del 
Norte,  etc.,  and  we  trust  can,  besides,  occasionally  visit  Saguache, 
Cotton  Creek,  etc.  The  Canon  Missioner  from  Salida  will  also 
give  some  attention  to  this  wide  field.  Bonanza  is  likely  to  im- 
prove as  a  Mining  Camp.  Creede  is  not  far  from  Del  Norte, 
and  though  killed  for  the  present  by  the  artificial  and  premature 
boom  of  real  estate,  may  yet,  with  Wason  and  some  prospective 
Camps  above,  be  worth  earnest  cultivation. 

It  was  recommended  at  the  last  Council  that  one  Deanery  be 
established  to  embrace  all  that  part  of  Colorado,  which  it  is 
hoped  may  be  made  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  or  Diocese.  The 
Western  Deanery  hereby  established  accordingly,  embraces  all 
the  counties  West  of  the  Eastern  line  of  Routt,  Rio  Blanco, 
Summit,  Pitkin,  Gunnison,  Hinsdale  and  Archeleta  counties, 
the  same  counties,  that  is  to  say,  which  have  been  organizing  and 
holding  a  Congress  for  the  discussion  of  Western  Colorado 
interests.  The  Deanery  of  Denver  remains  the  same  as  hereto- 
fore.    The  towns  of  the  upper  Arkansas  river,  and  of  the  San 
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Luis  Valley,  may  for  the  present,  even  at  the  ribk  of  making  it 
disproportionately  large,  go  with  the  Deanery  of  Pueblo. 

Let  us  now  cast  a  glance  over  the  magnificent  field  of  Western 
Colorado,  and  the  work  at  and  from  a  few  of  its  chief  centres. 

We  will  begin  at  Durango.  Here  is  the  strongest  Parish  except 
Aspen.  The  Rev.  H.  Bullis  became  Rector  the  first  of  June. 
The  long  contemplated  new  stone  church  (the  old  church  you 
will  remember,  was  destroyed  by  fire  July  4,  1890),  has  been 
erected.  Its  cost  must  have  been  as  much  as  $10,000.  It  is  a 
beautiful  structure,  well  suited  to  the  place.  The  debt  to  the 
A.  C.  B.  F.  C.  is  but  $1,800.  Now  that  the  Church  is  built,  great 
things  are  expected  of  the  Parish. 

From  Durango  North,  two  hours  by  the  D.  &  R.  G.  R.  R. 
takes  you  to  Silverton.  Here  there  is  at  present  no  organization. 
But  there  is  a  fund  for  the  building  of  a  Church,  and  support  of 
Church  Services,  raised  in  1884,  mostly  by  the  Church  women  of 
the  place.  It  is  loaned  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Robin,  who  has  given  his 
note  at  12  per  cent,  it  is  said,  with  security,  to  Mr.  Wm.  H. 
Crooke,  the  sole  remaining  trustee  of  the  three  who  were  origin- 
ally appointed.  He  reports  to  me  that  on  December  10,  1891  it 
amounted,  principal  and  interest  to  $658.  The  trustee  and  the 
borrower  are  both  good  men,  but  no  business  man  would  say 
that  an  individval  trustee,  with  no  provision  for  a  successor,  is 
safe.  The  matter  is  referred  to  the  Chancellor  to  devise  some 
plan  under  which  the  fund  and  its  accumulations  shall  be  abso- 
lutely safe  in  perpetuity,  and  there  shall  be  no  occasion  of  f^ar 
that  it  can  by  any  possibility  be  diverted  from  Silverton,  where 
a  Church  must  in  time  be  built  with  it,  and  perhaps  partially  en- 
dowed. Doubtless  bpth  the  Trustee  and  the  borrower,  being 
naturally  interested  in  the  perpetuity  of  the  trust  will  cooper- 
ate to  this  end,  with  the  Bishop,  who  is  the  Conservator  of  all 
Church  Trusts  and  interests  in  the  Diocese,  and  the  Chancellor, 
who  is  its  legally  constituted  adviser. 

Going  West  from  Durango  by  the  D.  &  R.  G.  Southern  R.  R. 
you  cross  the  La  Platta  River,  and  the  Mancos,  (the  best  point 
from  which  to  stop  off  and  visit  the  Aztec  ruins,)  and  skirt 
through  the  verge  or  a  corner  of  the  great  Montezuma  Valley  at 
a  point  ten  or  fifteen  miles  from  Cortez,  the  capital  town,  to  the 
Dolores,  on  which  turning  northward  around  the  grand  La 
Platta  Mountains,  yon  come  to  Rico,  a  rich  mining  town,  where 
in  1880  we  had  a  Clergyman  and  regular  services  kept  up  for 
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more  than  a  year,  and  still  have  an  organized  mission,  and  if  we 
had  the  right  man  and  the  means  to  support  and  aid  him,  would 
soon  have  the  Church  for  which  the  people  plead.  Going 
further  northward,  and  eastward  by  the  same  railway,  you  pass 
Trout  Lakes  and  the  town  of  Ames,  not  far  from  Ophir,  and 
reach  Telluride  in  a  couple  of  hours.  Here  for  a  year  in  1888, 
we  had  a  clergyman  wholly  supported  by  the  people.  He  was 
compelled  to  leave.  Another  body  of  Christians  had  sent  in  a 
man  who  was  already  on  the  ground.  They  built  the  Church 
that  should  have  been  ours.  But  the  people  say  generally,  as 
at  Rico,  the  Episcopal  Church  must  come  next.  From  Tellur- 
ide going  around  west  of  the  mountains,  you  strike  Ridgeway 
in  three  hours  by  rail.  Here  you  are  on  the  Ouray  branch  of  the 
main  line  of  the  D.  &  R.  G.  from  Montrose.  At  Ouray  we  have 
a  Church  and  a  Rectory,  and  a  good  Parish.  The  Rev.  J.  T. 
Protheroe  was  stationed  here.  After  his  death  it  remained 
vacant  until  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter,  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Henry 
of  Greeley  took  charge.  From  here  he  can  easily  reach  Ironton 
and  Red  Mountain,  as  well  as  Ridgeway  and  Portland.  He  may 
also  visit  Lake  City,  thirty  miles  east  by  trail,  walking  or  on 
horse-back,  or  he  can  go  around  by  rail,  a  hundred  and  twenty 
miles.  At  Lake  City  we  have  a  small  Church  and  a  few  devoted 
people,  with  regular  services  during  the  summer  months. 

On  the  main  narrow  gauge  line  west  of  Marshall  Pass,  the 
chief  towns  are  Gunnison,  from  which  Pitkin,  30  miles  east,  and 
Crested  Butte,  30  miles  north,  are  easily  reached  by  rail,and  Mont- 
rose, where  we  have  St.  Paul's  Mission  and  monthly  services. 
Delta,  with  monthly  week-day  services;  the  two  last  places  served 
from  Grand  Junction.  At  this  last  point  the  narrow  gauge 
meets  the  broad  gauge  through  line  at  the  confluence  of  the 
Grand  and  Gunnison  Rivers.  Here  where  there  is  prospective- 
ly a  large  city,  the  Rev.  O.  E.  Ostenson  has  just  completed  a 
very  pretty  frame  church,  the  corner  stone  of  which  was  laid  by 
the  Bishop  Nov.  20.  Below  Grand  Junction  is  Fruita,  near  the 
Utah  line,  in  a  wonderful  fruit  growing  region.  Proceeding 
east  by  the  broad  gauge  Midland  Rail  Road,  or  D.  &  R.,  you  pass 
DuBeque,  Parachute,  Rifle,  New  Castle,  etc.,  and  are  in  four  or 
five  hours  at  Glenwood  Springs,  where  we  have  a  flourishing 
Mission  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Bishop,  who  hopes  to  build 
a  church  during  the  summer.  Southward  from  here  45  miles  by 
either  of  the  two  railways  is  Aspen,  with  its  comparatively  strong 
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self-supporting  Parish,  vacant  now  except  that  it  has  regular  Lay 
services,  but  expecting  soon  to  have  a  Rector.  Cardiff,  Carbon- 
dale,  Aspen  Junction,  etc.,  on  these  railways,  are  points 
needing  attention.  Eastwards  on  the  D.  &  R.  G.,  several  small 
towns  are  passed,  one  of  them  of  considerable  size.  Red  Cliff,  on 
Eagle  River.  From  Rifle  north-west  43  miles  by  stage-coach,  is 
Meeker,  the  chief  town  on  the  White  River,  which  I  have  visited 
twice  this  year.  Here  for  twelve  months  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Rich  has 
labored.  He  has  done  great  work,  and  made  hosts  of  friends, 
but  it  seems  best  to  bring  him  now  into  the  neighborhood  of 
other  Clergy  who  can  give  help  to  a  young  Deacon;  and  he  is 
appointed  Missionary  at  North  Denver.  A  Priest  is  therefore 
wanted  immediately  for  Meeker,  where  our  own  Church  still 
holds  the  entire  field,  and  supplies  the  only  religious  ministra- 
tions in  the  County  of  Rio  Blanco.  It  does  need  a  good  man, 
broad,  catholic  minded,  many  sided,  adaptable,  earnest,  devout, 
and  faithful.  It  is  a  field  to  be  coveted  by  a  man  of  right  spirit, 
who  can  realize  and  fulfil  its  splendid  opportunities,  and  espec- 
ially who  would  build  only  on  the  Church's  foundations. 

From  Meeker  proceed  northwards  by  stage  or  buck -board 
some  sixty  miles  to  Craig  on  the  Bear,  or  Yampa  nver.  Twenty 
miles  east  of  here  is  Hay  den,  and  fifty  miles  East  is  Steamboat 
Springs.  The  Bear  river  valley  abounds  in  fine  ranches  and 
farms  of  great  productiveness.  Most  earnest  have  been  the 
appeals  from  here  to  send  a  clergyman  to  do  such  work  as  has 
been  done  at  Meeker,  and  we  ought  not  to  delay  to  enter  in  and 
possess  this  magnificent  territory  for  the  Church  of  Christ. 

One  place  more,  Breckenridge,  (Kokomo,  Robinson,  Dillon, 
may  be  omitted)  in  Summit  county,  is  reached  from  Leadville 
by  the  S.  P.  and  P.  R.  R.  of  the  U.  P.  system.  We  have  had 
three  different  Missionaries  here  during  three  summers  since 
1880,  so  that  most  of  the  time -the  Mission  has  been  vacant.  But 
the  ladies*  Guild  has  been  in  almost  continuous  operation.  Last 
October,  the  Rev.  C.  W.  H odder  took  work  here,  being  at  first 
also  assistant  at  Leadville.  The  first  of  December  he  took  up 
his  residence  here,  giving  to  the  work  all  of  his  time.  The 
money  has  been  raised  in  the  place  chiefly,  to  purchase  the  Con- 
gregationalist  Church,  and  to  move  it  on  to  our  own  better 
situated  lots  in  the  midst  of  the  town,  and  to  transform  it  into  a 
Church,  construct  a  Chancel  and  Vestry  Room,  and  room  for 
the  meetings  and  work  of  the  Guild,  purchase  a  suitable  Altar, 
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brass  lectern,  or  pulpit,  altar  cross  and  other  ornaments.  Many 
of  these  things  were  given  as  memorials.  At  my  visitation  for 
the  opening  and  benedition  of  the  church  and  altar  furniture,  on 
March  13th,  the  Parish  of  St.  John  Baptist  was  organized.  A 
Vestry  was  chosen,  which  has  since  raised  by  subscription,  the 
salary  *of  the  Rector.  The  cost  of  the  church  has  been  over 
fi,8oo.  This  is  good  work.  In  many  a  place  the  like  work 
would  bring  about  like  results,  with  God*s  blessing. 

'i'hus  there  is  a  most  fruitful  Missionary  field  west  of  the  crest 
of  the  liocky  mountains,  most  of  which  up  to  1879-80,  was 
utterly  unknown,  except  as  belonging  to  the  great  Ute  Indian 
Reservation.  At  my  age,  and  with  growing  infirmities,  I  cannot 
work  this  great  field.  It  ought  not  longer  to  be  expected.  It 
needs  a  young  man,  as  young,  at  least,  as  I  was  nineteen  years 
agi),  when  I  came  to  Colorado,  then  a  field  not  half  so  promising 
«is  this  is  now.  If  physically  able  for  it,  I  would  rather  have  it 
as  a  Jurisdiction  than  almost  any  other  of  the  Church. 

In  this  western  Missionary  district  of  Colorado,  six  Clergy- 
nien  arc  now  resident  and  two  more  expected,  two  Parishes  are 
self  sup|H)rting,  and  two  or  three  more  soon,  it  is  hoped,  to 
l>e<x>me  six  There  are  three  times  as  many  places  served  as 
ihci^  are  ClerEj>\ 

This  Deanery  of  western  Colorado,  what  shall  we  call  it?  The 
noaner\*  of  Grand  Junction  or  Gunnison,  of  Aspen  or  Darango, 
is  the  District  which  we  hope  to  have  set  off  as  a  Missionar)' 
Jurisdiction  bv  the  Cieneral  Convention  next  October,  and  to 
ha\T  a  Bishop  apiHMnted  for  it  at  once,  I  proix^se  to  make  good 
m\  prv^inise*  to  deed  over  in  trust  for  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Coloradv\  when  u  shaii  be  formed,  40  acres  of  land  in  Grand 
junction.  So  m  Mv^ntrv^se  and  lOo  :n  Meeker,  land  now  worth 
$?CnCk>c^  or  54C\.cc<x  and  to  t^  \et  worth  vast  I  v  more,  an  endow- 
mem  uh:oh  avidod  :o  that  of  Mr.  Haro.d  Bro«n,  and  that  of 
the  General  BvV.Tvi.  m:','.  a:v;!\  ervi.^m  ;he  E j^^ :scof »ate,  and  per- 
h^p-s  a*j^>  iv.ake  a  ;vir::al  cr.vi.  «;r.tr:  for  :he  M.ssionaiy  work.

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If  it  can  be  carried  early  in  the  session,  the  Bishop  will  promptly 
be  elected,  and  can  be  on  the  ground,  and  in  the  midst  of  his 
labors  in  November  or  December.  Surely  for  the  advancement 
of  the  work  of  the  Church  m  Colorado,  this  will  be  a  grand  and 
glorious  consummation. 

Then  we  can  do  more  effective  work  in  the  part  of  the  State 
east  of  the  great  Range,  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  we  shall 
have  a  Diocese  of  Pueblo  as  well  as  of  Denver,  and  the  state 
will  be  a  Province  of  three  great  Dioceses. 

The  question  of  Provinces  will  probably  come  up  for  discus- 
sion and  action  in  our  next  Triennial  Synod.  The  tendency  of 
thought  is  now  in  favor  of  State  Provinces  rather  than  Provinces 
created  artificially  by  grouping  together  contiguous  Dioceses 
without  regard  to  State  lines.  If  the  six  New  England  States 
are  homogeneous  enough  to  make  one  Province,  what  States 
shall  constitute  the  Middle  or  Middle  Western,  or  Rocky  Moun- 
tain or  the  Southern  or  South  Western?  The  Bishops  west  of 
the  Mississippi  and  east  of  the  continental  divide  were,  and  are 
associated  together  in  the  Western  Church  Building  Association. 
Should  their  Dioceses  be  a  Province?  Should  the  Dioceses  of 
the  Pacific  slope?  It  will  be  found  that  all  Provinces  thus 
created  would  be  more  or  less  unnatural  and  unreal.  Of  almost 
any  one  Diocese  there  will  be  found  no  special  reason  why  it 
should  be  in  one  Province  rather  than  in  another.  The  only 
way  we  can  gel  real  Provinces  is  to  constitute  them  of  the 
Dioceses  to  be  formed  in  each  State.  There  will  be  a  difference 
in  the  size  of  Provinces,  as  was  the  case  in  the  ancient  Church. 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Illinois  and  Missouri  will  be 
large  Provmces,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Mary- 
land, will  be  small.  Such  Dioceses  as  Rhode  Island  and  Dele- 
ware  might  attach  themselves  to  those  nearest,  or  stand  by  them- 
selves. But  almost  every  state,  if  not  every  one,  will  ultimately 
have  within  it  more  than  one  Diocese.  The  very  smallest  states 
may  be  no  exception.  Some  states  will  have  many  Dioceses.  All 
the  Provinces  with  equal  representation  will  form  the  great 
Triennial  Synod  of  the  American  Church. 

There  are  many  and  various  reasons  why  all  the  Dioceses  with- 
in a  State  should  be  united  in  one  Province.  State  legislation 
affecting  one,  affects  all.  All  should  be  agreed,  touching  what 
should  be  asked  of  the  legislature  of  the  State.  And  there 
should   be   Church   Institutions,   Schools,   Colleges,  Hospitals, 
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Asylums,  in  which  all  the  Dioceses  of  a  State  have  a  common 
interest. 

In  the  division  of  a  State  Diocese,  the  Provincial  relations  of 
the  Dioceses  formed,  with  each  other,  should  be  had  in  view. 
Thus  if  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  be  set  off,  it  may  and  should 
continue  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
old  Diocese,  so  far  as  applicable.  Necessity  will  almost  compel 
mutual  consultations  to  promote  common  action. 

Until  the  Church  in  a  state  like  Colorado,  Wyoming  or  New 
Mexico  only  lately  forming  one  Jurisdiction,  is  strong  enough  to 
divide  and  to  preserve  provincial  relations  among  its  Dioceses, 
it  would  seem  that  all  the  Jurisdictions  which  were  once  a  single 
Jurisdiction,  might  be  held  and  bound  together  in  some 
way  in  a  Province,  for  mutual  help,  and  the  enjoyment  of 
common  privileges.  Thus  the  schools  of  Colorado,  Wolfe  Hall, 
Jarvis  Hall,  Matthews  Hall,  were  the  Schools  of  the  Jurisdiction 
of  Colorado  when  it  embraced  also  New  Mexico  and  Wyoming. 
Why  did  not  these  Schools  belong  as  much  to  either  of  these 
Territories  as  to  Colorado?  Why  should  the  Dioceses  or  Juris- 
dictions formed  from  the  one,  need  separate  schools  or  like 
institutions?  Why  should  they  not  claim  their  equal  rights  in 
those  already  established?  Wyoming  or  New  Mexico  are  prac- 
tically nearer  to  Colorado  than  they  are  to  Idaho  or  Arizona. 
It  is  far  more  convenient  for  Children  and  young  people  in  the 
best  settled  parts  of  Wyoming  and  New  Mexico  to  attend  the 
Church  Schools  in  Denver,  than  it  would  be  to  attend  like 
schools  in  any  of  the  towns  that  might  be  named  in  Idaho  or 
Arizona.  Why  should  not  the  Church  people  in  the  Jurisdictions 
formed  from  that  of  Colorado,  claim  their  just  and  equal  rights 
in  our  Institutions  formed  with  the  design  of  benefitting  them 
as  well  as  ourselves?  Why  should  we  not  give  them  if  they 
desire  it,  some  corporate  relations,  and  powers  of  government  in 
these  institutions  ?  Clearly  it  would  be  possible  to  devise  some 
plan  by  which  such  results  could  be  effected.  Why  not  claim 
the  strength  that  comes  from  union,  rather  than  divide  and  scat- 
ter when  in  union  alone  there  is  strength? 

But  while  Colorado,  Wyoming  and  New  Mexico  might  be,  and 
for  many  reasons  ought  to  be  a  Province,  while  they  are  all 
relatively  weak,  yet  ultimately,  the  Church  in  each  of  these  great 
states  may  be  divided  into  Dioceses,  constituting  in  each  state  a 
Province.     So  that  generally  what  is  to  be  aimed  at  is  the  con- 
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stituting  each  State  with  its  several  Dioceses  a  Province  of  the 
Church;  all  the  several  Provinces  being  one  in  the  National 
American  Church,  and  its  Legislative  Council. 

The  more  difficult  question  now  is,  what  is  a  Province  to  do  ? 
What  are  to  be  its  functions  and  powers?  The  proper  thing 
would  be,  to  take  from  the  Dioceses  the  power  of  making 
Canons  and  give  it  to  the  Province.  The  Dioceses  in  a  State  or 
Province,  all  need  to  have  the  same  laws.  The  greatest  incon- 
veniences will  arise  from  their  being  various  or  variant.  Why 
should  there  be  the  diversity  and  incongruities  and  disagree- 
ments which  must  obtain  if  the  Dioceses  in  a  Province  are  all 
law  makers?  Why  not  let  the  Provinces  alone  legislate  the 
Dioceses,  all  being  equally  represented  therein?  The  Provinces 
may  then  be  equally  represented  in  the  National  Council,  which 
should  meet  triennially,  as  at  present,  so  as  to  keep  all  parts  of 
the  Church  in  touch,  and  in  mutual  sympathy.  If  the  plan  were 
fully  agreed  upon,  the  way  of  bringing  it  about  might  be  devised 
without  much  difficulty.  The  deputies  from  this  Diocese  will 
study  the  question  and  be  prepared  to  act  intelligently.  Per- 
haps the  best  discussion  of  it  accessible,  is  in  the  Church 
Congress  paper,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Egar,  which  has  lately  appeared 
in  two  successive  numbers  of  the  Church  Eclectic. 

You  are  aware  that  nearly  three  years  ago,  we  secured,  after 
years  of  wearisome  litigation,  the  Burr  bequest  of  $10,000  for 
Diocesan  Missions.  It  came  in  the  first  instance,  to  the 
American  Church  Missionary  Society,  and  was  paid  over  by 
them  to  the  "Diocese  of  Colorado,"  incorporated  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  it,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  Will.  But  that 
society  only  paid  over  the  principal,  insisting  upon  retaining  the 
interest  accumulated  during  the  seven  or  eight  years,  while  the 
litigation  was  in  progress.  The  Society  held  that  they  must 
retain  this  money  and  treat  it  as  income,  and  pay  it  over  in 
stipends  from  time  to  time  to  such  of  our  Missionaries  as  might 
have  their  approval.  After  a  while,  however,  as  if  doubtful 
whether  this  plea  would  hold,  they  changed  their  line  of  defense 
and  claimed  that  they  had  already  paid  over  all,  or  nearly  all  of 
the  money  in  stipends  given  to  one  or  two  of  our  men  before 
and  since  the  death  of  the  testatrix,  in  expectation  of  ultimately 
getting  this  accumulation  of  interest  to  reimburse  them!  But 
we  could  not  accept  their  view.  The  interest  so  long  unpaid 
should  be  treated  as  principal,  and  paid  over  to  us  accordingly. 
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We  desired  to  have  in  our  possession  all  that  belonged  to  us,  all 
that  we  were  entitled  to  under  the  terms  of  the  bequest,  that  by- 
adding  it  to  the  principal,  we  niight  make  the  fund  more 
adequate  to  our  needs,  and  more  of  a  nucleus  of  an  endowment 
for  the  support  of  our  Missionaries.  Confident  that  we  were  right 
in  our  interpretation  of  the  Will,  and  after  all  practicable  efforts 
to  secure  the  money  had  been  exhausted,  we  brought  suit  against 
the  American  Church  Missionary  Society.  At  first  they  resisted 
our  claim,  but  at  length  more  prudent  counsel  seemed  to  prevail. 
Before  the  matter  was  to  come  to  actual  trial  in  Court,  finding 
us  firm,  they  gave  up  their  cause,  and  paid  over  the  money, 
together  with  the  costs  they  had  put  us  to,  the  amount  being 
$2,800.  The  amount  of  the  Burr  endowment  for  the  support  of 
Missionaries  is  therefore  $12,800.  This  is  well  invested,  as  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions  will  show,  and 
brings  in  an  income  of  about  $1,000  at  present  rates  of  interest. 
We  raise  within  the  Diocese  for  this  object  over  $2,000.  We 
ought  to  raise  double  this  amount.  We  ought  to  raise  next  year 
at  least  $4,000.  We  can  do  it  by  a  supreme  and  general  effort. 
The  cause  of  Missions  in  this  great  Diocese  demands  no  less  of  us. 

The  plan  we  have  of  late  years  adopted  has  worked  well.  By 
taking  pledges  in  the  Council  and  in  the  Council  Missionary 
Meeting,  we  have  more  than  doubled  the  amount  previously 
raised.  How  shall  we  double  this?  Let  congregations  that 
pledged  $25,  now  pledge  $50,  and  throughout  the  Diocese  in 
like  proportion.  Cannot  the  pledges  of  Parishes  be  as  much  as 
one  dollar,  can  they  not  in  most  cases  be  as  much  as  two  dollars, 
per  communicant?  The  individual  pledges  ought  to  be  much 
larger  and  more  numerous  than  heretofore,  and  can  it  not  be 
agreed  and  understood  that  they  are  outside  of  what  is  pledged 
by  their  Parishes?  Otherwise  it  is  obvious  that  pledges  are 
reckoned  twice.  In  other  words  the  individual  pledges  are 
deducted  from  the  total  amount  to  be  expected. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  this  year  we  have  to  provide  for 
the  assessment  of  three  dollars  per  clergyman,  for  the  expenses  of 
the  General  Convention.  The  assessment  for  Convention 
expenses  must  be  therefore  25  per  cent,  more  than  usual.  It 
must  be  paid  in  so  that  the  Lay  Deputies  to  be  elected  may 
have  it  with  them  to  pay  over  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 

A  word  now  upon  a  subject  of  general  character  in  conclusion. 

It   is  generally  agreed   that   Prayer  Book  revision  is  to  be 
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brought  to  an  end  at  the  coming  General  Convention.  The 
pending  amendments  acted  on  favorably  at  the  last  Convention 
will  be  adopted  or  rejected,  and  then  we  shall  again  have  a 
standard  Prayer  Book.  Everybody  will  know  what  are  the 
changes  that  have  been  made,  and  there  will  be  no  longer  any 
excuse  for  the  excesses  and  the  defects  and  the  general  license 
that  widely  prevails,  in  the  performance  of  the  services  of  the 
Church.  Some  things  that  were  thought  permissible  will  be 
found  to  be  unlawful;  such  as  the  omission  of  the  general 
exhortation  in  Morning  Prayer  when  the  Holy  Communion  is 
not  to  follow;  the  introduction  of  the  versicles,  "O,  God  make 
speed  to  save  us.  O,  Lord  make  haste  to  help  us,"  the  using  of 
only  a  part,  and  not  the  whole  of  the  Benedictus  in  Advent; 
the  saying  of  the  General  Thanksgiving  by  the  Minister  and 
people  together,  an  attempt  to  authorize  this  having  been  made 
in  1889,  and  failed,  showing  the  mind  of  the  Church;  the  like 
saying  together  of  the  first  four  petitions  of  the  Litany;  the 
omission  of  the  Nicene  Creed  on  (Christmas  Day,  Easter  Day, 
Ascension  Day,  Whitsun-day  and  Trinity  Sunday;  the  saying 
by  the  people  the  words  introducing  the  Ter  Sanctus^  "Therefore 
with  Angels  and  Archangels,"  nor  until  you  come  to  the  words 
"Holy,  Holy,  Holy,  Lord  God  of  Hosts."  All  such  things  will 
be  discontinued  by  law  abiding  Clergy  and  people.  Individuals 
may  have  regrets,  that  some  things  were  done  and  some  left 
undone.  What  is  done  is  to  be  loyally  accepted  The  individ- 
ual submits  to  the  corporate  voice  of  the  Church. 

Where  there  is  to  be  discretion  allowed,  it  should  be  used  but 
sparingly.  As  for  example,  it  is  surely  not  well,  though  some- 
times permissible,  to  omit  always  or  habitually  in  the  Evening 
Prayer,  the  prayer  for  "the  President  of  the  United  States,  the 
Governor  of  this  State,  and  all  others  in  authority,"  nor  the 
prayer  for  "our  Bishops  and  other  Clergy  and  the  congregations 
committed  to  their  charge,"  nor  the  "Prayer  for  Congress." 
Surely  it  is  a  mistake  in  order  to  save  half  a  minute,  or  even  two 
minutes,  in  the  length  of  the  service  to  deprive  the  people, 
God*s  people,  of  their  liberty  of  praying  for  objects  the  Church 
has  deemed  essential,  according  to  their  bounden  duty.  Let  us 
at  any  rate  keep  as  far  within  the  law  as  possible,  erring  if  at  all 
on«the  side  of  obedience  rather  than  of  license.  Let  us  try  to 
cultivate  a- reasonable  degree  of  uniformity,  so  that  Churchmen, 
wherever  they  may  go,  may  feel  at  home  in  our  Churches. 
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It  would  seem  to  be  a  good  time  now  to  revise  the  order  of 
the  contents  of  the  Prayer  Book,  a  step  greatly  to  be  desired, 
that  the  services  may  be  more  easily  followed  by  all.  After  the 
Litany  and  the  occasional  prayers  and  thanksgiving,  should 
come  the  twenty  selections  of  Psalms  printed  in  fully  and  then 
the  Psalter.  The  Order  of  the  Holy  Communion  should  come 
before  the  Collects,  Epistles  and  Gospels.  After  these  should 
follow  the  occasional  Offices,  and  the  Ordinal,  the  Consecration 
of  Churches,  the  Institution  of  Rectors.  The  Book  of  Articles 
rightly  comes  last.  The  Ordinal  need  not  have  again  printed  the 
Litany  and  the  Holy  Communion,  at  any  rate  in  any  other  than 
the  Bishop's  Special  Book  of  Offices. 

It  may  be  said  perhaps,  that  one  General  Convention  could 
not  make  such  changes  as  are  suggested.  But  such  changes  are 
not  changes  in  the  Prayers  or  Offices.  They  belong  only  to  the 
arrangement  and  order  in  which  these  are  printed.  I  accept  the 
views  and  the  arguments  of  Mr.  Hill  Burguin,  deputy  from 
Pittsburgh,  upon  this  subject,  which  some  of  you  doubtless  saw 
in  a  recent  number  of  the  Churchman. 

Such  are  the  topics  it  seemed  needful  at  this  time  to  bring  be- 
fore you.  Much  in  my  Council  addresses  of  the  last  two  or  three 
vears  is  still  applicable. to  us  in  our  present  circumstances.  I 
would  repeat  them  if  possible.  .1  call  your  attention  to  them, 
asking  you  to  read  them  again  and  give  heed  to  them.  Try,  my 
dear  Brethren,  to  fulfil  every  duty  you  owe  to  the  Church,  and 
to  the  Church's  Head,  to  the  Missions,  Diocesan  and  general, 
domestic  and  foreign.  Never  should  the  Clergy  fail  to  offer 
their  people  the  opportunity  every  year  to  give  as  God  prospers 
them,  for  every  cause  for  which  the  Church  is  responsible,  and 
asks  their  help.  So  they  would  prevent  them  from  doing 
Christian  duty,  and  deprive  them  of  blessings  assured  to  those 
whose  prayers  and  alms  together  go  up  for  a  memorial  before 
God.  Loyalty  in  what  is  especially  demanded  now,  loyalty  to 
the  Church  authorities,  loyalty  to  her  teaching  and  her  Faith, 
loyalty  to  her  Sacred  Scriptures.  Each  of  you,  Clergyman  and 
Layman,  must  stand  in  your  place,  and  do  the  work  placed 
upon  you,  with  determined  fidelity  and  zeal  and  devotion. 

May  the  God  of  all  Grace  strengthen  you  to  do  your  work  for 

Him.

Canon  V  of  **Orjfanlzed  Missions," 

as  follows : 

CANON  V. 

OF  organized  missions. 

Section  1.  Missions  may  be  organized  or  dissolved  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority. 

Sec.  2.  On  the  organization  of  a  Mission  and  the  notification  thereof 
by  the  Bishop  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  such  Mission  shall  be  entitled 
to  representation  in  Council  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI  of 
the  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  The  government  of  an  unorganized  Mission  is  in  the  Bishop,  who 
may  appoint  as  his  representative  a  Missionary  in  charge,  who  shall  conform 
to  the  Blshop^s  instructions  and  be  responsible  to  him. 

Sec.  4.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Mission  Committee,  to  consist  of  a 
Warden,  a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer,  and  may  add  Committee-men,  not  to 
exceed  three,  in  his  discretion.  The  offices  of  Warden  and  Treasurer,  or 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  may  be  held  by  the  same  person.  The  Bishop  or  the 
Missionary  in  charge  shall  be  President  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  duty  of  a  Mission  Committee  shall  be  to  attend,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop  or  Missionary  in  charge,  to  tlie  ordinary  business 
affairs  of  the  Mission,  and  also  to  such  special  matters  as  may  be  committed 
to  It;  but  in  no  case  shall  it  undertake  anything  beyond  the  ordinary  busi- 
ness matters  without  special  Instructions. 

Sec.  6.  Every  organized  Mission  shall  report  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Council,  through  the  Warden  and 
Clerk,  tihould  there  be  no  Missionary  in  chiirge.

Sec.  7.  The  title  to  real  estate  or  other  property  acquired  by  the  Mis- 
sion, for  Church  purposes,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  to  be 
held  in  trust  for  the  uses  of  the  Church. 


IN   1890  AND  1891. 

The  fifth  section  of  Article  YI  of  the  Constitution  was  changed  to  read 
as  follows: 

Fifth.  The  Registrar,  the  Chancellor,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  the 
Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

Sec.  1,  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution  was  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  At  each  annual  Council  a  Treasurer  shall  be  elected.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the 
Council,  and  disburse  them  under  its  direction,  except  in  such  cases  as  may 
be  otherwise  specially  provided  for.  Be  shall  render  his  accounts  annually 
to  the  Council,  of  all  moneys  and  other  property  entrusted  to  his  care, 
which  account  shall  be  duly  audited.  He  shall  be  ex  oj^io  a  member  of 
the  Council,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 


IN  1891. 


Sec.  2  of  Canon  XIII  was  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

Every  Minister  of  the  Diocese  in  charge  of  a  congregation,  or,  if  there  be 
no  minister,  the  Warden,  shall  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  none,  to  the  President  of  the  Council,  within  a  weels  after  Easter  Mon- 
day, being  the  end  of  the  conciliar  year,  a  full  report  of  the  work  of  the 
congregation  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  present  condition  of  the  oou- 
gregatiou,  according  to  the  form  f  urnislied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Council.

ITie  Seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  met 
pursuant  to  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop,  in  S.  John's  Cathe- 
dral, in  the  city  of  Denver,  on  Wednesday,  the  7th  day  of  June, 
1893. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at  7:30  a.  m.,  the  Rev. 
G.  W\  Hinkle  being  celebrant,  the  R-ev.  E.  P.  Newton,  deacon. 
Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  9  a.  ra.  by  the  Rev.  E.  J.  Harper. 
At  10:30  a.  m.,  the  office  for  the  Ordering  of  Deacons  was  said, 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Barker,  Bishop  of  Western  Colorado, 
preaching  the  sermon,  the  Rev.  Francis  Byrne  saying  the  Litany. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  L.  Williams,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Chicago  (Woodlawn),  presented  Mr.  Chas.  Y.  Grimes  to  be  ad- 
Tiiitted  Deacon,  and  he  was  ordained  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese.  The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the 
Bishop;  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  Colorado,  the  Rev. 
Francis  Byrne,  and  the  Rev.  A.  J.  M.  Hudson,  assisted  in  the 
administering  of  the  sacrament. 

At  the  close  of  the  service  the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Lay  dele- 
gates, assembled  in  the  Crypt  of  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Bishop 
took  the  chair  and  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  as  prepar- 
ed by  the  Bishop,  and  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  entitled  to 
seats  as  evidenced  by  proper  certificates.  Twenty-seven  of  the 
Clergy  answered  to  their  names,  and  delegates  from  ten  congre- 
gations were  present  and  took  their  seats.* 

The  Chancellor,  the  Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Council,  members  ex  officio  of  the  Council, 
were  in  attendance. 


*The  Clerffy  and  Lay  Dele^^ates  present  are  iodicaied  io  the  list  pre6xed   to  the 
Journal  ot'  the  proceed  ini^s. 
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A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  President  declared 
the  Council  organized  for  business. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  first  in  order,  Dean  Hart  put 
in  nomination  the  name  of  the  Rev.  E.  P.  Newton,  which  was 
seconded  by  Canon  Marshall,  and  the  Assistant  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Council  for  Mr.  Newton,  and 
he  was  declared  elected. 

Canon  Wallace  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
seconded  by  Father  Byrne,  and  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  Colorado,  be 
invited  to  take  a  seat  in  the  Council  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Canon  Marshall  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
seconded  by  Dean  Hart  and  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  all  visiting  Clergy  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
be  invited  to  take  seats  in  this  Council. 

Under  the  resolution  the  following  persons  took  seats  in  the 
Council:  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Neilson,  D.  D.,  of  West  Virginia;  the 
Rev.  O.  E.  Ostenson,  of  Western  Colorado;  the  Rev.  Stephens 
Parker,  S.  T.  D.,  of  Long  Island;  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Williams,  of 
Chicago;  and  Messrs.  D.  H.  Jones  and  F.  W.  Oakes,  candidates 
for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  announced  the  organization  of 
Trinity  Mission,  Colorado  Springs,  and  S.  Andrew's  Mission, 
Cripple  Creek;  he  also  announced  that  the  following  Missions 
had  met  the  Canonical  requirements,  and  had  made  the  neces- 
sary subscriptions,  and  had  been  duly  erected  into  Parishes  and 
were  entitled  to  representation  as  such  in  this  Council,  to-wit: 
The  Ascension,  Pueblo;  Christ  Church,  Canon  City,  and  Trinity 
Mission,  Colorado  Springs,  under  the  title  of  S.  Stephen's  Church.

George  H.  Kinsolving  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  Texas ;  the  Rev.  Fred- 
erick R.  Graves  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Shanghai ;  the  Rev.  John 
McKim  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Yeddo ;  the  Rev.  William  Lawrence, 
D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Massachusetts ,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Frank 
Gaylor,  S.  T.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  Tennessee.  Consent  was 
also  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Oregon,  to  elect  an  Assistant  Bishop. 

The  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  given  to 
the  Bishop  in  establishing  Boulder  street,  Colorado  Springs,  as  the 
boundary  line  between  Grace  Parish  and  a  new  Parish  to  be  organ- 
ized.

Address  referring  to  the  late  Geo.  A.  Jarvis,  was  referred  to  a 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  this  Council  an  ap- 
propriate resolution. 

The  chair  appointed  as  such  committee,  Mr.  A.  A.  Bowhay,

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Houghton  moved  that  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  treating  of  Christian  Education  and  our 
Church  Schools,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  report 
thereon.  It  was  so  ordered,  and  the  chair  appointed  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Houghton,  Dean  Hart,  Canon  Marshall,  and  Messrs. 
Adams,  Cobb  and  Wright. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Johnson,  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress referring  to  the  forms  for  the  organizing  of  new  parishes, 
was  referred  to  a  special  committee.  The  chair  appointed  as 
such  committee  Messrs.  Johnson,  Boal  and  Stone. 

On  motion  of  Dean  Kieffer  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress suggesting  an  invitation  to  the  members  of  the  Missionary 
Council  to  stop  in  Denver  next  October,  before  or  after  the 
sessions  of  the  Council  in  San  Francisco,  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee.  The  chair  appointed  Dean  Kieffer,  and 
Messrs.  Glover  nnd  Parker.

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REPORT  OF   MI8S   ANNA   L.   WOLCXXTT. 

During  the  past  year  one  hundred  and  forty-five  pupils  have  been 
enrolled  at  Wolfe  Hall,  fifty-seven  in  the  Academic  Department, 
forty  in  the  Intermediate  and  Primary,  and  forty-eight  in  the  Kinder- 
garten. Of  these,  thirty-four  have  been  boarders.  The  school  has 
held  its  own  remarkably  well  during  the  year  and  closes  with  about 
the  same  attendance  with  which  it  opened  in  September.  The  health 
of  the  students  has  been  extremely  good,  and  some  who  came  largely 
for  the  sake  of  the  climate  will  return  home  much  stronger  than 
when  they  came. 

Some  one  has  said  that  the  modern  school  is  still  "in  process  of 
evolution,*'  and  thus  it  comes  about  that  no  model  of  the  past,  how- 
ever excellent,  is  enough  for  to-day.  The  great  aim  is  to  prepare 
each  child  for  greatest  usefulness  in  life,  and  to  this  end  no  faculty  nor 
power  should  be  left  untrained— to  quote  again,  "The  whole  child  is 
sent  to  school."  It  was  in  furtherance  of  this  idea,  that  certain 
manual  occupations  so  strongly  urged  in  the  Warden's  report  of  last 
year,  were  this  year  added  to  the  curriculum  of  Wolfe  Hall.  The 
good  efifect  of  these  changes  is  especially  apparent  in  the  Primary 
classes.  While  giving  much  thought  to  the  younger  classes,  we  have 
also  desired  better  things  for  the  higher  ones.  It  is  part  of  our 
earnest  purpose,  that  the  course  of  study  at  Wolfe  Hall  shall  be  such 
that  it  shall  be  possible  for  girls  to  obtain  here  a  thoroughly  good 
preparation  for  College.  For  this  purpose,  College  graduates  of  ex- 
perience are  being  secured  as  instructors.  Thus,  raising  the  standard 
in  the  upper  departments  of  the  school,  and  broadening  and  improv- 
ing the  work  in  the  lower  classes,  we  hope  that  Wolfe  Hall  will  attain 
to  the  highest  degree  of  excellence. 

The  feeling  has  grown  very  strong  of  late,  that  the  school  which 
cares  only  for  the  mental  attainment  of  its  pupils  neglects  one  half  of 
its  duty,  and  that  the  best  mental  and  moral  results  can  be  obtained 
only  when  the  development  of  the  body  is  made  a  first  consideration. 
In  view  of  this  fact  it  has  seemed  best  to  establish  a  new  department 
in  Wolfe  Hall— that  of  Physical  Culture— and  a  resident  teacher  has 
been  secured  who  shall  make  the  health  of  the  girls  (and  athletics  of 
the  girls  as  a  means  thereto)  her  chief  consideration,  and  shall  do  all 
in  her  power,  by  scientific  exercise,  to  straighten  round  shoulders, 
and  correct  awkward  gait«. 

A  change  is  to  be  made  in  the  Music  Department.  This  is  done 
largely  for  the  sake  of  better  organization.  It  is  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Prof.  Sobrino,  who  will  arrange  the  work,  on  a  smaller  scale, 
as  it  is  arranged  in  Conservatories  of  Music,  and  will  himself  super- 
vise the  work  of  all  pupils. 

It  is  thought  best  to  make  some  modifications  in  the  cost  of  tuition. 
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and  also  to  be  extremely  careful  to  admit  to  the  home,  only  those 
pupils  who  will  by  their  high  moral  tone,  prove  desirable  members  of 
it.  Both  of  these  changes,  while  restricting  somewhat,  will  in  the  end 
work  to  the  advantage  of  the  Hall.  We  feel  that  the  future  is  bright, 
and  although  it  may  be  many  years  before  Wolfe  Hall  will  attain  the 
high  destiny  that  surely  awaits  it,  yet  the  gain  will  not  be  less  per- 
manent that  it  comes  by  slow  and  not  by  revolutionary  measures. 

During  the  year  the  Warden  has  prepared  a  class  for  Confirmation, 
eight  of  whom  received  this  rite  at  the  Cathedral,  on  the  27th  of 
April.  He  has  also  instructed  the  seniors  by  means  of  weekly 
lectures  in  Church  History  and  Liturgies.  The  boarders  have  regu- 
larly attended  services  at  the  Cathedral,  and  Dean  Hart  gives  Bible 
instruction  at  the  Hall  every  week.

The  separate  reports  of  the  principal,  together  with  the  masters 
of  each  department,  including  the  Commandant  of  cadets,  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Chapter,  which  through  this  Committee,  presents  a 
summary,  as  follows: 

Jarvis  Hall  opened  the  present  school  year  on  the  12th  of  Septem- 
ber, with  36  boys  in  attendance,  and  the  number  has  steadily  increas- 
ed to  about  50  at  the  present  closing  of  the  year.  There  have  been 
five  resident  masters,  and  a  teacher  of  music  residing  in  the  city,  who 
visited  the  Academy  twice  each  week.  The  Principal  has  conducted 
the  classes  in  English  Literature,  English  Grammar,  Reading,  Spell- 
ing, History,  Algebra  and  Political  Economy. 

The  religious  instruction  has  been  given  by  the  Principal  and  the 
Head  Master.  During  Lent  the  Principal  held  a  Confirmation  Class 
two  evenings  a  week,  and  seven  candidates  were  confirmed. 

Tne  health  of  the  students  throughout  the  year  has  been  good. 
But  two  serious  cases  were  reported,  and  in  both  cases  the  cadets 
recovered  and  continued  in  the  Academy  to  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  plan  of  two  Matrons  has  worked  admirably,  and  a  continuance 
of  such  plan  is  recommended  by  the  Principal. 

The  condition  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  is  good,  and  little  will 
be  needed  in  the  way  of  repairs. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Clarke,  the  instructor  in  Latin  and  Greek,  shows 
that  there  have  been  four  classes  in  Latin  and  three  in  Greek.  Satis- 
factory progress  has  been  made,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  part,  if  not 
all,  of  the  members  of  the  first  class  in  Latin  will  take  the  examina- 
tion in  the  present  month  of  June  for  admission  to  Princeton  College, 
with  every  chance  of  success.    Our  student  who  began  Greek  in 
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September  last  is  reported  to  have  made  such  rapid  progress  that  he 
is  expected  to  pass  the  Princeton  examination.  It  has  been  the  ob- 
ject to  accommodate  the  curriculum  in  these  branches  of  the  classics 
to  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Universities  and  Scientific 
Schools,  since  most  of  the  Cadets  who  take  Latin  and  Greek  do  so 
with  this  object  in  view. 

The  scientific  department,  conducted  by  Mr.  Cissel,  embraces 
Physics,  Chemistry.  Geometry,  Special  Arithmetic,  Book-keeping 
and  Geography. 

Mr.  Norris,  the  instructor  in  Modern  Languages  and  the  Commer- 
cial Department,  reports  that  the  progress  in  French  and  German 
has  been  very  satisfactory,  considering  the  limited  time  allowed  to 
these  studies  the  past  year. 

Book-keeping,  Business  Arithmetic,  Penmanship  and  General 
History,  have  received  due  attention  and  with  good  practical  results. 

Regarding  the  Department  of  Military  Instruction,  police  and 
discipline,  which  has  been  made  so  marked  a  feature  of  Jarvis  Hall, 
this  committee  deems  it  a  matter  of  interest  to  quote  literally  a  por- 
tion of  the  report  to  the  Chapter  of  Capt.  Sayer,  the  Commandant 
of  Cadets,  as  follows: 

"Beginning  with  the  admission  of  the  new  cadets  in  September,  a 
vigorous  daily  drill  of  one  hour's  duration,  in  the  "settings  up"  was 
established. 

The  object  of  this  drill,  which  is  mainly  made  up  of  the  celebrated 
Swedish  movements,  is  to  straighten  and  render  supple  and  graceful 
the  figure  of  the  cadet.  It  gives  him  depth  of  chest  and  strength  of 
limb;  and  teaches  him  that  erect  and  manly  carriage  that  everywhere 
marks  the  young  man  of  military  education. 

As  soon  as  the  cadets  were  fairly  proficient  in  these  movements, 
they  received  instruction  in  the  school  of  the  soldier,  embracing 
marchings,  facings,  salutes,  etc.  About  the  latter  part  of  October 
they  were  armed  and  instructed  in  the  manual.  Drills  in  the  school 
of  the  company  then  commenced,  and  alternating  with  the  "  settings 
up  *'  continued  through  the  winter  months.  Early  in  March,  signal 
instruction  was  begun.  By  means  of  fiags  and  fiash  light,  the  cadets 
learned  to  send  and  to  read  messagee^between  each  other  at  distances 
as  great  as  a  mile.  Considerable  was  learned  of  the  Morse 'alphabet 
in  this  manner. 

In  April  and  May.  the  skirmish  drill  or  extended  order  movement 
was  practiced.  I  procured  some  blank  cartridges,  the  use  of  which 
in  these  ''drills  is  important  in  rendering  the  manoevers  lively  and 
energetic.  T':     '  ' 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  an  appropriation  of  $25  a  year  be 
made  to  purchase  parts  to  repair  some  of  the  rifies,  and  cartridges  for 
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use  in  these  extended  order  drills.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
cadets  work  under  great  disadvantagesin  some  respects,  in  this  depart- 
ment. They  have  no  martial  music  to  stir  or  enliven  them.  No  crowds 
of  appreciative  witnesses  attend  their  efforts  as  in  the  case  at  Shattuck 
and  other  high  class  Academies.  Many  of  them,  when  they  first 
come  here,  have  never  seen  a  reputable  military  organization.  Con- 
sequently all  that  they  do  is  done  from  a  sense  of  duty  and  not  from 
pleasure.  The  zeal  they  display  when  on  parade  in  Denver  at  certain 
times  shows  how  ready  they  are  to  respond  to  just  appreciation. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  think  they  should  be  encouraged  to  make 
their  drills  as  real  and  military  as  possible  by  the  aid  of  blank 
cartridges. 

Police  duty,  by  which  each  morning  every  cadet  piles  his  bedding 
and  puts  his  quarters  in  order,  has  been  fairly  well  performed.  About 
12  per  cent  of  the  cadets  have  been  reported  for  breaches  in  this 
respect. 

In  regard  to  the  discipline  of  the  year,  I  would  say  that  thanks  to 
the  very  excellent  spirit  and  good  feeling  that  you  have  brought  into 
existence  among  the  cadets,  the  record  surpasses  that  of  other  years. 
Fourteen  and  two  tenths  (14.2)  per  cent  of  the  cadets  will  have  no 
demerits  against  them  by  June,  reckoning  the  remaining  weeks  in 
proportion  to  those  that  have  passed,  This  is  a  very  good  showings' 
in  a  system  where  the  slightest  breach  of  discipline  counts.*' 

In  closing  this  report  the  Committee  can  but  express  their  gratifi- 
cation at  the  favorable  showing  made  the  past  year  by  both  Wolfe 
Hall  and  Jarvis  Hall,  considering  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  such 
financial  stringency  as  to  greatly  a£Fect  the  attendance  and  growth  of 
all  private  educational  institutions  in  the  country. 

Under  these  disadvantages  much  praise  is  due  to  Miss  Wolcott 
and  Rev.  Frank  Spalding,  the  new  Principals  of  Wolfe  Hall  and 
Jarvis  Hall  respectively;  as  well  as  to  Mr.  Bradshaw,  the  efficient 
Warden  of  St.  John's  College,  embracing  the  two  Academies  mention- 
ed, for  the  energetic,  capable  and  faithful  efforts  and  unremitting 
labors  required  of  them  and  by  them  so  well  performed  in  this  noble 
work— a  work  of  such  importance  to  the  Church,  and  just  pride  to 
the  Diocese,  and  to  the  State  of  Colorado.

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  to  the  distribution  of  the  new  Standard  Prayer 
Book  and  conformity  thereto  respectfully  report. 

The  committee  have  no  power  to  enforce  compliance  with  the 
Bishop's  recommendation  as  to  immediate  conformity  with  the 
Standard  Prayer  Book  on  the  part  of  all  Parishes  and  Missions,  but 
they  would  emphasiase  as  strongly  as  possible  the  advisability  of 
uniformity  in  this  respect  throughout  the  whole  Diocese,  and  as  a 
means  of  reaching  the  desired  end,  they  offer  the  following  sugges- 
tions : 

They  would  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  Diocesan  Prayer 
Book  Society  similar  to  those  which  exist  in  other  Dioceses. 

That  the  name  of  the  society  be  the  Wolfe  or  Bishop  Randall  or 
Harold  Browne  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Colorado. 

That  an  o£Fering  be  taken  annually  by  all  Parishes  and  Missions 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  society  to  distribute  freely  to  all  Mis- 
sions copies  of  the  Standard  Prayer  Book.

Canon  Wallace  read  the  following  report  which  was  adopted. 

Your  committee  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

It  is,  we  believe,  an  undeniable  fact  that  no  Diocesan  Hospital  in 
the  United  States,  without  endowment,  is  self-supporting.  It  is 
therefore  a  matter  of  little  surprise  that  S.  Luke's  Hospital  in  this 
city,  which  last  year  supported  over  a  hundred  free,  besides  about 
fifty  half -pay,  patients,  finds  that  its  expenditure  exceeds  its  income. 
It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  hospital  is  a  credit  to  the  city  and 
the  Diocese.  It  stands  in  the  forefront  of  all  our  benevolent  insti- 
tutions and  is  rapidly  extending  its  patronage.  Not  the  leading 
physicians  only,  not  Churchmen  simply,  but  men  of  all  creeds  and 
classes  speak  of  it  in  the  highest  terms.  Its  beneficent  work  de- 
mands the  cordial  assistance  and  co-operation  of  Church  people  gen- 
erally.   And  yet  we  cannot  say  this  is  obtained. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  direct 
that  a  yearly  offering  shall  be  taken  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  in 
its  behalf,  your  committee  find  that  only  seven  complied  with  the 
rule.  Excluding  the  offering  from  S.  John's  Cathedral,  a  sum  of 
less  than  920  was  contributed  in  cash  by  the  various  Parishes  in  the 
past  year  for  the  support  of  the  Church  Hospital. 

Your  Committee  indulge  the  hope  that  the  publication  of  this 
statement  may  be  the  means  of  bringing  about  a  better  state  of 
affairs  during  the  next  ecclesiastical  year. 
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Efforts  should  be  put  forth  in  every  Parish  to  secure  annual  mem- 
bers, the  subscription  being  $5.00  a  year,  and  surely  it  would  be  pos- 
sible for  the  Rectors  of  some  of  the  Parishes  to  secure  occasionally  a 
life  membership  of  $50. 

An  attempt  has  recently  been  made  to  make  a  loan  of  $5,000  on 
the  property  to  meet  the  present  distress.  The  Committee  charged 
with  this  duty,  we  regret  to  learn,  has  been  unable  to  effect  the  loan. 
It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  raise  this  sum  within  a  very  short  time 
and  steps  must  be  taken  to  obtain  it.  A  few  interested  gentlemen 
have  pledged  $100  each  provided  the  balance  can  be  secured,  and  we 
hope  at  least  ten  members  of  this  Council  will  help  on  this  good 
work. 

Your  Committee  sincerely  trust  that  the  coming  year  will  show  in- 
creased interest  and  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  Church  people  in 
behalf  of  their  own  Church  Hospital.

^  Whereas,  At  a  meeting  of  the  corporation  entitled  the  Bishop  and 
Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  of  S.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colo., 
held  at  Matthews  Hall  in  said  city  of  Denver  on  the  5th  day  oi  April, 
1893,  called  for  the  purpose  of  amending  the  Charter  or  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  said  Chapter  for  the  purpose  of  more  clearly  defin- 
ing the  persons  and  officers  to  be  members  of  said  corporation,  and 
to  more  clearly  express  and  set  forth  the  powers  and  functions  to  be 
exercised  for  the  better  carrying  out  of  the  proper  objects  and  pur- 
poses thereof,  certain  amendments  were  then  and  there  proposed 
and  adopted,  which  amendments  were  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Coloradoy  in  acocNrdance  with  the 
statutes  of  the  state  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  and  the  same 
with  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  relating  thereto  were  duly 
entered  in  the  Journal  of  said  Chapter.    Now,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  provi- 
sions of  Article  twelve  (XII)  of  the  C/onstitution  of  the  Diocese  of 
Colorado  relating  to  such  amendments,  this  Council  of  the  said  Dio- 
cese here  assembled  in  the  city  of  Denver  and  State  of  Colorado  on 
this  eighth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1893,  does  hereby  approve  and  author- 
ize the  said  amendments,  and  each  and  every  one  of  them  as  the 
same  were  adopted,  filed  and  recorded  as  aforesaid.

Chancellor  Stone  then  read  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incor- 
poration as  amended  by  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  which  will  be 
found  as  an  appendix  to  this  Journal  on  page  93. 

Mr.  Talbot  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted,  which  was 
carried  by  a  two  thirds  concurrent  vote  of  both  orders  of  the 
Council. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was 
read  by  the  Chairman,  and  on  motion  accepted. 
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To  the  BUhop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado: 
Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report. 
That  the  Parishes  and  Missions  have  almost  universally  con- 
formed to  the  canon  requiring  reports  to  date  from  Easter  to  £^- 
ter — something  we  have  not  obtained  in  former  years.  The  report 
of  this  committee  therefore  will  show  almost  the  actual  condition  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  at  Easter  18d3. 

The  committee  congratulate  the  Diocese  on  the  acceptance  by  the 
general  Convention  of  all  that  part  of  the  state  of  Colorado  west  of 
the  Continental  Divide  for  a  new  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  thus 
relieving  our  Bishop  of  a  vast  amount  of  work,  and  enabling  him  to 
give  more  of  his  time  to  Parishes  and  Missions  remaining  in  the  old 
Diocese.  The  good  effect  of  this  relief  is  already  being  manifested 
in  increased  life  and  vigor  in  a  number  of  our  Missions  and  Parishes. 
Trinity  Mission,  Trinidad,  which  has  been  oppressed  so  long  by  a 
burdensome  debt,  reports  the  debt  entirely  cancelled  and  improve- 
ments made  to  the  extent  of  nearly  $1,000.  Other  Missions  show 
similar  activity,  the  most  notable  being  S.  James',  Bessemer,  where 
if  the  same  rate  of  progress  continues,  we  shall  soon  have  the  pleas- 
ure of  reporting  another  self-supporting  Parish.  During  the  year 
Christ  Church,  Canon  City,  has  ceased  to  be  a  Mission  and  has  been 
admitted  as  a  Parish.  Also  a  new  Parish  has  been  organized  in 
Colorado  Springs  with  a  very  good  show  of  strength,  and  a  new  Mis- 
sion established  at  Cripple  Creek  with  a  resident  clergyman.  The 
offerings  for  Diocesan  and  general  purposes  also  seem  larger  than 
former  years,  and  altogether  we  have  reason  for  great  thankfulness 
in  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Church  in  all  its  departments, 
spiritual,  educational,  charitable  and  material. 

Your  committee  would  emphasize  the  suggestion  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  State  of  the  Church  for  last  year  as  to  the  advisability  of 
appointing  a  General  Missionary.  There  are  many  points  in  this 
great  Diocese  whore  it  is  not  possible  to  support  a  resident  clergy- 
man, and  other  points  where  Church  life  is  weak,  but  where  much 
encouragement  would  be  given  to  the  loyal  Church  people  by  a  visit 
occasionally  from  a  Priest,  with  an  opportunity  of  receiving  the  Holy 
Communion  and  of  having  their  children  baptized,  and  of  receiving 
other  offices  of  Holy  Church.  If  we  are  to  retain  within  our  fold 
these  scattered  sheep  and  extend  our  borders,  the  adoption  of  some 
such  suggestion  seems  imperative.  With  devout  thankfulness  to 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  His  continued  guidance  and 
blessing.

Canon  Houghton  read  the  following  report  which  was  receiv- 
ed: 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Diocese  has  many  con- 
gratulations for  itself  in  the  matter  of  its  schools.  In  a  time  of  great 
financial  depression  it  is  encouraging  to  find  that  Wolfe  Hall,  which 
has  the  sharpest  rivalry,  owing  to  its  proximity  to  the  city  influence, 
has  held  its  number  throughout  the  year,  to  find  that  Jarvis  Hall 
has  steadiily  increased  in  its  attendance  until  it  closes  with  a  larger 
number  than  it  began  with  in  September.  These  facts  should  bo 
wide  spread  as  the  moet  encouraging  in  the  history  of  Diocesan 
education.  We  can  add  to  this,  the  most  generous  expenditures 
for  repairs  and  drainage,  exceeding  $10,000.  The  most  careful  selec- 
tion of  trained  and  expert  teachers  for  the  coming  September ;  and 
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not  the  least  remarkable,  the  enthusiastic  loyalty  of  both  heads  of 
schools,  whose  work  has  been  up  hill  since  they  took  charge.  All 
these  are  a  brilliant  framing  to  the  main  fact,  that  the  schools  have 
been  appreciated  by  some  at  least,  and  the  attendance  and  scholar- 
ship have  a  look  of  permanency  and  increase. 

Appreciation  on  the  part  of  Church  people  and  others  of  the  work 
of  the  schools  and  the  confidence  of  the  community  in  their  being 
able  to  give  quid  pro  quo,  seem  to  your  jcommittee  the  first  elements 
to  be  fostered  in  connection  with  our  Diocesan  Education. 

We  believe  the  facts  presented  in  the  annual  reports  warrant  the 
Clergy  and  lay  people  in  fearlessly  asserting  that  no  better  schools 
for  secular  education  will  be  found  in  the  West,  but  when  there  is 
joined  to  this  the  great  advantage  of  a  Churchly  atmosphere  through 
a  Christian  household  it  becomes  the  duty  of  Priests  and  people  to 
do  all  they  can  to  keep  these  schools  before  the  communities  in  which 
they  reside.  As  to  their  future  maintenance,  it  surely  needs  no 
argument  that  our  schools  should  be  independent  of  the  fluctuation 
of  the  money  market,  and  of  the  attendance  of  elements  which  are 
sometimes  retained  merely  to  make  out  numbers  but  in  which 
neither  brains  nor  character  contribute  anything  to  the  well  being  of 
the  schools.  It  is  an  independent  position  we  covet  for  our  educational 
methods,  and  the  genius  of  those  who  are  placed  in  charge,  and 
there  is  no  way  to  give  this  independence,  save  through  an  endow- 
ment. It  is  not  too  early  in  their  history  to  begin  to  urge  provision 
for  their  future  liberty.  In  the  East  it  is  customary  to  wait  until 
the  graduates  have  come  into  active  life  and  property,  but  here  we 
have  in  our  noble  buildings  and  lands,  the  sight  of  what  can  be  done 
by  timely  investments  of  even  small  amounts  of  money  in  the  present. 

The  grounds  of  S.  Luke*s  Hospital  in  New  York  sold  for  $2,400,000 
last  week.  How  little  Dr.  Mulenburg  knew  when  he  collected 
the  $50,000,  which  bought  the  estate  originally,  of  the  power  of 
increase  in  a  gift — he  has  the  credit  of  it  all.  Denver,  in  ten  years 
will  live  fifty  years  of  New  York  life,  and  the  increase  is  almost  in 
sight  to  those  who  will  sow  in  faith  for  the  benefit  of  these  schools. 
Your  committee,  without  further  argument  on  either  of  these  ques- 
tions, beg  to  propose  the  following  resolutions. 

Resolved,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  prepare 
a  statement  as  to  the  schools,  their  status  and  wants,  and  that 
sufficient  copies  be  sent  in  envelopes  to  every  Rector  in  the  Diocese, 
with  the  request  that  he  mail  them  personally  to  every  member  of 
his  flock. 

Resolved^  that  each  Rector  be  asked  to  preach  once  a  year  on  the 
subject  of  Education,  and  the  provision  for  it  under  Church  influence. 
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Resolvedy  that  any  expense  attendant  on  printing  and  mailing,  be 
met  equally  by  the  schools.

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  committee  to  prepare  a  circular, 
Canon  Houghton,  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding,  Miss  Wolcott,  the 
Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw  and  Chancellor  Stone. 

The  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding  moved  that  this  Council  as  a  body 
attend  the  Commencement  Exercises  at  Jarvis  Hall  to-morrow 
at  9:45  a.  m.     Carried. 

Canon  Houghton  presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  religious  services  of  the  Diocesan  Council  and 
the  Missionary  Meetings  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  committee  of  five, 
of  which  the  Bishop  and  the  Dean  of  Denver  shall  be  two. 

The  chair  appointed  as  such  committee,  in  addition  to  the  Rt. 
Rev.  the  Bishop  and  Dean  Hart,  Canons  Houghton,  Newton 
and  Marshall. 

Mr.   Boal    presented    the    following    resolution,   which   was 

adopted. 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  do  not  adjourn  sine  die  until  11  o'clock 
a.  m.,  of  Saturday,  the  10th  proximo.  ^ 

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Hinkle  moved  that  the  Secretary  be  instruct- 
ed to  obtain  by  correspondence  pledges  for  Diocesan  Missions, 
from  Parishes  and  Missions,  which  have  not  already  made  such 
pledges  for  the  current  year.     Carried. 

Father  Byrne,  the  patriarch  of  the  Diocese,  made  report  of  his 
labors  for  the  year  as  follows:  Number  of  Celebrations  31,  of 
Baptisms  4,  of  Marriages  4,  of  Burials  9,  total  services  held  in 
twenty  different  places  208,  pastoral  visits  210,  miles  traveled 
1522. 
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The  Board  of  Equalization  asked  time  to  consider  the  matter 
'  re-committed  to  them. 

Mr.  Parker  presented  the  following  resolutions  which  were 
adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  tendered  the  Rt.Rev. 
Wm.  M.  Barker,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Western  Colorado,  for  his  sermons 
and  addresses  before  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  at  the  opening  of 
this  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  tendered  to  the  women 
of  the  several  Parishes  of  Denver  for  the  lunches  served  to  its  mem- 
bers. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  given  to  the  organist 
and  choir  of  the  Cathedral  for  the  musical  service  at  the  missionary 
meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  have  printed  as  a  supplement  to  the 
Journal,  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  thank  the  Secretary  and  the  Assistant 
Secretary  for  their  efficient  services. 

The  Council  adjourned.

Chancellor  Stone  for  the  Committee  on  Legislation  introduced 
the  following  proposition  for  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
which  was  approved  and  referred  to  the  next  Annnal  Council 
for  final  action  thereon. 

Resolved,  That  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution,  be  stricken  out,  and 
the  following  article  be  substituted  therefor: 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Diocese  of 
Colorado,  and  it  shall  embrace  all  that  part  of  the  state  of  Colorado 
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lyiog  east  of  the  western  boundary  line  of  the  following  named 
counties,  to- wit:  Larimer,  Boulder,  Qilpin,  Clear  Creek,  Park,  Lake, 
Chaffee,  Saguache,  Mineral,  Rio  Qrande  and  Conejos. 

Chancellor  Stone  for  the  Committee  on  Legislation  submitted 
the  following  resolution,  to-wit: 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XVII,  Section  1,  be  amended  by  striking 
out,  after  the  words  "divided  into,"  the  words  **four  Deaneries  to  be 
known  as  the  Denver,  the  Pueblo,  the  Leadville,  and  the  Gunnison 
Deaneries,"  and  by  substituting  therefor  the  words,  "two  Deaneries, 
to  be  known  as  the  Denver  and  the  Pueblo  Deaneries,"  so  that  the 
sub-section  will  read  as  follows: 

Section  I. — This  Diocese  is  hereby  divided  into  two  Deaneries  to 
be  known  as  the  Denver  and  the  Pueblo  Deaneries.  The  territorial 
limits  of  these  Deaneries  shall  be  defined  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  such  changes  as  he  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  as  required  by  Canon  XXIV,  a 
majority  of  two-thirds  of  each  order  voting  in  favor  of  the  same. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  forms  for  the  organizing 
of  new  Parishes,  reported  progress,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  until 
the  next  Annual  Council. 

The  Board  of  Equalization  fecommended  that  all  Parishes 
found  by  the  board  to  be  in  arrears  to  the  Council,  and  so 
reported,  do  not  be  visited  with  forfeiture  of  privileges  by  reason 
of  such  arrears. 

The  recommendation  was  approved  by  the  Council. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  and  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Equalization  shall  hold  a  sitting  im- 
mediately upon  the  convening  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Council, 
and  all  Parishes  which  have  any  grievance  to  present,  or  request  or 
suggestion  to  make  to  said  board,  shall  present  the  same  at  such  first 
sitting,  to  be  considered  and  reported  by  the  Board  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  required  or  called  for  in  the  order  of  business  of  the 
Council. 

The  Council  attended  iti  a  body  the  Commencement  at  Jarvis 
Hall,  and  the  closing  Musical  at  Wolfe  Hall,  for  which  object 
the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council  had  been  deferred  until 
Saturday. 
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It  was  moved  by  Father  Byrne  that  the  Council  adjourn  sine 
die. 

The  minutes  having  been  read  and  approved,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  addressed  the-  Council,  and  after  prayer  dismissed  the 
members  thereof  with  the  Benediction.

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TJhe  Bishop's  Annual  Address. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

As  we  meet  again  in  our  annual  Council,  the  first  of  the  third 
Triennial  period  since  our  Diocese  was  organized,  June,  1887, 
we  recall  the  fact  with  no  little  sadness  that  more  than  one-third 
of  its  area  when  formed — that  is  to  say,  all  of  the  nineteen 
counties  of  the  western  slope  of  the  state — has  been  set  off  and 
constituted  as  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Western  Colorado; 
and  a  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Morris  Barker,  D.  D.,  con- 
secrated for  the  same,  who  is  happily  with  us  assisting  in  the 
work  of  the  Council ;  an  augury,  we  trust,  of  the  pleasant  and 
helpful  relations  that  must  ever  exist  between  the  Dioceses  and 
Jurisdictions  of  our  beloved  State  of  Colorado. 

It  is  proper  to  make  official  record  here  of  the  action  of  the 
late  General  Convention,  as  follows  : 

"The  General  Convention,  ( 
House  of  Deputies.     \ 

To  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado-. 

Certification  is  herewith  transmitted  of  the  consent  of  the 
General  Convention  to  the  erection  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
within  the  present  limits  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado.

Resolution  adopted  by  the  House  of  Deputies  on  the  sixth 

day  of  the  session,  October  11,  1892: 

Resolvedy  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  the  General 
Convention  hereby  signifies  its  consent  and  agreement  to  the 
limitation  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  Colorado,  by  establishing  the  western  limits  of 
the  Diocese  of  Colorado  on  the  west  line  of  the  counties  of 
Larimer,  Boulder,  Gilpin,  Clear  Creek,  Park,  Lake,  Chaffee, 
Saguache,  Rio  Grande  and  Conejos,  until  such  constitutional 
amendment  and  legislation  thereunder  can  be  secured  as  are 
necessary  to  remove  the  doubts  as  to  existing  power  under  the 
Constitution,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  territory  west  of  the 
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limits  aforesaid,  and  within  the  State  of  Colorado,  be  held  and 
treated  as  Missionary  territory  and  subject  to  Missionary  juris > 
diction.

The  above  action  set  off  the  western  slope  for  Missionary 
jurisdiction.  It  needed  the  action  of  the  House  of  Bishops  to 
make  the  same  a  Missionary  District.  Consequently,  I  had  the 
subject  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions,  to 
recommend  the  appropriate  action.  Accordingly,  on  October 
13th,  the  eighth  day  of  the  session,  said  committee  made  report 
as  follows  : 

"The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions,  to  which  was  referred 
the  matter  of  the  erection  of  a  Missionary  District  in  that  section 
of  the  State  of  Colorado  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  counties 
of  Larimer,  Boulder,  Gilpin,  Clear  Creek,  Park,  Lake,  Chaffee, 
Saguache,  Rio  Grande  and  Conejos,  and  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
for  the  same,  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
lutions ; 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  hereby  constitutes  the 
above  named  district  a  Missionary  District  of  this  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  name  of  this  district  be  the  Missionary 
District  of  Western  Colorado. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  communicate  to 
the  House  of  Deputies  information  of  the  establishment  by  this 
House,  of  said  Missionary  District. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
for  the  same. 

On  motion  the  resolutions  recommended  by  the  committee 
were  severally  adopted." 

The  county  of  Mineral,  established  by  the  Legislature  of  1893, 
should  be  inserted  between  Saguache  and  Rio  Grande,  as  part 
of  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Jurisdiction.  Popularly  speaking 
the  Diocese  embraces  the  eastern  slope  and  the  Missionary  Dis- 
trict the  western,  the  crest  of  the  mountain  range  being  the 
dividing  line. 

The  area  of  our  Diocese  is  thus  diminished  by  38,000  square 
miles,  and  the  population  by  about  seventy-five  thousand.  We 
have  set  off  with  the  territory  six  clergy,  nine  churches  and  four- 
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teen  Parishes  and  Mission  organizations.     God  helping  us,  we 
must  soon  make  good  these  losses. 

Of  the  Bishops  who  were  in  the  House  in  October,  aiding  us  in 
everything  tending  to  Missionary  progress,  was  the  Bishop  of 
Massachusetts,  one  of  the  most  robust  of  all,  and  most  likely  to 
be  spared  for  years  of  usefulness.  He  was  a  Bishop  for  only 
about  fifteen  months.  During  this  brief  time  he  devoted  him- 
self with  singular  zeal  and  earnestness  to  the  work  of  the  Episco- 
pate, and  won  the  hearts  of  the  people  generally  among  whom  he 
ministered.  It  is  sad  indeed  that  he  could  not  have  lived  to  ful- 
fill the  promise  of  what  was  expected  of  him  in  the  great  office 
that  had  honored  him  by  calling  him  to  its  work.  He  was  in 
many  respects  what  the  world  calls  a  great  man  ;  not  a  great 
thinker,  philosopher,  or  scholar,  or  theologian  ;  but  great  as  a 
man  ;  great  in  the  power  of  personal  influence,  and  hence  a  great 
preacher,  probably  one  of  the  greatest  of  his  time.  He  was 
withal  most  simple  and  unaffected  in  his  life,  and  with  no  appar- 
ent consciousness  of  his  great  gifts,  he  consecrated  all  his  God- 
given  endowments  to  the  service  of  Christ,  and  the  uplifting  to 
the  sphere  of  Christ-like  living,  of  his  fellow  men. 

The  Bishops  of  California  and  Vermont  were  not  able  to  be 
present  at  the  General  Convention.  Both  have  since  passed 
away,  full  of  years  and  of  honors.  Bishop  Kip  was  sent  to  Cal- 
fornia  in  1853  as  a  Missionary  Bishop,  the  next  after  Bishop 
Kemper,  the  Church  not  waiting  for  a  Diocese  to  be  first  form- 
ed. City  bred  and  nurtured,  he  gave  himself  to  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  that  then  remote  and  new  country,  with  wonderful 
self-denial  and  patience,  and  endured  such  hardness  as  has 
fallen  to  the  lot  of  but  few,  perhaps  of  the  pioneer  Bishops  of 
the  West.  He  had  previously  published  "The  Double  Witness," 
the  most  popular  book  of  this  century  on  the  Apostolic  Church 
and  its  Ministry.  He  contrived  to  keep  up  his  studies  and 
literary  work,  and  distinguished  himself  as  an  Author,  even  out- 
side of  Ecclesastical  and  Theological  subjects.  The  influence  of 
his  wise  and  conservative  policy,  his  high  character  and  com- 
manding ability,  will  ever  be  felt  upon  the  Church  life  of  the 
of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Bishop  Bissell's  abilities  were  not  of  the  showy  order,  but 
merited  wide  recognition.  He  was  remarkable  for  painstaking 
care  in  all  his  work  and  ministrations.  In  a  small  Diocese  till 
health  failed,  he  made  himself  the  Chief  Missionary,  visiting  all 
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his  Stations  and  Missionary  points  at  least  twice  each  year.  He 
was  a  quiet,  unostentatious,  studious  man,  well  versed  in  the  old 
Theology  of  the  Church,  and  conversant  with  the  Ecclesistical 
movement  of  his  time.  He  too  has  left  his  impress  upon  his 
Diocese.     He  rests  from  his  labors  and  his  works  do  follow  him. 

There  has  recently  passed  away  a  chief  benefactor  of  this  juris- 
diction, Mr.  George  A.  Jarvis,  of  Brooklyn.  It  was  he  who  did 
so  much  for  Jarvis  Hall  in  its  early  days,  as  to  entitle  him  to  name 
it  for  that  most  distinguished  man  of  the  Jarvis  family,  the  second 
Bishop  of  Connecticut.  It  was  he,  who  by  a  gift  of  $io,ooc, 
created  what  is  known  as  the  Jarvis  Hall  Theological  Endow- 
ment Fund,  which  from  increase  of  the  value  of  land  has  become 
one  of  the  most  important  Trusts.  A  like  gift  from  Mr.  Nathan 
Matthews  of  Boston,  gave  us  Matthews*  Hall.  The  Jarvis  en- 
dowment has  been  used  hitherto  chiefly  in  helping  our  Students 
for  the  Ministry  in  Eastern  Theological  Seminaries.  There  is 
no  restriction  in  the  Trust,  except  that  its  income  is  to  be  used 
for  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  only,  and  in  and  of  this  Jurisdic- 
tion or  Diocese.  At  present  being  in  land,  it  yields  scarcely 
one-third  the  income  needed  to  pay  the  taxes  upon  the  lots  and 
land  in  which  it  is  vested. 

1  proceed  now  to  give  the  summaries  of  work. 

The  whole  number  confirmed  on  fifty-six  occasions,  since  the 
last  Council,  to  date,  has  been  322.

I  have  preached  138  times,  made  133  addresses,  celebrated 
the  Holy  (Communion    72  times,   baptized    26    infants    and    i 
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adult,  officiated  at  four  marriages  and  one  burial,  and  presided 
at  meetings  of  various  sorts,  Vestries,  Committees,  Chapter,  etc., 
some  sixty  times. 

I  consecrated  Emmanuel  Church  on  S.  Matthias*  Day,  Feb. 
24th;  the  Corner  Stone  was  laid  by  me  Wednesday,  Sept.  14th. 
I  ordained  Herbert  Morrison  Clarke,  Ph.  D.,  Deacon,  in  the 
Cathedral,  the  second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  26th,  and 
Priest  in  S.  Paul's,  Littleton,  on  Friday,  Sept.  23d.  I  ordained 
Herbert  Buchannan  Ryley,  Deacon,  in  Grace  Church,  Colorado 
Springs,  on  March  2d,  being  Thursday  after  the  2d  Sunday  in 
Lent.    Twenty  communicants  have  been  licensed  as  lay  readers.

This  has  been  used  with  the  $100.00 
from  the  society  at  N.  Y.,  towards  the  $450  stipend  of  Father 
Byrne,  the  rent  of  whose  house  was  paid  by  Dean  Hart,  whom 
he  assists  as  he  is  able,  besides  doing  much  missionary  work. 

The  Cathedral  Chapter  has  made  very  important  amendments 
in  its  Charter,  which  have  been  adopted  in  the  manner  and  by 
the  quorum  required  by  the  Statutes  Of  Colorado,  and  duly  filed 
for  record  in  the  offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  of  the 
Clerk  and  Recorder  of  Arapahoe  County.  I  lay  before  you 
these  amendments,  that  they  may  be  approved  by  the  two-thirds 
concurrent  vote  of  both  orders  of  this  Council,  as  required  by 
Article  XI L  of  our  Constitution.  The  principal  objects  of 
these  amendments  are  to  give  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  Juris- 
dictions, formerly  a  part  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Colorado,  mem- 
bership and  a  vice-presidency  in  the  Chapter,  so  as  to  secure 
their  cooperation,  and  that  of  their  Jurisdictions,  in  matters 
especially  relating  to  our  schools.  Thus,  Bishops  Barker,  Tal- 
bot and  Kendrick,  with  a  lay  communicant  from  each  of  their 
Districts,  became  members  of  the  Chapter  for  school  and  other 
general  purposes ;  and  secondly,  to  secure  better  recognition  of 
the  Denver  Theological  School,  having  its  present  seat  in 
Matthews  Hall,  and  according  to  the  purpose  always  had  in  view 
and  the  intention  of  its  founders,  taking  advantage  of  and  as- 
suming the  powers  given  by  the  State,  to  grant  Diplomas  and 
confer  the  usual  academic  or  collegiate  degrees,  and  carry  on  as 
heretofore,  but  with  more  system  and  regularity,  the  theological 
courses  of  instruction  as  required  by  the  trusts  of  Matthews 
Hall  and  the  Canons  of  the  Church.  I  place  in  your  hands  the 
several  documents  relating  to  this  School,  its  Faculty,  its  course 
of  study,  books  of  reference,  with  such  explanation  as  seems  to 
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be  needed,  all  of  which  I  make  an  appendix  to  this  address,  in 
order  that  they  may  be  all  printed  together  in  a  separate  pamph- 
let and  circulated  for  the  information  of  all  concerned. 

In  bringing  our  Theological  School  into  effective  operation, 
we  are  following  good  examples.  Bishop  Huntington  has  in  his 
Cathedral  city,  Syracuse,  a  Diocesan  School  in  which  with  one 
resident  Professor  besides  himself,  he  trains  for  the  Ministry  all  of 
his  Candidates  for  Orders.  Bishop  Paret  has  a  like  Theological 
School  in  Baltimore.  In  the  Diocesan  library  building  which  is 
contiguous  to,  or  a  part  of  his  own  residence,  as  Bishop,  Head 
and  chief  Instructor  of  said  School,  the  lectures,  recitations, 
instructions,  are  carried  on.  Besides  teaching,  himself,  he  calls 
to  his  aid  specially  qualifie.d  men  among  his  Clergy,  thus  consti- 
tuting a  regular  Faculty.  All  of  his  Candidates  must  be  trained 
for  the  ministry  in  this  School.  In  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  there 
there  was  for  years  a  property  consisting  of  a  Theological  School 
building  and  Library,  upon  a  valuable  block  of  land  near  the 
State  Capitol  at  Topeka,  in  which  the  Bishop  resided.  It  was 
found  best  on  account  of  the  needs  of  the  Diocese  to  organize 
the  school  more  perfectly,  and  hence,  after  the  Baltimore  plan, 
the  Bishop  has  called  to  his  aid.  Professors  from  among  his 
clergy.  And  the  Kansas  Theological  School  is  fully  equipped 
for  its  work.  All  the  Candidates  are  members  of  it.  All  are 
set  at  work  as  lay  readers  in  different  Mission;^  under  different 
Priests.  All  are  directed  in  their  studies  by  correspondence. 
All  come  up  to  the  School  at  Easter-tide  for  special  instruction 
and  for  examination.  After  one  year's  study  they  are  ordained 
Deacons,  and  then  continue  their  studies  for  Priest's  Orders 
while  doing  mission  work.  This  is  our  plan  in  the  main.  Any 
one  can  see  that  it  has  many  and  great  advantages. 

The  Charter  Amendments  referred  to  mvolve  some  changes 
in  the  statement  of  membership  of  the  Chapter,  found  on  page 
85  of  our  Journal  of  1888.  Some  further  changes  of  Canons  may 
be  either  desirable  in  themselves,  or  made  necessary  because  of 
the  setting  off  of  Western  Colorado.  Canon  VI,  Section  5,  might 
be  so  changed  as  to  provide  for  Rector  or  Senior  Warden  and 
Parish  Warden  or  Junior,  thus  conforming  the  Canon  to  a 
common  practice  among  us.  We  seem  to  need  a  Parish  Con- 
stitution carefully  formulated,  to  be  prescribed  for  all  Parishes 
in  their  organization,  as  is  the  case  in  the  Diocese  of  Nebraska. 
I  would  suggest  a  committee  to  aid  the  Ecclesastical  Authority 
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in  drawing  up  such  a  Constitution.  Canon  XVII,  Sec.  i,  on  the 
matter  of  Deaneries,  requires  modification.  It  would  seem  best 
that  we  should  for  the  present  have  but  two  Deaneries,  the 
Northern  and  Southern,  or  that  of  Denver  and  of  Pueblo.  What 
was  the  Gunnison  Deanery  and  a  large  part  of  the  Leadville 
Deanery  are  now  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Western  Colorado. 

S.  Luke's  Hospital  is  doing  its  beneficent  work  most  satisfac- 
torily. Not  the  Church  people  only,  but  the  people  at  large, 
take  great  pride  in  it.  The  demands  for  charity  cases  are  num- 
erous, and  we  are  tempted  all  the  while  to  go  beyopd  the 
means  provided  in  caring  for  them.  Hence  the  income  from 
paying  patients  and  the  free  bed  funds,  do  not  meet  the  running 
expenses,  so  that  we  must  ask  and  really  expect,  the  annual 
offerings  from  all  the  Congregations  as  required  by  Canon  XV, 
Section  3,  and  in  connection  with  these,  and  outside  of  these, 
solicit  subscriptions  for  this  charitable  work.  We  have  now  a 
well  equipped  training  school  of  nurses,  numbering  about  twenty. 
More  endowments,  and  large  as  well  as  small  gifts,  donations 
and  bequests,  are  our  great  need.  I  call  attention  to  the  last 
annual  report  which  is  laid  before  you. 

The  Church  schools  have  been  much  improved.  The  Cathe- 
dral Chapter  report  shows  their  work  and  standing  in  detail. 
That  we  should  have  spent  over  j59,ooo  in  effecting  perfect 
drainage,  plumbing  and  sanitation  generally  in  Wolfe  Hall, 
speaks  volumes  in  regard  to  our  desire  and  purpose.  No  such 
perfection  of  sanitation  has  been  attained  in  any  public  building 
in  Denver.  Like  work  in  Jarvis  Hall  so  far  as  needed  is  being 
planned  and  done. 

We  expect  much  from  the  new  gymnastics,  the  manual  train- 
ing, and  the  School  of  Cooking,  which  have  been  introduced, 
and  are  in  effective  operation  in  the  Girl's  Seminary.  Concur- 
rently with  these  features,  now  demanded  in  the  best  schools  for 
girls,  the  standard  of  scholarship  is  being  very  much  improved. 
The  rule  is,  to  employ  no  teachers  but  graduates  of  Colleges,  of 
successful  experience,  for  either  school.  We  are  particularly 
pleased  with  our  departments  of  Languages,  Music  and  Art. 
With  the  best  and  most  costly  provisions  for  the  highest  excel- 
lence in  all  the  varied  branches,  we  bespeak  for  the  Schools  new 
interest  and  increasing  patronage. 

There  are  very  grave  problems  we  are  compelled  to  consider 
in  regard  to  the  maintenance  and  perpetuation  of  our  Church 
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Schools.  We  have  a  Board  of  Regents  appointed  by  the  General 
Convention  and  now  incorporated,  who  are  charged  with  the 
duty  of  devising  means  of  improving  the  efficiency  of  our  Church 
Institutions  of  learning  of  all  grades,  increasing  their  numbers 
and  patronage,  making  them  more  worthy  and  apt  to  fulfil  their 
great  mission,  and  especially  of  securing  endowments  adequate 
to  their  needs.  This  Board  has  as  yet  done  very  little,  and  it  is 
to  be  feared  that  we,  in  this  part  of  the  great  west,  cannot  rely 
much  on  any  efforts  it  may  make  in  our  behalf.  But  such  a 
Board  ought  to  have  a  great  mission.  In  the  meantime  we  must 
face  our  particular  difficulties  which  are  common  to  at  least  all 
like  schools  in  the  west,  and  consider  how  we  may  best  strive  to 
meet  them.  And  I  believe  it  will  be  found  that  endowments 
are  absolutely  essential  to  their  proper  development  and  the 
work  that  ought  to  be  expected  of  them.  The  Bishop  of  Oregon, 
one  of  the  most  successful  of  our  Bishops  in  building  up  Church 
Schools,  and  one  of  the  most  far  sighted  and  experienced  of 
business  men,  in  a  recent  personal  letter  speaks  as  follows:  *'I 
wish  in  my  address  to  our  Diocesan  Convention,  now  near  at 
hand,  to  call  attention  to  the  great  difficulties  in  supporting  our 
Church  Schools  in  all  the  future,  from  the  sharp  rivalry  of  the 
public,  the  denominational  and  the  State  Schools,  with  their 
popular  CO- education  feature,  coupled  with  the  indifference  of 
the  majority  of  Church  people  and  their  want  of  loyalty  to  these 
great  interests  of  the  Church.  Hence  the  need  of  endowments 
for  these  Schools  to  sustain  them  and  bring  their  benefit  within 
reach  of  the  great  majority  of  the  people  with  limited  means." 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult,  especially  in  times  of 
great  financial  stringency,  like  the  present,  to  maintain  our 
Church  Schools.  When  we  have  to  meet,  as  last  year,  an  outlay 
of  some  $10,000  for  a  perfect  system  of  drainage  and  plumbing; 
when  a  school  is  invaded,  as  might  be  the  case,  by  contagious 
disease  for  which  it  is  in  no  way  responsible,  and  to  which  there 
is  constantly  more  or  less  exposure  in  the  street  cars  and  the 
public  thoroughfares,  and  the  consequent  exodus  of  pupils 
reduces  the  income  to  a  minimum,  or  an  enforced  closing,  cuts 
off  all  support  for  the  time,  contingencies  from  which  we  have 
been  fortunately  exempt,  but  which  are  always  possible,  what  are 
we  to  do?  What  resource  is  there,  except  to  appeal  to  the 
friends  of  the  schools  for  gifts  and  snbscriptions?  Endowments 
are  absolutely  necessary  to  enable  the  schools  to  tide  over  such 
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emergencies.  And  even  apart  from  such  special  difficulties, 
consider  those  which  are  constantly  felt,  and  to  which  Bishop 
Morris  refers.  We  are  all  taxed  for  the  support  of  our  Public 
Schools,  not  only  in  what  used  to  be  known  as  the  Common 
School  System,  whereby  a  general  education  is  afforded,  qualify- 
ing for  good  citizenship,  and  for  the  ordinary  business  pursuits. 
But  the  many,  the  great  masses  of  the  people,  of  whom  most  are 
poor,  are  taxed  for  the  maintenance  of  the  higher  Academic 
and  Collegiate  education  of  the  few,  and  even  for  that  which  is 
technical  and  professional,  the  education  of  engineers,  mining 
experts,  dentists,  lawyers  and  physicians,  who  might  be  supposed 
to  be  able  to  pay  for  such  special  tuition  and  training,  and  who, 
if  they  are  worth  educating  professionally,  and  have  in  them  the 
abilities  likely  to  command  success,  need  not  look  to  the  State 
for  gratuitous  education,  but  might  rather  do  as  the  best  pro- 
fessional men  have  always  done,  pay  their  own  way  without 
being  pensioners  on  the  bounty  of  the  State.  We  may  get 
accustomed  to  this  gratuitous  state  education  for  professional 
life  so  that  it  may  come  to  seem  right  and  proper.  It  is  likely 
to  go  on  for  many  years  with  increasing  expenditure.  We  can- 
not impute  blame  to  those  who  avail  themselves  of  all  the 
advantages  the  state  offers.  As  we  have,  and  are  going  to  have 
more  of  this  higher  state  education,  it  would  not  seem  to  be  our 
policy  to  stand  aloof  and  oppose  it.  We  are  thoroughly  in 
favor — we  see  the  imperative  necessity — of  the  Public  School  in 
giving  general  elementary  education.  If  the  State  as  an  appar- 
ently settled  policy,  educate  in  the  higher  branches  and  the 
choicest  specialties,  an  intellectual  aristocracy,  and  the  means  of 
the  people  must  pay  for  it,  we  would  do  what  we  can  to  see 
that  the  work  is  honestly  done.  We  would  not  be  hostile,  but 
friendly  critics.  But  we  may  ask  in  all  solicitude,  whether  it 
is  not  possible  that  the  time  of  reaction  may  come,  when  it  shall 
be  thought  that  the  State,  as  in  the  matter  of  indiscriminate  or 
excessive  pensions,  many  already  think,  is  involved  in,  what  may 
prove  to  be,  a  mode  of  pauperization;  and  whether  the  whole 
system  of  high  and  technical  education  of  the  few  at  the  expense 
of  the  many,  may  not  come  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  monstrous 
abuse  and  injustice.  I  am  giving  no  opinion.  Indeed  I  am 
doubtful  whether  such  reaction  is  possible  under  our  government 
as  now  constituted.  For  "revolutions  do  not  go  backwards." 
Present  tendencies  indicate  that  government  is  going  to  assume 
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functions,  not  only  in  education,  but  in  multitudes  of  other 
things,  formerly  thought  to  belong  to  the  family  or  to  individual 
or  to  corporate  enterprise.  It  would  be  very  unsafe  to  hazard 
predictions  as  to  what  shall  be  thought  when  these  tendencies 
shall  have  reached  their  outcome  of  result.  We  must  think  most 
seriously  of  these  things,  and  have  our  absolutely  individual 
opinions,  with  entire  freedom  to  express  them.  At  present  I  am 
only  speaking  of  the  facts  which  are  obvious,  and  must  be  taken 
account  of. 

Our  Church  Schools  have  to  compete  with  these  free  schools 
from  the  kindergarten  up  through  all  the  grades  to  the  highest, 
with  their  practically  unlimited  funds,  supplied  by  taxation.  We 
can  and  do  make  our  schools  superior  to  the  free  schools.  We 
supply  a  healthy,  refined  and  Christian  environment.  We  give 
special  attention  to  each  pupil  having  regard  to  special  talents, 
and  special  adaptabilities,  and  special  needs.  We  are  able  thus 
to  draw  out  and  develop  individual  character,  and  make  the 
most  of  the  God  given  powers  and  faculties  of  all  students  in- 
trusted to  us,  which  cannot  be  done  under  the  drill  system  of 
large  classes,  which  has  reference  almost  exclusively  to  the 
intellect,  and  gives  no  attention  to  moral  and  spiritual  culture. 

We  have  to  compete  also  with  the  denominational  schools  of 
four  or  fxve  different  bodies  of  Christians.  All  of  these  except  the 
Roman  Catholic  schools,  like  the  public  schools,  practice  co- 
education of  the  sexes,  the  many  grave  objections  to  which  in 
the  view  of  the  most  thoughtful  and  observant,  do  not  tend  as 
yet  to  make  it  any  the  less  popular;  for  the  features  that  are  ob- 
jectionable, form  to  many  the  chief  attraction.  Most  of  these 
schools  put  down  the  price  of  Board  and  Tuition  to  much  less 
than  would  be  the  actual  cost  to  us.  For  we  cannot  make  our 
schools  so  cheap  as  to  be  mean  or  in  any  way  poor  or  inferior. 
And  yet  cheapness  is  to  many  the  great  recommendation.  The 
cheapest  rather  than  the  best,  are  sought  by  many  parents,  partly 
from  inability  to  secure  the  advantages  of  the  best,  and  partly 
from  ignorance  or  from  indifference  as  to  what  are  best. 

Our  Church  schools  cannot  then  be  expected  in  the  long  run 
to  depend  for  support  wholly  upon  their  patronage.  No  school 
or  college  anywhere,  is  able  to  do  this.  The  strong  school  or 
college  is  the  one  of  most  ample  resources.  The  great  colleges 
are  those  that  are  greatly  endowed.  We  must  in  the  near 
future,  secure  large  gifts  and  endowments  for  the  departments 
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of  the  College  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  to  wit :  Jarvis  Hall, 
Wolfe  Hall  and  the  Theological  School.  As  time  goes  on  we 
shall  require  new  buildings,  apparatus  of  all  sorts,  libraries,  an 
astronomical  observatory,  endowed  professorships,  lecture 
courses,  scholarships,  fellowships,  and  all  the  accessories  of  well 
equipped  schools.  We  ought  now  to  begin  the  serious  con- 
sideration of  these  necessities. 

I  am  detaining  you  too  long  from  the  historical  review  of  our 
Mission  work.  Most  of  our  Clergy  have  remained  at  their  posts 
during  the  whole  year.  In  Denver  the  work  has  gone  on  with 
the  usual  success.  The  Rev.  John  H.  Houghton  was  transferred 
to  Colorado  on  Dec.  ist,  and  entered  upon  the  rectorship  of 
S.  Mark's  Parish.  He  was  instituted  into  the  Rectorship  on 
S.  Mark's  Day.  It  is  quite  remarkable  that  S.  Mark's  should  have 
been  able  to  secure  the  services  as  Rector,  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Houghton,  who  had  been  called  to  the  Rectorship  of  S.  John's, 
the  Cathedral  Parish,  in  1879,  ^"^  whose  declination  of  the  call 
was  the  occasion  of  securing  the  present  Dean  of  the  Cathedral 
and  of  Northern  Colorado.  The  Rev.  John  M.  Rich  became 
Rector  of  All  Saints'  on  June  8th,  and  continued  in  charge  until 
the  middle  of  February,  since  which  time  services  have  been 
acceptably  supplied  by  lay  readers.  The  present  Lector,  or 
reader  from  May  ist  is  Mr.  Frederick  W.  Cakes,  the  late  Con- 
gregational Minister  at  Leadville.  The  Bishop  is  to  perform  the 
functions  of  Rector  by  the  Canon  (VI,  Sec.  4,)  but  Mr.  Oakes  is 
to  do  all  that  any  one  not  in  Holy  Orders  can  do,  under  the 
the  Bishop's  license.  His  ordination  will  be  at  an  early  day. 
The  work  is  going  on  very  satisfactorily.  We  have  built  for 
Emmanuel  Mission,  a  new  Church,  at  a  cost  of  $5,000.  It  is 
probably  the  best  Church  for  its  cost  as  yet  erected  in  the  Dio- 
cese. The  money  was  raised  by  an  exchange  with  the  Bishop 
as  Trustee,  of  the  old  Emmanuel  lots,  valued  at  $12,000,  for  the 
new  lots,  corner  of  12th  Avenue  and  South  Ninth  street,  the 
difference  of  value  in  favor  of  Emmanuel  being  $4,500,  and  Mr. 
Elms,  the  chief  contributor  to  the  old  Emmanuel,  adding  $500. 
The  old  Emmanuel,  on  which  the  $4,500  had  to  be  borrowed, 
continues  to  be  Church  property,  and  is  used  for  the  Cathedral 
Mission,  consisting  of  a  Saturday  Sewing  School  and  a  Sunday 
School,  in  each  of  which  there  are  some  eighty  scholars.  S. 
Peter's,  Christ  Church,  S.  Paul's,  S.  Luke's,  as  well  as  the 
Cathedral,  have  been   working  with  commendable  efficiency. 
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S.  Stephen's,  S.  Andrew's,  and  other  projected  Missions,  have 
done  nothing. 

Golden,  with  Georgetown  and  Idaho  Springs,  are  soon  to  have 
a  clergyman.  The  last  two  points  were  served  during  the  three 
summer  months  by  our  long  time  friend  and  frequent  benefactor 
and  helper,  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Matrau,  of  Englewood,  Chicago. 
There  is  much  good  work  to  be  done  for  the  Church  in  these 
chief  towns  of  Jefferson  and  Clear  Creek  counties.  Boulder, 
Longmont,  Fort  Collins,  continue  under  the  same  Pastoral 
care  as  before.  Greeley  was  vacant  until  October,  when  the 
Rev.  Frank  E.  Badger  assumed  the  Charge,  which  he  is  now 
resigning.  He  did  considerable  missionary  work  at  Eaton  and 
other  outlying  districts.  The  Rev.  H.  M.  Clark  took  charge  of 
Littleton  in  place  of  the  lay  reader,  Mr.  S.  F.  Smith,  on  July  ist. 
He  has  held  in  addition  to  the  regular  services  at  S.  Paul's, 
monthly  Sunday  services,  and  for  part  of  the  time  semi-monthly, 
at  S.  Philip's,  West  Plum.  Palmer  Lake  still  awaits  the 
establishment,  as  does  also  Monument,  Larkspur,  etc.,  of  Missions 
or  stated  Services. 

In  the  Southern  Deanery  good  progress  has  been  made.  The 
Parishes  at  Pueblo  have  faithfully  continued  their  work  under 
their  Rectors.  S.  James*,  Bessemer,  has  had  as  lay  readers  under 
the  Rector  of  Holy  Trinity,  Mr.  McDonald,  Mr.  R.  R.  Gow  and 
Mr.  Jones.  The  latter  came  to  us  for  considerations  of  health 
from  the  Berkley  Divinity  School  in  Connecticut  in  October. 
He  is  now  with  our  other  Candidates  for  Orders,  a  member  of 
our  own  Theological  School,  Matthews'  Hall,  Denver.  He  has 
brought  the  Mission  up  to  self-support,  and  has  gained  great  in- 
fluence for  good  over  the  people  by  his  house  to  house  visiting, 
teaching,  services  and  life  among  them. 

Grace  Church,  Colorado  Springs,  has  colonized,  allowing  a 
goodly  number  of  its  people  to  form  another  Parish,  north  of 
Boulder  street.  This  Parish  will  not  materially  weaken  Grace. 
It  will  add  not  a  little  to  the  strength  of  the  Diocese.  The  two 
Parishes  working  together  in  honorable  emulation,  and  friendly 
rivalry,  can  do  the  great  work  needing  to  be  done  in  this  most 
important  centre  of  Church  influence. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  VVeills  was  called  in  December  to  New  York, 
and  the  Rev.  E.  J.  Harper,  lately  of  Leadville,  succeeded  to  the 
Rectorship  thus  made  vacant.  The  Rev.  S.  W.  Garrett  resigned 
Canon  City  in  December,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Oliver  being  soon  after 
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appointed  in  his  place,  who  has. organized  the  Mission  as  a  self- 
supporting  Parish.  Mr.  Garrett  was  appointed  to  the  charge  of 
Colorado  City  in  November,  which  charge  he  resigned  in  April, 
when  the  Assistant  Minister  of  Grace  Church,  Colorado  Springs, 
was  put  in  charge  of  this  Mission.  At  Cascade  and  Green 
Mountain  Falls,  no  services  were  held  except  during  the  Tourist 
season.  S.  Andrew's  Mission,  Cripple  Creek,  was  set  on  foot 
by  Mr.  A.  B.  Whitehead,  on  Christmas.  Appointed  lay  reader, 
he  has  ever  since  held  regular  services  on  Sundays.  On  my  late 
visit  on  the  Sunday  after  the  Ascension,  I  effected  the  Mission 
organization,  and  consented  to  the  erection  of  a  tent  for  tempo- 
rary services,  the  rented  Hall  over  a  saloon  being  inconvenient. 
The  Mission  has  a  working  ladies*  Guild  and  excellent  elements 
lo  be  moulded  into  strength  and  efficiency  by  the  Missionary 
who  is  to  be  sent  thither  early  in  June.  Rev.  Messrs.  Watkins, 
who  held  the  first  service,  and  Kieffer  and  Bull  of  Philadelphia, 
have  personally  served  the  Missions.  The  Rev.  Mr.  H inkle  of 
Trinidad  has  succeeded  in  paying  off  the  last  note  of  the 
Rectory  debt.  When  he  took  charge  a  little  over  three  years 
ago,  the  debt  amounted  to  some  $2,500.  Besides  paying  the  debt 
improvements  in  and  about  the  premises  have  cost  nearly  $1,000. 
Plans  are  being  formed  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Church 
building  at  an  expense  of  $900. 

The  Rev.  E.  DeWolf  was  sent  to  take  charge  of  S.  Andrew's 
Mission,  La  Junta,  the  first  of  the  year.  He  had  been  unfortu- 
nate at  Parker's,  his  house  having  been  destroyed  by  fire.  His 
Mission,  on  the  line  of  the  D.  &  N.  O.  R.  R.  did  not  prove  to 
be  at  present,  practicable.  He  meets  with  some  encouragement 
in  his  new  field.  He  will  soon  add  to  it  Rocky  Ford,  and  h6ld 
occasional  services  at  Las  Animas.  The  Guild  of  the  latter 
Mission  have  paid  off  two  notes  to  the  A.  C.  B.  F.  C,  the  balance 
due  being  three  notes,  $390.  They  have  worked  well  in  this,  and 
deserve  much  credit.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Watkins  and  myself  have 
held  services  about  once  a  quarter. 

New  interest  has  been  manifested  at  Salida.  The  lay  services 
last  summer  for  three  months  at  Buena  Vista,  were  on  the  whole 
rather  disappointing.  We  propose  to  try  again  this  summer 
under  better  auspices.  The  Rectorship  of  Leadville  was  filled 
last  June  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Keech.  He  has  been 
doing  excellent  work,  but  will  have  to  seek  soon  a  lower  altitude 
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for  reasons  of  health.     May  this  thriving  Parish  find  a  Rector  of 
like  skill  and  prudence,  to  carry  on  the  good  work. 

Passing  over  the  Poncha  Pass  into  the  San  Luis  Valley,  we 
find  a  field  equal  in  area  to  a  good  sized  Diocese.  Alamosa,  its 
centre,  is  still  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  O.  Cone,  who  has 
besides  his  Parish  Church,  his  Mission  Churches  at  La  Jara  and 
Monte  Vista,  at  the  latter  of  which  he  holds  a  Sunday  morning 
service  each  month.  Up  the  Rio  Grande  are  Del  Norte,  Wason, 
Creede  and  Bachelor  Mountain,  all  of  which  want  our  services. 
Up  the  Valley  are  Mosca,  Gunnison  and  Moffett,  which  need 
looking  after.  S.  James*,  Villa  Grove,  S.  Peter's,  Cotton  Creek, 
the  Iron  Mines,  Bonanza,  ought  to  have  regular  services, 
monthly,  semi-monthly  or  quarterly.  Canon  Missioner  Ohl  will 
do  all  in  his  power  for  the  Mission,  in  this  great  and  important 
field.  He  desires  also  if  on  the  Sundays  when  his  Missionary 
duties  require  him  to  be  absent  from  his  Parish  Church,  he  can 
secure  an  Assistant,  or  some  one  to  keep  up  his  services,  to  give 
such  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  chief  places  in  the  South 
Park;  Geros,  Fairplay,  Alma,  Como,  etc.  There  are  many 
points  for  the  services  of  a  general  Missionary  besides  those 
served  by  Canon  Missioner  Ohl,  as  the  watering  places  on 
the  South  Park  rail-road,  as  Hilltop,  where  a  good  lady  has 
fitted  up  a  small  Chapel,  in  which  a  lay  reader  holds  on  Sun- 
days the  services,  and  which  Father  Byrne  has  visited;  Watkins 
where  a  day  school  teacher  of  our  Church  carries  on  a  Sunday 
School;  settlements  on  Rallston  Creek  and  elsewhere,  which 
might  be  reached  from  Golden;  in  the  North  Park,  where  the 
Rector  of  Fort  Collins  and  myself  have  planned  a  visitation; 
the  considerable  towns  of  Sterling,  Fort  Morgan,  Akron,  etc., 
out  in  the  rain  belt  of  Eastern  Colorado.  In  all  these,  and 
many  others  that  might  be  named,  there  is  work  enough  to  be 
done  to  take  the  time  and  energies  of  Bishop,  at  least  two 
itinerant  Missionaries,  if  we  had  them,  and  all  of  the  Clergy  in 
and  about  their  respective  Parishes  and  Missions. 

I  call  attention  to  Canon  VII  of  Parish  Districts,  which  reads 
as  follows:  "Every  Parish  shall  be  the  centre  of  a  district  to  be 
designated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  spiritual  care  of  such  District; 
the  Rector  giving  not  fewer  than  four  Sundays  in  each  year  to 
ministrations  in   the  same   outside  of  the    Parish  proper,  the 
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expense  of  such  ministrations  to  be  borne  by  the  Parish,  in  so 
far  as  it  may  not  be  provided  for  by  the  people  ministered  to." 
You  are  all  aware  that  we  now  have  a  new  Standard  Prayer 
Book.  Its  use  by  the  Clergy  in  their  public  services  is  now  by 
the  General  Convention  made  obligatory.  If  they  use  the  old 
Books,  they  must  first  correct  them  by  the  Standard.  But  none 
but  the  new  Prayer  Books  ought  any  longer  to  be  in  our  Chancels. 
The  old  are  unlawful,  so  far  as  inconsistent  therewith,  and  have 
to  be  corrected  or  discarded.  They  can  be  given  away  for 
private  use  or  for  use  in  hospitals,  poor  farms,  homes,  asylums, 
jails  and  penitentiaries,  and  the  new  ones  substituted  in  the 
Churches. 

It  is  agreed  among  our  Bishops  and  leading  Clergy  and  lay- 
men, that  as  everybody  can  now  easily  know  what  the  services 
are,  there  should  be  no  further  condoning  of  irregularities,  by  ex- 
cesses or  defects,  additions  or  omissions,  but  that  the  rubrics 
must  be  strictly  conformed  to.  This  is  undoubtedly  the  senti- 
ment and  the  wish  of  our  people  generally  in  this  Diocese.  Will 
the  Clergy  kindly  read  the  rubrics  all  through,  beginning  at 
Morning  Prayer. 

A  great  effort  is  being  made  to  circulate  the  new  Prayer  Book 
as  widely  as  possible,  and  gratuitously  so  far  as  means  therefor 
can  be  secured.  It  is  recommended  by  authority,  that  Prayer 
Book  Societies  be  formed  in  all  Diocesan  see  cities,  to  which 
contributions  shall  be  made,  for  generous  circulation  of  the 
Prayer  Book  as  the  best  tract  upon  the  Church  and  upon 
Christianity  that  can  be  put  into  the  peoples*  hands.  I  wish 
such  a  Prayer  Book  Society  could  be  formed  in  this  Diocese, 
with  headquarters  and  depository  in  Denver.  It  might  be  made 
a  most  efficient  Missionary  agency. 

It  is  not  lawful  now  to  print  or  circulate  editions  of  the  Prayer 
Book,  or  of  any  parts  of  the  same  without  a  certificate  from  the 
Custodian  of  the  Standard  Book  that  it  is  in  entire  agreement 
therewith.  Such  provision  is  necessary  to  prevent  spurious 
Prayer  Books  or  parts  of  them  with  possible  changes  or  adultera- 
tions of  doctrine  from  coming  into  circulation.  There  i|  now 
very  little  danger  of  this,  as  the  general  tone  and  disposition  of 
all  our  Clergy  and  people,  is  that  of  entire  and  uncompromising 
loyalty.  If  we  can  put  the  Prayer  Book,  through  the  efforts  of 
the  Societies  now  existing,  and  to  be  formed,  and  by  individual 
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action,  into  wide  and  generous  use,  the  greatest  good  to  the 
cause  of  Christ  cannot  but  ensue.  Many  of  the  ministers  of  the 
best  educated  among  the  denominations  are  looking  to  us, 
studying  our  position  and  seeking  our  Orders.  Their  Congre- 
gations are  as  yet  slow  to  follow  them,  because  of  lack  of 
knowledge  and  the  prejudices  resulting.  If  we  could  circulate 
the  Prayer  Book  broadcast,  putting  it  into  everybody's  hands, 
doubtless  such  ignorance  and  prejudice  would  rapidly  disappear. 
On  every  account,  the  cause  of  general  and  wide-spread  Prayer 
Book  distribution  is  worthy  of  your  best  thought  and  most  ample 
offerings. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  may  I  also  say  what  it  is  in 
my  heart  to  say  about  substitutes  for  the  Prayer  Book  pure  and 
simple,  which  may  be  useful  in  occasional  Mission  services,  but 
are  not  good  for  regular  settled  congregations.  I  refer  to  the 
various  leaflets  and  Sunday  School  and  Mission  Manuals  that 
have  come  into  use  while  the  Prayer  Book  was  undergoing  re- 
vision, and  was  more  or  less  in  a  state  of  flux.  It  would  be 
better  now,  that  they  all  be  banished  from  our  Churches.  They 
are  too  mean  and  common.  The  services  with  them  loses  even 
the  appearance  of  dignity  and  importance.  It  is  part  of  a  good 
Church  education  to  learn  how  to  use  the  Prayer  Book,  how  to 
6nd  the  places,  where  in  the  Book  each  ofifice  is,  and  how  readily 
to  turn  to  it.  In  our  new  Missions  there  should  be  special 
instructions  in  these  things.  The  substitutes  interfere  with  the 
gaining  of  this  needed  education.  Some  of  them  also  deprive 
the  people  of  the  appointed  Collect,  the  proper  Psalms  for  the 
day,  the  appropriate  sentences  and  their  teaching  for  distinctive 
days  and  seasons,  and  Prayers  which  are  enjoined  for  use  on 
behalf  of  rulers,  of  the  Congress,  of  Clergy  and  Congregations, 
and  of  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men.  Note  that  on  Sunday 
and  week  day  mornings,  except  when  the  Holy  Cummunion  is 
TO  follow,  it  is  not  lawful  to  pass  from  the  sentences  to  the 
Lord's  Prayer.     Again  I  say,  read  and  study  the  rubrics. 

It  should  be  said  also  that  permissions  of  omission  are  only 
to  be  availed  of  occasionally,  when  there  is  some  special  reason, 
and  not  habitually.  One  very  great  advantage  of  a  common 
service  is  that  the  people  may  be  protected  in  their  rights  as  to 
what  to  pray  for  as  well  as  how  to  pray.  Never  should  the 
Clergy  be  guilty  of  unfairness  and  injustice  to  their  people  in 
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picking  out  and  choosing  from  among  the  public  appointed 
Prayers  and  devotions  which  are  for  all  and  the  use  of  which  all 
have  a  right  to  claim.  It  is  wise  oftentimes  to  shorten  the  even- 
ing Prayer,  e.  g.,  as  allowed.  But  let  the  Prayers  used  be  varied 
and  not  always  the  same.  Give  the  people  all  of  them,  but  not 
all  at  one  time. 

Undoubtedly  the  changes  that  have  been  made  in  the  Prayer 
Book  will  be  generally  acceptable.  The  new  book  will  be  seen 
to  have  many  and  great  advantages.  With  it  in  our  hands,  with 
no  confusing  appendices,  the  services  will  be  more  than  ever 
prized  and  enjoyed.  We  shall  love  more  than  ever  our  great 
heritage  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  ;  confessedly  the  best 
form  that  exists,  of  public  worship,  the  best  guide  to  funda- 
mental doctrine,  the  best  interpreter  of  Holy  Scripture,  the 
book  which,  next  after  the  Bible,  and  through  which  the  Bible 
itself,  is  able  to  make  wise  unto  salvation.  Make  it  prominent, 
use  it  conspicuously  and  devotedly,  keep  it  in  its  proper  place. 
Learn  by  its  use  to  render  the  service  which  is  due  to  Almighty 
God,  through  Jesus  Christ  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  with  the  Spirit 
and  with  the  understanding  also,  that  you  may  be  fitted  to  serve 
Him  forever,  in  his  eternal  courts  above. 

I  have  spoken  of  Prayer  Book  distribution  as  a  Missionary 
agency,  a  means  of  preaching  the  Gospel  and  extending  the 
Kingdom  of  Christ.  Our  real  work  is  Missionary  work.  We 
are  all  Missionaries.  All  have  their  vocation  and  ministry.  It 
is  as  true  of  the  Laity  as  of  the  Clergy.  All  can  give.  Diocesan 
Missions  is  the  most  important  object  outside  of  Parochial 
support.  Let  us  give  our  utmost  efforts  to  the  support  of  our 
Diocesan  Missions,  each  Congregation  pledging  all  it  can  do 
that  we  may  know  what  we  can  depend  on.  The  method  of 
raising  the  money  to  meet  the  pledge  should  be  carefully  con- 
sidered by  each  Rector  and  Vestry.  The  result  will  depend 
upon  the  amount  of  systematic  exertion  put  into  the  work,  so 
that  there  need  be  no  failure. 

It  is  known  to  most  of  you  that  we  came  very  near  securing 
the  meeting  of  the  next  (ieneral  Convention  in  Denver.  The 
Missionary  Council  of  the  Church  is  to  meet  next  October  in 
San  Francisco.  It  is  probable  we  might  induce  a  number  of  the 
Bishops  and  leading  Clergy  and  Laymen  to  stop  over  at  Denver 
either  going  or   returning,  and  take  part  in  one  or  more  great 
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Missionary  meeting  to  be  held  i/i  Denver,  and  in  some  other  of 
our  leading  towns.  I  suggest  that  it  may  be  worth  while  for  you 
to  make  an  effort  for  this.  The  result  could  not  but  be  helpful 
to  us  in  our  work. 

And  now,  my  dear  brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God  and  the 
word  of  his  Grace,  and  ask  his  blessing  upon  you  now  in  your 
deliberations,  and  as  you  return  to  your  homes,  and  your  several 
spheres  of  duty.

AppeEdix  to  the  Biihop*!  Addrett. 


This  appendix  contains  the  principal  Documents  relating  to 
the  Denver  Theological  School  in  Matthews  Hall,  and 
contiguous  buildings  in  the  city  of  Denver. 
'  Matthews  Hall  was  founded  in  the  Fall  of  187 1  at  Golden,  by 
means' of  a  gift  of  $10,000,  for  the  purpose,  from  Mr.  Nathan 
Matthews,  of  Boston. 

Some  of  the  leading  Clergy  of  the  American  Church  received 
their  Theological  education  wholly  or  in  part  in  this  School. 
Among  these  may  be  named  the  Rev.  Messrs.  C.  H.  Marshall, 
Chas.  H.  DeGarmo,  Arthur  Lakes,  Z.  T.  Savage,  Geo.  McI.  Du- 
Bois,  Duncan  Con  vers,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs,  Greene,  Allen,  Gill, 
Myrick,  Wallace,  Williams  and  Arundel. 

The  first  Matthews  Hall  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  the 
Spring  of  1888.  The  School  was  removed,  with  all  of  its  Library 
that  had  been  saved,  to  the  Episcopal  residence  in  Denver,  and 
in  1883  the  present  Matthews  Hall  was  erected,  Mr.  Matthews 
adding  $(,000  to  his  former  gift  to  secure  this  rebuilding.  The 
lots  upon  which  it  stands  were  given  under  the  trust  expressed 
in  the  deed  hereto  appended,  by  John  F.  Spalding,  Bishop 
of  Colorado.  Contiguous  and  belonging  to  the  Jarvis  Hall 
Theological  Education  trust,  are  the  lots  in  Block  A,  and  what 
would  be  20th  street  if  extended,  in  Clements*  Addition,  which 
with  the  buildings  thereon,  are  also  a  trust  for  Theological 
education  in  the  Diocese  of  Colorado,  and  a  part  of  the  School 
property. 

The  present  Matthews  Hall  is  well  planned  and  constructed 
for  its  purposes,  there  being  in  it  the  Library  rooms  and  Oratory 
or  Chapel,  and  the  large  lecture  or  audience  room,  with  suitable 
apartments  and  shelving  for  the  numerous  Archives  of  the 
Diocese,  and  also,  in  accordance  with  the  trusts,  a  residence 
of  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being,  as  Director  and  Chief  Instruc 
tor  of  his  Theological  Students  for  )rio\y  Orders,  and  his  family 
or  household.     (See  Deed  and  Charter  herein.) 
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The  Library  contains  some  8,000  volumes,  and  several  thousand 
very  valuable  phamphlets.  The  apparatus  for  Theological  study 
is  better  than  in  many  others  of  the  smaller  Theological  Schools 
and  Colleges. 

The  Canons  in  accordance  with  which  this  Theological  School 
is  carried  on  by  the  Bishop  are  as  follows: 

Title  I,  Canon  4,  Sec.  I,  (1.)  "The  Superintendence  of  all 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  both  as  to  their  daily  life,  and  as  to 
the  direction  of  their  Theological  studies^  pertains  to  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  or  Missionary  jurisdiction  to  which  they  belong." 

[2]    "The  Bishop  or  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  when  acting  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  (that  is,\ 
when  there  is  no  Bishop),  may  permit  a  Candidate  to  prosecute 
his  studies  outside  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction, 
without  disturbing  his  Ecclesiastical  residence," 

Sec.  IV.  [i]  "Every  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  unless  ex- 
pressly released  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  over  him,  shall 
report  himself  personally  or  by  letter,  at  least  once  in  every  three 
months,  giving  account  of  his  manner  of  life  ?iX\d  progress  in  his 
studies. 

There  are  other  like  provisions,  but  the  mention  of  these  will 
suffice. 

It  will  be  seen  that  it  rests  entirely  and  exclusively  with  the 
Bishop,  to  determine  where,  or  in  connection  with  what  school 
his  candidates  shall  pursue  their  work. 

The  Bishop  also  has  full  power  as  to  the  direction  of  their 
Theological  Studies,  and  in  the  case  of  the  candidates  of  his  own 
Diocese,  he  assumes  this  direction  in  virtue  of  his  office,  and 
of  the  trusts  which  bind  him.  The  Bishop  may,  if  it  shall  seem 
best,  permit  a  candidate  to  pursue  his  studies  outside  of  his 
Diocese.  But  in  the  Diocese  of  Colorado,  this  permission  is 
only  given  when  there  are  special  reasons  therefor.  And  in  all 
such  cases,  the  candidates  as  enrolled  Students  of  the  Bishop, 
in  his  own  School,  Matthews  Hall,  are  required  to  report  them- 
selves for  examination  upon  studies  previously  assigned  (see  Title 
I,  Canon  6),  "personally  or  by  letter  at  least  once  in  every  three 
months,"  and  the  account  the  Students  must  give,  must  pertain 
to  their  progress  in  their  studies  as  well  as  to  their  habits  of  life. 
So  that  all  candidates  of  this  Diocese  wherever  they  may  be 
be  directed  or  permitted  to  reside,  must  carry  on  their  whole 
preparation  for  the  Ministry  under  the  Bishop  as  Chief  Instructor 
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in  connection  with  the  Theological  School  of  the  Diocese. 
The  Canons  under  which  the  Bishop  is  to  appoint  examin- 
ing Chaplains,  and  to  assign  to  candidates  their  examiners, 
sufficiently  authorize  and  justify  him  in  calling  to  his  aid,  quali- 
fied Clergymen  in  the  important  work  of  preparing  Students 
for  the  Ministry,  and  ascertaining  their  fitness  by  the  Canonical 
examinations  in  connection  with  its  School  and  Library,  where 
all  examinations  are  held. 

The  faculty,  as  now  existing,  before  the  enlargement  of  the 
scope  of  the  School,  contemplated  in  recommendation  adopted 
by  the  last  Council,  as  appears  on  page  6  of  the  Council 
Journal  of  1892,  and  on  the  corresponding  page  of  all  the 
Journals  for  many  years  past,  and  long  before  we  became  a 
Diocese,  consists  of  "the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Denver  Clergy," 
or  the  Clergy  in  the  vicinity.

Every  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  studying  in  connection 
with  the  Denver  Theological  School,  is  placed  under  some. ex- 
perienced Priest  to  be  trained  and  to  gain  experience  in  reading 
the  services,  in  Parish  visiting,  in  matters  of  Parish  finance  and 
business,  and  in  Sunday  School  work.  Cottage  Lectures,  Mothers* 
Meetings,  Sewing  Schools,  etc..  while  pursuing  his  studies. 
This  feature  of  our  Colorado  system  is  deemed  of  very  great, 
even  of  essential  importance. 

If  the  plan  of  the  past  two  decades  is  faithfully  carried  out — 
and  we  must  confess  with  shame  that  we  have  been  remiss  here- 
in— there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  better  preparation  for  the 
Holy  Ministry  can  be  given  than  in  the  Eastern  Schools.  The 
Bishops  who  have  followed  our  example  in  establishing  Diocesan 
Theological  Schools  are  generally  much  gratified  with  the 
results,  and  will  doubtless  continue  them,  enlarging  their  scope, 
as  we  shall  probably  do  if  the  next  Council  approves,  and 
making  them  more  useful  and  worthy  of  support.

We  do  solemnly  swear  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Corporation 
entitled  The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  of  S.  John 
the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado,  held  in  Matthews  Hall,  in 
the  City  of  Denver,  County  of  Arapahoe  and  State  of  Colorado, 
on  the  Fifth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1893,  ^"^y  called  for  the  purpo.se 
of  amending  its  Charter,  as  the  same  is  contained  in  the  Certifi- 
cate of  Incorporation,  which  Charter  was  adopted  April  21,  A. 
D.  1880,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  and  Recorder  of  said 
County,  and  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  said  State 
on  April  22,  1880,  the  purpose  and  object  of  such  amendments 
being  to  more  clearly  define  the  persons  and  officers  of  the 
Church  to  be  members  of  said  Corporation,  and  to  more  clearly 
express  and  set  forth  the  powers  to  be  exercised  in  order  to 
better  carry  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of  said  incorporation, 
and  not  in  any  manner  to  change  or  alter  said  objects  and  pur- 
poses, there  being  present  at  such  meeting  the  following  persons 
to-wit:  John  F.  Spalding,  Bishop;  H.  Martyn  Hart,  Dean;  Chas. 
H.  Marshall,  Senior  Canon;  Arnold  A.  Bowhay,  Clerk  and 
Secretary;  Francis  Byrne  and  David  D.  Wallace,  Canons;  Geo. 
J.  Boal;  Wilbur  F.  Stone,  Chancellor;  Chas.  D.  Cobb,  Ben.  Mac- 
Donald,  W.  B.  Tebbetts,  Sam'l  D.  Hunter;  John  Wallis  Ohl, 
Canon  Missioner.  The  said.persons  constituting  a  lawful  quorum 
for  such  purpose,  to- wit:  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  said 
Corporation.  John  F.  Spalding,  Bishop,  being  chairman,  and 
Arnold  A.  Bowhay  Clerk  of  the  meeting,  the  resolutions  herein 
following  were  adopted,  to-wit: 

Resolved:  i.  That  the  members  of  this  Corporation  are, 
ex-officio,  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of  Denver,  the 
Diocesan  Chancellor,  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  Registrar,  the  Treasurers  of  the  Council,  of  Diocesan 
Missions,  and  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  all  being  of  the  Diocese 
of  Colorado;  such  Canons  in  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Denver, 
being  Priests  and  Rectors  of  Parishes  or  in  charge  of  any  Church 
Institution  as  may  be  nomimiied  by  the  Bishop,  and  approved 
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by  this  Corporation,  said  resident  Canons  being  required  to 
officiate  or  preach  at  least  twice  each  year  in  the  Cathedral;  two 
lay  communicants  to  be  elected,  one  each  year,  at  the  first 
Vestry  meeting  after  Easter  Monday,  by  the  Vestry  of  the 
Cathedral  congregation,  two  or  more  honorary  canons  nominat- 
ed by  the  Bishop  and  elected  by  the  Annual  Council,  who  shall 
in  turn  officiate  or  preach  in  the  Cathedral  at  the  quarterly 
meetmgs  of  this  Corporation  to  be  held  as  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  the  Diocese;  one  lay  communicant  from  each  rural  Deanery 
nominated  by  the  Convocation  of  the  Deanery  and  elected  by 
the  Annual  Council,  and  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer  of  this  Cor- 
poration. And  in  addition  to  these,  the  Bishop  of  each  Juris- 
diction or  Diocese,  formed  or  to  be  formed  out  of  the  territory 
which  was  at  the  date  of  forming  this  Corporation  in  A.  D.  1880 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  Colorado,  that  is  to  say,  in 
Colorado,  Wyoming  and  New  Mexico;  and  one  lay  communicant 
of  each  such  Jurisdiction  or  Diocese  to  be  chosen  in  such 
manner  as  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  approve,  and 
the  Bishop  of  each  such  Jurisdiction  shall  be  a  Vice  President 
in  this  Corporation,  his  membership  and  that  of  his  lay  com- 
municant herein  being  conditioned  in  each  case  on  his  consent 
to  serve. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  city  of  Denver  is 
situate  shall  be  the  President,  and  his  written  approval  and  his 
signature  shall  be  necessary  in  all  cases  of  transfer,  mortgage  or 
alienation  of  real  estate  and  all  contracts  relating  thereto,  and 
to  him,  the  said  Bishop,  alone  shall  be  restricted  the  power  of 
veto  and  of  giving  a  casting  vote.  The  aforesaid  Vice  Presidents 
shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  have  the  legal  right  to 
preside  in  the  following  order:  first,  the  Dean  of  the  Cathedral 
of  Denver;  second,  the  said  Bishops  outside  of  the  Diocese  in 
which  the  city  of  Denver  is  situate,  in  the  order  of  their  Conse- 
cration. 

2.  That  said  members  of  this  Corporation  from  Jurisdictions 
outside  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  city  of  Denver  is  situate, 
shall  have  no  power  to  participate  in  the  action  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, save  and  except  on  questions  pertaining  to  the  management 
of  the  several  schools  in  the  control  of  said  Corporation,  or 
(|uestions  of  common  and  equal  interest  and  concern  to  all  the 
Dioceses  or  Jurisdictions  herein  represented.

3.  That  this  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  build  any 
Church  or  Chapel  in  connection  with  any  of  its  schools  or  other- 
wise, within  the  city  of  Denver,  and  to  control  and  manage  any 
trust  pertaining  thereto. 

4.  That  the  schools  of  this  Corporation,  to-wit:  the  Denver 
Theological  School,  commonly  known  as  Matthews  Hall,  and 
the  Academic  or  Collegiate  Schools  known  as  Jarvis  Hall  and 
Wolfe  Hall,  shall  be  and  be  considered  as  different  branches  or 
departments  of  the  College  of  S.  John  the  Evangelist,  commonly 
called  S.  John's  College. 

5.  That  this  Corporation  embracing  the  Denver  Theological 
School,  the  Students  of  which  are  required  to  be  graduates  in 
Arts  of  Institutions  of  learning  of  the  grade  of  a  college  or 
university,  or  to  have  passed  examinations  in  the  studies  which 
Are  deemed  to  be  equivalent  to  those  pursued  in  such  institu- 
tions shall,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of 
the  State  of  Colorado  in  that  behalf,  have  the  power  to  confer 
Diplomas  and  all  the  Academic  or  college  degrees  usually  con- 
ferred by  such  institutions. 

6.  That  the  said  Theological  School,  with  its  Library  and 
numerous  Archives  is  to  be  forever  located  in  the  city  of  Denver, 
its  present  seat  being  Matthews  Hall,  and  the  grounds  on  which 
the  same  is  situate,  and  the  properties  known  as  the  properties 
of  the  Jarvis  Hall  Theological  Education  Trust,  situate  in  Block 
A.  in  Clements*  Addition  to  Denver,  and  grounds  contiguous 
thereto.  The  Bishop,  the  Dean  and  Minor  Canons  are  to  be 
-charged  with  the  duty  of  teaching  and  lecturing  to  the  lay 
readers,  and  to  young  men  preparing  or  intending  to  become 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  or  preparing  to  be  entered  as 
students  in  said  Theological  School.  The  Library  of  said  School 
5hall  be  for  the  free  use  of  all  the  students  and  the  clergy  of  the 
aforesaid  Jurisdiction,  and  the  lay  readers  under  Theological 
instruction  and  preparation  for  their  duties  in  the  said  School 
-or  in  connection  therewith. 

7.  That  the  Bishop  is  ex-offido  the  head  and  resident  chief 
instructor  in  said  Theological  School  and  the  Custodian  of  said 
Library  and  Archives  and  Librarian  therein,  and  in  his  said 
-rapacity  of  instructor  canonical ly  in  charge  of  and  responsible 
for  such  candidates  for  Orders  and  theological  students,  has  the 
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right  of  residence  in  said  School  in  Matthews  Hall  as  such 
instructor,  as  set  forth  and  provided  in  the  Deed  of  Trust  of  the 
lots  on  which  it  is  situate  (see  Book  270,  page  513  in  the  office 
of  the  Clerk  and  Recorder  of  said  County),  and  until  salaried 
professors  are  employed  he  shall,  with  the  approval  of  this 
Corporation,  call  to  his  aid  qualified  instructors  from  among  his 
clergy  in  Denver  and  vicinity. 

8.  That  ail  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Diocescf  of 
Colorado  shall  be  enrolled  students  in  the  Denver  Theological 
School,  and  students  from  any  Jurisdiction  or  Diocese  represent- 
ed in  this  Corporation,  if  sent  and  recommended  by  their  Bishop, 
shall  be  admitted  without  cost  for  tuition,  and  the  Professors  or 
Instructors  in  said  School  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  and 
assign  in  writing  the  studies  of  each  student  therein,  and  receive 
written  replies  and  answers,  that  is  to  say,  the  studies  may  be 
pursued  in  part  by  written  correspondence.  The  Faculty  of 
said  School  may  prescribe  in  writing,  the  courses  of  study  of 
Clergymen  and  others  who  shall  desire  to  study  for  the  degrees 
conferred  by  the  Trustees  of  said  School,  and  assign  the  examina- 
tions in  Matthews  Hall  of  said  persons  studying  for  such  de- 
grees. 

9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  student  in  the 
said  Theological  School  to  be  in  residence  in  Denver,  at 
such  times  as  may  be  required,  and  especially  in  Easter  week  of 
each  year  and  in  the  week  preceding  ordination,  for  instruction, 
lectures,  recitations  or  examinations  in  their  studies,  and  all 
examinations  of  students  and  candidates  for  Orders  of  said 
School  and  Diocese  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  be  held  in  said 
Matthews  Hall  and  in  connection  with  its  said  Library. 

10.  That  this  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  receive  gifts, 
devises  and  bequests  in  real  or  personal  property,  for  each  or 
any  of  its  departments  of  education  now  or  hereafter  existing, 
and  any  devise  or  bequest  made  fur  Matthews  Hall,  Jarvis  Hall, 
Wolfe  Hall,  or  the  Cathedral,  or  any  Parish  or  Mission,  or  other 
object,  religious  benevolent  or  educational,  shall  be  received, 
used  and  administered  for  its  designated  object  solely. 

11.  That  no  property  held  in  trust  by  this  Corporation  for 
any  School,  Mission,  Parish,  or  Charitable  or  other  object,  shall 
be  encumbeied,  pledged  or  used  in  any  way  or  for  any  purpose

contrary  to  the  provisions,  expressed  or  implied,  of  the  said 
trust,  or  contrary  to  the  Charter  or  By-Laws  and  Statutes  of  this 
Corporation,  or  the  Canons,  General  or  Diocesan,  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church. 

12.  That  all  parts  of  the  Charter  of  this  Corporation  adopted 
at  the  time  of  its  incorporation,  to-wit:  on  April  21st,  A.  D.  1880, 
now  in  force  and  not  repealed  by  these  amendments,  shall  be 
and  continue  in  force. 

13.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Certificate  of  Incorporation 
may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
of  said  Corporation,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Statutes  of 
Colorado*made  and  provided  in  such  cases. 

14.  That  these  amendments  be  duly  certified  and  filed  as  by 
law  required  in  the  offices  of  the  Clerk  and  Recorder  of  said 
Arapahoe  County,  and  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  of  Colorado. 
And  at  the  said  meeting  at  which  the  aforesaid  action  was  taken 
and  the  resolutions  and  amendments  aforesaid  were  adopted,  this 
affiant  as  President  acted  as  Chairman  and  Arnold  A.  Bowhay  of 
said  Corporation,  acted  as  Secretary.

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DEED  TO  THE  MAHHEWS  HALL  PROPERTY. 


This  Indenture,  made  this  ninth  day  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six,  between  John  F.  Spalding,  Bishop  of 
the  Jurisdiction  of  Colorado,  including  the  city  of  Denver  in 
said  state  of  Colorado,  and  residing  in  said  city  of  Denver,  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  the  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  of 
S.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado,  a  corporation 
authorized  and  existing  by  and  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Colorado,  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH,  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  in  considera- 
tion of  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  him  in  hand  paid  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part  at  the  ensealing  of  these  presents,  the  receipt 
of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  in  consideration  further  of 
the  covenants,  conditions  and  trusts,  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part  to  be  kept  and  performed  as  hereinafter  set  forth,has  granted, 
bargained  and  sold,  and  by  these  presents  does  grant,  bargain, 
sell,  convey  and  confirm  for  ever,  unto  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  all  the  right,  title,  interest,  claim  and  demand,  which  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  or  his  heirs  or  his  predecessors  in  office 
has  or  have  in  and  to  the  following  described  lots  and  parcels  of 
land,  situate,  and  being  in  the  County  of  Arapahoe  and  State  of 
Colorado,  and  described  as  follows:  Lots  (19)  nineteen,  (20) 
twenty,  (21)  twenty-one,  (22)  twenty-two,  (23)  twenty-three  and 
(24)  twenty-four,  in  Block  numbered  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  (178)  in  Clements*  Addition  to  the  City  of  Denver  afore- 
said, and 

Whereas,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  at  and  before  the 
ensealing  of  these  presents,  is  seized  and  possessed  of  and 
entitled  to  said  lots  and  premises  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
set  forth,  and, 

Whereas,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  in  pursuance  of 
its  Charter  is  vested  with  the  power  of  taking  and  holding  and 
administering  trusts  for  educational,  religious,  missionary  and 
charitable  purposes  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and 
conducting  and  carrying  on  such  institutions  and  works  as  the 
said  trusts  and  purposes  require  and  demand. 
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Now  Therefore,  this  Indenture  and  the  grant  aforesaid,  is 
upon  the  following  trusts  and  conditions,  that  is  to  say, 

First,  that  no  transfer  or  alienation,  mortgage,  sale  or  convey- 
ance of  any  of  the  aforesaid  lots  and  parcels  of  land,  shall  be 
made  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  without  the  consent 
and  signature  of  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being  of  the  Jurisdiction 
or  Diocese  that  shall  include  the  city  of  Denver. 

Second,  that  the  premises  above  described,  shall  by  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  be  administered  and  used  for  the  benefit 
and  behoof  of  a  Diocesan  Divinity  School  or  theological  School, 
that  the  said  Bishop  for  the  time  being  shall  be  ex-officio  the  Presi- 
dent and  Rector,  and  have  the  general  management  and  control 
of  said  school,  and  the  right  to  appoint  the  several  Professors  and 
teachers  of  said  school.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
said  party  of  the  second  part  may  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  the  corps  of  teachers,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  Bishop, 
when  such  Bishop  there  shall  be,  to  remove  the  same,  and  the 
Bishop,  for  the  time  being,  may  remove  all  Teachers  or  employes 
at  his  discretion,  and  fill  all  vacancies. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  teaching  and  instruction  given  in 
said  school  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Laws  and  Caftons  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
ritual  and  services  as  directed  by  the  Canons  of  said  Church,  and 
that  no  person  shall  be  employed  or  suffered  to  continue  as  teacher 
or  instructor  of  any  kind  in  said  school,  unless  he  be  a  com- 
municant in  said  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Third,  that  the  house  now  on  said  premises,  together  with 
said  lots^  shall  be  held  for  the  purposes  of  a  residence  for  the 
Bishop,  for  the  time  being,  exercising  jurisdiction  in  the  city  of 
Denver  as  ex-officio  President,  Chief  Officer,  Rector  and  General 
Manager  of  said  School,  and  said  Bishop  as  ex-officio  President 
as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the  exclusive  use,  occupancy  and  control 
of  said  building  and  grounds  for  the  use  of  himself  and  family, 
and  for  the  usual  purposes  of  a  Bishop's  residence  in  his  capacity 
as  aforesaid.  Said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  keep  said 
buildings  properly  insured,  and  in  case  of  damage  or  destruction 
of  the  same  by  fire  or  otherwise,  said  insurance  money  shall  be 
used  in  rebuilding  the  same,  and  said  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  erect  a  suitable  building  in  th«  place  thereof,  and  further, 
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shall  at  all  times  keep  said  building  in  good  repair,  and  fit  for 
occupation  as  above  described. 

The  conditions  of  this  trust  may  be  at  any  time  changed  or 
modified  by  the  joint  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  that 
shall  include  the  city  of  Denver,  and  the  party  of  the  second 
part.  The  consent  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
only  be  effectual  when  two- thirds  in  number  shall  agree 
to  such  change  or  modification  at  a  meeting  legally  called  for  that 
purpose,  the  notice  of  said  meeting  to  specify  the  object  for  which 
said  meeting  is  had,  and  such  joint  consent  shall  be  ratified  by 
the  Convention  or  Council  of  the  Diocese  which  shall  include 
the  city  of  Denver,  and  for  that  purpose  said  party  of  the  first 
part  hereby  declares  that  said  lands  were,  previous  to  this  con- 
veyance, held  by  him  in  trust  for  the  use  of  such  Diocese,  and 
he  hereby  releases  and  quit  claims  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  which  shall  include  the  said 
city  of  Denver,  and  to  his  successors  in  office,  all  right  of  title, 
claim  or  interest,  in  and  to  said  lands  not  herein  conveyed. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  which  shall  include  the  city  of 
Denver,  together  with  the  party  of  the  second  part  (its  consent 
having  been  first  obtained  as  above  provided),  together  with  the 
consent  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  Council  of  said  Diocese, 
may  sell,  mortgage  or  encumber,  all  or  any  part  of  the  premises 
herein  conveyed,  provided,  that  the  proceeds  of  such  mortgage 
or  sale  or  other  alienation  shall  be  used  for  the  benefit  and  use 
of  said  Divinity  School. 

And  these  presents  are  upon  the  express  conditions  that  if  the 
said  premises  or  any  part  thereof  be  at  any  time,  in  any  manner 
diverted  to  any  use  or  purpose  save  as  above  provided  for,  or  if 
the  rights  or  any  thereof  hereinbefore  expressed  or  referred  to,  of 
said  the  Bishop  of  said  Church,  or  his  successors  in  office  or  any 
of  them,  or  the  Bishop  of  the  Church  for  the  time  being,  be  by 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  or  with  its  connivance  or  suffer- 
ance excluded  from  his  or  their  rights  as  above  specified  and 
declared,  or  if  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  in  any  way 
or  manner  infringe  upon  or  attempt  to  make  void  or  violate  the 
aforesaid  terms  and  conditions,  or  any  of  them,  then  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  or  his  successors  in  office,  or  the  Bishop 
for  the  time  being  aforesaid,  may  re-enter  and  recover  said 
premises  or  any  part  thereof  to  the  use  and  purposes  aforesaid, 
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or  with  or  without  such  re-entry,  the  Bishop  of  said  Church  for 
the  time  being  may  by  his  proper  action  in  the  Courts  restrain 
the  repetition  or  continuance  of  such  breach  of  the  aforesaid 
conditions. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  himself,  his  heirs  and 
successors  in  office,  and  for  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being,  resid- 
ing and  exercising  jurisdiction  in  the  city  of  Denver,  does 
covenant  to  and  with  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  that  in 
the  case  of  such  re-entry  of  said  premises  or  any  part  of  them, 
the  same  and  every  part  thereof  shall  from  thenceforth  be  by  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  and  his  successors  in  office,  or  by  the 
Bishop  for  the  time  being  aforesaid  in  and  about  the  premises 
acting,  forever  devoted  and  applied  to  the  same  uses  and  pur- 
poses and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  trusts  aforesaid, 
hereinbefore  set  forth  in  like  manner  as  before  such  breach  of 
conditions.

The  Ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Colorado  Branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  was  held  in  S.John's  Cathedral  June  6, 1893. 

The  service  at  11  a.  m.  was  unusually  well  attended.  Bishop 
Barker  was  expected  to  deliver  the  address,  but  was  unavoidably 
detained.  Bishop  Spalding  briefly  exhorted  all  to  work  with  an 
earnest  purpose,  prompted  by  God  the  Holy  Spirit.  After  a 
solemn  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  an  hour  was  given 
to  addresses  from  Missionaries.  Mr.  D.  H.  Jones  of  Bessemer, 
told  of  his  work  and  needs,  making  a  touching  appeal,  and  en- 
listed the  sympathy  of  all  present.  The  Rev.  F.  F.  Kramer  of 
Boulder,  found  at  Magnolia,  one  lady  who  for  seventeen  years 
has  conducted  a  Sunday  School.  Luncheon  was  served,  after 
which  the  business  meeting  was  held  in  the  Chapel.

The  Eighth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  met 
pursuant  to  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop,  in  S.  John's  Cathe- 
dral, in  the  city  of  Denver,  on  Wednesday,  the  6th  day  of  June, 
1894. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at  7:30  a.  m.,  Matins 
was  said  at  9  a.  m.,  and  at  to  a.  m.  the  Council  convened  for 
worship.  Canon  Marshall  preached  the  sermon,  and  directly 
thereafter  the  office  for  the  Ordering  of  Deacons  was  said,  and 
Mr.  Vincent  Owen  Pen  ley  and  Mr.  Charles  Hall  Cook  were 
ordained  Deacons  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 
Addresses  of  felicitation  to  Bishop  Spalding,  on  the  completing 
of  twenty  years  of  Episcopal  labors,  were  made  by  Father 
Byrne  on  behalf  of  the  Clergy,  and  by  Mr.  W.  D.  Wright  on 
behalf  of  the  Laity,  to  which  the  Bishop  responded.  The  Holy 
Eucharist  was  then  celebrated. 

At  the  close  of  the  service  the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Lay  dele- 
gates, assembled  in  the  Crypt  of  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Bishop 
took  the  chair  and  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  roll  was  called.  Twenty-one  of  the  Clergy  answered  to 
their  names,  and  delegates  from  eleven  congregations  were  pres- 
ent and  took  their  seats.*  The  Chancellor,  the  Treasurers  of 
rhe  Council,  of  Diocesan  Missions,  and  of  the  Episcopate  Fund, 
members  ex  officio  of  the  Council,  were  in  attendance. 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  President  declared 
the  Council  open  and  ready  for  business. 

The  Rev.  E.  P.  Newton  was  chosen  Secretary.

WOLFE  HALL.

During  the  past  year,  one  hundred  and  thirty  pupils  have  been 
enrolled  at  Wolfe  Hall,  of  whom  thirty-three  have  been  boarders. 

The  general  health  of  students  has  been  good,  and  the  year  un- 
marked by  striking  events.  Arrangements  which  were  made  a  year 
ago  for  the  improvement  of  the  school,  have  in  all  cases  been  very 
satisfactory.  The  standard  of  scholarship  has  been  raised  and  the 
work  of  pupils  has  been  much  more  thorough  and  careful.  The 
spirit  of  the  school  has  been  excellent,  and  the  work  in  all  depart- 
ments has  gone  forward  without  friction.  There  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  attendance  since  the  opening  in  September,  and  only  a 
very  small  number  have  withdrawn  during  the  year.  The  depart- 
ment of  Physical  Culture  has  been  helpful—a  number  of  parents 
voluntarily  bearing  testimony  to  its  value  for  their  children. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  in  full  the  liberal  plans  for 
manual  work  in  the  Hall,  or  to  put  in  operation  the  attractive 
arrangement  suggested  for  our  Music  Department,  but  our  aims 
in  these  matters  have  not  changed,  and  we  are  ready  to  seize  the  first 
favorable  moment  to  further  them. 

The  repairs  made  inside  the  building  last  summer,  have  proved  a 
source  of  satisfaction  and  pleasure.  This  year  we  ask  for  improve- 
ments outside.  The  grounds  on  Clarkson  Street  are  already  laid 
out  and  planted,  but  those  in  the  rear  of  the  school  are  still  unculti- 
vated. It  would  seem  best  to  inclose  the  ground,  to  extend  the  water 
system,  to  lay  out  driveways,  and  to  sow  with  grass-seed  the  plot  be- 
tween. This  is  not  a  question  of  luxury,  but  of  necessity.  The  im- 
provements will  add  materially  to  the  welfare  of  those  in  the  build- 
ing, and  will  give  the  many  strangers,  who  drive  around  the  Hall,  a 
pleasanter  impression  to  carry  away,  than  is  possible  in  its  present 
neglected  condition. 
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We  are  glad  to  report  that  there  will  be  few  changes  in  the  faculty 
the  coming  year,  and  pupils  who  have  during  the  past  year  done 
earnest  work,  will  be  able  to  continue  their  studies  without  the  inter- 
ruption that  always  comes  with  change. 

The  Warden  has  conducted  a  Confirmation  Class,  and  taken  charge 
of  the  morning  services.  The  pupils  have  regularly  attended  the 
Cathedral  on  Sunday. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say,  that  the  conditions  of  the  school  have 
steadily  improved,  and  that  it  is  to-day  in  a  better  state  than  at  any 
time  since  I  have  known  it,  that  despite  the  hard  times  it  has  held 
its  own,  and  not  gone  backward,  and  that  it  has  done  better  financial- 
ly, this  year  than  last.  We  see  nothing  but  what  is  hopeful  for  its 
future  usefulness  and  prosperity. 

Such  a  school  as  Wolfe  Hall,  if  conducted  along  liberal  lines,  and 
kept  constantly  apace  with  all  that  is  wisest  and  best  in  modern 
school  life  surely  has  its  place  both  in  Denver  and  in  the  State,  and 
cannot  but  prosper. 

We  take  the  growing  feeling  of  loyalty  and  affection  in  the  school 
to-day,  as  an  earnest  of  the  power  which  we  believe  it  is  destined  to 
be,  and  would  repeat  the  thought  expressed  last  year,  that  the 
growth  will  not  be  less  permanent,  because  it  is  slow  and  not  revolu- 
tionary.

Jarvis  Hall  opened  the  present  school  year  on  September  12, 1893, 
with  an  attendance  of  twenty-five  cadets.  The  catalogue  will  show 
a  total  number  throughout  the  year  of  thirty -four,  and  the  school 
now  numbers,  and  will  probably  number  at  Commencement,  June 
13th,  thirty -one  cadets. 

The  health  of  the  cadets  has  been  even  better  than  in  other  years, 
there  having  been  but  one  case  of  serious  illness.  This  cadet 
recovered  and  is  now  at  the  Academy. 

There  have  been,  including  the  Principal,  six  resident  Masters  and 
one,  the  teacher  of  the  violin,  non-resident.  The  courses  of  study 
have  been  as  follows : 

By  the  Principal  classes  have  been  conducted  in  Greek,  Algebra. 
English  Literature,  Political  Economy,  Reading  and  spelling. 

Mr.  A.  D.  Sayer  has  succeeded  in  keeping  the  military  department 
up  to  its  high  standard  of  excellence.  He  has  also  conducted 
classes  in  Rhetoric,  Algebra,  Arithmetic,  Trigonometry  and  Survey- 
ing. Mr.  Sayer.  after  five  years  of  faithful  service,  has  accepted  a 
position  in  an  eastern  Institution.  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  are 
compelled  to  part  with  him.  The  Academy  in  its  military  depart- 
ment, owes  its  success  almost  entirely  to  Mr.  Sayer 's  efforts,  and  we 
desire  to  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  his  fidelity  and  sue 
cess. 

Mr.  George  Clarke  reports,  that  the  same  number  have  studied 
the  Classics  under  him  this  year  as  last,  fourteen  taking  Latin,  and 
six  Greek.    Mr.  Clarke  has  also  instructed  six  in  French. 

Mr.  B.  V.  Cissel  has  had  charge  of  the  instruction  of  science.  He 
has  developed  the  Course  in  Chemistry .  beyond  anything  hitherto 
attempted,  giving  his  students  much  practice  work  in  the  laboratory. 
In  addition  to  this,  he  has  taken  classes  in  Book  Keeping,  Business, 
Arithmetic,  History,  and  Geometry.  As  Mr.  Cissel  does  not  exx)ect 
to  be  with  us  again,  we  desire  here  to  acknowledge  his  faithful  and 
efficient  work. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Burritt,  in  charge  of  the  Preparatory  Department  and 
the  English  branches  of  the  Fourth  Class,  has  given  his  students 
thorough  drill  in  the  subjects  under  study,  and  those  who  enter,  next 
year,  the  regular  courses  of  the  Academy,  will  come  well  grounded 
for  more  advanced  work. 

Mr.  E.  T.  Field  has  most  satisfactorily  conducted  the  classes  in 
German  and  English  Grammar,  and  given  instruction  on  the  Piano. 
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He  has  also  trained  the  choir  and  played  the  organ  at  daily  prayers, 
and  at  S.  Luke's  Church.  Under  his  direction,  two  musicals  have 
been  given,  which  added  greatly  to  the  interest  of  those  studying 
music.  We  report  with  regret,  that  Mr.  Field  leaves  us  at  the  end 
of  the  term.    It  will  be  very  difficult  to  till  his  place. 

Under  the  motherly  care  of  Mrs.  Chamberlain,  the  needs  of  the 
boys,  and  particularly  of  the  smaller  and  younger  cadets  have  been 
most  patiently  and  devotedly  attended  to,  while  the  household  has 
been  most  efficiently  and  economically  managed  by  Mrs.  Foster. 

The  building  and  grounds  are  in  good  condition  and  repairs  need- 
ed during  the  summer  will  be  few. 

Our  j;hanks  are  due  to  the  Principal  of  Wolfe  Hall.  Miss  Anna  L. 
Wolcott,  and  the  Principal  of  Jarvis  Hall,  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding  ; 
for  the  efficient  and  very  satisfactory  manner  in  which  they  have 
conducted  their  respective  schools  the  past  year,  they  having  fully 
justitied  the  wisdom  of  the  Chapter  in  securing  their  services.  Al- 
though the  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  financial  disturbances 
throughout  the  country,  the  Chapter  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  fact,  that  both  of  the  schools  have  been  able  to  meet 
their  current  expenses  out  of  the  school  receipts  ;  that  the  faculties 
of  the  respective  schools  have  been  greatly  strengthened ;  instructors 
of  excellent  scholarship  secured ;  and  the  tone  and  character  of  the 
schools  in  all  respects  improved.

We  have  outstanding  bills  amounting  to  $5,937.79  against  the 
hospital,  and  we  are  owed  $4,594.90.  While  some  of  this  will  in  time 
be  collected,  a  large  sum  is  not  collectable.  Judging  from  the  fact 
that  we  decreased  the  indebtedness  of  the  hospital  during  Septem- 
ber $455.01  we  can  hope,  by  keeping  the  large  wards  closed  and  con- 
tinuing the  present  plan  of  having  the  members  of  the  training 
school  do  the  whole  work  of  the  hospital,  to  be  able  to  pay  expenses 
and,  possibly,  pay  off  each  month  some  of  the  back  debts.  We  have 
had  up  to  September  30th,  651  patients  during  the  past  year.  Of 
these  174  were  free  cases,  representing  619  weeks  of  charity  work. 
We  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  medical  and  surgical  attendance 
was  given  without  charge  in  these  cases  as  well  as  medicine  and 
surgical  dressings,  which  means  a  heavy  outlay  on  the  part  of  the 
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hospital.  We  have  to  report  eighty-seven  deaths  during  the  year. 
Out  of  sixty-seven  typhoid  fever  cases  we  lost  only  five.  Thirty -four 
were  due  to  consumption,  fourteen  to  accident  cases,  only  living 
from  two  hours  to  two  days  after  their  admittance.  There  have 
been  eleven  births  in  the  hospital  during  the  year.  We  have  in  the 
donation  fund  $891.75  and  about  $775  that  I  have  heard  of  but  which 
has  not  been  paid  over  to  the  account.  We  have  also  to  acknowl- 
edge twelve  cars  of  coal  and  one  hundred  sacks  of  flour,  and  large 
quantities  of  potatoes  and  other  donations  which  help  us  out  in 
these  hard  times. 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  interest  for  the  members  of  the  Council  to 
learn  that  since  the  above  report  was  made  the  hospital  affairs  have 
greatly  improved.  Last  summer  and  fall  it  seemed  as  if  the  hospital 
would  close  on  account  of  the  heavy  floating  indebtedness.  Now,  all 
this  has  been  paid  off,  and  the  hospital  is  paying  its  way. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  the  Hospital  for 
the  great  work  they  have  done  in  so  effectually  aiding  the  Hospital 
in  its  time  of  need.  The  interest  that  the  Doctors  are  taking  in  the 
Hospital  is  a  great  factor,  going  to  prove  that  it  is  increasing  in 
efficiency  and  giving,  satisfaction  to  their  patients  who  are  the  pat- 
rons of  the  hospital.  A  very  large  amount  of  charity  work  is  being 
done,  the  Doctors  contributing  their  services  in  a  great  number  of 
cases  where  the  patients  pay  the  hospital. 

We  have  great  cause  to  be  thankful  to  those  friends  in  Colorado 
and  the  east  who  so  generously  came  forward  in  our  distress,  and  we 
have  now  every  reason  to  believe  that  S.  Luke  s  Hospital  has  entered 
upon  a  new  lease  of  life  to  continue  its  great  and  noble  work.

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw  moved  that  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  to  the  teaching  function  of  the  clergy  be  referred 
to  a  committee.  Carried.  The  chairman  appointed  Rev.  W.  C.

The  Rev.  F.  W.  Oakes  moved  that  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  referring  to  the  support  of  Diocesan  Missions  be  refer- 
red to  a  committee.  Carried.  The  chairman  appointed  Rev. 
Messrs.  Oakes,  Radcliffe  and  Grimes,  Messrs.  Titcomband  Wm. 
Ridley. 

Mr.  Otis  S.  Johnson  moved  that  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  treating  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee.    Carried. 

The  chairman  appointed  Messrs.  Johnson,  Miller,  Rubidge, 
Humphrey  and  Stone. 

The  Rev.  P.  H.  Hickman  moved  that  S.  George's  Parish, 
Leadville,  be  excused  for  its  default  in  the  payment  of  the 
missionary  pledge  of  $125.00  made  at  the  Council  of  1893. 
Carried. 

The  chairman  appointed  Messrs.  Sweetland  and  Whitehead  to 
fill  vacancies  upon  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Canon  Houghton  addressed  the  council  upon  the  subject  of 
missionary  work  among  children,  speaking  of  The  Missionary 
Host.  Dean  Hart  and  the  Rev.  Philip  Washburn  also  spoke 
upon  this  subject. 

The  committee  on  unfinished  business  reported  as  follows: 

The  committee  on  unfinished  busineBS  respectfully  report  that  they 
find  final  action  necessary  upon  Article  I.  of  the  Constitution  as 
amended  in  1893  and  referred  to  this  Council  for  approval.  (See  p. 
64,  Journal  of  1893.)  They  ask  for  the  report  of  a  committee  appoint- 
ed to  advertise  the  Church  schools. 

The  Secretary  conveyed  to  the  Council  circulars  of  The 
Church  House,  London,  which  had  been  sent  over  for  distribu- 
tion at  the  Council. 
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On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  at  8  p.  m.,  in  mis- 
sionary conference  in  the  Cathedral. 

Wednesday,  June  6th,  8  p.  m. 

The  Bishops  and  Clergy,  preceded  by  the  vested  choirs  of 
the  Cathedral  and  of  S.  Mark's,  marched  in  solemn  procession 
about  the  church.  A  large  congregation  of  Church  folk  filled 
the  church.  Evensong  was  sung  by  Dean  Hart,  Canon  Hough- 
ton reading  the  lessons.  The  Gloria  from  Mozart's  Twelfth  Mass 
was  the  anthem,  sung  by  the  Cathedral  Choir.  Bishop  Spalding 
spoke  of  strong  centralized  work,  and  of  reaching  out  to  the 
very  bounds  in  missionary  labor.  Rev.  A.  K.  Hall,  Rev.  C.  Y. 
Grimes  and  Rev.  F.  W.  Cakes  made  brief  addresses,  and  Bishop 
Graves  spoke  most  eloquently  of  the  high  joys  of  the  Mission- 
ary. Pledges  for  the  ensuing  year  were  taken  as  follows,  and 
the  cash  offerings  of  the  day  for  this  fund  were  $75.60.

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Father  Byrne. 

The  Council  reassembled  at  10:00  a.  m.  Bishop  Spalding 
presiding. 

The  roll  of  members  who  had  not  been  heard  to  answer  to 
their  names  was  called. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceeding  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

It  was  voted,  that  after  the  regular  order  of  the  day,  the 
matter  of  completing  the  pledges  fur  Diocesan  Missions  be 
called  up. 

The  question  of  increased  attendance  of  lay  folk  at  the  Coun- 
cil, and  of  special  rates  for  transportation  was  discussed. 

Mr.  Johnson  on  behalf  of  the  committee  on  the  Episcopate 
Fund  made  a  preliminary  report. 

The  election  of  officers  being  in  order,  Mr.  C.  D.  Cobb  was 
nominated  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  It  was  ordered  that  the 
Secretary  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for  Mr.  Cobb,  and  he 
was  declared  elected. 

Mr.  Benj.  MacDonald  was  nominated  Treasurer  of  Diocesan 
Missions  and  Treasurer  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund.

The 
appointments  were  approved. 

The  Northern  Convocation  -nominated  as  its  delegate  to  the 
Cathedral  Chapter,  Mr.  S.  D.  Hunter. 

The  Southern  Convocation  nominated  as  its  delegate  to  the 
Cathedral  Chapter,  Mr.  Otis  S.  Johnson. 
The  nominations  were  approved. 

Bishop  Spalding  appointed  as  Examining  Chaplains  for 
Northern  Colorado,  Canon  Marshall,  Rev,  W.  C.  Bradshaw, 
Rev.  F.  F.  Kramer,  and  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding ;  for  Southern  Colo- 
rado, Dean  Colwell,  Rev.  Philip  Washburn,  Rev.  E.  J.  Harper. 

The  following  were  chosen  deputies  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion: Rev.  W.  C.  Bradshaw,  Canon  Houghton,  Dean  Colwell, 
Canon  Marshall,  Chancellor  Stone,  Geo.

Chancellor  Stone  offered  an  amendment  to  Canon  XIX,  that 
the  word  "Council"  be  stricken  out  and  the  word  "Church" 
substituted  therefor,  so  that  it  shall  read  "Ten  members  of  the 
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Church,"  etc.    The  amendment  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  legislation. 
The  committee  on  legislation  made  the  following  report : 

We  recommend  the  final  adoption  of  the  following  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  duly  proposed  and  approved  at  the  last  annual 
Council. 

Resi^lvedf  That  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution  be  stricken  out,  and 
the  following  article  be  substituted  therefor : 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Diocese  of 
Colorado,  and  it  shall  embrace  all  that  part  of  the  state  of  Colorado 
lying  east  of  the  Western  boundary  line  of  the  following  named 
counties,  to-wit :  Larimer,  Boulder,  Qilpin,  Clear  Creek,  Park,  Lake, 
ChafFee,  Saguache,  Mineral,  Rio  Grande  and  Conejos. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  Canon  XIX  as 
follows: 

Strike  out  the  word  ''Council"  and  substitute  the  word  "Church,** 
so  that  Canon  XIX  shall  read :  **Ten  members  of  the  Church,  five 
clergymen  and  five  laymen,  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  Council, 
who  shall  constitute  an  Educational  Committee,''  etc. 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  amendments  to  Canon  VI,  Sec.  8,  pro- 
viding that  no  Parish  shall  be  permitted  to  incur  an  indebtedness  to 
exceed  fifty  dollars  per  communicant,  your  committee  make  no 
recommendation.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  proposed  Canon  restricting  the  contraction  of  debts  by 
Parishes  was  discussed  by  the  Council,  and  it  was  voted  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  and  three 
laymen,  who  shall  frame  a  new  Canon  to  present  to  the  next 
Annual  Council. 

The  chairman  appointed  as  such  committee  The  Rev.  F.  S. 
Spalding,  Rev.  F.  W.  Oakes,  Dean  Colwell,  Messrs.  J.  H.  Deni- 
son,  Geo.  J.  Boal,  and  C.  C.  Stein. 

The  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  made  the  follow- 
ing report: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  to  report  that 
considering  the  state  of  terrible  depression,  first  in  money  matters 
and  then  in  the  discouragement  and  fear  resulting,  the  Diocese  ha 
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had  a  wonderful  year  of  blesBing  and  advancement.  For  the  first 
time  the  reports  of  all  the  Pariahes  have  been  received  before  the 
Council  meeting,  and  the  statistics  have  been  tabulated,  showing  in 
detail  the  facts  over  which  the  Diocese  can  rejoice.  There  are  a  few 
matters  untouched  by  other  committees  on  which  the  committee 
present  the  following  : 

The  present  state  of  the  Episcopate  fund  is  one  which  should 
receive  careful  study,  and  immediate  action  from  Pastors  and 
Parishes.  The  fact  seems  to  be  lost  to  view  that  our  system  is  not 
congregational.  The  Biahop  is  as  much  an  officer  of  the  Parish  as 
the  Rector,  and  as  such,  his  wants  must  be  cared  for  even  before  the 
incumbent.  He  remains  a  head  though  the  Clergy  may  come  and  go, 
and  not  only  loyalty,  but  Priestly  vow  should  move  the  Rectors  to 
keep  his  dues  and  presence  constantly  before  the  Parish  as  neces- 
sary to  its  perfection  and  proper  action.  We  recommend  it  as  a  goal 
to  be  reached  that  the  Council  should  see  an  offering  from  every 
Parish  and  Mission  station  in  the  Diocese  the  coming  year. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  clerical  heads  to  the  religious 
work  of  our  Diocesan  Schools,  and  from  each  there  come  regularly, 
classes  for  confirmation.  But  the  committee  cannot  too  strongly 
urge  on  the  friends  of  the  schools  in  these  days  of  secularization  and 
contempt  for  religious  dogma,  that  the  primary  object  of  the  institu- 
tions is  to  combine  religion  and  education,  the  giving  in  these  days 
of  nebulosity  in  religious  belief,  a  firm  faith  founded  on  the  Creed, 
Lord's  Prayer  and  Ten  Commandments,  overshadowing  and  blessing 
all  earthly  facts  and  figures. 

We  know  no  reason  why  the  Church  should  sustain  a  secular 
school  out  of  fear  of  criticism  as  to  so-called  proselytism  or  lack  of 
patronage.  We  have  an  account  to  give  of  the  children  entrusted  to 
us,  not  primarily  to  the  public  or  the  state,  but  to  the  Great  Teach- 
er, in  whose  name  the  money  was  given  to  us  to  build  our  noble 
shrines  of  education — their  products  must  be  first  educated  in  relig- 
ious facts,  and  then  turned  into  the  world,  baptized,  confirmed  and 
communicants  of  the  Church.  These  are  the  first  objects  of  their 
foundation,  and  the  only  ground  on  which  the  Church  can  put  con- 
fidence in  them  or  appeal  to  the  universal  Church  for  aid  in  their 
sustenance. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  cannot  sustain, 
nor  be  expected  to  sustain,  the  expenses  of  institutions  built  with  a 
view  to  an  immense  growth  of  the  State  and  See  City,  the  committee 
propose  to  this  Council  that  our  brethren  in  the  East  be  asked  to 
help  us  during  these  distressful  times,  in  our  interest  and  necessary 
deficencies. 

They  propose  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this  Council  and 
in  the  name  of  this  Council,  with  plenary  powers,  to  lay  before  fellow 
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Churchmen  the  situation,  the  urgency  of  our  needs  and  great  future 
involved,  and  beg  for  present  help. 

They  propose  that  the  Expenses  of  this  Committee  be  met  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Council,  who  shall  also  be  the  depositary  of  any 
monies  raised,  and  who  shall  account  for  their  expenditure,  primarily 
on  interest,  then  on  expenses,  of  either  school,  as  the  Bishop  and 
committee  ehall  decide. 

We  congratulate  the  man^ement  of  S.  Luke*s  Hospital  on  its 
present  prosperity,  and  hope  that  another  year  will  keep  to  the  front 
an  ambition  to  see  that  this  most  important  charity  equal  in  manage- 
ment, system  and  detail,  the  other  similar  institutions  in  this  city, 
even  if  with  its  present  limitations  it  cannot  hope  to  be  a  model. 

We  trust  that  the  new  management  will  insist  that  the  institution 
commend  itself  to  all  the  physicians  of  the  city  and  state,  as  foremost 
in  care,  appliances  and  knowledge,  and  to  this  object  the  Diocese 
should  pledge  itself  with  renewed  loyalty.

REPORT  OP  COBIMITTEE  ON  DIOCESAN  MISSION  WORK. 

Your  Committee  on  Diocesan  Mission  Work  beg  leave  to  make  the 
following  report ; 

We  strongly  urge  the  importance  and  necessity  of  holding  special 
missionary  meetings  in  each  Parish  and  Mission  of  the  Diocese,  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  pledges  for  Diocesan  mission  work.  Such 
meetings  should  be  conducted  by  a  clergyman  other  than  the  one 
in  charge  of  the  Parish  or  Mission,  and  the  conductor  should  be 
assisted  by  two  or  three  prominent  laymen.  If  such  a  course  be 
pursued  we  are  positive  that  the  receipts  for  Diocesan  Missions 
will  largely  exceed  the  amounts  raised  by  present  methods,  and  a 
greatly  increased  interest  in  mission  work  will  result.  This  will 
complete  the  work  of  the  yearly  missionary  meeting  held  in  the 
Cathedral. 

Your  committee  also  considers  that  the  time  has  now  come  when  a 
clergyman  of  special  vocation  for  such  work  should  be  selected  and 
put  to  work  in  the  following  way: 

1.  To  fill  vacancies  in  Parishes  and  Missions  where  there  are  no 

Priests. 

2.  To  speak  at  Missionary  Meetings,  and  have  charge  of  the  same. 

3.  To  conduct  nine  days  Missions  wherever  required  in  the  Dio- 
cese. 

We  advise : 

1.  That  such  clergyman  be  called  and  known  by  the  ancient 
title  of  Archdeacon. 

2.  That  said  Archdeacon  be  paid  a  stipend  of  at  least  81,800  or 
$2,000. 

3.  That  the  stipend  of  the  Archdeacon  be  paid  by  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  and  that  whatever  money  the  Archdeacon  might  receive 
through  his  work  should  go  directly  into  the  treasury  of  the  Auxil- 
iary. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  immediate  action 
respecting  the  appointment  of  a  suitable  person  to  the  office  of 
Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado.

The  committee  on  the  form  of  constitution  for  Parishes  stat- 
ed that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  make  a  complete  report  until 
next  year.  It  was  voted  that  the  report  be  received,  and  the 
committee  continued. 

Mr.  Boal  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  revise  the 
Constitution  and  Canons,  and  report  the  same  in  manuscript 
form  to  the  next  Council,  preparatory  to  their  republication.

The  report  of  thecomniittee  on  the  Episcopate  Fund  was  read 
as  follows,  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EPISCOPATE  FUND. 

The  committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop^B  Address  relating  to  the 
Episcopate  Fund,  asks  your  earnest  attention  to  the  following  facts 
taken  from  the  treasurer's  report. 

The  income  from  real  estate  held  for  the  fund  has  fallen  from 
92,400  per  year  to  $1,000  at  the  present  time,  on  which  $1,900  taxes 
and  expenses  have  to  be  paid,  leaving  no  income,  but  an  expense  of 
$300,  while  the  interest  on  investments  has  fallen  from  $2,300  to 
$1,800. 

The  Bishop  has  waived  the  payment  of  one-third  of  his  salary,  and 
this  not  being  sufficient,  the  principal  fund  has  been  encroached 
upon  to  the  amount  of  $1,700,  with  one  month's  salary  unpaid  at  the 
end  of  the  tlscal  year. 

Your  committee  therefore  has  to  announce  that  there  is  needed 
immediately  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  in  addition  to  what  is 
regularly  paid  the  farther  sum  of  $1,500  per  year. 

Where  this  amount  ought  to  come  from  is  seen  from  the  following 
figures. 

The  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  salary  in  many  Dioceses  is  based 
upon  the  number  of  communicants,  each  giving  one  dollar  j)er  year. 
Last  year  the  following  were  the  only  Parishes  which  subscribed  to 
the  Bishop's  support.

All  the  other 
parishes,  with  1681  communicants  gave  absolutely  nothing.

In  the  previous  year  about  the  same  amount  was  paid  by  about 
the  same  number  of  communicants,  showing  that  about  one-half  our 
communicants  pay  nothing  for  the  Bishop's  support,  and  also  what 
is  very  significant,  that  it  is  not  the  result  of  the  present  depression. 

The  committee  do  not  care  to  suggest  new  methods  until  those 
already  required  are  at  least  attempted,  but  most  earnestly  calls  the 
attention  of  each  and  every  Parish  to  the  required  offering  each 
year,  and  asks  those  Parishes  which  have  never  given  anything,  to  do 
what  they  can  to  atone  for  past  delinquencies  by  giving  their  full 
amount  for  the  future.  Then  let  those  who  have  given,  increase 
their  offerings  on  the  above  basis,  and  in  this  way  may  every  com- 
municant do  his  part  in  holding  up  the  hands  and  lightening  the 
work  of  his  Bishop. 

Your  committee  suggests  that  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  this 
report  be  printed  and  sent  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  different  congregations,  and  that  Mr.  Rubidge^s 
report  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  be  printed  in  full  in  the  Report  of  the 

Council.

The  committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating 
to  the  Teaching  Function  of  the  Clergy,  reported  as  follows: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  to  the  teaching  functions  of  the  Clergy,  beg  to 
report  as  follows: 

In  order  that  this  most  important  function  maybe  rightly  fulfilled, 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  guard  with  the  strictest  care  and  watch- 
fulness the  road  to  ordination.  The  standards  laid  down  by  the 
Church  for  examination  should  on  no'account  be  lowered.  Candi- 
dates for  ordination  should  be  compelled  to  possess  the  necessary 
technical  and  theological  knowledge  or  be  required  to  wait  until  they 
have  reached  the  limits  laid  down.  In  addition  to  this  technical 
knowledge  the  clergyman  should  be  a  systematic  student,  familiar 
with  the  current  thought  and  literature  of  the  day,  having  a  thorough 
acquaintance  with  the  best  writers,  and  able  to  treat  with  skill  and 
ability,  the  vital  questions  of  the  hour. 
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Long  flince  the  saintly  Bishop  Wilson  wrote  words  whose  truth 
and  force  are  only  intensified  since  his  death:  "Ignorance  in  Pastors,, 
for  as  much  as  it  is  likely  to  destroy  the  foundation,  is  sometimes 
worse  than  vice  itself,  being  the  occasion  of  superstition,  disorders 
and  infinite  evil  consequences,  taking  error  for  truth,  and  truth  for 
error."  If  ever  there  was  a  time  when  clear,  distinct  and  positive  teach- 
ing was  required  on  the  part  of  the  ministry,  it  is  the  age  and  the 
country  in  which  our  lot  is  cast.  Itet  the  Church  try  to  do  her  work 
with  ignorant  or  indifferent  pastors,  and  she  will  soon  be  left  without 
penitents  to  absolve  or  the  faithful  to  communicate  and  bless. 

One  secret  of  success  in  teaching  in  addition  to  the  requisite 
knowledge  is  sincerity,  reality.  No  teacher,  no  preacher,  can  merge 
his  individuality  into  another.  If  he  is  to  do  anything  effectively  he 
must  be  himself.  The  gospel  of  Christ  lifts  into  itself  and  trans- 
mutes into  elements  of  power  the  personal  idiosyncracies  of  its 
followers.  No  one  of  the  Apostles  was  cast  precisely  in  the  mould  of 
another.  Artificiality  in  the  pulpit  in  worse  than  offensive.  The 
teacher  must  lay  himself  on  God's  altfu*  and  use  all  his  powers  and 
individuality  in  the  noble  Christ-like  work  of  winning  souls.  To 
mould  the  lives  of  men,  his  own  life  must  mould  him. 

Yet  success  in  teaching  and  in  preaching,  can  only  result  from 

continuous  and  systematic  labor.    Study  of  the  Bible,  of  the  Prayer 

Book,  of  the  Fathers,  Church  History,  Evidences,  Ethics,  all  this  is 

essential.    Power  is  no  substitute  for  pains.    The  greatest  gifts  need 

the  greatest  culture.    The  man  of  God  must  be  complete,  thorough- 

ly  furnished  unto  all  good  works.    II  Tim,  III  17.    The  minister  of 

Christ  must  fotius  his  whole  heart  and  life  upon  his  work  if  he  would 

convince  the  judgments,  move  the  hearts  and  elevate  the  lives  of  his 

hearers.    "This  one  thing  I  do'*  must  even  be  his  motto,  and  he  must 

set  before  himself  that  saying  of  S.  Paul  to  the  Corinthians  :  "I  seek 

not  yours,  but  you."    Filled  with  this  spirit  he  will  be  enabled  to 

illuminate  others,  having  light  in  himself.

Your  committee  elected  by  the  Council  of  1893  to  consider  the 
whole  matter  of  Diocesan  Theological  Schools,  to  secure  statistics,

plans,  etc.,  referring  to  the  establishing,  maintaining,  and  the  results 
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achieved  by  such  Dioceean  Theolof^ical  Schools  elsewhere,  begs  leave 
to  report  as  follows : 

Statistics  have  been  secured  from  three  Diocesan  Theological 
Schools,  S.  Andrew's  Divinity  School,  Syracuse,  Diocese  of  Central 
New  York  ;  Kansas  Theological  School,  Topeka,  Diocese  of  Kansas, 
iind  Bishop  Paret  s  School,  Baltimore,  Diocese  of  Maryland.  Infor- 
mation will  be  given  under  the  head  of  each  as  follows : 

S.  ANDREW'S  DIVINITY  8CBOOL. 

Diocesan  Divinity  School,  and  training  school  for  non-graduates. 

Purpose  of  foundation. — A  desire  on  the  part  of  Bishop  Hunting- 
ton to  train  his  own  candidates. 

Supported  by  annual  gifts  and  the  income  of  a  legacy  of  $15,000. 
Students  are  assisted  by  the  Bishop,  who  ^arantees  each  one  15 
per  week.  If  the  students  can  secure  this  by  Mission  work,  well,  if 
not,  the  Bishop  makes  up  the  deficiency. 

Instruction. — The  Rev.  W.  D.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  is  Dean.  Instruction 
is  given  by  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  and  two  instructors.  The  work 
done  merely  covers  that  required  by  the  Canons  for  the  examination 
of  candidates  for  Deacon's  and  Priest's  Orders. 

Number  of  graduates,  50.  Present  mumber  of  candidates  in  attend- 
ance, 12 ;  of  this  number  two  are  college  graduates. 

KANSAS  THEOLOOIOAL  SCHOOL. 

• 

Has  buildii^g  apd  library  in  Topeka.  The  Bishop  is  Head  and 
Chief  instructor.  All  the  candidates  from  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  are 
members  of  it.  AU  are  set  at  work  as  lay  readers  in  different  Mis- 
sions under  different  Priests.  All  are  directed  in  their  studies  by 
'  correspondence.  All  come  up  to  the  School  at  Easter-tide  for  special 
instruction  and  for  examination.  After  one  year's  study  they  are 
ordained  Deacons,  and  then  continue  their  studies  fur  Priest's  Orders 
while  doing  Mission  work. 

BISHOP   PARET's  school. 

The  plan  of  this  school  is  that  of  the  Kansas  Theological  School. 
More  candidates  are  however  trained,  and  the  school  is  more  active. 

In  addition  to  these  schools,  information  is  also  at  hand  concerning 
the  Theological  School  of  the  Pacific,  San  Mateo,  Cal.,  Diocese  of 
California.  Buildings  have  been  secured  for  this  school,  and  there 
are  also  two  resident  instructors.  A  gift  of  $20,000  was  also  received 
by  the  school  last  year.  The  plan  of  this  school  seems  to  be  broader 
than  any  of  the  above,  and  looks  toward  a  general  theological  school 
for  the  Pacific  coast.    . 

Your  committee  in  considering  the  question  of  our  own  theological 
schools,  submits  the  following  opinion. 
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1.  Great  caution  should  be  exercised  in  admitting  men  into  the 
sacred  Ministry,  and  in  the  matter  of  establishing  the  Denver  Theo- 
logical School,  in  such  a  way  that  it  may  prove  of  lasting  benefit,  not 
only  to  its  students,  but  also  the  Church. 

2.  In  the  future  there  may  be  need  of  a  General  Theological 
School  in  the  territory  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  that  Denver 
is  the  most  feasible  location  for  such  a  school. 

3.  The  Denver  Theological  School  should  be  so  governed  at  pres- 
ent that  when  the  time  shall  come,  it  may  be  merged  into  a  General 

Theological  School  of  the  Church.

The  committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating 
to  Capital  and  Labor  reported  as  follows. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  pertaining  tocapitol  and  labor,  respectfully  report  as  follows, 
much  of  this  report  being  suggested  to  your  committee  in  the  Pastoral 
letter  issued  by  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church  in  1889^ 

"It  is  inevitable  that  the  Church  of  God  shall  be  profoundly  con- 
cerned at  the  disturbed  relations  of  what  are  commonly  called  'the 
industrial  classes,*  and  the  employers  of  labor. 

"The  spirit  of  our  holy  religion  forbids  indifference,  on  our  part,  to 
any  actual  trials,  oppressions  or  sufferings  of  men,  and  its  due  prac- 
tical operation  has  tended  always  to  do  away  with  jealous  suspicions 
and  antagonisms,  between  the  children  of  the  one  Father  of  us  all." 

We  may  and  do  confidently  claim  for  the  Church  of  Him,  who  by 
his  presence  consecrated  the  carpenter  shop  of  Nazareth,  that  its 
deep  and  constant  purpose  has  been  to  soften  asperities  of  feeling,  to 
promote  mutual  good  will,  to  curb  injustice  as  between  man  and  man. 

We  may  not  ignore  the  significant  truth,  that  the  unchallenged 
claim  of  men  of  our  day,  to  considerate  justice  and  all  righteous 
recognition  by  their  human  brothers,  rests  finally  and  completely 
upon  the  dignity  and  sacredness  of  the  humanity,  taken  into  the  God- 
head by  the  Word  made  flesh. 

It  is  painfully  evident  that  the  existing  industrial  system  is  sub- 
jected not  only  to  vehement  criticism,  but  to  perilous  strain. 

It  is  often  assumed  without  question,  that  there  is  no  soothing  for 
^  the  uneasy  world,  that  opposing  interests  and  aims  are  here  met  in 
mortal  strife. 
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'^e  do  not  venture  to  intimate  that  we  have  any  swift  and  potent 
cure  for  the  evils  which  we  must  and  do  deplore,"  we  believe  that 
lasting  good  comes  rather  by  gradual  than  revolutionary  measures ; 
but  we  are  confident  that  it  is  a  fallacy  in  social  economics,  aewell  as 
in  Christian  thinking,  to  look  upon  the  labor  of  men,  women,  and 
children,  as  a  mere  commercial  commodity  to  be  bought  and  sold  as 
an  inanimate  and  irresponsible  thing. 

Any  social  philosophy  which  eliminates  from  its  consideration,  the 
value  and  significance  of  human  feeling  or  human  susceptibility  to 
the  influence  of  kindness,  justice  and  loving  manliness,  has  surely 
left  itself  fataUy  maimed  and  incomplete. 

The  heart  and  soul  of  a  man  cannot  be  bought  or  hired  for  money 
in  any  market  and  to  act  if  they  were  not  needed  in  the  doing  of  the 
world's  vast  work  is  as  un-Christian  as  it  is  unwise. 

We  may  not  therefore  omit  to  urge  upon  all  those  to  whom  our 
words  may  come,  the  profound  need  of  a  righteous  and  full  apprecia- 
tion of  the  moral  and  spiritual  factors  which  enter  into  industrial 
questions.  To  bear  in  mind  the  hardships,  and  heavy  cares  of  our 
brother  men,  to  remember  our  common  kinship  in  the  great  family 
of  God,  to  ponder  their  necessities,  to  stand  ready  and  glad  to  plead 
their  cause,  to  br^hten  their  lot  and  comfort  their  distresses,  this  is 
the  exalted  office  of  Christian  men — it  is  the  hopeful  method  of  peace 
and  good  will. 

And,  let  it  never  be  forgotten,  that  there  is  here  a  reciprocal  obli- 
gation laid  upon  labor— a  duty  defined  by  every  principle  of  right- 
eousness and  truth.  That  duty  (fitly  recognized  by  large  numbers 
of  Christian  workingmen),  plainly,  is  to  treat  the  employer,  in  his 
most  difficult  position,  with  all  considerate  and  thoughtful  regard, 
remembering  that  many  of  the  difficulties  he  has  to  contend  with  are 
beyond  his  personal  control. 

He  is  frequently  placed  in  situations  of  great  embarrassment,  and 
the  kindly  patience  and  sympathy  of  his  workmen  may  bring  relief. 

Combinations  which  cripple  or  hinder  his  rightful  freedom  or 
action,  are  not  in  the  way  of  substantial  right.  They  who  would 
claim  equity  must  first  do  equity. 

If  the  world's  exacting  labor  is  to  be  done  in  any  accord  with  the 
principles  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  there  must  of  necessity  be  adopted 
(on  the  part  of  both  employers  and  the  employed)  a  higher  standard 
of  principle  than  has  heretofore  obtained. 

We  would  therefore  commend,  that  the  principle  actuating  both 
parties  herein  referred  to,  shall  be  a  full  and  frank  recognition  of  the 
rights,  legal  and  equitable  on  either  side,  and  where  these  are  not 
clear,  a  willing  submission  to  the  judgment  of  legally  constituted 
authority. 
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The  rule  of  the  workmen  of  the  carpenter  shop,  is  an  unfallible 
guide  to  the  faithful,  who  earnestly  desire  to  conduct  themselves  lq 
accordance  with  the  Qoepel  of  "Peace  on  earth,  good  will  to  men.**

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The  Bishop's  Annual  Address. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : — 

We  meet  to-day  in  the  twenty-first  Council  or  Convocation  in 
which  I  have  presided  as  Bishop  of  Colorado.  The  first  was 
held  in  the  pro-Cathedral  on  September  ^th  and  loth,  1874, 
almost  at  the  end  of  our  first  year  of  work.  We  had  up  to  that 
time  added  to  our  working  force,  eleven  Clergy,  five  of  them  by 
ordination.  Of  the  eleven  others  on  the  list,  five  had  left  the 
Jurisdiction  before  ray  arrival,  and  three  were  without  work. 
Of  the  whole  number  Canonically  here  at  the  time  of  my  Conse- 
cration, ^vt.  were  subsequently  deposed  by  the  Bishops  of  the 
Dioceses  to  which  they  had  drifted.  There  was  really  less  of 
strength  than  in  Western  Colorado  on  its  organization  in  1892. 
In  our  first  year  155  were'  baptized,  58  confirmed,  97  were 
married,  the  burials  were  120.  There  were  78  Sunday  School 
Teachers  and  731  scholars.  There  were  618  Communicants. 
The  moneys  raised  for  all  purposes  were  $5,089.82.  The  Juris- 
diction embraced  Colorado,  Wyoming  and  New  Mexico.  In 
Colorado  there  were  nine  places  where  services  were  customa- 
rily held.  There  were  eleven  Churches,  two  of  them  in  Wyoming. 
In  Colorado  there  were  two  Rectories.  The  seating  capacity  of 
the  eleven  Churchies  was  less  than  1,500. 

In  our  first  twenty  years  there  were  7,757  baptisms.  Con- 
firmed, 4,124.  Deacons  ordained,  41.  Priests  ordained,  43. 
Churches  and  Chapels  built,  42.     Increase   of  Communicants 

New  Mexico  was  set  off  in  October,  1874,  but  I  was  provisional 
Bishop  from  1875  ^^  1882  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona. 
Wyoming  was  made  a  separate  Jurisdiction  in  1883  and  I  was 
provisional  Bishop  till  1887,  when  Bishop  Talbot  came  to  my 
relief.  It  is  remembered  now  by  but  few  that  there  were  held 
three  Annual  Convocations  of  Wyoming,  the  proceedings  of  two 
<if  which  were  published  in  pamphlet  form,  and  the  third  in  a 
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local  paper.  Western  Colorado  was  set  off  in  1892  and  is 
destined  to  be  the  most  fruitful  of  all  as  a  field  of  work.  This 
opinion  is  based  upon  a  somewhat  intimate  personal  knowledge. 

I  trust  you  will  compare  this  brief  compilation  of  facts  and 
figures  with  those  that  will  appear  in  this  year's  Journal.  Well 
may  we  exclaim  :  What  hath  God  wrought !  It  has  been  the 
result  of  an,  on  the  whole,  exceptionally  able  an(|  zealous  body 
of  Clergy  and  the  earnest  co-operation  of  many  faithful  Laity. 

The  past  year,  notwithstanding  or  possibly  because  of  the  dread- 
ful panic  of  last  July  from  the  effects  of  which  we  are  still  sadly 
suffering,  has  been  in  many  respects  our  most  prosperous  year. 
We  lost  an  unusually  large  number  of  our  Clergy,  but  we  have 
considerably  more  than  made  up  the  number  by  new  accessions 
and  by  Ordinations.  The  present  number  is  greater  than  ever 
before  in  the  part  of  Colorado  constituting  the  Diocese.  More 
persons  have  been  confirmed  than  in  the  whole  jurisdiction  of 
any  previous  year,  and  this  in  spite  of  long  vacancies  in  some  of 
our  leading  Parishes.  There  has  certainly  been,  if  we  may  judge 
from  such  facts  as  these,  an  increase  of  interest  and  some  growth 
of  spiritual  life.  Just  at  this  time  there  are  fewer  vacant  Parishes 
and  Missions,  I  believe,  than  in  any  time  past  in  our  history. 
There  is  noticeable,  I  think,  a  growing  interest  and  hopefulness 
in  the  smaller  and  even  the  mining  towns.  The  discoveries  and 
hoped  for  discoveries  of  gold  which  is  now  in  demand,  are 
presaging  materal  prosperty.  The  depression,  strange  to  say, 
seems  greatest  in  the  large  cities.  This  must  be  soon  surmount- 
ed with  growing  prosperity  of  the  country.  Should  there  be 
great  or  small  financial  losses,  even  siich  disaster  may  conduce 
to  spiritual  gain  1  Thank  God,  dear  brethren,  for  the  measure  of 
prosperity  vouchsafed  to  us,  and  take  new  hope  and  greater 
courage  for  the  future. 

We  will  follow  the  usual  order  in  this  annual  address,  and 
first  take  note  of  some  of  the  bereavements  by  which  the  Church 
has  been  afflicted. 

Within  our  own  Diocese,  our  Clergy  and  Lay  members  of  the 
Council  have  been  mercifully  spared.  In  the  Church  at  large 
we  have  lost  four  of  our  Bishops;  representing  the  most  widely 
separated  parts  of  the  Country.  Bishop  Gregg  was  the  first 
Bishop  of  Texas,  consecrated  in  1859.  He  was  essentially  a 
pioneer  missionary.  He  accomplished  a  great  work  in  a  vast 
Empire  of  a   Diocese.       He    was  clear  headed  and  able  in 
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administration,  having  had  the  training  of  a  lawyer.  It  was 
through  his  energetic  and  persistent  efforts,  in  the  General  Con- 
vention of  ^874,  that  his  Diocese  was  divided  and  Western  and 
Northern  Texas  were  made  Missionary  Jurisdictions.  His  suc- 
cess in  carrying  this  measure  against  grave  constitutional  objec- 
tions, justifying  it  by  the  obvious  and  most  pressing  necessity  of 
the  Church,  made  almost  an  Epoch  in  the  History  of  Church 
extension,  establishing  the  precedent  for  the  setting  off  of  West- 
ern Nebraska,  Western  Colorado,  Northern  Michigan  and 
Southern  Florida,  before  the  anticipated  change  in  the  Consti- 
tution. If  not  intellectually  one  of  our  greatest  Bishops,  he  was 
one  whose  administration  was  most  memorable,  and  whose 
name,  a  household  word  throughout  his  Diocese,  will  be  remem- 
bered everywhere  among  us  with  honor  and  gratitude. 

Bishop  Lyman  was  consecrated  but  three  weeks  earlier  than 
myself.  He  had  been  long  known  as  a  Presbyter  of  mark.  For 
many  years  he  had  been  in  charge  of  our  Church  work  in  Paris 
and  Rome.  No  one  knew  better  than  he,  the  currents  of  Eccles- 
iastical thought,  or  could  judge  better  of  its  tendencies.  He 
was  eminently  practical  and  statesmanlike  in  policy,  devoting 
much  thought  and  labor  in  the  promotion  of  work  among  the 
Colored  people,  especially  through  the  education  of  men  of 
their  own  race  for  the  Ministry.  A  vigorous  common  sense, 
which  is  far  from  common,  seem  to  have  characterized  his 
plans  and  eminently  successful  labors. 

Bishop  Paddock,  brother  of  him  of  Massachusetts,  was  the 
first  Missionary  Bishop  of  Washington  on  its  being  separated 
from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oregon  in  1880.  He  was  chosen  for 
his  knowledge  of  and  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Missions  and  his 
sound  and  moderate  views  of  Church  policy.  He  was  a  most 
painstaking  and  faithful  leader  in  Church  work  in  a  most  impor- 
tant Territory,  and  his  labors  were  fruitful  in  preparing  the  way 
for  the  division  in  1892.  He  did  much  in  founding  institutions 
of  Charity  and  Education.  The  Hospital  that  deservedly  bears 
the  name  of  Mrs.  Paddock,  and  the  great  Schools  secured  chief- 
ly from  Mr.  Chas.  B.  Wright,  once  a  Parishoner  of  mine,  are  a 
noble  monument  to  perpetuate  his  name  and  memory.  His  rare 
gentleness  of  character  made  him  to  be  much  beloved  wherever 
intimately  known. 

The  oldest  by  consecration  of  our  Bishops,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Hora- 
tio Southgate,  D.  D.,  passed  away  on  April  12th.    From  1836  for 
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three  years  he  was  by  appointment  of  the  Foreign  Committee 
investigating  the  state  of  Mohammedanism  in  Turkey  and  Persia. 
From  May,  1840,  he  was  for  four  years  Missionary  to  Constanti- 
nople. On  October  26, 1844,  he  was  consecrated  Bishop  for  the 
Dominions  and  Dependencies  of  the  Sultan  in  Turkey.  He 
labored  in  this  office  till  1849,  when  he  returned  to  the  U.  S.  and 
resigned  his  Jurisdiction.  Acting  under  the  enlightened  instruc- 
tions of  Bishop  Griswold,  endorsed  by  the  Church  authorities, 
his  Mission  was  riot,  so  far  as  the  Oriental  or  Greek  Church  was 
concerned,  to  detach  Christians  from  their  ancient  communion, 
but  rather  to  promote  sound  theological  learning  and  spiritual 
life  within  it.  This  is  now  regarded  as  the  only  true  policy,  and 
is  followed  by  Bishop  Blythe  in  Jerusalem,  and  by  the  Arch- 
bishop*s  Mission  in  Armenia.  But  dissatisfaction  arose  because 
the  plan  was  not  adopted  of  setting  up  in  the  East  a  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  Hence  the  abandonment  of  the  Mission 
except  as  conducted  in  Dr.  and  Mrs.  HilTs  school  in  Athens, 
which  is  still  continued  with  success  ;  a  source  of  life  and 
reformation  to  thousands  of  the  daughters  of  the  best  families 
in  Greece.  Had  the  Bishop's  work  been  allowed  to  go  on,  on 
its  original  lines,  great  results  might  ere  this  have  followed,  in 
the  Oriental  Churches  and  our  relations  thereto. 

Bishop  Southgate  held  rectorships  successively  of  St,  Luke's 
Church,  Portland,  which  he  organized,  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Boston,  Zion  Church,  New  York,  Falls  Church,  Va.  Of  late 
years  he  lived  in  retirement  in  Astoria,  N.  Y.,  known  to  but  few 
of  this  generation.  He  was  a  very  able  and  learned  man,  well 
qualified  for  the  great  work  for  which  he  had  been  chosen.  His 
writings,  especially  upon  the  East  and  Oriental  Christianity, 
attracted  wide  attention  in  their  day.

Trinity,  27;  Ascension,  18  ;  S.James',  Bessemer, 3  ;  total47.  In 
Colorado  Springs,  Grace  Church,  10  ;  S.  Stephen's,  8  ;  total  18. 
In  S.  Philip's,  West  Plum,  2  ;  Incarnation.  Saguache,  i  ;  Epiph- 
any, Del  Norte,  4  ;  S.Thomas',  Alamosa,  8  ;  S.  Andrew's,  Cripple 
Creek,  7  ;  Trinity,  GreeJey,  14  ;  S.  Paul's,  Central  City,  6  ;  Jules- 
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burg  Mission,  by  Bishop  Graves,  4;  Trinity,  Trinidad,  11; 
Ascension,  Salida,  6  ;  Christ  Church,  Canon  City,  2  ;  S.  Paul's, 
Littleton,  9  ;  S.  Andrew's,  Manitou,  8  ;  S.  Luke's,  Fort  Collins, 
10  ;  S.  John's,  Boulder,  4. 

I  have  preached  131  times,  made  129  addresses,  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  73  times,  married  four  couples,  officiated  at 
three  burials,  baptized  in  places  where  there  are  no  Registers  17, 
and  attended  some  60  meetings  of  Chapters,  Guilds,  Vestries 
and  Parishes. 

The  Corner  Stone  of  S.  Andrew's,  Cripple  Creek,  was  laid  by 
the  Missionary,  Rev.  Chas.  Y.  Grimes,  in  July,  and  the  Church 
was  opened  by  me  on  Sunday,  November  26th.  I  consecrated 
All  Saints',  Denver,  entirely  free  from  debt  on  Easter  Monday, 
March  26th.  I  organized  on  Friday,  January  5th,  the  Mission 
of  the  Redeemer  for  colored  people,  giving  them  for  their  use 
Che  old  Church  formerly  used  by  Emmanuel  Mission.  I  met 
them  with  their  minister  some  six  times  in  the  Cathedral  Crypt 
for  instruction  in  preparation  for  Confirmation. 

On  Friday,  April  7th,  1893,  ^  instituted  the  Rev.  E.  J.  Harper 
as  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Manitou.

I  particularly  request  that  the  report  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter 
-which  embraces  the  School  reports  and  the  reports  of  the 
Treasurers  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  and  of  Diocesan  Missions, 
be  very  carefully  examined  and  considered.  It  will  repay  the 
most  careful  study,  showing  as  it  does,  in  most  important  respects 
the  condition  of  the  Diocese. 

The  increasingly  hard  times  since  1890  and  the  late  most  dis- 
astrous panic,  the  effects  of  which  still  continue  with  but  little 
abatement,  have  reduced  the  attendance  of  pupils  in  our  Schools 
to  scarcely  more  than  one- third  of  what  might  otherwise  have 
been  expected.  Still  they  have  done  remarkably  well  the 
past  year.  They  are  of  higher  grade  in  respect  to  teaching  and 
general  tone  and  character,  I  believe,  than  ever  before.  The 
Instructors  are  of  the  highest  ability  and  efficiency.  Financially, 
all  things  considered,  they  have  done  exceedingly  well.  Jarvis 
Hall  with  31  boys,  will  have  paid  its  own  expenses,  and  $300 
on  the  previous  year's  deficiency.  Wolfe  Hall,  too,  if  fairly  suc- 
cessful in  collecting  dues,  will  not  fall  short  more  than  $500. 
The  taxes  and  interest  accounts  of  both  schools  have  at  present, 
as  heretofore,  to  be  met  without  any  aid  from  school  receipts. 
This  means  that  over  $10,000  has  to  be  borrowed  each  year  for 
these  necessary  outlays.  These  are  increased  each  year  by  the 
interest  on  the  suras  borrowed.     In  the  increase  of  debt  there 
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is  a  geometrical  prt^ression.  So  that  in  the  nature  of  the  case 
the  schools  must  be  brought  up  soon  to  a  condition  to  pay  all 
expenses.  A  fair  rental  on  the  capital  invested  in  them  would  do 
it.  It  is  perfectly  obvious  that  unless  in  the  near  future  they  can 
be  made  to  yield  incomes  to  pay  taxes  and  interest  as  well  as 
running  expenses,  we  shall  be  in  very  great  embarassment.  But 
even  now  if  we  could  sell  at  fair  prices  our  School  taxable  lots, 
we  could  pay  our  debts.  The  question  is,  when  will  such  sales 
be  possible  ? 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Episcopate  has  a  valuable  endowment. 
The  real  estate  belonging  to  it,  though  its  value  is  not  estimated, 
is  worth  even  in  these  depressed  times  over  $100,000,  and  it  is  all 
unincumbered.  The  rents  from  the  Champa  Street  old  Episco- 
pal residence  property,  which  gave  a  net  income  of  some  81,500, 
are  now  literally  reduced  to  nothing.  Indeed  these  rentals  have 
not  been  sufficient  for  some  time  past  to  pay  taxes,  repairs  and 
other  incidental  expenses.  The  coupon  notes  so  far  as  given  by 
Missicns,  and  some  given  by  Parishes  as  well  as  many  individual 
notes  are  proving  to  be  worthless.  The  money  ai  interest  is  not 
over  {31,000.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  present  condition  of 
the  fund  it  is  impossible  to  pay  even  one-half  of  the  Bishop's 
Salar]'.  Heretofore  he  has  taken  a  good  part  of  his  salary  in  real 
estate.  For  it  may  as  well  be.  understood,  that  wherever  the 
name  of  A.  T.  Moore  occurs  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  the 
Bishop  is  meant.  For  Mr.  Moore  was  simply  the  Bishop's 
agent  in  the  purchase,  mostly  on  credit,  and  at  a  high  valuation, 
of  five  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  lots  on  Colfax  avenue.  Pay- 
ments of  principal  and  interest  have  been  and  are  being  paid  by 
credits  on  Salary,  tt  has  become  clear  already  that  if  the  Bishop 
is  to  be  supported,  the  Canon  requiring  an  offering  in  March  for 
the  fund,  must  be  required  of  all  Parishes  and  Missions  without 
exception.  The  yery  few  Parishes,  not  more  than  one  or  two  at 
most,  that  have  met  the  conditions  offered  of  exemption  from 
assessment  or  offerings,  would  be  willing,  I  am  sure,  10  waive  any 
such  claim  of  exemption,  and  would  stand  with  all  others  a 
reasonable  assessment,  to  be  met  so  far  as  possible  by  the 
March  offertory.  I  cannot  personally  urge  this  matter  as  is 
reijm^ite.  Others  will  doubtless  do  so.  The  Council  must  of 
necessity  soon  act,  unless  the  Bishop  is  to  be  an  exception  to 
ihe  precept  of  the  law  and  the  Gospel  :  "Thou  shall  not  muzzle 
ihe  o\  that  treadeth  out  the  Corn." 
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Our  Diocesan  Missions  receipts  will  be  seen  to  have  fallen  off, 
though  not  so  much  as  was  feared.  The  General  Board  still 
appropriates  to  the  Diocese  the  very  inadequate  sum  of  $375  a 
quarter.  The  Colorado  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  have 
aided  us  over  and  above  their  other  and  proper  Missionary  work, 
by  assuming  the  entire  stipend  of  one  Missionary,  ^300.  Yet  all 
that  is  raised  from  all  sources  is  far  from  adequate.  We  must  en- 
deavor this  year  to  do  much  better  than  ever  before.  This 
matter  of  giving  for  Missions  depends  upon  the  Clergy.  The 
best  of  their  people  and  the  only  ones  who  should  be  consulted, 
expect  their  Rectors  to  afford  them  opportunities  to  give.  They 
will  respond  if  properly  instructed  and  appealed  to.  We 
often  see  Parishes  that  give  nothing  for  Missions,  on  a  change  in 
the  Rectorship  giving  largely,  and  vice  versa.  I  would  urge 
upon  the  Clergy  to  begin  at  once  on  reaching  their  homes,  to 
make  their  plans  for  securing  individual  pledges  to  be  redeemed 
at  the  quarterly  offertories  required  by  Canon,-  in  August, 
November,  February  and  May.  See  that  these  individual 
pledges  are  made  and  the  quarterly  collections  taken,  the  peo- 
ple being  thoroughly  informed  and  instructed  upon  the  impor- 
tance and  the  needs  of  the  Missionary  work.  What  is  here  said 
of  Diocesan  Missions  applies  also  to  Domestic  and  Foreign,  for 
the  support  of  all  of  which  we  are  responsible,  according  to  the 
measure  of  our  ability. 

The  report  of  S.  Luke's  Hospital  is  very  gratifying.  It  was 
found  early  last  Summer  that  receipts  were  falling  off,  and  col- 
lections of  dues  could  with  difficulty  be  made.  In  August  the 
deficiency  of  income  to  carry  on  the  Hospital  amounted  to 
$6,ooo,  and  we  were  running  behind  every  month  at  a  fearful 
rate.  It  was  feared  that  the  Hospital  would  have  to  be  closed. 
But  chiefly  by  and  at  the  instance  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society, 
and  by  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Medical  Staff,  supported 
by  the  newspaper  press  of  the  city,  a  strong,  determined  effort 
was  made  for  gifts  and  subscriptions.  Some  of  our  eastern 
friends  who  had  always  been  interested  in  the  Hospital  as  a 
Church  Institution,  came  to  our  relief.  The  effort  was  success- 
ful even  beyond  what  we  had  dared  to  hope.  The  measures  of 
economy  in  management  aided  in  bringing  about  the  grand  re- 
sult. The  superintendent,  head  nurse,  nurses  and  employes 
were  content  to  live  on  half  pay,  and  to  do  double  duty.  What 
these  actually  gave  was  more  than  the  largest  offerings  of  the 
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wealthy,  for  it  showed  a  degree  of  interest  and  self-denial 
beyond  all  praise.  The  example  was  most  inspiriting  and  help- 
ful. May  this  and  other  Church  Institutions  be  ever  able  to  call 
out  like  devotion  and  sacrifices  when  they  are  in  peril.  The 
floating  debts,  and  improvements  especially  in  the  operating 
rooms  that  have  cost  over  $i,ooo,  are  all  paid.  Insurance  re- 
newals have  been  met,  and  there  is  a  small  balance  in  the 
Treasury.  I  bespeak  the  interest  of  all  Church  people  of  Colo- 
rado in  this  grand  institution  of  Charity,  and  ask  that  the  offer- 
ings for  it  from  every  Parish  be  regularly  made  on  our  Hospital 
Sunday,  which  is  the  Sunday  following  S.  Luke's  Day. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  our  first  graduation  of 
nurses  from  the  Training  School  belonging  to  the  Hospital. 
On  the  evening  of  May  28th,  in  the  Cathedral,  eight  graduates 
received  their  Diplomas  accrediting  them  as  qualified  for  the 
noble  profession  of  nursing. 

Our  plans  of  last  year  for  the  more  systematic  development 
of  our  Theological  School  have  been  carried  out  with  excellent 
results.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  Appendix  of  myJast 
year's  address  containing  a  prospectus  of  the  School  and  its 
faculty  and  course  of  study.  A  class  of  five  preparing  for 
Priests'  Orders  have  met  the  Bishop  weekly  for  the  study  of 
Church  History,  especially  that  of  the  Church  of  England.  The 
Rev.  Professor  Bradshaw  has  conducted  classes  of  about  the 
same  number  in  the  Prayer  Book,  in  Theology,  and  lately  in 
Christian  Ethics.  The  Rev.  Prof.  Houghton  also  has  rendered 
some  assistance  in  the  teaching.  It  is  hoped  the  committee 
elected  by  ballot  last  year  will  have  gathered  facts  concerning  the 
operation  of  like  Theological  Schools  in  Topeka,  Baltimore, 
Syracuse,  and  other  places,  and  embodied  them  in  a  report  with 
recommendations  that  may  be  of  use  to  us.  In  many  cases 
there  is  no  alternative  but  to  educate  our  Candidates  at  home. 
The  Jarvis  Hall  Theological  Education  Fund  has  been  able  to 
give  no  stipends,  nor  can  it  till  some  of  its  valuable,  but  unsale- 
able real  estate  can  be  disposed  of.  Till  then  it  must  borrow 
the  money  to  pay  its  taxes  of  $800  to  $1,000  annually. 

I  must  proceed  now  to  sketch  the  present  condition  of  our 
Parish  and  Mission  work.  The  Clerical  changes  have  been 
more  numerous  than  in  any  past  year.  In  July  it  was  feared 
that  the  work  in  many  of  our  weaker  Missions  and  Parishes 
could  not  be  sustained.     Some   of  the   Clergy  fearing  loss  of 
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support  left  for  other  fields.  Most  of  the  changes  however  were 
due  to  other  causes,  such  as  are  common  enough  in  the  best  of 
times ;  restlessness,  desire  for  better  position,  or  change  for  the 
sake  of  change  only.  Stability  in  pastoral  relations  is  one  of 
of  the  greatest  needs  of  our  times. 

The  following  Clergy  have  remained  at  their  posts :  The 
Very  Rev.  the  Dean  and  Father  Byrne,  Canons  Marshall,  Hough- 
ton, Wallace,  Newton  and  Ohl,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Bradshaw, 
Bakes,  Kramer,  Radcliffe,  Harper,  DeWolf,  Oakes  and  Cone. 
From  Denver  and  vicinity  we  lost  Messrs.  Clarke,  Stephenson, 
Bannister,  and  Minor  Canon  Lewis  in  July  and  August.  Christ 
Church  was  supplied  most  acceptably  by  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Matrau, 
ot  Chicago,  through  August  and  September  and  most  of  October. 
Then,  as  before,  lay  reading  kept  up  the  services.  Mr.  Will 
Hudston  as  lay  reader  from  November  on,  organizing  a  very 
superior  choir,  continued  the  services  with  much  interest,  the 
Rev.  Canon  Houghton  being  in  charge,  and  giving  at  least 
monthly  services  and  celebrations.  At  Easier,  confidence  was 
so  much  restored,  that  steps  could  be  taken  towards  securing  a 
Rector.  The  Rev.  P.  B.  Lightner,  who  officiated  during  Easter- 
tide, has  been  called,  and  has  now  entered  upon  the  Rectorship. 

S.  Peter's,  much  depressed  and  discouraged,  continued  the 
services  without  interruption,  Mr.  Wm.  M.  Spalding  being 
Reader.  In  October,  the  Rev.  Frank  W.  Henry,  coming  back 
from  Ouray  and  taking  his  risks  as  to  support,  assumed  the 
Pastorate.  Confidence  has  revived  and  the  work  meets  with 
encouragement.  The  Parochial  agencies  are  in  a  healthy  con- 
dition. The  future  as  at  Christ  Church  seems  to  have  bright 
promise.  I  have  paid  off  a  second  mortgage  on  S.  Peter's  of 
$1,400.  There  only  remains  the  debt  of  $3,000  to  the  A.  C.  B. 
F.  C.  The  Rev.  Thompson  Smith  resigned  Emmanuel  Mission 
into  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  in  October,  who  appointed  Mr. 
Chester  M.  Smith  to  hold  the  services.  Mr.  Smith  is  a  young 
man  of  great  earnestness.  Ordained  Deacon  in  February,  he  is 
doing  through  his  Sunday  School,  Guilds  and  various  agencies,  a 
noble  work  in  a  field  purely  Missionary  in  chara^cter.  In  the 
old  Chapel  at  loth  and  Lawrence  streets,  an  interesting  and 
successful  Missionary  work  has  been  going  on  for  more  than  a 
year,  under  a  young  ladies*  Guild,  or  Society  of  the  Cathedral. 
There  is  a  Sunday  School  under  the  superintendency  of  W.  M. 
Spalding,  and  a  Saturday  Morning  Sewing  School  under  Mrs. 
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Van  Kleeck.     Each  school  numbers   about  one  hundred,  and 
has  a  most  efficient  body  of  teachers  and  helpers. 

The  most  remarkable  event  in  the  See  City  was  the  Consecra- 
tion of  All  Saints'  Church.  The  Rector  had  found  it  impossible 
to  raise  more  than  $60  of  the  September  interest.  Foreclosure 
of  the  $9,000  mortgage  was  threatened  and  seemed  inevitable. 
He  was  moved  to  make  an  effort  to  raise  and  pay  off  the  whole 
debt  on  March  ist.  It  was  certainly  a  prompting  of  the  Spirit 
of  God.  The  effort  was  blessed.  He  secured  from  the  Bishop 
the  promise  of  $1,000,  from  his  own  people  Si, 100,  and  ultimate- 
ly from  Cathedral  Church  people  $773.  Going  east  he  found 
helpful  sympathising  friends  in  Yonkers,  his  wife's  old  home, 
and  then  in  New  York  and  other  cities.  He  was  able  to  return 
after  some  six  weeks  with  pledges  and  assurances  covering  the 
whole  amount  of  the  indebtedness.  It  is  the  most  signal  bles- 
sing of  all  the  blessings  of  these  times  ! 

The  Mission  of  the  Redeemer  (after  a  like  effort  in  Colorado 
Springs,  which  failed  to  establish  a  Mission  for  colored  people) 
begun  with  the  year  in  Denver,  has  been  prosperous  as  indicated 
by  the  number  confirmed.  Its  future  success  depends  somewhat 
on  our  building,  or  securing  a  place  of  worship  more  in  the 
neighborhood  of  where  the  colored  people  live,  and  within  walk- 
ing distance.  Should  they  be  compelled  to  wait  for  some  time, 
worshipping  in  the  building  now  used,  till  money  can  be  raised 
by  them  and  their  friends  for  a  Church  of  their  own,  I  trust  they 
will  prove  equal  to  the  trial  of  patience,  and  grow  steadily,  and 
win  friends  to  the  aid  of  their  enterprise.  Having  established 
this  work,  our  next  move  should  be  a  Mission  to  the  Swedes, 
who  in  Sweden  at  least,  are  "Episcopalians,"  having  the  Episco- 
pal Order,  and  having  a  Liturgy  similar  to  ours.  Emigrants 
from  Sweden  to  this  country  are  now  as  I  am  informed,  com- 
mended by  the  Swedish  Bishops  to  our  Bishops  and  Clergy. 

Littleton  is  almost  a  part  of  Denver.  Dr.  Clarke  leaving  in 
July,  S.  Paul's  was  supplied  by  lay  reader  Hudston  till  it  was 
arranged  for  the  Rev.  John  Evans  to  take  charge  in  October,  he 
having  resigned  the  charge  of  S.  Stephen's,  Longmont.  The 
Mission  of  S.  Paul's,  Littleton,  has  more  than  recovered  from 
the  troubles  that  preceded  Dr.  Clarke's  incumbency  in  1892. 
Mr,  Evans,  like  his  predecessors,  gives  one  Sunday  a  month  to 
S.  Philip's,  West  Plum  Creek,  where  there  is  a  very  interesting 
congregation. 
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Golden,  Georgetown  and  Idaho  Springs  have  been  vacant  the 
•whole  year,  except  for  occasional  services  of  the  Bishop  and 
others.  Arrangements  have  been  making  which  will  give  them 
a  Clergyman  the  present  month.  Central  City  was  without 
other  than  lay  services  after  the  departure  of  Rev.  G.  W.  Coote 
in  July  last.  The  Rev.  T.  L.  Smith  has  been  supplying  S.  PauTs, 
Central  City,  with  services  one  Sunday  a  month  since  Novem- 
ber. Christ  Church,  Bald  Mountain  or  Nevadaville,  is  and  has 
been  for  most  of  the  year,  entirely  without  services.  Boulder 
and  Fort  Collins  have  been  blessed  with  stable  ministrations,  as 
have  the  Cathedral,  Trinity,  S.  Mark's,  All  Saints',  S.  PauTs  and 
S.  Luke's  in  Denver,  and  experiencing  the  good  results.  Mr. 
Kramer,  besides  giving  one  Sunday  morning  a  month  to  Long- 
mont,  is  doing  what  he  is  able  in  the  State  University,  which  is  in 
his  Parish,  where  there  is  a  grand  field  for  efforts  to  reach  the 
young  men  and  women  there  gathered.  So  too,  of  the  Rectors  of 
Fort  Collins  and  Greeley.  The  latter  Parish  was  vacant  till  the 
Rev.  P.  H.  Hickman  took  charge  in  July.  He  served  the  Parish 
till  after  Easter,  uniting  the  various  elements,  bringing  all  into 
harmonious  cooperation,  and  gaining  an  influence  in  the  State 
Normal  School,  that  has  been  helpful  to  the  School  and  the 
Church.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  Rector,  Mr.  Lytton,  who 
is  in  charge  from  June  ist,  will  continue  the  work  on  the  lines 
established  by  his  predecessor.  The  importance  of  taking  an 
interest  in  the  young  people  gathered  from  various  parts  of  the 
state  in  the  University,  the  Agricultural  College,  the  Normal 
School,  and  other  so-called  Universities  or  Colleges,  can  not  be 
exaggerated.  We  must  not  ignore  these  Institutions.  We  must 
not  be  indifferent  to  them  and  their  work.  We  must  visit  them 
oftener,  become  acquainted  in  them,  taking  a  sympathizing 
interest  in  what  they  are  endeavoring  to  do,  and  particularly  in 
their  students,  who  will  be  glad  to  know  us  as  friends.  Some  of 
them  may  through  usj,  find  their  way  to  the  higher  School  in 
which  we  are  teachers.  The  greatest  educating  institution  is  the 
Church.  She  can  not  be  indifferent  to  any  honest  efforts  in 
•education.  She  may  put  herself  in  a  position  and  in  relations, 
that  will  enable  her  to  supplement  intellectual  training,  and  de- 
velop the  higher  faculties  of  conscience  and  will,  the  spiritual 
and  motive  powers  that  determine  character,  without  which  no 
education  is  complete. 

In  the  Late  summer  I  made  my  annual  visit  to  the  South  Park 
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and  held  services  at  Geros  and  Alma,  celebrating  the  Holy 
Communion  and  baptizing.  There  are  many  members  of  our 
Church  scattered  abroad  in  the  South  Park,  who  ought  to  be 
looked  after  and  ministered  to.  The  same  is  true  of  the  region 
of  the  South  Platte,  and  of  Hill  Top,  and  like  small  communities 
all  over  thc^  State.  We  need  for  this  work  an  Archdeacon,  and 
must  plan  for  the  support  of  one  at  an  early  day,  to  do  Mission 
work  for  the  Bishop  in  all  waste  places  of  the  Diocese.  Bishop 
Graves,  of  the  neighboring  jurisdiction  of  the  Platte,  whom  we 
rejoice  to  have  with  us,  has  kindly  confirmed  four  at  Julesburg, 
who  had  been  prepared  through  monthly  services  held  by  his 
Missionary  at  Fort  Sidney,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beecher. 

In  the  Southern  Deanery  there  have  been  like  changes,  and 
losses  through  vacant  charges.  Rev.  Mr.  Keech  resigned  Lead- 
ville  shortly  before  Advent.  Then  there  was  a  vacancy  till  the 
middle  of  May,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hickman  assumed  the  charge 
for  the  present.  The  depression  and  despondency  as  to  Church 
prospects  was  very  great  after  the  panic,  which  was  dreadfully 
severe  in  all  silver  mining  "camps"  and  especially  in  this,  the 
greatest  silver  raining  town  in  the  world.  But  it  was  not  forgot- 
ten that  it  was  the  gold  discoveries  in  the  sixties  that  brought 
the  first  settlers  to  this  neighborhood.  Our  men  began  to  say, 
if  silver  is  not  wanted,  we  can  give  them  gold,  for  which  there 
is  a  universal  scramble  among  the  nations.  So  they  looked  again 
for  gold.  On  the  gold  basis  in  mining,  Leadville  may  yet  be- 
come more  prosperous  than  ever.  Reviving  hope  and  confi- 
dence were  seen  at  and  ever  since  Easter,  and  services  have  been 
kept  up  continuously  by  visiting  Clergy.  I  count  much  on  the 
results  of  Mr.  Hickman's  ministry,  even  though  it  be  but  for 
four  months,  as  agreed. 

Our  attempt  to  have  services  at  Buena  Vista  for  the  Summer 
failed  ;  our  candidate  in  the  General  Seminary,  Mr.  Law,  was 
taken  ill  and  l^^t  after  his  second  Sunday.  The  panic  came, 
and  it  was  impossible  to  renew  the  effort.  When  I  was  there  in 
the  Autumn  the  church  feeling  was  at  the  lowest  ebb,  and  the 
offerings  almost  nothing.  But  on  Trinity  Sunday,  1  had  ten 
communicants  and  a  respectable  offertory,  and  1  was  most  agree- 
ably surprised  to  find  that  a  Clergyman  was  desired  at  least  for 
the  Summer,  and  the  people  were  ready  to  pledge  their  support 
for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  who  was  sent  to  this  Charge  on  June  ist. 
There  is  gold  too  in  this  neighborhood,  and  some  promise  of 
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better  things  for  the  town.  At  Salida,  there  has  been  steady 
growth  in  spiritual  things,  and  the  remaining  debt  on  the  Rec- 
tory has  been  mostly  liquidated.  The  upper  part  of  the  San 
Luis  Valley  has  had  one  visit  of  Canon  Missioner  Ohl,  and 
most  of  the  places  in  the  valley  two  visits  from  the  Bishop. 
Villa  Grove,  Saguache  and  Cotton  Creek  ought  to  have  services 
and  Holy  Communion  once  every  quarter.  I  can  probably  as 
heretofore  visit  them  twice,  as  I  am  still  able  to  do  throughout 
the  jurisdiction.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Cone,  while  giving  most  of  his 
time  with  best  results  to  Alamosa,  still  continues  in  Charge  of 
S.  Stephen's,  Monte  Vista,  and  has  lately  added  to  his  Mission, 
the  revived  and  interesting  field  of  Del  Norte.  We  are  recon- 
verting the  Rectory  into  a  Chapel,  where  monthly  services  are 
expected  to  be  held.  It  has  been  impracticable  to  do  anything 
at  Lajara,  and  at  Creede  there  seems  to  be  no  disposition  to 
invite  our  services. 

We  regretted  very  much  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hinkle 
from  Trinidad  in  June  last.  He  had  paid  off  all  debts,  and  made 
substantial  improvements  in  the  Church  property.  He  had  won 
the  regard  and  love  of  his  people,  and  was  in  a  position  to  ac- 
complish more  than  ever.  Such  changes  are  usually  bad  for 
the  Parish,  and  not  seldom  for  the  Clergyman.  He  was  succeed- 
ed after  three  months  of  vacancy  by  the  Rev.  A.  Kinney  Hall, 
who  has  improved  the  services  by  a  vested  Choir,  who  has  large- 
ly increased  the  Sunday  School,  and  who  for  his  arduous  labors 
certainly  deserves  success. 

The  Rev.  E.  DeWolf  still  remains  at  Lajunta,  ministering  oc- 
casionally also  at  Rocky  Ford,  and  his  Mission  should  also  in- 
clude Las  Animas,  where  there  are  still  a  faithful  few  Church 
people.  Great  financial  depression  prevails  at  Las  Animas  and 
most  like  places,  though  La  Junta,  in  a  farming  community, 
being  a  railroad  town  of  importance,  is  fairly  prosperous.  Mr. 
DeWolf  has  secured  a  personal  gift  of  some  two  acres  of  land 
and  built  for  himself,  with  donations  made  to  him  personally,  a 
comfortable  house,  of  which  the  rents  from  the  upper  rooms 
enable  him  to  remain  and  hold  services.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Oliver 
was  not  able  on  account  of  his  state  of  health — he  had  come  to 
this  country  as  an  invalid — to  go  on  with  the  services  at  Canon 
City  after  November.  On  Dec.  ist,  the  Rev.  Philip  Davidson 
look  his  place,  and  has  since  become  Rector,  and  the  work 
goes  on  successfully. 


At  Pueblo,  both  Holy  Trinity  and  the  Ascension  Parish,  in 
spite  of  the  difficulties  incident  to  the  times,  are  working  on 
with  a  good  measure  of  success.  At  Bessemer,  Mr.  Winter,  now 
a  Candidate  for  Orders,  is  the  lay  reader  since  the  ordination  of 
Mr.  Jones,  and  his  change  lo  S.  Peter's.  Efforts  to  pay  off  the 
debts  upon  S.  Peter's  Church  lots,  and  other  valuable  real  estate, 
have  proved  abortive.  What  the  future  of  the  Parish,  the 
Mother  Parish  of  Pueblo  and  of  Southern  Colorado,  may  be,  is 
uncertain.  What  ought  to  be  done  in  my  judgment,  and  that  of 
the  Rector  of  the  Ascension,  is  the  reunion  and  consolidation 
of  S.  Peter's  and  the  Ascension,  under  an  able  Rector  and  per- 
haps with  a  new  name.  Though  the  reunited  Parish  might  be- 
gin without  a  foot  of  land,  and  with  no  Church  building  paid 
for,  and  with  even  a  small  indebtedness  which  individuals  doubt- 
less would  raise  and  pay,  I  should  expect  it,  under  right  direc- 
tion and  management,  to  become  the  leading,  strong  Parish  of 
the  Southern  Deanery  in  no  long  time.  There  is  need  here  of 
the  sympathy  and  prayers  of  Christian  people.  May  the  I-ord 
and  Head  of  the  Church  lead  the  way  out  of  the  untoward  con- 
ditions into  which  the  Church  in  North  Pueblo  has  fallen,  while 
all  were  aiming  and  striving  for  what  they  deemed  best. 

At  Colorado  Springs  the  results  of  the  forming  of  a  new 
Parish  are  altogether  favorable,  and  our  Church  m  consequence 
IS  going  at  length,  to  take  the  high  position  of  work  and  char- 
acter which  we  have  always  felt  she  ought  to  have,  and  exercise 
the  commanding  influence  that  rightly  belongs  to  her.  Soon 
after  the  resignation  in  November  of  the  late  Rector,  whom 
we  are  sorry  on  many  accounts  to  lose  from  the  Diocese, 
Rev.  H.  Buchanan  Ryley  taking  the  services  in  the  interim, 
the  Rev,  Jas.  W.  Colwell,  late  Dean  of  To[>eka  was  called,  and 
began  his  labors  on  Ash-Wednesday,  under  conditions  of  great 
encouragement.  The  Kev.  Mr.  Washburn  came  early  in  October, 
there  having  been  no  interruption  of  Clerical  services.  Mr. 
Hagermann  has  given  a  most  eligible  lot,  of  ample  size,  said  lo 
be  worth  f  to.ooo,  and  the  work  of  building  is  rapidly  preparing. 
']'he  revenues  of  this  new  Parish  for  the  year  have  been  some 
84.000.  The  future  of  both  Parishes  seems  bright.  The  most 
luidi.il  Intiidly  relations  are  being  established  between  their 

Mr.  tfarper  has  added  tu  his  labors  in  the  care  of  S.  Andr>.'w's, 
Manitoii,  the  charge  of  the  Good   Shepherd,  Colorado  City. 
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since  October  Rev.  Mr.  Ryley  having  kindly  up  to  that  time 
given  such  services  and  Pastoral  care  as  were  compatible  with 
his  other  duties.  This  Mission  has  generally  done  best  when 
under  the  wing  of  Mahitou.  It  is  a  hard  field,  but  as  everywhere 
faithful  work,  such  as  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harper  will  give,  will  tell. 
Cascade,  Green  Mountain  Falls,  Florissant  have  been  without 
services.  At  Cripple  Creek,  S.  Andrew's  Mission  is  well  estab- 
lished, under  the  able  oversight  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Grimes.  When 
the  railroads  are  in,  and  the  strikes  are  over,  and  the  mines  can 
be  worked,  there  will  be  more  money  in  circulation,  and  self- 
support  will  be  diligently  aimed  at  and  may  be  realized.  The 
field  is  a  hard  one,  but  the  work  is  grand.  The  Church  still 
proves  herself  a  pioneer  Church  when  properly  officered.  May 
she  ever  be,  as  so  often  in  Colorado  and  the  West,  first  and  fore- 
most in  all  evangelizing  labors. 

It  is  the  verdict  of  experience  that  times  of  great  financial  de- 
pression are,  if  duly  improved,  harvest  times  for  Christ  and  the 
Church.  There  should  be  more  diligent  and  faithful  Pastoral 
visiting,  more  painstaking  efforts  with  individual  souls.  There 
should  be  more  frequent  services.  Preaching  should  be  more 
evangelical  and  scriptural,  more  carefully  prepared  for,  more 
pointed  and  heart  searching.  There  should  be  more  active  use 
of  all  approved  agencies  for  reaching  the  people  and  winning 
souls.  Each  Pastor  can  ordinarily  tend  best  his  own  flock. 
But  there  are  doubtless  cases  in  such  times  especially,  when  it 
may  be  profitable  to  call  in  the  aid  of  an  experienced  teacher 
from  without,  to  hold  a  quiet  day,  a  retreat  or  a  mission,  the 
most  careful  preparation  having  been  made,  and  the  utmost 
pains  being  taken  afterward  to  hold  any  advantages  gained  or 
gdod  results  achieved. 

The  Church  is  if  anything,  a  teaching  Church.  Rightly  under- 
stood, the  highest  function  of  her  Clergy  is  to  teach.  All  other 
duties  may  be  performed,  and  are  in  danger  of  being  performed 
perfunctorily.  Teaching  can  not.  For  if  carelessly  done,  it  is 
not  done  at  all ;  it  is  not  teaching,  and  fails  utterly  of  its  end. 
It  is  a  fortunate  thing  that  our  Clergy  must  teach  through  the 
services,  the  lessons  of  God's  word  read,  and  the  offices  of  the 
Prayer  Book.  But  this  teaching,  though  all-important,  is  inci- 
dental. They  must  do  much  more.  They  are  required  to  be 
men  of  liberal  education.  They  must  spend  some  three  years 
in   special   studies,  preparatory   to   ordination   as    Priests.     So 
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careful  is  the  Church  to  train  her  Clergy,  that  they  may  be  quali- 
fied as  teachers  of  the  people.  They  must  know  the  Holy 
Scriptures  critically,  and  the  contents  of  all  their  several  books, 
given  in  different  times,  under  divers  portions  and  manners,  and 
all  those  branches  of  study  that  help  to  understand  them.  They 
must  know  the  Theology  of  the  Bible  and  the  Church,  the  un- 
changing Faith  given  once  for  all,  and  the  history  of  its  develop- 
ments, by  the  meeting  of  heretical  perversions,  and  its  necessary 
adaptations  to  various  peoples  in  their  state  of  civilization  and 
grades  of  culture.  They  must  be  intimately  acquainted  with  the 
History  of  the  Church  and  of  Christianity,  so  as  to  fully  appre- 
ciate how  the  Cross  has  triumphed  over  heathenism,  how  a  purer, 
higher  civilization  has  resulted,  how  souls  have  been  won  to 
Christ,  how  barbarism  has  receded,  how  Christ  in  His  person 
and  work  has  been  magnified,  and  His  Gospel  has  proved  itself 
the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  them  that  have  believed. 
They  must  know  the  Prayer  Book  in  its  origins,  and  History 
and  significance,  and  uses,  and  the  whole  science  of  Liturgiology 
and  the  facts  in  liturgies,  and  what  can  be  taught  of  Pastoral 
theology. 

They  must  know  the  evidences  of  Christianity,  generally  and 
as  appealing  to  recent  thought.  They  must  be  familiar  with 
general  and  Christian  ethics,  with  the  doctrine  of  Morals  and  its 
applications.  They  must  know  the  biblical  and  historical  teach- 
ing of  the  polity  of  the  Church,  the  facts  of  the  Historical 
Episcopate,  and  its  relations  to  the  preservation  of  pure  doctrine 
and  the  restoration  of  Christian  unity.  They  must  also  be 
familiar  with  our  Canon  law,  and  something  of  ecclesiastical  law, 
and  of  the  relations  of  the  common  to  civil  law  in  England  and 
the  basis  of  Roman  ecclesiastical  law  in  the  false  decretals.  And 
what  they  have  learned  in  our  Seminaries  or  in  private  study 
before  ordination,  is  but  the  beginning  and  the  foundation  for 
future  research  and  study.  Why  is  all  this  required  of  those  who 
would  be  the  Ministers  of  Christ  and  Stewards  of  the  mysteries 
of  God  ?  It  is  because  they  are  to  be  teachers.  It  is  through 
them  to  a  large  extent  that  the  present  teaching  Church  fulfills 
this,  her  high  function.  Their  teaching  is  concerning  the  high- 
est and  most  engrossing  problems  that  can  exercise  the  intellect 
or  appeal  to  the  mind  and  heart  of  man. 

Learn,  my  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  from  what  the  Church 
recjuires  of  you  in  your  studies,  the  mastering  of  which  was  the 
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prerequisite  to  your  being  ordained,  how  great  are  the  qualifica- 
tions expected  in  her  authorized  teachers.  And  comparing  her 
requirements  with  your  present  attainments  and  noting  your  de- 
ficiencies, resolve  to  give  yourselves  henceforth,  more  earnestly 
and  devotedly  to  sacred  study.  Read  the  ordinal  of  the  Priest- 
hood, and  see  how  the  importance  and  necessity  of  study  is  em- 
phasised. How  can  the  clergyman  who  does  not  study,  teach  ? 
You  can  not  in  such  times  as  these,  depend  upon  your  past  at- 
tainments. You  must  be  ever  freshening  your  minds  and  mem- 
ories. You  must  be  ever  adding  to  your  stores  of  sacred  know- 
ledge, and  building  upon  the  foundations  laid.  You  must,  be- 
yond all  others,  be  ever  ready  to  give  a  reason  for  the  hope  that 
is  in  you,  and  to  apply  and  defend  the  faith  .igainst  its  ever 
varying  perversions,  banishing  and  driving  away  from  the  Church 
all  erroneous  and  strange  doctrines  contrary  to  God's  word,  and 
building  up  your  people,  by  the  strong  robust  teaching,  which  is 
unto  edification. 

Besides  the  teaching  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  great 
facts  underlying  Christianity,  and  the  doctrines  agreeable  to  the 
same,  or  that  may  be  proved  thereby,  thus  making  intelligent 
Christians,  there  is  particular  need  of  teaching  about  the  Church. 
The  world  wants  now  the  whole  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ  the  King,  Who  demands  loyalty  and  fidelity.  The  great 
need  is  of  organic,  living,  growing,  corporate  Christianity,  inward 
and  outward,  of  a  soul  and  a  body,  the  life  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
Body  of  Christ.  To  that  earnest  and  devoted  love  of  the 
Church,  which  is  essential  to  strong  efforts  for  its  extension, 
there  must  be  added  an  intimate  understanding  of  its  polity  as 
well  as  doctrines.  There  must  be  full  understanding  of  the 
groun'ds  of  steadfastly  continuing  in  the  Apostles*  doctrine 
and  fellowship,  in  the  breaking  of  bread  and  the  Prayers.  The 
veriest  child,  however  ignorant,  nurtured  in  the  Roman  system, 
will  quote  texts  :  *'Thou  art  Peter,  and  upon  this  Rock  ;"  "Feed 
ray  sheep  ;"  "Strengthen  the  brethren."  Every  adherent  of  one 
sect  will  say  to  you,  baptism  is  immersion  "Be  immersed  for  the 
remission  of  sins."  Another  will  quote  to  you,  "Whom  He  did 
foreknow,  them  He  did  also  predestinate."  And  another  stands 
on  the  one  article,  "He  shall  come  again  to  judge  the  quick  and 
the  dead."  We  need  a  watchword.  It  is  the  historic  Episcopate. 
It  means  the  Episcopate  in  history,  the  Order  of  Bishops  histori- 
cally continued,  the  Apostolic  succession,  the  teaching  of  the 
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facts  set  forth  in  the  preface  to  the  Ordinal,  the  Ministry  of 
Bishops  as  successors  of  the  Apostles  in  the  oversight  and  gov- 
eminent  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  Priests  and  Deacons,  as  well 
as  the  "Royal  Priesthood"  of  the  brethren.  Everybody  should 
be  made  to  know  our  distinctive  principles,  and  the  grounds  of 
our  receiving  and  insisting  upon  them.  None  whom  we  habitu- 
ally instruct  should  be  so  ignorant  as  to  believe  that  "one  way  is 
as  good  as  another,"  that  "all  are  right  who  are  sincere,"  that  "all 
are  aiming  at  the  same  end  and  striving  for  the  same  goal,"  and 
are  therefore  equally  in  the  safe  way  of  salvation;  or,  that  the 
true  Church,  of  which  we  are  to  be  members,  is  "invisible,"  and 
therefore  it  is  optional  whether  to  obey  the  Apostles  and  "be 
baptized  for  the  remission  of  sins,"  and  be  the  organs  of  Christ's 
humanity  in  His  body,  the  Church,  for  the  accomplishing  in  the 
world  of  "all  which  Christ  began  to  do  and  to  teach,"  in  Judea, 
Samaria  and  Galilee,  "until  the  day  in  which  He  was  taken  up," 
and  "sat  on  the  right  hand  of  God,"  to  fulfill  His  great  promise. 
"Ye  shall  receive  power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you,  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  Me." 

I  need  not  go  on  to  speak  of  the  many  other  subjects  in  which 
in  these  days  the  Clergy  must  be  conversant  for  their  own  good, 
for  the  better  understanding  of  the  doctrines  of  Christ,  and  the 
duties  of  the  Church  on  behalf  of  all  sorts  and  conditions  of 
men.  There  are  other  exceedingly  important  subjects  of  study 
in  these  times,  though  there  are  few  that  should  venture  to 
preach  upon  them:  such  as  the  principles  of  Sociology,  Christ- 
iant  Socialism  so  called  ;  something  of  the  true  relations  of 
Capital  and  Labor,  and  the  grounds  of  the  promotion  of  har- 
monious relations  and  cooperation;  the  circumstances  justify 
ing  strikes  ;  the  possibilities  and  ways  of  arranging  terms  of  wise 
and  fair  arbitration. 

I  am  only  suggesting  some  branches  of  the  studies  of  the 
Clergy,  some  glimpses  of  the  wide  scope  of  the  horizon  of  the 
knowledge  which  is  desirable  or  necessary  for  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Church  in  teaching. 

The  mentally  indolent,  those  who  are  selfish  in  pleasure  seek- 
ing, they  who  aim  as  their  chief  end  at  social  or  other  amuse- 
ments, and  whose  intercourse  with  the  people  is  but  social,  and 
who  cannot  therefore  give  some  of  the  fresh  hours  of  every 
working  day  to  hard  strenuous  studies,  are  not  and  cannot  be 
Christian  teachers.     Are  you,  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  such 
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teachers  of  the  people  as  the  Church  now  requires  ?    God  help 
us  all  whereinsoever  we  are  deficient  to  amend. 

This  great  function  I  am  trying  to  emphasize,  involves  the 
most  careful  honest  preparation  for  preaching,  whether  sermons 
be  written  or  extempore.  I  beg  of  you  to  give  much  time,  study 
and  thought,  to  your  sermons  and  lectures.  It  is  inexcusably 
culpable  to  go  into  the  pulpit  without  a  very  clear  and  definite 
knowledge  of  what  precisely  you  intend  to  say,  and  the  feeling 
ihat  what  you  are  about  to  deliver  is  what  at  the  lime  your  peo- 
ple specially  need  and  what  is  best  for  them  ;  and  without  pre- 
vious prayer  that  God  the  Holy  Spirit  will  so  impress  upon  them 
what  He  inspires  you  to  preach,  and  that  it  may  tend  to  their 
edification,  holiness  of  life,  and  the  fulfillment  of  their  vocation 
and  ministry. 

Thus,  dear  brethren,  I  have  reviewed  the  work  of  the  year, 
and  given  you  a  summary  of  its  chief  results,  and  added  some 
suggestions  that  if  adopted  and  carried  out,  will  add  much  to 
your  efficiency,  and  to  the  strength  and  growth  of  the  Church. 
I  pray  that  God's  blessing  may  be  upon  you  in  all  your  endeav- 
ors on  behalf  of  His  cause.  So,  though  you  are  His  instruments, 
may  His  Name  be  hallowed,  and  His  Kingdom  come,  which  is 
our  daily  prayer,  and  His  will  be  done  by  and  among  us,  on 
earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.

My  Dear  Brethren  : 

In  this  time  of  trouble  we  must  go  to  the  Throne  of  Grace. 

I  would  ask  you  to  use  at  every  public  service  while  Congress 
shall  be  in  session,  the^ Prayer  for  Congress,  which  is  specially 
suited  to  the  present  emergency. 

I  also  recommend  for  like  use,  and  at  home,  or  in  families, 
the  prayers  in  the  Litany,  viz.:  "O  God,  Merciful  Father,  Who 
despiseth  not  the  sighing  of  a  contrite  heart,  nor  the  desire  of 
such  as  are  sorrowful,"  etc.,  and  "We  humbly  beseech  Thee,  O 
Father,  mercifully  to  look  upon  our  infirmities,  and  for  the 
glory  of  Thy  name,  turn  from  us  all  those  evils,"  etc. 

I  also  set  forth  for  use  before  the  General  Thanksgiving,  and 
also  in  private,  the  following  prayer  : 

Almighty  and  most  Merciful  God  and  Father,  Who  regardest 
the  comfortless  troubles  of  the  needy,  and  hearest  the  deep 
sighings  of  the  poor,  and  Who  art  the  Strength  and  Defense  of 
all  those  who  put  their  trust  in  Thee ;  stand  up  and  help  us  in 
this  time  of  calamity  and  distress.

DIOCESE  OF  COLORADO, 


CATHBDRAU  DKNVRK. 

June  6th,  1894,

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Miracles  as  Evidence. 


According  to  a  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  "  it  is 
deemed  proper  that  every  Bishop  in  this  Church  shall  deJiver 
at  least  once  in  three  years,  a  charge  to  the  Clergy  of  his  Diocese, 
unless  prevented  by  reasonable  cause.  And  it  is  also  deemed 
proper  that  from  time  to  time  he  shall  address  to  the  people  of 
his  Diocese,  Pastoral  Letters  on  some  points  of  Christian  Doc- 
trine, Worship  or  manners."  [Title  I.,  Canon  xg,  §  IX.]  Many 
of  our  Bishops  have  been  accustomed  to  deliver  to  their  Clergy 
formal  Charges  every  third  year.  Until  recently,  the  custom 
was  quite  regular,  and  indeed  it  still  prevails  to  a  considerable 
extent.  But  many  of  the  Bishops,  myself  among  the  number, 
have  considered  our  annual  Addresses,  in  which  such  subjects 
as  are  contemplated  by  the  Canon  are  brought  before  the  Clergy 
and  people,  sufficient  compliance  with  the  Canon.  However,  at 
the  present  Council,  being  the  twenty-first  in  which  I  have  pre- 
sided, I  have  felt  it  to  be  a  duty  to  carry  out  what  has  been 
the  more  commonly  received  view  of  the  intention  of  the 
Church.  Hence  I  give  you  at  this  time  a  Charge  upon  one  of 
the  two  great  questions,  we  may  well  call  them  burning  cjuestions 
in  theology,  of  the  present  day.  My  subject  is  the  Evidential 
Value  of  the  Miracles  of  Jesus  Christ  in  proving  his 
Claims.  The  other  question  is  as  to  the  view  to  be  taken  of  the 
Inspiration  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  consideration  of  recent  lit- 
erary criticism,  especially  of  the  Old  Testament.  I  am  not  yet 
competent,  very  few  men  are,  to  treat  of  the  latter  question. 
But  I  am  not  without  hope  of  saying  something  upon  the  former 
that  may  be  of  advantage,  especially  to  the  more  thoughtful  and 
studious  among  you. 

There  are  many  estimable  Christians  to  whom  the  Miracles 
of  Christ  present  great  difficulty.  They  do  not  deny,  they  pro- 
fess to  believe,  that  works  of  a  wonderful  character  were  done 
by  Christ  and  his  Apostles.  But  they  doubt  whether  these 
works  were  really  supernatural  ;    and  they  are  quite  persuaded 


that  they  were  not  intended  to  prove  the  Divine  Authority  of 
those  who  wrought  them.  With  some  confusion  of  thought, 
they  contend  that  Miracles  are  the  objects  rather  than  the 
evidences  of  faith,  using  the  word  "faith"  in  two  different  senses, 
first  as  an  assent  to  facts  on  testimony,  and  secondly  as  the 
acceptance  of  a  body  of  doctrines.  They  lament  the  use  of  the 
word  "Miracle"  as  misleading,  the  Scripture  terms  being  "signs" 
and  "wonders"  and  "mighty  deeds."  These  works,  say  they,  were 
signs,  illustrating  the  character  of  the  kingdom  of  grace,  or 
wonders,  producing  astonishment  and  arresting  attention,  or  the 
exercise  of  powers  for  purposes  only  of  mercy  and  beneficence. 
Their  great  primary  object  was  the  relief  of  suffering.  They 
also  served  a  good  end  in  calling  attention  to  teaching  which 
possessed  in  itself  a  self  evidencing  power,  to  the  truth  of  which 
the  heart  bore  witness,  and  of  which  there  could  be  no  higher 
proof.  It  is  the  doctrine  that  proves  the  Miracle,  and  not  the 
Miracle  the  doctrine.  Such,  with  various  modifications  is  the 
theory  held  at  the  present  day  by  many  sincere  and  not  indevout 
nor  altogether  unorthodox  Christian  men. 

It  has  become  quite  the  fashion  among  popular  writers  upon 
the  Evidences,  to  regard  the  Miracles  as  hindrances  to  belief, 
rather  than  as  persuading  thereto.  The  Moral  Miracles,  present- 
ed in  the  character  of  Jesus,  and  the  spread  and  results  of  Christ- 
ianity, are  by  some  put  in  rivalry  if  not  antagonism,  to  Physical 
Miracles  in  evidential  value,  surely  a  most  gratuitous  and  ab- 
surd proceeding,  for  the  evidences  of  Christianity  are  cumula- 
tive and  mutually  supporting.  Some  of  our  best  Apologetic 
writers  show  at  least  a  tendency  towards  the  disparagement  of 
Physical  Miracles  in  comparison  with  Moral  Miracles,  so-called. 
It  looks  as  if  it  were  considered  possible  that  such  events  as  the 
raising  of  Lazarus  and  even  the  actual  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ  from  the  dead,  might  ultimately  of  necessity  cease  to  be 
held  as  facts;  and  so  they  would  therefore  prepare  the  way  for 
retaining  and  holding  what  sorne  would  call  essential  Christianity 
or  the  Christianity  of  Renan  or  Robert  Elsmere.  But  it  will  be 
found  that  should  the  time  come  when  only  the  Moral 
Miracles  can  be  alleged  in  proof  of  it,  should  that  be  possible, 
Christianity  will  have  been  generally  discarded.  It  will  be  held 
by  a  certain  educated  and  imaginative  class  of  people  in  a 
sublimated  form,  bearing  about  the  same  relation  to  the  Catholic 
Faith,  as  Theosophy  bears  to  Brahmanism  or  Buddhism.    The 


Moral  Miracles  will  not  prove  to  be  evidential  to  the  vast  mass 
of  mankind  who  are  "unlearned."  The  common  mind  of  com- 
mon people  must  have  been  regarded  in  the  matter  of  evidences 
as  of  everything  else  belonging  to  Divine  Revelation.  Dr.  Mozley 
is  almost  the  only  recent  writer  who,  whatever  the  defects  in  his 
philosophy  in  his  great  work  on  the  subject,  gives  full  force  to 
the  Miracles  of  Christ  as  evidences. 

Of  the  modern  or  recent  schools  of  writers  referred  to,  there 
is  a  "left  wing,"  who  go  much  further  than  most  of  those  recom- 
mended to  our  students,  in  disparaging  the  Scripture  Miracles. 
They  deny  them  to  be  supernatural.  They  think  them  "wonders" 
only  in  view  of  the  ignorance  of  Science  and  of  the  laws  of  nature 
that  prevailed  in  our  Lord's  time.  They  believe  that  Christianity 
is  complete  without  the  Miracles.  They  eliminate  from  Christ- 
ianity the  supernatural  elements  and  receive  only  what  appeals  to 
their  hearts,  and  gives  them  satisfaction.  They  reject  the  husks 
for  the  kernel.  This  view  differs  little  if  at  all  from  Deism.  It 
is  none  the  less  anti-Christian  for  hiding  itself  in  Christian 
phrases,  and  an  outward  respect  to  Christian  Morals. 

We  are  using  words  in  their  generally  accepted  sense,  not 
meaning  to  say  that  the  supernatural  is  contrary  to  nature  or 
unnatural. 

The  "broad"  or  "liberal"  theory  in  regard  to  Miracles  com- 
monlv  prevailing,  reverent  as  it  is,  conceived  as  it  is  in  a  way 
that  exalts  Christ  in  the  beneficence  of  his  life  and  the  divinity 
of  his  doctrine,  is  nevertheless  low  and  insufficient  and  tends  to 
a  harmful  rationalism.  It  is  the  reaction  from  a  contrary 
extreme,  from  the  undue  exaltation  of  Miracles  as  in  themselves 
alone  without  considering  other  correlated  evidences  as  the 
sufficient  demonstrative  proof  of  Christianity,  a  formal  mechan- 
ical theory  which  made  too  little  of  the  life,  the  spirit,  the 
beneficent  character  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  But  though  the 
Miracles  may  not  be  a  proof  which  must  carry  conviction  to  all 
minds  as  infallibly  as  mathematical  deduction,  though  other 
forms  of  evidence  may  be  equally  important,  though  the  proof 
of  Christianity  must  be  cumulative,  embracing  history,  proph- 
ecy, adaptation  to  religious  wants,  the  effect  of  its  teaching  upon 
the  heart  and  mind,  the  Church,  its  institutions,  its  progress,  all 
carrying  a  weight  of  probability  which  amounts  to  certainty,  yet 
the  Miracles  are  not  the  least  of  the  many  evidences.      They 


have  their  place  as  proof.  They  are  powerful  instruments  of 
conviction.  Their  beneficence,  their  revealing  the  character  of 
Christ,  does  not  detract  from  their  evidential  value.  I. shall 
endeavor  to  exhibit  the  argument  from  the  Miracles  and  show 
what  their  value  as  evidence  for  the  truth  of  Christianity  is.* 

I  remark  first  that  Miracles  are  objects  of  faith  in  no  other 
sense  than  that  in  which  the  other  facts  of  the  Gospel  are  objects 
of  faith,  or  in  which  it  is  a  matter  of  faith  that  the  Gospels 
are  genuine  and  authentic.  It  is  belief  on  testimony,  as  of  the 
acts  of  Hannibal  or  Cassar  or  Alexander.  The  testimony  being 
adequate,  we  cannot  but  believe  that  the  Miracles  were  done  as 
recorded.  We  may  invent  theories  to  explain  them.  We  may 
not  like  them.  We  may  wish  they  were  not  in  the  Gospels. 
We  may  give  them  a  naturalistic  or  mythical  interpetration. 
But  they  are  still  a  part  of  the  record,  and  we  must  credit  them 
as  we  do  the  rest  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

In  the  second  place,  it  is  natural  to  regard  them  as  evidences. 
However  Philosophers  might  explain  them  otherwise,  the  com- 
mon sense  view  has  always  been  that  they  are  attestations  of  the 
Divine  Teacher  and  of  Divine  instruction.  We  feel  instinctively 
that  one  who  could  without  effort,  and  but  by  a  word,  command 
the  winds  and  the  sea,  who  could  instantaneously  heal  the  sick 
of  whatsoever  disease,  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  restore  lo 
soundness  paralyzed  limbs  and  raise  the  dead  to  life,  must  have 
had  divine  assistance  authenticating  Him.  Such  works  must 
have  been  done  in  the  power  of  God.  The  teaching  of  one 
doing  them  must  have  been  divine.  We  cannot  but  recognize 
them  as  proof  of  the  divine  authority  of  the  Teacher  claiming 
to  be  from  God,  and  to  work  divinely  in  His  power,  love  and 
beneficence. 

Again  our  Saviour  claimed  His  mighty  works  as  proof  of  the 
|)ower  of  God,  attesting  His  character  and  teaching.  "Woe  unto 
thee  Chorazin,  Woe  unto  thee  Bethsaida,  for  if  the  mighty 
works  which  were  done  in  you,  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and 
Sidon,  they  would  have  long  ago  repented  sitting  in  sack  cloth 

*To  any  full  and  adequate  ireaiment  of  the  subject,  we  should  consider  ''the  r^ssi- 
bility  of  Miracles,"  "the  revelaii  -n  by  Jesus  Christ  of  the  unseen  and  spiritual  world."

I  have  in  Manuscript  a  cour:c  of 
Lectures  upon  these  subjects  which  it  was  hoped  some  day  cnifi^ht  be  published  in  a 
small  volume.  At  any  rate  I  think  there  is  more  to  be  said  than  has  yet  been  published 
upon  the  Miracles  of  the  Bible,  and  especially  those  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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and  ashes."  Hete  he  declares  that  his  Miracles  were  intended 
to  produce  conviction,  and  that  only  extreme  hardness  of  heart 
and  unbelief  could  prevent  the  designed  effect  of  leading  to  re- 
pentance. His  reply  to  those  who  sought  after  a  sign  which  He 
refused  to  them  as  an  evil  and  adulterous  generation,  whom  in 
their  guilt  and  blindness  no  Miracles  could  convince,  implies 
nevertheless  that  the  Miracles  He  had  wrought  among  them, 
were  true  witnesses  of  Him,  and  would  increase  their  condemna- 
tion. His  sign  to  them  would  be  that  of  "the  Prophet  Jonah, 
who  was  three  days  and  three  nights  in  the  whale's  belly,"  a 
Prophecy  of  His  own  deliverance  from  the  grave  and  gate 
of  death.  His  works  proved  Him  to  be  a  greater  than  Jonah  at 
whose  preaching  the  Ninevites  repented.  At  another  time  the 
Jews  asked  him:  "What  sign  showest  thou?"  It  was  the 
common  belief  that  claiming  to  be  the  Messiah  He  ought  to 
work  Miracles.  His  answer  confirmed  the  correctness  of  that 
opinion.  For  He  foretold  His  death  and  resurrection  under 
the  figure  of  their  destroying  the  Temple  of  His  Body  and  His 
building  it  again  in  three  days.  Again  more  directly  He  claims 
His  works  as  His  credentials:  "1  have  greater  witnesses  than  that 
of  John,  the  works  which  the  Father  hath  given  me  to  finish, 
the  same  works  that  1  do,  bear  witness  of  me  that  the  Father 
hath  sent  me."  On  another  occasion  He  said  to  the  Jews,  "If  I 
do  not  the  works  of  my  Father,  believe  me  not.  But  if  1  do, 
though  ye  believe  not  me,  believe  the  works,  that  ye  may  know 
and  believe  that  the  F*ather  is  in  Me,  and  1  in  Him."  Again, 
"If  1  had  not  done  among  them  the  works  which  none  other 
man  did,  they  had  not  had  sin,  but  now  they  have  both  seen  and 
hated  both  Me  and  My  Father."  Christ  regarded  the  "works 
which  no  other  man  did"  as  a  necessary  part  of  the  evidence  of 
His  Messiahship,  without  which,  unbelief  in  Him  would  not 
have  been  sin.  1  give  but  specimen  parts  of  the  claim  of  Christ's 
own  words. 

The  apostles  took  the  same  view  of  this  purpose  and  effect 
of  Miracles.  Thus  St.  Peter,  in  his  great  sermon  at  Pentecost, 
speaks  to  his  countrymen  of  "Jesus  of  Nazareth,  a  man  approved 
of  (jod  among  you,  by  miracles  and  wonders  and  signs  which 
God  did  by  Him  among  you,  which  ye  yourselves  do  know." 
Thus  St.  John,  speaking  of  the  many  Miracles  that  Jesus  did 
which  had  not  been  recorded,  adds  that  these  which  he  had  pre- 
served, "were  written  that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
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the  Son  of  God,  and  that  believing  ye  might  have  life  through 
His  name." 

The  Miracles  of  the  apostles  were  likewise  held  by  ihern  to  be 
proof  of  their  own  Divine  commission  and  authority.  "How 
shall  we  escape  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation,  which  at  first 
began  to  be  spoken  by  the  Lord  and  was  confirmed  unto  us  by 
them  that  heard  Him,  God  also  bearing  them  witness  both  with 
signs  and  wonders  and  with  divers  miracles  and  gifts  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  according  to  His  will."  This  witness  which  God  bore  to 
them,  by  Miracles  which  He  did  by  them,  is  frequently  appealed 
to.  They  claimed  their  Miracles  as  proof  of  their  authority  as 
teachers,  and  the  claim  was  accorded.  On  this  appeal  to  Mira- 
cles by  both  our  Lord  and  His  apostles,  and  especially  to  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Church  of  Christ  was  built.  If 
they  were  not  the  only  ground  of  evidence  they  were  surely 
among  the  most  important  grounds.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive 
of  the  possibility  of  the  marvelous  successes  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  had  there  not  been  these  undoubted  Miracles  to  appeal 
to.  St.  Augustine  urged  with  great  force,  "You  have  two  alter- 
natives. Either  you  must  believe  the  Miracles,  or  you  must 
believe  what  is  itself  a  greater  Miracle,  that  the  world  was  con- 
verted without  Miracles." 

Christianity  is  itself  a  Miracle.  It  is  all  a  supernatural  system. 
It  is  not  a  mere  evolution  or  development  out  of  Judaism.  It 
is  beyond  the  reach  of  human  discovery  or  contrivance.  What 
Miracle  so  great  as  the  Incarnation,  which  is  the  central  fact 
and  doctrine  of  the  Church  ?  The  fact^  of  the  Creed  relatmg 
to  the  conception  and  birth  of  Christ,  and  the  union  of  the 
divine  and  human  natures  in  His  Person,  are  most  stupendous 
Miracles,  and  none  are  called  Christians  who  do  not  so  receive 
them.  We  should  expect  that  His  works  should  be  accordant 
with  His  nature  and  character.  We  should  expect  Him  to  be 
the  Lord  of  nature  and  the  Lord  of  life  and  death.  We  should 
equally  expect  that  such  display  of  power  and  goodness  as  He 
exhibited  would  bear  witness  of  Him,  that  He  was  what  He 
claimed  to  be,  and  that  His  testimony  concerning  Himself  was 
true.  It  is  no  marvel  to  faith,  considering  who  He  was,  that 
He  could  "not  be  holden  of  death  ;"  that  He  should  burst  its 
bonds  and  rise  triumphant.  And  we  should  expect  a  fact  like 
this  so  well  attested  and  so  undeniable,  to  be,  as  we  find  it  was, 
constantly  appealed  to,  and  that  the  result  should  be  to  convince 


all  who  would  listen,  all  who  were  not  hopelessly  hardened  in 
unbelief  and  prejudice. 

It  is  then  the  doctrine  of  Scripture  that  Miracles  are  in  them- 
selves an  evidence  of  Christianity,  proving  the  authority  and 
claims  of  Christ  and  of  those  who  spoke  and  acted  in  His  name 
in  founding  Christianity,  and  thus  gaining  acceptance  for  their 
teaching.  But  are  there  not  other  Miracles  ?  Miracles  of  men 
in  support  of  psycological  and  spiritualistic  theories,  Miracles  of 
evil  spirits?  Is  it  not  said  thai  they  shall  show  signs  and  wonders, 
to  deceive  thereby  if  it  were  possible,  even  the  elect  ?  VVhal  is 
the  distinction  between  a  true  Miracle  and  a  false,  a  Miracle  by 
God's  power  or  of  human  or  Satanic  device?  If  it  be  granted  that 
genuine  Miracles  which  exhibit  the  power  of  God  be  evidence 
that  He  is  with  His  messengers,  that  their  authority  and  words 
are  from  Him,  how  are  genuine  Miracles  to  be  distinguished 
from  false  and  spurious  ?  What  is  the  proof  of  them  ?  How 
are  they  to  be  tested  ? 

As  to  the  power  of  evil  spirits  to  work  Miracles  of  some  sort, 
1  see  no  difficulty  in  admitting  it,  if  there  were  valid  proof.  It 
is,  however,  always  the  wise  and  safe  course  in  view  of  portents  and 
wonders,  to  suspend  judgment  and  make  sure  of  the  facts,  before 
we  form  a  theory  to  explain  them.  It  is  true  our  Lord  foretells 
of  evil  workers.  There  are  many  instances  in  the  Sacred  Writ- 
ings of  seeming  Miracles  wrought  by  men  shrewd  in  deception 
or  possessed  of  occult  powers,  or  by  demoniacal  agency,  and 
resembling  true  Miracles.  But  when  we  examine  these,  in  their 
circumstances,  their  character,  and  their  objects,  we  are  war- 
ranted in  denying  that  they  are  Miracles,  in  the  sense  of  the 
word  generally  received  in  the  Christian  world.  For  we  must 
not  look  at  a  Miracle  merely  in  itself,  apart  from  its  doer  and 
its  relations.  It  is  not  merely  an  exhibition  of  power.  We 
must  consider  it  in  connection  with  the  worker  and  the  end 
proposed.  Though  we  cannot  penetrate  the  cause  of  which  it 
is  the  visible  effect,  and  see  how  it  was  accomplished,  we  can 
judge  of  its  character  and  tendency.  We  can  say  absolutely 
that  if  it  was  harmful  in  result,  or  if  it  was  in  its  effect  only 
trivial,  or  if  it  was  for  the  confirmation  of  known  error,  and  the 
perpetuation  of  falsehood  and  delusion,  it  was  not  from  God. 
It  may  have  been  a  marvel,  but  it  was  not  truly  a  Miracle.  It 
did  not  tran.scend  the  powers  of  a  finite  creature. 
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Take  the  marvels  of  so-called  spiritualism.  If  it  should  be 
found  that  those  who  work  them,  do  it  for  no  great,  good  or  use- 
ful purpose,  that  some  of  them  are  bad  men,  if  however  myster- 
ious, the  works  are  petty  and  trifling,  and  without  dignity  or 
worthy  meaning  ;  if  the  doctrines  which  they  are  alleged  to  con- 
firm or  establish  are  contradictory  to  known  truth,  gained  by  reve- 
lation or  reason  or  experience,  we  are  justified  in  denying  their 
miraculous  nature.  The  conclusion  of  many  scientific  men  who 
havejexamined  them  with  a  view  to  discovering  their  cause  and 
nature  is  that  they  are  the  results  of  collusion  or  of  deception 
and  fraud.  We  are  very  far  as  yet  from  any  necessity  of  calling 
in  the  hypothesis  of  departed  spirits,  or  of  Satanic  agency,  ex- 
cept in  the  general  sense  of  instigation  to  evil. 

What  is  absurdly  called  "Metaphysics,"  or  "Christian  Science," 
professes  to  work  miracles  of  healing,  by  evoking  the  |)ower  that 
is  in  the  human  will  over  the  body.  It  claims  that  its  power 
over  diseases  is  the  same  as  that  of  Christ  and  His  apostles.  It 
is,  however,  already  badly  discredited  by  its  repeated  and  often 
criminal  attempts  and  failures  to  do  what  it  proposes,  and  by  its 
accepted  religious  Philosophy. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  forms  of  disease  may  be  cured 
wholly  or  partially  by  stimulating  the  mind  of  the  sufferer,  by 
exciting  hopefulness,  by  the  effect  of  the  power  of  will  or  of 
faith  over  the  nervous  system.  The  wonderful  cures  by  the 
"relics  of  saints,"  or  by  "miraculous"  waters,  as  at  Loudres,  may 
be  thus  accounted  for.  But  there  is  nothing  especially  new  or 
extraordinary  in  this,  nothing  certainly  upon  which  to  ground  a 
religion.  Still  less  is  there  anything  that  can  be  likened  in  any 
way  to  true  Miracles. 

But  the  religious  Philosophy  or  Theosophy  of  this  pretended 
Christian  Science  is  its  sufficient  condemnation.  So  far  as  it 
can  be  reduced  to  intelligible  propositions,  it  is  self  contradictory 
and  an  outrage  upon  reason,  and  upon  common  sense.  It  is 
really  an  unconscious  revival  of  the  Gnosticism  that  afflicted 
the  Church  in  the  second  and  following  centuries  of  the  Christ- 
ian era.  Its  distinctive  principle  is  Manichajan.  Students  of 
Church  History  are  aware  how  persistent  has  been  this  form  of 
error,  and  with  what  extraordinary  vigor  it  prevailed  in  the 
middle  ages,  in  the  Sects  of  the  Paulicians,  the  Petrobrusians, 
the  Cathari,  the  Alhigenses.  "Manes  had  so  skillfully  compound- 


ed  Mazdean  Dualism  with  Christianity  and  with  Gnostic  and 
Buddhist  elements,  that  his  doctrine  found  favor  with  high  and 
low,  with  the  subtle  intellect  of  the  schools  and  with  the  toiling 
masses."  With  multitudes  of  people  it  was  accepted  as  a  purer, 
more  spiritual  and  greatly  improved  form  of  Christianity.  And 
in  obscure  places  and  among  classes  not  reached  by  the 
orthodoxy  of  the  Church,  its  principles  long  continued  to  be 
cherished.  The  taint  of  heresy  like  disease  in  the  human  sys- 
tem though  seeming  to  disappear,  is  almost  sure  to  manifest 
itself  in  succeeding  generations.  As  Sir  Thomas  Browne  says 
in  Religio  Medici,  "For  indeed,  heresies  perish  not  with  their 
authors,  but  liLe  the  river  Arethusa  though  they  lose  their  cur- 
rents in  one  place  they  rise  up  again  in  another." 

Theolc^ans  well  versed  in  the  History  of  the  developments 
of  heresy  find  Manichseism  in  some  of  its  forms  in  the  Modern 
Christian  world  in  the  opinions  of  various  Sects  and  Sectaries. 
Christian  Science  exhibits  it  in  forms  more  nearly  allied  lo  its 
originals,  and  with  a  large  infusion  of  Occultism,  degenerate 
Buddhism  and  Oriental  Mysticism. 

Its  fundamental  principle  is  the  Gnostic  or  Manichtean  theory 
of  the  nature  of  matter,  the  essential  evil,  and  elusiveness  of  all 
material  things.  Matter,  it  is  held,  is  not  of  God.  It  is  the 
creation  of  an  inferior  and  evil  being,  so  far  as  it  has  substantial 
existence.  It  is  in  its  essence  evil,  and  a  delusion.  The  body 
of  man,  they  say,  is  not  really  a  part  of  him.  It  is  a  dead  weight 
upon  his  spirit.  It  is  a  hindrance,  an  obstruction  to  the  realiza- 
tion of  his  spiritual  aims  and  aspirations.  It  is  therefore  to  be 
put  down.  It  is  to  be  subjected  rigidly  to  the  power  of  will.  It 
is  to  be  abased,  to  be  treated  with  despite,  to  be  disbelieved  in, 
to  be  got  rid  of,  as  a  fatal  delusion.  Any  instructed  Christian 
will  see  how  directly  it  contradicts  (a)  the  doctrine  of  the  Incar- 
nation, (^)  of  the  Sanclificationof  ULin's  body  ii.s  the  temple  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  i<-|  of  the  redemption  o(  the  body  in  the  resurrec- 
tion. St,  John's  test  of  truth  and  error  is  as  good  now  atid 
ever,  as  in  his  limes.  "He  that  roiifi-ssclh  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
come  in  the  flesh  is  of  God,  and  hf  that  l^onfesseth  not  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh  is  not  of  God." 

Extreme  asceticism  and  self  indulgence  arc  the  two  forms  of 
treatment  of  the  body  which  have  char.icterised  the  system  as 
seen  in  a  historical  view  of  its  developments.  Asceticism  is  first. 
For  long  periods  the  doctrine  will  lie  .i-'i.'etic.     Anrt  'he  <<-\iTi'<f 
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methods  of  mortifying  the  flesh  are  resorted  to,  thus  giving  the 
impression  of  superior  virtue.  But  the  other  formLeing  equally 
a  logical  inference  from  the  principle  of  the  system,  is  almost 
certain  in  the  long  run  and  ultimately  to  appear.  While  the 
earnest  and  devout  said:  "put  down  and  kill  the  body  by  excess- 
ive fasting  and  raasceration,"  there  would  bye  and  bye  be  others 
who  would  say:  "Show  contempt  for  the  body  by  giving  it  all 
license."  It  is  evil.  It  is  naught.  What  matters  it  what  you 
do  with  it  ?  Show  how  you  despise  it,  by  giving  it  up  to  the 
indulgences  of  the  flesh.  There  has  not  been  time  yet  for 
Christian  science  to  develop  this  form  of  ignoring  and  setting 
at  nought  the  Body.  But  in  this  and  other  related  forms  of 
error  that  affect  to  have  discovered  the  esoteric  elements  hidden 
in  the  Scriptures,  and  to  present  Christianity  in  a  more  spiritual 
form,  we  can  already  see  alarming  tendencies,  in  the  avowals  of 
spiritual  affinities  as  rightfully  determining  the  relation  of  the 
sexes,  and  in  the  treatment  given  to  the  question  of  marriage 
and  of  the  family. 

By  whatever  signs  and  wonders  such  a  system  might  be  at- 
tested, it  is  condemned  by  its  inherent  viciousness.  Revamp 
old  errors  and  they  may  again  pass  current  for  a  time.  Their 
speciousness  may  give  them,  with  people  of  peculiar  idiosyncra- 
sies of  thinking  and  of  temperament,  an  appearance  of  plausibil- 
ity, attractiveness  and  beauty.  But  let  them  have  time  to  work 
out  what  is  in  them.  Their  real  character  will  in  time  be  mani- 
fest, and  they  will  die  out  again  like  so  many  forms  of  religious 
craze,  of  which  the  wrecks  are  seen  all  along  the  shores  of  the 
stream  of  History. 

Another  test  of  true  Miracles  is  that  they  cannot  be  of  con- 
stant occurrence.  They  belong  to  the  beginning  of  things. 
Creation  is  a  Miracle,  then  comes  evolution,  development,  and 
uniformity  of  operation  under  natural  law.  All  germination  is 
mysterious,  and  inexplicable  by  our  understanding,  while  the 
growth  is  orderly  and  natural,  first  the  blade,  then  the  ear,  after 
that  the  full  corn  in  the  ear.  The  inception  of  life  is  hidden 
and  impossible  to  be  explained,  but  the  growth  and  movement 
of  living  creatures  are  seen  to  be  under  laws  of  order  and  har- 
mony. We  only  find  Miracles  when  needed  in  originating  or 
newly  creating  or  restoring  a  religious  dispensation.  In  the  old 
Testament  there  are  but  two  periods  of  Miracles.  That  of  the 
deliverance  from  Egypt  and  the  giving  of  the  law,  and  that  of 
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the  Prophets,  when  the  true  religion  was  in  the  utmost  peril 
from  aggressions  of  Idolatry  and  the  general  apostacy  of  God's 
chosen  people.  In  the  new  dispensation  of  the  (iospel  in  like 
manner,  we  find  them  only  in  the  beginnings.  The  Church 
once  fully  established,  they  came  gradually  to  an  end.  There 
could  be  Miracles  only  in  such  great  epochs,  when  a  new  sysfem 
of  truth  and  worship  was  to  be  established  or  confirmed.  Such 
Miracles  as  are  common,  lose  their  character  as  Miracles. 

If  a  new  religion  were  now  proposed,  it  ought  to  present 
Miracles  as^n  evidence.  If  persons  now  living  claim  to  have 
received  a  new  revelation,  they  must  have  a  divine  commission, 
and  they  must  be  expected  to  work  Miracles  to  attest  it.  Mor- 
monism  or  Spiritualism  if  put  forth  as  a  religion,  or  any 
new  system  of  religious  worship  or  teaching,  as  a  pretended 
incarnation  of  Christ  or  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  such  as  are  not  un- 
heard of  in  our  days,  ought,  and  in  fact,  and  by  a  right  instinct 
generally  does  make  appeal  to  Miracles.  Now  how  are  we  to 
receive  such  teachers  and  their  works?  On  what  conditions 
may  we  take  the  signs  and  wonders  they  show,  and  the  mighty 
works  performed  by  them,  as  evidence  that  God  is  with  them, 
and  of  the  divine  authority  of  their  system  ?  It  is  evident  first, 
that  their  system  must  not  be  in  antagonism  to  the  Church  and 
its  Scriptures,  as  interpreted  in  her  formularies  and  by  her  learn- 
ed doctors  everywhere  and  in  all  ages.  It  must  stand  in  a  like 
relation  to  the  Christian  System  as  the  Christian  did  to  the 
Jewish.  It  must  be  a  true,  however  great,  development. 
Secondly,  it  must  not  contradict  our  intuitions  of  right  and 
wrong,  and  the  authoritative  dictates  of  conscience.  Thirdly, 
it  must  be  of  a  healthful  and  beneficent  tendency.  If  they 
do  not  meet  such  tests,  if  they  make  God  to  contradict  former 
revelations  or  that  given  us  in  our  nature,  if  they  are  to  confirm 
what  we  know  by  his  word  or  by  the  reason  he  has  given  us,  to 
be  false  or  opposed  to  the  holiness,  goodness  and  beneficence 
of  the  Divine  Character,  we  have  no  alternative  but  to  reject 
them.  The  test  is  negative,  but  it  is  adequate.  We  should  be 
sure,  that  whatever  the  works  might  be,  and  whether  explainable 
or  not,  they  could  not  be  true  Miracles  and  the  teaching  could 
not  be  of  God. 

We  may  apply  it  positively.  If  a  new  dispensation,  an  ad- 
vance upon  the  Christian,  were  conceivable,  and  a  Teacher  such 
as  Christ  was,  were  to  appear,  to  reveal  it  and  confirm  it  by  Mir- 


acles,  and  all  the  tests  I  have  given  were  unquestionably  met, 
what  must  be  the  attitude  of  reasonable  men  ?  We  will  suppose 
his  doctrine  is  good.  It  tends  to  honor  God,  to  make  Him 
known,  and  to  win  men  to  obey  and  serve  Him.  It  lifts  men 
up  to  higher  living,  betters  their  condition,  saves  them  from 
their  sins  and  vices.  It  is  found  that  the  Christian  Scriptures 
implicitly  involve  the  new  system  and  the  works  that  illustrate 
and  confirm  it.  This  teacher  lives  so  blameless  a  life  that  his 
bitterest  enemies  cannot  convict  him  of  sin.  There  is  some- 
thing  in  his  aspect,  in  his  every  word  and  act,  that^  indicates  a 
peculiar  intimacy  with  God.  This  man  does,  in  attestation  of 
what  he  teaches,  precisely  the  works  Christ  is  represented  as 
having  done.  He  bears  continually  upon  his  sympathies  the  in- 
firmities, sicknesses  and  sins  of  men.  He  heals  men  of  all  manner 
of  diseases,  with  a  word  or  a  volition.  He  exercises  at  will  a  su- 
preme power  over  nature.  He  feeds  5,000  men  with  five  barley 
loaves.  He  raises  the  dead  to  life  again  even  after  the  beginning 
of  corruption.  He  does  not  attempt  these  things  and  only  par- 
tially and  in  some  instances  succeed.  He  does  not  work  tenta- 
tively. He  effects  instantaneously  and  perfectly  the  purposes  of 
his  Will.  Suppose  him  further  to  have  repeatedly  predicted  his 
own  death  and  resurrection.  And  he  does  subject  himself  to  bitter 
persecution,  and  is  taken,  and  by  wicked  hands  crucified  and  slain 
under  circumstances  which  bring  out  in  the  highest  degree  such 
god-like  patience  under  the  inlensest  suffering  and  such  a  divine 
spirit  of  forgiveness  as  to  extort  admiration,  so  that  spectators 
should  say  as  did  the  Centurion,  and  others,  "Truly,  this  man 
was  the  Son  of  God,'*  and  men  indifferent  and  even  hostile  to 
him  should  exclaim  that  while  Socrates  died  like  a  philosopher, 
this  man  died  like  a  God.  Suppose  further,  that  after  three 
days  he  did  rise  again,  and  the  fact  was  known  to  scores  and 
hundreds  of  people  who  had  been  most  intimately  acquainted 
with  him  in  his  life,  and  after  a  brief  intercourse  and  special 
instruction  as  to  their  future  work,  they  saw  him  in  the  open 
light  of  day  ascend  up  from  the  earth  above  the  clouds,  parting 
him  from  their  sight ;  suppose  further,  that  he  had  promised  to 
send  upon  them  an  all  powerful  Spirit  of  truth,  to  convince  of 
sin,  righteousness  and  judgment,  to  embolden  his  chosen  mes- 
sengers, and  give  them  surpassing  wisdom  and  eloquence,  so  that 
their  preaching  of  him  and  his  resurrection  from  the  dead, 
should  have  an  almost  resistless  force  and  persuasiveness ;  and 
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that  in  the  time  appointed,  this  Spirit  came  upon  them  as  evi- 
denced by  all  these  results;  and  the  Church,  His  Body,  was 
organized  with  its  faith  and  sacraments,  and  set  on  its  glorious 
-career.  Suppose  all  these  things  occurring  now,  in  this  age  of 
Science,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  I  would  believe  the 
message  for  the  confirmations  of  it  thus  given,  and  so  would  you. 
Men  could  not  help  believing,  who  had  not  the  blindness  of  a 
Pharisee.  We  should  know  that  the  Miracles  were  true  and  not 
the  works  of  pretenders.  We  should  have  no  alternative  but  to 
accept  the  Teacher  and  the*  teaching  as  Divine.  He  who  doubts 
this  has  not  well  considered  what  Christ's  works  really  were. 

But  the  evidence  of  Christ's  Miracles  was  far  stronger  than  is 
represented  in  this  supposition.  The  long  long  line  of  prophe- 
cies must  be  taken  into  view,  and  all  the  types  in  the  history  and 
in  the  rites  of  Judaism,  and  may  we  not  also  add,  of  heathenism? 
In  manifold  ways  all  this  looked  forward  to  Christ,  and  required 
Him,  His  life,  His  work,  His  sacrifice,  Hih  resurrection,  His 
Spirit's  outpouring  and  the  results,  His  Church,  ministry  and 
ordinances,  to  complete  it,  to  give  it  meaning,  to  make  it  intelli- 
gible. Especially  was  it  foretold  that  the  Messiah  of  which  the 
Scriptures  nourished  the  hope,  would  do  Miracles.  Their  char- 
acter was  revealed.  It  was  known  long  before  that  He  would 
be  thus  accredited. 

When  St.  John  the  Baptist,  broken  in  spirit  by  suffering, 
depressed  and  harassed  by  doubts,  sent  two  of  his  Disciples  to 
Christ  with  the  question.  "Art  thou  he  that  should  come,  or 
do  we  look  for  another."  How  did  Jesus  answer  ?  Not  in 
words.  This  was  not  necessary.  "In  that  same  hour  He  cured 
many  of  infirmities  and  plagues  and  of  evil  spirit.s,  and  unto 
many  that  were  blind  He  gave  sight."  Then  answering  He  said 
unto  them,  "Go  your  way  and  tell  John   what  things  ye  have 

A  friend  who  is  very  thoufifhtful  and  scholarly,  and  who  has  been  converted  from 
infidelity  to  Christianity,  sugi^ests  the  foUowinf^  note  : 

How  without  Miracles  could  Christ's  Divinity  have  been  proved  ?  To  ray  mind 
nothinji^  less  ci>uld  counterbalance  the  enormous  improbability  of  a  man's  bein^r  God. 
Christ  seems  to  have  had  the  same  thought  in  the  passaf^e  last  quoted.  Second,  take 
thirty-ei(;ht  or  more  Miracles  out  of  the  record  of  Christ's  life,  the  Miracle  of  the  con- 
ception and  birth,  and  the  Miracle  of  His  death  and  the  resurrection,  and  what  is  there 
left?  Little  of  history  and  little  of  life,  nearly  every  incident  of  which  would  have 
been  denuded  of  its  interest,  and  made  only  a  reminder  of  His  impositions  or  of  the 
credulity  of  His  Disciples.  So  emasculated  a  Gospel  may  suit  the  Robert  Elsmere 
type  of  Christian,  but  not  those  of  a  robust  and  manly  character. 
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seen  and  heard,  how  that  the  blind  see,  the  lame  walk,  the 
lepers  are  cleansed,  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised  up,  and  to 
the  poor  the  Gospel  is  preached  and  blessed  is  he  whosoever  is 
not  offended  in  me."  These  were  the  marks  by  which  He  was 
to  be  known.  These  were  the  works  He  did.  Honest  doubt 
could  not  stand  before  such  evidence.  Having  received  this 
earnestly  desired  confirmation,  the  Baptist  was  ready  to  die  as 
he  had  lived,  to  give  his  life  for  the  truth.

The  Ninth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  met 
pursuant  to  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop  in  S.  John's  Cathe- 
dral, Denver,  on  Wednesday,  the  5th  day  of  June,  1895. 

At  7:30  a.  m.  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  and  at  9 
a.  m.  Morning  Prayer  was  said. 

At  10  a.  m.  the  Council  assembled  in  the  Cathedral  for  worship. 
Canon  Ohl  preached  the  sermon,  and  directly  thereafter  the 
Office  for  the  Ordering  of  Priests  was  said,  and  the  Rev.  Daniel 
Earnest  Johnson,  D.  D.,  was  advanced  to  the  Priesthood,  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

At  the  close  of  the  service  the  Bishop,  Clergy,  and  Lay  dele- 
gates assembled  in  the  Crypt  of  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Bishop 
took  the  chair  and  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  roll  was  called.  Fifteen  of  the  clergy  answered  to  their 
names,  and  lay  delegates  from  eleven  congregations  were  present 
and  took  their  seats.*  The  Treasurers  of  the  Council,  of  Dioces- 
an Missions,  and  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  members  ex  officio  of 
the  Council,  were  in  attendance. 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  President  declared 
the  Council  open  and  ready  for  business.  The  Rev.  E.  P.  New- 
ton was  chosen  Secretary. 

Father  Byrne  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
adopted. 

Resolvedy  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Nevada  and  Utah  (Pro- 
visional Bishop  of  Western  Colorado),  be  invited  to  take  a  seat  in  the 
Council,  at  the  right  band  of  the  President. 

Resolved,  That  all  visiting  Clergy  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
be  invited  to  take  seats  in  this  Council.

The  roll  of  those  who  had  not  been  heard  to  answer  to  their 
names  at  the  morning  session  was  called. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Titcomb,  for  the  Committee  on  Privilege,  reported 
that  the  certificates  of  delegates  had  been  examined,  showing 
that  those  persons  whose  names  appear  upon  the  Secretary's  list 
are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council.     The  report  was  adopted. 
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Dean  Hart  presented  and  read  the  following  memorial,  which 
vfas  adopted  by  a  unanimous  standing  vote. 

*  In  flDemoriam. 


It  is  with  great  sadneee  that  we  mise  from  this  Council  the  familiar 
face  of  one  who  hae  for  mauy  years  taken  part  iu  the  deliberations 
of  this  body. 

Mr.  George  J.  Boal,  LL.  D.,  went  to  his  eternal  rest  on  Friday, 
the  Seventeenth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1895,  lees  than  three  weeks  before 
the  meeting  of  this  Council,  to  which  he  was  one  of  the  Delegates 
from  the  Cathedral.  On  the  Wednesday  evening  preceding,  he  was 
at  his  post  of  duty,  in  apparent  health,  attending  a  meeting  of  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  the  annual 
report  of  that  Board  to  this  Council.  On  Thursday  morning  he  sud- 
denly lost  consciousness  in  his  office,  and  on  Friday  morning  he  join- 
ed the  Church  expectant  in  Paradise,  awaiting  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead.  Thus  are  we  made  deeply  sensible  that  verily  in  the  midst 
of  life  we  are  in  death,  and  of  the  great  uncertainty  of  human  life. 

Mr.  BoaFs  life  was  one  of  great  usefulness,  both  in  secular  life  and 
in  the  work  of  the  Church,  and  having  honored  him  in  life  with  the 
highest  honors  in  two  Dioceses,  it  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Church  to  be- 
stow upon  her  faithful  laymen,  we  cannot  let  him  pass  from  us  to  be 
numbered  amongst  the  blessed  ones,  who  die  in  the  Faith,  without 
making  mention  of  his  faithfulness  to  the  Church  and  life  long  inter- 
est in  her  work.  Although  it  was  the  evening  of  life  with  him  when 
he  passed  away-  -respected  and  full  of  honors — yet  he  bore  lightly  his 
three  score  years,  erect  and  energetic  to  the  end,  for  time  had  dealt 
kindly  with  him. 

"The  golden  evening  brightens  in  the  West, 
Soon,  soon,  to  faithful  warriors  comes  the  rest.''   . 

Mr.  Boal  was  born  in  Boalsburg,  Pennsylvania,  October  4th,  A.  D. 
1835.  He  studied  Law  with  Governor  Curtin,  of  Pennsylvania 'war 
fame.  In  1854  he  removed  to  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  and  there  lived  for 
more  than  thirty  years,  where  he  attained  a  very  eminent  position 
amongst  the  members  of  the  Bar  of  that  State,  and  became  ere  his 
removal  to  Colorado,  one  of  the  best  known  and  most  popular  men  in 
the  State  of  Iowa.,  Despite  the  pressure  of  professional  duties,  he 
became  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Iowa, 
becoming  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  1866,  and  con  tin- 
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ued  a  member  over  twenty-one  years,  or  until  his  removal  to  Colorado.  ' 

He  was  a  deputy  to  the  General  Convention  from  Iowa  for  four  tri-  : 

ennial  terms.    He  was  one  of  the  Trustees  o(  S.  Catherine's  School  ' 

and  of  Griswold  College.  He  was  a  lecturer  in  the  Iowa  State  Uni- 
versity on  Medical  Jurisprudence,  having  the  degree  of  LL.  D.  con- 
ferred upon  him.  Bishop  Perry  was  well  acquainted  with  him,  and 
availed  himself  of  his  experienced  counsel,  as  well  as  Bishop  Lee,  his 
predecessor  in  the  Episcopate  of  Iowa.  For  more  than  twenty-three 
years  Mr.  Boal  was  a  vestryman  Jot  Trinity  Church,  Iowa  City,  from 
1864  to  1887.  He  removed  to  Colorado  in  1887,  and  at  once  renewed 
his  interest  in  Church  work.  The  Cathedral  elected  him  one  of  its 
delegates  to  the  Chapter,  and  his  interest  in  the  work  of  that  Board 
was  BO  steadfast  that  the  next  year  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  continued  to  be  such  until 
the  time  of  his  death.  In  18d2  he  was  elected  a  deputy  to  represent 
the  Diocese  of  Colorado  at  the  General  Convention.  As  a  member 
of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Trustees  (The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the 
Cathedral  of  S.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado),  he  was  ever 
one  of  the  most  regular  attendants  at  its  meetings,  his  counsel  being 
greatly  valued  by  Bishop  Spalding  and  the  Chapter.  As  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Schools  he  took  a  lively  interest  in  Wolfe  Hall 
and  Jarvis  Hall,  and  that  Committee  will  sadly  miss  him  from  their 
councils.  The  last  work  of  a  charitable  nature  which  he  undertook 
was  that  of  one  of  the  directors  in  the  building  of  the  new  Home  for 
Consumptives,  and  of  which  work  he  thought  highly.  It  is  rarely 
that  we  can  chronicle  of  a  layman  such  long  and  steadfast  service 
to  the  interests  of  the  Church,  serving  under  three  Bishops,  in  two 
Dioceeee,  for  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  years. 

Thus  he  passed  away,  honored,  respected,  and  more  than  all,  be- 
loved ;  a  faithful  laborer  to  the  end.  Those  who  enjoyed  the  privi- 
lege of  knowing  him  intimately,  and  were  associated  with  him  con- 
stantly in  the  work  of  the  Church,  will  sincerely  miss  his  wise,  cheer- 
ful kindly  presence,  and  mourn  the  loss  of  a  true  friend.

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Mr.  George  J.  Boal,  this  Diocese  of 
Colorado  has  lost  a  consciencious,  efficient  and  life  long  worker  in  the 
Church,  a  wise  legislator  and  a  faithful  Churchman. 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  now  assembled  tenders  to  the  family 
of  the  late  George  J.  Boal  its  heartfelt  Christian  sympathy  in  its 
bereavement,  and  hereby  expresses  its  deep  regard  for  the  departed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Council  be  directed  to  com- 
municate a  copy  of  those  Resolutions  to  the  widow  of  the  late  George 
J.  Boal. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  directed  to  com- 
TDUoicate  a  copy  of  these  Resolutions  to  the  Church  papers.

Wolfe  Hall  is  just  completing  its  twenty-eighth  year, during  which 
one  hundred  and  sixty  six  pupils  have  been  in  attendance,  of  whom 
twenty-nino  are  boarders.  The  staff  of  teachers  is  essentially 
unchanged  from  last  year,  and  though  there  have  been  many  changes 
among  the  pupils,  yet  the  good  results  of  the  excellent  work  done 
there  have  been  plainly  visible  in  our  school,  and  have  proved  a  help- 
ful foundation  for  this  year's  work.  A  number  of  young  ladies  are 
preparing  for  college  and  are  fully  reaching  the  difficult  requirements 
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in  Latin,  Mathematics  and  English,  and  a  more  studious  spirit  has 
prevailed  throughout  the  school. 

The  Primary  Department  has  been  reorganized  under  a  teacher 
who  gives  her  entire  time  to  the  work,  and  the  result  is  very  gratify- 
ing. The  number  of  children  in  this  department  has  constantly  in- 
creased, and  the  method  of  work  has  been  so  good  as  to  attract  many 
visitors,  not  only  among  interested  friends,  but  also  among  teachers 
of  the  city. 

There  has  been  an  increased  interest  in  the  school  in  athletics  and 
an  Athletic  Club  organized.  In  the  plans  for  the  coming  year,  spe- 
cial provision  is  made  for  the  recreation  of  the  pupils — especially  for 
all  out  of  door  occupations.  Every  year  we  have  those  who  come 
here  for  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  climate,  and  it  is  due  to 
them  that  every  possible  opportunity  should  be  given  them  to  enjoy 
our  Colorado  sunshine,  and  surely  all  girls  whether  from  West  or 
East  will  do  better  mental  work  with  our  new  plans  for  drives, 
tennis,  basket  ball,  etc. 

Nothing  that  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year  just  closing 
gives  greater  satisfaction  than  the  improvement  of  the  grounds. 
The  beautiful  lawns  add  very  materially  to  the  comfort  and  pleasure 
of  all  at  the  Hall,  and  if  the  testimony  of  neighbors  and  passers  by 
is  to  be  taken,  the  pleasure  is  shared  by  many  outside.  Bringing  the 
water  on  to  the  ground  makes  it  possible  for  trees  to  thrive,  and  we 
hope  some  day  to  see  the  entire  block  a  beautiful  little  park,  which 
shall  prove  an  ornament  to  the  city.  Teachers  and  pupils  have 
themselves  planted  over  thirty  trees  on  the  grounds  this  spring.  I 
may  add  that  a  beautiful  fifteen  foot  flag  has  been  added  to  our  pos- 
sessions and  our  national  colors  will  now  express  from  above  our 
building,  on  all  national  occasions,  the  patriotic  feelings  of  those  who 
dwell  beneath  its  roof. 

We  have  this  year  been  called  to  mourn  the  death  of  one  pupil  in 
the  Hall — aside  from  this  we  have  had  no  serious  illness. 

Five  of  our  city  clergymen  have  acted  as  chaplains  during  the 
year,  each  one  taking  one  morning  of  each  week.  Canon  Houghton 
conducted,  early  in  the  year,  a  class  in  the  Catechism,  followed  later 
by  a  confirmation  class,  and  Dean  Hart  has  given  all  through  the 
year  weekly  talks  based  on  the  Scripture  lessons

The  Principal  of  Jarvis  Hall  respectfully  submits  the  following  re- 
port : 

The  work  of  this  Academy  on  the  lines  marked  out  by  the  annual 
catalogue  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  in  attendance  thirty-nine  boys.  The  school 
opened  in  September  with  twenty-seven  cadets.  There  are  now  on 
the  roll  twenty-eight.  Four  cadets  were  expelled  and  others  left 
at  different  times  in  the  term  for  financial  reasons.  Mr.  J.  A/ Bear- 
ing was  Commandant  of  cadets  until  Christmas  when  he  resigned 
his  position,  which  was  taken^by  Mr.  A.  D.  Sayer.  Mr.  W.  F.  Stone, 
Jr.,  undertook  the  instruction  in  mathematics,  science  and  modern 
languages  in  October  and  has  rendered  most  valuable  service. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Burritt  and  Mr.  George  Clarke  have  conducted  classes 
in  English  and  the  classics  throughout  the  year.  Mr.  L.  Byllesby 
taught  Chemistry  ^nd  German  in  the  fall  and  part  of  the  winter 
term,  but  was  obliged  to  give  up  his  work  in  February.  He  returned 
to  his  home  in  Pennsylvania  and  we  have  since  received  the  sad  news 
of  his  death.  He  was  a  faithful  and  conscienciou^ teacher.  The 
Principal  has  taught  classes  in  Mathematics  and  the  English 
branches.    The  intellectual  work  uf  the  cadets  has  been  satisfactory. 

Mrs.  Chamberlain  has  most  faithfully  cared  for  the  boys  when  sick 
and  when  well,  and  the  household  has  been  capably  managed  by  Mrs. 
Foster. 

The  condition  of  grounds  and  building  is  good  though  the  usual 

repairs  will  be  needed.

Rev.  F.  W.  Oakes  read  the  following  report  of  The  Home  : 

THE   HOME. 

The  Home  now  being  built  in  the  Parish  of  All  Saints'  Church 
is  probably  entirely  unique,  and  calculated  under  God  to  do  more  for 
the  alleviating  of  sorrow  and  pain— of  soul  and  body- -than  any  other 
like  work  ever  begun.  The  idea  is  not  to  erect  a  hospital  where  the 
sick  may  be  nursed,  although  such  will  be  cared  for,  even  as  a  loving 
mother  will  always  care  for  and  nurse  her  child;  but  it  is  for  those 
who  having  lost  their  health  from  pulmonary  trouble,  and  coming 
to  this  climate  may  find  what  they  absolutely  require  -a  good  home 
where  the  best  and  truest  influences  of  a  Christian  household  shall 
be  thrown  around  them.  Good  care  and  food,  pleasant  rooms  and 
attractive  surroundings,  and  Christian  sympathy,  none  of  which  are 
needed  by  any,  more  than  by  the  homeless  sick. 

The  beginning  of  the  idea  of  the  need  came  to  the  founder  from  a 
close  contact,  when  he  first  came  to  Colorado,  with  many  who  were 
students  and  who  had  occupied  places  of  trust  in  the  East,  and  who 
with  broken  health  came  to  Colorado.  Not  being  able  to  understand 
the  absolute  lonelineiss  that  comes  over  one  who  awakes  to  tho  fact 
that  he  or  she  is  two  thousand  miles  from  home,  and  hoping  here 
to  get  work  to  earn  means  with  which  to  eke  out  their  slender 
resources.  But  alas,  it  is  not  an  easy  thing,  to  do,  and  one's  money 
soon  slips  away  ;  then  comes  the  cheap  boarding  house  with  all  its 
horrors,  and  the  cheaper  restaurant;  and  craving  for  sympathy, 
needing  tho  necessities  and  comforts  of  life,  they  too  often  die,  soul 
and  body. 

The  home  is  to  do  this.  It  is  first  to  be  an  expense  to  each  and  all 
who  enter.  But  there  will  be  no  rents,  and  no  interests  to  pay;  there 
will  be  simply  the  cost  of  the  food  and  keeping  the  home  in  order. 
Each  room  is  to  be  a  cottage  by  itself ;  in  fact  everything  that  can 
possibly  be  had  in  a  home  that  is  not  one's  own.  The  call  to  meet 
the  need  was  from  God,  for  He  has  owned  and  blessed  the  work  by 
putting  it  into  tho  hearts  of  many  to  help.    First  of  all,  the  land  on 
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which  the  home  is  built  is  an  outire  block.  386  feet  square,  and  cost 
$26,000.  The  site  is  one  that  cannot  be  surpassed  in  Arapahoe  county. 
Three  electric  car  lines  run  within  two  blocks,  to  the  city,  and  the 
distance  from  City  Hall  and  post-office  is  two  miles.  Then  the  means 
with  which  to  build  the  buildings  came.  First,  a  widow  lady,  a  mem- 
ber of  Grace  Church,  New  York,  knowing  of  the  need  through  the 
letter  written  by  the  founder  and  published  in  the  Churchman  of 
Oct.  13, 1894,  gave  the  central  house,  to  be  known  as  "Grace  House." 
The  cost  of  this  house  is  820,000,  and  the  same  lady  also  donates  the 
furniture  which  costs  94,000  more,  making  her  total  gift  S24,000.  This 
gift  was  followed  by  the  woman's  building,  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Wm.  D. 
Sloane  of  New  York,  to  be  known  always  as  "The  Emily  House." 
This  was  a  gift  of  817,000,  and  makes  a  building  of  thirty-one  rooms, 
two  parlors,  bath-rooms,  etc.  And  besides  this,  Mrs.  Sloane  has  given 
$500  to  purchase  linen  for  this  building.  The  house  for  men  has  not 
yet  been  given,  but  God  will  not  leave  us  a  long  time  in  need  of  it.* 
Besides  these  gifts  which  have  been  made  in  the  sweetest  Christian 
spirit  possible,  there  has  been  given  a  memorial  fund,  to  be  called 
"The  Thomas  E.  Rochfort  Memorial  Fund,"  given  by  a  friend  of  this 
young  man.  who  was  a  most  promising  young  lawyer  in  New  York, 
who,  overtaken  with  pulmonary  trouble,  became  a  victim  while  on  his 
way  west.  This  sum  is  invested  safely,  and  its  income  will  be  used 
to  assist  the  tem{)orary  needs  of  those  who  are  needy.  Besides  these, 
gifts  have  been  received  from  many  people  in  New  York,  Philadel- 
phia and  Boston.  Much  of  the  $26,000  came  from  Denver  friends 
and  through  their  influence. 

The  corner  stone  was  laid  on  the  21st  day  of  March,  1895,  by  the 
Bishop  of  Colorado,  assisted  by  Dean  Hart  and  ministers  of  the  city 
of  all  denominations.  The  address  was  made  by  His  Excellency,  A. 
W.  Mclntire,  the  Governor  of  Colorado,  and  other  speeches  were 
made  by  Dr.  S.  A.  Fisk,  Chancellor  W.  F.  McDowell  and  the  Rev. 
F.  W.  Oakes.  The  ceremonies  were  most  impressive,  and  were  wit- 
nessed by  two  thousand  people. 

The  eflfort  is  made  in  the  name  of  a  common  Saviour,  to  help  those 
who  are  sick,  strangers  in  a  strange  land,  in  just  the  time  when  of 
all  their  lives  they  need  the  encouragement  and  sympathy  of  a 
Christian  home.  This  is  a  part  of  our  Church  work,  and  commends 
itself  to  all  in  the  country  and  in  our  own  Diocese.  The  Home  is  in 
the  Parish,  and  is  a  part  of  the  church  work  of  All  Saints'  Church, 
Denver,  as  it  is  undertaken  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  So  we  com- 
mend it  unto  the  love  and  sympathy  of  all  the  Lord's  people.

Excess  of  expenses  over  receipts  and  earnings,  $1,098.27. 

The  Hospital  owes  on  open  accounts,  $2,989.75,  and  the  amount 
owing  to  Hospital  by  patients  is  $3,921.70,  of  which  there  is  probably 
$1,200  that  is  doubtful  of  collection. 

In  addition  to  above  direct  charity  work  we  have  written  off 
accounts  standing  against  patients  to  the  amount  of  $464.20,  thereby 
making  a  total  of  charity  work  amounting  to  $5,532.70. 

We  have  made  a  compilation  as  follows  of  the  different  denomina- 
tions of  patients  received  for  the  past  three  months  which  we  think 
would  be  a  fair  criterion  for  the  balance  of  the  year  :  Episcopalians, 
38 ;  Methodists,  30 ;  Baptists,  7  ;  Presbyterians,  19 ;  Congregational, 
15 ;  Lutheran,  15 ;  Romanists,  21 ;  Jews,  3 ;  no  religious  faith,  27. 

The  superintendent  has  been  able  to  furnish  us  with  the  religibus 
denominations  of  patients  for  the  last  three  months  only;  but  he  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  average  holds  good  for  the  year,  so  the  non  sec- 
tarian character  of  this  Hospital  is  a  recognized  fact  as  those  of 
other  denominations  and  of  no  religious  faith  treated  at  the  Hospital 
are  in  a  very  large  proportion  greater  than  those  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  being  more  than  three  to  one.  It  will  be  noticed  that  this 
Hospital  has  done  charity  work  amounting  to  $5,532.70,  while  it  has 
received  from  charity  organizations  and  donations  only  $1,491,43,  and 
is  behind  in  its  expenses  over  receipts  and  earnings  $1,098.27  and  has 
been  obliged  to  go  into  ^ebt  to  do  this  charity  work.  Uuder  these 
circumstances  the  Board  of  Managers  feel  justified  in  calling  upon  all 
liberal  hearted  people  of  any  sect  or  denomination  to  contribute  of 
their  means  so  much  as  they  feel  justified  in  giving  for  the  benefit 
of  this  noble  charity. 

The  Board  of  Manat^ers,  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Wyman,  have  lost  a 
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kind  and  liberal  friend,  who,  since  the  foundation  of  the  Hoepital, 
has  always  been  a  liberal  contributor  to  it,  and  never  failed 
to  respond  when  called  upon  in  its  necessity.  The  Hospital  has 
passed  appropriate  resolutions  recognizing  the  liberality  of  Mr. 
Wyman  and  his  aid  and  assistance  which  was  always  at  the  service 
of  the  Hospital  when  in  need  of  counsel  or  when  in  financial  distress.

The  Standing  Committee  beg  to  report  the  following  action  since 
the  last  Diocesan  Council.  Meetings  were  held  June  20, 1894,  Sept. 
11, 1894,  March  6. 1895,  April  27, 1895,  May  30, 1895. 

Alfred  John  Hoi  worthy  and  J.  Wallace  Gunn  were  admitted  as 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

John  Clarkson  Winter  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  made 
a  Deacon. 

Rev.  Vincent  Owen  Penley,  Rev.  Chester  Mansfield  Smith,  Rev. 
Daniel  Ernest  Johnson  and  Rev.  Marion  Law  were  recommended  to 
tl¥3  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Priests. 

Consent  was  unanimously  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
John  Hazen  White  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana.

It  was  voted  that  there  be  appointed  a  clerical  Secretary  to  aid 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  and  that  he  be  directed 
to  have  printed  envelopes  for  the  collecting  of  the  one  dollar  per 
communicant,  and  that  such  envelopes  be  sent  each  year  in 
proper  numbers  to  the  rectors  of  parishes.  The  Rev.  Jas.  W. 
("olwell  was  af)poinled  as  such  clerical  Secretary. 
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The  Convocation  of  the  Denver  Deanery  nominated  as  its 
delegate  to  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  Mr.  S.  D,  Hunter. 

The  Convocation  of  the  Pueblo  Deanery  nominated  as  its 
delegate  to  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  Mr.  Otis  S.  Johnson. 

The  nominations  were  approved. 

The  election  of  officers  being  the  order  of  the  day  the  follow- 
ing persons  were  duly  elected  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee:  Dean  Hart,  Canon  Marshal,  Canon  Houghton, 
Judge  Bennet,  and  Messrs  A.  A.  Bowhay  and  O.  S.  Joh(ison.

dates  were  cho.scn  for  the  three  years'  term. 
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The  Rev.  Chester  M.  Smith  was  chosen,  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  two  years,  to  the  Court  of  Appeals;  the  Rev.  P.  B.  Light- 
ner,  and  Mr.  J,  H,  Denison  were  chosen  for  the  three  years'  term.

Canon  Oakes,  Mr.  David  H.  Moflat  and  Dr.  S.  A.  Fisk  were 
elected  a  Board  of  Managers  (or  The  Home. 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  Co  Missions  reported  as  follows  : 

The  committee  uppointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  referring  to  the  geoertil  eubject  of  MiseioDS,  realizes  that  it 
is  confronted  with  the  great  responsibility  of  the  Church. 

The  committee  ie  restricted  to  narrow  limits.  It  is  not  disposed  to 
deplore  what  neceessrily  inheres  in  the  general  situation,  nor  indulge 
in  censorious  comment.  Accepting  things  as  we  ftnd  them,  we 
should  be  grateful  to  And  ourselves  helpful  to  that  improvement 
always  contemplated  and  now  in  this  Diocese,  by  many  indications, 
most  timely. 

The  committee  is  to  make  suggestions  respecting  flnancial 
succors.  As  a  committee  we  are  fully  persuaded  that  the  latent 
ability  o(  the  Church  in  this  direction  is  more  than  sufficient  to  meet 
the  loftiest  ideals.  The  drawing  of  this  into  expression  is  a  question 
largely  of   approach-   certainly   of   adaptation  of  meant   to  ends. 

Circumstances  must  favor,  the  tuinesa  of  the  time  must  often 
have  come.  Individuals  through  whom  influence  is  to  be  exerted 
must  be  qualified,  and  methods  attempted  must  be  suitable  in  them- 
selves and  harmonious  with  the  ends  sought.  Always  the  Spirit  of 
Power  must  underlie,  and  its  vivifying  presence  be  humbly  and 
faithfully  sought. 

The  deficiency  of  the  General  Missionary  Board,  demands  response 
imperatively,  eapecially  as  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  and  our  own 
Bishop  placed  before.us. 

The  contributions  for  1894,  the  disbursements  of  which  the  Bishop 
I'ODtroili'iV  were  disappointingly  small.  The  receipts,  generally 
8pi-;ikirit.-.  from  Parishes  end  Missions,  will  boar  no  inspection,  it  the 
high  chiiiLiBot  true  religion  or  the  suggestions  of  parochial  or  indi- 
vidual B'^lf  respect  be  heeded. 

Tht-  '■iiiumilteo  therefore  rocommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
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resolutions,  hoping  the  time  may  be  found  ripe  for  making  thorn  a 
means  toward  the  advance  for  which  we  always  pray  : 

1.  That  the  Clergy  be  asked  not  to  fail  of  instructing  their  people 
respecting  the  deficiency  existing  in  the  Treasury  of  the  General 
Board  of  Missions,  and  of  receiving  their  offerings  therefor  upon 
the  third  Sunday  of  June  or  first  Sunday  of  July,  as  recommended 
by  the  Bishop  in  his  address. 

2.  That  the  people  need  information  respecting  Missions,  and 
will,  we  are  persuaded,  welcome  it  and  profit  by  it,  if  with  due  dili- 
gence given  them. 

3.  That  we  consider  the  direct  responsibility  for  this  lies  upon 
the  Clergy,  and  we  urge  them  to  devise  such  times  and  methods  as 
shall  at  least  test  their  usefulness  in  this  direction. 

4.  We  recommend  that  under  such  preparation  a  system  of 
pledges  for  Diocesan  Missions  be  at  once  inaugurated,  and  that  their 
redemption  be  associated  with  the  due  observance  of  Sec.  2,  Canon 
XV.  (p.  15)  which  requires  four  offerings  each  year  from  each  Con- 
gregation. 

5.  Firmly  believing,  as  we  do,  that  no  instrumentality  can  sur- 
pass the  personal  service  of  capable  and  devout  laymen  for  drawing 
the  people  to  a  consciousness  of  their  latent  financial  ability,  and  by 
the  power  of  example  encouraging  them  to  lofty  action,  we  recom- 
mend that  at  once,  to  any  extent  found  practicable,  this  method  be 
attempted,  and  that  the  constant  nursing  and  development  of  such 
lay  co-operation  be  made  the  conscious  policy  of  the  Diocese.

Dean  Hart  for  the  ('ommittee  on  Schools  reported  as  follows, 
which  report  was  adopted: 

Yoqr  committee  more  than  ever  insist  upon  the  crying  necessity 
of  a  distinctive  religious  element  in  education.  The  outlook  for  the 
growth  of  serious  responsibility  in  the  country  is  discouraging,  and 
should  stimulate  all  Christian  people  to  maintain  any  institutions 
which  attempt  to  give  distinctive  religious  education. 

M.  de  Fallons,  once  Minister  of  Ekiucation  in  France,  lately 
wrote  to  the  public  press,  in  view  of  the  disintegration  of  morality, 
evident  all  over  that  country  and  universally  ascribed  to  the  secular- 
isation of  public  education.    He  said: 

* 

"To  aspire  to  train  a  child  to  the  yoke  of  discipline  and  obedience, 
to  create  in  him  a  principle  of  energy  which  shall  enable  him  to  re- 
sist his  passions,  accept  of  his  own  free  will  the  law  of  labor  and  duty, 
and  contract  habits  of  order  and  regularity,  is,  unless  the  force  be 
derived  from  religion,  to  attempt  an  impossible  task." 

This  opinion  of  this  great  Frenchman  is  ours,  and  we  are  glad  to 
assure  the  Council  that  never  were  our  schools  better  equipped  in 
thoir  teaching  staff,  nor  has  there  ever  been  a  better  moral  atmos- 
phere nor  a  truer  religious  tone,  than  there  is  to-day,  and  therefore 
your  committee  earnestly  commends  them  to  your  support.

ture to  the  best  of  our  ability.

Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop^s 
Address  relating  to  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  begs  leave  to 
report  as  follows :  Your  committtee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  pro- 
posed revision  of  the  Constitution  is  of  the  most  vital  importance  to 
the  future  growth  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
The  committee,  therefore,  advises  a  very  careful  study  of  the  pro- 
posed changes,  by  both  clergy  and  laity.  The  committee  further 
advises  that  this  Council  give  an  expression  of  its  views  in  regar4  to 
the  more  important  of  the  proposed  changes,  in  order  that  the  dele- 
gates may  know  the  sense  of  the  Council,  to  guide  them  in  their 
action  in  the  General  Convention.  While  it  is  impossible  to  embody 
in  this  report  all  of  the  proposed  changes,  the  committee  would  call 
especial  attention  to  the  following  :  Article  I. — 3,  relating  to  the 
Primacy ;  Article  IV.,  relating  to  the  creation  of  the  Provincial  sys- 
tem ;  and  Article  VII.,  relating  to  the  creation  of  new  Dioceses. 

The  committee  presents  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption  : 

1.  That  the  delegates  to  the  General  Convention  be  instructed  to 
favor  the  adoption  of  Sec.  3  of  Article  I. 

2.  That  the  delegates  be  instructed  to  favor  the  adoption  of  Arti- 
cle IV. 

3.  That  the  delegates  be  instructed  to  oppose  the  adoption  of  Art- 
icle VII

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  matter  referred  to  them.  (Making  the  language  in  Sec- 
tion 2,  page  24  of  the  printed  report.  Canon  entitled  "the  Cathedral,") 
to  conform  to  that  of  the  Charter,  but  in  this  work  have  found  so 
many  difficulties  connected  with  this  revision  of  the  Canons  that 
they  shrink  from  the  responsibility  of  recommending  all  the  changes 
that  seem  to  be  required.    Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  revi- 
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Bion  of  this  Canop  be  referred  by  the  Council  to  the  Bishop  and 
Chapter  to  revise  and  report  to  the  next  Council. 

We  recommend  the  addition  to  Canon  VI.  of  a  new  clause  as 
follows: 

Section  9.  Every  Parish  shall  have  control  of  its  own  local 
affairs,  provided  that  no  Parish  shall  incur  an  indebtedness  by  mort- 
gage without  the  consent  in  writing  of  "The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of 
the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado,**  and 
that  nothing  shall  be  done  which  conflicts  with  the  law  of  the 
Church,  either  General  or  Diocesan,  or  which  alienates  or  encumbers 
Church  property. 

We  recommend  : 

That  Canon  XVII.  be  amended  as  follows,  to  wit:  That  the  title 
be  changed  to  "Of  Rural  Deaneries.'* 

That  Section  1  be  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  This  Diocese  is  hereby  divided  into  two  Rural  Dean- 
eries, to  be  known  as  the  Denver  and  the  Pueblo  Deaneries.  The 
territorial  limits  of  these  Deaneries  shall  be  defined  by  the  Bishop 
and  shall  be  subject  to  such  changes  as  he  may  from  time  to  time 
prescribe. 

That  Section  2  be  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  2.  The  Rural  Deans  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
from  among  the  Presbyters  of  the  Deaneries,  and  their  term  of  office 
shall  be  three  years. 

That  Section  3  of  Canon  XXVI.  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  The  Cathedral  Statutes  shall  be  made  and  enacted 
by  the  Diocesan  Council.

That  the  Parishes  and  Missions  have 
nearly  all  complied  with  the  request  of  the  Secretary  and  sent  re- 
ports to  him  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  Committee  congratulate  the  Diocese  on  the  continued  growth 
of  the  Church,  notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  the  times.  New 
work  in  every  department  of  the  Church  has  been  undertaken,  nota- 
bly the  building  of  "The  Homo,"  and  the  partial  endowment  of  the 
same;  the  improvements  at  S.  Luke  s  Hospital;  the  building  of  S. 
Stephen's  Church  at  Colorado  Springs;  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer 
and  S.  Stejihon's  Church  in  Denver. 
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Your  committee  would  again  urge  upon  the  Council  the  absolute 
necessity  for  the  appointment  of  an  Arch-Deaoon.  The  many  places 
within  this  vast  Diocese  where  it  is  not  possible  to  support  a  resi- 
dent clergyman  make  it  imperative  that  some  action  should  be  taken 
to  keep  within  our  fold  the  scattered  sheep  of  Christ. 

The  committee  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  show  its  appreciation  by  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  these  clergymen,  who  during  the  pa^t  year  have  caused 
the  silent  churches  to  speak  again,  and  have  organized  Church  work 
in  new  districts,  and  that  your  committee  urge  the  appointment  of  a 
lit  person  to  superintend  this  work. 

Reaolvedf  That  the  Council  be  asked  to  note  the  wonderful  blessing 
on  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Oakes  in  his  beneficent  Home,  the 
Charity  side  of  St.  Luke*s  Hospital  work,  the  wonderful  showing  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  to  make  these  facts  known  widely  in 
their  cures. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  asked  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
securing  a  Chaplain,  to  have  charge  of  the  spiritual  wants  of  tho 
pupils  in  Wolfe  Hall,  and  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  S.  Luke's 
Hospital. 

With  devout  thankfulness  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  for 
His  continued  guidance  and  blessing.

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The  Bishop's  Annual  Address. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

Assembled  in  council  as  we  are  for  the  twenty-second  time, 
since  my  coming  among  you  as  Bishop,  let  us  thank  God  for  His 
many  mercies  vouchsafed  to  us,  and  for  every  measure  of  success 
granted  to  our  labors;  let  us  humbly  confess  our  manifold 
neglects,  failures,  delinquencies,  which  have  marred  the  effect  of 
our  efforts.  Let  us  seek  in  our  prayers  and  Eucharists  pardon 
for  the  past,  and  grace  and  strength  for  present  and  future  duties. 

The  Council  of  this  year  is  specially  important.  We  may 
influence  through  our  action  pending  legislation  of  the  American 
Church  by  electing  qualified  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
of  next  October.  Other  business  of  high  concern  will  come 
before  us.  May  the  Holy  Spirit  preside  in  our  Council  and 
guide  and  determine  our  deliberations.        , 

Again  we  thank  God  that  none  have  beeq  called  to  go  up 
higher  from  the  scenes  of  their  labors,  out  of  the  ranks  of  our 
Clergy. 

But  we  have  just  lost  a  great  Layman,  George  J.  Boal,  whom 
we  shall  sadly  miss  from  our  Church  Councils;  whom  it  seems 
impossible  to  spare  from  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Cathedral 
Chapter,  the  vice-Chancellorship  of  the  Diocese,  the  deputation 
to  the  General  Convention,  the  Cathedral  in  which  he  was  a 
constant  and  devout  worshipper,  and  from  all  our  Church  meet- 
ings and  circles  to  which  his  presence  always  brought  brightness 
and  cheer.  No  death  for  years  has  come  so  near  to  many  of  us, 
or  so  touched  us.     God  send  us  Lay  Churchmen  like  him. 

Three  of  our  Bishops  have  passed  on  into  the  Church  expec-^ 
tant.  Bishop  Howe  of  South  Carolina  was  a  man  of  exception- 
ally strong  character.  He  will  be  remembered  as  an  able, 
faithful,  loving  Chief  Pastor,  and  as  the  friend  of  the  colored 
people  of  the  Church  and  of  their  equal  rights  in  her  Councils. 
Bishop  Knickerbacker  of  Indiana,  a  friend  of  mine  from  semi- 
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nary  days,  was  a  model  Bishop  of  the  new  type,  or  rather  of  the 
apostolic  type,  revived  and  newly  developed  by  the  exigencies 
of  the  Church  in  the  West.  He  was  like  St.^PauK  in^labiors 
more  abundant  and  the  care  of  all  the  churches.  Bishop  Thomas, 
though  fitted  by  nature  and  education  for  the  avocations  of  the 
retired  scholar  and  thinker,  was  a  Bishop  of  the  same  aggressive- 
ness and  practical  efficiency.  The  Church  can  ill  afford  to  spare 
such  men  called  hence  so  early  from  the  midst  of  their 
apparently  indispensable  labors. 

I  begin  as  usual  with  the  summary  of  the  work.

I  have  preached  129  times  and  made  170  addresses,  celebrated 
the  Holy  Corfimunion  72  times,  married  4  couples,  officiated  at 
3  burials,  baptized  in  places  where  no  records  are  kept,  31  chil- 
dren, and  attended  over  100  meetings  of  Chapter,  Hospital 
Board,  Guilds,  Vestries  and  Parishes. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  Home  for  Consumptives  was  laid  by 
me  on  Tuesday,  March  26th.  Ground  was  broken  for  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer  on  Tuesday,  December  loth,  and  of 
St.  Stephen's  Mission  on  Wednesday,  April  24th  ;  the  corner 
stone  of  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Colorado  Springs,  was  laid  by  me 
on  Wednesday,  November  13th,  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
Denver,  on  Tuesday  in  Holy  Week,  April  9th,  and  of  St.  Ste- 
phen's Mission,  Denver,  on  Thursday,  May  i6th. 

I  have  licensed  25  lay  readers.

I  have  reorganized  St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Denver,  and  lay 
before  the  Council  the  papers  in  the  case,  asking  the  admission 
of  its  delegates. 

The  report  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  should  be  carefully  read. 
This  noble  charitable  institution  of  the  Diocese  has  been  fairly 
prosperous.  All  the  patients  who  are  able,  pay  the  regular  dues, 
but  the  rales  are  very  low,  even  considerably  less  than  cost,  and 
the  charity  cases  are  much  more  numerous  than  is  warranted  by 
the  provisions  made  for  them  in  endowments  and  offerings. 
Every  congregation  in  the  Diocese  should  make  the  collection 
required  by  Canon  on  Hospital  Sunday,  October  20th.  or  on 
Thanksgiving  Day,  November  28.  More  effort  should  also  be 
made  to  secure  annual  and  life  memberships,  and  subscriptions 
for  monthly  and  annual  free  beds  as  well  as  endowments. 

It  is  generally  held  that  outside  of  Parochial  and  Mission 
work,  the  special  function  of  our  Church  is  the  promotion  of 
Christian  education,  and  we  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  this 
great  object  through  our  schools  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  Our 
schools  have  been  maintained  as  one  of  our  best  missionary 
agencies.  But  there  are  unmistakable  providential  indications 
that  for  us  now  and  hereafter,  we  must  regard  as  paramount  the 
work  of  Christian  charity.  The  demands  in  this  direction  are 
apparently  greater  now  than  even  the  demands  for  Christian 
schools.  Early  in  the  progress  of  our  work  -we  were  called  upon 
to  found  the  Hospital.     We  were  then  thinking  of  a  Sanitarium 
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or  Home  for  Invalids.  But  the  Hospital  was  first  needed;  and 
SO  we  have  developed  that  institution  in  the  line  of  hospital 
work,  and  St.  Luke's  is  splendidly  equipped  for  the  care  of 
hospital  cases.  There  remained  the  need  of  a  Home  for 
Consumptives,  which  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Oakes  has  been  providen- 
tially moved  to  provide.  His  success  has  been  phenomenal  in 
securing  the  means  for  the  erection  of  two  of  three  buildings 
projected  for  this  Home.  The  interest  taken  in  it,  and  the 
contributions  for  it  in  Denver  are  greater  than  has  been  usually 
found  for  other  general  objects.  It  will  supply  a  long  felt  want, 
and  its  beneficence  will  be  felt  far  and  wide  throughout  the  state. 
The  report  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  contains  all  that  needs 
to  be  said  in  regard  to  the  Diocesan  Schools,  Wolfe  Hall  and 
Jarvis  Hall.  I  would  only  now  bespeak  for  them  greater 
interest  on  the  part  of  all  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese. 
This  interest  should  be  shown  by  securing  scholars  for  them, 
and  gifts  of  scholarship  or  other  aid,  by  defending  them  when 
attacked  and  supporting  them  with  all  pK)ssible  moral  influence. 
They  are  wholly  worthy  of  all  you  can  say  and  do  for  them. 
The  Theological  School  in  Matthews  Hall  has  done  better  work 
than  in  any  previous  year.  A  class  of  five  has  been  in  regular 
attendance  upon  the  lectures  and  recitations.  Pearson  on  the 
Creed  has  been  thoroughly  studied,  as  well  as  the  principal 
Articles  in  Browne.  Attention  has  also  been  given  to  general 
Church  History.  The  special  advantage  of  our  system  is  in  the 
constant  intercourse  of  the  students  with  the  Bishop,  and  his 
personal  influence  with  them.  His  frequent  talks  and  lectures 
on  Theological  subjects  as  well  as  on  matters  pertaining  to  the 
preparation  of  sermons,  on. the  best  mode  of  working  Parishes, 
solving  difficulties,  promoting  desirable  objects,  stimulating  and 
guiding  the  zeal  and  interest  of  the  people,  can  not  be  without 
good  results.  In  many  respects  the  training  for  the  ministry 
must  be  more  effective  than  that  gained  at  some  of  our  semi- 
naries. The  men  thus  instructed  and  gwided  and  helped  in 
their  pvassage  to  the  ministry,  will  by  God's  blessing  be  almost 
certain  of  good  success.  Several  of  our  wisest  Bishops,  like 
those  of  "Kansas,  Maryland,  California,  will  not  permit  their 
candidates  to  receive  the  necessary  preparation  for  ordination 
except  under  their  own  eyes  and  personal  supervision  and 
training.  We  have  no  funds  now  except  such  as  the  Bishop  may 
obtain   from    personal   friends   to  aid  our  candidates  in  semi- 
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naries,  so  that  they  must  pay  their  own  way  by  their  work;  hence 
necessity  compels  most  of  them  to  study  at  or  in  connection 
with  Matthews  Hall. 

The  number  of  Clergy  who  have  not  changed  their  cures  has 
been  larger  than  usual ;  Dean  Hart,  Rev.  Messrs.  Byrne,  Mar- 
shall, Houghton,  Oakes,  Spalding,  Smith  of  Emmanuel, 
Lightner,  Evans,  Kramer,  Bakes,  Lytton,  Penley,  Colwell, 
Washburn,  Harper,  Newton,  Radcliffe,  Grimes,  Cone,  Ohl, 
Davidson. 

The  work  in  all  these  cures  has  gone  on  well.  1  need  only 
speak  of  the  changes  and  special  improvements.  The  Cathedral 
secured  as  assist£^nt,  Rev.  Chas.  W.  Douglas,  September  ist, 
who  has  done  much  in  connection  with  the  Sunday  School  and 
the  church  music.  St.  Paul's,  Highlands,  was  supplied  by  lay 
reading  after  Mr.  Bradshaw's  resignation,  until  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cross  was  secured  in  November.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted 
that  his  health  has  compelled  his  resignation.  The  services  are 
regularly  kept  up  by  lay  reading.  St.  Peter's  has  to  a  certain 
extent  succumbed  to  the  stringency  of  the  times,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Henry  feeling  forced  to  abandon  the  work  in  March.  The 
Vestry  has  resigned,  and  the  Parish  has  to  be  for  the  present 
remanded  to  the  condition  of  a  Mission.  The  Bishop  has  placed 
it  under  the  charge  of  the  Rector  of  St.  Mark's,  who  keeps  up  a 
morning  eleven  o'clock  service  and  a  Sunday  School  at  three. 
There  can  be  no  doubt,  I  think,  that  it  will  recover  its  early 
prestige  and  its  intended  usefulness  in  that  large  area  of  the  city 
and  among  that  numerous  population  for  which  it  was  wisely 
established.  The  Mission  of  the  Redeemer  (colored)  has  per- 
severed in  its  work  under  difficulties  and  discouragements. 
These,  it  is  hoped,  will  disappear  in  the  new  Church  which  is 
rapidly  approaching  completion.  The  Cathedral  Mission  in  the 
old  Emmanuel  Church  building  and  Guild  Hall  is  encouraging 
beyond  all  expectation.  The  plan  of  secularizing  and  selling 
this  property  on  which  $5,000  was  borrowed  to  build  the  new 
Emmanuel  Church,  will  have  to  be  abandoned.  In  soipe  way 
the  Cathedral  Mission  or  the  Cathedral  itself,  should  raise  this 
$5,000  and  lift  the  mortgage  and  prevent  the  forecloswe  or  sale 
otherwise  inevitable.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  raise  the  money 
as  soon  as  the  times  are  favorable.  The  Rector  of  St.  Mark's 
early  in  this  year,  (July)  revived  the  old  St.  Stephen's  Mission, 
long  known  as  the  Mission  in  Schinner's  addition.     It  was  start- 
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ed  again  as  a  Sunday  School,  with  regular  Church  services  most- 
ly conducted  by  laymen  of  St.  Mark's,  under  the  inspiration 
and  guidance  of  the  Rector.  The  Rev.  D.  H.  McA.  Jones,  who 
had  supplied  Buena  Vista  during  the  summer,  came  to  Denver 
Oct.  1st,  and  was  appointed  assistant  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Houghton 
to  work  in  this  Mission.  The  work  has  prospered  and  we  are 
now  building  a  Chapel  to  cost  $2,500  on  lots  given  by  the 
Bishop.  Mr.  Jones  as  deacon  is  transferred  to  the  care  of  Dean 
Hart  who  may  look  after  and  help  on  the  work,  to  enable  Mr. 
Houghton  to  give  morie  time  and  thought  to  St.  Peter's,  which  is 
on  his  side  of  the  city.  Trinity  Memorial  has  had  much  to  con- 
tend against,  especially  in  the  removal  of  many  of  its  families 
to  other  parts  of  Denver.  It  ought  to  move  and  build  on  the 
lots  on  Ogden  and  24th  streets,  its  Parish  Church  to  carry  on  a 
Mission  in  its  present  Church  building.  The  opportunity  for 
this  will  soon  be  lost  if  not  improved.  Christ  Church  has  made 
improvements,  enlarging  the  Qhoir  and  Vestry  room  at  a  cost  of 
three  or  four  hundred  dollars.  Justnow  there  is  an  abeyance  of 
the  functions  of  the  Vestry.  The  Rev.  T.  L.  Smith  ceased  in 
October  to  give  monthly  services  to  St.  PauTs,  Central  City,  and 
was  appointed  for  one  year  Chaplain  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 
Father  Byrne,  at  88  years  is  in  his  usual  health,  and  does  regular 
duty  as  Canon  at  the  Cathedral  and  some  Missionary  work  be- 
sides. The  Rev.  V.  O.  Penley  has  ministered  during  the  whole 
year  at  Georgetown,  Idaho  Springs  and  Golden,  giving  occasion- 
al services  to  Central  City.  The  work  at  Greeley  is  well  organ- 
ized and  flourishing.  There  have  been  no  other  changes  than 
those  named,  in  the  Deanery  of  Denver  or  Northern  Colorado. 

I  have  visited  and  held  services  as  usual  annually  in  the  South 
Park,  of  which  the  principal  places  are  Como.  Garo,  Fairplayand 
Alma.  Like  visits  and  services  should  be  given  to  Fort  Morgan, 
Sterling,  Akron,  Hill  Top,  etc.  We  cannot  do  anything  like 
justice  to  these  and  like  destitute  places  till  we  are  able  to  have 
an  Archdeacon  or  general  Missionary. 

There  is  the  same  need  of  such  general  missionary  in  the 
Deanery  of  Pueblo.  At  Colorado  Springs  it  has  been  abundant- 
ly proved  that  it  was  wise  and  necessary  to  establish  another 
Parish.  Grace  Church  has  built  a  new  chancel,  greatly  improving 
the  Church  at  a  cost  of  some  $1,500,  all  paid.  St.  Stephen's  is 
building  a  Parish  house  of  stone,  with  an  audience  room  for 
services  seating  nearly  300,  upon  a  lot  worth  $10,000,  given  by 
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Mr.  Hagermann,  at  an  expense  of  about  $17,000,  on  which  there 
will  be  temporarily  a  debt  of  $8,000,  not  a  large  debt  upon  a 
property  of  $27,000.  The  development  of  wealth  in  this  pros- 
perous place  will  make  the  payment  of  the  debt  on  our 
Churches  here  comparatively  easy  of  accomplishment,  It  is  to 
be  regretted  that  circumstances  have  induced  the  resignation  of 
the  Rector  of  Manitou  Springs.  It  is  10  be  hoped  he  will  re- 
main in  the  Diocese.  After  various  efforts  to  carry  on  work  at 
Colorado  City  without  a  resident  Missionary  by  afternoon  services 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harper,  and  later  by  Clergy  visiting  one  Sunday 
a  month,  at  last  the  Rev.  David  H.  Clarkson,  Deacon,  was 
secured  from  the  General  Theological  Seminary  on  March  1st. 
Already  the  work  shows  signs  of  great  improvement. 

The  Rev.  John  C.  Winter  has  been  supplying  St.  Peter's  with 
some  encouraging  results.  The  Rector  of  Holy  Trinity  has  the 
help  of  the  Rev,  E.  A.  Oliver  at  Bessemer,  and  in  his  other 
work.  Rev.  Mr.  Newton's  vacation  of  a  month  spent  at  Silver 
Cliff,  followed  by  a  like  vacation  spent  in  the  same  place  by  the 
Rector  of  the  Ascension,  in  July  and  August,  occasioned  a 
wonderful  revival  of  interest  in  that  Parish,  or  rather  Mission, 
vacant  several  years  because  of  the  removal  of  most  of  the 
people.  A  class  of  13  was  confirmed  at  my  summer  visitation.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Newton  was  engaged  for  one  Sunday  a  month  at  $30 
a  visit.  A  tower  was  built  to  the  church  in  front,  forming  a 
vestibule,  and  the  old  bell,  that  had  made  a  visit  to  Canon  City 
and  returned,  was  duly  hung  in  its  place.  The  congregations 
have  been  good.  Arrangements  are  making  to  secure  a  Clergy- 
man who  may,  in  connection  with  Silver  Cliff,  work  up  a 
Mission  at  Florence,  where  work  ought  now  to  be  prosecuted. 
We  have  visited  Florence  and  find  a  few  communicants.  The 
establishing  of  a  mission  seems  to  be  warranted.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Davidson  of  Canon  City,  was  appointed  to  hold  Sunday  after- 
noon services.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Radcliffe  who  aided  Mr.  Newton 
so  efficiently  at  Silver  Cliff,  has  been  giving  one  Sunday  a 
month  to  Las  Animas,  and  one  result  of  his  efforts  has  been  that 
the  people  have  raised  the  money  by  subscription,  about  $400, 
and  paid  off  all  the  remaining  debt  on  their  Church.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  De  Wolf  resigned  La  Junta  in  September.  The  place  has 
had  only  visits  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Pueblo  Clergy.  In  March, 
returning  from  the  funeral  of  Bishop  Thomas  at  Topeka,  I 
spent  a  few  hours  visiting  the  people.     I  found  a  very  strong 
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desire  for  a  Clergyman  and  regular  services  had  arisen.  In 
response  to  the  wishes  of  the  people,  I  was  able  to  send  them 
the  Rev.  F.  W.  Henry  for  the  latter  part  of  Lent  and  Easter. 
And  at  a  visit  in  Easter  week  I  confirmed  eight  candidates,  some 
of  them  the  leading  people  of  the  place.  The  Mission  was  re- 
organized, and  Mr.  Henry  called  enthusiastically,  entering  upon 
his  labors  on  May  19th. 

The  Rev.  A.  Kinney  Hall,  atter  one  year,  resigned  Trinidad 
Oct.  ist.  On  Dec.  ist  the  Rev.  O.  A.  Sands  took  temporary 
charge,  his  health  not  permitting  him  to  continue  in  this 
responsible  work.  The  Mission  was  organized  into  a  Parish  on 
May  nth,  and  is  now  seeking  a  Rector.  Mr.  Sands  is  to  be 
assigned  to  work  less  arduous,  probably  at  Buena  Vista. 

St.  George's,  Leadville,  was  supplied  during  the  summer 
months  till  October,  by  the  Rev.  P.  H.  Hickman,  who  did  good 
work,  reconciling  differences,  paying  floating  debts,  gathering  in 
the  congregation  and  preparing  the  way  for  a  Rector.  The  Rev. 
D.  L.  Fleming  was  called  at  once,  and  entered  upon  his  work 
Nov.  ist.  Both  Leadville  and  the  Parish  are  now  in  a  more 
prosperous  condition  than  for  many  years  past.  No  better  work 
has  been  done  any  where  than  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Grimes  at 
Cripple  Creek.  The  Mission  has  grown  to  be  one  of  our  best, 
and  is  believed  to  be  nearly  ripe  for  Parochial  organization. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Cone  has  worked  on  steadily  at  Alamosa  and 
his  Missions  in  the  vicinity,  at  Monte  Vista,  Del  Norte,  La  Jara^ 
etc.  At  Del  Norte  the  Rectory  has  been  changed  back  into  a 
Chapel  as  it  was  when  built  by  the  Rev.  D.  Convers  in  1876. 

At  Villa  Grove  there  is  some  increase  of  interest  developed  in 
connection  with  visits  of  Canon  Missioner  Ohl.  Rev.  E.  De 
Wolf  has  made  a  visit  to  Villa  Grove  and  Cotton  Creek,  and  has 
been  ready  at  all  times  to  render  such  help  as  he  could  to  the 
Clergy. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  falling  off  in  receipts  for 
Diocesan  Missions.  It  is  hoped  the  pledges  of  the  congregations 
can  be  made  larger  this  year,  and  all  pledges  made  will  be  re- 
deemed. We  can  scarcely  expect  the  appropriation  from  the 
General  Board  of  $1,500  to  be  increased  in  these  limes.  It  is 
very  inadequate.  But  we  must  do  the  more  for  ourselves.  We 
are  a  Diocese  and  must  assume  and  carry  all  the  responsibil- 
ities of  a  Diocese.  The  first  of  these  is  the  support  of  the 
Bishop,  vtfhich  if  it  comes  at  all,  must  be  chiefly  from  collections 
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from  the  Parishes,  till  unimproved  lots  can  be  sold  and  made 
,  income  producing.  The  next  object,  which  is  of  equal  import- 
ance, is  the  raising  of  a  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  that  shall 
adequately  supplement  the  salaries  given  by  the  Missions  to 
their  Clergy.  Let  pledges  be  taken  of  individuals  in  every  con- 
gregation as  is  annually  done  at  the  Cathedral.  Let  great  pains 
be  used  to  get  pledges  from  all.  It  can  be  done  to  a  large  ex- 
tent by  distributing  blank  forms  in  the  congregation  and  taking 
them  up  in  the  offertory,  first  preaching  upon  and  getting  the 
people  interested  in  the  object.  Such  efforts  can  be  fully 
carried  out  by  enlisting  the  cooperation,  and  systematizing  and 
superintending  the  work  of  district  visitors  or  persons  specially 
appointed.  We  shall  not  begin  to  do  our  duty  adequately  till  we 
secure  pledges  in  like  manner  for  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  other  leading  objects,  as  well  as  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  pledges  for  Diocesan  Missions  should  be  payable  quarterly, 
when  the  collection  is  made,  which  the  Canon  (XV.  Sec.  2)  re- 
quires to  be  made  on  some  Sunday  in  May,  August,  December 
and  February.  I  would  urge  that  the  object  and  needs  of  this 
cause  should  be  fully  explained  and  an  appeal  made  from  the 
pulpit  the  Sunday  before,  and  at  the  time  of  the  offering.  Our 
people  need  and  desire  full  information  about  our  Missions  and 
their  results.  The  only  way  to  remove  objections  is  to  make  the 
givers  intelligent.  They  will  of  course  object  if  they  are  not 
enabled  to  understand  the  nature  and  importance  of  the  object. 
Clergy  are  often  timid  and  shrink  from  their  duty  in  this  regard. 

Some  of  them  seem  to  think,  that  if  their  people  give  for 
Missions,  they  will  get  less  salary  or  have  more  difficulty  in  rais- 
ing money  for  Parochial  objects.  All  experience  shows  such 
timid  views  to  be  erroneous.  They  tend  to  kill  out  the  life  of  the 
congregation.  They  lead  to  torpor  and  death.  They  paralyze 
all  work.  They  dry  up  all  springs  of  charity  and  benevolence. 
Teach  your  people  to  give  generously,  if  you  would  have  living 
congregations  and  succeed  in  your  Parochial  and  other  objects. 
Parochial  selfishness  is  the  greatest  evil  and  the  curse  of  the 
Church  of  to-day. 

What  is  said  of  giving  for  Diocesan  Missions  applies  equally 
to  giving  for  general  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions.  I  cannot 
understand  the  attitude  of  a  Rector  towards  the  work  of  his 
office  who  does  not  in  Advent  offer  to  his  people  the  opportunity 
to  give  for  Domestic,  and  in  the  Epiphany  season  for  Foreign 
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Missions.  Surely  he  can  explain  the  object  and  cause  the  offer- 
ings to  be  taken.  He  is  responsible  for  doing  this,  not  for  the 
amount  realized.  There  must  be  some  strange  defect  of  late 
years  in  some  portions  of  the  Church,  in  the  inculcations  of 
clerical  duty.  It  is  really  a  part  of  clerical  education.  It  is  sad 
and  deplorable  indeed  thai  this  part  of  education  for  the  minis 
try  should  be  neglected.  For  ray  part,  in  common  with  the 
Clergy  of  my  lime,  the  possibility  of  omitting  the  Advent  and 
Epiphany  collections  for  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions,  never 
entered  into  our  minds.  It  was  a  thing  not  to  be  thought  of.  The 
offerings  were  to  be  made.  The  people  were  lo  be  duly  in- 
formed and  to  have  the  opportunity,  to  what  extent  soever  they 
embraced  or  failed  to  embrace  it.  The  alms  basins  were  to  be 
passed  and  the  offerings  received  and  promptly  sent  on  to  the 
proper  Treasurer.  Whether  the  oSerings  were  likely  to  be  one, 
two  or  three  dollars,  or  one,  two  or  three  hundred  dollars,  ii  was 
the  same.  And  I  am  perfectly  sure  that  myself  and  those 
trained  with  me  for  the  ministry,  never  omitted  to  make  these 
collections,  with  those  prescribed  for  Diocesan  and  other  ob- 
jects, in  all  our  ministry — our  congregations  small  or  large,  well 
to  do  or  poor.  We  have  a  card  indicating  what  collections  are 
required  by  the  Church.  Diocesan  or  general.  It  is  printed  on 
the  last  page  of  the  cover  of  our  Council  Journals.  How  few 
consult  it  or  pay  any  regard  to  this  duty.  Why  if  other  and 
local  objects  seem  to  crowd  these  out,  then  have  one  collection 
before  the  sermon  and  one  after.  Lei  the  duty  be  performed. 
Defraud  not  the  people  of  the  right  to  have  at  least  the  oppor- 
tunity to  give  (or  the  great  objects  for  which  the  Church  calls 
for  their  alms  and  prayers  and  sympathy  and  interest. 

There  is,  as  you  are  aware,  a  deficit  of  8100,000  to  be  made  up 
in  order  to  meet  the  appropriations  for  the  year  ending  Septem- 
ber isi.  If  the  efforts  lo  make  up  what  is  needed  be  not  suc- 
cessful, ihe  apprnpriaiions  must  be  cut  down.  This  to  us  would 
be  almost  fatal  lo  the  work.  From  the  Genera!  Board  we  do 
not  now  get  an  average  of  {loo  each  for  our  Missionaries.  I  de- 
sire to  ask  you  of  the  Clergy  to  make  a  collection  on  the  third 
Sunday  in  June  or  the  first  in  July,  for  general  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missions,  to  be  sent  immediately  to  ilu-  IVeasurcr  ni  (he 
Church  Missions  House,  New  York.  In  all  ihc  Dioceses  .tuch 
supplemental  collections  are  being  made,  ami  we  musi  not  be 
behind  hand  in  showing  our  interest  and  hL'!|jJng  the  general 
work. 
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The  question  is  liable  to  arise  as  to  whether  female  communi- 
cants are  eligible  to  membership  of  the  Council  or  of  Vestries, 
as  having  been  given  in  our  Canons  the  right  of  suffrage.  If  it 
is  desired  to  make  it  clear  that  they  are  not  eligible  in  either 
case,  some  amendment  of  the  Canons,  or  expression  of  opinion 
interpreting  them,  may  bethought  desirable.  It  may  admit  of 
doubt  whether  if  elected  as  deputies  of  the  General  Convention, 
they  could  be  received  as  such,  though  it  were  held  that  the 
word  "layman"  is  generic,  not  referring  to  sex.  But  I  am  now 
looking  upon  the  question  only  in  the  light  of  expediency. 
Ought  our  laymen  to  be  excused  from  any  of  their  responsibili- 
ties in  Church  work  hitherto  devolving  upon  them  ?  Our  wc^- 
men  are  doing  much  the  larger  share  of  the  work  in  the  Church. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  they  may  be  qualified  to  fill  any  such 
office  creditably.  Bui  shall  the  work  of  Vestries  and  Councils 
be  laid  upon  the  women,  and  the  men  discharged  ?  Too  many 
of  the  men  would  gladly  be  relieved.  Is  it  wise  and  best  to  re- 
lieve them  ?  Is  it  not  rather  to  the  best  interests  of  the  women 
as  well  as  of  the  Church  itself,  to  keep  the  men  to  the  work  and 
the  responsibilities  of  the  offices  heretofore  filled  by  them  as  all 
past  usage,  which  may  be  considered  as  the  common  law  in  the 
Church,  seems  to  require?  Innovations  are  sometimes  good, 
but  not  all  are  to  be  commended. 

You  are  probably  aware  that  a  committee  was  appointed  4t 
the  last  General  Convention,  to  report  to  the  Convention  of  1895, 
a  complete  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  contained 
in  the  Digest.  Doubtless  in  some  of  the  Diocesan  Conventions 
provisions  made  in  such  report  will  be  discussed  and  action  tak- 
en approving  or  condemning.  All  changes  in  the  General  Con- 
stitution have  to  be  adopted  in  one  General  Convention,  and 
made  known  to  the  Convention  of  each  Diocese,  and  then  finally 
ratified.  Thus  it  will  be  three  years  from  the  Convention  of 
October  next,  before  the  proposed  new  Constitution  or  any  of 
its  provisions,  can  be  adopted.  But  already  the  reported  changes 
are  before  the  Church.  It  is  important  that  they  have  thorough 
discussion.  It  is  proper  that  you  should  exercise  your  privilege 
of  considering  them.  The  deputies  you  may  elect  should  be 
able  to  act  intelligently  and  wisely  upon  them. 

I  gave  my  views  in  regard  to  a  Provincial  System  for  the 
Church  in  my  Council  Address  of  1892,  which  I  beg  you  to 
re-read  and  consider. 
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There  is  but  one  proposed  change  in  the  Constitution  to 
whkh  at  this  time  I  desire  to  call  your  attention.  Article  V.  of 
the  Constitution  declares  that  **a  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  any  of  the  U.  S..  or  any  territory  thereof,  not  now  represented, 
may  at  any  time  hereafter  be  admitted  on  acceding  to  this  Con- 
stitution." This  gives  the  right  to  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to 
organize  itself  into  a  Diocese  and  adopt  its  own  Constitution 
and  Canons,  and  apply  for  admission  into  union.  There  are  no 
conditions  as  to  numbers  of  Clergy  or  of  Parishes.  In  early 
days,  no  act  of  the  General  Convention  was  deemed  necessary 
to  their  admission.  The  Dioceses  of  Rhode  Island,  Vermont 
and  New  Hampshire,  like  ail  the  earlier  Dioceses,  sent  their 
deputies,  who  took  their  seats  as  members  of  the  House  of  Dep- 
uties, the  Dioceses  having  acceded  to  the  Constitution.  North 
Carolina  applied  for  admission,  and  was  accordingly  admitted, 
in  1817,  all  the  Dioceses  subsequently  coming  to  be  represented, 
as  Maine  in  1820;  Georgia  in  1823;  Ohio  organized  in  1818 
and  appearing  with  deputies  in  1826;  Mississippi  in  1826  :  Ten- 
nessee in  1829  ;  Alabama  and  Michigan  in  1832  ;  and  all  follow- 
ing were  admitted  with  their  deputies  by  formal  vote  of  the  two 
Houses,  but  with  no  other  condition  than  that  of  being  organ- 
ized as  Dioceses  and  acceding  to  the  Constitution. 

It  is  now  proposed  that  consent  shall  not  be  given  for 
a  Diocese  to  be  formed  and  erected  — "out  of  a  Missionary 
Jurisdiction*' — "unless  the  proposed  Diocese  contains  at  the  time 
the  consent  is  given  at  least  ten  duly  organized  and  self  support- 
ing congregations  and  ten  Presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least 
one  year  canonically  resident  and  for  the  same  period  working  a 
cure  within  the  bounds  of  such  proposed  Diocese  and  qualified 
to  vote  for  a  Bishop." 

At  present  the  Diocese  formed  from  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
though  it  may  organize  and  adopt  its  Canons  without  any  pre- 
scribed number  of  Clergy  or  Congregations,  must,  before  it  can 
elect  its  own  Bishop,  wait  until  it  have  "at  the  time,  and  during 
the  year  previous,  six  officiating  Presbyters,  and  six  or  more 
Parishes  represented  in  the  convention  electing."  This  consti- 
tutional provision  is  comparatively  recent  and  is  much  more 
restrictive  than  that  under  which  most  of  our  Dioceses  were 
admitted  and  chose  their  Bishops.  There  is  no  Diocese  of  this 
Church  that  was  ever  organized  out  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
or  from  territory  outside  of  existing  Dioceses  that  could  have 
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met  the  proposed  conditions.  There  are  few  that  could  have  met 
the  conditions  of  the  present  provision  as  to  the  election  of  a 
Bishop.  01]io  organized  as  a  Diocese  and  elected  its  Bishop 
with  four  Clergymen  and  laymen  representing  ten  "Parishes"  or 
feeble  Mission  Stations,  and  Illinois  with  three  Clergy  and  three 
Parishes  ;  Indiana  organized  with  six  Clergy  and  four  Parishes ; 
Missouri  with  eight  Clergy  and  four  Parishes;  Kansas  with  eight 
Clergy  and  eight  Parishes  or  Missions;  Maine,  Georgia,  Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee,  Alabama,  Michigan,  Florida,  Louisiana, 
Arkansas,  and  many  others  organized  and  elected  their  Bishops 
with  less  Clergy  and  Parishes  than  the  present  provision 
requires,  if  "Parishes"  are  to  be  understood  to  be  self  support- 
ing congregations.  The  reasons  for  making  the  conditions  so 
difficult  on  which  Missionary  Jurisdictions  shall  become 
Dioceses  and  be  admitted  into  union,  ought  to  be  produced;  for 
it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  them.  Had  the  requirements  always 
been  as  now  proposed,  most  of  the  Dioceses  organized  in  states 
or  territories,  must  for  years  have  been  kept  out  of  the  General 
Convention  and  denied  their  equal  rights  and  privileges  of 
legislation  for  the  Church  at  large.  Should  this  new  proposed 
constitutional  provision  be  adopted,  it  will  be  many  years  before 
any  more  Missionary  Jurisdictions  can  be  admitted  as  Dioceses. 
It  will  be  in  vain  that  men  like  Mr.  Harold  Brown  makes  pro- 
vision for  their  endowment,  and  the  Board  of  Missions  appro- 
priates money  to  the  end  of  facilitating  their  admission,  and 
that  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  resolve  to  raise  $50,000  to  endow  one 
such  Jurisdiction.  If  they  must  wait  till  there  are  not  only  ten 
Clergy  in  residence  for  a  year  previous,  and  ten  self  supporting 
congregations,  they  must  continue  in  the  anomalous  condition 
of  Missionary  Jurisdictions,  and  be  excluded  from  their  rightful 
place  and  functions  in  the  National  Synod  of  the  Church.  Thus 
will  be  given  a  certain  degree  of  permanency  to  the  form  of  im- 
perfect organization  called  Missionary  Jurisdictions,  that  are  less 
than  Dioceses,  each  separate  from  the  other,  each  in  great 
measure  outside  of  the  Church  at  large  as  represented  in  the 
National  Council.  It  would  tend  to  make  permanent  what  was 
only  intended  to  be  and  ought  to  be  temporary  and  transitional* 
and  to  legitimate  and  perpetuate  what  ought  to  be  regarded  as 
relatively  an  evil.  For  the  Diocese  is  the  unit  of  church  life 
and  the  natural  and  proper  form  of  church  organization. 

It  is  in  line  with  this  proposed  restrictive  legislation,  obstruc- 
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ive  as  it  seems  to  me,  of  the  Church's  growth,  that  it  is  proposed 
to  require  as  a  matter  of  rigid  law  that  the  General  Synod  must 
have  "satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate." It  is  well  that  there  should  be  such  provision.  In  most 
cases  it  may  be  necessar>'.  But  why  should  everything  that  is 
desirable  be  made  into  law?  Why  can  it  not  be  presumed  that 
some  things  that  ought  to  be  done  will  be  done  freely?  Why 
make  every  good  thing  compulsory?  Why  not  leave  some 
things  to  a  wise  judgment  and  discretion?  Why  go  back  to  the 
spirit  of  Judaism?  Why  not  trust  something  to  the  freedom  of 
Gospel  privilege  ? 

This  tendency  to  draw  hard  and  fast  lines,  and  to  restrict  and 
tie  up  all  things  that  in  the  earlier  and  better  days  were  left  to 
such  action  as  might  at  the  time  and  under  the  circumstances 
appear  expedient,  seems  to  me  to  be  an  alarming  sign  of  the  times. 
Why  is  it  that  the  Church  cannot  be  trusted  hereafter  as  in  the 
past?  Why  should  nothing  be  left  to  free  action  when  emer- 
gencies arise?  Why  should  everything  be  "cut  and  dried"  and 
settled  beforehand?  I  deprecate  this  tendency  as  seen  in  many 
parts  of  this  proposed  revision.  It  is  cramping  and  obstructive. 
It  restrains  that  sense  of  freedom  and  that  enthusiasm  in  work 
which  is  characteristic  of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth  and  belongs 
to  the  very  spirit  of  the  Gospel.  Law  is  for  its  real  purpose 
necessary.  But  its  sphere  is  limited.  Its  province  should  not 
be  unduly  extended,  so  as  to  infringe  upon  the  large  provinces 
where  Faith  and  Love  rule,  and  where  it  is  not  in  the  sense 
intended  applicable. 

If  Missionary  Jurisdictions  are  not  to  be  encouraged  and  aided 
to  become  and  to  be  admitted  Dioceses,but  by  legislation  such  re- 
sult is  for  a  long  time  to  come,  to  be  prevented,  then  it  would  be 
well  to  have  as  few  of  them  as  possible.  In  such  case,  the  plan 
urged  by  our  great  Pioneers  and  founders  and  promoters  of 
missions,  may  well  be  given  up  for  that  other  recent  scheme  of  re- 
arrangement of  boundaries  and  grouping  of  Jurisdictions  so  as 
to  get  rid  of  as  many  of  them  as  possible  and  make  unnecessary 
the  election  of  more  Missionary  Bishops,  even  to  fill  important 
vacancies.  Yielding  to  the  stress  of  the  financial  situation,  such 
a  policy  will  no  doubt  be  urged.  But  the  Church  will  be  strong- 
er, her  life  healthier,  and  her  growth  more  vigorous  if  she  refuse 
to  yield  to  financial  depression  ;  if  she  have  faith  to  do  her  duty 
and   to  push   on  her  work   without  over  much  regard  to  the

times.  In  the  words  of  Bishop  Graves  of  China,  "Missions  are 
a  work  of  faith,  not  a  financial  machine,  and  it  is  time  we  recog- 
nized this  practically." 

I  am  sure  the  Jurisdiction  of  Western  Colorado  ought  to  have 
what  it  has  not  yet  had  since  its  setting  off  from  this  Diocese,  a 
Bishop  of  its  own.  None  who  know  how  from  the  beginning 
Dioceses  have  been  built  up,  will  for  a  moment  say  or  think  that 
he  will  not  have  enough  to  do  to  employ  all  his  time  and  ener- 
gies. The  encouragements  for  the  work  of  such  Bishop  are 
increasing.  Under  the  recently  formed  arrangement  of  the 
Provisional  Charge  of  the  Bishop  of  Utah  and  Nevada,  whom 
we  rejoice  to  have  with  us  in  this  Council,  much  will  be  done  in 
furthering  the  work.  Even  though  the  Jurisdiction  must  borrow 
the  services  of  a  neighboring  Bishop,  who  will  undertake  the 
work  because  of  his  active  interest  in  Missions,  she  will  lend  her 
earnest  co-operation,  and  go  on  to  such  success  and  prosperity 
as  to  more  than  justify  the  wisdom  and  expediency  of  the  divi- 
sion of  1892. 

And  now  finally  we  come  back  to  the  thought  of  our  own  great 
work  to  which  we  are  to  consecrate  our  lives.  We  have  much  to 
do.  The  Church  through  us,  must  bear  her  witness  abroad  in 
the  midst  of  the  various  religious  opinions  about  us,  to  the  faith 
once  delivered,  and  whereby  alone  there  is  salvation.  We  must 
stand  for  Christ  and  do  Christ's  work.  We  are  not  alone.  That 
life-giving,  energizing  Spirit  of  strength,  whose  coming  and  dis- 
pensation we  are  commemorating,  is  in  us,  if  we  are  true  to 
Christ.  He  will  call  to  our  remembrance  what  we  ought  to  say. 
He  will  guide  and  strengthen  us  in  what  we  ought  to  do.  M^y 
He  sanctify  us  in  heart  and  life.  May  He  enable  us  for  our 
work.  In  Christ's  great  name,  and  in  the  power  of  His  Spirit, 
may  we  go  forth  to  our  labor  until  the  evening,  and  fainting  not 
reap  in  due  season,  when  He  shall  bring  in  the  harvest.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Title  and  Bounds  of  the  Diocese. 

This  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Diocese  of 
Colorado,  and  it  shall  embrace  all  that  part  of  the  state  of 
Colorado  lying  east  of  the  Western  boundary  line  of  the 
following  named  counties,  to-wit :  Larimer,  Boulder,  Gilpin, 
Clear  Creek,  Park,  Lake,  Chaffee,  Saguache,  Mineral,  Rio 
Grande  and  Conejos. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Acceding  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  etc. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  accedes  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
Stales  of  America,  and  recognizes  the  authority  of  the  General 
Convention  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 

Section  i.  In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  the  Church, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  recognized  as  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Should  there  be  an  Assistant  Bishop,  he  shall,  in 
case  of  the  disability  of  the  Bishop,  assume  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  3.  Should  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  none  able  to  act,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  and 
shall  have  power  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  same,  under 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

Annual  Council. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  to  be  holden  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be

determined  by  the  preceding  Council,  or,  in  default  of  action  by 
such  Council,  by  the  Bishop.  The  Conciliar  year  shall  end  on 
Easter  Monday. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  change  such  appointment 
of  the  Council,  either  as  to  time  or  place,  or  as  to  both,  giving 
thirty  days*  notice  thereof. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Special  Council. 

Section  i.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special 
Council  when  he  shall  judge  it  conducive  to  the  good  of  the 
Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  two-thirds  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Clergyman  entitled  to  a  seat,  and  every  con- 
gregation entitled  to  representation  in  the  Council,  shall  be 
notified  by  a  circular  letter,  at  least  four  weeks  previous  to  the 
time  appointed.  This  letter  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which 
the  Council  is  called,  and  at  its  meeting  no  business  shall  be 
transacted  other  than  is  stated  in  the  notice. 

ARTICLE    VL 

Members  of  the  Council, 

The  Council  shall  be  composed  of: 

First.    The  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  if  there  be  one. 

Second.  All  Clergymen  who  shall  have  been  canonicaliy  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese  for  six  months  previous  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Council,  engaged  in  work  approved  by  the  Bishop,  or  shown 
to  be,  by  reason  of  age  or  disease,  incapacitated  for  clerical  work, 
and  not  under  discipline. 

Third.  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  from  each  Parish 
in  the  Diocese,  which  shall  not  have  forfeited  its  right  to  repre- 
sentation. They  shall  be  chosen  by  the  vestry  or  congregation, 
shall  be  communicants  and  stated  worshippers  in  the  Parish 
they  represent,  and  entitled  to  vote  for  wardens  and  vestrymen 
of  the  same. 

Fourth.  The  Warden  of  each  Organized  Mission,  and  one 
Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  its  communicants  from  their  own 
number. 
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Fifth,  The  Registrar,  the  Chancellor,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Council,  the  Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

President  of  the  Council. 

The  Bishop  is  ex-officio  President  of  the  Council,  and  shall 
have  every  right  of  membership  in  the  same.  Should  there  be 
an  Assistant  Bishop,  he  shall  have  every  right  of  membership  in 
the  Council,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  or  his  inability  to 
act,  shall  be  the  president.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  none  able 
to  act,  the  Council  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Senior 
Presbyter  present,  who  shall  preside  until  the  Council  is  organ- 
ized and  ready  for  business,  when  a  President  shall  be  elected 
from  among  the  Presbyters  of  the  Council. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

Secretary  of  the  Council. 

Section  i.  At  each  annual  Council  a  Secretary  shall  be 
chosen  from  among  the  members  thereof.  His  duty  shall  be  to 
take  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  and,  when  approved,  to  enter 
them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  the  journals  and  records;  to 
attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body;  and  faithfully  deliver  to  his 
successor  all  the  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  concerns  of 
the  Council,  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  He  shall  also  give 
due  notice  to  each  Minister  and  congregation  of  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  succeeding  Council. 

Sec.  2.  An  Assistant  Secretary  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Secretary,  subject  to  the.  approval  of  the  Council.  Whenever 
there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  the  duties 
thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be 
ofte;  if  not,  then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  Diocese. 

Section  i.  At  each  annual  Council  a  Treasurer  shall  be 
elected.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  all  moneys  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  disburse  them  under  its 
direction,  except  in  such  cases  as  may  be  otherwise  specially 
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provided  for.  He  shall  render  his  account  annually  lo  the 
Council,  of  all  moneys  and  other  property  entrusted  to  his  care, 
which  account  shall  be  duly  audited.  He  shall  be  exofficio  a 
member  of  the  Council,  but  shall  have  nn  vote. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  Treasurer,  or  of  his 
inability  to  act,  the  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  appoint  aTreasurer. 

ARTICLE    X. 
Business  of  the  Council, 

Section  i.  Every  Council  shall  be  opened  with  the  celebra- 
tion of  Divine  Service,  including  the  Holv  Communion.  The 
Preacher  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
unless  the  Bishop  or  the  Assistant  Bishop  shall  give  a  charge. 

Sec.  2.  One-third  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  Lay 
Delegates  from  one-tifth  of  the  congregations  entitled  to  reprc- 
seniaiion  in  the  Council,  at  any  time  duly  assembled,  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  provided,  thai 
a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

Sec,  3.  In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Council, 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body  and  shall  vote 
by  individuals;  but  a  vote  by  orders  shall  be  had  on  the  call  of 
any  five  members,  in  which  case  the  two  orders  shall  vote 
separately,  th^  delegates  from  each  congregation  being  entitled 
to  one  vote  and  no  more;  provided,  that  in  this  case  Missions 
shall  have  no  vote,  but  only  Parishes,  and  a  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision. 

ARTICLE    XL 
Standing  Committer. 

Section  r.  The  Council,  by  a  concurrent  vote  by  orders, 
shall  annually  elect  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three 
Presbyters  and  three  Laymen. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Presbyters  must  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese;  and  the  Lay  members  of  the  Committee 
must  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee,  at  its  first  meeting,  shall  choose  a 
President  from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary, 
cither  Clerical  or  Lay.  The  Secretary  shall  record  the  procced- 
inga  of  the  Committee  in  a  book  provided  tor  the  purpose,  which 
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book  and  all  papers  in  bis  hands  relative  to  the  Church  shall  be 
subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Council;  and 
a  full  report  of  the  acts  of  the  Committee  shall  be  made  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  Council.  Any  four  of  the  members,  all 
having  been  duly  summoned,  shall  be  a  quorum,  except  for  such 
purposes  as  by  the  rules  of  the  Committee  or  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  may  require  a  larger  number.  The  Com- 
mittee may  make  rules  of  meeting  and  business  and  alter  and 
amend  them  trom  time  to  time  in  its  discretion. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  Cathedral  Chapter, 

The  corporation  known  as  the  "The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of 
the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado,** 
heretofore  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Colorado, 
is  hereby  recognized  as  under  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  Diocesan  Council;  provided,  that  no  alteration  shall  be  made 
in  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  same  unless  authorized  by 
a  two-thirds  concurrent  vote  of  both  orders  of  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

Registrar. 

There  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council,  on  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  Bishop,  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  also 
be  historiographer  thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  the 
custody  of  all  journals,  pamphlets,  reports,  and  other  papers  and 
documents  belonging  to  the  Diocese;  to  put  the  same  in  order; 
to  complete  them  when  defective;  to  provide  for  their  safe 
keeping  and  facility  of  reference;  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  prescribed  by  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  Xiy. 

The  Chancellor. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Chancellor  elected  by  the 
Council,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  four  years.  He  shall  be  a  Lay  communicant  of  the 
Diocese,  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority,  the  Council,  and  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 
He  shall  have  a  seat  and  every  right  of  membership  in  the 
Council,  except  in  case  of  a  vote  by  orders. 
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Sec.  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Chancellor 
between  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Council  it  shall  be  filled  by 
the  Bishop. 

ARTICLE   tV. 

Treasurers  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  and  the  Board  of  Missions, 

Section  i.  At  each  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  elected  a 
Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  and  a  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  and  a  Treasurer  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy 
Fund,  who  shall  be  Lay  communicants  of  the  Diocese.  They 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Council,  but  shall  not  have  a 
vote. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  Treasurers  to  receive  all 
moneys  contributed  to  their  respective  funds,  to  invest  and  man- 
age their  funds  under  the  direction  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter; 
and  to  disburse  from  them  as  may  be  provided  by  Canon. 

Sec  3.  Should  either  of  these  offices  become  vacant  between 
annual  sessions  of  the  Council  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  C*athedral 
Chapter. 

•      ARTICLE   XVI. 

Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  i.  At  every  Annual  Council  four  Clerical  and  four 
Lay  Deputies  shall  be  elected  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  the 
General  Convention.  The  Clerical  Deputies  shall  be  Presbyters 
canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese,  and  the  Laymen  shall 
be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  the  same. 

Sec  2.  There  shall  also  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner  and 
with  the  same  qualifications  as  these  Deputies,  four  Clergymen 
and  four  Laymen  as  Provisional  Deputies,  who,  when  their  ser- 
vices are  required,  shall  be  called  upon  to  serve  according  to  the 
order  of  their  election,  or,  in  lack  of  such  order,  according  to  the 
number  of  votes  received.  The  person  or  persons  so  designated, 
and  furnished  with  a  certificate  thereof  by  the  Bishop,  shall  have 
all  the  power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected   by   the 

Council. 

ARTICLE   XVII. 

Election  of  a  Bishop. 

Section  i.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  or  of  an  Assistant 
Bishop  for  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  only  in  an  Annual  Coun- 
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cil  or  in  a  Special  Council  called  for  the  purpose  at  least  sixty 
days  before  the  time  appointed;  the  object  being  stated  by  notice 
in  writing  and  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee 
to  every  Clergyman  entitled  to  a  seat,  and  to  every  congregation 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  shall  be  made  in  the  following  manner: 
The  order  of  Clergy  shall  nominate  by  ballot  some  fit  and  quali- 
fied Clergyman  for  that  office,  and  if  this  nomination  be 
approved- by  the  Lay  order  voting  thereon  by  ballot,  he  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected. 

Sec.  3.  If  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote  be 
present,  and  two-thirds  ot  all  the  congregations  entitled  to  vote 
be  represented,  then  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  determine  a 
choice.  Should  there  not  be  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy  and  con- 
gregations present,  then  two-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each  order  shall 
be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XVIIL 

Manner  of  Electing, 

The  manner  of  electing  all  officers  and  delegates  provided  for 
by  this  Constitution  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  the  same  be  unani- 
mously dispensed  with  by  the  body  electing;  and  in  the  event  of 
a  failure  or  neglect  to  elect  by  such  body,  the  person  or  persons 
already  in  office  shall  hold  over  until  successors  are  regularly 
appointed. 

ARTICLE    XIX. 

Assessments. 

The  Council  shall  have  power  to  r^ise  money  by  tax  or 
assessment  on  the  Parishes  and  Organized  Missions  of  the 
Diocese,  by  Canon  or  by  special  vote,  for  the  necessary  and 
proper  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  such  as  :  the  incidental  expenses 
of  the  Council;  the  charges  of  the  General  Convention;  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate;  the  expenses  of  Ecclesiastical  trials  and 
discipline;  or  any  other  objects  which  from  time  to  time  the 
Council  may  approve  and  direct.  The  Council  shall  also  have 
power  to  impose  such  penalty  as  it  may  see  fit,  within  its  lawful 
authority,  for  neglect  to  pay  such  assessmentj?  when  imposed. 
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ARTICLE   XX. 

Alterations  of  this  Constitution. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows  : 
a  proposition  for  amendment  shalf  be  introduced,  in  writing, 
and  considered  in  the  Council,  and  if  approved  of  shall  lie  over 
to  the  next  Council;  when  if  again  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
two  orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the 
Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 
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CANON   I. 
Of  Clergymen  Entitled  to  Seats  in  the  Council, 

Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare  a  list  of  all  the  Clergymen 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  as  provided  by  Article  VI.  of 
the  Constitution;  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective 
Parishes,  Missions,  Offices,  and  residences,  and  the  dates  of  their 
becoming  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese.  This  list  shall  be 
taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of  the  right  of  those  whose  names 
shall  appear  thereon,  to  a  seat.  This  list  may  at  any  time  be  re- 
vised and  corrected  by  the  Council. 

CANON  II. 

Of  Members  of  the  Council 

Section  i.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the 
Council  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  determined  according  to 
Article  VI.  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Lay  Delegate  to  a  seat  in  the 
Council  shall  be  determined  by  the  certificate  of  the  Minister  of 
the  congregation  he  represents,  or,  in  case  there  be  no  Minister, 
the  certificate  of  the  Warden  or  Clerk  of  the  congregation,  and 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI.  of  the  Constitution. 

CANON   III. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council,  to  have  the  journal  of  the  proceedings 
printed. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  send  (i)  to  every  Clergyman  resident  in  the 
Diocese  at  least  two  copies  of  the  Journal,  as  soon  as  printed, 
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and  the  same  number  to  every  Clergyman  who  shall  come  to  re- 
side in  the  Diocese  a^  any  time  during  the  following  conciliar 
year;  (2)  one  to  each  Lay  member  of  the  Council;  (3)  five  to  each 
Vestry,  and  two  to  the  Warden  of  each  Organized  Mission  in  the 
Diocese;  (4)  one  each  to  all  the  Bishops,  Diocesan  Secretaries, 
Registrars,  and  Librarians  of  Church  Seminaries  and  Colleges  in 
the  American  Church. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  certificates 
of  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  Annual  Council,  furnish  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  a  cer- 
tified statement  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the  Council. 

VSec.  5.     He  shall  perform  any  other  duties  pertaining  to  his 
office,  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  may  direct. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Business  of  the  Council. 

Section  i.  At  the  opening  of  the  Council,  should  the  Bishop 
be  absent,  the  Council  shall  be  organized  as  provided  by  Article 
VIL  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  roll  of  Clergy  and 
the  names  of  Laymen  entitled  to  seats,  as  evidenced  by  proper 
certificates.  A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  declare  the  Council  open  and  ready  for  business, 
when  a  Secretary  shall  be  elected,  and,  in  case  of  need,  a  Presi- 
dent. The  business  shall  then  proceed  according  to  the  Order 
in  force  in  the  preceding  Council,  until  changed  or  amended. 

CANON   V. 

Of  Organized  Missions. 

Section  i.  Missions  may  be  organized  or  dissolved  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  2.  On  the  organization  of  a  Mission  and  the  notification 
thereof  by  the  Bishop  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  such  Mis- 
sion shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  Council  according  to 
the  provisions  of  Article  VL  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  The  government  of  an  Organized  Mission  is  in  the 
Bishop,  who  may  appoint  as  his  representative,  a  Missionary  in 
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charge,  who  shall  conform  to  the  Bishop's  instructions  and  be  re- 
sponsible to  him. 

Sec.  4.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Mission  Committee,  to 
consist  of  a  Warden,  a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer,  and  may  add 
Committee-men,  not  to  exceed  three,  in  his  discretion.  The 
offices  of  Warden  and  Treasurer,  or  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  may 
be  held  by  the  same  person.  The  Bishop  or  the  Missionary  in 
charge  shall  be  President  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  duty  of  a  Mission  Committee  shall  be  to  attend, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  or  Missionary  in  charge,  to  the 
ordinary  business  affairs  of  the  Mission,  and  also  to  such  special 
matters  as  may  be  committed  to  it;  but  in  no  case  shall  it  under- 
take anything  beyond  the  ordinary  business  matters  without  spe- 
cial instructions. 

Sec.  6.  Every  Organized  Mission  shall  report  to  the  Ecclesi- 
astical authority  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Council,  through  the 
Warden  and  Clerk,  should  there  be  no  Missionary  in  charge. 

Sec.  7.  The  title  to  real  estate  or  other  property  acquired  by 
the  Mission,  for  Church  purposes,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Cathe- 
dral Chapter,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  uses  of  the  Church. 

CANON   VI. 

Of  Parishes. 

Section  i.  No  Parish  shall  be  organized  except  from  an 
Organized  Mission. 

Sec.  2.  An  Organized  Mission  may  be  erected  into  a  Parish 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese, 
and  under  such  conditions  as  it  may  prescribe;  provided,  that  no 
such  Mission  shall  become  a  Parish  until  it  is  able  to  wholly 
support  a  Rector. 

Sec.  3.  Every  Parish  organized  as  above  shall  present  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council  a  certificate  of  organization,  signed  by 
the  Bishop  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
together  with  a  resolution,  adopted  by  the  said  Parish,  acceding 
to  the  Constitution,  and  promising  obedience  to  the  Canons,  and 
conformity  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the 
Church;  and  shall  then  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
Council,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI.  of  the 
Constitution. 
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Sec.  4.  Every  Parish  shall  be  governed  by  a  Rector,  two 
Wardens,  and  not  fewer  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  Vestry- 
men; and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorate,  the  Bishop  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  rights  of  Rector. 

Sec  5.  The  Wardens  and  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen  shall 
be  regular  communicants  of  the  Parish,  and  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Parish  from  their  own 
number. 

Sec  6.  Qualified  voters  shall  be:  (i)  all  communicants  on 
the  records  of  the  Parish;  (2)  all  baptized  persons  who  are  18 
years  of  age,  and  who  have  been  contributors  to  the  funds  of  the 
Parish  for  six  months  before  the  election,  in  some  way  recog- 
nized by  the  Rector  and  the  Vestry. 

Sec  7.  The  Rector  shall  be  the  head  of  the  Parish;  shall 
have  control  of  all  the  spiritualities,  including  the  appointment 
and  direction  of  services,  the  use  of  the  church  building  or 
buildings,  and  the  management  of  the  Sunday  school;  and  shall 
preside  at  all  Parish  and  Vestry  meetings,  in  which  he  shall  have 
all  the  rights  of  membership;  provided,  however,  that  in  the 
absence  of  the  Rector  a  War<jkii  shall  preside  at  such  meetings. 

Sec  8.  The  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  have  charge  of 
the  temporalities,  and  shall  attend  to  all  the  business  matters  of 
the  Parish,  including  the  providing  and  keeping  in  good  order 
of  a  house  of  worship  and  all  the  necessary  furniture  and  ap- 
pointments of  the  same,  the  furnishing  of  all  things  requisite  to 
the  proper  carrying  on  of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  its  district, 
and  the  payment  of  all  Parish  obligations  and  dues. 

Sec  9.  Every  Parish  shall  have  control  of  its  own  local 
nffairs;  provided,  that  no  parish  shall  incur  an  indebtedness  by 
mortgage,  or  one  which  alienates  or  encumbers  Church  property, 
without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado ;  and 
that  nothing  shall  be  done  which  conflicts  with  the  law  of  the 
Ciiurch,  either  general  or  diocesan. 

CANON   VII. 

Of  Parish  Districts. 

Every  Parish  shall  be  the  center  of  a  District  to  be  designated 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  spiritual  care  of  such  District;  the  Rector 
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giving  not  fewer  than  four  Sundays  in  each  year  to  ministrations 
in  the  same,  outside  of  the  Parish  proper;  the  expense  of  such 
ministrations  to  be  borne  by  the  Parish  in  so  far  as  it  may  not  be 
provided  for  by  the  people  ministered  to. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  Dissolution  of  Pastoral  Connection. 

Section  i.  When  either  a  Parish  or  its  Rector  desires  to 
sever  their  connection,  such  desire  shall  be  expressed  in  writing 
to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  with  such  full 
statement  of  the  reasons  for  such  desire  as  may  enable  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority  to  judge  of  the  expediency  of  the  severance; 
and  such  connection  shall  not  be  severed  without  the  consent  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  2.  The  connection  between  a  Mission  and  its  Minister 
may  be  severed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

CANON   IX. 

Of  Filling  a    Vacant  Rectorate, 

Section  i.  When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorate  of  any 
Parish,  the  Warden  and  the  Vestrymen,  in  meeting,  shall  elect  a 
priest  in  good  standing  in  the  church,  and  present  his  name  to 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  for  approval. 

Sec  2.  If  the  Vestry  have  not  within  three  months  filled  the 
vacancy,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  nominate  to  the 
Wardens  a  priest  to  fill  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  On  receiving  the  nomination,  the  Wardens  shall  call 
a  meeting  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Parish  to  act  upon  the 
same;  such  meeting  not  to  be  held  sooner  than  two  weeks  from 
the  time  the  call  is  issued,  and  the  Wardens  shall  take  care  to 
give  the  notice  all  possible  publicity. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  meeting,  the  presiding  Warden  shall  submit 
the  nomination  to  the  people,  and  a  ballot  shall  be  taken,  unless 
dispensed  with  by  a  three-fourths  vote,  and  the  count  haying 
been  made  by  tellers  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Warden,  the 
result  shall  be  declared  by  him.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  shall 
be  cast  for  the  nominee,  he  shall  be  declared  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish. 
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Sec.  5.  In  case  the  nonjination  should  be  rejected,  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  make  a  second,  which  shall  be 
acted  on  in  the  same  manner;  and  in  case  this  too  should  be  re- 
jected, a  third  nomination  shall  be  made.  Should  this  also  be 
rejected,  then  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  minister,  not  being 
one  of  the  rejected  nominees,  as  locum  tenens  under  his  own 
direction  until  the  next  annual  Council,  when,  no  satisfactory 
settlement  having  been  reached  in  the  meantime,  the  matter 
shall  come  before  it  for  its  action. 

Sec.  6.  When  a  locum  tenens  is  appointed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  preceding  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Parish 
to  provide  for  his  comfortable  support  and  to  accord  to  him  all 
the  rights  and  powers  of  a  Rector. 

CANON   X. 

Of  Dissolution  of  Parishes. 

Section  i.  The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  may,  when  a  Parish  has  ceased  for  one  year 
to  wholly  support  its  Rector,  dissolve  the  parochial  organization 
and  either  substitute  for  it  that  of  a  Mission  or  leave  it  unorgan- 
ized. 

Sec.  2.  The  property  of  such  defunct  organization  shall  vest 
in  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  in  trust,  to  be  held  and  conveyed  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  of  the  Council. 

CANON   XL 

Of  Use  of  Church  Buildings, 

Church  buildings,  or  Houses  of  Worship,  belonging  to  auy 
Parish  or  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  may  beopened  for  all  services, 
rites,  ceremonies,  or  other  purposes  authorized  or  approved  of 
by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America  or  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  for  none  other  pur- 
poses, at  such  time  as  the  Minister,  or,  in  case  there  be  no  Min- 
ister, the  Wardens  may  deem  proper. 

CANON    XII. 

Of  Default  of  Representation, 

If  a  congregation  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Council 
shall  fail  to  appoint  delegates,  or  if  those  appointed  shall  fail  to 
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attend  the  Council,  or  if  a  congregation  shall  incur  any  suspen- 
sion or  forfeiture  of  privileges,  owing  to  the  neglect  of  the 
Canonical  assessments  or  otherwise,  it  shall  nevertheless  be 
bound  by  all  the  acts  of  the  Council  the  same  as  if  fully 
represented. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  Parish  Register  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Section  i.  Hayes's  Parish  Register  is  adopted  as  the  standard 
for  this  Diocese,  and  every  Minister  in  charge  of  a  congregation, 
or  the  Warden  of  the  same  when  there  is  no  Minister,  shall  make 
the  proper  entries  in  the  Register  of  the  Parish  or  Mission,  as 
Required  by  Canon  12,  Title  I.  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Minister  of  the  Diocese  in  charge  of  a 
congregation,  or,  if  there  be  no  Minister,  the  Warden,  shall 
present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  none,  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council,  within  a  week  after  Easter  Monday,  being 
the  end  of  the  Conciliar  year,  a  full  report  of  the  work  of  the 
congregation  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  present  condition 
of  the  congregation,  according  to  the  form  furnished  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council. 

CANON   XIV. 

Of  the  Board  of  Equalization, 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Equalization,  con- 
sisting of  five  members,  of  which  the  Chancellor  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  shall  be  two,  and  the  remaining'  three  shall  be 
annually  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  The  dutv  of  this  Board  shall  be  to  attend  to  all  bus- 
iness  pertaining  to  the  taxes  and  assessments  directed  by  the 
Canon  or  by  special  order  of  the  Council,  for  the  Diocesan 
Fund  or  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  may  make  Rules  and  By-Laws  for  the 
administration  of  its  trust,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority. 

CANON   XV. 

Of  Assessments  and  Offerings. 

Section  i.  Each  congregation  may  be  assessed  for  the 
objects  stated  in   Article   XIX.  of  the  Constitution,  and  such 
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Other  purposes  as  the  Council  may  deem  wise.  The  amount 
due  from  each  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  four  oBerinfts  annually  from  each 
congregation,  on  some  Sunday  in  February,  May,  August  and 
November,  for  Diocesan  Missions;  provided,  thai  the  offerings 
at  the  Bishop's  official  visitation  shall  be  counted  as  one  of 
these  tjuarterly  of!erings. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  an  annual  offering  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Episcopate  on  some  Sunday  in  March,  one  for 
aged  and  infirm  clergymen  on  Christraas-Uay  and  one  for  the 
Diocesan  Hospital  on  some  Sunday  in  October  or  on  Thanks- 
giving-Day. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  congregation  fail  to  pay  the  assessments  and 
make  the  offerings  required  by  this  Canon,  it  may  be  refused 
representation  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  shall  furnish  to  the 
Secretary,  one  week  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  annual  Council,  a  list  of  all  congregations  which  have 
failed  to  make  the  offerings  required  by  this  Canon,  and  to  pay 
in  full  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council,  under  Article  XIX. 
of  the  Constitution,  with  the  amount  of  their  respective  arrear- 
ages. 

CANON    XVI. 
Of  fht  Board  of  Missions. 

Section  1.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  be  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  1.  All  Missionaries  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority. 

Sec.  3,  "The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  shall  make  payments 
from  the  Mission  Fund  on  the  order  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON    XVII. 

Of  Rural  Deaneries. 

Section  t.     This  Diocese  is  hereby  divided  into  two  Rural 

Deaneries  to  be  known  as  the  Denver  and  the  Pueblo  Deaneries. 

The  lerriturial  hmits  of  these  Deaneries  shall  be  defined  by  the 
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Bishop,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  changes  as  he  may  from 
time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  The  Rurat  Deans  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
from  among  the  Presbyters  of  the  Deanery,  and  their  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  three  Convocations  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  of  each  Deanery  annually,  one  of  which  may  be  at  the 
time  and  place  of  the  annual  Council.  The  Deans  shall 
appoint  the  times  and  places  of  these  Convocations  for  their 
respective  Deaneries.  All  clergy  canonically  resident  in  the 
Deanery  shall  be  entitled  to  seats,  and  the  laity  may  be  repre- 
sented by  three  lay  delegates  from  each  congregation  in  the 
Deanery. 

Sec  4.  The  Clergy  shall  make  full  and  prompt  report  to 
the  Dean  of  all  mission  work  done  outside  of  their  respective 
cures,  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  each  Convocation. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deans  to  report  to  the 
Bishop  at  such  times  as  he  may  require,  and  to  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Council  of  the  state  of  the  Church  and  the  work 
done  since  their  last  report  in  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

Sec.  6.  Each  Convocation  shall  establish  By-Laws  for  its 
management,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

CANON   XVIIL 

Of  the  Registrar, 

Section  i.  All  documents  in  the  custody  of  the  Registrar 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop,  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  Council,  and  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  at  all 
times. 

Sec.  2.  He  may  issue  a  certificate  of  any  fact  of  record  in 
his  hands,  and  under  order  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
shall  issue  such  certificate. 

Sec  3.  As  historiographer  of  the  Diocese,  he  shall,  under 
the  Bishop's  direction,  collect  all  obtainable  information  per- 
taining to  the  history  of  the  Diocese  and  its  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions, and  put  the  same  in  proper  form  for  preservation. 
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CANON   XIX. 

Of  the  Educational  Committee, 

Ten  members  of  the  Council,  five  clergymen  and  five  laymen, 
shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  Council,  who  shall  constitute 
an  Educational  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Com- 
mittee to  visit  the  Diocesan  schools  at  least  once  during  the 
year,  and  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  subject  of 
Christian  Education  in  the  Diocese,  and  report  to  the  Council 
at  its  next  regular  meeting. 

CANON   XX. 

Of  th£  Cathedral. 

This  Council  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  Cathedral  church  of 
the  Diocese  should  be  the  center  of  Church  life,  work,  and  zeal 
in  the  Diocese.  It  looks  to  the  Cathedral  as  a  pattern  for  all 
other  churches,  in  missionary  enterprise,  in  works  of  charity,  in 
Christian  education,  in  frequency  of  services  and  in  the  illus- 
tration of  the  principles  upon  which  they  should  be  rendered, 
and  in  keeping  an  open  church  free  to  all  worshippers. 

CANON    XXI. 

Of  the  Cathedral 

Section  i.  The  Council  of  the  Diocese,  recognizing  primitive 
usage,  and  believing  the  Cathedral  to  be  an  essential  organ  of 
the  Bishop,  for  the  reality  of  his  office  and  the  discharge  of  its 
duties,  hereby  establishes  "The  Cathedral  Chapter,"  under  the 
name  and  title  of  "The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  of 
St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado.** 

Sec.  2.  The  Chapter  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dqan 
of  the  Cathedral  of  Denver,  the  Diocesan  Chancellor,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Registrar,  the  Treasurers 
of  the  Council,  of  Diocesan.  Missions,  and  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund,  all  being  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  ;  such  Canons  in 
and  in  the  vicinity  of  Denver,  being  Priests  and  Rectors  of 
Parishes  or  in  charge  of  any  Church  Institution  as  may  be  nom- 
inated by  the  Bishop,  and  approved  by  the  Chapter,  said  resi- 
dent Canons  being  required  to  officiate  or  preach  at  least  twice 
each  year  in  the  Cathedral ;  two  lay  communicant«  to  be  elected, 
one  each  year,  at  the  first  Vestry  meeting  after  Easter  Monday, 
by  the  Vestry  of  the  Cathedral  congregation  ;  two  or  more  hon- 
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orary  Canons  nominated  by  the  Bishop  and  elected  by  the  an- 
nual Council,  who  shall  in  turn  officiate  or  preach  in  the  Cathe- 
dral at  the  quarterly  meetings  of  this  Corporation  to  be  held  as 
the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  ;  one  lay  communicant 
from  each  Rural  I>eanery  nominated  by  the  Convocation  of  the 
Deanery  and  elected  by  the  annual  Council ;  and  the  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  of  this  Corporation.  And  in  addition  to  these,  the 
Bishop  of  each  Jurisdiction  or  Diocese,  formed  or  to  be  formed 
out  of  the  territory  which  was  at  the  date  of  forming  this  Cor- 
poration in  A.  D.  1880  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  Col- 
orado, that  is  to  say,  in  Colorado,  Wyoming  and  New  Mexico  ; 
and  one  lay  communicant  of  each  such  Jurisdiction  or  Diocese 
to  be  chosen  in  such  manner  as  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction 
shall  approve,  and  the  Bishop  of  each  such  Jurisdiction  shall  be 
a  Vice  President  in  this  Corporation,  his  membership  and  that 
of  his  lay  communicant  herein  being  conditioned  in  each  case 
on  his  consent  to  serve. 

Sec.  3.  The  Cathedral  statutes  shall  be  made  and  enacted 
by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

The  Chapter  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  and  property 
collected,  bestowed,  devised  or  procured  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  the  other  work  of  the  Church  committed  to  it 
and  shall  report  annually  all  transactions  relating  thereto,  to  the 
Council. 

Sec.  4.  The  congregation  of  the  Cathedral  shall  be  a  Parish, 
with  all  the  usual  parochial  organizations,  rights  and  privileges, 
provided  that  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  nomination  to  the 
Vestry  of  the  Rector  on  such  terms  as  the  Bishop  and  the  Vestry 
may  agree  upon. 

Sec.  5.  St.  John's  Church,  Denver,  is  hereby  adopted  and 
constituted  the  Cathedral  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado. 

CANON   XXII. 

Of  Vested  Property. 

Section  i.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  is  hereby  constituted 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  property  and  funds  of  the  Diocese 
and  the  Parishes  thereof,  and  of  the  Chapter  schools  and  Chap- 
ter institutions,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  moneys  and  prop- 
erty collected,  bestowed,  devised,  or  provided  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  and  the  other  work  of  the  Churqh.    The  title 
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to  all  property  in  the  Diocese,  including  that  of  Parishes,  shall 
be  vested  in  the  Chapter. 

Sec.  2.  Every  conveyance  of  land  to  the  Chapter,  whether 
in  fee  or  by  way  of  mortgage,  made  for  a  particular  purpose, 
shall  be  therein  expressed  to  be  in  trust  for  such  purpose;  and 
the  proceeds  thereof  shall  not  be  diverted  therefrom,  either 
permanently  or  temporarily,  until  the  said  purpose  has  been  alto- 
gether accomplished;  which  fact  shall  be  ascertained  and  de- 
clared by  the  Chapter  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  shall  be  entered 
in  the  Journal. 

Conveyance  of  land  by  the  Chapter  shall  be  by  deed,  sealed 
with  its  corporate  seal,  and  signed  with  its  name  by.  the  Bishop 
and  the  Chancellor,  and  attested  by  the  Chapter  Clerk.  No 
deed  shall  be  made  until  authorized  by  the  vote  of  the  Chapter, 
and  the  fact  of  the  making  thereof  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Chapter  by  the  head  thereof,  at  the  first  meeting  thereafter,  and 
a  minute  of  the  fact  be  entered  on  the  Journal.  The  Chapter 
shall  not  mortgage  any  real  property  held  in  trust  for  any 
specified  purpose ;  provided,  that  this  shall  not  prohibit  the 
effecting  of  a  loan  from  a  Church  Building  Society  for  the  com- 
pletion of  a  Church  or  Rectory. 

Sec.  3.  No  debt  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be 
contracted,  nor  any  obligation  for  the  payment  of  a  sum  exceed- 
ing that  amount  assumed,  unless  the  means  for  the  prompt  and 
full  discharge  thereof  at  maturity  shall  be  first  provided. 

CANON   XXIIL 

Of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court, 

Section  i.  There  is  hereby  established  for  this  Diocese  a 
Court  to  be  known  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Court,  to  consist  of  six 
judges;  three  of  whom  shall  be  Presbyters  canonically  resident, 
and  the  other  three  shall  be  lay  communicants  of  the  Diocese. 
They  shall  elect  a  President  and  a  Secretary  from  their  own 
number,  and  shall  decide  whether  any  trial  before  them  shall  be 
public  or  private. 

Sec.  2.  The  Council  which  may  adopt  this  Canon  shall 
elect  the  judges,  and  their  terms  of  office  shall  be  as  follows  : 
one  of  each  order  for  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively. 
Vacancies  occurring  at  each  annual  Council  shall  be  filled  by 
the  same.

Sec.  3.  Vacancies  occurring  in  this  Court  when  the  Council 
is  not  silting  shall  be  filled  by  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

CANON   XXIV. 

Of  the  Court  of  Appeals, 

Section  i.  There  is  herebv  established  for  this  Diocese  a 
Court  of  appeals,  to  consist  of  three  Presbyters  canonical ly 
resident  and  three  lay  communicants  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  2.  This  Court  shall  be  elected  and  constituted  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Court,  and  shall  have  the 
same  organization  and  privileges ;  and  vacancies  occurring  in  it 
shall  be  filled  in  the  same  way. 

CANON   XXV. 

Of  the  Presentation  and  Trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  a  Bishop, 

Section  i.  An  accusation  may  be  made  against  a  Clergy- 
man for  a  violation  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  the  Diocese,  or  for  any  oflence  specified  in  such  Canon,  by 
any  three  communicants  of  this  Church,  in  writing  over  their 
respective  signatures.  If  the  Bishop  shall  think  the  charge 
demands  investigation,  he  shall  appoint  two  Presbyters,  not 
members  of  either  of  said  Courts^  to  investigate  said  accusation 
and  report  to  him,  in  writing,  the  results,  in  detail,  of  such 
investigation. 

Should  this  report  be  such  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop 
to  render  a  trial  advisable,  he  shall  place  before  the  Standing 
Committee  a  certified  copy  thereof.  The  Standing  Committee 
shall  thereupon  carefully  examine  said  report  and,  if  satisfied  of 
the  desirability  of  a  trial,  shall  present  the  accused  to  the  Bish- 
op for  trial,  stating  distinctly  in  the  presentment  the  charges 
and  specifications  with  which  he  is  thus  presented,  with  reason- 
able certainty  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances;  which  pre- 
sentment must  be  signed  by  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the 
Committee. 

The  Bishop  shall  thereupon  order  the  Ecclesiastical  Court 
to  convene  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified,  for  the  trial  of 
the  accused  ;  to  whom  written  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  not 
less  than  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed,  which  notice 
shall  be  accompanied  with  a'  certified  copy  of  the  presentment 
and  with  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecu- 
tion, so  far  as  then  known. 
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Sec.  2.  At  the  time  of  issuing  the  above  order,  and  as  a  part 
thereof,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  some  learned  and  judicious 
Presbyter  Church  Advocate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  conduct 
the  trial  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese;  and  the  accused  Clergy- 
man may  also  employ  as  counsel  any  communicant  of  the 
Church. 

Sec.  3.  At  any  time  before  the  day  so  named  for  trial  the 
accused  may  peremptorily  challenge  all  the  lay,  and,  for  cause, 
any  of  the  clerical  judges,  giving  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop, 
and  in  the  latter  case  stating  his  reasons  in  full.  A  challenge 
for  cause  shall  be  decided  by  the  Court  itself.  Should  the  Court 
be  left  without  a  sufficient  number  of  Judges,  the  Cathedral 
Chapter  shall  appoint  others  to  assist  in  the  trial,  and  these 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions  applying  to  the  members 
of  the  Court.  No  Judge  shall  take  part  in  the  trial  of  amy 
person  to  whom  he  is  of  kin,  and  every  Judge,  before  proceeding 
to  trial,  shall  state  explicitly,  that  he  is  not  incapacitated  by  any 
cause  known  to  himself  for  a  just  and  fair  consideration  of  the 
case.  .  Any  three  of  the  Judges  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  trial, 
provided,  that  if  no  more  take  part  in  the  trial  a  unanimous 
decision  shall  be  necessary.  When  more  than  three  Judges  try 
a  case  a  majority  shall  be  competent  to  render  judgment  and 
award  penalty. 

Sec.  4.  The  Court,  after  it  is  recognized,  upon  its  motion 
may,  and  upon  the  application  of  the  accused  or  of  the  Church 
Advocate  s/ia//  appoint,  from  the  profession  of  the  law,  an 
Assessor,  who  may  be  present  at  all  the  sessions  and  delibera- 
tions of  the  Court.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  the  Court  an 
opinion  upon  any  legal  question  which  may  arise  in  the  course 
of  the  trial,  upon  which  the  Court,  or  any  member  thereof,  or 
the  accused,  or  the  Church  Advocate,  may  request  it ;  but  he 
shall  have  no  vote  in  the  decision  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  The  law  of  evidence  in  the  state  of  Colorado  at  the 
time  of  such  trial  shall  be  the  law  of  evidence  of  this  Diocese 
and  of  its  Courts. 

Sec.  6.  If  within  ten  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Court  the  accused  shall  make  to  the  Bishop,  in 
writing  over  his  own  signature,  a  confession  of  the  crime  or 
offense  with  which  he  is  charged,  the  Bishop  shall  recall  the 
order  for  the  meeting  of  the  Court  and— with  the  concurrence 
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of  two-thirds  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee— shall  proceed  to  impose  such  punishment  as  he  shall 
deem  just  and  proper. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  the  accused  shall  fail  to  appear  before  the 
Court  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  give  no  reason  for 
the  same  satisfactory  to  the  Court,  it  may  proceed  at  once  to 
the  trial,  or  at  its  discretion  adjourn  to  a  day  certain  for  such 
proceeding. 

Sec.  8.  The  trial  of  any  case  before  said  Court  having  been 
concluded,  the  Court  shall  proceed  to  pass  upon  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  the  accused,  and,  if  he  be  found  guilty,  award  the 
punishment  to  be  imposed. 

A  true  copy  of  the  record  of  proceedings  and  findings  of  said 
Court,  embodying  a  statement  of  the  evidence  submitted  in  the 
case,  shall  be  promptly  forwarded  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Court, 
and  he  shall  give  the  accused  due  notice  thereof.  In  case  no 
appeal  be  taken,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  Bishop  shall  pro- 
ceed to  carry  the  sentence  into  execution. 

Sec.  9.  The  accused,  within  sixty  days  after  notice  to  him 
of  the  decision  of  the  Court,  may,  by  giving  notice  in  writing  to 
the  Bishop  and  to  the  Church  Advocate  of  his  election  so  to 
do,  appeal  the  case  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Upon  receiving  such  notice  the  Bishop  shall  file  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  a  copy  of  the  record  of  pro- 
ceedings aforesaid,  so  certified  to  him,  and  shall  issue  his  order 
convening  said  Court  of  Appeals  at  a  lime  and  place  by  him 
named  therefor,  and  give  the  accused  and  the  Church  Advocate 
notice  thereof  not  less  than  thirty  days  before  the  day  thus 
named. 

Sec.  10.  The  defendant  may  peremptorily  challenge  all  the 
lay  Judges,  and  in  that  event  the  clerical  Judges  shall  constitute 
the  Court  for  hearing  of  the  appeal ;  provided,  <hat  the  con- 
ditions required,  in  Sec.  3  of  this  C*anon,  of  Judges  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical Court,  shall  be  of  force  in  the  Court  of  Appeals.  The 
same  rule  as  to  supplying  a  deficiency  in  the  number  of  Judges 
and  as  to  the  number  of  Judges  concurring  in  a  decision  shall 
also  apply  in  this  Court. 

Sec.  11.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  the  Court  of 
Appeals  shall  assemble  and  proceed  to  an  examination  and  re- 
view of  the  case  thus  presented.     The  Court  shall  have  power  to 
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affirm  the  proceedings  and  award  of  the  Court  below;  to  set 
aside  or  modify  the  proceedings  and  award  in  whole  or  in  part; 
if  in  part,  to  determine  the  punishment  to  be  inflicted;  and  if 
set  aside  and  reversed  in  its  entirety,  then  to  dismiss  the  whole 
proceedings  and  discharge,  the  accused,  or  remand  the  case  to 
the  Court  below  for  a  new  trial. 

Sec.  12.  When  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  remand  a  case  to 
the  Court  below  for  a  new  trial  this  Court  will  resume  juris- 
diction of  the  case,  and  proceed  to  a  re-trial  thereof  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  named  therefor  by  the  Bishop;  not  less 
than  thirty  days'  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  accused  and 
the  Church  Advocate. 

Sec.  13.  The  expenses  accruing  in  the  trial  of  a  clergyman, 
except  his  own  when  convicted,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese,  upon  the  order  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON   XXVI. 

0/  the  Amendment  and  Enactment  of  Canons. 

Additions  to  the  Canons  or  alterations  of  them  may  be  made 
at  any  annual  Council,  by  a  majority  of  both  orders  voting 
separately;  provided  that  the  same  have  been  proposed  one  day 
previous  to  action  and  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation or  by  a  special  Committee.  But  in  any  case  the  Council 
may  make  such  changes  and  additions  without  one  day's 
notice  or  the  report  of  a  Committee,  provided,  that  a  majority 
of  two-thirds  of  each  order  favor  the  same. 

CANON   XXVII. 

Of  the  Time  these  Canons  take  Effect, 

These  Canons  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  their  passage 
on  this  17th  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight.

Recognizing  the  Episcopate  as  the  primary  authority  in  the 
Church,  we  hereby  declare  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  the 
head  of  the  Cathedral  and  of  the  Chapter.  As  such  he  shall 
have  his  chair  within  the  rails  of  the  chancel,  on  the  right  of  the 
altar,  and  when  present,  shall  have  charge  of,  and  direct  all  the 
services  of  Divine  worship,  and  name  the  clergy  by  whom 
respectively  the  several  parts  thereof  shall  be  performed,  and  he 
may,  by  general  directions,  order  the  ritual  of  the  Cathedral. 
He  shall,  when  present,  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Chapter,  and  his  assent  shall  be  necessary  to  the  final  validity  of 
all  its  acts. 

If  present  at  the  passage  of  an  act,  he  shall  at  the  time  express 
his  assent  or  dissent,  or  a  desire  for  time  to  consider  the  same, 
and  such  his  declaration  shall  be  immediately  entered  on  the 
Journal.  Should  he  not,  at  the  meeting  at  which  an  act  is  passed, 
express  his  assent  or  dissent,  or  desire  for  time  to  consider,  a 
minute  of  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal,  and  his  assent 
shall  be  presumed.  If  he  desire  time  to  consider,  he  shall, 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  communicate  in  writing  his  assent 
or  dissent  to  the  Dean  and  Clerk,  and  the  same  shall  be  entered 
at  length  on  the  Journal.  If  he  do  not  so  communicate  with 
said  officers,  a  minute  of  the  fact  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal, 
and  his  assent  shall  be  presumed.  Until  his  assent  be  given  as 
aforesaid,  or  until  the  expiration  of  said  thirty  days,  the  act  shall 
be  suspended. 

When  the  Bishop  is  not  present  at  the  passage  of  an  act,  if  it 
in  nowise  effect  the  Episcopal  prerogative,  and  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Chapter,  it  be  matter  of  urgency  to  be  declared  on  the 
Journal,  the  sanie  may  go  into  effect  until  the  action  of  the 
Bishop  can  be  had.  It  shall  be  immediately  communicated  to 
him,  and  within  thirty  days  from  receiving  a  certified  copy  of  the 
record  of  the  proreedmgs  in  that  behalf  of  the  Ch.'ipter,  he  shall 
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notify  the  Dean  and  Clerk  in  writing  that  be  assents  or  dissents 
from,  or  suspends  the  operation  of  the  act,  and  such  his  notice 
shall,  immediately  on  its  receipt,  be  entered  on  the  Journal.  If 
he  do  not  5D  communicate  his  will  in  respect  of  the  act  within 
said  time,  the  fact  shall  be  noted  on  the  Journal  and  his  assent 
shall  be  presumed.  If  he  suspend  the  operation  of  the  act,  he 
shall  state  in  the  notice  thereof  the  period  of  such  suspension, 
and  before  the  expiration  thereof  shall  assent  or  dissent  there- 
from as  in  other  cases,  or  his  assent  shall  be  presumed,  due  entry 
of  the  facts  being  made  on  the  Journal. 

The  Dean. 

In  case  of  the  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate  or  permanent  disabil- 
ity of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  shall  be  the  head  of  the  Chapter,  and 
in  either  of  the  cases  above  mentioned,  or  of  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Dean,  if  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings.  His 
stall  shall  be  within  the  rails  of  the  chancel,  on  the  left  of  the 
altar;  he  shall  take  rank  next  after  the  Bishop,  and  bear  the  title 
of  the  Very  Reverend  the  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  Denver,  Colorado.  When  acting  as  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Chapter,  he  shall,  subject  to  the  general  directions 
of  the  Bishop  in  that  behalf,  have  charge  of  all  the  services  of  the 
Cathedral,  and  name  the  clergy  by  whom,  respectively,  the  sev- 
eral parts  thereof  shall  be  performed. 

The  Canons. 

The  duties  of  the  Canons,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  directly 
connected  with  the  Parish  of  the  Cathedral,  and  of  the  Honorary 
Canons,  shall  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Chapter. 
The  duties  of  Canons,  serving  the  Parish  as  such,  are  left  to  the 
Bishop,  Dean  and  Vestry.  In  case  of  the  vacancies  of  both  the 
Episcopate  and  the  Deanship,  or  the  permanent  disability  of  the 
Bishop  and  Dean,  the  Senior  Canon  shall  serve  as  acting  Dean, 
and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  when  neither  the  Dean  nor  the 
Bishop  is  present.  The  Canons  shall  have  their  stalls  in  the 
rli:iiKtl,  und  take  rank  after  the  Dean, according  to  the  seniority 
of  scrvire  in  the  Cathedral.  Each  Honorary  Canon  shall  have 
hissi;ill  m  the  chancel  of  the  Cathedral,  and  they  sh^ll  take  rank 
ftrtiinling  to  seniority  of  appointment. 
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The  Treasurer. 

Payments  from  the  Treasury  shall  be  made  only  upon  general 
or  special  appropriations,  for  the  object  to  which  they  shall  be 
applied.  They  shall  be  made  upon  the  written  order  of  the 
Clerk  upon  the  Treasurer,  and  such  order  shall  be  countersigned 
by  the  Bishop  and  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  voucher  therefor. 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  faithfully  to  account  for  all 
moneys  coming  to  his  hands,  with  sureties,  and  in  such  penal 
sum  as  the  Chapter  may  from  time  to  time  require.  He  shall,  at 
the  meeting  next  before  the  annual  Council,  present  a  full  report 
of  all  transactions  of  the  Treasury. 

The  Treasurer  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Chapter  Clerk, 
keep  exact  and  separate  accounts  of  every  fund  which  is  set  apart 
for  a  particular  purpose,  and  at  stated  meetings  of  the  Chapter  he 
shall  present  all  of  his  accounts  with  the  orders  for  payments, 
which  accounts  shall  be  read  at  length  and  be  subject  to  exan^- 
ination  and  discussion  by  the  Chapter.  They  shall  then  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Finance  Committee,  together  with  the  orders  and 
vouchers,  and  at  the  first  succeeding  Regular  meeting  the  said 
committee  shall  report  in  writing,  in  respect  thereto,  which  re- 
pout  shall  be  recorded  at  length  in  the  Journal,  The  Treasurer 
shall  have  the  custody  and  care  of  all  securities,  funds  and  money 
of  the  Chapter,  and  shall  keep  the  same  in  the  bank  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Chapter,  and  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  with  the 
bank  of  the  Chapter  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  members  of  the  said  committee.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
Episcopate  Fund  shall  pay  the  Bishop's  salary  monthly,  his 
cheque  to  the  Bishop  being  his  voucher  for  the  same. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chapter  next  before  the  sitting  of  the 
annual  Council,  the  Treasurer  shall  produce  to  the  said  Finance 
Committee  all  the  securities  of  the  Chapter,  which  shall  be  care- 
fully examined  by  the  members  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  committee  to  report  in  writing  to  the  Chapter  the  con- 
dition of  each  of  the  sectirities,  the  nature,  amount,  date  and 
maturity  thereof,  what  has  during  the  previous  year  been  collect- 
ed thereon,  and  how  the  sums  so  collected  have  been  applied; 
which  report  shall  be  recorded  at  length  in  the  Journal.  An 
abstract  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Treasury  shall  be  included 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  Chapter  to  the  Council. 
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Chancellor. 

The  Chancellor,  as  the  general  adviser  of  the  Chapter,  shall, 
whenever  requested  as  hereinafter  provided,  give  to  the  Chapter 
his  opinion  upon  all  questions  of  Canon  and  civil  law.  Such  re- 
quest shall  be  communicated  to  him  in  writing  over  the  hand  of 
the  head  of  the  Chapter  at  the  time,  or  of  its  presiding  officer, 
setting  forth  the  circumstances  of  the  matter  in  res|>ect  of  which 
the  opinion  is  desired,  and  the  precise  question  to  be  answered; 
and  the  opinion  shall  be  given  in  writing,  and  on  its  receipt  be 
read  at  length  to  the  Chapter  after  its  first  meeting  after  its  re- 
ceipt. The  Chancellor  shall  provide  a  book  to  be  called  "The 
Chancellor's  Opinions,'*  in  which  he  shall  record  at  length  all 
requests  for  his  opinions  and  his  answers  thereto. 

Oiapter  Clerk, 

The  office  of  Chapter  Clerk  is  hereby  established.  He  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Chapter  annually  at  the  first  meeting  after  the 
Diocesan  Council,  and  may  be  a  member  of  the  Chapter.  He 
shall  be  the  recording  ofilt:er  of  the  Chapter,  and  shall  discharge 
such  duties  as,  by  the  statutes  or  by  the  Chapter,  may  be  from 
time  to  time  imposed  upon  him.  He  shall,  under  the  directions 
of  the  head  or  presiding  officer  of  the  Chapter,  make  the  drafts 
of  all  requests  for  the  Chancellor's  opinions. 

Meetings. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Chapter  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  every  month,  and  the  Chapter  shall  also  hold 
quarterly  meetings  for  Diocesan  business,  or  as  the  Board  of 
Missions,  to-wit:  on  the  Festivals  of  St.  Luke,  St.  Paul,  St.  Mark, 
and  St.  James.  But  if  the  head  of  the  Chapter  shall  believe  at- 
tendance at  a  quarterly  meeting  on  the  day  of  any  of  said  Festi- 
vals shall  be  inconvenient  by  reason  of  it  being  on  or  near 
Sunday,  he  may  direct  that  it  be  held  on  some  other  day.  as  near 
thereto  as  possible.  Notice  of  such  change  shall  be  given  in  the 
summons  to  the  Chapter. 

Special  meetings  may  be  summoned  by  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case 
of  his  disability  to  act  or  absence  from  the  Diocese,  by  the  Dean 
or  Acting  Dean,  upon  a  written  request  of  three  other  members. 

Each  member  shall  be  summoned  to  each  meeting,  as  well 
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quarterly  or  monthly  as  special,  by  a  written  or  printed  notice, 
addressed  to  him  by  the  Clerk,  stating  distinctly  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting,  and  in  case  of  special  meeting,  the  business 
to  be  done  thereat.  Such  notice  shall  be  served  upon  each 
member  personally,  or  mailed  to  him  with  postage  prepaid,  at 
least  five  days  before  the  meeting;  provided,  that  two  days*  notice 
shall  be  sufficient  for  meetings  for  business  pertaining  to  the  See 
city. 

The  Honorary  Canons  sh^l  preach  at  the  quarterly  meetings, 
in  the  order  of  their  seniority,  as  fixed  by  the  Council. 

The  expenses  of  all  members  who  are  not  resident  in  the 
Cathedral  city,  while  coming  up  to,  and  going  from,  the  attend- 
ance upon  the  meetings,  may  be  defrayed  from  the  funds  of  the 
Chapter.  Five  members,  of  whom  the  Bishop  shall  be  one,  or 
fiye  members,  who  shall  include  the  Dean  and  a  Canon,  or  any 
seven  members,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

The  head  of  the  Chapter  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  full  re- 
port of  all  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Chapter,  to  be  presented 
to  a  regular  or  special  meeting,  to  be  held  shortly  before  the 
meeting  of  the  annual  Council;  which,  after  being  adopted  by 
the  Chapter,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council. 

Standing  Committees, 
The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Chapter  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Missions: — Composed  of  the  Bishop,  Dean  of  the  Cathe- 
dral, and  Canons,  and  four  Lay  members  of  the  Chapter,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

2.  Finance: — Composed  of  the  Bishop,  Chancellor,  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese,  Treasurer  of  the  Chapter  and  one  clerical  mem- 
ber of  the  Chapter,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

3.  Diocesan  Schools: — Composed  of  the  Bishop  and  three  cler- 
ical and  three  Lay  members  of  the  Chapter,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop.    These  may  be  divided  into  two  committees. 

4.  Charitable  Institutions  and  Work: — Composed  of  the  Bish- 
op and  three  Clerical  and  three  Lay  members  of  the  Chapter, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 
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The  Bishop  shall  be  the  chairman  of  each  committee,  which 
shall  also  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  all 
its  meetings,  doings  and  transactions,  and  report  the  same  in 
writing  to  the  Chapter  at  each  regular  meeting.  A  majority  of 
the  members  of  each  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business;  but  the  Secretary  shall  summon  all  the 
members  thereof  to  a  meeting.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  com- 
mittee to  carefully  prepare  for  the  consideration  of  the  Chapter, 
at  each  meeting  thereof,  all  business  which  is  within  its  jurisdic 
tion.  And  at  each  meeting  the  presiding  officer  shall  call  upon 
the  Secretaries  for  their  reports  in  the  order  in  which  the  com- 
mittees are  mentioned  above.

1.  The  Council  having  been  opened  and  organized  according 
to  the  provisions  of  Articles  VII.  and  X.  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canon  IV.  of  the  Diocese,  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as 
follows:

2.  The  appointment  of  inspectors  of  election— one  Clergyman 
and  one  Layman  for  the  Clerical  votes,  and  one  Clergyman  and 
one  Layman  for  the  Lay  votes— for  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  for  the  deputies  and  provisional  deputies  to  the  General 
Convention,  and  other  officers.

The  Tenth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado  met 
pursuant  to  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop  in  S.  John's  Cathe- 
dral, Denver,  on  Wednesday,  the  3d  day  of  June,  i8q6. 

At  7:30  a.  m.  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  and  at  9 
a,  m.  Morning  Prayer  was  said. 

At  10  a.  m.  the  Council  assembled  in  the  Cathedral  for  worship. 
Tlie  Rev.  Franklin  Spencer  Spalding  preached  the  sermon,  and 
directly  thereafter  the  Office  for  the  Ordering  of  Deacons  was 
said,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Alvord  Scofield  was  made  a  Deacon  in 
the  Church  of  God,  by  the  Rt.  Rev,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

At  the  close  of  the  service  the  Bishop,  Clergy,  and  Lay  dele- 
gates assembled  in  the  Crypt  of  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Bishop 
took  the  chair  and  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  roll  was  called.  Twenty-seven  of  the  clergy  answered  to 
their  names,  and  lay  delegates  from  eighteen  congregations 
were  present  and  took  their  seats.*  The  Chancellor  of  the  Dio- 
cese, the  Treasurers  of  the  Council,  of  Diocesan  Missions,  and 
of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  members  ex  officio  of  the  Council,  were 
in  attendance. 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  fresident  declared 
the  Council  open  and  ready  for  business.  The  Rev.  E.  P.  New- 
ton was  chosen  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  nominated  as  hi^  .lasislanl  Mr.  Charles  W, 
Boynton  of  Longmont,  and  the  rmiiinalion  was  approved  by 
the  Council. 

Father  Byrne  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
adopted.

Supplevientary  Report  of  Wolfe  Hall,  to  June  1, 1896. 

On  September  1,  1895,  Wolfe  Hall  owed  sundry  bills  to  the  extent 
of  $2,966.63.  Sundry  old  accounts  were  collected,  to  the  amount  of 
$121.11,  and  $1,000  was  received  from  the  Cathedral  Chapter.  On 
June  1, 1896,  the  cash  balance  on  hand  is  $577.17,  which  will  pay  all 
outstanding  bills  for  the  month  of  May.  To  pay  the  summer  ex- 
penses of  June,  July  and  August,  and  the  necessary  repairs,  we  have 
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outstanding  accounts  to  the  amount  of  11,780.25,  of  which  11,509.45  are 
good  and  will  be  paid  before  the  opening  of  the  school  in  September. 
We  certainly  have  sufficient  income  to  pay  all  the  summer  expenses, 
and  start  the  school  in  September  with  a  credit  balance  in  bank. 

If  there  had  not  been  an  overdraft  of  $2,966.63,  unpaid  bills  from 
the  last  school  term,  Wolfe  Hall,  without  any  assistance  whatever 
outside  of  the  receipts  of  the  school,  would  have  been  able  to  con- 
tribute $2,000  towards  the  interest  account  of  its  indebtedness. 

PrincipaVa  Report  for  School  Year  1895-96. 

It  is  difficult  to  sum  up  an  entire  year's  work  in  a  few  paragraphs, 
and  a  statement  of  statistics  can  never  give  an  adequate  idea  of  the 
school,  but  the  following  items  are  selected  as  being  perhaps  of  most 
general  interest. 

The  improvement  of  the  grounds  has  added  much  to  the  attrac- 
tiveness of  the  Hall.  The  whole  space,  covering  an  entire  block,  has 
been  cultivated  as  a  lawn,  and  on  Arbor  day,  one  hundred  trees,  the 
gifts  of  teachers  and  pupils,  were  planted.  This,  of  course,  adds 
much  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  school,  but  I  believe  that  these 
improvements  also  bring  a  return,  because  of  the  added  attraction 
which  they  give  the  Hall. 

A  little  in  line  with  these  out  of  door  changes,  is  the  making  of  a 
new  sitting  room  inside.  This  was  done  by  taking  away  the  par- 
titions from  a  set  of  corridor  rooms  and  throwing  the  entire  space 
into  one  large  room,  about  fifty  feet  square.  It  has  five  windows 
facing  east,  and  tive  facing  west,  and  though  not  completely  fur- 
nished has  proved  a  delightful  gathering  place  for  our  girls  at  all 
leisure  times.  Mrs.  Dr.  Bancroft  and  Miss  Spalding  have  taken  an 
especial  interest  in  it,  and  have  each  made  beautiful  gifts  to  the 
school  for  it. 

The  teaching  in  the  various  departments  has  been  excellent  and 
faithful.  The  Hall  justly  feels  great  pride  in  its  teachers,  and  I  have 
often  wished  that  their  work  might  be  more  frequently  seen  by  all 
who  are  interested  in  the  education  of  girls.  These  teachers  come 
from  out  of  town,  are  here  only  through  the  busy  school  year,  and, 
returning  to  their  distant  homos  at  its  close,  are  in  some  cases 
scarcely  known  to  Denver  people  -though  their  faithful  work  must 
be  felt  in  many  Colorado  homes. 

Wolfe  Hall,  with  all  schools,  the  country  over,  has  felt  the  new  in- 
terest in  athletics  for  girln.  The  work  in  this  department  has  been 
systematic  and  constant.  Every  evening  has  found  our  girls  in  the 
gymnasium,  taking  the  exorcisfB  which  are  thought  most  helpful  for 
their  physical  development,  and  were  also  dfPJgncKl  to  relieve  their 
minds  from  any  undue  mental  pressure,  by  giving  a  complete  change 
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to  the  current  of  their  thoughts.  In  addition  to  the  work  of  this  de- 
partment many  pleasures  have  been  added  to  it  in  the  way  of  games. 
Through  the  generosity  of  friends,  Mrs.  Moses  Hallett,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
C.  B.  Kountze,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  Jerome,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Osgood,  a 
sum  of  money  was  given  to  be  expended  in  ways  that  would  contrib- 
ute directly  to  the  enjoyment  of  pupils.  Through  this  fund  the 
school  has  been  furnished  with  lawn  tennis,  croquet,  basket  ball  and 
badminton.  Also  a  dozen  magazines  and  papers  have  been  added  to 
the  reading  room  and  many  little  entertainments  have  been  made 
more  attractive  by  flowers,  programmes,  souvenirs,  etc. 

Other  departments  of  the  school— Studio,  Music,  Kindergarten, 
etc.,  have  gone  on  quietly,  and  all  with  some  measure  of  financial 
success,  as  well  as  with  the  satisfaction  of  conscientious  work. 

Bishop  Spalding,  Hon.  W.  F.  Stone,  and  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Oakes 
have  contributed  to  the  work  of  the  school  by  the  gift  of  medals. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  seventy  pupils  have  been  en- 
rolled, of  whom  forty-two  have  been  boarding  pupils.  The  school 
has  published  its  school  paper  each  month.  The  S.  Agnes'  Guild 
has  contributed  twenty-five  dollars  to  Diocesan  Missions,  and  has  on 
hand  thirty-five  dollars,  to  be  spent  in  part  or  all  for  the  Wolfe  Hall 
room  at  S.  Luke's  Hospital. 

The  Rev.  P.  H.  Hickman  has  read  Morning  Prayers  every  school 
day  except  Mondays,  and  has  conducted  a  class  in  Church  History 
once  each  week.  The  Rev.  C.  W.  Douglas  has  assisted  us  with  our 
chorus  singing.  Dean  Hart  has  throughout  the  year  instructed  the 
pupils  in  Bible  History  once  each  week,  and  has  also  conducted  a 
confirmation  class — eight  members  of  the  school,  besides  some  day 
pupils,  having  been  confirmed  on  Good  Friday  last.  Bishop  Spal- 
ding has  been  an  occasional  but  always  honored  visitor. 

We  have  missed  Judge  Boal  from  our  school  councils,  but  the 
gratitude  of  all  interested  in  the  school  is  due  to  the  present  mem- 
bers of  our  School  Committee  for  their  unfailing  interest  in  and  de- 
votion to  Wolfe  Hall.  Respectfully  submitted,

JARVIS  HALL. 

THE   RKV.  F.  H.  SPALDINO,  PRINCIPAL. 

The  school  opened  on  September  11,  1895,  with  twenty-three 
cadets,  under  the  joint  management  of  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding  and 
Messrs.  Clark  and  Burritt,  the  Rev.  Franklin  S.  Spalding  being  the 
Principal  of  the  school.  The  total  number  in  attendance  throughout 
the  school  year  has  been  thirty-six,  and  there  are  now  on  the  rolls 
thirty,  and  with  that  number  the  school  will  probably  close  the 
year's  work  on  June  5th.    There  have  been  thirteen  taking  the  Sci- 
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entiiic  course  ;  six  in^the  Claseical ;  eleven  in  the  Commercial,  and 
five  in  the  Preparatory  department.  The  graduating  class  numbers 
four  boys,  who  hope  to  enter  Harvard,  Yale,  University  of  Nebraska, 
and^the  Colorado  State  School  of  Mines.  The  work  of  the  students 
has  been  very  creditable,  and  the  morals  and  conduct  exceptionally 
good.

The  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  in  presenting  his  annual 
statement  of  accounts,  begs  to  call  the  attention  of  this  Council  to 
some  important  facts  therein  contained,  which'  demand  the  imme- 
diate attention  and  action  of  this  body.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
income  of  this  fund  falls  short  of  the  expendit4ire  this  year  by  the 
sum  of  $1,138.04.    Last  year  the  deficit  amounted  to  $1,625.28. 

The  attention  of  the  Church  throughout  the  Diocese  has  been 
drawn  to  this  matter  several  times,  notably  by  a  circular  issued  last 
March,  but  there  has  been  but  little  improvement.  The  law  of  the 
Diocese  hitherto  has  been  that  each  Parish  shall  make  an  annual 
offering  for  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  Bishop's  sup- 
port, on  some  Sunday  inJMarch.  (See  Canon  XV.,  Sec.  3.)  Will  it  be 
believed  that  in  the  last  two  years  the  total  amount  received  from 
the  entire  Diocese  for  this  purpose  (not  including  coupons  paid),  was 
less  than  $450  and  in  the  last  seven  years  less  than  $600.  This  in 
face  of  the  fact  that  the  communicants  numbered  in  1896,  3,936, 
while  the  income  for  salaries  of  others  was  over  $35,000.  It  is 
obvious  that  the  present  methods  for  raising  the  Bishop*s  isalary 
must  be  improved  upon.  The  Bishop  in  1893  voluntarily  relinquish- 
ed $2,000  per  annum  of  the  salary  he  was  then  receiving.  Yet  not- 
withstanding this  great  reduction,  we  are  now  annually  in  arrears. 
It  is  surely  enough  to  mention  such  a  thing  to  cause  our  Church 
people  to  determine  such  annual  deficit  must  not  and  shall  not  con- 
tinue. 

How  shall  it  be  avoided  ? 

The  Treasurer  believes  that  the  same  system  should  be  adopted  in 
this  Diocese  as  that  which  prevails  so  extensively  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  elsewhere.  He  means  the  adoption  of  the  principle 
of  an  asseesment  based  on  the  income  of  the  Pariif>h  or  Mission. 

In  the  latest  list  obtainable,  out  of  a  total  of  forty-eight  Dioceses, 
fourteen  Bishops  receive  their  stipends  solely  from  assessments,  and 
all  but  eight  of  the  remaining  thirty-four  receive  the  greater  portion 
thereof  in  the  same  way.  It  cannot  be  considered  a  great  hardship 
for  this  large,  prosperous  and  progressive  Diocese  to  raise  the  sum  of 
$2,500  or  $.*1,000  per  year  for  the  support  of  their  Chief  Pastor.  At 
any  rate  it  is  a  duty  and  must  be  done.  To  go  on  as  we  are  doing 
now  is  simply  impossible.  Let  this  Council  devise  the  way  to  im- 
prove matters.  Take  this  idea  of  assessment  upon  income  and  work 
it  out  as  in  the  accompanying  schedule.    Allow  interest  for  whatever 
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portioD  of  the  present  endowment  waa  contTibut»(i  by  each  Parish 
and  dnluct  thie  from  the  ancual  aBeesament.  This  is  equitnblo  and 
juet.  The  present  incorae  of  all  the  ParishaBand  Hleeione  ieapprox- 
imBtely  035,000,  ranging  from  tlOO  id  the  case  of  poor  Miaeione  to 
(9,500  in  the  largest  Parieh.  An  aeeeeenient  of  eight  per  cent,  on 
each  Parieh  and  Mission  Station  would  produce  say  12,800,  a  sum 
altnOBt  sufficient  to  meet  what  we  require.  The  principle  of  the  tithe 
is  the  true  and  equitable  one,  A  Committee  should  be  appointed  to 
whom  this  whole  mutter  may  be  submitted  by  thie  Council.  The 
Treaeurer'e  Statement  ot  Accounts  and  all  the  facts  now  in  pos 
seaei.on  of  the  Treasurer  and  bis  Clerical  Secretary  will  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  such  Committee.  To  aid  eucb  Committee  there  is 
presented  a  "schedule  of  Parishes  and  Missions  with  the  income  of 
each  respectively  taken  from  the  tabularstatement  in  the  Journal  of 
1805.  This  schedule  also  shows  statement  of  donations  hitherto  re- 
ceived for  the  endowment  from  several  ParisheB  and  the  interest 
eitch  amount  is  bringing  in  towards  the  Bishop's  salary.

I  expoct  I  am  suppoeed  to  givo  some  report  of  the  work  during  the 
year  at  Th[>  Home,  but  when  I  stop  and  try  to  pick  out  the  lines,  the 
year  BoomH  m>  full  it  is  quite  impossible  to  know  just  where  and  how 
to  liDgiii.  [  suppose  the  beet  place  to  begin  is  where  we  left  off  last 
June.  We  were  at  that  time  desirous  of  completing  the  work  as 
plannod;  that  is,  for  the  three  buildings.  We  were  at  work  on  two 
of  them,  the  Emily  House  and  Qrace  House;  and  the  members  of  this 
Council  were  invited  to  visit  and  inspect  the  work.  It  was,  of  course, 
in  a  very  crude  form,  September  9th.  although  the  carpenters  and 
painters  were  stilt  at  work,  we  opened  The  Home  to  receive  our  first 
gUBsta;  anil  in  about  two  weeks,  every  available  room  was  taken. 

To  return  again  for  a  moment  to  July:  It  seemed  that  the  proper 
thini;  to  cin.  if  poBsible,  was  to  build  the  house  for  mf  n  noic,  building 
was  uheapiT  and  the  demands  for  rooniB  we  felt  would  be  sufficient  to 
fill  the  Ihree.  OonetHiuently.  after  consultation  with  Mr.  Moffat  and 
Dr.  Fisk  iind  Bishop  Spalding,  it  was  thought  right  and  wise  to  build 
the  Ihin!  building  now.  Consequently,  getting  estimates,  I  wont  to 
New  Vork.  hoping  it  it  were  Qod'e  wilt  to  be  directed  aright.  I 
landed  in  New  York  on  Thursday  at  9:30  o'clock  in  the  evening;  on 
Friday  I  umde  an  appointment  with  a  friend  at  5  o'clock;  and  at  5:30 
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o'clock  I  tolographed  Bishop  Spalding  that  the  money  was  secured, 
and  that  the  third  house  would  be  *'S.  Andrew's  House,'*  and  to  my 
Architects  to  call  for  bids  on  the  new  building.  This  house  was 
opened  about  January  Ist,  1896.  This  being  the  time  of  year  men  of 
delicate  health  dislike  to  change  their  living  places,  it  was  thought 
probable  we  would  have  but  few  in  it,  but  it  was  only  a  few  weeks 
before  every  room  was  taken,  and  The  Home  has  practically  been  filled 
all  the  time  to  date. 

The  name  of  the  donor  of  this  "  St.  Andrew's  House  "  must  remain 
a  secret.  A  character  whoso  noble  deeds  follow  on  one  another  like 
minutes.  Who  does  the  deeds  of  life,  not  because  of  a  sense  of  deep 
duty  aUme,  but  from  a  high  privilege. 

I  do  not  feel  at  all  that  there  is  any  boasting  to  be  done  about  this 
work,  but  the  most  thorough  humility  felt.  I  do  not  think  any  loud 
noise  has  ever  come  from  The  Home,  and  I  hope  no  spirit  of  self -ex- 
altation; and  whatever  there  may  have  been  said  about  the  power  of 
money  getting  has  been  most  painful  to  him  who  has  but  tried  to 
know  and  follow  God's  will.  The  Homo  is  indeed  the  work  of  God, 
and  He  will  prove  it  to  all  some  day  that  it  is  to  serve  Him  in  a  re- 
markable way.  Some  seem  to  feel  that  The  Home  is  a  very  good 
work  for  the  sick,  reaching  the  bodies  of  men  and  giving  them  com- 
forts, but  that  it  is  after  all  answering  like  all  work  of  this  sort  to 
the  seltish  side,  very  good,  in  its  way.  yet  of  secondary  importance. 
Men,  clergymen,  say  this  who  know  nothing  of  the  work.  Indeed 
no  one  knows  the  silent  work  for  the  Master;  the  prayers  said  with 
the  dying  sick;  the  Holy  Communion  given  and  the  commendatory 
prayer  said;  and  most  and  best  of  all,  the  new  Christian  lives  that 
have  been  started  there.  But  all  I  can  say  is  this:  "Were  God  to 
call  me  to  lay  down  the  work  to-day,  I  should  feel  He  had  paid  me 
many  times  over  for  the  work  and  worry  by  the  houI  work  He  has 
allowed  me  to  do  "  In  His  Name.*' 

There  have,  in  all,  been  135  gueBts  in  The  Home  since  it  opened. 
Out  of  this  number  ten  have  died  at  The  Home;  each  and  all  having 
their  last  minutes  not  only  made  as  easy  as  possible,  but  we  have  so 
far  as  lay  in  our  power  given  them  the  Christian  consolation  we 
could.  This  is  a  small  death  rate  for  a  now  Institution,  because  we 
have  been  obliged  to  receive  some  who  have  had  no  possible  chance 
of  living,  because  so  many  have  not  quite  fully  understood  the 
object  and  purpose  of  The  Home,  which  is  not  and  never  has 
been  to  take  men  and  women  who  require  nursing,  but  to  take  those 
who  are  able  to  care  for  themselves;  although,  in  more  than  one 
instance,  those  who  have  con)e,  and  we  not  feeling  they  could  possi- 
bly live,  have  recovered  to  a  wonderful  degree.  During  the  year 
four  persons  have  Bt>  far  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  take  positions 
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and  leave  The  Home.  We  have  mot  our  apportioned  share  of  impoe- 
tors  and  abusers  of  rights  and  privileges. 

Of  the  number  of  those  who  have  been  here  during  the  year, 
twenty-siz  have  been  church  people.  The  others  have  been  of  all 
denominations,— even  the  Jew  has  been  there.  The  majority  have 
been  men  and  women  of  character  and  refinement,  who  have  had 
homes  of  comfort,  but  who,  because  of  the  lack  of  health,  have  been 
ostracized  from  home  and  friends,  with  limited  means  at  their  com- 
mand. 

The  Home  has  received  the  commendation  of  the  leading  papers 
in  the  East  and  the  congratulations  of  many  distinguished  men  and 
women  who  have  been  here  from  the  East,  and  men  and  women 
who  know  how  such  a  place  should  be  kept. 

It  has  received  the  notice  and  real  appreciation  of  many  of  Denver's 
best  people,  both  in  and  outside  the  Church.  It  has  been  a  constant 
witness  to  Christ.  Every  morning  at  9  o'clock  prayers  are  said  in 
the  music  room;  and  whether  or  not  the  guests  attend,  it  is  a  con- 
stant witness  to  the  Blessed  Saviour.  Yet  there  are  always  from 
fifteen  to  thirty  present. 

I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  this  work  for  the 
consumptive.  It  like  all  work  will  not  all  be  appreciated,  but  it  is  a 
work  along  a  line  that  sooner  or  later  will  in  a  loud  tone  compel 
Americans  to  stop  and  consider. 

I  said  to  a  conservative  physician  in  Denver,  "Am  I  too  high  in  my 
estimate  when  I  say  to  my  friends  that  there  are  30,000  consumptives 
in  Denver?"  His  answer  was  ,"Too  high !  no,  ineeed,  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  entire  population  of  Denver  are  here,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, because  of  it."  This  is  a  rather  startling  thing,  not  be- 
cause they  are  here,  but  because  this  great  number  simply  tell  us  of 
the  locations  where  there  are  thouaand8  more. 

In  Canada  there  has  been  formed  recently  an  Association  called 
**  The  National  Sanitarium  Association,"  and  I  have  had  considerable 
correspondence  with  the  founder.  In  a  pamphlet  which  they  have 
recently  published,  they  say: 

'*  The  White  Plague  of  the  north,  as  consumption  is  aptly  called, 
is  the  direct  cause  of  one  death  out  of  every  seven  occurring  in  our 
country.  While  no  class  of  society  is  exempt,  it  is  especially  a  dis- 
ease of  the  poor,  its  victims  being  for  the  most  part  found  among 
the  young." 

To  go  on  to  read  it  all,  or  to  tell  you  what  horrible  discoveries  of 
its  inroads  I  have  found,  would  take  too  much  time;  but  I  wapt  to 
tell  you  men  to-day  The  Home  for  Consumptives  is  to  play  a  part 
you  do  not  dream  of.  And  when  men  are  giving  their  millions  to- 
day to  educate  the  American  Youth,  it  would  not  be  a  bad  plan  if 
others  would  ^ivo  their  means  to  protect  theiu  against  the  awful  but 
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positive  inroad  this  "White  Plague"  is  making  in  our  land;  and 
strange  to  say,  so  great  a  part  of  those  attacked  are  the  choice  young 
men  and  women.  And  if  we  will  turn  our  eyes  and  hearts  and  efforts 
to  the  warfare  of  this  deadly  enemy,  we  shall,  with  our  bright  sun- 
shine and  dry  atmosphere,  the  only  known  weapons  with  which  to 
fight,  do  more  for  the  saving  American  youth  than  we  know.  These 
things  coupled  with  scientific  means  and  honorable  physicians  will 
in  a  few  years  accomplish  great  results. 

Every  physician,  too,  will  tell  you  that  it  is  wrong  indeed  to  treat 
this  class  of  patients  in  the  same  hospitals  with  others— it  is  danger- 
ous—isolation roust  be  practiced.  There  must  be  in  the  future 
sometime  a  hospital  fur  the  care  of  consumptives  alone,  and  a  declin- 
ing positively  to  receive  them  in  hospitals  where  other  patients  are 
received. 

In  all  philanthropic  work  and  in  most  of  the  movements  that  have 
been  of  groat  practical  moment  to  this  country  at  large,  from  the 
signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  down  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  little  home  in  North  Denver,  those  who  have  taken  a 
ixisitive  action  have  been  Churchmen.  In  this  work,  destined  to  be 
one  of  the  most  important  because  of  great  danger,  there  is  no  ques- 
tion but  that  the  Church  must  take  it  as  her  work  to  face  the  arch- 
enemy. 


THE  BISHOP  AND  CHAPTER  desire  to  call  attention  to  the 
foregoing  accounts,  and  to  make  a  few  recommendations. 

THE  CHAPTER'S  ACCOUNT,  of  which  Mr.  J.  A.  Thatcher  is 
Treasurer,  shows  receipts  credited  Wolfe  Hall  of  $20,000.00.  Of  this 
amount,  $10,000.00  was  borrowed,  and  $10,000.00  .was  the  generous 
gift  of  Messrs.  Seth  Low,  W.  G.  Low,  W.  C.  Schermerhorn,  Dean 
Hoffman,  J.  P.  Morgan,  James  Renwick,all  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
and  W.  B.  Douglas  of  Western  New  York.  The  money  was  used  for 
the  paying  of  old  debts  of  Wolfe  Hall  account,  except  $5,051.02, 
which  amount  was  paid  for  the  buildings  on  Champa  Street,  next  to 
the  Boston  Building,  and  which  yield  a  rental  of  $200.00  per  month 
toward  the  interest  account. 

WOLFE  HALL  itself  has  had  the  largest  attendance  in  five  years, 
and  has  not  only  earned  its  current  school  charges,  but  an  excess  of 
$2,000.00,  exceeding  the  overdraft  with  which  the  school  term  began 
in  September.  It  would  have  been  able  to  have  contributed  at  least 
$2,000.00  towards  its  interest  account  if  it  had  started  clear  last  Sep- 
tember. The  Chapter  has  expressed  its  great  gratification  to  Miss 
Wolcott  at  the  succosb  of  Wolfe  Hall  the  past  year. 
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JARVIS  HALL  has  been  conducted  during  the  past  year  under 
a  contract  with  the  Reverend  Franklin  S.  Spalding  and  MeaerB. 
George  Clarke  and  Charles  A.  Burritt,  and  we  are  glad  to  say  that 
two-thirds  of  the  Jarvis  Hall  interest  has  been  met  through  their 
payments  to  the  Chapter. 

THE  CHAPTER  exceedingly  regret  to  inform  the  Council  that 
Jarvis  Hall  will  not  have  the  able  services  of  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding 
next  year,  as  he  has  been  called  to  his  father's  old  Parish  in  Erie, 
Pa.,  and  has  accepted  the  call.  Mr.  Spalding  did  not  feel  financially 
able  to  assume  the  risk  of  conducting  the  school  personally  next 
year.  Mr.  Spalding  deserves  the  highest  praise  for  the  able  and 
courageous  manner  in  which  he  has  conducted  Jarvis  Hall  during 
the  past  three  years  since  the  panic,  especially  the  last  year,  during 
which  he  and  his  associates,  Messrs.  Clarke  and  Burritt,  took  upon 
themselves  personally  the  entire  responsibility  of  financiering  the 
school. 

THE  EPISCOPATE  FUND,  we  regret  to  say,  shows  a  deficit  of 
$1,096.64,  oven  under  the  reduced  salary  which  the  Bishop  volun- 
tarily accepted  during  the  past  three  years.  The  Chapter  desires  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  Members  of  the  Council  to  the  resolution  of 
the  former  Council,  in  which  it  was  resolved  that  each  communicant 
should  be  assessed  f  1.00  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop.  If  this  had 
boon  carried  out  faithfully,  there  would  have  been  no  deficit. 

THE  TREASURER  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Cobb,  reports  that  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  have  been  more  prompt  than  heretofore  in 
forwarding  their  assessments.  His  accounts  are  made  up  to  May  1, 
1896;  but  as  many  are  delinquent,  ho  will  make  a  supplementary 
report  of  the  payments  made  this  month,  so  that  they  may  not  be 
debarred  from  representation  in  the  Council  for  non-payment  of 
assoBsments. 

AS  THE  COUNCIL  of  some  two  years  ago  resolved  that  the 
Chapter  should  have  the  various  Treasurers'  statements  audited  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  Chapter  have  complied  with  the 
resolution,  and  the  Committee  appointed  have  certified  that  they 
have  carefully  examined  the  books  of  the  Treasurers  and  find  them 
as  reported,  to- wit :  The  Treasurer  of  the  Chapter,  Mr.  J.  A. 
Thatcher ;  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  Mr.  David  Ru- 
bidge  ;  :,the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  Mr.  C.  D.  Cobb ;  and  the 
Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions  and  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund, 
Mr.  A.  McD.  Brooks.  Mr.  Ben.  McDonald,  the  former  Treasurer, 
having  removed  from  the  State,  his  resignation  was  accepted,  and 
Mr.  Brooks  was  elected  by  the  Chapter  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
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ACCOMPANYING  the  report  ot  tha  finaocial  condition  of  The 
Home  for  ConaumptiTeB,  1b  a  BtatemoDt  of  the  Manager,  the  Rev. 
Frederick  W.  Oaltee,  which  gives  a  history  ot  the  final  completion 
and  great  eucceee  ot  the  Home. 

THB  CHAPTER  would  respocttully  recommend  that  that  portion 
of  the  Chapter's  Report  pertaining  to  ;

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The  abovo  showing  of  13323.70  of  earnings  aboye  ozpensee  should 
be  reduced  $1,621.05  the  amount  of  suspended  accounts,  as  it  is  very 
unlikely  that  the  Hospital  will  ever  realize  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
amount.  This  would  leave  $1,702.62  as  the  gain  for  the  year,  and 
increase  the  Charity  work  of  the  Hospital  to  $6,007.27.

That  copies  of  the  new  form  have  been  sent  to  all  the  Secretaries 
of  the  different  Dioceses,  and,  from  many,  words  of  approval  have 
been  received. 

That  your  Committee  ordered  one  thousand  copies  of  the  form  to 
be  printed,  and  they  request  that  the  bill  for  the  same,  amounting 
to  $21.25,  foe  allowed  and  ordered  paid.

The  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding  moved  that  elections  be  made  the 
first  order  of  business  for  tomorrow  morning.    Carried. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Council  adjourn  to  meet  in  Missionary 
meeting  at  7:15  in  the  Cathedral.

Denver,  Colo.,  June  4, 1896. 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  oonsider  the  amendments  proposed 
to  CanonB  XVI.  and  XVIL,  looking  to  a  change  in  the  Missionary 
administration  of  the  Diocese,  in  conformity  with  the  plan  commonly 
called  the  Pennsylvania  plan,  which  has  also  been  adopted  in  the 
Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  are  persuaded  of  the  great  value  of  that 
plan  in  promoting  the  efficiency  of  missionary  administration,  in 
stimulating  the  missionary  zeal  and  gifts  of  the  Parishes  and  Dean- 
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eries,  and  in  causing  a  hearty  endeavor  after  self-support  among  the 
dependent  Parishes. 

As  Colorado,  however,  is  a  sparsely  settled  Diocese,  in  comparison 
with  Massachusetts  and  Pennsylvania,  and  the  application  of  the 
plan  might,  therefore,  require  careful  modification,  they  recommend 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolvedt  That  the  amendments  proposed  to  Canons  XVI,  and 
XVII.,  looking  to  an  introduction  of  the  Pennsylvania  plan  into  the 
administration  of  Missions,  be  referred  to  a  commission  of  three, 
who  shall  report  in  detail  thereupon,  to  the  next  annual  Council, 
and  meantime  submit  their  report  to  an  early  meeting  of  each 
Deanery.

Mr.  Johnson  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution : 

That  Art.  XL,  Sec.  i,  of  the  Constitution,  be  amended  by 
changing  the  word  "three"  in  the  second  line,  and  in  the  third 
line,  to  "four"  in  each  place  ;  and  also  by  the  addition  to  said 
Section  of  the  words,  "of  whom  at  least  one  Presbyter  and  one 
layman  shall  be  from  each  Deanery." 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  matter  of  the  Epis- 
copate Fund  and  the  salary  of  the  Bishop,  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  referring 
to  the  Episcopate  Fund,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  owing  to  the  con- 
ditions prevailing  in  the  state,  and  affecting  all  investments,  as 
already  stated  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Treasurer,  they  find  the  sum  of 
$2,000  will  be  required  beyond  the  revenue  of  the  Episcopate  Fund 
to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Bishop,  at  its  reduced  figures.

Salary  and  traveling  expenses  of  the  Bishop. .  .$4,300  00 
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Since  May,  1893,  by  the  voluntary  act  of  the  Bishop,  the  salary  has 
been  paid  at  the  rate  of  $4,000  per  annuiQ,  instead  of  16,000  per 
annum,  as  originally  established. 

Your  Committee  feel  it  to  be  the  spirit  of  this  Council,  that  after 
the  act  of  good  will  on  the  part  of  the  Bishop,  our  venerable  Diocesan 
should  not  be  further  harassed  and  hindered  in  his  leadership  of 
the  Diocese,  by  any  failure  on  our  part  to  provide  for  his  due  and 
proper  support.  It  remains,  therefore,  to  be  their  duty  simply  to 
arrange  for  the  most  equitable  and  easy  mod.e  of  placing  the  sum  of 
12,000  upon  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions. 

This  mode  appears  to  be  attained  by  a  scale  graduated  to  the 
strength  of  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions. 

In  presenting  the  Canon  for  this  purpose,  the  Committee  beg  to 
urge,  if  their  recommendation  be  adopted,  that  the  several  Parishes 
proceed  promptly  to  meet  this  duty,  and  thereby  accord  to  our 
Bishop  in  this  act,  an  expression  of  hearty  good  will  and  gracious 
appreciation  of  his  generosity  and  services  to  the  Drocese. 

Your  Committee  unanimously  recommend  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Canon  XV.,  by  adding  a  new  Section  to  be  numbered  Sec.  6, 
as  follows : 

"That  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  each  Parish  and  Mission 
paying  a  salary  to  its  Minister  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  or 
over,  be  assessed  for  the  Bishop's  salary  according  to  a  ratio  to  be 
established  annually  by  the  Board  of  Ek^ualization.  Parishes  failing 
to  pay  that  assessment  before  May  1st,  shall  be  deprived  of  represen- 
tation in  the  Council,  unless  excused  by  the  Board  of  Equalization.*'

6.  That  each  local  secretary  keep  a  correct  list  of  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  Choristers  of  his  Association,  and  notify  them  by 
postal  card,  of  all  rehearsals. 

7.  That  in  each  of  the  three  cities,  the  local  Association  shall  sing 
a  Choir  Festival  on  the  Feast  of  the  Annunciation,  or  other  suitable 
date,  in  the  spring. 

7.  That  the  music  of  the  next  Annual  Missionary  Meeting  be 
chosen  from  the  program  then  rendered  ;  and  that  each  local  Associ- 
ation be  as  largely  represented  as  possible  on  that  occasion.

It  was  voted  that  Mr.  Douglas  be  given  the  duty  of  advertis- 
ing the  Great  Missionary  Meeting  next  year,  with  permission  to 
draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  to  the  amount  of  $15.00. 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  to  threatened  deficit  in  the  Missionary  treasury 
of  the  Church  reported  as  follows  : 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  that  i)ortion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  to  the  deficit  in  the  funds  for  Domestic  and  For- 
eign Missions  respectfully  reports  : 

That  we  recommend  that  this  Council  put  on  record  its  regret  at 
the  recurring  shortage  of  so  great  magnitude,  caused,  as  it  is  chiefly, 
by  the  neglect  of  our  Church  people  to  fulfil  their  manifest  duty  as 
members  of  the  great  Missionary  Church  of  Christ,  and  the  failure 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  General  Convention. 

We  do  not  suggest  any  legislation,  but  wish  to  call  attention  to 
the  duty  incumbent  upon  all  Missions  and  Parishes  and  members  of 
the  same  to  give  regularly  for  the  work  of  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missions,  in  addition  to  the  offerings  for  Diocesan  purposes. 

And  we  would  earnestly  recommend  that  all  our  Parishes  and 
Missions  make  a  supplementary  offering  before  Sept.  1,  1896,  to  be 
applied  to  the  aforesaid  deficit,  and  also  that  the  Rectors  of  Parishes 
and  other  Missionaries  give  their  people  the  opportunity  of  making 
offerings  at  Advent  and  Epiphany  for  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, respectively. 

Anything  short  of  this  would  seem  to  be  inconsistent  with  that 
gratitude  which  we  in  Colorado  owe  to  the  general  Church,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  debt  that  Christians  owe  to  Almighty  God,  as 
stewards  of  the  gifts  of  the  Gospel.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was 
read,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  from  such  indications 
as  can  be  gathered  from  an  incomplete  tabulation  of  the  returns 
from  the  Parishes,  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  figures  indi- 
cate a  substantial  and  encouraging  growth.  The  contributions  to- 
ward the  support  of  the  Bishop  have  been,  as  in  past  years,  meagre 
and  disgraceful,  and  call  for  the  drastic  measures  which  have  al- 
ready been  taken.  Otherwise  in  all  directions  the  returns  are  encour- 
aging. The  activity  of  the  General  Missionary  is  felt  in  all  direc- 
tions. The  hospital  and  the  schools  have  had  a  successful  year. 
Wolfe  Hall  has  increased  in  size  and  maintains  a  high  standard 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Wolcott.  Jarvis  Hall  in  the  face  of 
great  obstacles  has  made  progress  under  the  new  plan  of  manage- 
ment, and  its  prospects  are  good,  though  it  is  to  lose  its  devoted 
principal.  The  committee  would  express  its  congratulations  to  the 
Council  on  the  report  of  the  Manager  of  the  Home,  and  the  large 
work  which  it  is  already  doing.  It  produces  sensations  as  delightful 
as  they  are  rare  to  hear  a  report  which  records  no  debt  and  speaks 
only  of  balances.  Two  years  ago  the  Home  existed  only  in  the 
brain  of  its  energetic  founder.  To-day  it  is  a  fact,  and  in  discharge 
of  its  gracious  work  for  six  months  past.  The  importance  of  its  pe- 
culiar mission  cannot  be  over-estimated,  and  the  Diocese  possesses  in 
it  one  of  its  brightest  jewels. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  special  committee  has  dealt  with  the 
duty  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  your  Committee 
cannot  forbear  also  calling  attention  to  the  inadequate  recognition 
among  us  of  this  duty.  We  have  many  pressing  claims  in  every 
Parish,  but  the  fact  remains  that  nothing  can  excuse  us  from  our 
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duty.    The  Board  of  MissionB  is  the  accredited  agent  of  the  Church 
and  every  Parish  should  support  it  according  to  its  ability.    We 
hope  that  the  stigma  which  we  cannot  deny  rests  upon  our  Diocese 
will  be  largely  removed  during  the  coming  year. 
The  Committee  submit  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  express  its  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  Miss  Wolcott  and  all  associated  with  her  in  the  direction  of  Wolfe 
Hall. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  express  its  gratitude  to  the  men  who 
have  during  the  past  year  managed  Jarvis  Hall,  and  its  cordial 
recognition  of  their  self-denying  labors. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  hears  with  regret  of  the  resignation 
of  Rev.  F.  S.  Spalding  to  take  charge  of  a  Parish  in  another  Diocese. 
We  recognize  the  just  debt  we  owe  him  for  his  four  years*  work  at 
Jarvis  Hall,  and  his  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese.  We  wish  him 
Qod  speed  in  the  new  work  in  which  we  look  for  great  success. 

Resolved,    That  the  Council  views  with  gratitude  and  joy  the 

completed  Home.     We  again  return  thanks  to  Mr.  Oakes  and  all 

who  have  assisted  him  in  building  this  superb  institution,  and  we 

express  our  hearty  interest  in  the  important  and  beneficent  work 

which  it  is  doing.

A  majority  of  your  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion 
of  the  Bishop's  Annual  Address  in  relation  to  Sunday  Schools,  met  at 
four-thirty  p.  m.,Wedneeday.  the  3rd  inst.,  in  the  Crypt  of  the  Cathed- 
ral, and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

One  of  the  first  duties  resting  upon  the  laity  to-day,  is  to  aid  the 
Rector  in  the  teaching  of  the  children,  and  considering  the  state  of 
religious  education  in  the  West,  the  Committee  does  solemnly  and 
most  earnestly  impress  upon  the  laity,  that  the  Sunday  School  is  the 
first  factor  to  be  cared  for  in  the  Church,  and  that  they  owe  it  to 
their  own  children,  to  see  that  the  teachings  are  thoroughly  doctrin- 
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al»  and  that,  for  the  good  of  the  Church  and  District,  every  available 
child  be  looked  up  and  brought  into  the  Sunday  School. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  attention  of  all  the  Parishes 
be  called  to  the  Sunday  School  Association  recently  formed  and  that 
they  be  furnished  with  the  list  of  questions  for  the  competitive  ex- 
amination to  be  held  al  or  about  Christmas  time. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends :  That,  considering  the  large 
number  of  children  reported  in  the  denominational  schools,  double 
the  present  number  to  be  the  goal  of  next  year,  and  that  the  laity, 
wherever  isolated  from  church  privileges,  be  urged  to  assemble  the 
children  and  form  a  Sunday  School. 

And  we  now  charge  the  clergy,  who  undoubtedly  recognize  the 

importance  of  this  subject,  that  it  be  constantly  and  continuously 

agitated  in  their  congregations.

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The  Bishop's  Annual  Address. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Qergy  and  Laity: 

The  value  of  the  Diocesan  Council  is  not  to  be  estimated  by 
the  amendments  we  make  to  our  Canons  nor  by  the  Resolutions 
we  adopt,  though  these  if  wisely  conceived  may  have  momentous 
consequences.  It  is  also  to  be  seen  in  our  meeting 'and  com- 
muning together  and  getting  inspiration  for  our  work  by  mutual 
sympathy  and  counsel,  and  especially  by  our  united  Prayers  and 
Devotions,  our  pleading  together  the  Memorial  of  the  Great 
Sacrifice  for  our  Salvation,  and  joint  participation  of  the  Benefits 
of  the  Redemption  in  Christ.  Let  us  while  together  make  the 
most  of  our  privileges. 

We  meet  after  another  year  of  great  financial  stringency  and 
depression,  and  we  thank  God  for  the  many  tokens  of  His  favor 
and  blessing  amidst  all  our  trials  and  discouragements.  We 
have  never  had  so  large  a  number  of  Clergy  as  now,  not  even 
before  the  division,  when  six  were  laboring  in  what  is  now 
Western  Colorado.  Our  Confirmations  have  been  unusually 
large.  There  is  a  manifest  increase  of  Devotion  and  Missionary 
Spirit  in  our  Clergy  and  people.  It  seems  to  be  with  an  in- 
creasing number  more  and  more  the  determination  to  renounce 
personal  and  selfish  ends,  to  live  for  Christ,  to  set  forward 
His  Kingdom  and  make  it  strong  to  His  Glory  and  the  Sal- 
vation of  men.  May  our  loyalty  and  zeal  for  the  Church  be 
intensified  as  the  result  of  our  assembling. 

Thinking  of  the  losses  of  the  Church,  Bishop  Howe  of  Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania  is  the  only  one  of  our  Bishops  called  home 
during  the  Council  year.  He  was  a  man  of  great  ability,  a 
strong  preacher,  a  wise  administrator,  an  author  of  repute.  An 
aged  man,  he  had  almost  wholly  retired  from  the  work,  which 
goes  on  efficiently  under  the  Co-adjutor  Bishop  who  succeeds 
him.

Some  of  them  have  done  exceptionally  valuable 
service.

On  Tuesday 
after  the  twenty-second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Nov.  12,  I  ordained  the  Rev.  David  Henry 
Clarkson,  Priest.  On  Friday  after  the  third  Sunday  in  Advent, 
Dec.  20,  I  ordained  Mr.  Joseph  Wallace  Gunn,  Deacon.  On  the 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  being  May  6, 
in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Bishop  Talbot  at  my 
request  ordained  Harry  Arthur  Handel.  B.  A.,  Deacon;  and 
this  morning  I  ordained,  in  this  Cathedral,  Thomas  A.  Schofield, 

Deacon. 

Our  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  :  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Scho-

S.  Stephen's  Parish,  Denver,  was  organized  on  Friday,  Nov. 
15,  and  S.  Andrew's,  Cripple  Creek,  in  March,  by  adopting  the 
proper  Constitution;  the  Mission  of  the  Epiphany,  South  Den- 
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ver,  on  the  eve  of  the  Feast  of  the  Epiphany,  Feb.  5,  1896  ;  S. 
Mark's  Church,  Victor,  on  April  19,  1896;  S.  John  Baptist 
Mission,  Florence,  on  May  20,  1896;  S.  Matthew's,  Rocky  Ford, 
on  May  20,  1896,  when  I  appointed  their  several  officers,  on 
receiving  the  usual  promise  of  conformity  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church  and  their  pledges  of  support  of  their 
services.  The  papers  in  all  these  cases  are  laid  before  the 
Council. 

The  Rev.  Reginald  S.  Radcliffe,  appointed  General  Mission- 
ary on  the  authorization  of  the  last  Council,  entered  upon  his 
work  on  Sept.  ist.  His  report  will  show  something  of  what  he 
has  done  thus  far.  I  am  very  much  pleased  with  the  results  and 
believe  that  great  good  will  be  accomplished  for  the  Church  and 
for  the  souls  of  God's  people  scattered  abroad,  through  this  in- 
strumentality. All  our  people  wherever  resident  will  come  to 
know  the  care  of  their  Mother,  the  Church,  and  we  shall  be 
ready  to  take  advantage  of  opportunities  for  organizing  Mis- 
sions. In  almost  all  places  some  appointments  will  be  made  of 
persons  charged  with  the  duty  of  looking  after  the  Church's  in- 
terests. The  Sunday  School  Association  organized  in  the 
Northern  Deanery  will  be  in  cooperation  towards  some  of  the 
same  ends. 

Our  Diocesan  Hospital,  as  shown  by  its  report,  to  which  ref- 
erence is  made,  has  been  fuller  and  doing  better  work  than  in 
any  previous  year,  Much  of  its  success  is  due  to  Mr.  E.  A. 
Peters  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  the  Medical  Director,  Dr. 
Rogers,  and  to  the  Head  Nurse,  Miss  Darling.  The  executors 
of  the  estate  of  Mr.  John  H.  Wyman  gave  it  $1000,  which  is  ap- 
plied to  the  reduction  of  the  mortgage  debt  to  $19,000.  The 
loan  is  renewed  at  6  per  cent,,  and  extended  for  five  more 
years.  The  Hospital  is  cramped  for  room.  Will  not  some  gen- 
erous giver,  moved  to  see  the  necessity,  build  a  wing  or  pavilion 
to  meet  the  growing  demands  upon  this  great  charity  ?  The 
making  of  the  old  Jarvis  Hall,  and  later,  S.  John's  Club,  into 
a  Home  for  the  Nurses  of  the  Training  School,  proves  to  be  an 
exceedingly  satisfactory  arrangement. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  Dec.  19,  in  the  Cathedral,  we  grad- 
uated four  nurses,  awarding  their  well  earned  diplomas,  after  an 
appropriate  service  and  address. 

The  Home  for  Consumptives,  the  grand  result  of  the  labors 
of  love  of  the  Rector  of  All  Saints'  Parish  and  his  many  helpers. 
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is  meeting  a  great  want.  It  is  ail  the  time  full,  and  is  receiving 
from  those  who  share  its  benefits,  the  warmest  commendation. 
May  the  hearts  of  the  charitable  be  stirred  .to  complete  the  pro- 
vision of  the  greatly  needed  endowment  of  ^50,000,  of  which 
more  than  half  is  conditionally  promised. 

The  Chapter  Report  will  show  the  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  schools.  Rev.  Frank  S.  Spalding  retires  from  the  Principal- 
ship  of  Jarvis  Hall,  which  he  has  held  for  four  years  past,  and 
has  since  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  a  Parish.  Mr.  George 
Clarke  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Burritt  will  carry  on  the  School  on  the 
same  terms  as  last  year,  the  former  being  Principal  and  the  lat- 
ter Bursar  and  Business  Manager,  employing,  of  course,  such 
instructors  as  may  be  needed,  including  a  Chaplain,  who  will  be 
in  charge  of  S.  Luke's,  Montclair.  Wolfe  Hall  continues  under 
its  very  able  management.  This  school,  like  Jarvis  Hall,  has 
been  constantly  improving.  The  standard  of  teaching  is  very 
high.  The  moral  and  religious  tone  is  most  admirable.  The 
number  of  pupils  confirmed  is  larger  than  for  many  years. 
Dean  Hart's  weekly  instructions  have  brought  forth  excellent 
fruits.  Chaplain  Hickman  has  most  faithfully  performed  his 
duties.  His  Church  History  lectures,  remarkable  and  instruc- 
tive as  they  were,  have  been  well  appreciated  by  those  who  have 
been  privileged  to  attend  them.  If  the  School  could  secure 
twenty  more,  or  even  ten  more,  boarding  scholars,  it  could  pay 
all  expenses  and  interest.  The  same  is  true  of  Jarvis  Hall.  It 
is  paying  two-thirds  of  its  interest  now.  Let  the  Clergy  each 
make  a  great  effort  and  send  us  from  their  Parishes  the  patron- 
age needed,  and  we  shall  thus  be  enabled  to  save  these  great 
schools  to  the  Church  and  Commonwealth. 

The  Theological  School,  with  its  seat  at  Matthews  Hall,  the 
residence  of  the  Bishop  in  his  capacity  of  Head  of  the  School 
and  Chief  Instructor,  has  had  regular  weekly  lectures  and  reci- 
tations for  the  year,  under  the  Bishop  in  Theology,  and  Pro- 
fessor Hickman  in  Church  History.  There  have  been  five  reg- 
ular students,  with  three  or  four  others  attending  irregularly. 
While  the  School  is  intended  specially  for  Candidates  for 
Orders,  Deacons,  and  the  younger  Priests,  it  is  permissible  for 
Lay  Readers  to  enter  the  classes.  One  of  our  Readers  has  at- 
tended constantly,  and  it  is  hoped  that  others  may  avail  them- 
selves of  the  privilege.  More  and  more  our  Theological  School 
is  proving  its  value  in  instructing  and  raising  the  tone  of  Theo- 
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logical  learning  among  our  younger  Clergy.  Next  year  I  hope 
to  arrange  for  a  Baccalaureate  Sermon  and  the  Commencement 
exercise^'  customary  in  such  schools. 

The  Theological  Endowment  Trust,  all  now  in  real  estate, 
not  only  brings  in  no  income,  but  we  have  now  for  the  first  time 
to  incur  debt  for  taxes  upon  its  lands  owned,  and  those  held  for 
security. 

In  the  Diocese  generally  the  number  baptized  and  confirmed 
in  the  small  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  city  and  country  dis- 
tricts is  noticeable.  God  does  not  despise  the  doing  of  small 
things,  nor  should  we.  We  must  get  and  hold  the  Divine  point 
of  view  in  looking  at  results.  The  temptation  to  estimate  work 
and  the  relative  importance  of  different  fields  and  services  in  a 
worldly  and  secular  way,  is  strong  with  many  and  is  to  be  re- 
sisted. Think  how  Christ,  Our  Lord,  looks  upon  our  labors  in 
poor  and  humble  posts  of  duty.  Think  of  his  reversals  of  hu- 
man judgments.  Think  of  the  ^'widow's  mite"  of  two  farthings, 
and  of  "the  cup  of  cold  water  only"  in  the  true  estimation  of 
the  Judge  of  All.  I  knew  of  one  humble  well  learned  priest, 
earnest  of  spirit,  but  unostentatious  and  without  t1i£  qualities 
which  win  popular  applause.  He  had  small  congregations  and 
a  meagre  salary.  He  seemed  to  the  world  to  amount  to  nothing 
and  his  work  to  be  a  failure.  He  is  gone  and,  except  by  a  few, 
forgotten.  But  he  won  some  to  Christ  and  moulded  them  into 
the  Christlike  character.  And  through  them  he  lives  and 
speaks,  and  a  strong  Parish  represents  his  work,  and  the  life  of 
the  Church  therein  pervades  a  wide  district  and  many  people. 
To  all  such  laborers,  I  say,  in  the  name  of  Christ,  work  on,  in 
His  spirit,  and  let  no  man  despise  thee.  He  who  calls  the 
laborers  and  puts  them  where  they  are,  observes  their  work  and 
service,  and  will  reward  them  in  His  own  time. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  we  will  take  the  Deaneries 
separately,  and  first  that  of  Denver,  or  Northern  Colorado. 

The  effect  of  the  action  of  the  last  Council  in  the  appqpt- 
ment  of  a  Rural  Dean  has  been  to  revive  the  old  interest  in  the 
Convocations,  of  which  two  have  been  held,  one  in  Boulder  and 
one  in  All  Saints',  Denver,  with  much  increase  of  Missionary 
zeal  and  improved  organization  of  important  parts  of  the  work. 
The  reports  of  both  Deaneries  demand  attention. 

In  Denver  at  the  Cathedral  the  work  has  gone  on  quietly  and 
with  the  usual  interest  and  encouragements,  and  with  a   mani- 
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fest  increase  of  Missionary  spirit  and  service  among  the  women. 
The  Cathedral  Auxiliary  to  Missions  met  its  pledge  of  $200 
without  difficulty,  and  more  than  one  suit  of  clothing  and  outfit 
of  Missionary  box  has  been  supplied  to  the  grateful  Missionary. 
The  Cathedral  Mission,  corner  of  Lawrence  and  West  loth 
Street,  has  proved  its  value  among  the  classes  of  people  for 
whom  it  is  intended.  It  has. its  Sunday  School,  Sewing  School, 
and  Mothers'  Meeting,  and  it  is  hoped  to  add  services  on  Sun- 
day evenings.  S.  Mark's  Parish  is  a  great  center  and  source  of 
life,  with  its  Kindergartens  and  its  Sunday  Schools,  its  S. 
Philip's  Mission  and  its  most  successful  utilization  of  the  work 
of  the  laity.  The  Rector  and  his  assistant,  the  Chaplain  of 
Wolfe  Hall  and  Professor  of  Church  History  in  our  Theological 
School,  have  rendered  much  assistance  to  S.  Peter's  and  S. 
Stephen's.  The  latter  built  a  Church  last  summer  costing 
$2,500,  upon  lots. given,  as  usual,  by  the  Bishop,  incurring  a  debt 
of  but  $1,500.  The  Deacon  in  charge,  Mr.  Jones,  resigned  on 
February  ist,  and  is  now  laboring  in  Park  City,  Utah.  The 
Rev.  £.  L.  Parsons  succeeded  him  but  was  able  to  serve  but  a 
month,  his  health  and  strength  temporarily  failing.  Our  excel- 
lent Lay  Reader,  Mr.  Hudston,  has  kept  up  the  services  when 
there  has  been  no  Clergyman.  There  is  a  good  prospect  of  a 
strong,  active  Parish  when  it  shall  have  secured  a  permanent 
Rector.  Mr.  Gunn  served  S.  Peter's  as  Lay  Reader  till  his  or- 
dination in  December,  and  since  as  Deacon.  The  improvement 
in  feeling,  attendance  and  support,  has  been  decided,  especially 
of  late.  The  money  has  been  raised  for  a  fence  around  the 
Church  lot,  that  it  may  be  utilized  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children.  Something  has  been  done  towards  the  delinquent 
interest  on  the  small  6  per  cent,  debt  of  $3,000.  S.  Peter's  is 
resuming  its  place  among  our  effective  self-supporting  Parishes. 
The  Epiphany  Mission,  two  miles  further  South,  organized  by 
the  Bishop  on  the  eve  of  the  Feast  of  the  Epiphany,  is  served 
most  acceptably  by  Mr.  Gunn,  and  is  able  to  supplement  the 
support  given  by  S.  Peter's.  Recent  visitations  have  found 
more  than  forty  church  families  in  the  neighborhood.  In  the 
Mission  there  are  probably  more  than  twice  that  number.  What 
a  blessed  work,  to  go  out  into  the  highways  and  seek  and  save 
those  who,  apart  from  such  Christlike  ministries  are  lost  ! 

Rev.  Chester  M.  Smith  resigned  Emmanuel   November   ist. 
Soon  after  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Schofield,  a  candidate  for   Holy  Or- 
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ders  from  Bexley  Hall,  Gambier,  was  secured,  a  man  admirably 
adapted  to  the  work  in  West  Denver.  Emmanuel  Mission  has 
no  debt,  and  is  learning  to  give  systematically,  as  in  tormer 
prosperous  days  before  the  panic,  for  the  support  of  the  services. 

The  Rev.  Canon  Marshall  resigned  Trinity  Memorial  Parish 
in  September,  after  a  Rectorship  of  fifteen  years.  In  December 
the  Rev.  Dr.  D.  L.  V.  Mofifett  was  called,  who  entered  upon  the 
Rectorship  in  January.  He  is  working  with  commendable 
efficiency  and  marked  success.  Christ  Church  continued  with 
Lay  Services  after  Mr.  Lightner's  resignation,  until  at  a  meeting 
of  the  congregation  Friday  evening,  Sept.  13,  the  Bishop  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  Canon  Charles  H.  Marshall  Rector,  with  the 
unanimous  concurrence  of  the  meeting.  By  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  the  name  wab  changed  to  S.  Barnabas,  and  Canon 
Marshall  assumed  charge  the  last  of  October,  on  his  return  from 
the  General  Convention.  The  success  of  his  ministry  here  thus 
far  has  been  phenomenal.  An  enlargement  of  the  Church  is 
contemplated,  and  the  means  are  in  part  provided. 

On  the  North  Side  the  Rev.  Canon  Oakes,  with  his  assistant, 
secured  last  July,  is  maintaining  the  efficiency  of  Parish  and 
Sunday  School  work.  The  congregations  and  offerings  show 
increased  faithfulness  and  liberality.  The  "Home"  in  this  Par- 
ish gives  it  great  prestige  and  importance.  About  two  miles  to 
the  southwest,  in  the  town  of  Highlands,  is  S.  Paul's  Parish.  It 
secured  as  Rector  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Fitch  in  October,  after  home 
months  of  Lay  reading.  He  is  doing  good  work  and  is  much 
beloved,  though  from  ill  health  is  about  to  resign.  There  is  no 
debt  on  this  church,  it  having  been  duly  consecrated.  There  is 
the  small  debt  of  $2,000  on  the  Rectory,  which  causes  no  em- 
barrassment. With  better  times  S.  Paul's  will  be  among  the 
best  of  our  suburban  Parishes. 

There  ought  to  be  a  Mission  in  or  a  little  east  of  Berkeley, 
where  we  have  several  Church  families  who  by  reason  of  their 
remoteness  from  our  Churches  are  mostly  deprived  of  Church 
privileges.  I  wish  All  Saints'  might  undertake  such  Mission,  if 
not  alone,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  people  of  S.  Paul's.  As  I 
write,  the  Rector  of  All  Saints'  has  received  a  petition  of  some 
thirty  people  pleading  for  the  establishing  of  such  Mission, 
which  will  of  course  be  done. 

S.  Luke's,  Montclair,  is  served  by  Jarvis  Hall.    It  is  important 
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especially  as  having  the  School  in  its  limits.  It  is  doing  well  as 
a  Mission. 

The  Rev.  D.  E.  Johnson  and  his  congregation  decided  last 
year  upon  building  upon  the  lots  offered  them  by  the  Bishop, 
corner  of  22d  and  Humboldt  Sts.  The  church  cost  about  $2,500. 
The  debt  to  the  A.  C.  B.  F.  C.  at  6  per  cent  is  but  $1,000.  The 
lots  and  building  are  valued  at  about  $7,000.  So  far  the  interest 
has  been  met  promptly  and  without  difficulty.  More  of  our 
well  to  do  people  are  taking  an  interest  in  this,  as  in  other 
Missions  of  the  Church,  seeing  it  to  be  a  means  of  great  useful- 
ness. 

Littleton  is  now  almost  a  suburb  of  Denver.  The  Missionary 
has  been  very  ill  but  is  believed  to  be  improving.  Here  and  at 
S.  Philip's,  West  Plum  Creek,  he  has  been  greatly  aided  by  our 
Lay  Readers,  and  the  work  has  not  very  materially  suffered. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Henry  was  in  charge  of  La  Junta  until  August, 
and  became  Rector  of  Greeley  in  September.  For  three  months 
in  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lytton,  Mr.  John  B.  Whitehead, 
Lay  Reader,  conducted  the  services  most  acceptably.  The 
Parish  is  consolidating  its  strength  and  endeavoring  to  realize 
its  mission. 

There  have  been  no  changes  at  Boulder  or  Fort  Collins. 
These  Parishes  are  steadily  growing.  The  work  of  the  Ladies' 
Guilds  is  especially  to  be  commended.  At  Boulder  an  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Church  has  been  resolved  upon. 

The  Rector  of  Boulder  gave  one  Sunday  morning  a  month  to 
Longmont  until  in  October  the  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Cook,  an  in- 
structor in  the  Colorado  University,  became  the  Minister.'  In 
Longmont,  as  almost  everywhere,  it  is  woman*s  work  that  con- 
tributes most  to  success. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Penley  has  labored  faithfully  at  Idaho  Springs, 
Georgetown  and  Golden,  giving  occasional  services  to  Central 
City,  until  in  December  the  Rev.  Albert  E.  Clay  was  secured 
for  Central  and  Nevadaville.  On  Sunday  before  last  I  found 
that  Mr.  Clay  is  getting  the  work  well  in  hand,  and  the  best  re- 
sults are  expected. 

The  South  Park  is  in  the  Denver  Deanery.  The  General 
Missionary  has  made  two  or  three  visitations  to  the  stations  of 
S.  Alban's  Mission.  At  Como  there  are  several  awaiting  the 
Bishop's  early  visit  for  confirmation. 
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The  Southern  Deanery  has  at  present  more  missionary 
ground  than  the  Northern.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Winter,  Deacon, 
officiated  regularly  at  S.  Peter's,  Pueblo,  until  after  Easter, 
when  the  services  were  of  necessity  suspended.  You  are  aware 
of  the  circumstances.  The  Parish  had  purchased  years  ago  a 
fine  property  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Tenth  Streets  as  the 
site  for  a  new  Church.  Later,  seeing  that  this  would  come  to 
be  business  property,  another  corner  was  bought  on  13th  street. 
Large  indebtedness  was  incurred.  These  properties  together 
with  the  Church  and  Rectory  lots  were  heavily  mortgaged. 
The  panic  came  before  any  sales  could  be  made.  Foreclosures 
or  conveyances  to  the  mortgagees  have  followed.  Some  of  the 
vestrymen  seem  to  be  holden  for  money  borrowed  at  the  banks 
to  pay  interest.  The  Parish  has  probably  lost  all.  And  this  is 
the  mother  Parish  of  Southern  Colorado !  It  had  and  has  a 
goodly  number  of  devoted  members  and  adherents,  but  now 
they  are  helpless.  I  have  strongly  advised  them  to  attend  the 
services  of  the  other  Parishes,  the  Ascension  and  Holy  Trinity. 
Whether  the  time  will  come  with  the  revival  of  business  pros- 
perity in  this,  the  second  city  of  the  State,  when  the  Parish  can 
be  reorganized  and  its  work  revived,  under  possibly  another 
name  and  better  auspices,  cannot  yet  be  foreseen.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Oliver  was  called  to  the  Ascension  the  first  of  September, 
on  the  resignation  of  Canon  Radcliffe  to  take  up  the  work  of 
General  Missionary.  In  both  the  Ascension  and  the  Holy 
Trinity,  the  work  has  gone  on  with  vigor  and  prosperity.  A 
good  Lay  Reader  assists  Canon  Newton  in  the  services  of  S. 
Jan^es',  Bessemer.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Winter  also  is  to  be  his  assist- 
ant in  Holy  Trinity  and  the  Missions. 

After  Mr.  Henry's  resignation  of  La  Junta  in  July  this 
Mission  was  for  some  time  vacant,  except  as  the  General  Mis- 
sionary was  able  to  hold  services.  The  debt  on  the  Church  of 
the  Messiah,  Las  Animas,  having  been  fully  paid  through  the 
efforts  of  Canon  Radcliffe,  the  Church  was  duly  consecrated  on 
July  22.  Mr.  H.  B.  Smith,  Candidate  for  Orders,  was  on  Palm 
Sunday  appointed  to  hold  services  at  La  Junta,  Rocky  Ford 
and  Las  Animas,  with  residence  at  La  Junta,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  General  Missionary. 

Rev.  O.  A.  Sands  remained  at  Trinidad  until  early  summer, 
when  he  removed  to  Buena  Vista,  where  he  has  been  able  with 
the  help  of  a  Lay  Reader  and  his  wife  as   visitor  and   Sunday 
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School  Superintendent  and  head  of  the  Woman's  Guild,  to  keep 
up  the  Sunday  morning  services  and  the  interest  of  the  work. 
In  September  and  October  the  Rev.  D.  L.  Hobbs  was  in  charge 
of  Trinidad.  The  Rev.  W.  H.  Sparling  was  secured  in  January. 
He  is  a  man  of  practical  wisdom  and  experience  and  is  already 
getting  the  work  well  in  hand   and  inspiring  and  uniting  the 

The  Key.  Mr.  Cone  has  paid  the  small  debt  on  the  rear  part 
of  the  Church  lot.  The  Parish  Church  at  Alamosa  never  was 
in  better  condition  than  now.  The  Missions  at  Del  Norte  and 
La  Jara  are  doing  exceedingly  well.  That  at  Monte  Vista  suf- 
fers from  most  of  its  members  living  out  of  town  and  from  not 
having  indigenous  elements  in  the  village  itself. 

In  the  upper  part  of  the  great  San  Luis  valley,  at  Villa  Grove, 
Cotton  Creek  and  Saguache,  the  Rector  of  Salida  has  faith- 
fully ministered-  He  has  visited  S.  James'.  Villa  Grove,  on 
Mondays  tor  most  of  the  year.  On  two  occasions,  ten  have 
been  confirmed.  Salida  has  with  other  like  towns  suffered  ter- 
ribly from  the  panic.  Still  the  work  goes  on  without  an  abate- 
ment of  interest-  So  also  at  Leadville,  which  is  renewing  its 
youth  as  a  gold  mining  camp  scarcely  second  to  any  other. 

Caiion  Cily  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Slbbald 
as  Rector  in  September,  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Davidson. 
The  very  large  number  confirmed  shows  the  renewal  of  life. 
The  purpose  and  plan  of  building  a  new  Church  is  maturing. 
Mr.  Sibbald  has  given  one  Sunday  a  month  to  S.  Luke's,  Silver 
Clitf,  with  regular  pastoral  visitations.  He  now  resigns  this 
part  of  bis  field  ;  and  a  Clergyman  will  be  secured  for  Silver 
Cliff  and  Florence  and  the  large  coal  camps  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

The  great  disaster  of  ihe  burning  of  the  town  of  Cripple 
Creek  with  the  Church  and  Guild  Hall,  will  not,  except  fnr  the 
time  being,  weaken  the  Church,  S.  Andrew's  Mission  had  just 
organized  as  a  self  supporting  Parish.  It  will  make  strenuous 
efforts  to  maintain  the  position  of  a  I'arish,  and  the  Church  and 
Parish  house  with  free  rcadint*  room  will  be  rebuilt  of  a  size 
and  with  appointments  much  more  adequale  to  the  great  work 
to  be  done.  All  Church  people  should  now  stand  by  Mr. 
Grimes  and  give  him  the  money  he  needs,  A  Mission  was  or- 
ganized at  Victor  on  the  second  Sunday  after  Easter,  and  is 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Augustine  Prentiss,  who  returns  to

US  after  an  absence  of  eight  years.     He  will  be  remembered  as 
the  popular  Rector  of  Leadville  in  1887-8. 

This  completes  the  brief  review  of  the  year's  work.  I  go  on 
to  make  some  suggestions  and  to  give  some  instructions  con- 
cerning the  work  doing  and  to  be  done. 

In  Holy  Week  in  Denver  at  the  suggestion  and  by  the  aid  of 
laymen,  noonday  services  were  held  in  a  centrally  located  hall, 
participated  in  by  the  Bishop,  Dean  and  other  Clergy.  All  who 
attended  felt  the  wisdom  of  the  plan,  and  rejoiced  at  the  great 
privilege  afforded.  It  should  be  the  inauguration  of  a  new 
feature  of  our  Lenten  Services.  Next  year  it  is  hoped  that  it 
may  be  found  practicable  by  beginning  early  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  down  town  noonday  services  every  week  day  in  Lent. 
We  sec  clearly  in  this  connection  the  necessity  of  reorganizing 
in  all  our  Parishes  the  S.  Andrew's  Brotherhood.  Such  bodies 
of  young  men  are  needed  to  work  in  combination,  to  make  ar- 
rangements, to  invite  people  to  the  services,  to  welcome  and 
seat  and  hand  books  to  those  who  come,  and  to  solicit  the 
means  to  meet  the  small  expenditure.  Such  is  not  the  only 
service  required  of  the  Brotherhood  in  this  great  city.  The 
Clergy  should  be  alert  and  vigilant  to  see  the  opportunities  and 
to  give  them  work  to  do  in  furtherance  of  the  great  object  of 
their  organization. 

The  Sunday  School  Association  of  the  Northern  Deanery 
might,  by  participation  of  the  Southern,  be  made  Diocesan. 
Whatever  we  can  do  to  mature,  strengthen  and  extend, and  secure 
and  intensify  interest  in  our  Sunday  School  work,  and  work 
among  our  children  and  youth,  is  worthy  of  our  most  serious 
consideration.     I  commend  the  subject  to  the  Council. 

It  is  believed  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  bringing  into 
action  the  functions  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  as  a  Board  of 
Missions.  No  better  bodv  could  be  constituted  for  such  a 
Board.  It  has  general  1  )iocesan  representation  of  Clergy  and 
laity.  Its  By-Laws  provide  that  it  shall  have  at  least  quarterly 
meetings  for  the  consideration  of  all  Missionary  matters,  at 
which  the  Canons  shall  preach  in  the  Cathedral  in  their  order. 
The  General  Missionary  will  aid  the  Bishop  in  placing  before 
the  Board  a  full  view  of  the  conditions  and  needs  of  the  field. 
Possibly,  through  his  efficient  aid,  the  Chicago  plan  may  be 
carried  out,  of  having  Missionary  addresses  by  laymen  deliv- 
ered in  all  our  Churches  with  a  view  to   diffusing  information 
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and  securine^  large  increase  of  offerings  for  our  Diocesan 
Missions.  The  Charter  and  By-l^aws  are  printed  in  appendices 
to  the  Journal  of  1883  and  1893. 

The  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  are  again 
running  behind.  The  deficit  on  Sept.  i  next  will  be  $85,000, 
unless  speedy  and  successful  efforts  are  made  at  once  to  replen- 
ish the  treasury.  A  reduction  of  the  appropriations  to  the 
Dioceses  is  already  anticipated  as  absolutely  necessary.  I  renew 
my  appeals  of  last  year.  I  beseech  you  all  to  do  your  part 
for  this  all  important  object. 

It  is  my  duty  to  call  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  F^piscopate  Fund  and  to  the  condition  of  the  fund  as 
therein  shown.  It  will  be  seen  that  its  income  is  insufficient. 
Something  of  the  endowment  has  gone  into  real  estate.  This 
was  permissable  under  our  contract  with  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  under  which  we  received  $20,000. 
There  has  been  raised  in  cash  within  the  Diocese  less  than 
$8,000,  though  we  had  coupon  notes  representing  more  than 
twice  that  amount.  It  was  supposed  that  the  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  Bishop,  to-wit  :  Lots  8  and  9,  Block  129,  £.  D., 
by  Bishop  Randall,  and  Lot  10  in  same  Block,  and  Block  38, 
Park  Avenue  .Addition,  and  Block  95,  Capitol  Hill  Subdivision, 
2d  filing,  by  the  present  Bishop,  would  be  sufficient,  and  no 
assessments  would  ever  be  necessary.  But  now  we  find  that 
we  must  come  down  to  equality  in  this  regard  with  the  other 
Dioceses,  and  make  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions. I  am  unwilling  to  receive  any  of  the  principal  as  salary ; 
and  yet  1  am  unable  to  propose  or  allow  further  reduction. 
The  isaue  must  come  squarely  before  the  Council  ;  shall  assess- 
ments be  made  upon  the  equitable  basis  of  incomes  ?  It  will 
depend  upon  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  to  devise  ways  and 
means  to  increase  the  revenues  from  subscriptions,  pew  rents 
or  otherwise,  so  as  to  meet  this,  as  all  other  legitimate  expenses 
of  the  Congregations.  It  is  done  in  about  ail  the  Dioceses. 
Several  Dioceses  have  no  endowments,  or  only  the  smallest,  and 
the  Episcopate  is  just  as  honorably  and  liberally  supported.  I 
am  sure  there  should  be  no  serious  difficulty  here,  when  there 
is  a  proper  realization  of  the  situation.  I  am  trying  to  speak  of 
the  matter  impersonally  and  in  the  sole  interest  of  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate. 
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I  made  some  remarks  in  my  address  to  the  Convocation  of 
1885  on  the  subject  of  Church  work  in  cities.  May  I  refer  you 
to  that  address,  and  particularly  to  that  part  of  it  on  pages  34  to 
39  ?  It  says  what  I  would  like  to  repeat  to-day.  I  trust  many 
of  you  have  preserved  it,  or  can  have  access  to  it  with  all  the 
Journals  of  the  Convocation  and  Council.  I  beg  now  to  sup- 
plement what  was  then  said,  in  the  way  of  authoritative  instruc- 
tion and  as  placed  under  obligation  by  Title  I,  Canon  19, 
Section  IX,  to  give  from  time  to  time  such  teaching  and  ad- 
monitions as  may  seem  to  be  expedient  and  needful. 

I  ask  you  then  to  consider  first  ihe  principles  of  work  by 
which  the  Apostles  were  guided,  which  were  acted  upon  by  the 
Bishops  and  Clergy  of  the  Primitive  Church,  and  by  which  the 
Church  in  all  ages  has  achieved  her  successes.  The  first  prin- 
ciple WAS  TO  SEIZE  AND  OCCUPY  THE  CENTERS  OF  POPULATION, 
AND  THE  SECOND  WAS  TO  GO  FORTH  FROM  THESj:  STRONGLY  IN- 
TRENCHED AND  FORTIFIED  POSTS  TO  SECURE  AND  TO  EVANGELIZE 
THE  WHOLE  COUNTRY. 

It  is  remarkable  how  many  of  the  great  cities  of  the  Roman 
Empire  were  visited  by  S.  Paul,  and  because  of  his  residence 
and  labors  in  them  have  ever  since  been  intimately  associated 
with  his  name.  Most  of  them  are  far  more  famous  because  of 
his  planting  of  the  Church  in  them  than  for  all  their  secular 
greatness  and  glories.  You  think  at  once  of  Antioch  and 
Ephesus,  of  Corinth  and  Rome,  and  many  others,  where  he 
planted  the  Church  and  organized  it  for  perpetuity.  So,  too, 
you  think  of  S.  Mark,  in  Alexandria,  and  S.  John  and  the  seven 
Churches  in  the  chief  cities  of  Asia  Minor.  It  was  the  wonder- 
ful slatesraan-like  prescience  and  judgment  of  the  great  Apostle 
to  the  Gentiles,  together  with  the  Divine  Inspiration  that  guided 
him  as  much  in  action  as  in  teaching,  that  led  to  the  adoption 
of  this  policy,  always  and  everywhere  followed  by  the  Church's 
loyal  and  successful  leaders.  In  vain  have  you  studied  the  His- 
tory of  the  Church  if  you  have  not  observed  this  habitual  work- 
ing in  and  from  strongly  established  centers.  The  urban  pop- 
ulations were  first  Christianized.  The  dwellers  in  the  country 
were,  because  of  this  fact,  called  pagans.  But  to  gain  for  the 
Church  the  cities  was  ultimately  to  secure  the  country  districts, 
though  for  a  long  time  pagan  rites,  customs  and  superstitions 
might  linger  in  the  remote  corners  of  the  land  into  which  the 
light  of  Christ  did  not    penetrate.      The    Apostolic   Sees  were 
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ever  app>ealed  to  in  the  Ante-Nicene  period  for  the  true  Order 
and  Ministry  of  the  Church,  and  in  these,  the  succession  of 
Bishops  preserved  and  handed  on  the  Books  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  the  Catholic  Doctrines  and  Faith.  The  strength  of 
the  Church  was  in  these  great  Sees  personally  founded  by 
Apostles  and  apostolic  men. 

It  has  ever  been  so  in  the  history  of  Christianity.  Your  minds 
will  suggest  abundant  illustrations  all  down  the  ages  to  ^he 
present  time.  Thie  great  monastic  establishments  of  the  Middle 
Ages,  though  seemingly  were  not  really  in  conflict  with  the  prin- 
ciples asserted.  They  were  beneficent  in  fact,  as  in  intention, 
and  necessary  in  their  times.  They  were  each  when  at  their 
best,  strong  centers  of  learning,  culture  and  spiritual  force,  and 
of  the  aggressive  Missionary  activities  that  kept  alive  Christian- 
ity and  propagated  the  Church  in  the  regions  beyond  and  even 
into  countries  remote,  evangelizing  whole  nations. 

The  revival  of  Evangelical  Religion  under  VVhitefield  and  the 
Wesleys,  and  of  the  broader  and  profounder  type  of  piety  that 
characterizes  organic  and  corporate  Christianity,  under  Keble, 
Pusey  and  their  associates,  spread  from  the  University  to  the 
cities  and  towns,  leading  to  the  re-establishment  of  Sisterhoods, 
Guilds,  Brotherhoods  and  the  manifold  forms  of  organization 
by  which  to  reach  all  classes  of  the  people,  and  from  the  towns 
spreading  to  the  country,  and  gradually  pervading  and  working 
its  beneficent  effects  throughout  the  whole  land.  If  you  visit 
England  to  study  the  condition  of  the  Church,  you  will  find  her 
intensely  alive  and  active  in  the  great  towns  and  cities,  and 
even  in  the  villages,  thouj^h  exceptions  are  to  be  found.  I  was 
myself  pained  lo  see  in  some  of  the  country  parts,  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Norwich  for  example,  grand  and  beautiful  Churches  of 
pre-Reformation  times,  of  which  for  their  architectural  beauty 
and  suitableness  for  worship  we  might  well  be  proud,  standing 
in  shameful  neglect,  with  the  accumulated  dirt  of  generations 
under  the  wood  floors,  over  the  flagstone  pavements,  even  in  the 
Choirs  and  Chancels.  The  shabbiness  showed  seeming  poverty, 
but  it  was  poverty  of  spirit  and  interest.  Monthly  or  less  fre- 
quent services  were  held  perfunctorily.  Celebrations  were  in- 
frequent. Little  if  any  teaching  was  given  adapted  to  the  agri- 
cultural population.  The  bulk  of  the  people  had  drifted  away 
into  dissent.  Such  examples,  formerly  frequent,  are  now,  thank 
God,  very  rare  indeed.    Even  regions  that  had  gone  back  almost 
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and  but  for  the  agencies  of  dissent  would  have  gone  back 
wholly  into  paganism,  are  being  and  will  yet  be*  entirely  re- 
claimed for  Christ  and  His  Church. 

In  this  country  we  failed  to  adopt  at  the  beginning  the  See 
system,  which  both  in  name  and  character  we  are  rapidly  recov- 
ering. But  in  the  main  we  have  followed  the  apostolic  prece- 
dents. We  are  gaining  possession  of  the  cities.  We  see  now 
that  in  every  principal  town  there  should  be  the  Bishop,  charged 
as  he  is  with  the  responsibility  of  leadership;  and  therein  should 
be  built  up  his  strong  Parishes,  his  Missionary  agencies,  his  Ed- 
ucational and  Charitable  Institutions.  Everybody  now  sees 
and  acknowledges  that  our  Church  is  specially  adapted  to  be, 
and  is,  or  is  more  and  more  becoming,  the  Church  of  the  city; 
and  by  the  city  we  mean  the  principal  town.  In  New  York,  we 
are  far  in  advance  of  all  denominations,  in  numbers,  power  and 
influence.  In  Philadelphia  and  nearly  all  of  our  great  towns, 
we  are,  or  are  soon  to  be,  in  the  lead  of  all  the  workers  for 
Christ.  It  will  be  the  same,  in  no  long  time,  in  cities  of  the 
third  class  like  Denver  as  in  those  of  the  first  and  second. 

The  large  town  or  city  is  now  relatively  more  important  than 
ever  before.  Our  growth  is  mostly  in  cities.  In  cities  should 
be  our  strength.  In  1880  the  number  of  American  towns  hav- 
ing a  population  of  8,000  was  286.  In  1890  it  had  risen  to  443. 
More  than  one-third  of  the  population  of  this  Diocese  is  now 
in  Denver.  We  have  twelve  clergy  at  work  here,  and  about 
twice  that  number  elsewhere.  Is  the  number  in  Denver  dispro- 
portionate ?  Considering  the  massing  of  the  people  here  and 
their  accessibility  to  influence,  would  it  not  be  really  more 
fitting  that  the  twelve  should  be  laboring  elsewhere  and  the 
twenty-four  should  be  working  in  and  about  the  See  city  ? 
Could  they  be  profitably  employed  ?  Not  working  in  our  old 
methods.  Not  by  any  forcing  process.  The  increase  should 
come  only  as  we  learn  to  utilize  our  forces.  This  learning,  from 
examples  at  hand,  we  are  sure  to  gain. 

Twenty-three  years  ago  we  had  but  one  small  Church.  But 
I  saw  then  the  great  school  houses.  1  thought  then  and  still 
think  that  in  the  neighborhood  of  any  great  school  overflowing 
with  children,  a  Sunday  School  and  Church  might  be  sustained. 
Thus  Trinity  Memorial,  Emmanuel,  All  Saints',  and  later  S. 
Mark's  and  others  were  established,  located  largely  on  this  prin- 
ciple ;  for  I  had  seen  the  evils  of  over   crowding  of   Churches 
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together,  involving  the  weakeess  of  some  and  the  necessity  of 
ultimate  consolidation.  Hence  we  have  kept  our  Churches  well 
apart,  avoiding  the  danger  of  interference.  So  I  formed  my 
plans  very  slowly  and  deliberately.  They  have  matured  well 
thus  far.  But  more  is  yet  lo  be  done  than  has  been  done  to 
complete  their  execution.  They  all  contemplated  Denver  as  a 
great  See,  with  all  that  a  See  should  mean. 

I  am  fully  cognizant  and  would  magnify  the  importance  of 
Pueblo,  Colorado  Springs,  Leadville,.  Cripple  Creek  and  the 
other  points.  We  lose  one  Parish,  it  is  to  be  feared,  in  Pueblo. 
But  we  have  fortunately  gained  one  in  Colorado  Springs  For 
the  plan  I  was  determined  upon  in  1892,  and  which  led  to  the 
securing  of  an  option  on  a  central  lot  for  the  one  great  Parish 
Church,  miscarried  and  was  abandoned,  not  through  my  own 
intervention  or  agency.  With  the  one  Church  in  the  south  part 
of  the  town,  it  was  manifest  that  there  must  be  another  in  the 
northern.  In  the  Providence  of  God  overruling  all  ^isseniions 
and  minor  evils,  it  became  necessary  for  a  S.  Stephen's  Parish 
to  supplement  the  work  of  the  Mother  Church,  that  we  might 
not  merely  hold  our  own,  which  we  had  not  done,  but  go  forth 
in  two  bands  10  meet  the  conditions  of  the  great  future,  and  be 
to  all  classes  of  the  people  what  this  great  Church  was  destined 
to  be  in  such  a  community  as  this,  the  power  of  God  unto  Sal- 
vation to  the  many.  What  is  done  in  Denver  will  never  be  to 
the  detriment  of  what  may  be  done  in  the  other  centers  of  pop- 
ulation. With  the  chief  center  strong,  all  the  points  will  be 
strengthened.  In  all  places  the  same  apostolic  principles  of 
work  apply. 

Besides  the  fact  that  there  is  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  peo 
in  the  See  city,  we  have  to  consider  the  change  in  the  character 
of  cities  and  large  towns  in  the  last  two  decades  that  is  going 
on  even  in  these  times  when  growth  is  temporarily  arrested.  In 
early  days,  towns  were  compactly  built,  and  at  their  outer 
borders  the  country  apj>eared  with  its  cultivated  fields  and 
pastures.  It  is  very  different  now,  with  our  cheap  and  rapid 
modes  of  transportation.  The  city  extends  far  into  what  was 
the  country.  The  Church  must  adapt  herself  to  this  changed 
condition  of  things.  She  must  plant  her  Missions  and  Parishes 
in  the  advancing  suburbs,  and  these  will  often  grow  into  her 
strongest  congregations,  as  we  have  seen  again  and  again. 
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It  is  true  that  well  to  do  people  could  take  the  time  and  meet 
the  small  expense  of  attending  services  in  town.  But  ordinarily 
they  would  attend  only  the  Morning  Service.  Attendance 
would  be  confined  to  the  heads  of  families,  and  would  soon  be 
very  irregular  even  with  these.  But  how  would  it  be  with  the 
children,  who  should  be  so  trained  in  the  Church  as  to  become 
the  loyal  working  congregations  of  the  not  distant  future  ? 
And  how  about  the  people,  the  vast  majority  who  are  not  well 
to  do,  and  who  as  much  as  any  others  need  and  claim  the 
Church's  privileges  ?  These  '  cannot  go  long  distances  to 
Church,  and  even  those  who  can,  soon  come  to  consider  the 
services  only  for  Sunday  Mornings.  Week  day  services  cease 
to  be  attended.  The  Holy  Days  are  no  longer  observed.  The 
Church  failing  to  do  her  duty  by  the  people,  languishes,  and 
the  various  other  bodies  of  Christians  see  their  opportunity 
and  are  quick   to  profit  by  our  neglect. 

If  such  a  city  as  Denver  were  walled  in  like  a  great  Mediaeval 
town,  and  did  not  extend  beyond  what  is  known  as  the  Con- 
gressional Grant,  a  few  Church  buildings  of  large  size  might  suf- 
fice, for  long  years  or  for  all  the  future.  But  as  the  conditions 
are,  and  considering  the  constant  drift  of  people  to  the  cities 
and  the  spreading  out  of  cities  over  wide  areas,  it  cannot  but  be 
apparent  that  if  we  do  not  follow  the  population  and  build  our 
Churches  so  that  they  may  be  within  easy  reach  of  those  of  all 
ages  and  classes,  others  will  surely. do  much  of  the  work  we  shall 
have  failed  to  do,  and  reap  the  advantages  we  might  have  se- 
cured. The  great  down  town  Churches  will  be  in  process  of 
lime  surrounded  by  the  encroaching  business  houses.  The  resi- 
dence population  will  be  further  and  further  away  from  them. 
If  we  shall  have  been  found  delinquent  in  securing  Church  sites 
and  buildings  as  needed,  our  opportunities  will  have  been  lost 
and  we  shall  be  compelled  to  fall  back  into  relative  inferiority 
and  powerlessness  for  the  work  committed  to  us. 

I  do  not  suppose  there  is  one  of  us  who  will  for  a  moment  ad- 
mit that  our  Church  must  perforce  take  a  second  place  in 
evangelistic  work  or  prove  incapable  of  meeting  the  religious 
wants  of  the  people.  If  there  are  any  Church  people  of  this 
sort  they  are  to  be  pitied.  They  need  above  all  things  to  be 
converted.  What  we  covet  for  our  Church  in  position  and 
power  of  influence  we  must  make  her.  We  are  doing  it  to  a 
certain  extent,  but  not   fully.     We   must   be   more   ambitious, 
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emulous  for  her  growth  ;  we  must  put  forth  more  united,  more 
zealous,  energetic  and  efficient  efforts.  We  must  be  more  im- 
bued with  the  vital  spirit  of  Christianity.  The  fault  is  not  in 
the  Church,  it  is  wholly  in  us,  if  we  fail. 

It  is  good  sometimes  to  learn  of  others.  I  have  endeavored 
to  ascertain  from  the  statistics  put  forth  or  ascertainable  for 
1895,  o^  t^c  strength  in  Denver  of  some  of  the  leading  bodies  of 
Christians.  You  will  be  glad  to  know  of  the  extent  of  their 
progress.  In  all  the  good  they  are  doing  you  will  wish  them 
God's  blessing.  But  I  trust  the  facts  I  propose  to  lay  before 
you  will  stimulate  you,  especially  you  of  the  See  city,  to  renew 
your  vows  of  loyal,  devoted  allegiance  to  the  Church,  and  to 
put  forth  unwonted  exertions  to  promote  the  Church's  work  of 
winning  and  saving  souls. 

I  give  only  some  few  facts  that  seem  to  be  tests  of  work  done 
and  strength  gained. 

Our  own  Church  has  in  Denver  eight  Parishes  that  are  self 
supporting,  some  of  them  on  an  insufficient  scale,  though  asking 
and  receiving  no  aid  from  others.  We  have  besides  four 
Missions,  and  another  is  about  to  be  started  near  Elitch's  Gar- 
dens. The  value  of  our  eleven  Churches  and  four  Rectories  is 
put  at  $400,000.  When  I  first  saw  Denver  we  had  but  one 
Church,  and  Church  and  lot  were  valued  at  $5,000  or  $6,000. 
The  Communicants — 253  were  added — number  about  2,000;  the 
Sunday  School  children,  1,600.  The  offerings  for  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missions,  that  is  to  say  outside  the  Diocese,  would 
seem  to  be  less  than  $500,  though  our  statistics  as  gathered  up 
in  the  tabular  statements,  so  far  as  these  items  are  concerned, 
are  utterly  worthless.  For  Diocesan  Missions,  according  to  the 
Treasurer's  books,  the  total  of  offerings  was  $842.48.  The  debts 
on  Parishes  and  Missions  was  $58,000,  or  14^^  per  cent  of  the 
value.     Our  sitting  in  Church  number  3,500. 

The  Methodist  Church  North,  has  in  the  same  area  seventeen 
Churches  and  some  Missions.  Their  Churches  and  Parsonages 
are  valued  at  $617,150.  Their  Communicants,  of  whom  312 
were  added,  are  3,496.  Their  Sunday  Schools  have  3,573 
scholars.  Their  offerings  for  Missionary  objects  were  $4470. 
These  include  Domestic,  Foreign,  Church  Extension,  Freed- 
man's  Aid,  Bible  Society,  etc.  The  debts  on  Churches  were 
$126,756,  or  21  per  cent  of  the  valuation. 
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The  Presbyterians  had  ten  Churches,  had  added  388  and 
numbered  2,698  Communicants  and  3,372  Sunday  School  chil- 
dren. They  gave  for  Home  Missions  $2,176,  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, $1,490;  education,  $447;  Sunday  School  work,  $489. 
Their  tables  do  not  give  the  value*  of  Churches  or  debts. 

The  Denver  Baptists  number  seventeen  Churches  and  Mis- 
sions. These  include  one  Swedish,  one  German  and  two 
African.  They  added  by  baptism  117,  by  letter  170,  total  287. 
Their  total  of  Communicants  was  2,550,  and  of  Sunday  School 
children  1,660.  The  value  of  Churches,  not  including  a  costly 
stone  Church  at  Ogden  and  Twenty-fourth  Street,  is  given  at 
$185,000.  They  gave  for  State  Missions,  $553.09 ;  for  Home 
Missions,  $148.91  ;  for  Foreign  Missions,  $705.86. 

The  Congregationalists  had  fifteen  Churches  ;  had  added  391 
and  had  2,263  Communicants,  and  3,615  in  Sunday  Schools. 
Offerings  are  not  reported.  Their  Churches  in  1890  were  valued 
at  $206,300. 

The  Roman  Catholics  in  1890  numbered  twelve  Churches,  of 
the  value  of  $573,420.  Their  Communicants  or  members  were 
18,039.     The  sittings  in  their  Churches  were  5,675. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  offerings  in  all  cases  are  those  made 
through  the  regular  authorized  channels.  There  were  offerings 
of  individuals  for  Charity,  and  for  various  objects  they  were 
interested  in,  secular  or  semi-secular  and  religious,  the  amounts 
of  which  could  not  be  ascertained  or  reported. 

The  growth  of  some  of  the  smaller  Denominations  surprised 
me.  The  Christians  so-called  (  Campbellites )  have  four 
Churches  and  two  Missions,  and  1,500  Communicants.  The 
Swedish  have,  of  Evangelical  Lutherans,  two  Churches  and  one 
Mission,  one  Baptist  and  one  Methodist.  And  yet  the  Church 
of  Sweden  is  Episcopal,  and  its  authorized  Liturgy  is  probably 
sufficiently  Catholic  10  warrant  its  authorization  for  use  by  us  as 
in  Minnesota  and  other  Dioceses.  1  hope  soon  to  have  a  Swed- 
ish Clergyman  in  our  Orders  to  take  up  work  among  this  peo- 
ple, thus  meeting  a  great  and  to  some  extent  a  felt  need. 

There  is  much  in  the  facts  thus  presented  in  regard  to  other 
Christian  bodies  in  Denver  to  humiliate  us,  much  to  exclude  all 
boasting  on  our  part.  But  there  is  much  also  to  incite  and  en- 
courage us.  We  are  certainly  not  the  least  even  now  of  Chris- 
tian organizations  laboring  in  this  city.  Our  strength  is  not 
only  in  our  Churches,  Missions  and  Sunday  Schools.     It    is   in 
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our  great  Institutions  of  Education  and  Charity  as  well.  These 
give  us  great  prestige  and  influence.  In  these  we  are  believed 
to  be  pre  eminent.  Let  us  strive  to  be  pre-eminent  also  in  our 
men  and  women,  in  our  workers  for  Christ,  in  their  character, 
in  their  all-consuming  zeal  in  His  service.  Let  us  prove  the 
Church  to  be  Apostolic  and  Catholic  in  character  as  in  claims. 

We  have  thus  seen  how  our  fellow  Christians  of  various  bodies 
are  really  working  according  to  apostolic  principles  and  policy. 
They  are  endeavoring  rightly  to  do  their  best  work  where  it  will 
tell  most  in  their  advancement.  Every  consideration  calls 
upon  us  in  like  manner  to  give  lo  the  See  city  a  fair  proportion 
of  our  best  men  ;  to  invest  here  all  t\)e  means  we  can  secure  for 
that  purpose ;  to  be  wise  and  forethoughtful  in  planting  our 
Churches,  so  that  in  far  less  time,  required  for  Missions  in  the 
old  East  fostered  in  the  early  days  by  Missionary  care,  to  be- 
come strong  to  help  others,  our  Missions  may  become  strong 
centers  for  future  aggressive  labors. 

Considering  the  many  and  peculiar  difficulties  from  the  be- 
ginning encountered  and  overcome,  considering,  too,  that  while 
the  other  bodies  have  had  to  purchase  their  sites  for  Churches 
which  are  usually  as  costly  as  the  buildings  themselves,  while 
here  in  every  instance  the  Bishop  has  had  to  do  this  without 
assistance  from  among  us,  the  aggregate  value  of  Church  loca- 
tions thus  given  being  now  $150,000,  it  is'  quite  remarkable  that 
we  should  have  achieved  so  much  in  the  number  and  strength 
of  our  Parishes.  We  have  a  right  to  feel  some  honest  pride  ; 
but  not  unto  us  but  to  God's  Holy  Name  be  the  praise ! 

To  complete  this  subject,  so  that  it  may  be  satisfactorily  dis- 
missed, I  have  made  some  further  comparisons  which  are  in- 
structive and  the  results  of  which  arejnot  altogether  discourag- 
ing. I  take  twenty  cities  in  this  country,  ten  of  which  are 
larger  and  ten  of  smaller  population  than  Denver.  The  average 
number  of  Churches  to  the  population  is  somewhat  greater,  the 
number  of  Communicants,  children  in  Sunday  Schools,  Mis- 
sions and  Parishes  is  considerably  more.  The  offerings  for 
Church  Missions  at  home  and  abroad  are  much  in  advance  of 
ours.  What  is  raised  for  local  Church  support,  with  but  one 
exception,  surpasses  us.  But  we  are  not  to  forget  the  conditions 
incident  to  the  youth  of  our  city.  It  may  give  us  comfort  to 
know  that  we  are  not  so  very  far  behind.  To  give  a  few  exam- 
ples by  way  of   illustration,   Atlanta,   the   See   of  our  visiting 
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Bishop,  whom  we  rejoice  to  have  with  us,  with  65,500  popula- 
tion, has  eight  Congregations  and  over  1,200  Communicants. 
New  Haven  has  81,000,  and  eleven  Churches  and  3,400  Com- 
municants. Syracuse  has  88,000,  with  nine  Churches  and  1,600 
Communicants.  But  Louisville  has  sixteen  Churches  and  3,700 
Communicants  ;  St.  Paul,  sixteen  Churches  and  2,500  Commu- 
nicants ;  Rochester,  twelve  Churches  and  4,000  Communicants  ; 
Omaha,  ten  Churches  and  1,500  Communicants;  Detroit,  which 
is  a  little  larger,  has  twenty-three  Churches  and  6,000  Commu- 
nicants. We  have  done  something,  nothing  to  boast  of,  and 
certainly  have  much  room  for  improvement. 

On  the  whole,  we  may  thank  God  and  take  courage.  For  my 
own  part,  being  chiefly  responsible  for  the  planning  and  initia- 
tion of  work,  1  heartily  thank  God  for  the  advancement  to 
which  by  His  Grace  and  Mercy  we  have  attained.  I  have  done 
what  I  could  in  my  place,  what  was  simply  my  duty  as  a  Bishop 
in  the  Church  of  God  ;  but  the  results  are  due  to  your  coopera- 
tion in  so  far  as  you  have  stood  by  me  in  loving  loyal  fealty  and 
devotion,  and  have  aided  me  in  every  way  possible.  Never  was 
a  Bishop  blessed  with  an  abler  and  more  devoted  body  of 
Clergy.  The  same  is  largely  true  of  the  Laity.  His  Laymen 
and  women  workers  have  come  up  and  are  coming  up  well  and 
nobly  to  their  work.  They  will  do  more  by  and  by  as  times  im- 
prove, as  they  have  more  certain  incomes.  Perhaps  the  time 
has  not  yet  come  in  so  new  a  country  to  expect  large  gifts  and 
bequests  for  present  Diocesan  and  general  work  and  for  endow- 
ments, but  if  we  go  on  improving  as  heretofore,  we  shall  see  all 
these  greater  works  in  God*s  good  time.  May  He  purge  our 
hearts  from  all  selfishness  and  give  us  more  fully  of  the  Christ- 
like spirit  of  sacrifice,  so  that  we  may  do  our  part  of  the  work 
He  "began  to  do  and  teach,"  and  fulfil  our  vocation  and  minis- 
try, "going  about  doing  good." 

And  now  I  commend  you  all  to  God  and   the   word   of   His 

Grace  for  your  sanctification  and  for  the  work  to  which  you  are 

called  in   Christ,  the    extension  and   the    upbuilding  ot    His 

Church  and  Kingdom,  in  the  Diocese  and  so  far  as  in   us   lies, 

throughout  this  whole  world.
